The  City  Clerk  called  the  roll  of  the 
members-elect  of  the  School  Committee,  all  being 
present,  and  the  Mayor  administered  the  oaths  of 
office  to  the  School  Committeemen. 

Chairman  IANNELLA  -  His  Honor  the  Mayor, 
Kevin  H.  White,  will  now  deliver  his  annual 
message. 

(Before  I  begin  I  want  to  congratulate  all  of  the 
elected  members  of  the  City  Council  and  the 
School  Committee,  those  that  are  returning,  Mrs. 
Hicks,  who  is  also  returning,  and  the  newer 
members,  who  are  being  elected  for  the  first  time.  I 
want  to  congratulate  the  School  Committee  as  well 
and  to  say  that  I  sincerely  hope  that  all  of  us 
together,  the  Mayor's  office  and  the  Council  in 
conjunction  with  the  School  Committee,  can  work 
together  this  year,  1974,  for  the  best  interests  of 
the  City  of  Boston.) 

When  I  first  took  office  as  Mayor  of  this  city,  in 
1968,  national  attention  was  focused  on  the 
"urban  crisis."  Now  other  crises  have  .captured  that 
attention.  The  problems  of  urban  America  in  1974 
have  been  overshadowed  by  Watergate,  the 
prospects  of  a  recession,  and  the  realities  of  an 
energy  crisis. 

As  a  consequence,  we  in  the  cities  are  more  on 
our  own  now  than  we  have  been  at  any  time  in  the 
last  decade.  We  are  more  responsible  for  the 
burden  of  our  own  destiny. 

And  so  my  message  to  you  today  is  that  we 
must  accept  that  fact  and  realistically  address  our 
problems  in  that  context. 

There  are  three  areas  of  concern  I  particularly 
want  to  touch  on  today.  Many  others  could  be 
mentioned.  However,  these  three  seem  to  me  of 
paramount  importance  now  in  1974.  They  are  the 
fiscal  stability  of  Boston,  the  situation  of  our 
schools,  and  the  very  serious  matter  of  crime. 

First,  the  financial  stability  of  Boston. 

One  of  the  highest  priorities  is  our  obligation  to 
see  this  city  restored  to  fiscal  health.  That  means 
many  things  to  the  people  of  Boston.  Above  all,  it 
means  relief  from  excessive  taxation. 

A  year  ago  I  presented  the  outline  of  a  fiscal 
program  designed  to  eliminate  waste  and  to 
encourage  greater  efficiency  in  government.  We  set 
ourselves  the  difficult  task  of  holding  the  line  on 
city  spending  —  in  the  face  of  major  inflationary 
pressures.  Our  goals  were  a  no-growth  budget  and  a 
stabilized  tax  rate. 

We  have  achieved  both  of  these  goals. 

A  year  ago  I  promised  to  reduce  the  city 
payroll  by  1,600  jobs.  Our  quota  will  be  met. 

A  year  ago  I  promised  to  cut  the  Mayor's  Office 
budget  by  10  percent.  The  cuts  have  exceeded  15 
percent. 

A  year  ago  I  promised  to  eliminate  the  Office 
of  Civil  Defense.  This  promise  has  been  kept. 

We  have  also  kept  our  promises  to  hold  the 
county  budget  to  zero  growth,  to  cut  $120,000 
from  the  BRA,  to  trim  expenses  at  City  Hospital. 
None  of  it  was  easy,  none  of  it  was  pleasant,  least 
of  all  to  those  who  were  affected  by  it.  No  one 
likes  to  cut  or  to  restrict,  but  neither  do  the  people 


of  this  city  like  to  be  called  on  time  and  time  again 
to  pay  excessive  taxes  and  carry  great  burdens. 

These  promises  which  were  made  were 
kept .  .  .  promises  which,  combined  with  numerous 
administrative  reforms,  have  enabled  us  to  keep  the 
city's  tax  rate  below  the  $200  mark,  something 
which  a  year  ago  our  critics  contended  was  a  wild 
boast  without  hope  of  achievement. 

Well,  let  me  put  this  achievement  into  a  larger 
context  of  managerial  reform.  With  little  publicity 
we  have  shifted  to  the  federal  fiscal  cycle,  in  order 
to  allow  for  a  more  rational  budgeting  procedure. 
We  have  begun  to  make  better  use  of  our  data 
processing  capability.  We  have  mounted  an  all-out 
campaign  to  upgrade  the  rating  of  our  bonds, 
which  will  save  the  City  of  Boston  more  than 
$280,000  in  interest  over  the  life  of  the  bonds  to 
be  issued  this  year  alone. 

In  short,  we  are  hauling  ourselves  out  of  the 
nineteenth  century  in  terms  of  financial  manage- 
ment. In  ways  that  are  both  visible  and  invisible  to 
the  general  public  the  City  of  Boston  is  proving 
that  it  can  put  its  fiscal  house  in  order. 

I  have  begun  with  a  review  of  the  objectives  set 
forth  in  my  message  to  you  a  year  ago  for  two 
reasons. 

First,  I  want  to  leave  no  doubt  in  anyone's 
mind  that  our  commitment  to  austerity  was  in 
dead  earnest.  We  have  done  what  we  said  we  would 
do. 

And,  second,  I  want  this  review  of  our  previous 
objectives  to  serve  as  an  assurance  that  I  intend  to 
continue  a  policy  of  the  strictest  economy  — 
consistent  with  our  essential  needs  —  for  the 
remainder  of  my  term,  or  until  such  time  as  we  can 
guarantee     substantial     tax    relief. 

Unfortunately  we  cannot  do  the  job  of  assuring 
fiscal  stability  by  ourselves,  no  matter  how  careful 
we  are  with  budgets  and  payrolls.  To  put  it  simply, 
we  are  caught  in  a  vise.  We  are  squeezed  on  one 
hand  by  inflation  and  by  increasing  demands  for 
services,  and  on  the  other  by  an  inelastic  revenue 
base. 

The  question  is  always  asked  why  we  are  unable 
in  Boston  to  tap  the  enormous  revenues  generated 
by  our  productivity  in  this  city. 

The  answer  is  a  reason  both  simple  and 
criminal. 

The  state  has  imposed  on  us  a  system  under 
which  70  percent  of  our  revenues  must  come  from 
the  property  tax.  No  other  major  American  city 
raises  more  than  50  percent  of  its  revenue  from  the 
property  tax. 

But  the  problem  does  not  end  there.  At  the 
same  time  the  state  has  compelled  us  to  rely  on  the 
property  tax  for  the  bulk  of  our  revenues  it  has 
also  mandated  a  set  of  exemptions  which  now 
result  in  60  percent  of  our  assessed  value  being  free 
of  taxes. 

By  way  of  example  we  have  calculated  that 
every  man,  woman,  and  child  in  this  city  in  effect 
pays  $140  to  support  the  property  of  the  state 
government  itself.  And  in  the  same  way  the 
taxpayers  of  Boston  provide  $228  for  every 
student  enrolled  in  a  private  college  and  $120  for 
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every  admission  to  a  private  hospital. 

The  consequence  is  an  intolerable  burden  on 
homeowners,  tenants,  and  businesses  alike. 

It  is  the  state's  responsibility  to  end  this 
chronic  injustice.  It  is  our  responsibility  to  see  that 
our  situation  is  presented  to  the  Legislature  and 
the  Governor  so  forcefully  that  it  cannot  be 
ignored. 

We  need  to  remind  ourselves  that  we're  not 
paupers  asking  for  handouts.  This  city  supports  a 
$10  billion  economy,  28  percent  of  the  state  total. 
This  city  generates  520,000  jobs,  and  the  number 
is  growing.  This  is  the  base  of  our  strength  and  the 
context  in  which  we  demand  help. 

To  help  in  that  effort,  I  am  asking  you  today  to 
support  two  major  items  in  my  legislative  package 
for  1974. 

The  first  is  a  bill  which  will  mandate  state 
reimbursement  for  20  percent  of  the  revenue  lost 
to  us  because  of  the  exemptions  granted  to 
schools,  colleges,  hospitals,  and  similar  institutions. 

In  the  past  demands  have  been  made  that  the 
institutions  themselves  assume  the  tax  burden.  This 
is  unreasonable.  Many  of  them  are  as  hard  pressed 
for  funds  as  we  are.  We  do  not  intend  to  force  the 
closing  of  schools  and  hospitals  or  the  curtailment 
of  their  services. 

Instead,  I  will  be  asking  these  institutions  to 
join  with  us  in  a  major  legislative  campaign  to  bring 
about  a  broader  sharing  of  the  tax  subsidy  granted 
their  operations. 

The  second  item  is  a  bill  to  end  the  exemptions 
enjoyed  by  private  profit-making  enterprises 
located  on  lands  controlled  by  the  Massachusetts 
Port  Authority.  Current  law  deprives  the  City  of 
Boston  of  approximately  $40  million  of  tax 
revenue  a  year.  This  is  $40  million  that  the  people 
of  this  city  need  to  provide  services,  that  the 
employees  of  this  city  deserve  in  terms  of  better 
salaries,  but  neither  the  citizens  nor  the  employees 
will  get  either  as  long  as  year  after  year  we  stand 
and  tolerate  this  situation.  You  are  well  aware  of 
this  situation,  and  I  am  asking  your  help  to  bring 
this  awareness  forcefully  to  the  notice  of  our 
Legislature. 

During  the  last  legislative  session  we  won  a 
significant  victory.  We  persuaded  Beacon  Hill  that 
it  was  right  and  proper  for  the  state  to  assume  at 
least  a  part  of  the  MBTA  deficit. 

Our  senators  and  representatives  deserve  credit. 
With  your  help  we  will  convince  them  again  this 
year  that  their  support  is  indispensable  and  our 
case  for  fiscal  relief  is  just. 

When  we  look  toward  the  late  seventies  and 
eighties  we  can  see  clearly  that  Boston's  population 
will  be  growing. 

Neighborhoods  will  change,  and  new  demands 
will  be  placed  on  the  city. 

These  neighborhoods  are  our  greatest  strength. 
They  are  our  greatest  hope. 

I  created  Little  City  Halls  to  bring  city 
government  to  the  neighborhoods.  I  created 
Summerthing  to  bring  cultural  resources  to  the 
neighborhoods.  I  have  spent  $500  million  to  bring 
badly  needed  new  public  facilities  to  the 
neighborhoods. 


But  there  is  one  area  of  neighborhood  concern 
in  which  we  have  much  yet  to  do  —  education. 

One  of  the  most  important  considerations  — 
perhaps  the  most  important  consideration  —  for  a 
young  family  is  the  quality  of  education  available 
to  its  children. 

In  the  past  families  have  left  the  core  cities  of 
America  by  the  millions  in  search  of  better 
educational  quality  in  suburban  school  systems. 
This  is  a  historical  fact.  We  must  recognize  that  we 
cannot  have  a  viable  city  with  an  inferior  school 
system.  We  cannot  hope  to  preserve  our  neighbor- 
hoods when  parents  have  lost  confidence  in  the 
educational  system. 

Over  the  past  five  years  we  have  begun  the  job 
of  restoring  confidence  in  Boston's  schools.  We 
have  spent  more  than  $120  million  for  new  and 
renovated  school  buildings. 

The  Kent  School  in  Charlestown,  the  Tynan  in 
South  Boston,  the  Marshall,  the  Holland,  the 
Murphy,  the  Lee,  the  Ohrenberger,  the  Agassiz,  the 
Hennigan,  -  these  facilities  are  the  equal  of  any  in 
the  United  States  today,  and  we  are  going  to  have 
more  of  them. 

This  afternoon  we  will  be  breaking  ground  for 
the  Barnes  in  East  Boston,  the  Jackson-Mann  in 
Allston,  the  Mason-Baker-Logue  in  Mattapan,  the 
Southwest  High  School. 

You  have  generously  supported  this  building 
program.  You  have  endorsed  quality  in  design, 
construction,  and  outfitting.  I  know  that  you  have 
done  so  because  the  Council  has  shared  my  belief 
that  our  new  community  schools  are  an  investment 
in  the  future  of  the  neighborhoods. 

Yet  buildings  alone  will  not  restore  confidence 
in  our  school  system.  Talented  teachers  alone  will 
not  restore  confidence  in  our  school  system. 
Millions  of  tax  dollars  alone  will  not  restore 
confidence  in  our  school  system. 

What  we  must  bring  about  is  a  basic 
restructuring  of  the  system  itself. 

The  City  Council  faced  the  urgent  need  for 
reform  several  months  ago.  It  accepted  its 
responsibility  when  it  voted  to  put  school  reform 
to  a  referendum.  I  commend  the  members  of  the 
last  Council  for  that  very  important  legislative  act. 

On  the  second  of  April  the  voters  of  this  city 
will  have  the  chance  to  take  the  next  step  toward  a 
long-needed  overhaul.  I  s^e  this  opportunity  as 
immensely  significant  to  the  future  of  the  city.  I 
see  it  as  immensely  significant  to  the  continued 
vitality  of  our  neighborhoods.  I  see  it  as  an 
opportunity  that  may  not  come  again  for  a  long 
time. 

Of  the  plans  put  forward  Plan  III  has  my 
strongest  endorsement. 

The  neighborhood  councils  provided  for  in  Plan 
III  will  offer  the  parents  and  teachers  of  Boston  a 
means  for  breaking  the  stranglehold  of  petty 
politics  and  bureaucratic  red  tape.  It  will  give  them 
latitude  to  adapt  educational  policy  to  student 
requirements  at  the  local  level.  It  will  allow  them 
to  monitor  how  school  dollars  are  spent,  and  it  will 
provide  them  with  all-important  professional 
resources. 
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It  must  be  made  clear  to  everyone  that  the 
possibility  now  exists  for  the  children  of  Boston  to 
be  given  a  superior  school  system.  This  is  within 
our  power  to  provide.  We  do  not  have  to  turn  to 
the  state.  We  do  not  have  to  turn  to  the  federal 
government.  We  do  have  to  go  to  the  polls  on  April 
2. 

It  reform  fails,  it  will  be  our  failure  and  ours 
alone. 

Finally,  I  must  turn  to  the  problem  of  crime  in 
our  city. 

Most  of  us  have  felt  the  blight  of  crime  and 
violence  on  our  lives.  I  have.  I  know  that  many  of 
you  have.  You  are  frustrated  and  angry,  as  I  am, 
that  decent  men  and  women  cannot  feel  secure  on 
the  streets  and  in  their  homes.  You  have  mourned 
with  me  the  death  of  police  officers  who  have 
made  the  supreme  sacrifice  to  protect  us. 

Comparatively,  Boston  remains  one  of  the  safer 
cities  in  the  United  States.  We  sometimes  forget 
that.  But  I  have  no  intention  of  glossing  over  a  bad 
situation.  It  corrodes  neighborhood  life.  It  is  a  tax 
of  suspicion  and  fear  that  all  of  us  have  to  pay. 

What  are  we,  as  a  city  government,  doing  to 
combat  it? 
Well- 

We  have  put  our  Police  Department  in  the 
hands  of  Commissioner  di  Grazia,  a  professional 
dedicated  to  modernizing  police  methods. 

We  have  decentralized  police  field  opera- 
tions in  order  to  increase  responsiveness  to  our 
neighborhoods  and  housing  developments. 

We  have  established  the  911  emergency 
number,  resulting  in  a  40  percent  increase  in 
calls  for  assistance  and  crime  alerts  reported  by 
citizens. 

We  have  initiated  a  new  Anticrime  Unit  of 
150  handpicked  officers  who  will  circulate 
through  high-crime  areas  disguised  as  ordinary 
citizens  in  order  to  stop  felonies  as  they  are 
happening. 

This  September  we  undertook  a  major 
reallocation  of  equipment  and  personnel  which 
has  put  83  more  cruisers  and  120  more  men  on 
street  patrol  to  date. 

We  have   begun   developing   our  computer 
capability  in  order  to  analyze  patterns  of  crime 
so  that  our  resources  can  most  effectively  be 
used  to  deter  would-be  criminals. 
Obviously  these  measures,  and  the  many  more 
we    are    taking    to   improve  law   enforcement  in 
Boston,   will   not   end  the  problem.   An  elevated 
crime  rate  will  be  part  of  our  urban  -  and  our 
suburban  -  environment  for  years  to  come.  But  if 
each  one  of  us,  as  a  concerned  citizen,  resolves  to 
make    crime     prevention    and    crime    control    a 
personal  responsibilty,  we  will  make  progress.  Each 
of  us  must  deputize  himself  as  the  eyes  and  ears  of 
the  police. 

Without  this  personal  element  the  police  must 
work  under  a  terrific  handicap.  We  have  got  to  give 
up,  once  and  for  all,  the  illusion  that  the  police  by 
themselves,  or  any  number  of  federal  programs  by 
themselves,  can  do  the  job  for  us. 

We  have  got  to  get  involved  in  public  safety.  By 


that  I  mean  the  Mayor's  Office,  the  City  Council, 
all  of  city  government,  and  the  average  citizen. 

What  is  the  state  of  our  city  today?  One  of 
many  problems.  But  it  is  also  one  of  much  hope 
and  many  opportunities. 

As  little  as  fifteen  years  ago  we  were  a  city  with 
a  brilliant  past  but  very  little  future. 

But  that  situation  has  been  radically  altered. 
Boston  has  turned  itself  around,  and  the 
momentum  toward  economic  growth  and  a 
population  influx  is  continuing.  We  can  be  proud 
of  our  role  as  citizens  of  a  city  that  decided  it 
could,  and  did,  influence  its  own  destiny. 

My  message  today  is  to  remind  us  all  of  that 
fact:  that  though  our  power  is  in  many  ways 
limited,  we  are  far  from  helpless.  We  can  bring 
about  change  for  the  better.  We  can  improve 
neighborhood  life  when  we  act  as  a  community 
rather  than  as  individuals  with  no  one  to  look  out 
for  but  ourselves. 

In  a  time  of  great  uncertainty  for  the  nation  we 
need  to  turn  more  to  our  own  resources.  We  need 
to  realize  we  have  resources  of  leadership  and 
initiative  to  turn  to. 

We  have  a  reputation  to  maintain  —  a 
reputation  as  a  city  with  one  of  the  brightest 
futures  in  America  today.  As  we  approach  the 
nation's  bicentennial  I  am  confident  that  we  will 
maintain  that  reputation,  and  in  the  process 
become  a  model  (with  your  help)  for  urban 
revitalization  in  the  decade  to  come. 

Thank  you. 

(Applause.)

I  return  herewith,  without  my  signature  and 
disapproved,  an  ordinance  entitled  "Pertaining  to 
the  Boston  Police  Department,"  passed  by  your 
Honorable  Body  on  December  17,  1973,  and 
adding  after  chapter  20B  of  the  Revised  Or- 
dinances of  1961,  chapter  20C,  requiring  all 
Boston  police  vehicles  to  be  equipped  with 
shotguns  and  shotgun  racks. 

My  objections  to  this  proposal  are  that  the  law 
of  Massachusetts  vests  in  the  Police  Commissioner 
of  the  City  of  Boston,  and  in  him  alone,  the  power 
to  determine  what  weapons  shall  be  carried  by 
members  of  the  Boston  Police  Department  while 
on  duty.  See  St.  1962,  c.  322,  s.  14.  See  also  G.L. 
c.  41,  s.  98.  It  is  not  within  the  province  of  the 
City  Council  to  dictate  to  the  Boston  Police 
Department  the  equipment  which  shall  be  carried 
by  Boston  police  officers.  See  section  17G  of  St. 
1948,  c.  452,  as  amended.

FINE  FOR  REMOVING  GASOLINE 
FROM  MOTOR  VEHICLE

Gentlemen: 


I  return  herewith,  without  my  signature  and 
disapproved,  an  untitled  ordinance  passed  by  your 
Honorable  Body  on  December  27,  1973,  establish- 
ing a  fine  of  $50  to  be  imposed  upon  any  person 
who  "syphons,  drains,  or  in  any  way  extracts 
gasoline  from  a  motor  vehicle."  It  appears  that  this 
ordinance  was  passed  out  of  a  commendable 
concern  over  theft  of  gasoline  from  motor  vehicles 
in  this  period  of  gasoline  scarcity.  No  one  can 
object  to  an  ordinance  forbidding  theft,  even 
though  this  subject  is  adequately  treated  in  the 
General  Laws  of  the  Commonwealth.  (See  G.L.  c. 
266,  s.  30,  which  penalizes  petty  larceny  by  a  fine 
of  not  exceeding  $300  or  by  imprisonment  not  to 
exceed  one  year.)  My  objection  to  this  ordinance 
(aside  from  defects  of  form  which  appear  on  the 
face  thereof)  is  that  it  forbids  such  lawful  acts  as 
the  draining  of  gasoline  from  a  motor  vehicle  to  be 
placed  in  storage,  and  would  penalize  the 
generosity  of  the  automobile  owner  who  removes 
gasoline  from  the  tank  of  his  own  car  to  assist  a 
stranded  fellow-motorist.

There  is  no  definition 
of  the  "Law  Enforcement  Agency"  nor  of  its 
budget  request  nor  of  the  words  "administrative 
purposes."  While  I  have  no  objection  to  the 
concept  that  money  granted  to  the  City  of  Boston 
by  the  federal  government  for  purposes  of 
strengthening  law  enforcement  through  action 
programs  shall  not  be  diverted  to  pay  the  salary 
expenses  of  staff  personnel,  that  is  not  the  effect 
of  the  language  you  have  passed.

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VETOING  ORDER  ACCEPTING  CHAPTER  797 
OF  ACTS  OF  1972  RE  CHANGING 
SALARY  OF  SHERIFF  OF  SUFFOLK 
COUNTY 

The  following  was  received:

Office  of  the  Mayor,  January  3,  1974. 
To  the  City  Council. 
Gentlemen: 

I  return  herewith,  without  my  signature  and 
disapproved,  an  order  passed  by  your  Honorable 
Body  on  December  10,  1973,  which  would  accept 
chapter  797  (not  chapter  729  as  indicated)  of  the 
Acts  of  1972,  entitled  "An  Act  Changing  the 
Salary  of  the  Sheriff  of  Suffolk  County." 

My  objections  to  this  order  are  as  follows:  St. 
1972,  c.  797,  would,  if  accepted  by  the  City  of 
Boston,  establish  the  salary  of  the  sheriff  of  the 
County  of  Suffolk  at  a  sum  equivalent  to  80 
percent  of  the  salary  of  an  associate  justice  of  the 
Superior  Court.  Under  G.L.  c.  212,  s.  27,  as  most 
recently  amended  by  St.  1969,  c.  845,  s.  3,  the 
salary  of  an  associate  justice  of  the  Superior  Court 
is  $30,000.  The  statute  which  you  would  have  the 
city  accept  would  therefore  fix  the  salary  of  the 
sheriff  of  Suffolk  County  at  the  present  time  at 
$24,000  and  would  require  commensurate  in- 
creases at  the  time  of  any  salary  increase  for  an 
associate  justice  of  the  Superior  Court.  Under  the 
present  law'(St.  1970,  c.  789)  the  salary  of  the 
sheriff  of  the  County  of  Suffolk  is  fixed  at 
$20,000.  The  salary  of  the  sheriff  of  Suffolk 
County  had  previously  been  fixed  by  St.  1969,.c. 
463,  at  $13,000. 

The  effect  of  the  statute  you  propose  to  accept 
would  be  to  give  the  sheriff  of  Suffolk  County  an 
immediate  20  percent  salary  increase  from  $20,000 
to  $24,000.  Such  an  increase  is  an  unfair  burden 
on  the  taxpayers  of  the  City  of  Boston, 
particularly  in  this  year  when  we  must  make  every 
effort  to  keep  to  the  smallest  possible  amount  the 
salary  increases  which  must  be  paid  in  order  to 
continue  to  attract  competent  people  into 
municipal  and  county  service.  Such  an  increase  is 
also  a  poor  example  for  the  countless  other 
municipal  employees  whose  salary  increases  are 
consistent  with  the  5.5  percent  limitations  of  the 
Cost  of  Living  Council. 

Furthermore,  this  legislation,  because  the  City 
of  Boston  pays  all  of  the  expenses  of  the  County 
of  Suffolk,  affects  one  municipality  alone.  Hence, 
it  should  not  be  presented  except  on  petition  of 
the  Mayor  and  Council  of  that  municipality,  as 
required  by  s.  8  of  the  Home  Rule  Amendment, 
Article  II,  as  amended,  under  the  Articles  of 
Amendment  to  the  Constitution  of  the  Common- 
wealth. Since  that  has  not  been  done  in  this  case, 
the  legislation  cannot  be  said  to  have  the  approval 
of  the  City  of  Boston.

1.  G.  L.  c.  32,  s.  100,  provides  a  pension  for 
her  life  or  as  long  as  she  remains  unmarried 
equal  to  the  compensation  Detective  Schroeder 
would  have  received  had  he  continued  to  serve 
in  the  position  which  he  held  at  the  time  of 
death,  provided,  however,  that  such  salary  is  to 
be  the  maximum  for  his  grade  even  though  he 
had  not  reached  maximum.  In  the  event  of  the 
death  or  remarriage  of  the  widow,  72  percent 
of  what  she  would  have  received  will  be  paid 
for  the  benefit  of  children  under  eighteen, 
between  eighteen  and  twenty-one  if  still  in 
school,  and  over  twenty-one  if  physically  or 
mentally  incapacitated  from  earning.  This 
section  also  provides  for  the  return  to  the 
designated  beneficiary  Of  Mr.  Schroeder's 
accumulated  total  deductions  in  the  annuity 
savings  fund  for  the  retirement  system. 

2.  G.  L.  c.  41,  s.  100D,  provides  for 
payment  of  the  expenses  of  the  funeral  and 
burial  to  a  maximum  of  $2,000. 

3.  G.   L.   c.    32,   s.   11D,   provides  double 
indemnity  accidental  death  insurance.  It  is  my 
information   that  the  amount  due  under  this 
section,  $24,000,  has  already  been  paid. 
There    thus    appears    to    be   no   necessity   for 

further  legislation.   The   Law   Department  stands 
ready  to  assist  Mrs.  Schroeder  in  any  way  it  can  to 
insure  timely  receipt  of  the  benefits.

Dear  Mr.  Burke: 

This  is  in  reply  to  your  inquiry  concerning  the 
recent  resolution  passed  by  the  Council  which 
urges  the  Department  of  Housing  and  Urban 
Development  to  increase  modernization  funding  to 
the  Boston  Housing  Authority. 

We  are  cognizant  that  not  only  the  Boston 
Housing  Authority  but  most  other  Housing 
Authorities  across  the  nation  are  in  need  of 
additional  modernization  funds.  Unfortunately, 
the  needs  of  Boston  and  other  cities  outstrip 
available  funds. 

The  Boston  Area  Office  has,  over  the  past  five 
years,  authorized  $22,938,039  in  modernization 
funds  to  the  BHA.  Last  year,  the  funds  allocated 
equalled  approximately  one-third  of  their  entire 
area  allocation.  Within  the  funding  parameters 
described  above,  we  feel  that  they  have  made  every 
effort  to  be  more  than  fair  to  Boston. 

Of  the  $22,938,039  authorized  only 
$11,338,044  had  been  spent  by  the  BHA  as  of 
September  30,  1973.  Therefore,  while  we  have 
authorized  over  $22  million  to  the  BHA,  only  half 
of  that  amount  is  reflected  today  in  physical 
improvements.  While  we  concur  that  Boston  could 
reasonably  use  additional  funds,  it  would  be  bad 
policy  on  our  part  to  give  them  more  than  they  can 
reasonably  expend  within  a  given  time  frame.

APPROVING  PETITION  FOR  SPECIAL  LAW  RE 
PENSION  FOR  POLICE  OFFICER 
RICHARD  MacEACHERN 

The  following  was  received: 

City  of  Boston, 
Office  of  the  Mayor,  January  10,  1974. 
To  the  City  Council. 
Gentlemen: 

I  submit  to  you  herewith  a  proposed  home  rule 
petition  providing  a  pension  for  Richard  Mac- 
Eachern,  a  member  of  the  Boston  Police 
Department  disabled  for  further  duty  by  an  injury 
which  occurred  in  1971  while  apprehending  a 
felon.  I  have  declined  in  the  past  to  approve  a  full 
pension  for  this  officer  because  of  the  uncertainty 
of  his  medical  future.  The  proposed  law  would 
allow  for  medical  revaluation  of  Mr.  MacEachern 
by  a  medical  panel  and  by  the  Boston  Retirement 
Board  at  the  conclusion  of  a  five-year  period,  at 
which  time  a  determination  will  be  made  as  to 
whether  he  remains  totally  incapacitated  for 
substantial  gainful  employment. 

In  my  view,  a  city  employee  disabled  in  the 
course    of  duty    is  amply   protected   by   general 


retirement  law,  and  is  not  deserving  of  special 
legislation  unless  it  becomes  medically  apparent 
that  the  employee  is  permanently  disabled,  not 
only  for  the  duties  of  his  or  her  position,  but  also 
for  substantial  gainful  employment. 

The  proposed  petition  in  my  judgment  protects 
the  integrity  of  the  retirement  system  and  is  at  the 
same  time  satisfactory  to  Mr.  MacEachern.  I  urge 
your  prompt  adoption  of  the  enclosed  order, 
which  I  will  then  approve  and  forward  to  the 
Massachusetts  Legislature.

Ordered,  That  a  petition  to  the  General  Court, 
accompanied  by  a  bill  for  a  special  law  relating  to 
the  City  of  Boston,  to  be  filed  with  an  attested 
copy  of  this  order,  be,  and  hereby  is,  approved 
under  clause  (1)  of  section  8  of  Article  2,  as 
amended,  under  the  Amendments  to  the  Consti- 
tution of  the  Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts,  to 
the  end  that  legislation  be  enacted  providing 
substantially  as  follows: 

Section  1.  For  the  purpose  of  promoting  the 
public  good  the  police  commissioner  of  the  city  of 
Boston,  with  the  approval  of  the  mayor  of  said 
city,  shall  forthwith  retire,  on  an  annual  pension  to 
be  paid  by  said  city  in  monthly  installments, 
Richard  G.  MacEachern,  a  patrolman  in  the  police 
department  of  said  city,  who  is  totally  incapaci- 
tated as  a  result  of  injuries  sustained  by  him  when 
shot  in  the  performance  of  his  duty  on  November 
13,  1971.  Such  pension  shall  be  equal  to  the 
annual  rate  of  regular  compensation  which  would 
have  been  paid  to  him  had  he  continued  in  service 
in  the  grade  held  by  him  at  the  time  of  his 
retirement. 

Upon  his  death,  leaving  a  widow  surviving  him, 
said  city  shall  pay  to  her,  so  long  as  she  remains 
unmarried,  an  annuity  of  $3,000,  increased  by 
$312,  for  each  child  of  said  widow  by  said  Richard 
G.  MacEachern  during  such  time  as  such  child  is 
under  eighteen  years  of  age  or  over  said  age  and 
physically  or  mentally  incapacitated  for  earning.  If 
said  widow  remarries,  said  city  shall  pay,  in  lieu  of 
the  aforesaid  annuity  to  her,  an  annuity  of  $520  to 
or  for  the  benefit  of  each  such  child  during  the 
time  aforesaid.  Upon  his  death  said  city  shall  also 
pay  an  annuity  of  $520  to  the  legal  guardian  of 
each  other  child  of  Richard  G.  MacEachern  for 
each  such  other  child  under  eighteen  years  of  age 
or  over  said  age  and  physically  or  mentally 
incapacitated  from  earning. 

Section  2.  Upon  the  retirement  of  said  Richard 
G.  MacEachern  under  this  act  the  Boston 
retirement  board  shall  forthwith  pay  to  him  all 
amounts  standing  to  his  credit  in  the  annuity 
savings  fund  of  the  State-Boston  retirement 
system. 

Section  3.  The  provisions  of  section  100  of 
chapter  41  of  the  General  Laws  shall  continue  to 
apply  to  said  Richard  G.  MacEachern  relative  to  his 
indemnification  by  said  city  for  any  hospital, 
medical,    and    related    expenses    which    may    be 
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incurred  by  him  after  the  date  of  his  retirement  as 
a  result  of  the  aforementioned  incapacity. 

Section  4.  The  pension  and  annuities  referred 
to  in  section  1  shall  not  continue  beyond 
December  31,  1978,  unless  the  Boston  retirement 
board,  after  such  proof  as  it  may  require,  including 
in  any  event  an  examination  by  the  medical  panel 
provided  for  in  subdivision  3  of  section  6  of 
chapter  32  of  the  General  Laws,  and  a  certification 
by  such  panel  that  Richard  G.  MacEachern  is 
mentally  or  physically  incapacitated  for  substantial 
gainful  employment,  and  that  such  incapacity  is 
likely  to  remain  permanent,  determines  that 
Richard  G.  MacEachern  is  so  incapacitated.  In  the 
event  that  the  board  has  not  made  a  determination 
as  aforesaid  prior  to  December  31,  1978,  such 
pension  and  annuities  shall  continue  until  a 
determination  by  the  board  that  Richard  G. 
MacEachern  is  not  so  incapacitated.  The  city  of 
Boston,  acting  by  its  director  of  administrative 
services,  shall  not  less  than  six  months  prior  to 
December  31,  1978,  inform  in  writing  the 
secretary  of  the  Boston  retirement  board  and 
Richard  G.  MacEachern,  the  latter  by  certified  mail 
to  his  last  known  address  on  file  with  the  Boston 
retirement  board,  that  such  pension  and  annuities 
shall  not  continue  beyond  December  31,  1978, 
unless  the  Boston  retirement  board  makes  the 
aforesaid  determination.  A  copy  of  this  statute 
shall  be  enclosed  in  such  notice. 

Section  5.  Nothing  contained  herein  shall  be 
construed  in  any  way  to  abrogate  any  rights  which 
Richard  G.  MacEachern  has  or  will  have  at  any 
future  date  under  General  Laws,  chapter  32,  or 
other  law.

APPROVING  PETITION  FOR  SPECIAL  LAW  RE 
CONFORMING  SPECIAL  LAWS  OF  BOS- 
TON TO  NEW  FISCAL  CYCLE  OF 
COMMONWEALTH 

The  following  was  received : 
City  of  Boston, 
Office  of  the  Mayor,  January  11, 1974. 
To  the  City  Council. 
Gentlemen: 

I  transmit  herewith,  and  recommend  that  you 
adopt,  an  order  for  a  petition  to  the  General  Court 
for  legislation  which  would  make  the  technical 
changes  necessary  to  conform  the  special  laws 
applicable  to  the  City  of  Boston  to  the  new  fiscal 
cycle  of  cities  and  towns  in  the  Commonwealth. 
The  city  was  unsuccessful  in  securing  the 
enactment  of  such  legislation  in  1973,  in  part 
because  of  concern  that  the  legislation  as  then 
drafted  went  beyond  its  stated  purpose  of  making 
technical  changes  only,  and  in  part  because  of  an 
attempt  by  the  General  Court  to  exceed  its 
constitutional  powers  with  respect  to  home  rule 
legislation. 

The  bill  which  I  am  sending  to  you  has  been 
redrafted  to  answer  most  of  the  objections  raised 


to  the  earlier  text.  Such  further  objections  as  may 
be  raised  are  in  reality,  I  think,  objections  to  the 
unavoidable  effects  of  a  July-June  fiscal  year 
upon  practices  that  have  been  customary  under  the 
calendar  year  system. 

The  principal  features  of  the  legislation  are  as 
follows:  First,  the  date  for  submission  of  the 
annual  budget  is  moved  forward  to  the  second 
Monday  in  March,  and  the  date  for  final  action  by 
the  City  Council  thereupon  to  the  second  Monday 
in  May.  The  budget,  of  course,  will  relate  to  the 
fiscal  year  that  is  to  commence  the  following  July 
1.  Second,  the  date  after  which  the  City  Auditor 
may  make  transfers  among  appropriations  for  the 
purpose  of  closing  the  books  is  advanced  from 
December  10  to  the  following  June  10.  Third,  the 
1957  funding  act,  so  called  (St.  1957,  c.  717),  is 
amended  so  as  to  conform  certain  provisions 
therein  to  the  new  fiscal  cycle.  Fourth,  the  formula 
for  computing  the  School  Committee's  annual 
appropriation  limit  is  amended  in  several  ways, 
most  significantly  by  striking  out  the  provision  for 
"annualization"  of  salary  increases,  which  was 
formerly  necessary  because  the  impact  of  a  school 
department  pay  increase  was  felt  in  two  fiscal 
years.  Finally,  a  transitional  provision  is  included 
for  the  purpose  of  computing  the  School 
Committee's  appropriation  limit  in  the  first  of  the 
new  fiscal  years. 

I  urge  your  prompt  and  favorable  action  on  this 
order. so  that  legislation  may  be  presented  to  the 
General  Court  at  the  earliest  possible  date.

Ordered,  That  a  petition  to  the  General  Court, 
accompanied  by  a  bill  for  a  special  law  relating  to 
the  City  of  Boston,  to  be  filed  with  an  attested 
copy  of  this  order,  be,  and  hereby  is,  approved 
under  clause  (1)  of  section  8  of  Article  2,  as 
amended,  under  the  Amendments  to  the  Con- 
stitution of  the  Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts, 
to  the  end  that  legislation  be  enacted  to  conform, 
as  nearly  as  may  be,  the  laws  relating  to  the  fiscal 
cycle  of  the  city  to  the  revised  fiscal  year 
prescribed  by  chapter  849  of  the  Acts  of  1969,  as 
amended,  without  making  substantive  changes  in 
such  laws,  substantially  as  follows: 

Section  1.  Chapter  486  of  the  Acts  of  1909  is 
hereby  amended  by  striking  out  section  3,  as 
appearing  in  section  1  of  chapter  604  of  the  Acts 
of  1941,  and  inserting  in  place  thereof  the 
following  section: 

Section  3.  All  appropriations,  other  than 
for  school  purposes,  to  be  met  from  taxes, 
revenue,  or  any  source  other  than  loans,  shall 
originate  with  the  mayor,  who,  not  later  than 
the  second  Monday  in  March  of  each  year,  shall 
submit  to  the  city  council  the  annual  budget  of 
the  current  expenses  of  the  city  and  county  for 
the  next  ensuing  fiscal  year,  and  may  submit 
thereafter  such  supplementary  appropriation 
orders  as  he  may  deem  necessary.  The  city 
council  may  reduce  or  reject  any  item,  but, 
except    upon    the    recommendation .  of    the 
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mayor,  shall  not  increase  any  item  in,  nor  the 
total  of,  a  budget,  nor  add  any  item  thereto, 
nor  shall  it  originate  a  budget.  Not  later  than 
the  second  Monday  in  May  the  city  council 
shall  take  definite  action  on  the  annual  budget 
by  adopting,  reducing,  or  rejecting  it,  and  in  the 
event  of  their  failure  so  to  do  the  items  and  the 
appropriation  orders  in  the  budget  as  recom- 
mended by  the  mayor  shall  be  in  effect  as  if 
formally  adopted  by  the  city  council  and 
approved  by  the  mayor.  The  city  council  shall 
take  definite  action  on  any  supplementary 
appropriation  order  for  the  public  facilities 
department  by  adopting,  reducing,  or  rejecting 
it  within  sixty  days  after  it  is  filed  with  the  city 
clerk,  and  in  the  event  of  their  failure  so  to  do, 
such  supplementary  appropriation  order  as 
submitted  by  the  mayor  shall  be  in  effect  as  if 
formally  adopted  by  the  city  council  and 
approved  by  the  mayor. 

It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  boards  and 
officers  in  charge  of  the  city  departments  and 
of  the  other  city  officials  having  the  right  or 
duty  to  expend  money,'  except  the  school 
committee,  to  submit  to  the  mayor  not  later 
than  November  1  in  each  year  estimates,  in 
such  detail  as  he  may  require,  of  the  income 
and  expenses  of  their  respective  departments, 
offices,  or  undertakings  during  the  next  fiscal 
year.  The  school  committee  shall  submit  to  the 
mayor  not  later  than  the  first  Monday  in  April 
in  each  year  all  requests  for  appropriations  for 
school  purposes  additional  to  appropriations 
for  such  purposes  to  be  made  by  said 
committee. 

The  district  attorney,  sheriff,  register  of 
deeds,  and  register  of  probate  for  the  county, 
the  clerk  of  the  supreme  judicial  court  for  the 
county,  the  clerk  of  the  superior  court  for  civil 
business  in  the  county,  the  clerk  of  the  superior 
court  for  criminal  business  in  the  county,  all 
clerks  of  the  municipal  courts  in  the  county,  all 
clerks  of  the  district  courts  in  the  county,  the 
clerk  of  the  Boston  juvenile  court,  the 
commission  having  the  care,  custody,  and 
control  of  the  county  court  house,  and  all  other 
officers  of  the  county,  whether  elected  or 
appointed,  having  the  right  or  duty  to  expend 
money  for  county  purposes  shall  submit  to  the 
mayor  not  later  than  November  1  in  each  year 
estimates,  in  such  detail  as  he  may  require,  of 
the  income  of  their  respective  courts,  depart- 
ments, offices,  or  undertakings  which  is  to  be 
paid  over  to  the  city  or  county  during  the  next 
fiscal  year  and  of  the  expenses  of  their 
respective  courts,  departments,  offices,  or 
undertakings  which  are  to  be  paid  by  the  city 
during  said  year. 

Section  2.  Section  3A  of  said  chapter  486  is 
hereby  repealed. 

Section  3.  Said  chapter  486  is  hereby  further 
amended  by  striking  out  section  3B,  inserted  by 
section  1  of  chapter  604  of  the  Acts  of  1941,  and 
inserting  in  place  thereof  the  following  section: 


Section  3B.  After  an  appropriation  of 
money  has  been  duly  made  by  the  city  of 
Boston  for  any  specific  purpose,  or  for  the 
needs  and  expenditures  of  any  city  department 
or  county  office,  no  transfer  of  any  part  of  the 
money  thus  appropriated  shall  be  made  except 
in  accordance  with  and  after  the  written 
recommendation  of  the  mayor  to  the  city 
council,  approved  by  a  yea  and  nay  vote  of  two 
thirds  of  all  the  members  of  the  city  council, 
provided  that  the  city  auditor,  with  the 
approval  in  each  instance  of  the  mayor,  may 
make  transfers,  other  than  for  personal  service, 
from  any  item  to  any  other  item  within  the 
appropriations  for  a  department,  division  of  a 
department,  or  county  office.  After  June  10  in 
each  year  the  city  auditor  may,  with  the 
approval  of  the  mayor  in  each  instance,  apply 
any  income  and  taxes  not  disposed  of  and  make 
transfers  from  any  appropriation  to  any  other 
appropriation  for  the  purpose  only  of  closing 
the  accounts  of  the  fiscal  year. 
Section  4.  Chapter  93  of  the  Acts  of  1891  is 
hereby  amended  by  striking  out  section  1  and 
inserting  in  place  thereof  the  following  section: 

Section  1.  Before  the  first  day  of  April  in 
each  year  the  city  auditor,  the  collector- 
treasurer,  and  the  board  of  commissioners  of 
sinking  funds  shall  certify  to  the  city  council 
their  estimate  of  the  amount  of  debt  which  the 
city  will  be  able  to  authorize  during  the  next 
ensuing  fiscal  year  under  section  10  of  chapter 
44  of  the  General  Laws  without  the  approval  of 
the  state  emergency  finance  board,  and  the  city 
may,  at  any  time  or  times  during  such  year, 
authorize  the  borrowing  of  the  whole  or  any 
part  of  the  amount  so  estimated.  Before  the 
first  day  of  April  in  each  year  the  city  auditor, 
the  collector-treasurer,  and  the  board  of 
commissioners  of  sinking  funds  shall  also 
certify  to  the  city  council  their  estimate  of  the 
amount  of  debt  which  the  city  will  be  able  tb 
authorize  during  the  next  ensuing  fiscal  year 
under  said  section  10  with  the  approval  of  said 
emergency  finance  board,  and  the  city  may,  at 
any  time  or  times  during  such  year,  authorize 
the  borrowing  of  the  whole  or  any  part  of  the 
amount  so  estimated,  but  no  such  authorization 
shall  be  effective  until  it  has  been  approved  by 
said  emergency  finance  board. 
Section  5.  Chapter  717  of  the  Acts  of  1957  is 
hereby  amended  by  striking  out  section  3  and 
inserting  in  place  thereof  the  following  section: 

Section  3.  Every  note  issued  by  said  city 
under  authority  of  section  4  of  chapter  44  of 
the  General  Laws  after  June  30, 1974,  whether 
or  not  any  loan  issued  under  authority  of 
section  1  of  this  act  is  outstanding,  shall, 
notwithstanding  the  provisions  of  said  section 
4,  be  payable  not  later  than  June  30  of  the 
fiscal  year  in  which  said  note  is  issued,  provided 
that  notes  may  be  issued  under  the  authority  of 
said  section  4  after  May  31  in  any  fiscal  year 
payable  not  later  than  one  year  from  their  date 
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if  the  aggregate  amount  thereof  does  not 
exceed  the  aggregate  amount  remaining  unpaid 
at  the  close  of  business  on  such  May  31  on  (a) 
personal  property  taxes  assessed  for  such  fiscal 
year  and  for  the  fiscal  year  next  preceding  such 
fiscal  year  and  (b)  real  estate  taxes  so  assessed 
and  at  the  close  of  business  on  such  May  3 1  not 
included  in  a  tax  title  account,  but  until  all 
notes  so  issued  after  May  31  in  any  fiscal  year 
are  paid,  all  sums  collected  on  such  taxes  shall 
be  used  for  no  purpose  other  than  to  meet  said 
notes.        ' 

Section  6.  Section  4  of  said  chapter  717  is 
hereby  amended  by  striking  out,  in  line  6,  the 
words  "in  such  year"  and  inserting  in  place  thereof 
the  words  "for  the  fiscal  year  commencing  with 
July  1  of  such  year."  Said  section  4  of  said  chapter 
717  is  hereby  further  amended  by  striking  out  at 
the  end  of  the  last  sentence  the  words  "in  the  year 
next  preceding  such  year  exceeded  actual  receipts 
during  such  preceding  year,"  and  inserting  in  place 
thereof  the  following  words  "for  the  preceding 
fiscal  year  exceeded  actual  receipts  during  such 
preceding  fiscal  year." 

Section  7.  Section  4A  of  said  chapter  717  is 
hereby  amended  by  striking  out  in  line  13  the 
word  "financial"  and  inserting  in  place  thereof  the 
word  "calendar"  and  by  striking  out  in  line  1 5  the 
word  "year"  and  inserting  in  place  thereof  the 
words  "fiscal  year  for  which  the  taxes  are  being 
assessed." 

Section  8.  Section  6  of  said  chapter  717  is 
hereby  amended  by  striking  out  in  line  12  the 
words  "or  in  any  subsequent  year"  and  inserting  in 
place  thereof  the  words  "or  in  any  year  thereafter

For  the  purposes  of  conforming 
the  certification  made  by  the  city  auditor  under 
section  2B  of  chapter  224  of  the  Acts  of  1936  to 
the   eighteen-month   transitional  fiscal  year  pre- 
scribed by  section  76  of  chapter  849  of  the  Acts  of 
1969,  as  amended,  in  the  year  1974  the  amounts 
determined  by  the  city  auditor  under  clauses  (ii) 
and  (iii)  of  said  section  2B  shall  be  equal  to  the 
total  of  all  amounts  appropriated  by  the  school 
committee  in  the  year   1973  under,  or  for  the 
purposes  of,  clause  (c)  of  section  1  of  chapter  224 
of  the  Acts  of  1936  from  taxes,  estimated  income, 
and  unexpended  balances,  increased  by  the  total  of 
all  amounts  appropriated  or  transferred  by  the  city 
council  with  the  approval  of  the  mayor  for  the 
purposes     of    salary     increases    in     the     school 
department  that  were  effective  as  of  September  1, 
1973. 

Section  11.  Section  6  of  chapter  642  of  the 
Acts  of  1966  is  hereby  amended  by  striking  out  in 
line  1  the  words  "first  Monday  in  February*1  and 
inserting  in  place  thereof  the  words  "second 
Monday  in  March."

The  Committee  to  Prepare  and  Report  Rules  to 
govern  the  proceedings  of  the  City  Council  for  the 
years  1974  and  1975  respectfully  submits  and 
recommends  for  adoption  the  accompanying  draft 
of  rules,  which  governed  the  City  Council  for  the 
years  1972  and  1973,  with  the  exception  of  the 
following  changes: 

Rule  26.  The  President  shall  appoint  all 
standing  committees  and,  unless  specially  directed 


by  the  Council,  all  special  committees.  He  shall  fill 
any  committee  vacancy  and  designate  the  rank  of 
the  members  of  each  committee.  There  shall  be  the 
following  standing  committees: 

1.  A  committee  to  be  known  as  the  Executive 
Committee  to  consist  of  all  the  members  of  the 
Council,  to  which  shall  be  referred  all  matters 
concerning  rules,  committee  procedures,  council 
equipment,  facilities,  staff,  and  supplies. 

2.  A  Committee  on  Ways  and  Means,  to  consist 
of  five  members,  to  which  shall  be  referred  all 
matters  concerning  appropriations,  the  city  budget, 
expenditures,  and  loans. 

3.  A  Committee  on  Claims,  to  consist  of  three 
members,  to  which  shall  be  referred  all  claims 
against  the  city  arising  from  the  act  or  neglect  of 
any  of  its  departments.  It  shall  report  annually  an 
account  of  the  claims  awarded  or  approved  by  it 
and  the  amount  of-  money  awarded  or  paid  in 
settlements  thereof. 

4.  A  Committee  on  Confirmations,  to  consist 
of  three  members,  to  which  shall  be  referred  all 
appointments  which  are  required  to  be  confirmed 
by  the  Council. 

5.  A  Committee  on  Legislation  and  Home 
Rule,  to  consist  of  three  members,  to  which  shall 
be  referred  all  memorials  to  officials  of  the 
commonwealth  or  the  federal  government  and  all 
matters  relating  to  the  eighty-ninth  article  of 
amendment  of  the  Constitution  of  the  Common- 
wealth. Said  committee  or  its  delegate  shall  appear 
before  the  committees  of  the  General  Court  to 
represent  the  interest  of  the  city  when  authorized 
so  to  do  by  vote  of  the  council.

Section  3  of  chapter  185 A  of  the 
General  Laws  is  hereby  amended  by  striking  the 
first  paragraph  and  inserting  in  place  thereof  the 
following  paragraph: 

Section  3.  The  housing  court  shall  have 
common  law  and  statutory  jurisdiction,  con- 
current with  the  district  courts  and  the  superior 
court,  of  all  crimes  and  of  all  civil  actions 
arising  within  the  city,  including  small  claims  as 
defined  in  sections  21-24  of  chapter  218  of 
the  General  Laws,  and  including,  but  without 
limiting  the  generality  of  the  foregoing,  matters 
arising  under  sections  14  and  18  of  chapter  186 
and  under  so  much  of  section  127A  to  127F, 
inclusive,  and  section  127H  to  127K,  inclusive, 
of  chapter  111,  so  much  of  section  16  of 
chapter  270,  so  much  of  chapters  143, 148,  and 
239,  and  so  much  of  any  other  general  or 
special  law,  ordinance,  rule,  regulation,  or  other 
matter  as  is  concerned  with  the  health,  safety, 
or  welfare  of  any  occupant  of  any  place  used, 
or  intended  for  use,  as  a  place  of  human 
habitation,  including,  without  limiting  the 
generality  of  the  foregoing,  so  much  of  chapter 
479  of  the  Acts  of  1938,  and  of  acts  and 
ordinances  in  amendment  thereof,  and  so  much 
of  the  provisions  of  ordinances  validated  and 
confirmed  by  chapter  315  of  the  Acts  of  1962, 
and  of  ordinances  made  under  said  chapter  as  is 
so  concerned.  The  housing  court  shall  also  have 
jurisdiction  in  equity,  concurrent  with  the 
district  courts,  the  probate  courts,  the  superior 
court,  the  intermediate  appellate  court,  and  the 
supreme  judicial  court,  of  all  cases  and  matters 
so  arising. 
Section    2.  Said  section   3    is   hereby    further 


amended  by  inserting  after  the  word  "powers"  in 
line  1  of  the  second  paragraph  the  words  "and 
jurisdiction." 

Section  3.  Said  chapter  185  A  is  hereby  further 
amended  by  striking  out  section  8  and  inserting  in 
place  thereof  the  following  section: 

Section  8.  The  housing  court  shall  have  two 
judges,  both  of  whom  shall  be  residents  of  the 
city,  one  of  whom  shall  be  designated  the  chief 
justice  and  the  other  to  be  designated  as 
associate  judge.  Each  shall  be  a  member  of  the 
bar,  shall  devote  his  entire  time  during  business 
hours  to  his  duties,  and  shall  not,  directly  or 
indirectly,  engage  in  the  practice  of  law.  In  case 
of  vacancy  in  the  office  of  chief  justice,  or  of 
his  illness  or  absence,  his  duties  shall  be 
performed  by  the  associate  judge.  The  chief 
justice  and  associate  judge  shall  each  receive  a 
salary  equivalent  to  that  of  an  associate  justice 
of  the  superior  court. 

Section  4.  Said  chapter  185  A  is  hereby  further 
amended  by  striking  the  word  "judge"  as  appearing 
in  chapter  843  of  the  Acts  of  1971  and  inserting 
the  words  "chief  justice"  in  line  9  of  section  5,  line 
2  of  section  10,  line  1  of  section  11,  line  3  of 
section  12,  line  7  of  section  13,  line  10  of  section 
14,  lines  1,  4,  6,  11,  and  12  of  section  15,  and  lines 
1,3,5,  and  16  of  section  16.

Section  6.  Section  10  of  said  chapter  is  hereby 
amended  by  striking  out  in  line  6  as  appearing  in 
chapter  843  of  the  Acts  of  1971  the  words 
"sections  49  to  56,  inclusive,  of  chapter  35  in  place 
thereof."

DISTRICT  TO  HAVE  OFFICERS 
TRAINED  IN  USE  OF  SHOTGUNS  AND 
EQUIPPING  ONE  VEHICLE  WITH  SHOT- 
GUN 

Coun.  TIERNEY  offered  the  following: 

Whereas,  A  serious  public  emergency  exists 
with  respect  to  the  alarming  increase  in  use  of 
shotguns  and  sawed-off  shotguns  in  robberies  in 
spite  of  recently  passed  legislation  that  provides  for 
a  life  sentence  for  possession  of  a  sawed-off 
shotgun;  and 

Whereas,  The  increased  use  of  sawed-off 
shotguns  and  shotguns  in  robberies  has  resulted  in 
a  substantial  and  critical  pervasion  of  fear  in  the 
citizens  and  businessmen  of  Boston;  and 

Whereas,  This  emergency  cannot  be  dealt  with 
effectively  by  the  ordinary  operations  of  the  Police 
Department,  and  unless  immediate  steps  are  taken 
to  adequately  train  and  equip  the  Boston  police  to 
contend  with  this  danger  there  will  result  a  serious 
threat  to  the  public  health,  safety,  and  general 
welfare  of  the  citizens  of  Boston;  now,  therefore, 
be  it 

Ordained  by  the  City  Council  of  Boston  as 
follows : 

1.  There  shall  be  in  each  of  the  districts  a 
sufficient  number  of  police  officers  specially 
trained  and  certified  as  proficient  in  the  use  of 
shotguns  and  carbines. 

2.  There  shall  be  at  least  one  vehicle  on  duty 
twenty-four  hours  a  day  in  each  district  which  shall 
be  equipped  with  a  shotgun  and/or  a  carbine 
manned  by  said  specially  trained  police  officer  in 
addition  to  the  patrol  supervisor. 
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3.  This  ordinance  shall  remain  in  effect  until 
December  31,  1974,  or  until  a  prior  determination 
by  the  Mayor  and  the  City  Council  that  the  present 
emergency  no  longer  exists.

APPROVING  PETITION  FOR  SPECIAL  LAW  RE 
INCREASING  NUMBER  OF  JUSTICES  IN 
ROXBURY  DISTRICT  COURT 

The  following  was  received:

To  the  City  Council. 
Gentlemen: 

I  transmit  herewith,  and  recommend  that  you 
adopt,  an  order  for  a  petition  to  the  General  Court 
for  legislation  to  increase  the  number  of  justices  in 
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the  Municipal  Court  of  the  Roxbury  District  from 
two  to  three. 

Legislation  to  this  effect  was  passed  by  the 
General  Court  last  year  (St.  1973,  c.  959)  over  the 
objection  of  the  city  that  such  legislation  could  not 
be  enacted  save  on  petition  filed  or  approved  by 
the  Mayor  and  City  Council  under  section  8  of  the 
Home  Rule  Amendment,  since  the  salary  of  the 
additional  judge  was  entirely  payable  out  of  the 
treasury  of  one  city,  namely,  Boston.  This  is  a 
position  which  we  are  also  maintaining  in  respect 
of  certain  legislation  passed  in  1973  concerning 
compensation  of  court  personnel. 

I  object,  however,  only  to  the  procedure 
whereby  additional  expenses  are  charged  to  the 
City  of  Boston  without  the  city's  consent.  I  do  not 
object  to  a  third  justice  in  the  Municipal  Court  of 
the  Roxbury  District  and  indeed  I  think  that  this 
court,  one  of  the  busiest  in  the  Commonwealth, 
needs  the  third  justice  badly. 

This  petition,  if  passed  by  the  General  Court, 
will  enable  that  court  to  have  a  third  justice  and 
will  also  satisfy  the  city's  interests  in  protecting  its 
rights  under  the  Home  Rule  Amendment.  I  urge 
your  speedy  and  favorable  action  thereupon.

Ordered,  That  a  petition  to  the  General  Court, 
accompanied  by  a  bill  for  a  special  law  relating  to 
the  City  of  Boston,  to  be  filed  with  an  attested 
copy  of  this  order,  be,  and  hereby  is,  approved 
under  clause  (1)  of  section  8  of  Article  2,  as 
amended,  under  the  Amendments  to  the  Constitu- 
tion of  the  Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts,  to 
the  end  that  legislation  be  enacted  providing 
substantially  as  follows : 

Section  1.  The  first  paragraph  of  section  6  of 
chapter  218  of  the  General  Laws  is  hereby 
amended  by  striking  out  the  first  sentence,  as  most 
recently  amended  by  section  1  of  chapter  356  of 
the  Acts  of  1973,  and  inserting  in  place  thereof  the 
following  sentence: 

Each  district  court,  other  than  the  municipal 
court  of  the  city  of  Boston,  shall  have  one  justice, 
except  that  the  district  court  of  Brockton,  the 
third  district  court  of  Bristol,  the  district  court  of 
Springfield,  the  municipal  court  of  the  Dorchester 
district,  the  first  district  court  of  eastern 
Middlesex,  and  the  first  district  court  of  southern 
Middlesex   shall  have  two  justices  each,  and  the 


municipal  court  of  the  Roxbury  district,  the  third 
district  court  of  eastern  Middlesex,  and  the  central 
district  court  of  Worcester  shall  have  three  justices 
each. 

Section  2.  Notwithstanding  the  provisions  of 
the  third  paragraph  of  section  6  of  chapter  218  of 
the  General  Laws,  the  number  of  special  justices 
provided  for  the  municipal  court  of  the  Roxbury 
district  prior  to  the  effective  date  of  this  act  shall 
not  be  increased. 

Section  3.  This  act  shall  take  effect  as  of 
January  11,  1974.

D.C.A.:  1.  Prototype  Unit,  3  dwelling  units. 

14-16  East  Springfield  Street,  South  End 

2.  L-33,  85  Monroe  Street,  4  units. 

Housing  Innovations:  50  units  completed,  4  units  under 

construction  (see  appendix  I  for  list 
of  sites). 


b.  Infill  units  presently  under  active  construction: 

Housing  Innovations:  4  units  (see  appendix  I) 

c.  Infill  units  abandoned  by  developers  during  construction 

D.C.A.:  392  units  initiated  in  1971,  presently 

abandoned.  A  complete  list  by  location  is 
attached  as  appendix  II. 

d.  Infill  units  under  construction  temporarily  delayed: 

There  are  no  units  in  this  category. 


e.  Infill  units  under  construction  or  complete  subject  to  building 
or  sanitary  code  violations: 

D.C.A. :  L-33,  85  Monroe  Street,  subject  to  various 
violations  of  the  City's  sanitary  codes. 

The  remaining  DCA  units  are  all,  to  some  degree, 
in  violation  of  health  and  building  codes  in  that 
the  structures  have  been  left  open  and  hazardous 
conditions  persist. 
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2.    Number  of  units  proposed  under  the  Infill  Program: 

At  the  onset,  approximately  2,300  .units  were  planned 
to  be  constructed  under  "Infill".  This  number  was 
based  upon  the  amount  of  vacant  City-owned  land  parcels 
available  and  applicable  for  this  program  in  1969. 


3.  Infill  Units  committed  to  developer: 

D.C.A.:    1000  units  originally  committed.  No  other 
units  were  committed  at  the  onset,  although 
HII  subsequently  received  approval  for  54  units. 

4.  What  remedy  does  the  City  have  for  default  on  the  contract 
to  construct  units  under  "Infill"? 

Concerning  land  conveyed  to  the  BRA  from  the  City  for  Infill 
housing  but  not  as  yet  conveyed  to  a  developer,  the  deed  is 
given  on  condition  that  if  this  land  is  not  used  for  the 
stipulated  purpose  within  three  years,  the  City  may  enter 
and  repossess  its  former  estate. 

The  legal  recourses  available  to  the  city  in  the  event  of 
default  on  conveyed  parcels  are  limited  to  the  covenants 
contained  in  the  Land  Disposition  Agreements  between  the 
BRA  and  the  developers  which  are  in  turn  subject  to  an 
approved  mortgage.  Presently,  the  mortgagee  in  possession 
is  the  Department  of  Housing  and  Urban  Development.  A  brief 
recapitulation  of  some  of  the  pertinent  LDA  sections  is  as 
follows : 

Section  301 -contains  restrictions  on  the  use  of  the  property 
which  are  binding  on  the  successors  and  assigns  of  the 
developers  and  e\/ery   successor  in  interest  to  the  property. 

Section  403-sets  forth  the  rights  and  duties  of  a  mortgagee 
upon  acquisition  of  the  properties  prior  to  completion.  In 
such  event,  the  mortgagee  shall,  at  its  option,  either: 
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"(1)  Complete  construction  of  such  improvements 

in  accordance  with  the  approved  Final  Working  Drawings 

and  Specifications,  the  Site  Plan,  the  Plan,  if  applicable, 

and  this  Agreement,  and  (all  results)  comply  with  the 

provisions  of  this  Agreement,  or 

(2)  sell,  assign,  or  transfer.,  with  the  prior  written 
consent  of  the  Authority,  fee  simple  title  to  the 
Property  or  part  thereof  to  a  purchaser,  assignee,  or 
transferee  who  shall  expressly  assume  all  of  the  covenants, 
agreements  and  obligations  of  the  Developer  under  this 
Agreement  in  respect  to  the  Property  or  part  thereof,  by 
written  instrument  satisfactory  to  the  Authority  and  recorded 
forthwith  in  the  Suffolk  County  Registry  of  Deeds,  or 

(3)  reconvey  fee  simple  title  to  the  Property  or  part 
thereof  to  the  Authority,  in  which  event  the  provisions 
of  Section  802  relative  to  resale  shall  apply." 

Section  802-requires  the  Developer  to  reconvey  the  property  to 
the  Authority  in  the  event  the  Developer  fails  to  perform  its 
obligations  under  the  agreement  with  respect  to  commencement  or 
completion  of  the  improvements,  failure  to  apy  taxes  or  discharge 
encumbrances,  or  for  unauthorized  transfers  of  interest.  In  the 
event  the  Developer  fails  to  reconvey,  the  Authority  may  institute 
such  actions  or  proceedings  as  it  may  deem  advisable  as  well  as 
proceedings  to  compel  specific  performance.  The  Authority  also 
has  the  right  to  re-enter  for  breach  of  condition  subsequent. 


What  action  has  the  City  taken  to  cause  completion  of  those  units 
started  and  abandoned? 

Although  the  City  has  certain  recourses  available  to  it  to  recapture 
uncompleted  units  as  described  above,  the  Authority  has  been 
consulting  with  HUD  officials,  prospective  developers,  and  community 
groups  over  the  past  year  to  bring  about  completion  of  the  abandoned 
Infill  units.  The  following  alternatives  have  been  discussed: 

1)  Completion  of  all  units  as  started  by  original  developer. 

2)  Completion  of  some  of  the  units  and  abandonment  of  some  sites 

3)  Demolition  of  all  units  not  completed. 

4)  Auction  of  individual  Infill  sites  to  interested  developers.

The  Department  of  housing  and  Urban  Development  has  recently 
informed  us  that  it  has  acquired  the  mortgages  by  assignments  and 
are  about  to  initiate  foreclosure  proceedings.  HUD  is  attempting 
to  work  out  an  acceptable  procedure  with  regard  to  the  affected 
parties  to  achieve  this  objective  and  we  will  keep  you  informed 
of  the  progress  in  this  matter. 


Has  "Infill"  been  a  success? 

Infill  units  completed  by  Housing  Innovations  have  proven  to  be 
acceptable  to  government  agencies  involved  and  to  the  local 
communities  in  which  they  have  been  constructed.  There  is  no 
question  as  to  the  need  for  these  large  subsidized  units. 

Those  units  initiated  by  D.C.A.  have  been,  for  a  variety  of 
reasons,  problematic  from  the  initial  stages.  To  date,  efforts 
to  complete  those  units  in  an  acceptable  fashion  to  all  concerned 
have  not  been  successful.

In  the  Year  Nineteen  Hundred  and  Seventy-three. 
An    Ordinance    Reorganizing    the    Administrative 
Services    Department,    and    Creating    the 
Office  of  Supervisor  of  Labor  Relations. 


Be  it  ordained  by  the  City  Council  of  Boston  as 
follows : 
Section  1.  Section  5  of  chapter  3  of  the 
Revised  Ordinances  of  1961,  as  amended,  is  hereby 
further  amended  by  inserting  in  Category  III  after 
the  words  "the  Supervisor  of  Budgets"  the  words 
"Supervisor  of  Labor  Relations." 

Section  2.  Section  1  of  chapter  4  of  the 
Revised  Ordinances  of  1961,  as  amended  by 
chapter  2  of  the  Ordinances  of  1968,  is  hereby 
further  amended  by  striking  out  the  first  two 
sentences  and  inserting  in  place  thereof  the 
following  sentences: 

"There  shall  be  in  the  city  a  department 
known  as  the  Administrative  Services  Depart- 
ment, which  shall  be  under  the  charge  of  a 
board  known  as  the  Administrative  Services 
Board,  consisting  of  an  officer  known  as  the 
Director  of  Administrative  Services,  who  shall 
be  chairman  of  the  board,  an  officer  known  as 
the  Deputy  Director  of  Administrative  Services 
for  Fiscal  Affairs,  an  officer  known  as  the 
Supervisor  of  Budgets,  an  officer  known  as  the 
Supervisor  of  Labor  Relations,  an  officer 
known  as  the  Supervisor  of  Personnel,  an 
officer  known  as  the  Purchasing  Agent,  and  the 
commissioner  of  assessing,  the  city  auditor,  and 
the  collector-treasurer,  ex  officiis.  The  director 
of  administrative  service's  for  fiscal  affairs,  the 
supervisor  of  budgets,  the  supervisor  of  labor 
relations,  and  the  purchasing  agent  shall  each  be 
appointed  by  the  mayor  for  a  term  expiring  on 
the  first  Monday  of  the  January  following  the 
next  biennial  municipal  election  at  which  a 
mayor  is  elected,  and  shall  devote  their  whole 
time  to  the  duties  of  their  respective  offices." 
Section  3.  Chapter  4  of  the  Revised  Ordinances 
of  1961,  as  amended  by  said  chapter  2  of  the 
Ordinances  of  1968,  is  hereby  further  amended  by 
inserting  after  section  2A  the  following  section: 

Section    2B.  The    supervisor    of   labor   re- 
lations shall,  under  the  direction  of  the  mayor, 
and    in    consultation    with    the    director    of 
administrative  services,  review  all  aspects  of  the 
labor   relations  of  the  city  and  make  recom- 
mendations  for   their  improvement,  represent 
the  Mayor  in  all  collective  bargaining  in  which 
the  city  is  involved,  and  by  himself  or  through 
assistants   appear  in  all  grievance,  arbitration, 
and  court  proceedings  involving  labor  relations. 
Section  4.  This  ordinance  shall  be  deemed  to 
be  made  under  section  5  of  chapter  486  of  the 
Acts  of  1909,  as  amended  by  section  1  of  chapter 
473  of  the  Acts  of  1953,  and  shall  be  so  construed 
that  no  person  holding,  whether  under  general  or

Whereas,  On  January  8,  1974,  the  Mayor  via 
Mr.  Schwartz,  his  educational  advisor,  made  an 
offer  to  the  president  of  the  Boston  Home  and 
School  Association  to  furnish  the  association  the

Whereas,  On  Janaury  8,  1974,  Mrs.  Barbara  A. 
H.  Zulon,  president  of  the  Home  and  School 
Association,  held  a  meeting  of  the  Executive  Board 
and  Council  of  Administration  of  the  Boston 
Home  and  School  Association  to  discuss  the 
proposal  of  the  Mayor;  and 

Whereas,  On  January  8,  1974,  at  said  meeting

Whereas,  To  date  Mrs.  Zulon  has  not  received  a 
reply  to  her  aforementioned  letter  from  the  Boston 
Home  and  School  Association  dated  January  8, 
1974; and 

Whereas,  The  date  to  appeal  to  the  United

GOVERNOR  SHOULD  NOT  PARTICIPATE  IN 
ESTABLISHMENT  OF  REGIONAL  COR- 
RECTIONAL FACILITY  FOR  "SPECIAL 
OFFENDERS" 

Coun.  DiCARA  offered  the  following: 

Whereas,  On  February  8  his  Excellency, 
Governor  Sargent,  will  meet  with  the  New  England 
governors  to  consider  implementation  of  a 
proposal  for  the  establishment  of  a  regional 
correctional  facility  for  "special  offenders" ;  and 

Whereas,  Under  this  program  "special  of- 
fenders" would  be  transferred  from  their  state 
facility  to  the  regional  facility  and  there  be  asked 
to  submit  to  drug  and  behavioral  modification 
therapy;  and 

Whereas,  "Special  offenders"  are  defined  as 
"those  inmates  who  exhibit  excessively  agressive, 
assaultive,  volative,  acting-out  behavior";  and 

Whereas,  This  definition  is  so  overbroad  that 
anyone  who  fell  in  disfavor  of  prison  officials 
could  be  classified  as  a  "special  offender";  and 

Whereas,  It  is  very  doubtful  that  "free  and 
informed  consent"  could  be  given  in  the  context  of 
a  prisoner-official  relationship ;  and 

Whereas,  There  are  no  adequate  safeguards 
concerning  the  type  of  drugs  or  the  type  of 
behavioral  engineering  techniques  to  be  used  in  this 
program;  now,  therefore,  be  it 

Resolved,  That  the  Boston  City  Council  in 
meeting  assembled  doubts  the  wisdom  of  this 
program  for  "special  offenders"  and  urges  his 
Excellency,  Governor  Sargent,  to  refuse  to 
participate  in  this  program  until  adequate  safe- 
guards are  provided;  and  furthermore  be  it,  and  the 
same  hereby  is, 

Ordered,  That  the  City  Clerk  transmit  forth- 
with to  his  Excellency,  Governor  Sargent,  a  copy 
of  this  resolution.

APPROVING  PETITION  FOR  SPECIAL  LAV/ 
RE  CITY  CHARTER 

Coun.  HICKS  offered  the  following: 
Ordered,  That  a  petition  to  the  General  Court, 
accompanied  by  a  bill  for  a  special  law  relating  to 
the  City  of  Boston,  to  be  filed  with  an  attested 
copy  of  this  order,  be,  and  hereby  is,  approved 
under  clause  (1)  of  section  8  of  Article  2  as 
amended,  under  the  Amendments  to  the  Constitu- 
tion of  the  Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts  to  the 
end  that  legislation  be  enacted  providing  sub- 
stantially as  follows : 

Section  1.  Chapter  452  of  the  Acts  of  194'8,  as 
most  recently  amended  by  chapter  376  of  the  Acts 
of  1951,  is  hereby  amended  by  striking  out  section 
17f  and  inserting  in  place  thereof  the  following 
section: 

Section  17f.  The  City  Council  at  any  time 
may  request  from  the  Mayor  specific  informa- 
tion on  any  municipal  matter  within  its 
jurisdiction,  and  may  request  his  presence  to 
answer  written  questions  relating  thereto  at  a 
meeting  to  be  held  not  earlier  than  one  week 
from  the  date  of  the  receipt  of  said  questions, 
in  which  case  the  Mayor  shall  personally  or 
through  a  head  of  department  or  a  member  of  a 
board  attend  such  meeting  and  publicly  answer 
all  such  questions.  The  City  Council  at  any  time 
may  request  from  a  head  of  a  department  or  a 
member  of  a  board  specific  information  on  any 
municipal  matter  within  its  jurisdiction,  and 
may  request  the  presence  of  such  persons  to 
answer  questions  relating  thereto  at  a  meeting 
to  be  held  at  the  call  of  the  President  of  the 
Council,  in  which  case  a  head  of  a  department 
or  a  member  of  a  board  shall  personally  attend 
such  meeting  and  publicly  answer  all  questions 
relating  to  official  business.  The  person  so 
attending  shall  not  be  obliged  to  answer 
questions  relating  to  any  other  matter.  The 
Mayor  at  any  time  may  attend  and  address  the 
City  Council  in  person  or  through  the  head  of  a 
department  or  a  member  of  a  board  upon  such 
subject  as  he  may  desire. 

Coun.    TIERNEY    moved    that    the   order  be 
amended  by  striking  from  the  second  sentence  the 
words  "request"  and  inserting  in  place  thereof  the 
words  "require,"  that  the  words  "President  of  the 
Council"    be   stricken   therefrom   and  the   words 
"chairman  of  any  committee"  be  inserted  in 
thereof,  and  that  the  word  "jurisdiction"  whi 
appears    be    stricken    therefrom    and    the    word 
"authority"  be  inserted  in  place  thereof. 
The  motion  was  carried. 

The  order  as  amended  was  passed  under 
suspension  of  the  rules. 

URGING  MASSACHUSETTS  CONGRESSIONAL 
DELEGATION  TO  SUPPORT  HUMAN 
RIGHTS  AMENDMENT 

Coun.  HICKS  offered  the  following: 
Whereas,  On  January  22,  1973,  the  United 
States  Supreme  Court  handed  down  a  decision  in 
the  case  of  Jane  Roe  et  al  v  Henry  Wade  which 
prohibits  states  from  regulating  abortions  in  the 
first  trimester  of  pregnancy ;  and 
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Whereas,  The  aforesaid  decision  has  overidden  a 
majority  of  state  decisions  which  have  had 
abortion  statutes  for  at  least  a  century,  indicating 
that  a  right  to  an  abortion  was  not  so  rooted  in  the 
traditions  and  consciences  of  the  people  as  to  be 
ranked  fundamental;  and 

Whereas,  The  issue  of  abortion  should  actually 
have  been  left  with  the  people  and  the  political 
processes  they  have  devised  to  govern  their  affairs; 
and 

Whereas,  Roy  R.  Scarpato,  president  of 
Massachusetts  Citizens  for  Life,  stated  that 
1,500,000  lives  have  been  legally  exterminated  in 
the  past  year  under  this  law;  and 

Whereas,  His  Eminence  Humberto  Cardinal 
Medeiros  has  called  the  "abortion  statute"  "moral 
murder";  now,  therefore,  be  it 

Resolved,  That  the  Boston  City  Council 
strongly  urges  the  Massachusetts  Congressional 
Delegation  to  strongly  support  an  amendment  to 
the  United  States  Constitution  which  will  embody 
the  Human  Rights  Amendment^  adopted  by  the 
National  Conference  of  Catholic  Bishops  in  recent 
national  meeting,  which  in  substance  would  give 
complete  and  adequate  protection  for  all  unborn 
human  beings  from  the  moment  of  conception, 
through  the  period  of  pregnancy,  up  to  the  period 
of  birth,  thus  granting  them  the  equal  protection 
of  law  as  set  forth  in  the  Fourteenth  Amendment 
to  the  United  States  Constitution. 

The  resolution  was  adopted  under  suspension 
of  the  rules. "

Whereas,  Major  John  M.  Keeley  is  past 
president  of  the  Eastern  States  Police  Teletype 
Network    and   a   past   member   of  the   Board   of 


Directors  of  the  National  Law  Enforcement 
Teletype  Systems;  now,  therefore,  be  it 

Resolved,  That  the  Boston  City  Council  in 
meeting  assembled  wishes  Major  John  M.  Keeley 
good  health,  long  life,  and  Godspeed  in  his  new 
position  with  the  United  States  Department  of 
Justice,  Law  Enforcement  Assistance  Administra- 
tion, assigned  to  the  Federal  Regional  Council.

COMMENDATION  TO  UKRAINIAN-AMERICAN 
PEOPLE  OF  BOSTON 

Couns.   CONNOLLY,   HICKS,  and  O'LEARY 

offered  the  following: 

Whereas,  On  January  22,  1918,  the  Ukrainian 
people  proclaimed  an  independent  Ukrainian 
National  Republic  in  Kiev,  capital  of  Ukraine,  and 
many  states,  including  the  United  States  of 
America,  either  recognized  or  were  in  process  of 
recognizing  the  Ukrainian  National  Republic  as  the 
sovereign  state  of  the  Ukrainian  people;  and 

Whereas,  As  the  young  republic  started  to 
organize  its  political,  economic,  and  cultural  life,  it 
was  engaged  in  costly  and  bloody  war  with 
Communist  Russia,  despite  previous  Soviet  Russian 
pledges  to  respect  and  honor  Ukrainian  indepen- 
dence; and  in  1921  the  Ukrainian  National 
Republic  succumbed  to  the  numerically  superior 
forces  of  Communist  Russia,  and  a  puppet 
communist  regime  was  installed  in  Ukraine, 
without  allowing  the  Ukrainian  people  to  exercise 
their  voting  rights;  and  in  1922  Ukraine  was 
incorporated  into  the  "Union  of  Soviet  Socialist 
Republics";  and 

Whereas,  The  whole  history  of  Soviet  Russian 
domination  in  Ukraine  is  a  ghastly  record  in 
inhumanity,  outright  persecution,  genocide, 
Russification,  and  violation  of  national  and  human 
rights,  and  under  Stalin  Ukraine  was  marked  for 
physical  extinction,  and  under  Khrushchev,  and 
now  under  Brezhnev-Kosygin,  outright  terror  has 
been  replaced  by  the  subtle  process  of  destroying 
the  Ukrainian  national  consciousness  and  indentity 
through  Russification,  mass  arrests,  illegal  trials, 
and  by  other  oppressive  methods;  and 

Whereas,  In  the  course  of  its  rule  over  captive 
Ukraine  Communist  Russia  destroyed  millions  of 
Ukrainians  through  man-made  famines  and  forced 
deportations  to  Siberia;  abolished  the  Ukrainian 
Autocephalic  Orthodox  Church;  destroyed  the 
Ukrainian  Catholic  Church;  subordinated  all 
aspects  of  Ukrainian  life  to  the  rigid  control  of 
Moscow,  including  Ukrainian  economy,  education, 
the  press,  arts  and  literature,  trade  unions,  and 
others;  and 

Whereas,  In  the  last  few  years  hundreds  of 
Ukrainian  intellectuals  have  been  arrested  and  tried 
in  Communist  courts  for  demanding  freedom  for 
the  Ukrainian  people  and  for  demanding  the 
application  of  the  provisions  of  the  U.  N.  Universal 
Declaration  of  Human  Rights  in  Ukraine;  and 
among    those    who    were    sent   to   long  years  in 
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concentration  camps  or  psychiatric  asylums  were 
Valentyn  Moroz  (historian),  Vyacheslav  Chornovil 
(literary  critic),  Svyatslav  Karavanskyi  (poet), 
Yuriy  Shukhevych  (son  of  General  Roman 
Shukhevych,  commander-in-chief  of  the  Ukrainian 
Insurgent  Army  during  World  War  II),  Evhen 
Sverstiuk  (literary  critic),  Leonid  Plyushch  (noted 
cybernsticist),  Mykhailo  Osadchy  (university  pro- 
fessor), Nina  Strokata-Karavansky  (microbiologist), 
as  well  as  hundreds  of  others;  now,  therefore,  be  it- 
Resolved,  That  we  express  to  our  Ukrainain- 
American  people  of  Boston,  who  have  brought  a 
great  culture  to  Boston  and  who  have  as 
God-fearing,  hard-working  people  contributed  so 
much  to  the  welfare  of  Boston,  our  genuine 
concern  for  all  of  their  people  whom  they  left 
behind  in  the  "Union  of  Soviet  Socialist 
Republics"  and  for  all  enslaved  peoples.

Whereas,  The  office  of  the  President  has  sought 
to  undermine  the  judicial  process  by  intervention 
in  the  antitrust  proceedings  against  the  Inter- 
national Telephone  and  Telegraph  Corporation; 
and 

Whereas,  The  President  has  sought  to  further 
undermine  the  judicial  process  by  his  withholding 
and  possible  destruction  of  evidence  necessary  to 
the  proper  adjudication  of  cases  arising  from  the 
Watergate  incident;  and 

Whereas,  The  impeachment  process  offers  the 
only  avenue  of  relief  from  the  transgressions  of  the 
President;  now,  therefore,  be  it 

Resolved,  That  the  Boston  City  Council,  this 
day  in  meeting  assembled,  urges  the  House  of 
Representatives  to  commence  impeachment  pro- 
ceedings immediately  against  the  President  of  the 
United  States;  and  be  it  further 

Resolved,  That  a  copy  of  ths  resolution  be 
forwarded  to  each  member  of  the  Massachusetts 
Congressional  Delegation.

ORDINANCE  ESTABLISHING  FOR  A  LIMITED 
TIME  A  SPECIAL  COMMISSION  ON 
VIOLENCE  AND  THE  USE  OF  HAND- 
GUNS 

Couns.  CONNOLLY  and  HICKS  offered  the 
following: 

City  of  Boston. 
In  the  Year  Nineteen  Hundred  and  Seventy-four. 
An  Ordinance  Establishing  for  a  Limited  Time  a 
Special  Commission   on  Violence  and  the 
Use  of  Handguns. 
Be  it  ordained  by  the  City  Council  of  Boston  as 
follows : 

Section  1.  There  shall  be  in  the  city  a 
commission,  known  as  the  Special  Commission  on 
Violence  and  the  Use  of  Handguns,  consisting  of 
the  Police  Commissioner,  ex  officio,  the  District 
Attorney  of  Suffolk  County,  ex  officio,  the 
chairman  of  the  Committee  on  Licenses  of  the 
Boston  City  Council,  ex  officio,  the  Chairman  of 
the  Boston  Police  Patrolman's  Association,  Inc.,  or 
their  respective  designees,  and  a  person  appointed 
by  the  Mayor  from  the  public  at  large,  who  shall  be 
classified  as  a  special  municipal  employee  for  the 
purposes  of  chapter  26 8 A  of  the  General  Laws. 
Members  of  the  commission  shall  serve  without 
compensation.  The  commission  shall,  by  majority 
vote,  elect  one  of  its  members  as  chairman. 

Section  2.  The  said  commission  shall  conduct 
studies,  investigations,  and  research  in  matters 
affecting  the  safety  of  the  general  public,  and  in 
particular  the  hazards  caused  by  the  use  of  certain 
firearms,  commonly  called  handguns.  In  the 
performance  of  these  duties  the  commission  may, 
on  the  call  of  the  chairman,  hold  any  hearings  it 
deems  necessary.  The  commission  shall  issue  a  final 
report  to  the  Mayor  and  City  Council  relative  to  its 
findings  and  recommendations. 

Section  3.  This  ordinance  shall  expire  on  the 
thirty-first  day  of  December,  1974. 

Section  4.  Anything  in  section  3  of  chapter  1 
of  the  Revised  Ordinances  of  1961  to  the  contrary 
notwithstanding,  this  ordinance  shall  be  published 
by  the  action  of  the  City  Council  in  passing  the 
same.

CERTAIN  INFORMATION  RE  MEASURES 
TAKEN  TO  COMBAT  INCREASE  IN 
JUVENILE  CRIME 

Coun.  HICKS  offered  the  following: 

Whereas,  According  to  a  report  from  the  United 
States  Department  of  Health,  Education,  and 
Welfare's  Assistant  Secretary  for  Human  Develop- 
ment, Stanley  B.  Thomas,  Jr.,  the  Juvenile  Courts 
across  the  nation  processed  in  1972  an  estimated 
12,500  fewer  cases  than  they  did  in  1971;  and 

Whereas,  Although  this  decrease  amounted  to 
only  about  1  percent,  it  marks  the  first  time  since 
1961  that  delinquency  cases  in  the  courts  have 
decreased.  Prior  to  these  reported  figures  the 
Juvenile  Court  cases  increased  at  a  rate  faster  than 
the  annual  rate  of  growth  of  the  youth  population 
between  the  ages  of  ten  and  seventeen;  and 

Whereas,  According  to  statistics  from  Boston's 
Juvenile  Court  the  number  of  cases  increased  from 
2,314  in  1971  to  2,574  in  1972,  thus  increasing 
against  the  decrease  figures  of  the  national  trend; 
and 


Whereas,  A  well-known  jurist  leader  in  the  field 
stated  that  although  he  is  hopeful  of  improvement 
in  the  juvenile  crime  record,  he  is  not  optimistic

I  have  received  notice  from  the  Model  City 
Administrator  of  a  $1,721,000  grant  reservation  by 
the  United  States  Department  of  Housing  and 
Urban  Development  (HUD)  for  the  Boston  Model 
City  Program.  This  grant  is  offered  to  the  City  of 
Boston  as  an  amendatory  allocation  for  the  fifth 
action  year  program. 

You  will  recall  that  HUD  substantially  reduced 
the  fifth  action  year  grant  from  the  previous 
annual  level  of  $7,718,000  down  to  an  inadequate 
$3,680,000.  This  new  allocation  of  $1,721,000 
will  bring  the  total  fifth  action  year  grant  up  to 
$5,401,000,  an  amount  that  remains  substantially 
below  the  previous  annual  funding  level. 

Receipt  of  this  supplementary  grant  of 
$1,721,000  will  not  require  commitment  by  the 
City  of  Boston  to  an  additional  local  share. 
However,  state  law  requires  approval  by  the  Mayor 
and  the  City  Council  to  enable  acceptance  and 
expenditure  of  the  grant  by  the  Model  City 
Administrator. 

I  respectfully  recommend  that  you  approve  the 
accompanying  order  accepting  and  authorizing  the 
expenditure  of  the  grant.  I  am  advised  by  the 
Model  City  Administrator  that  the  proposed  order 
should  be  processed  for  approval  as  expeditiously 
as  possible  to  avoid  any  possibility  of  the  grant 
reservation  being  cancelled  by  HUD.

APPROPRIATIONS  AND  TAX  ORDERS  FOR 
FISCAL  YEAR  1974-75 

The  following  was  received: 
City  of  Boston, 
Office  of  the  Mayor,  February  4,  1974. 
To  the  City  Council. 
Gentlemen: 

I  herewith  submit  the  attached  document  to 
meet  the  legal  requirement  that  the  Mayor  submit 
an  annual  budget  to  the  City  Council  on  the  first 
Monday  in  February. 

It  is  not  the  budget  on  which  I  will  ask  you  to 
act.  It  is  instead  the  budget  for  the  various  city 
departments  for  calendar  1973.  This  budget  is  only 
a  temporary  budget  designed  only  to  meet  the 
statutory  requirement.  I  will  subsequently  submit 
an  amended  budget  containing  the  amounts  that  I 
believe  will  be  required  to  support  the  depart- 
ment's operation  in  the  fiscal  year  1974-1975. 

A  few  years  ago  the  City  of  Boston  played  a 
leadership  role  in  changing  the  fiscal  cycle  for  local 
government  in  the  Commonwealth  of  Massachu- 
setts to  provide  for  a  greatly  improved  level  of 
fiscal  management  and  responsibility,  and  at  the 
same  time  reduce  the  cost  of  interest  on  temporary 
borrowing.  The  City  of  Boston  will  save  about 
$3,000,000  per  year  on  such  interest. 

The  current  eighteen-month  budget  period  is  a 
transitional  period  to  the  new  fiscal  cycle,  which 
begins  its  actual  functioning  on  July  1,  1974.  From 
that  time  forward  the  city's  fiscal  year  will  run 
from  July  1  through  June  30,  and  all  budgets  for 
each  fiscal  year  will  be  fully  appropriated  before 
the  fiscal  year  begins. 

While  the  major  changes  in  state  law  were  made 
a  few  years  ago  effectively  changing  the  budget 
calendar  for  all  other  cities  and  towns  in  the  state, 
the  budget  calendar  for  the  City  of  Boston  is 
governed  by  a  set  of  special  laws.  Legislation  was 
introduced  and  passed  by  City  Council  last  year  to 
bring  that  set  of  special  laws  pertaining  to  Boston's 
budget  calendar  into  line  with  the  new  state  law, 
but  City  Council  saw  fit  to  request  the  State 
Legislature  last  year  to  delay  action  on  enacting 
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that  legislation.  Therefore,  by  a  technicality,  the 
obsolete  special  law  pertaining  to  Boston  is  still  in 
existence,  stating  that  the  operating  budget  would 
be  submitted  to  the  City  Council  on  the  first 
Monday  in  February. 

There  is  currently  before  the  City  Council  a 
resubmission  of  the  necessary  legislation  to  bring 
the  set  of  special  laws  pertaining  to  Boston's 
budget  calendar  into  line  with  the  existing  state 
law.  This  legislation  changes  the  date  of  the 
submission  of  the  annual  budget  to  the  City 
Council  to  the  second  Monday  in  March,  and 
provides  the  City  Council  with  the  same  full  two 
months  the  Council  has  always  had  to  conduct  its 
hearings  and  arrive  at  its  appropriations. 

It  is  good  budget  policy  to  arrive  at  budget 
recommendations  as  close  to  the  beginning  of  the 
fiscal  year  as  possible,  and  I  therefore  believe  .that 
it  would  not  be  wise  to  attempt  to  arrive  afbudget 
recommendations  at  this  present  time.  I  am, 
therefore,  urging  that  your  Honorable  Body  take 
prompt  and  favorable  action  on  the  legislation 
currently  before  you  so  that  it  may  be  presented  to 
the  General  Court  at  the  earliest  possible  date.  I 
believe  that  this  is  by  far  the  wisest  course  of 
action  so  that  we  may  take  full  advantage  of  the 
new  fiscal  cycle  and  achieve  the  highest  possible 
level  of  fiscal  responsibility.  Also,  by  acting 
promptly  on  this  legislation  the  Council  will  have 
until  the  second  Monday  in  May  to  consider  the 
budget  and  make  its  decisions  on  the  appropria- 
tions.

TRANSFERS  OF  APPROPRIATIONS  FOR 
PARKS  AND  CONSERVATION 
PURPOSES,  FIRE  DEPARTMENT,  AND 
SCHOOL  DEPARTMENT 

The  following  was  received: 
City  of  Boston, 
Office  of  the  Mayor. 
To  the  Honorable  City  Council. 
Gentlemen: 

I  am  submitting  herewith  for  consideration  as 
part  of  the  annual  capital  budget  process  three 
orders  transferring  sums  from  the  reserved  account 
"Sales  of  City  Property." 

In  accordance  with  section  63  of  chapter  44  of 
the  General  Laws,  sums  received  as  proceeds  of 
sales  of  certain  classes  of  property  are  held  in  this 
manner,  and  may  be  used  only  for  purposes  for 
which  the  city  would  otherwise  be  authorized  to 
borrow.  Use  of  these  funds  instead  of  issuing  bonds 
for  these  purposes  of  course  saves  the  city 
considerable  sums  in  interest  costs,  and  is  thus 
preferable  when  they  are  so  available. 

For  proceeeds  received  from  sales  of  park  land 
in  particular,  there  is  the  statutory  restriction  that 
such  must  be  used  to  restore  our  open  space 
heritage,  when  we  have  for  various  reasons  so 
disposed  of  it  for  such  cash.  These  moneys  may 
only  be  used  for  acquisition  and  development  of 
park  land,  and  it  is  so  recommended. 


It  is  also  recommended  that  funds  from  this 
source  be  used  this  year  to  support  construction  of 
the  new  Congress  Street  Fire  Station,  a  project  for 
which  design  funds,  and  funds  for  the  cost  of  the 
coordinate  high  pressure  pumping  station,  have 
been  authorized  from  loans  in  previous  years.  This 
is  felt  to  be  appropriate  as  this  construction  will 
enable  the  Council  subsequently  to  consider 
disposition  of  the  valuable  property  occupied  by 
the  Fort  Hill  Station  this  will  replace,  and  of 
course  any  proceeds  from  such  sale  will  replenish 
this  reserved  account. 

Another  sum  is  recommended  for  support  of 
our  schoolhouse  program.  These  funds  were 
previously  disposed  of  by  the  School  Committee 
for  these  ends  without  reference  to  the  Mayor  or 
Council,  but  this  statute  has  changed.  As  you 
know,  we  have  provided  generously  for  schools  this 
past  year,  but  on  the  condition  that  each  project 
be  approved  for  state  aid  by  the  Board  of 
Education.  Each  project,  therefore,  must  incur 
some  costs  prior  to  such  approvals  which  cannot  be 
met  by  the  funds  we  have  made  so  contingent.  As 
this  account  can  only  be  used  for  this  purpose  and 
we  will  avoid  interest  charges  by  making  it 
available  rather  than  loans,  I  believe  we  should 
make  such  use  of  it. 

I    respectfully   recommend  approval   of  these 
orders  to  your  Honorable  Body.

Gentlemen: 

Together  with  the  annual  capital  loan  order  and 
the  cash  appropriations  to  be  included  within  the 
annual  budget,  and  the  loan  order  pending  before 
you  for  December,  1973,  certain  added  ap- 
propriations are  necessary  to  carry  out  the 
purposes  of  the  1974-75  Capital  Budget. 

Thanks  to  action  by  the  Council,  the  income 
available  from  the  George  F.  Parkman  Fund  has 
been  increasing  recently.  Last  year,  however,  we 
felt  it  best  to  be  conservative  about  anticipating 
this,  and  requested  and  you  appropriated  to  be 
spent  only  $245,000  from  this  source.  This  was 
from  calendar  1973  income.  Now,  however,  it  is 
felt  proper,  as  part  of  our  transition  to  the  new 
fiscal  cycle,  to  appropriate,  the  remaining  six 
months  of  fiscal  year  1973-74,  and  the  regular 
twelve  months  anticipated  income  for  the  coming 
cycle.  This  will  then  bring  us  back  next  year  to  a 
twelve-month  basis  consistent  with  the  other 
segments  of  the  budget  for  future  years. 

I  submit  herewith  an  appropriation  order  for 
$400,000  from  income  received  and  to  be  received 
from  this  trust  fund  on  this  basis,  to  be  expended 
for  the  purposes  for  which  it  was  bequeathed,  and 
respectfully  recommend  adoption  of  this  order  by 
your  Honorable  Body.

Gentlemen: 

Pursuant  to  the  statutory  mandate  of  section  6 
of  chapter  642  of  the  Acts  of  1966,  I  submit 
herewith  for  your  consideration  the  annual  loan 
order  which  will,  with  certain  cash  appropriations 
and  transfers,  submitted  also  today  and  to  be 
submitted  within  the  annual  budget,  and  also  an 
order  pending  before  your  Honorable  Body  since 
last  year,  then  recommended  by  me  as  a 
supplemental  loan  "  order,  enable  the  carrying 
forward  of  the  capital  projects  of  the  city  during 
the  upcoming  fiscal  year. 

These  appropriations  are  intended  to  be  used 
together  with  such  funds  as  may  be  secured  from 
other  sources,  such  as  chapter  90  reimbursements 
from  the  state,  existing  previous  authorizations, 
and  such  federal  assistance  as  may  be  received. 

A  major  element  this  year  is  the  refurbishment 
of  our  parks  and  recreation  areas  and  in  particular 
the  major  historic  open  space  of  our  Common  and 
Public  Garden  which  is  one  of  the  prime  assets  of 
this  city  and  its  distinguishing  landmark.  The  other 
major  segment  is  the  annual  public  works  program, 
with  this  year  a  particular  emphasis  on  support,  in 
several  ways,  of  the  key  neighborhood  shopping 
districts  which  are  an  economic  backbone  to  the 
life  of  Boston's  distinctive  communities.  Funds  for 
new  buildings  are  restricted  this  year  in  the  light  of 
the  Council's  past  generosity  and  as  there  are  still 
almost  no  sources  of  outside  assistance  in  this  area 
with  the  federal  shutdown  of  last  year  in  contrast 
to  the  perhaps  inadequate  but  at  least  extant  help 
in  the  open  space  and  public  works  areas. 

I  believe  this  budget  to  be  essential  and 
respectfully  recommend  approval  of  this  order  to 
your  Honorable  Body.

You  may  wish  to  use  the 
following  information  in  reply. 

The  first  question  asks  for  a  list  of  all  home  rule 
petitions  approved  by  the  City  Council  during  the 
year  1973  and  a  record  of  the  disposition  of  each. 
This  office  has  customarily  provided  such  a  list  to 
the  City  Council  in  recent  years.  The  compilation 
of  this  information  is  time-consuming,  and  I 
respectfully  ask  that  you  and  the  City  Council 
excuse  me  for  a  few  weeks  from  providing  it. 

The  second  question  inquires  as  to  whether  or 
not  home  rule  petitions  not  enacted  by  the  General 
Court  in  1973  must  be  reapproved  by  the  City 
Council  that  took  office  on  Monday,  January  7, 
1974.  Please  be  advised  that  section  8  of  the  Home 
Rule  Amendment  (Const.  Amend.  Art.  LXXXIX) 
requires  (insofar  as  is  here  relevant)  approval  of 
petitions  by  the  mayor  and  city  council  of  a  city. 
We  have  always  interpreted  this  to  mean  "by  the 
mayor  and  city  council  then  in  office."  As  the  City 
Council  in  office  in  1973  has  ceased  to  exist,  any 
approvals  given  by  the  City  Council  to  home  rule 
petitions  in  1973  are  no  longer  of  any  force  or 
effect  if  such  petitions  were  not  enacted  into  law 
in  1973.  Such  petitions,  therefore,  if  they  are  to  be 
reintroduced  in  the  General  Court,  must  again 
receive  the  approval  of  the  City  Council.

REPORT  OF  COMMITTEE  ON 
URBAN  DEVELOPMENT 

Coun.  IANNELLA,  for  the  Committee  on 
Urban  Development,  submitted  the  following: 

Your  Committee  on  Urban  Development,  to 
which  was  referred  Docket  1929,  order  rescinding 
certain  findings  (under  G.L.  section  48  of  chapter 
121B)  relative  to  the  so-called  Park  Plaza  Urban 
Renewal  Project,  and  Dockets  1969  and  1970, 
orders  rescinding  loan  of  $6,800,000  passed  in 
connection  with  the  so-called  Park  Plaza  Urban 
Renewal  Project,  having  considered  the  same, 
respectfully  submits  the  following  report: 

I.  That  at  the  meeting  of  December  6,  1971, 
the  City  Council  made  the  following  findings: 


(1)  The  project  area  is  a  decadent  and 
substandard  area  and  qualifies  as  an  eligible 
project  area  under  chapter  121B  of  the  General 
Laws  of  Massachusetts. 

(2)  The  financial  aid  provided  and  to  be 
provided  pursuant  to  the  contracts  for  city 
financial  assistance  pertaining  to  the  project  is 
necessary  to  enable  the  project  to  be 
undertaken  in  accordance  with  the  Urban 
Renewal  Plan. 

(3)  The  Urban  Renewal  Plan  will  afford 
maximum  opportunity,  consistent  with  the 
sound  needs  of  the  city  as  a  whole,  for  the 
renewal  of  the  area  by  private  enterprise. 

(4)  The  financial  plan  for  the  project  is 
sound. 

(5)  The  Urban  Renewal  Plan  conforms  to 
the  General  Plan  for  the  city. 

(6)  The  Urban  Renewal  Plan  gives  due 
consideration  to  the  provision  of  adequate  open 
areas. 

(7)  The  objectives  of  the  Urban  Renewal 
Plan  cannot  be  achieved  through  rehabilitation 
of  the  project  area  or  any  part  thereof. 

(8)  The  program  for  the  proper  location  of 
the  individuals  and  families  displaced  in 
carrying  out  the  project  in  decent,  safe,  and 
sanitary  dwellings,  in  conformity  with  ac- 
ceptable standards,  is  feasible  and  can  be 
reasonably  and  timely  effected  to  permit  the 
proper  prosecution  and  completion  of  the 
project;  and  that  such  dwellings  or  dwelling 
units  available  or  to  be  made  available  to  such 
displaced  individuals  and  families  are  at  least 
equal  in  number  to  the  number  of  displaced 
individuals  and  families,  are  not  generally  less 
desirable  in  regard  to  public  utilities  and  public 
and  commercial  facilities  than  the  dwellings  of 
displaced  individuals  and  families  in  the  project 
area,  are  available  at  rents  or  prices  within  the 
financial  means  of  displaced  individuals  and 
families,  and  are  reasonably  accessible  to  their 
places  of  employment. 

(9)  That  carrying  out  the  Urban  Renewal 
Plan  as  presented  will  be  in  the  public  interest. 
Your  committee   having  diligently  considered 

these  findings  in  the  light  of  information  gleaned 
since  their  adoption,  and  in  consideration  of  the 
two-year  interval   since   the   determinations  were 
made  in  December  of  1971,  reports  as  follows: 
With  respect  to  finding  (1): 

This  finding  was  based  in  large  part  on 
documentation  presented  by  the  redevelopment 
authority  since  determined  by  the  State 
Department  of  Community  Affairs  to  be 
inaccurate.  Your  Committee  concludes  that  this 
material  was  inaccurate;  was  based  on  improper 
survey  methods;  was  at  the  time  of  the  Council 
vote  as  much  as  seven  years  old;  did  not 
represent  fairly  the  condition  of  buildings  in 
the  area  at  the  time  of  the  survey,  nor  did  it 
fairly  reflect  improvements  made  between  the 
time  of  survey  and  the  time  submitted  to  the 
City  Council  (as  much  as  seven  years  later);  that 
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the  City  Council  placed  undue  reliance  on  the 
representations  and  misrepresentations  of  the 
authority;  and,  that  this  finding  ought  to  be 
revoked. 

With  respect  to  finding  (2) : 

This  finding  is  relevant  to  the  city's 
expenditure  of  $6.8  million  (which,  when 
interest  is  added  amounts  to  about  $15  million) 
for  public  works  in  connection  with  the  Park 
Plaza  Urban  Renewal  Project.  The  committee 
takes  notice  that  this  amount  was  determined 
in  1970-71  and  that  construction  costs  have 
increased  approximately  35  percent  since  then. 
Should  Park  Plaza  be  constructed  as  has  been 
represented  by  the  BRA,  the  city  will  be 
required  to  pay  considerably  more  than  was 
alleged  by  the  BRA  when  this  finding  was 
made.  The  committee  recognizes  that  should  a 
rehabilitation  program  be  undertaken  in  Park 
Square,  as  some  have  proposed,  the  expenditure 
of  the  greatest  part  of  this  bond  issue  will  not 
be  ". . .  necessary  to  enable  the  project  to  be 
undertaken.  . .  ."  Your  committee  notes  that 
certain  of  these  public  works  were  to  be 
charged  against  federal  funds  committed  to  the 
South  Cove  Urban  Renewal  Project  and  that, 
due  to  the  greatly  altered  time  frame  under 
which  these  improvements  would  be  made  and 
to  the  fact  that  federal  urban  renewal  programs 
are  coming  to  an  end,  the  feasibility  of  such  an 
undertaking  is  now  in  serious  doubt.  The 
committee  concludes  that  this  finding  ought  to 
be  revoked. 

With  respect  to  finding  (3): 

This  finding  relates  to  both  the  needs  of 
Boston  and  the  superiority  of  this  project  to 
other  possible  projects.  Your  committee  has 
determined  that  the  extension  of  the  "high- 
spine"  concept  into  the  Park  Square  area  was 
predicated  on  planning  now  obsolete,  including 
the  relocation  of  the  MBTA  Orange  Line  (now 
rerouted)  and  the  construction  of  the  South- 
west Expressway  (now  abandoned).  Experience 
in  Boston  and  throughout  the  world  shows  that 
high-rise,  high-density  construction  has  been 
environmentally  catastrophic  and  socially 
dangerous.  The  United  Nations  Conference  on 
the  Human  Environment  has  warned  against 
high-rise  residential  development.  Boston  pres- 
ently has  a  glut  of  office  space,  and  your 
committee  notes  that  experts  in  the  commercial 
real  estate  field  expect  this  situation  to 
continue  for  several  years  even  if  the  economy 
does  not  "soften"  as  has  been  predicted.  The 
hotel  firm  which,  the  BRA  represented, 
intended  to  build  in  the  Park  Square  area  has 
withdrawn.  High-quality  retail  space  is  being 
constructed  in  the  Quincy,  North,  and  South 
Markets,  increasing  the  chance  that  Park  Plaza 
would  only  "draw  off  the  high-quality  shops 
on  Newbury  Street.  The  construction  of  Park 
Plaza  would  compete  with  other  projects  and 
could  hardly  do  other  than  imperil  the 
feasibility  of  all  such  projects.  The  dangers  of 
damage  to  the  historic  Boston  Common  and 


Public  Garden,  the  impact  on  the  MBTA  Green 
Line,  the  high  winds  that  would  be  generated, 
the  impact  on  traffic  in  the  area,  the  impact  on 
city  services  in  general,  and  the  cost  to  the  city 
both  in  capital  expenditures  and  lost  taxes  are 
all  inconsistent  with  the  sound  needs  of  Boston. 
A  project  which  emphasized  rehabilitation  of 
existing  buildings  in  Park  Square  coupled  with 
reasoned  development  of  underutilized  sites 
would  far  more  likely  ". .  .  afford  maximum 
opportunity  ...  for  the  renewal  of  the  area  by 
private  enterprise."  Your  committee  concludes 
that  this  finding  ought  to  be  revoked. 
With  respect  to  finding  (4): 

This  finding  was  made  in  reliance  on  the 
information  supplied  by  the  developer  and  the 
BRA.  Your  committee  notes  that  even  if  the 
financial  plan  had  been  sound  when  presented, 
inflation  since  then  has  thrown  the  figures 
askew.  Your  committee  notes  that  a  former 
officer  of  Connecticut  General  has  represented 
to  the  Department  of  Community  Affairs  that 
it  was  not  the  intention  of  Con-Gen  to  form  a 
syndicate  to  finance  any  significant  portion  of 
this  project.  Your  committee  takes  notice  of 
the  fact  that  interest  rates  have  risen  to  levels 
that  would  jeopardize  the  financing  of  the 
project  and  that  the  portion  of  the  Tax  Reform 
Act  of  1969  that  the  developer  would  have 
used  for  Stage  E  development  expires  at  the 
end  of  calendar  year  1974.  No  reading  of  the 
plan  would  allow  construction  of  Stage  E 
before  these  provisions  expire.  Mr.  Kenney  has 
represented  that  the  "tentative"  developer  has 
assets  of  $6  million.  He  has  offered  no 
substantiation  of  this  figure,  citing  some  version 
of  "executive  privilege"  as  his  justification  for 
hiding  the  developer's  net  worth  statement 
from  this  Council.  Your  committee  concludes 
that  $6  million  is  insufficient  equity  to 
determine  the  financial  plan  sound  even  if  these 
are  available  liquid  assets.  Your  committee 
notes  that  although  the  BRA  has  proposed  to 
finance  this  project  through  the  issuance  of 
tax-exempt  revenue  bonds,  the  General  Court 
has  not  authorized  such  bonds,  and,  in  fact, 
enabling  legislation  was  filed  last  year  and  was 
not  passed.  Your  committee  recognizes  that 
even  if  state  authorization  were  to  be  obtained, 
no  such  bonds  could  issue  unless  the  Internal 
Revenue  Service  determines  them  tax-exempt. 
Considering  the  doubtful  "public  purpose"  of 
Park  Plaza,  this  approval  may  well  not  be 
forthcoming.  In  the  estimation  of  your 
committee  the  strongest  link  in  Park  Plaza's 
fragile  chain  was  the  proposed  hotel.  We 
conclude  that  the  Council's  findings  of  financial 
soundness  was  due  in  part  to  reliance  on  the 
representation  that  Western  International 
Hotels  was  committed  to  the  development  of  a 
high-quality  hotel.  As  noted  above,  this 
committment  has  been  withdrawn.  Your 
committee  concludes  that  the  financial  sound- 
ness of  this  proposal  was  in  1971  tenuous  at 
best  and  that  in  1974  this  proposal  is  patently 
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unsound;  therefore  your  committee  concludes 
that  this  finding  ought  to  be  revoked. 

With  respect  to  finding  (5): 

Your  committee  notes  that  Park  Plaza,  on 
its  face,  is  in  sympathy  with  the  General  Plan 
for  the  city  which  expires  in  1975.  This  plan,  a 
prime  example  of  the  obsolete  planning 
discussed  in  regard  to  finding  (3),  was  based  on 
the  premise  that  almost  unlimited  federal 
highway  and  urban  renewal  funds  would  be 
available  until  1975.  Among  its  proposals  is  the 
"High  Spine"  concept,  which  calls  for  high-rise 
building  along  an  arc  from  the  Prudential 
Center,  along  Boylston  Street  to  Tremont  and 
Congress  Streets,  through  Government  Center, 
with  an  appendage  stretching  along  Summer 
Street  into  South  Boston.  While  some  of  the 
buildings  constructed  in  accord  with  this 
concept  did  relieve  what  was  then  a  critical 
shortage  of  office  space  and  did  tend  to 
revitalize  the  downtown  area,  it  is  clear  from 
the  observations  supra  and  from  the  Detroit 
and  San  Francisco  studies  on  high-rise  that  the 
city  must,  in  its  new  General  Plan,  move  from 
this  fixation.  Your  committee  notes  that 
considering  the  current  economic  situation,  the 
certainty  of  litigation  that  would  result  even  if 
all  approvals  from  the  city,  Legislature,  state, 
and  IRS  are  received,  and  the  time  needed  to 
prepare  environmental  impact  statements  and 
design  ..approval,  not  to  mention  zoning 
changes,  it  is  a  virtual  certainty  that  Park  Plaza 
construction  cannot  begin  until  after  the 
current  General  Plan  expires.  Thus  it  can  hardly 
be  found  that  this  proposal  ".  . .  conforms'  to 
the  General  Plan  for  the  city."  Your  committee 
concludes  that  this  finding  ought  to  be  revoked. 

With  respect  to  finding  (6): 

Your  committee  notes  that  this  finding  is 
vague  with  respect  to  the  effect  on  open  spaces 
adjacent  to  the  Project  Area  —  surely  no  finding 
endorsing  the  effects  of  the  project  on  the 
Common  and  Garden  can  be  made.  As  far  as 
the  provision  of  open  space  within  the  project 
area  is  concerned,  this  matter  has  been  clouded 
by  representations  that  the  height,  massing, 
number,  and  use  of  the  proposed  buildings  has 
changed.  Your  committee  determines  that  the 
Council's  finding  was  in  reliance  on  the 
diagrams,  pictorials,  and  model  exhibited  by 
the  BRA.  Since  the  letter  of  intent  and  the 
representations  of  the  developer  and  the  BRA 
now  indicate  that  heights  will  be  lower  than 
originally  planned,  but  that  the  floor  area  ratio 
will  remain  the  same,  the  open  space  must  be 
reduced.  Your  committee  is  cognizant  of  the 
fact  that  the  BRA  and  developer  can  modify 
the  letter  of  intent  at  whim,  and  may  return  to 
the  650-foot  heights  at  any  time.  This  does  not 
justify  a  finding  that  ". .  .  due  con- 
sideration . .  .  (has  been  given) .  . .  open  areas." 
Rather,  your  committee  concludes,  this 
ambiguity  defeats  the  finding.  Your  committee 
concludes  that  this  finding  ought  to  be  revoked. 


With  respect  to  finding  (7): 

Your  committee  has  determined  that  this 
finding  is  related  to  finding  (1)  in  that  the 
Council's  judgment  of  the  ability  to  rehabilitate 
was  in  large  part  based  on  the  building  surveys 
since  found  inaccurate.  Your  committee  notes 
that  a  BRA-funded  survey,  presented  to  the 
Landmarks  Commission  but  not  forwarded  to 
the  Council  by  the  BRA,  called  for  rehabilita- 
tion of  certain  buildings  in  the  project  area.  The 
committee  has  been  informed  that  a  charitable 
corporation  within  the  project  area  has  been 
offered  a  considerable  sum  for  its  two  small 
buildings,  which,  if  acquired,  would  be  com- 
mercially rehabilitated.  Property  owners  in  the 
project  area  have  proposed  to  rehabilitate 
several  of  the  properties  facing  Boylston  Street. 
Your  committee  notes  that  the  state  has 
determined  that"  only  fifteen  buildings  in  the 
Park  Square  area  are  ". .  .  substandard  to  a 
degree  warranting  clearance  .  .  . ."  This  creates 
a  presumption  that  at  least  the  78  percent  of 
structures  not  warranting  clearance  can  be 
rehabilitated,  and  the  fifteen  buildings  may  or 
may  not  be  economically  rehabilitated  -  no 
judgment  has  been  made  by  the  state  in  this 
regard.  Your  committee  takes  notice  of  the 
statement  of  the  Building  Commissioner,  "Any 
building  can  be  restored."  Your  committee 
concludes  that  the  Council's  finding  was  based 
on  facts  misrepresented  by  the  BRA  and  that 
this  finding  ought  to  be  revoked. 

With  respect  to  finding  (8): 

This  finding  ignores  completely  the  major 
relocation  difficulties  of  this  proposal  —  that  of 
business  relocation.  Your  committee  notes  that 
the  BRA  has  not  complied  with  the  provisions 
of  chapter  863  of  the  Acts  of  1973  with  regard 
to  either  residential  or  commercial  relocation. 
Your  committee  is  greatly  disturbed  that  the 
twenty-three  liquor  establishments  operating  in 
this  area  by  reason  of  license  extended  by  the 
city  will  by  law  be  given  preference  should  they 
wish  to  be  relocated  in  neighborhood  areas. 
Your  committee  takes  notice  that  residents  of 
the  city,  especially  those  in  South  Boston, 
Jamaica  Plain,  Allston-Brighton,  and  Beacon 
Hill-Back  Bay,  have  repeatedly  resisted  efforts 
to  increase  the  number  of  such  establishments 
in  their  areas.  Virtually  every  member  of  this 
Council  has  joined  them  in  their  opposition  at 
one  time  or  another.  It  is  contrary  to  the  wishes 
of  Bostonians,  your  committee  concludes,  that 
the  city  assume  the  legal  and  moral  responsi- 
bility to  relocate  such  businesses  in  neighbor- 
hood areas.  Your  committee  notes  that 
although  this  Council  and  the  Mayor  approved 
legislation  to  extend  the  provisions  of  law  that 
permits  the  city  to  "buy  back"  licenses 
displaced  by  public  action,  the  General  Court 
allowed  this  statute  to  expire.  Your  committee 
notes  that  the  relocation  plan  for  individuals  is 
not  feasible,  in  part  because,  under  the  terms  of 
the     Urban     Renewal     Plan,     Boston     Urban 
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Associates  would  be  required  to  pay  a  portion 
of  relocation  costs  in  Parcel  A,  B,  C,  D,  and  E, 
even  if  it  is  not  designated  developer  of  any  or 
all  of  these  parcels.  Your  committee  recognizes 
that  this  burden  is  so  onerous  and  arbitrary  that 
it  is  unenforceable,  rendering  the  relocation 
plan  incomplete.  Your  committee  concludes 
that  this  finding  ought  to  be  revoked. 
With  respect  to  finding  (9): 

The  use  of  eminent  domain  for  the  purposes 
of  undertaking  the  construction  of  retail  space, 
luxury  housing,  privately  owned  parking 
garages,  and  a  luxury  hotel  is  unconventional 
and  probably  illegal  when  unaccompanied  by 
clear  traditional  public  uses,  e.g.,  schools,  fire 
houses,  public  housing,  other  governmental 
uses.  The  only  traditional  use  of  this  awesome 
power  of  government  in  Park  Plaza  is  the 
tentative  construction  of  low-income  housing  in 
that  portion  of  the  project  that  will  not  be 
begun  until  seven  years  after  the  hotel  is  begun, 
which  may  be  several  years  from  now  even 
given  all  approvals.  It  should  be  noted  that  this 
housing  will  be  constructed  only  "if  subsidized 
financing  for  the  same  can  be  secured."  Your 
committee  notes  that  if  the  developer  does  not 
obtain  such  public  funding,  he  then  may  use 
the  entire  tower  for  luxury  housing,  stripping 
this  project  of  its  last  vestige  of  public  purpose. 
Your  committee  considers  that  all  of  the  facts 
noted  in  this  report  act  to  defeat  a  finding  of 
public  purpose.  Your  committee  concludes  that 
this  finding  ought  to  be  revoked. 

II.  That  your  committee  notes  that  the 
Director  of  the  Boston  Redevelopment  Authority 
testified  before  your  committee  that  "We  do 
not . . .  have  detailed  architectural  plans  for  Park 
Plaza.  We  don't  know  what  the  buildings  are  going 
to  look  like.  We  don't  know  how  many  there  are 
going  to  be.  We  don't  know  how  tall  they  are  going 
to  be."  In  continuing  testimony,  the  Director 
indicated  that  the  physical  site  of  the  proposed 
buildings  has  not  been  determined,  that  no  prime 
tenant  for  any  of  the  proposed  buildings  has  been 
obtained,  and,  that  no  mortgages  or  mortgage 
commitment  has  been  obtained  for  any  of  the 
proposed  buildings.  Your  committee  concludes 
that  the  plan  is  not  sufficiently  completed  as 
required  by  G.L.  chapter  121B. 

III.  That  your  committee  feels  that  it  was  a 
sincere  desire  of  the  City  Council  to  arrest  combat 
zone  blight  and  provide  jobs  that  led  the  Council 
to  approve  this  plan  despite  deficiencies  in  the 
entirely  separate  Park  Square  Proposal,  some  of 
which  deficiencies  were  masked  by  the  materials 
submitted  by  the  Redevelopment  Authority.  It  is 
clear  to  your  committee  that  the  Authority  cannot 
obtain  approvals  and  select  a  developer  before 
Parcels  D  and  E,  the  Combat  Zone,  are  severed 
from  this  plan  by  operation  of  section  A, 
subsection  1,  of  the  Park  Plaza  Urban  Renewal 
Plan.  Your  committee  concludes  that  this  failure  of 
the  Authority  defeats  the  legislative  purpose  of  the 
project  approval. 


IV.  That  your  committee  notes  that  the  BRA 
has  contracts  with  the  "tentative"  developer  to 
renegotiate  the  work  schedule.  Your  committee 
concludes  that  this  action  is  a  breach  of  the  terms 
of  the  cooperation  agreement  in  Schedule  A 
thereof. 

V.  That  your  committee  notes  that  the 
appraisals  required  to  be  done  by  section  13  of  the 
cooperation  agreement  were  not  done  within  the 
time  required.  Your  committee  concludes  that  by 
operation  of  section  17  of  the  said  agreement  the 
approval  of  the  Council  is  void. 

VI.  That  your  committee  notes  that  the 
cooperation  agreement  in  Schedule  A  thereof 
requires  that  parking  facilities  be  built  within  the 
project  area.  Your  committee  notes  that  the 
construction  of  such  facilities  would  be  in  violation 
of  Regulation  52.1135  (Paragraph  e)  adopted 
under  U.S.C.  Title  40,  chapter  1,  subchapter  C,  part 
52.  Your  committee  concludes  that  the  effect  of 
this  will  tend  to  increase  traffic  congestion  and 
other  environmental  impacts  on  the  surrounding 
area  to  an  extent  that  could  not  have  been 
contemplated  by  the  Council  in  its  approval  of  this 
project,  and  that  this  modification,  caused  neither 
by  the  city  nor  by  the  Authority,  defeats  their 
contractual  intent. 

VII.  That  your  committee  feels  that  the 
Director  of  the  BRA  has  placed  undue  reliance  on 
an  alleged  representation  of  the  state  to  contribute 
$150,000  toward  the  environmental  impact  study. 
Your  committee  was  shocked  to  learn  in  the  event 
the  state  or  the  developer  failed  to  pay  for  such 
environmental  impact  study  that  the  Authority  has 
made  no  provisions  for  such  eventuality  and  that 
without  such  a  study  the  project  cannot  go 
forward. 

VIII.  That  your  committee  has  based  its 
finding  and  conclusions  on  (a)  the  papers, 
documents,  communications,  and  testimony  sub- 
mitted to  it  at  the  several  hearings  held  by  it 
relating  not  only  to  the  instant  orders  but  to  all 
docketed  items  relating  to  the  Park  Plaza  Project; 
(b)  the  papers,  documents,  communications,  and 
testimony  presented  to  the  Executive  Committee 
relative  to  the  Park  Plaza  Project;  (c)  the  papers, 
communications,  and  documents  presented  to  the 
City  Council  relative  to  Park  Plaza;  and  (d)  the 
personal  knowledge  and  observations  of  the 
members  of  your  committee. 

IX.  That  this  report  ought  to  be  incorporated 
into  the  records  of  the  City  Council. 

X.  That  Docket  1929  ought  to  pass;  that  the 
resolution  which  accompanies  this  report  ought  to 
pass;  and  that  Dockets  1969  and  1970  ought  to 
pass. 

Whereas,  Section  13  of  the  cooperation 
agreement  relating  to  the  Park  Plaza  Urban 
Renewal  Program  was  amended  by  the  City 
Council  to  read: 

"13.  Within  one  year  of  the  date  hereof  the 
city  shall  have  caused  appraisals  to  be  made  of 
each  of  the  properties  in  Disposition  Parcels  4 
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and  5  (Stage  II).  Such  appraisals  shall  establish 
the  value  of  each  such  property  as  of  the  date 
hereof  and  shall  be  made  at  the  initial  expense 
of  the  city;  provided  that  the  city  shall  be 
reimbursed  for  such  expense  by  the  person  or 
persons  selected  to  develop  such  parcels  within 
thirty  days  after  execution  by  him  or  them  of  a 
land  disposition  agreement.  Any  land  disposi- 
tion agreement  entered  into  by  the  Authority 
for  land  in  the  project  area  shall  provide  in  a 
fashion  satisfactory  to  the  Authority  that  no 
land  shall  be  acquired  by  the  Authority  or  the 
redeveloper  in  Disposition  Parcels  4  or  5, 
whether  by  purchase  or  eminent  domain,  at  less 
than  the  sum  at  which  it  will  have  been 
appraised  on  behalf  of  the  city;  except  that 
nothing  in  this  section  shall  be  construed  to 
require  the  city  or  Authority  or  developer  to 
make  payments  in  excess  of  fair  market  value  at 
the  time  of  the  taking  unless  the  owner  has 
made  every  effort  to  maintain  the  highest  use 
of  his  property";  and 

Whereas,  Section  17  of  that  agreement  reads  as 
follows : 

"17.  It  is  the  specific  intent  of  the  City 
Council  that  each  of  the  approvals  given  by  the 
City  Council  in  its  final  vote  adopting  this 
cooperation  agreement  is  conditioned  on 
acceptance  by  the  Authority  of  all  of  the 
changes  voted  by  the  City  Council  on 
December  6,  1971,  whether  in  approving  or 
amending  the  report  of  the  Committee  on 
Urban  Development.  If  any  of  such  changes  are 
not  effected  by  the  Authority  or  the  UDC  all 
approvals  herein  given  are  specifically  nullified 
and  invalidated.  Should  the  Authority  find  any 
changes  unacceptable,  it  must  resubmit  the  plan 
for  City  Council  approval  with  written  notice 
of  such  part  or  parts  as  are  found  unacceptable 
and  such  changes  as  are  recommended  for  City 
Council  action";  and 

Whereas,  The  appraisals  required  to  be  done 
under  the  provisions  of  the  said  section  13  were 
not  done  within  the  one  year  allowed;  and 

Whereas,  The  City  Council  has  not  waived  or 
modified  that  requirement;  and 

Whereas,  Timeliness  was  the  essence  of  that 
requirement;  and 

Whereas,  The  Boston  Redevelopment  Authority 
has  not  requested  the  City  Council  to  amend, 
waive,  or  modify  that  provision;  now,  therefore,  be 
it 

Declared,  By  the  Boston  City  Council,  in 
meeting  assembled,  that  the  vote  of  the  City 
Council  authorizing  the  Mayor  to  execute  the  said 
cooperation  agreement  is  null  and  invalid.

It 
would  appear  that  this  case  is  the  case  here  in  the 
question  of  adequate  school  custodians;  and 

Whereas,  The  budget  is  now  being  prepared  for

Whereas,  The  Boston  City  Council  recommends 
that  in  order  to  adequately  maintain  and  provide  a 
longer,  useful  life  for  our  school  buildings,  there  be 
an  adequate  and  qualified  maintenance  force

COUNCIL  FINDINGS  MADE  UNDER  G. 
L.    c.     121B,   s.48,     RE    PARK    PLAZA 
URBAN  RENEWAL  PROJECT 
The  following  was  received : 
City  of  Boston, 
Office  of  the  Mayor,  February  1 1,  1974. 
To  the  City  Council. 
Gentlemen: 

I  return  herewith,  without  my  signature  and 
disapproved,  an  order  passed  by  your  Honorable 
Body  on  February  4,  1974,  purporting  to  revoke, 
rescind,  and  repeal  the  approvals  given  and  the 
findings  made  by  the  City  Council  on  December  6, 
December  7,  and  December  8,  1971,  with  respect 
to  the  Park  Plaza  Urban  Renewal  Project.  My 
reasons  for  disapproval  of  this  order  are  first  that  it 
is  invalid  and  second  that  it  is  unwise. 

The  statute  under  which  these  findings  were 
first  made,  and  approvals  first  given,  is  G.  L.  c. 
121B,  s.  48,  which  provides  that  no  urban  renewal 
project  shall  be  undertaken  until  the  plan  therefor 
has  been  approved  by  the  "municipal  officers" 
(elsewhere  defined,  in  the  case  of  a  city,  as  "the 
city  council  with  the  approval  of  the  mayor").  This 
section  has  no  provision  authorizing  subsequent 
rescission  of  such  approval.  That  omission,  I  am 
sure,  was  deliberate.  The  Legislature  which  enacted 
G.  L.  c.  121B  must  have  realized  that  no  urban 
renewal  project  of  any  sort  would  ever  be 
undertaken  if  plan  approvals  were  freely  rescind- 
able.  No  investor,  developer,  or  government 
funding  agency  would  commit  itself  to  a  project 
that  could  be  terminated  at  any  moment  by  the 
municipal  officers  who  had  first  approved  it. 
Accordingly,  I  think,  as  the  statute  does  not 
authorize  rescission  of  an  urban  renewal  plan 
approval  once  it  is  given,  the  City  Council  lacks 
any  power  now  to  rescind  the  approvals  and 
findings  passed  by  a  predecessor  body  in  1971.  See 
Commissioner  of  the  Department  of  Community 
Affairs  v.  Boston  Redevelopment  Authority,  Mass. 
Adv.  Sh.  (1972)  1743. 

It  has  been  suggested  that  I  should  not  accord 
this  invalid  action  the  formality  of  a  written 
disapproval,  since  I  am  advised,  and  believe,  that  it 
is  without  any  legal  effect.  There  are,  however, 
those  who  would  undoubtedly  attempt  to  make 
use  of  this  order  for  purposes  of  their  own  if,  upon 
the  expiration  of  the  fifteen  days  following 
presentation,  it  had  been  neither  approve,  or 
disapproved  by  me  (St.  1948,  c.  452,  s.  1  .  as 
appearing  in  St.  1951,  c.  376,  s.  1).  It  wouia  be 
irresponsible  for  me  by  inaction  to  allow 
uncertainty  to  gather  around  financing  and 
execution  of  this  necessary  project.  The  record 
should  show  that  I  disapprove  this  order.

Gentlemen: 

I  return  herewith,  without  my  signature  and 
disapproved,  an  order  passed  by  your  Honorable 
Body  on  February  4,  1974,  purporting  to  declare 
that  the  vote  of  the  City  Council  (taken  in 
December,  1971)  authorizing  the  Mayor  to  execute 
a  cooperation  agreement  between  the  City  of 
Boston  and  the  Boston  Redevelopment  Authority 
with  respect  to  the  Park  Plaza  Urban  Renewal 
Project  is  "null  and  invalid."  Although  this  phrase 
is  unclear,  it  seems  that  the  intention  of  your 
Honorable  Body  was  to  unilaterally  withdraw  the 
city's  assent  to  the  cooperation  agreement.  I  am 
not  inclined  to  allow  the  city  to  commit  an 
actionable  breach  of  contract,  and  therefore  I 
disapprove  this  order. 

There  is  no  doubt  but  that  the  cooperation 
agreement  is  an  enforceable  contract  (Lynn 
Redevelopment  Authority  v.  City  of  Lynn,  Mass. 
Adv.  Sh.  (1971)  1669)  between  the  city  and  its 
Redevelopment  Authority,  entered  into  under 
authority  of  G.  L.  c.  121B,  ss.  20  and  23.  The 
Boston  Redevelopment  Authority  has  shown  no 
willingness  to  excuse  the  city  from  its  obligations. 
Since  the  Redevelopment  Authority  has  taken 
action  in  reliance  on  the  agreement,  the  city 
cannot  withdraw  without  the  assent  of  the  other 
party.  If  it  should  attempt  to  do  so,  it  would  be 
liable  in  damages.  Lynn  Redevelopment  Authority 
v.  City  of  Lynn,  supra. 

Your  Honorable  Body  refers  to  delay  in  making 
certain  appraisals  which  the  city  undertook  to 
complete  within  one  year  from  the  date  of  the 
cooperation  agreement.  This  being  an  agreement 
between  the  city  and  the  Authority,  not  between 
the  executive  and  the  legistative  branch  of  the 
city's  government,  only  the  Authority  could 
protest  the  city's  lack  of  punctuality.  The 
Authority  has  not  done  so  and  indeed  has  taken 
the  opposite  position.  The  matter  of  the  appraisals 
was  in  any  event  pleaded  before  both  the  Superior 
Court  and  the  Supreme  Judicial  Court  for  Suffolk 
County  in  Lund  v.  Crampton,  Suffolk  Superior 
Equity  No.  97469,  and  Baird  v.  Crampton,  Suffolk 
Superior  Law  No.  679358.  Neither  court  saw  fit  to 
enjoin  further  action  on  the  Urban  Renewal  Plan 
on  this  or  any  other  ground.  We  must  therefore 
assume  that  the  agreement  is  still  an  enforceable 
contract  which  cannot  be  terminated  by  the  city 
alone.  See  Cuyahoga  Metropolitan  Housing  Au- 
thority v.  Harmody,  474  F.  2d  1102  (6th  Cir. 
1973).

Dear  Mayor  White: 

In  response  to  an  order  passed  by  the  City 
Council  under  the  date  of  January  28  concerning 
inspection  of  all  closed  gasoline  stations  for 
possible  violation  of  Rule  24  of  the  State  Fire 
Regulations,  I  wish  to  report  that  the  tanks  of 
service  stations  located  within  the  City  of  Boston 
have  always  been  under  close  surveillance  by  the 
Fire  Prevention  Division  of  the  Boston  Fire 
Department.  The  Boston  Fire  Prevention  Code, 
dated  1959,  under  section  13.27  of  said  code 
requires  the  Boston  Fire  Department  to  regulate 
service  stations  relative  to  their  abandonment  or 
being  put  temporarily  out  of  service. 

The  Fire  Marshal  of  the  city  has  implemented  a 
form  that  is  utilized  for  the  temporary  closing  of 
each  and  every  filling  station  within  the  city.  This 
form  requires  the  signature  of  the  responsible 
person  supplying  flammable  liquids  to  such  service 
stations.  This  is  signed  at  Fire  Headquarters  and 
after  inspection  by  the  Fire  Prevention  Division  to 
ascertain  that  all  the  requirements  of  our  code  have 
been  complied  with,  the  City  Fire  Marshal  then 
countersigns  said  form,  allowing  the  petitioner  to 


maintain  his  tanks  rendered  temporarily  out  of 
service  due  to  the  energy  crisis.  This  has  been  a 
normal  operating  procedure  of  fire  prevention  even 
prior  to  the  present  energy  crisis.  According  to  our 
code,  tanks  that  are  permanently  abandoned  must 
also  be  either  filled  with  sand  and  water  or  be 
removed  from  the  premises.  Prior  to  renewal  of 
any  license  the  Boston  Fire  Department  makes  an 
inspection  of  the  premises  annually  to  ascertain 
that  the  license  is  being  used  under  the  conditions 
for  which  it  was  issued. 

At  the  present  time  the  Fire  Prevention  records 
discloses  that  twenty-four  service  stations  have 
been  temporarily  closed  and  have  complied  with 
the  current  regulations  with  the  form  signed  and 
on  file  at  Fire  Headquarters.  There  are  ten  other 
stations  that  have  been  closed  and  are  in  the 
process  of  complying  with  the  requirements  of  the 
Fire  Prevention  Division  and  the  signing  of  the 
necessary  form.  For  His  Honor's  information,  I  am 
enclosing  with  this  letter  a  copy  of  the  form  being 
used  by  the  Fire  Prevention  Division  for  the 
temporary  closing  of  gasoline  stations.  I  sincerely 
hope  this  is  the  information  that  is  required  by  the 
City  Council.

In  compliance  with  the  order  of  the  City 
Council  dated  November  19,  1973,  which  was 
received  in  this  office  on  January  7,  1974,  I  have 
attached  the  information  requested  concerning 
vision  arid  hearing  testing  in  the  Boston  public 
schools. 

It  should  be  noted  that  in  former  years  vision 
testers  were- employed  to  perform  the  city-wide 
testing  of  schoolchildren.  Due  to  the  austerity 
program  this  year,  no  funds  were  provided  for  this 
function.  However,  in  recognition  of  the  necessity 
to  test  vision  and  hearing,  funds  or  no  funds,  on 
January  3,  1974,  I  directed  School  Department 
health  service  administrators  to  redeploy  qualified 
school  nurses  in  order  to  carry  on  the  program. 
The  testing  is  currently  under  way,  and  we  expect 
to  have  all  of  the  primary  and  elementary  children 
examined  within  a  few  months.

URBAN  RENEWAL  PLAN

Whereas,  Most  of  the  new  residents  of  the 
South  End  desire  a  balanced,  economically 
stratified,  multiracial  community;  and 

Whereas,  In  1960,  when  the  South  End  Urban 
Renewal  Plan  was  conceived  and  approved,  3,100 
subsidized  housing  units  were  planned  which 
included  2,500  new  low-moderate-income  housing 
units,  500  new  elderly  housing  units,  and  100 
rehabilatated  housing  units  for  low-moderate- 
income  rentals;  and 

Whereas,  Today  this  goal  was  accomplished  and 
surpassed  with  the  completion  of  3,300  new 
rehabilitated  low-moderate-income  housing  units 
which  included  2,032  units  of  new  low-moderate- 
income  housing  units,  540  new  elderly  housing 
units,  and  220  low-moderate-income  rehabilitated 
housing  units;  and 

Whereas,  The  population  of  the  South  End  in 
1960  was  one  third  greater  than  the  population 
today,  35,000  versus  23,000;  and 

Whereas,  While  the  subsidized  housing  goal  of 
the  South  End  Renewal  Plan  was  being  ac- 
complished, private  development  was  occurring 
simultaneously,  as  young  middle-class  and  profes- 
sional people  bought  dilapidated  townhouses  and 
converted  them  into  owner-occupied  one-  and  two- 
family  houses;  and 

Whereas,  Other  parts  of  the  city  are  losing  their 
middle-class  bases  while  the  South  End  is  in  a  state 
of  regeneration;  and

moratorium  on  all  subsidized  housing  in  the  South

VARIOUS  AGENCIES  STUDY  RECYCLING 
OF  SEWAGE  SLUDGE 

Coun.  TIERNEY  offered  the  following: 
Whereas,  The  Metropolitan  District  Commission 

is  presently   dumping  about   140  tons  of  sewage 

sludge  per  day  in  Bos'ton  Harbor;  and 


Whereas,  This  action  has  seriously  damaged 
shellfish  harvesting  and  upset  the  ecology  of  the 
entire  harbor  area;  and 

Whereas,  This  deposited  sludge  could  possibly 
contaminate  our  beaches  with  large  amounts  of 
harmful  viruses  and  bacteria,  posing  a  direct  threat 
to  the  health  of  all  our  citizens;  and 

Whereas,  Future  plans  call  for  our  sewage 
sludge  to  be  burned  in  an  incinerator  to  be  built  by 
1976; and 

Whereas,  Boston  is  already  experiencing  an 
increasingly  critical  air  pollution  problem,  and  such 
an  installation  can  only  further  aggravate  the 
situation;  and 

Whereas,  25  percent  of  the  sludge  is  non- 
combustible  and  therefore  must  be  disposed  of  in  a 
landfill  area;  and 

Whereas,  Suitable  sites  for  landfill  are  virtually 
nonexistent;  and 

Whereas,  The  City  of  Boston  annually  pays 
almost  $5  million  for  sewage  disposal  services;  and 

Whereas,  Boston's  share  of  the  metropolitan 
debt  for  sewage  disposal  is  currently  in  excess  of 
$30  million;  and 

Whereas,  Many  cities  have  taken  their  sludge 
and  converted  it  into  fertilizer,  thus  creating  a  new 
revenue  source  out  of  an  old  environmental 
problem;  and 

Whereas,  Current  economic  and  international 
political  conditions  have  caused  the  price  of 
fertilizer  to  triple  since  August  of  1973,  and  have 
made  traditional  petro-chemical  sources  of  ferti- 
lizer and  other  products  obtainable  from  sewage 
sludge  both  scarce  and  expensive;  and 

Whereas,  The  forgoing  indicates  that  the 
economic  data  used  in  estimating  the  costs  of 
recycling,  reuse,  and  conversion  of  sewage  sludge 
and  the  economic  data  used  to  determine  possible 
revenue  from  the  sale  of  products  obtained 
through  the  recycling,  reuse,  and  conversion  of 
sewage  sludge  are  no  longer  accurate  nor  reliable; 
now,  therefore,  be  it 

Resolved,  That  the  Boston  City  Council,  this 
day  in  meeting  assembled,  hereby  requests  the 
Metropolitan  District  Commission  to  reconsider 
current  plans  for  the  incineration  of  Boston's 
sewage  sludge,  taking  note  of  economic  changes 
caused  by  recent  international  economic,  political, 
and  resource  access  conditions;  and  be  it  further 

Resolved,  That  the  Boston  City  Council 
requests  the  City  of  Boston  Public  Works 
Department,  the  Metropolitan  Area  Planning 
Council,  and/or  the  Legislative  Commission  on 
Boston  Harbor  Pollution  to  commission  a  study  to 
investigate  the  possibility  of  creating  the  facilities 
for  the  recycling,  reuse,  and  conversion  of  wastes 
into  useful  products  that  would  obtain  revenue  for 
the  city  and  possibly  reduce  the  annual  cost  to 
Boston  for  sewage  disposal  and  disposal  services.

Be  it  ordained  by  the  City  Council  of  Boston  as 
follows : 
Section   1.  Any  public  employee  organization 
whose  membership  includes  employees  of  the  City 
of  Boston  and  which  is  required  to  file  written 
statements    and    financial  reports   under   G.L.  c. 
150E,  s.  14,  shall  annually  file  identical  statements 
and  reports  with  the  City  Clerk  on  the  same  day  as 
such  statements  and  reports  are  filed  with  the  State 
Labor  Relations  Commission. 

Section  2.  Any  organization  violating  the 
provisions  of  this  chapter  shall  be  punished  by  a 
fine  of  $50  for  each  offense.  Each  day  for  which  a 
statement  or  report  is  not  filed  shall  constitute  a 
separate  offense. 

Section  3.  Notwithstanding  the  provisions  of 
chapter  1  of  the  ordinances,  this  ordinance  shall  be 
published  by  the  action  of  the  City  Council  in 
adopting  the  same. 

G.L.  chapter  150E,  section  14.  No  person  pr 
association  of  persons  shall  operate  or  maintain 
an  employee  organization  under  this  chapter 
unless  and  until  there  has  been  filed  with  the 
commission  a  written  statement  signed  by  the 
president  and  secretary  of  such  employee 
organization  setting  forth  the  names  and 
addresses  of  all  of  the  officers  of  such 
organization,  the  aims  and  objectives  of  such 
organization,  the  scale  of  dues,  initiation  fees, 
fines,  and  assessments  to  be  charged  to  the 
members,  and  the  annual  salaries  to  be  paid  to 
the  officers. 

Every  employee  organization  shall  keep  an 
adequate  record  of  its  financial  transactions  and 
shall  make  annually  available  to  its  members 
and  to  nonmember  employees  who  are  required 
to  pay  a  service  fee  under  section  12  of  this  act, 
within  sixty  days  after  the  end  of  its  fiscal  year, 
a  detailed  written  financial  report  in  the  form 
of  a  balance  sheet  and  operating  statement. 
Such  report  shall  indicate  the  total  of  its 
receipts  of  any  kind  and  the  sources  of  such 
receipts,  and  disbursements  made  by  it  during 
its  last  fiscal  year.  A  copy  of  such  report  shall 
be  filed  with  the  commission. 

In  the  event  of  failure  of  compliance  with 
this  section,  the  commission  shall  compel  such 
compliance  by  appropriate  order,  said  order  to 
be  enforceable  in  the  same  manner  as  other 
orders  of  the  commission  under  this  chapter. 
Referred  to  the  Committee  on  Ordinances  and 
Resolutions.

Resolved,  That  the  Council  urges  the  Governor 
and  the  State  Legislature  to  amend  the  General 
Laws  so  as  to  prohibit  the  sale  and  carrying  of  all 
handguns  in  the  Commonwealth  except  by  law 
enforcement  officers  and  individuals  who  can 
establish  the  need  for  such  weapons  as  a  condition 
of  employment;  and  be  it  further 

Resolved,  That  the  Boston  City  Council  urges 
the  President  and  the  United  States  Congress  to 
similarly  act  to  prohibit  the  sale  and  carrying  of  all 
handguns  within  the  United  States  except  by  law 
enforcement  officers  and  individuals  who  can 
establish  the  need  for  such  weapons  as  a  condition 
of  employment;  and  be  it  further 

Resolved,  That  a  copy  of  this  resolution  be  sent 
to  President  Nixon,  Massachusetts  Senators  and 
Congressional  Delegation,  Governor  Sargent,  and 
the  Commonwealth's  Joint  Legislative  Committee 
on  Public  Safety.

APPROVING  PETITION  FOR  SPECIAL  LAW  RE 
REPEAL  OF  LAW  REQUIRING  CIVIL 
SERVICE  APPROVAL  OF  CITY  OF 
BOSTON  PAYROLLS 

The  following  was  received: 
City  of  Boston, 
Office  of  the  Mayor,  February  15,  1974. 
To  the  City  Council. 
Gentlemen: 

At  present  the  City  of  Boston  is  the  only  city 
or  town  in  the  Commonwealth  whose  payroll  must 
bear  the  certificate  of  the  Civil  Service  Com- 
mission. St.  1908,  c.  210  and  St.  1941,  c.  165,  s.  2. 
In  every  other  city  and  town  certification  is 
required  by  the  appointing  authority.  GX.  c.  41,  s. 
41.  Commission  certification  adds  a  day  and  a  half 
to  the  payroll  process  and  requires  many  messenger 
hours  for  delivery  to  and  retrieval  from  the 
commission. 

On  December  26,  1973,  the  Director  of  Civil 
Service  questioned  the  necessity  for  this  certifica- 
tion process  and  offered  his  support  should  the 
city  petition  to  repeal  the  requirement.  Inasmuch 
as  G.L.  c.  31,  s.  3 IB,  requires  every  city  and  town 
to  notify  the  commission  of  all  civil  service  changes 
and  forbids  payment  until  the  commission's  roster 
reflects  such  changes,  and  since  G.L.c.  31,  s.  46 A, 
provides  that  any  employee  who  questions  his 
removal  from  the  roster  has  the  right  to  petition  to 
compel  reinstatement,  I  am  of  the  opinion  that 
commission  certification  serves  no  purpose. 

Consequently,  sections  1  and  2  of  the  attached 
petition  repeal  the  commission  certification  re- 
quirement, and  section  3  includes  the  city  in  the 
requirement  that  the  appointing  authority  certify 
his  payroll.  I  urge  your  prompt  and  favorable 
action  on  this  proposal.

The  United  States  Civil  Service  Commission 
Regional  Office  in  Boston,  in  its  final  report  made 
earlier  this  year  on  an  IPA-funded  study  and 
analysis  of  civil  service  classification  and  examina- 
tion procedures  in  Massachusetts,  included  a 
recommendation  that  a  study  be  made  of  the 
present  need,  value,  and  benefits  of  the  weekly 
preaudit  by  the  Division  of  Civil  Service  of  City  of 
Boston  payrolls,  bills,  and  related  accounts  for 
salary  and  compensation  to  persons  in  the  service 
and  employment  of  the  city.  Since  this 
certification  of  payrolls  by  this  division  is  made 
under  the  provisions  of  a  special  act  (Act  of  1908, 
Chapter  210)  applying  only  to  Boston,  it  is  felt 
that  action  to  repeal  the  statute  should  originate 
with  the  Mayor  and  City  Council. 

Unless  there  now  exists  some  compelling  reason 
why  this  preaudit  of  Boston  payrolls  continues  to 
be   necessary,   as  differentiated  from   the  payroll 
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reporting  procedures  applicable  for  other  cities  and 
towns  set  forth  in  section  31,  chapter  31,  General 
Laws,  the  Civil  Service  Commission  and  I  will 
support  any  petition  for  the  repeal  of  chapter  210 
filed  with  the  General  Court  by  the  Mayor  and 
Council.

Section  3.  Section  41  of  chapter  41  of  the 
General  Laws,  as  amended  by  chapter  168  of  the 
Acts  of  1968,  is  hereby  amended  by  striking  out 
the  first  sentence  and  inserting  in  place  thereof  the 
following  sentence:  "No  treasurer  or  other  fiscal 
officer  of  any  town  or  city  shall  pay  any  salary  or 
compensation  to  any  person  in  the  service  or 
employment  of  the  town  or  city  unless  the  payroll, 
bill,  or  account  for  such  salary  or  compensation 
shall  be  sworn  to  by  the  head  of  the  department  or 
the  person  immediately  responsible  for  the 
appointment,  employment,  promotion,  or  transfer 
of  the  persons  named  therein,  or,  in  the  case  of  the 
absence  or  disability  of  the  head  of  the  department 
or  of  such  person,  then  by  a  person  designated  by 
the  head  of  the  department  and  approved  by  the 
board  of  selectmen  in  towns,  and  by  the  mayor  in 
cities,  or  by  the  city  manager  in  cities  operating 
under  Plan  D  or  Plan  E  charter."

I  am  in  receipt  of  the  City  Council's  resolution, 
passed  on  February  4,  1974,  regarding  the  above 
referred  to  address. 

Building  Department  records  indicate,  in 
chronological  order,  that  the  following  actions 
were  taken: 

On  December  27,  1973,  a  violation  notice,  No. 
UB  1091/1973,  was  sent  to  Joseph  P.  and  Fern  J. 
Benvissuto,  the  owners,  stating  that  the  Building 
was  "unsafe  and  dangerous,  second  and  third  floors 
all  gutted  out  by  fire  —  opened  to  trespass  and 
elements,"  and  the  notice  then  ordered  the  owners 
to  "board  up  . . .  forthwith."  As  the  owners  did 
not  comply,  the  case  was  referred  to  the  Boston 
Housing  Court,  with  the  trial  date  set  for  January 
18,  1974.  It  was  then  that  the  Building 
Department  found  a  more  recent  owner,  and  a 
corrected  notice  was  sent  to  this  person,  named 
Lewis  Holly.  As  both  persons  defaulted,  a  warrant 
was  issued  for  both  owners. 

On  February  1,  1974,  when  the  case  was  again 
heard,  Judge  Garrity,  over  the  vigorous  objections 
of  the  Building  Department,  dismissed  the  case 
against  the  prior  owners,  the  Benvissutos,  and  the 
warrant  against  the  more  recent  owner,  Lewis 
Holly,  was  still  in  effect.

Reference  is  made  to  the  resolution  adopted  by 
the  City  Council  on  December  10,  1973, 
requesting  information  pertaining  to  the  final 
determination  for  the  reuse  of  the  land  within  the 
Downtown  Waterfront  Project.  Attached  is  a 
package  of  material  which  was  submitted  to  the 
BRA  Board  and  to  the  press  on  December  14, 
1973,  when  recommendations  for  modifications  of 
the  Waterfront  Urban  "  Renewal  Project  were 
formalized. 

The  modifications  have  the  widespread  support 
of  the  North  End  and  Waterfront  residents  who 
voted  in  favor  of  these  recommendations  at  a 
meeting  on  December  12,  1973.  The  BRA  Board 
voted  to  incorporate  these  revisions  into  the  plan 
at  their  meeting  held  on  December  14, 1973. 

Among  the  revisions  and  modifications  made  to 
the  plan  were  the  elimination  of  a  large  office 
tower  to  be  replaced  by  a  new  housing 
development,  the  elimination  of  a  garage  in  favor 
of  additional  elderly  housing  for  the  area,  and  the 
doubling  of  the  size  of  the  open  space  to  be 
provided  within  the  Waterfront  Park.  In  addition, 
roadway  widths  were  decreased,  and  existing 
buildings  will  be  retained  for  new  housing  to  be 
accomplished  through  rehabilitation. 

Again   the   specifics  are   to   be   found  in   the 
attached  documents  which  are  now  incorporated 
into  the  official  Waterfront  Plan.

After  carefully  considering  the  recommenda- 
tion of  the  BRA  reviewing  group  and  studying  and 
taking  into  consideration  the  majority  and 
minority  reports  of  the  Waterfront  Restudy 
Committee,  it  is  recommended  that  minor 
modifications  be  made  to  the  Renewal  Plan.  It  is 
felt  that  these  modifications  would  best  reflect  the 
Authority's  commitment  towards  the  further 
establishment  of  a  viable  and  exciting  urban 
environment.  The  modifications  outlined  below 
not  only  reflect  our  professional  judgment  as  to 
the  appropriate  utility  of  land  included  within  the 
renewal  area,  but  also  reflect  our  philosophy  as  to 
how  the  needs  of  the  citizenry  of  this  area  can  be 
best  satisfied. 

It  is  recommended  that  the  permitted  uses  for 
Parcel  A-6  be  modified  so  that  housing  and 
supporting  uses  may  be  constructed  on  this  site. 
The  maximum  building  height  allowed  should  be 
reduced  to  150  feet.  The  present  height  limitation 
is  250  feet.  The  maximum  floor  area  ratio  allowed 
should  be  reduced  to  6.  The  maximum  floor  area 
ratio  is  presently  10.  The  ground  floor  setback 
requirement    should    be    deleted. 

It  is  recommended  that  the  maximum  building 
height  for  Parcel  A-7  should  be  reduced  to  85  feet. 
The  present  height  limitation  is  150  feet.  The 
requirement  for  parking  should  be  amended  to 
read  "No  Open  Parking  Permitted,"  and  the 
ground  floor  setback  requirement  should  be 
deleted. 

It  is  further  recommended  that  the  alignment 
of  Atlantic  Avenue  be  changed  to  generally 
correspond  to  the  existing  alignment  of  Mercantile 
Street  as  shown  on  the  attached  and  amended 
proposed  land  use  plan.  It  is  also  recommended 
that  the  width  of  this  roadway  be  scaled  down 
from  six  moving  lanes  with  a  breakdown  lane  and 
median  strip  to  four  moving  lanes.  It  is  submitted 
that  this  size  roadway  more  appropriately  corres- 
ponds to  the  scale  of  the  residential  and  open  space 
planned  for  the  area.  It  is  also  recommended  that 
the  size  of  the  park  on  Parcel  A-8  be  increased 
from  approximately  2  acres  to  approximately  4.3 
acres.  Together  with  the  open  space  planned  for 
the  abutting  renewal  parcels,  there  will  be  a 
contiguous  open  and  public  space  of  approxi- 
mately 5.4  acres. 

Because  of  the  new  alignment  of  Atlantic 
Avenue  it  is  recommended  that  the  location  of 
Parcel  D-l  be  changed  as  shown  on  the  attached 
map.  It  is  further  recommended  that,  because  of 
the  new  alignment  of  Atlantic  Avenue  and  the 
relocation  of  Parcel  D-l,  Parcel  C-2  be  expanded  to 
include  Parcel  C-2b.  This  new  parcel  (C-2b)  shall  be 
used    exclusively    for  low-  and  moderate-income

housing  for  the  elderly  and  will  complement  the 
already  approved  low-income  elderly  construction 
within  Parcel  C-2. 

It  is  recommended  that  Parcel  D-l  be  amended 
to  include  residential  and  institutional  as  permitted 
uses.  The  maximum  building  height  should  also  be 
amended  to  125  feet.  The  minimum  parking  spaces 
should  be  amended  by  deleting  the  figure  200.  The 
requirement  for  vehicular  access  is  no  longer 
applicable  and  should  therefore  be  deleted. 

It  is  recommended  that  the  maximum  building 
height  for  Parcel  C-2b  should  be  80  feet  and  that 
the  maximum  floor  area  ratio  allowed  should  be  4. 
The  permitted  use  should  be  residential.  The 
requirement  for  parking  should  read  "No  Open 
Parking  Permitted."

Section  1.  The  provisions  of  section  21  of 
chapter  40  of  the  General  Laws  to  the  contrary 
notwithstanding,  the  City  of  Boston  may  make 
such  ordinances,  not  repugnant  to  law,  as  it 
may  judge  most  conducive  to  its  welfare,  which 
shall  be  binding  upon  all  inhabitants  thereof 
and  all  persons  within  its  limits.  It  may,  except 
as  provided  ^in  said  chapter  40,  affix  penalties 
for  breaches  thereof,  not  exceeding  $50  for 
eaclroffense,  which  shall  inure  to  the  city  or  to 
such  uses  as  it  may  direct.  Fines  shall  be 
recovered  by  indictment  or  on  complaint 
before  a  district  court,  or  by  noncriminal 
disposition  in  accordance  with  section  2. 

Section    2.  The   City    of  Boston   may   by 
ordinance  not   inconsistent   with   this   section 
provide  for   noncriminal   disposition  of  viola- 
tions of  any  ordinance  or  any  valid  rule  or 
regulation  of  any  municipal  officer,  board,  or 
department  the  violation  of  which  is  subject  to 
a  penalty.   Any  such  ordinance  shall  provide 
that  any  person  taking  cognizance  of  a  violation 
of  an  ordinance,  rule,  or  regulation  which  he  is 
empowered  by  statute  or  ordinance  to  enforce, 
and  in  respect  of  which  the  city  has  enacted  a 
noncriminal  disposition  system  pursuant  to  this 
section,  as  an  alternative  to  instituting  criminal 
proceedings   shall,   or,  if  so  provided  in  such 
ordinance,  may,  forthwith  give  to  the  offender 
a  written  notice  to  appear  before  the  clerk  of 
the  district  court  having  jurisdiction  at  any  time 
during  office  hours,  not  later  than  twenty-one 
days   after   the   date   of  such  violation.  Such 
notice  shall  be  in  triplicate  and  shall  contain  the 
name  and  address  of  the  offender,  the  specific 
offense  charged,  and  the  time  and  place  for  his 
required    appearance.    Such    notice    shall    be 
signed  by  the  enforcing  person,  and  shall  be 
signed  by  the  offender  whenever  practicable  in 
acknowledgment    that    such    notice   has   been 
received.  The  enforcing  person  shall  if  possible 
deliver  to  the  offender  at  the  time  and  place  of 
the  violation  a  copy  of  said  notice.  Whenever  it 
is  not  possible  to  deliver  a  copy  of  said  notice 
to  the  offender  at  the  time  and  place  of  the 
violation,  said  copy  shall  be  mailed  or  delivered 
by  the  enforcing  person,  or  by  his  commanding 
officer,  or  by  the  head  of  his  department,  or  by 


any  person  authorized  by  such  commanding 
officer  or  head  of  department,  to  the  offender's 
last  known  address,  within  five  days  thereof, 
exclusive  of  Saturdays,  Sundays,  and  legal 
holidays.  Such  notice  as  so  mailed  shall  be 
deemed  a  sufficient  notice,  and  a  certificate  of 
the  enforcing  person  or  person  so  mailing  such 
notice  that  it  has  been  mailed  in  accordance 
with  this  section  shall  be  prima  facie  evidence 
thereof.  At  or  before  the  completion  of  each 
tour  of  duty  the  enforcing  person  shall  give  to 
his  commanding  officer  or  department  head 
those  copies  of  each  notice  of  such  a  violation 
he  has  taken  cognizance  of  during  such  tour 
which  have  not  already  been  delivered  or 
mailed  by  him  as  aforesaid.  Said  commanding 
officer  or  department  head  shall  retain  and 
safely  preserve  one  of  said  copies  and  shall,  at  a 
time  not  later  than  the  next  court  day  after 
such  delivery  or  mailing,  deliver  another  of  such 
copies  to  the  clerk  of  the  court  before  whom 
the  offender  has  been  notified  to  appear. 

Any  person  notified  to  appear  before  the 
clerk  of  a  district  court  as  riereinb'efore 
provided  may  appear  before  such  clerk  and 
confess  the  offense  charged,  either  personally 
or  through  an  agent  duly  authorized  or  by 
mailing  to  such  clerk,  with  the  notice,  such  sum 
of  money  as  shall  be  ordained  by  the  city  as 
penalty  for  violation  of  the  ordinance,  rule,  or 
regulation  when  disposed  of  in  accordance  with 
this  section;  but  not  exceeding  $50.  Such 
payment  if  mailed  shall  be  made  only  by  postal 
note,  money  order,  or  check.  Payment  to  such 
clerk  of  such  sum  shall  operate  as  a  final 
disposition  of  the  case.  Proceedings  under  this 
paragraph  shall  not  be  deemed  criminal;  and  no 
person  notified  to  appear  before  the  clerk  of  a 
district  court  shall  be  required  to  report  to  any 
probation  officer,  and  no  record  of  the  case 
shall  be  entered  in  the  probation  records. 

If  any  person  so  notified  to  appear  before 
the  clerk  of  a  district  court  fails  to  appear  and 
pay  the  fine  provided  hereunder  or,  having 
appeared,  desires  not  to  avail  himself  of  the 
procedure  hereinbefore  provided  for  the  non- 
criminal disposition  of  the  case,  the  clerk  shall, 
as  soon  as  may  be,  notify  the  enforcing  person 
concerned,  who  shall  forthwith  make  a 
complaint  and  follow  the  procedure  established 
for  violations  of  the  ordinance,  rule,  or 
regulation. 

As  used  in  this  section  the  term  "district 
court"  shall  include,  within  the  limits  of  its 
jurisdiction,  the  Boston  Municipal  Court. 

The  notice  to  appear  provided  herein  shall 
be  printed  in  such  form  as  may  be  satisfactory 
to  the  chief  justice  of  the  Boston  Municipal 
Court  and  to  the  chief  justice  of  the  district 
courts.

LAND  IN  STONY  BROOK  RESERVA- 
TION TO  ST.  GEORGE  SYRIAN 
ORTHODOX  CHURCH  OF  BOSTON 

Coun.  CONNOLLY,  for  all  the  Councillors, 
offered  the  following: 

Ordered,  That  a  petition  to  the  General  Court, 
accompanied  by  a  bill  for  a  special  law  relating  to 
the  City  of  Boston,  to  be  filed  with  an  attested 
copy  of  this  order  be,  and  hereby  is,  approved 
under  clause  (1)  of  section  8  of  Article  2,  as 
amended,  of  the  Amendments  to  the  Constitution 
of  the  Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts,  to  the  end 
that  legislation  be  adopted  providing  substantially 
as  follows: 

Section  1.  Chapter  402  of  the  Acts  of  1970  is 
hereby  amended  by  the  following  section: 

Section  3.  Notwithstanding  the  provisions 
of  section  1  of  said  Act,  the  metropolitan 
district  commission  is  hereby  authorized  to 
convey  to  St.  George  Syrian  Orthodox  Church 
of  Boston,  for  the  purposes  of  the  construction 
of  a  church  and  related  facilities,  a  certain 
parcel  of  land  in  the  city  of  Boston  located  in 
the  Stony  Brook  Reservation,  so  called,  now 
being  used  as  park  land,  and  being  bounded  and 
described  as  follows:  Beginning  at  a  point  lying 
210  feet  northeasterly  from  the  sideline  of  West 
Boundary  Road  and  650  feet  from  the  sideline 
of  Washington  Street;  thence  running  south- 
easterly on  an  arc  parallel  to  West  Boundary 
Road  to  a  point  lying  1,150  feet  from  the 
sideline  of  said  Washington  Street;  thence 
running  southwesterly  by  a  line  parallel  to  said 
Washington  Street,  175  feet  to  a  point  on  the 
northeasterly  sideline  of  said  West  Boundary 
Road;  thence  northwesterly  parallel  to  West 
Boundary  Road  to  a  point  lying  650  feet  from 
the  sideline  of  said  Washington  Street;  thence 
northeasterly  175  feet  to  the  point  of 
beginning,  containing  approximately  88,000 
square  feet  of  land.  Said  commission  shall 
retain  the  right  of  design  approval  of  the 
building  or  structures  erected  thereon  and  the 
landscaping  of  the  parcel  so  conveyed.  Said 
commission    shall    also    grant    to    St.   George 


Syrian  Orthodox  Church  an  access  easement 
running  across  the  35  feet  strip  of  land  which 
strip  of  land  runs  parallel  to  West  Boundary 
Road  and  separates  the  above  described 
conveyance  from  West  Boundary  Road. 

In  consideration  of  the  above  conveyance, 
the  metropolitan  district  commission  is  au- 
thorized to  accept  a  deed  from  St.  George 
Syrian  Orthodox  Church  of  Boston  conveying 
to  said  commission  the  following  parcel  of  land 
in  the  City  of  Boston,  as  shown  on 
metropolitan  district  commission  plan  No. 
27529.  entitled  "Commonwealth  of  Massachu- 
setts, Metropolitan  District  Commission,  Parks 
Division,  Stony  Brook  Reservation,  Boston 
Roads,  Paths,  and  Trails,  1  Inch  Equals  400 
Feet,"  bounded  and  described  as  follows: 
Beginning  at  a  point  1,390  feet  from  the 
southwest  corner  of  land  of  the  metropolitan 
district  commission;  thence  running  northerly 
350  feet  by  Washington  Street;  thence  easterly 
300  feet  by  Reservation  land  of  said  com- 
mission; thence  southerly  350  feet  by  Reserva- 
tion land  of  said  commission;  and  thence 
westerly  300  feet  by  Reservation  land  of  said 
commission,  to  the  point  of  beginning.

VISITORS  TO  CITY  COUNCIL 

President  O'LEARY  recognized  Councillor 
O'Neil,  who  introduced  to  the  Council  Miss 
Patricia  Morgan  of  St,  Clare's  High  School, 
Roslindale,  winner  of  the  oratorical  contest 
sponsored  by  the  American  Legion  of  Suffolk 
County.  He  also  introduced  Miss  Cynthia  Carr  of 
St.  Clare's  High  School,  who  was  a  runner-up  in  the 
contest,  and  their  teachers,  Sister  Patricia  and 
Sister  Eulalia.  Miss  Morgan  delivered  the  following 
oration: 

I  Remember  -  I  Know  What  I  Stand  For 

Yes,  there  are  times  when  my  people  forget  me. 
There  are  times  when  I  begin  to  doubt  myself. 

But  when  I  look  back  over  the  last  200  years  I 
know  what  I  stand  for. 


Now,  there  are  some  among  you  who 
appreciate  the  time  they  have  to  enjoy  the  freedom 
of  the  wind,  the  beauty  of  a  flower,  the  serenity  of 
the  land. 

But  there  are  few  among  you  who  remember 
the  struggles  and  the  bloodshed  that  enable  you  to 
live  as  you  do.  I  remember  —  I  know  what  I  stand 
for. 

I  remember  strong  men,  men  such  as  Adams 
and  Hancock,  who  weren't  afraid  to  risk  their  lives 
for  the  sake  of  posterity. 

I  remember  men  who  fought  and  died  on  my 
lands  to  insure  freedom  for  you,  your  children,  and 
your  children's  children. 

I  remember  the  great  men  through  the  years, 
the  men  I  now  call  my  children.  I  remember 
hearing  the  peals  of  the  liberty  bells  all  over  this 
land  when  it  was  first  recognized  as  a  free  and 
independent  state. 

I  remember  that  momentous  day,  July  4,  1787, 
when  the  Constitution  for  the  United  States  of 
America  was  signed  and  adopted.  I  remember  the 
months  of  argument  and  discussion  previous  to 
that  day. 

I  can  still  see  those  great  men  seated  in  that 
small  hall  fighting  to  protect  their  rights  and 
privileges  until  they  came  up  with  the  greatest 
political  document  of  all  time. 

I  see  the  years  of  hard  work  that  were  necessary 
to  make  this  the  supreme  law  of  the  land. 

And  this  struggle  kept  on  until  all  Americans 
were  able  to  say: 

"We  the  people  of  the  United  States  of 
America,  in  order  to  form  a  more  perfect 
union,  establish  justice,  insure  domestic  tran- 
quility, provide  for  the  common  defense, 
promote  the  general  welfare,  and  secure  the 
blessings  of  liberty  for  ourselves  and  our 
posterity,  do  ordain  and  establish  this  Constitu- 
tion for  the  United  States  of  America." 
Yes,  it  was  we  the  people.  After  years  of 
struggling  we  were  finally  united  under  God  and 
under  liberty. 

Yes,  I  remember  those  times;  I  remember  how 
we  were  once  a  united  country  and  how  dissention 
and  disunity  almost  destroyed  us. 

I  remember  November  19,  1863,  when 
Abraham  Lincoln  stood  on  the  still  scarred  fields 
of  Gettysburg  and  addressed  a  nation  torn  by  war, 
a  war  which  pitted  brother  against  brother  on  the 
battlefield,  and  spoke  those  words  that  are  aii  too 
applicable  to  our  society: 

"It  is  rather  for  us  to  be  here  dedicated  to 
the  great  task  remaining  before  us,  that  from 
these  honoured  dead  we  take  increased 
devotion  to  that  cause  for  which  they  gave  the 
last  full  measure  of  devotion— that  we  here 
highly  resolve  that  these  dead  shall  not  have 
died  in  vain,  that  this  nation,  under  God,  shall 
have  a  new  birth  of  freedom,  and  that 
government  of  the  people,  by  the  people,  for 
the  people  shall  not  perish  from  the  earth." 
These  are  great  men  of  long  ago,  but  their 
descendents  in  liberty  have  helped  our  country  in 
ways  we  can  hardly  begin  to  enumerate. 
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I  remember  years  of  depression  and  anti- 
-  Americanism. 

I  saw  blood  of  my  children  spilled  again  in 
1968,  105  years  after  Lincoln  spoke  at  Gettysburg. 
I  cried  out  in  despair,  "What  do  they  want  from 
me?  I've  been  a  good  parent;  I've  given  them  a 
home,  freedom,  and  their  lives.  I've  protected  them 
in  times  of  trouble.  What  can  they  want  now?" 

For  the  next  few  years  I  said  I  wouldn't  see  the 
bicentennial  of  this  nation.  I  was  sure  I  had  been 
forgotten.  I  seemed  ineffective  and  lost  in  a  sea  of 
change. 

This  country  was  at  war  again,  in  a  war  it  did 
not  understand,  and  my  people  were  against  me. 

They  hated  my  government;  killed  my  police- 
men; destroyed  my  universities;  and  defaced  my 
property. 

I  didn't  want  to  live  any  more.  I  seemed  to  be 
dying  away.  Then  suddenly  the  war  was  at  a  close. 
People  were  becoming  actively  patriotic  and 
concerned  about  me. 

My  pulse  seemed  stronger,  my  government  grew 
in  spirit,  and  my  people,  my  children,  began  again 
to  respect  me. 

I  saw  what  I  had  hoped  for.  Out  of  the  ashes  of 
change,  a  new  America  had  arisen  like  the 
mythological  phoenix.  It  was  stronger,  more 
vibrant,  more  American. 

Now  I  can  again  say:  "I  remember.  I  know 
what  I  stand  for.  I  am  the  voice  of  America.  I  am 
the  voice  of  freedom."

If  a  majority  of  the  votes  cast  in  answer  to  said 

question  is  in  the  negative,  the  School  Committee 

of  the  City  of  Boston  shall  not  assign  a  public 

school  child  to  a  particular  Boston  school  on  the 

basis  of  race,  sex,  or  creed  without  the  consent  of 

his  parents  or  legal  guardians,  notwithstanding  any 

contrary  provision  of  law. 

The  aforesaid  petition  forms  shall  be  supplied 
to  any  registered  voter  in  the  City  of  Boston  not 
later  than  two  weeks  following  the  effective  date 
of  this  act. 

Section  2.  Notwithstanding  any  contrary  pro- 
vision of  law,  no  assignment  of  a  public  school 
pupil  to  a  particular  public  school  within  the  City 
of  Boston  by  the  School  Committee  of  said  city 
shall  take  effect  until  the  results  of  the  vote  as 
provided  for  in  section  1  is  ascertained.

Ordered,  That  a  petition  to  the  General  Court, 
accompanied  by  a  bill  for  a  special  law  relating  to 
the  City  of  Boston,  to  be  filed  with  an  attested 
copy  of  this  order,  be,  and  hereby  is,  approved 
under  clause  (1)  of  section  8  of  Article  2,  as 
amended,  of  the  Amendments  to  the  Constitution 
of  the  Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts,  to  the  end 
that  legislation  be  adopted  providing  substantially 
as  follows : 


Whereas,  The  deferred  operation  of  this  act 
would  tend  to  defeat  its  purpose,  which  is  to 
further  regulate  the  removal  and  storage  of  motor 
vehicles  parked  on  private  property,  now,  there- 
fore, it  is  hereby  declared  to  be  an  emergency  law, 
necessary  for  the  immediate  preservation  of  the 
public  convenience;  and 

Be  it  enacted,  etc.,  as  follows: 
Section  1.  Chapter  351  of  the  Acts  of  1961  is 
hereby    amended   by    striking  out   section   1,   as 
amended  by  chapter  221  of  the  Acts  of  1970,  and 
inserting  in  place  thereof  the  following  section: 

Section  1.  Any  officer  in  charge  of  a  police 
station  in  the  City  of  Boston,  when  notified  by 
the  owner  or  person  in  charge  of  private 
property  that  a  person  has  committed  the 
offense  of  trespass  by  parking  a  motor  vehicle 
upon  a  private  way  or  upon  improved  or 
enclosed  land  in  said  City  of  Boston  after 
having  been  forbidden  so  to  do  by  the  person 
who  has  lawful  control  of  said  premises,  either 
directly  or  by  notice  posted  thereon,  may 
authorize  such  motor  vehicle  to  be  removed. 
Any  such  vehicle  shall  be  removed  by  officers 
or  agents  of  the  police  department  of  said  city, 
or  by  an  independent  contractor  selected  for 
the  purpose  of  removing  such  motor  vehicles  by 
the  police  commissioner  of  the  city  on  the  basis 
of  competitive  bids.  Any  such  vehicle  shall  be 
removed  to  and  stored  in  a  place  in  the  City  of 
Boston  which  is  under  the  control  of  the  police 
department  of  said  city.  It  shall  not  be  a 
condition  precedent  to  removal  of  any  motor 
vehicle  under  authority  of  this  section  that  such 
vehicle  shall  be  first  cited  for  trespass  or  for 
illegal  parking,  but  any  such  vehicle  may  be  so 
cited.  In  addition  to  any  other  penalty  for  such 
offense,  the  registered  owner  of  such  motor 
vehicle  shall  be  liable  for  charges  for  the 
removal  and  storage  of  such  motor  vehicle,  in 
accordance  with  a  schedule  of  fees  for  such 
removal  and  storage  which  shall  be  promulgated 
by  the  police  commissioner  of  the  city  and  may 
from  time  to  time  be  revised  by  him.  The  city 
shall  not  incur  any  liability  by  reason  of 
removal  or  storage  in  accordance  with  this 
section.  If  a  vehicle  is  removed  and  stored 
pursuant  to  this  section,  such  vehicle  shall  be 
held  until  all  charges  lawfully  imposed  for  such 
removal  and  storage  following  the  same  have 
been  paid,  and,  if  in  the  calendar  year  in  which 
such  vehicle  is  so  removed  and  in  the  preceding 
calendar  year,  five  or  more  notices,  in  the 
aggregate,  have  been  affixed  to  said  vehicle  as 
provided  in  section  20C  of  chapter  90  of  the 
General  Laws,  until  due  notice  has  been 
received  that  either  the  fines  provided  in  such 
notices  have  been  paid  or  security  for  the 
payment  thereof  has  been  deposited.  Any 
vehicle  so  removed  and  stored  which  upon  the 
expiration  of  sixty  days  next  following  such 
removal  shall  remain  unclaimed  shall  be  deemed 
abandoned   and  may   be   disposed   of  by   the 
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police  commissioner  of  the  City  of  Boston  in 

any  lawful  manner.

APPROVING  AMENDMENTS  TO  GOVERN- 
MENT CENTER  AND  DOWNTOWN 
WATERFRONT-FANEUIL  HALL  UR- 
BAN RENEWAL  PLANS 

The  following  was  received:

To  the  City  Council. 
Gentlemen: 

On  December  20,  1973,  the  Boston  Redevelop- 
ing Authority  approved  a  proposed  reduction  in 
the  overall  scale  of  development  of  60  State  Street 
by   adopting  a  modification  to  the  Government 
Center  Urban  Renewal  Plan  and  the  Downtown 
Waterfront-Faneuil  Hall  Urban  Renewal  Plan  (see 
attachment).  These  modifications  are  necessary  to 
construct  the  proposed  60  State  Street  Building. 
This   plan   change  is   the  result   of  an   extensive 
environmental  review  process  which  led  to  a  25 
percent  reduction  in  both  the  height  and  floor  area 
ratio  for  the  parcel.  Additional  setbacks  will  also 
be  provided  along  Faneuil  Hall  Square.  In  addition, 
the  above-grade  parking  garage  facing  onto  Faneuil 
Hall  has  been  eliminated  from  the  development. 
On  February  14,  1974,  Cabot,  Cabot  &  Forbes 
was  given  final  designation  as  developer  of  60  State 
Street  by  the  Boston  Redevelopment  Authority. 
The  developer  is  anxious  to  begin  work  on  this  $35 
million  building.  It  is  important  to  note  that  when 
the  building  is  completed   the  city   will   receive 
approximately  $1.7  million  in  property  taxes  each 
year. 

In  order  to  expedite  this  development,  I  am 
requesting  that  immediate  action  be  taken  by  the 
City  Council  to  approve  the  change  to  the 
Government  Center  Urban  Renewal  Plan  and  the 
Downtown  Waterfront-Faneuil  Hall  Urban  Re- 
newal Plan.

(b)  That  Corn  Court  and  Change  Avenue  within  the  Government  Center  Urban  Renewal  Project 
area  will  be  discontinued  and  incorporated  into  Parcel  13/14. 

(c)  That  the  land  use  provisions  and  building  requirements  for  new  parcel  13/14  are  as  follows: 
Parcel  13/14 

A.  Permitted  Uses 

The  principal  use  of  the  Parcel  shall  be  for  General  Office  Use. 

B.  Building  Requirements 

1.  Floor  Area  Ratio:  Not  to  exceed  14.0  when  combined  with  Parcel  E-ll  in  the  Downtown 
Waterfront-Faneuil  Hall  Urban  Renewal  Project.  The  gross  floor  area  ratio  shall  be  determined  in 
accordance  with  the  Boston  Zoning  Code.

APPROPRIATIONS  AND  TAX  ORDERS 
FOR  FISCAL  YEAR  1974-1975 

The  following  was  received: 
City  of  Boston,

To  the  City  Council. 
Gentlemen: 

I  present  herewith  in  accordance  with  the 
provisions  of  section  3  of  chapter  486  of  the  Acts 
of  1909  as  amended  and  the  provisions  of  chapter 
849  of  the  Acts  of  1969  as  amended,  the  operating 
budget  of  the  city,  county,  and  income  depart- 
ments for  the  fiscal  year  1974-75. 
City  Budget 

A  little  over  a  year  ago,  in  my  State  of  the  City 
Address  to  the  City  Council  at  the  beginning  of 
1973,  I  announced  an  intensified  effort  to  stabilize 
the  city's  tax  rate.  This  stabilization  effort  was 
based  on  a  series  of  steps  to  improve  the  city's 
fiscal  management  and  to  persuade  the  state 
government  to  fulfill  its  responsibilities  to  alleviate 
the  intolerable  property  tax  burden  of  local 
governments  in  the  state. 

As  I  informed  you  in  my  State  of  the  City 
Address  to  your  Honorable  Body  at  the  beginning 
of  the  current  year,  the  goals  I  enunciated  for  1973 
were  successfully  achieved.  The  city  budget  for 
1973  was  actually  less  than  the  1972  budget,  and 
the  number  of  employees  on  the  city's  payroll  was 
reduced  by  more  than  1,200  positions.  These  two 
measures  enabled  the  city  to  avoid  any  increase  in 
its  tax  rate  in  1973,  which  was  the  same  rate, 
$196.70,  as  in  1972. 

In  addition,  during  1973  we  succeeded  in 
securing  passage  in  the  State  Legislature  of  a  bill 
which  for  the  first  time  recognizes  the  state 
government's  responsibility  to  share  in  support  of 
the  operating  deficit  of  the  MBTA.  This  bill  will 
provide  $35,000,000  of  state  funds  toward  the 
deficit  resulting  from  1973  operating  expenses  of 
the  MBTA,  which  will  be  assessed  on  the 
seventy-nine  cities  and  towns  in  the  MBTA  district 
in  November  of  the  current  year.  It  is  our  hope 
that  this  state  assistance,  together  with  our 
continued  financial  management,  will  enable  us  to 
avoid  a  tax  rate  increase  this  year  of  more  than  the 
amount  which  will  be  necessary  to  provide  for  the 
increase  in  recent  months  in  the  prices  of  fuel  oil, 
gasoline,  electricity,  steam  for  heating  purposes, 
and  telephone  costs.

In  the  current  year  we  have  introduced  two 
major  bills  in  the  State  Legislature.  The  first  is  a 
bill  which  will  mandate  state  reimbursement  for  20 
percent  of  the  revenue  lost  to  local  governments 
because  of  the  property  tax  exemptions  granted  to 
schools,  colleges,  hospitals,  and  similar  institutions. 
The  second  bill  will  end  the  exemptions  enjoyed 
by  private  profit-making  enterprises  located  on 
lands  controlled  by  the  Massachusetts  Port 
Authority.  Current  law  deprives  the  City  of  Boston 
of  approximately  $40,000,000  of  property  tax 
revenue  from  such  profit-making  property  each 
year.  I  strongly  urge  that  your  Honorable  Body 
exert  every  effort  to  achieve  passage  of  these  two 
bills  by  State  Legislature.  As  I  have  said  many 
times  before,  it  is  unconscionable  that  the  City  of 
Boston  is  dependent  on  the  property  tax  for  70 
percent  of  its  revenues,  while  60  percent  of  the 
property  in  the  city  is  tax  exempt.  Passage  of  these 
two  bills  by  the  Legislature  will  go  a  long  way 
toward  rectifying  that  injustice. 

The  city  budget  contained  herein  totals 
$256,077,987,  which  is  an  increase  of  $26,881,459 
over  the  final  1973  budget.  The  major  components 
of  this  increase  are  $3,188,743  for  annualizing  the 
cost  of  wage  increases  which  were  in  effect  for 
only  part  of  1973,  $7,988,712  to  provide  for  wage 
increases  which  will  go  into  effect  in  1974—75,  and 
$2,082,199  to  provide  for  the  city's  picking  up  an 
increased  share  of  hospitalization  and  insurance 
costs. 

Of  the  total  city  budget  of  $256,077,987, 
$21,000,000  will  be  appropriated  from  the  General 
Revenue  Sharing  Fund,  and  the  remainder  from 
taxation  and  other  sources.  These  revenue  sharing 
appropriations  are  divided  among  the  Police,  Fire, 
Health  and  Hospitals,  Public  Works,  and  Parks  and 
Recreation  Departments. 

County  Budget 

The  county  budget  has  increased  from 
$20,029,442  in  1973  to  $22,946,670  in  1974-75, 
an  increase  of  $2,917,228.  The  major  items  which 
make  up  this  increase  are  1973  wage  increases 
which  will  cost  an  additional  $825,389  in  1974-75, 
new  wage  increases  in  1974-75  which  will  cost 
$812,507,  and  legislated  salary  increases  of 
$414,000.  In  addition  there  is  a  total  increase  of 
$457,938  for  thirty-eight  probation  officer  posi- 
tions, which  we  are  compelled  to  include  in  the 


budget  under  the  terms  of  chapter  276,  section  83 
of  the  General  Laws,  but  which  we  do  not 
recommend. 

Income  Departments 
The  Income  Departments  budgets  have  in- 
creased from  $10,188,039  in  1973  to  $11,452,745 
in  1974-75,  an  increase  of  $1,264,706.  This 
increase  will  be  financed  from  the  increased 
income  of  these  departments.

LEGALITY  OF  PLACING  ADDITIONAL 
QUESTION  ON  BALLOT  APRIL  2,  1974

I  have  received  a  copy  of  the  order  which  you 
passed  on  March  4,  asking  that  the  Law 
Department  advise  you  as  to  the  legality  of  placing 
an  advisory  question  concerning  pupil  assignment 
in  the  public  schools  on  the  ballot  at  the  special 
election  to  be  held  on  April  2,  1974,  pursuant  to 
St.  1973,  c.  1177. 


Chapter  1177  does  not  contain  any  suggestion 
that  the  city  is  authorized  to  vary  or  amend  the 
questions  therein  directed  to  be  submitted  to  the 
voters.  There  is  no  provision  of  the  City  Charter 
authorizing  the  submission  of  questions  to  the 
voters.  Section  43  of  chapter  43  of  the  General 
Laws,  authorizing  such  action,  does  not  speak  of 
advisory  referenda  and  in  any  event  is  not 
applicable  in  Boston,  as  is  made  clear  by  Curnane 
v.  Everett,  329  Mass.  490.  There  being  no  enabling 
statute,  reliance  would  have  to  be  placed  upon  the 
Home  Rule  Amendment  to  the  Massachusetts 
Constitution  (Mass.  Const.  Amend.  Art.  LXXXIX). 
Section  7  of  the  amendment,  however,  specifically 
denies  to  cities  and  towns  any  powers  with  respect 
to  elections: 

"Nothing  in  this  article  shall  be  deemed  to 

grant  to  any  city  or  town  the  power  to  (1) 

regulate  elections. . . ." 

It  is  therefore  not  possible  for  the  city  without 
enabling  legislation  to  place  any  question  upon  the 
ballot.

amended,  under  the  Amendments  to  the  Consti- 
tution of  the  Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts,  to 
the  end  that  legislation  be  enacted  to  conform,  as 
nearly  as  may  be,  the  laws  relating  to  the  fiscal 
cycle  of  the  city  to  the  revised  fiscal  year 
prescribed  by  chapter  849  of  the  Acts  of  1969,  as 
amended,  without  making  substantive  changes  in 
such  laws,  substantially  as  follows: 

Whereas,  The  deferred  operation  of  this  act 
would  tend  to  defeat  its  purpose,  which  is,  in  part, 
to  facilitate  the  formulation  of  the  annual  budget 
in  the  City  of  Boston  for  the  fiscal  year  which  will 
commence  on  July  1,  1974,  therefore  it  is  hereby 
declared  to  be  an  emergency  law,  necessary  for  the 
immediate  preservation  of  the  public  convenience. 
Section  1.  Chapter  486  of  the  Acts  of  1909  is 
hereby  amended  by  striking  out  section  3,  as 
appearing  in  section  1  of  chapter  604  of  the  Acts 
of  1941,  and  inserting  in  place  thereof  the 
following  section:

The  city 
council  may  reduce  or  reject  any  item,  but, 
except  upon  the  recommendation  of  the 
mayor,  shall  not  increase  any  item  in,  nor  the 
total  of,  a  budget,  nor  add  any  item  thereto, 
nor  shall  it  originate  a  budget.  Not  later  than 
the  second  Monday  in  May  the  city  council 
shall  take  definite  action  on  the  annual  budget 
by  adopting,  reducing,  or  rejecting  it,  and  in  the 
event  of  their  failure  so  to  do  the  items  and  the 
appropriation  orders  in  the  budget  as  recom- 
mended by  the  mayor  shall  be  in  effect  as  if 
formally  adopted  by  the  city  council  and 
approved  by  the  mayor.  The  city  council  shall 
take  definite  action  on  any  supplementary 
appropriation  order  for  the  public  facilities 
department  by  adopting,  reducing,  or  rejecting 


it  within  sixty  days  after  it  is  filed  with  the  city 
clerk;  and  in  the  event  of  their  failure  so  to  do 
such  supplementary  appropriation  order  as 
submitted  by  the  mayor  shall  be  in  effect  as  if 
formally  adopted  by  the  city  council  and 
approved  by  the  mayor. 

It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  boards  and 
officers  in  charge  of  the  city  departments  and

mayor  not  later  than  November  1  in  each. year 
estimates,  in  such  detail  as  he  may  require,  of 
the  income  of  their  respective  courts,  depart- 
ments, offices,  or  undertakings  which  is  to  be 
paid  over  to  the  city  or  county  during  the  next 
fiscal  year  and  of  the  expenses  of  their 
respective  courts,  departments,  offices,  or 
undertakings  which  are  to  be  paid  by  the  city 
during  said  year,  which  estimates  shall  be 
transmitted  to  the  city  council. 
Section  2.  Section  3A  of  said  chapter  486  is 
hereby  repealed. 

Section  3.  Said  chapter  486  is  hereby  further 
amended  by  striking  out  section  3B,  inserted  by 
section  1  of  chapter  604  of  the  acts  of  1941,  and 
inserting  in  place  thereof  the  following  section:

This  section  shall  not  apply  to  an  appropriation 
of  money  for  school  purposes. 
Section  4.  Chapter  93  of  the  Acts  of  1891  is 
hereby  amended  by  striking  out  'section  1  and 
inserting  in  place  thereof  the  following  section: 

Section  1.  Before  the  first  day  of  April  in 
each  year  the  city  auditor,  the  collector- 
treasurer,  and  the  board  of  commissioners  of

Resolved,  That  the  employees  and  officials  of 
the  city  conducting  such  a  program  be,  and  hereby 
are,  requested  and  directed  to  ask  no  questions  of, 
and  make  no  note  of,  any  person  turning  such  a 
firearm  over  to  them,  nor  shall  any  such  employee 
do  anything  that  would  disclose  or  tend  to  disclose 
the  identity  of  any  such  citizen.

The  following  information  concerning  the 
South  Station  Project  Mass.  R-82  is  submitted  in 
response  to  a  City  Council  order  of  March  4,  1974, 
received  March  13,  1974,  by  the  Boston 
Redevelopment  Authority. 

1.  The  South  Station  Project  was  approved  by 
the  City  Council  on  March  12,  1969. 

2.  The  contemplated  timetable  for  BRA 
development  will  depend  to  some  extent  on  the 
future  market  for  downtown  office  space.  One 
commercial  structure  is  currently  under  con- 
struction, and  a  second  will  be  starting  in  the 
summer  of  1974.  The  Transportation  Center 
should  be  under  construction  in  1975.  Additional 
commercial  construction  including  possible  air 
rights  structures  over  the  Transportation  Center 
will  be  developed  as  the  market  allows  —  probably 
over  the  next  ten-year  period. 

3.  Present  Status  of  Development.  Acquisition, 
relocation,  demolition,  and  site  preparation 
activities  have  been  in  progress  preparatory  to 
development  in  the  area.  The  only  major  structure 
remaining  is  the  South  Station  "headhouse,"  which 
will  be  kept  in  use  until  the  development  of  the 
new  Transportation  Center.  One  new  commercial 
structure  is  under  construction,  and  a  second  will 
be  started  in  the  summer  of  1974.  Preliminary 
plans  are  in  process  for  the  development  of  a  new 
Transportation  Center.  Negotiations  for  both 
private  and  public  elements  of  this  center  are  under 
way,  and  it  is  anticipated  that  a  construction  start 
should  be  made  in  1975.  Preliminary  plans  are 
being  drawn  up  for  project  improvements  to  be 
phased  in  with  area  developments.  A  parcel 
breakdown  is  given  below. 

4.  The  original  plan  called  for  seven  develop- 
ment parcels: 

(a)  Parcels  C-l  through  C-4  are  subdivisions 
of  the  South  Station  property  and  were 
designated  for  a  mix  of  transportation, 
commercial,  parking,  and  office  use.  Of  these 
C-l,  C-3,  and  C-4  make  up  the  study  area  for 
the  transportation  center.  At  present  proposed 


designs  are  being  made  to  locate  a  train 
terminal,  bus  terminal,  parking  garage,  and 
auxiliary  commercial  facilities  with  possible  air 
rights  for  a  major  office  structure  and/or  a 
transient  housing  facility.  Final  plans  have  not 
been  made,  and  the  developer  is  not  selected. 
However,  negotiations  are  under  way,  and 
preliminary  designs  are  in  progress. 

(b)  Parcel  C-2/  Stone  &  Webster  office 
buildings.  Under  construction. 

(c)  Parcel  C-5/  owned  by  Bostrose.  Plan  to 
build  a  major  office  structure  at  a  future  date. 

(d)  Parcel  C-6  /  parcel  to  be  developed  with 
abutting  parcel.  Because  of  conditions  (Express- 
way) will  be  limited  to  landscaping  or  low 
structures. 

(e)  Parcel  C-7  /  175  Federal  Street  As- 
sociates office  building.  Construction  to  start  in 
the  summer  of  1974. 

5.  South  Station  Arena  Status.  The  major 
teams  have  agreed  to  relocate  to  an  arena  in  the 
South  Station  area  subject  to  the  development  of 
adequate  facilities  at  an  appropriate  cost.  A  private 
developer  is  interested  in  building  the  facility  and 
has  been  negotiating  with  the  BRA  and  the 
principals.  Design  is  being  coordinated  with  the 
design  architect  for  the  Transportation  Center.  The 
BRA  is  optimistic  that  the  project  will  move 
forward.  The  final  determination  should  be  made 
within  the  next  three  months. 

6.  Parking  Garage,  Transportation  Terminal 
Status.  An  architectural  firm  has  been  retained  by 
the  BRA  to  develop  a  general  plan  for  the 
Transportation  Center.  Several  alternative 
proposals  have  been  suggested  and  reviewed  with 
interested  parties.  A  final  plan  is  expected  to  be 
completed  by  the  summer  of  1974.  Meanwhile, 
negotiations  are  being  made  with  private 
developers  and  various  public  agencies  concerned, 
and  it  is  expected  that  a  development  package  will 
be  put  together  enabling  the  start  of  construction 
in  1975. 

7.  Railroad  Passenger  Service.  The  railroad 
passenger  service  is  one  element  in  the  total  plan 
for  the  new  Transportation  Terminal.  Planning 
calls  for  an  improved  facility  to  be  constructed  in 
close  proximity  to  MBTA,  bus,  and  garage 
facilities.  Design  requirements  are  being  reviewed 
with  railroad  officials,  and  negotiations  are  being 
made  to  tap  new  sources  of  funding. 

8.  Steps  to  Expedite  Construction.  The  master 
plan  for  the  Transportation  Center  is  underway 
and  should  be  completed  in  a  few  months. 
Meanwhile  the  BRA  is  actively  coordinating  private 
and  public  potential  developers  and  investigating 
sources  of  funding.  When  the  Development 
package  is  put  together  there  will  be  a  firm  design 
foundation  to  expedite  an  ongoing  development 
and  provide  a  facility  to  serve  the  city's  needs  for 
years  to  come.

The  purpose  of  the 
grant  is  to  plan  and  to  effect  an  adult  program 
known  as  "Treatment  Alternatives  to  Street 
Crime"  (TASC)  for  drug-dependent  individuals 
who  come  into  contact  with  the  criminal  justice 
system. 

The  adult  TASC  program  is  presently  con- 
cluding its  planning  phase  and  intends  to  begin  the 
implementation  of  the  program  on  April  15,  1974, 
and  continue  until  December  15,  1974.  The 
purpose  is  to  provide  legal,  diagnostic,  and  referral 
services  and  vocational  development  services  for 
drug-dependent  persons  in  the  City  of  Boston, 
specifically  those  entering  the  district  court 
system. 

The  issues  referred  to  in  my  letters  of  July  13 
and  August  27,  1973,  have  been  resolved  to  my 
satisfaction.  Further,  it  is  my  belief  that  the 
Mayor's  Office  of  the  Coordinating  Council  on 
Drug  Abuse  and  the  TASC-A  planning  staff  have 
developed  a  satisfactory  implementation  plan  as 
required  by  the  federal  government  for  the 
TASC-A  program.

Under  Tierney's  proposal— -Plan  I 
on  the  April  'i  Bo-ton  referendum — 
each  of  the  eight  members  would  be 
paid  $75  a  meeting,  up  to  10  meet- 
ings a  month.  Plan  I  is  the  only 
proposal  that  calls  for  salaries-  for , 
school  committeemen,  who  are  now- 
unpaid. 

Tierney's  plan  will  vie  with 
three  others  in  the  April  2  election, 
and  the  winner  will  run  against  the 
present  committee  structure  in  the 
November    election.     The    date    for 
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change-over  lo  a  new  system,  if  any. 
will  be  January  H'76. 

Now  in  Ins  fourth  term  on  the 
school  committee,  Tierney  argues 
that  paying  the  members  $75  a 
meeting  would  "alleviate"'  —  but 
not  eliminate  —  the  need  for  fund- 
raising  testimonials,  now  the  subject 
o!  an  intense  investigation  by  the 
Boston  Finance  Commission.

—  would  vastly  increase  the  coordi- 
nation and  cooperation  between  City 
Hall  and  the  School  Department  and 
end  the  buckpassing  by  making  the 
mayor  a  party  to  committee  deci- 
sions. 

Although  the  School  Department 
now  controls  its  own  budget,  the 
mayor  has  control  over  school  build- 
ing programs  and  the  nine  commu- 
nity schools    programs.    He    has   the 


avllv.-riiy  to  disapprove  school  con- 
tracts and  the  power  to  limit  "ex- 
pansion" items  in  the  school  com- 
mittee's budget. 

Proponents  of  Plan  I  also  argue 
thai  expanding  membership  from 
live  to  eight  members  elected  at 
large  would  increase  the  opportuni- 
ty for  tiie  election  of  minority  mem- 
bers or  persons  from  parts  of  the 
city  that  have  never  been  repre- 
sented on  the  panel. 

Opponents  contend1  that  there  is 
no  guarantee  that  this  will  happen 
and  that  the  same  groups  could  con- 
tinue to  dominate  the  committee. 

Tierney's  plan  would  only  re- 
structure the  school  committee  itself 
—  .-ctainine  the  two-year  terms  — 
B'ml  add  the  mayor.  It  does  not 
chance  the  administration  of  the 
School  Department  itself,  giving 
strength  to  opponents'  arguments 
that  the  plan  does  not  go  far  enough 
in  "reforming"  the  way  the  schools 
are   run. 

Opponents  also  say  the  at-large 
system  must  be  abandoned  in  favor 
of  districts  to  guarantee  representa- 
tion from  all  parts  of  the  city.

Only  one  of  the  four  "school  re- 
form" plans  would  go  beyond 
changing  the  structure  of  the  Boston 
School  Committee:  Plan  III  would 
abolish  the  school  committee. 

It  would  also: 

— Shift  much  decision-making 
power  to  36  neighborhood  school 
councils  made  up  largely  of  parents 
and  teachers. 

— Decentralize  the  school  admin- 
istration. 

— Bring  the  School  Depl.  under 
the  office  of  the  mayor,  who  would 
have  final  budget  control  and  name 
the   superintendent. 

Plan  III  is  sponsored  by  the 
Committee  for  Plan  III.  formerly 
the  Coalition  for  School  System  Re- 
form, and  is  nearly  identical  to  the 
one  proposed  last  year  by  Mayor 
Kevin  White,  who  supports  Plan  III, 

It  will  vie  with  three  other  "re- 
form" plans  in  the  April  2  election, 
and  the  winning  plan  will  be  pitted 
against  the  present  five-person  at- 
large  school  committee  structure  in 
the  November  election.  A  new  sys- 
tem, if  voted,  would  begin  in  Janu- 
ary 1976. 

Under  Plan  III,  neighborhood 
councils  would  be  set  up  in  the  19 
intermediate  school  districts  and  the 
17  high  schools  in  the  city.  Interme- 
diate school  councils  would  send 
representatives  to  six  area  advisory 
committees,  and  high  school  councils 
would  send  representatives  to  a 
city-wide  high  school  advisory  com- 
mittee. All  seven  bodies  would  then 
send  representatives  to  a  city-wide 
advisory     committee,     which     would 
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ratify  or  veto  the  mayor's  choice  of 
superintendent  of  schools. 

The  makeup  of  the  various  bod- 
ies: 

Intermediate  School  Councils: 
One  parent  chosen  by  parents  and 
one  teacher  chosen  by  teachers  from 
the  intermediate  school  and  from 
each  elementary  school  that  feeds 
into  it,  plus  five  neighborhood  resi- 
dents elected  at-large. 

High  School  Councils:  Three 
parents  chosen  by  parents,  three 
teachers  chosen  by  teachers,  and 
three  students  chosen  by  students 
for  each  council. 

Area  Advisory  Committees:  One 
teacher  and  one  parent  or  resident 
from  each  of  the  intermediate  school 
councils. 

City-Wide  High  School  Advisory 
Committee:  One  parent,  one  student, 
and  one  teacher  from  each  high 
school  council. 

City-Wide  Advisory  Committee: 
One  parent  or  resident  and  one 
teacher  from  each  area  committee, 
and  one  parent,  one  teacher,  and 
three  students  from  the  high  school 
advisory  committee. 

Local  councils  would  allocate 
non-salary  funds — distributed  on  a 
per  capita  basis — for  programs, 
staff,  maintenance  and  repairs; 
screen  and  recommend  candidates 
for  principal  and  assistant  principal; 
keep  a  rated  list  of  teacher  appli- 
cants from  which  to  fill  vacancies; 
review  teacher  tenure  recommenda- 
tions; evaluate  administrators  annu- 
ally; and  investigate  allegations  of 
unprofessionalism  or  incompetence. 

Councils  also  would  have  the 
power  to  draw  elementary  atten- 
dance lines  within  the  intermediate 
districts. 

The  existing  area  superinten- 
dents would  have  increased  authori- 
ty, but  would  still  be  answerable  to 
the  superintendent.  They   would  be 


advised  by  the  six  area  advisory 
committees  and  would  choose  prin- 
cipals, headmasters,  and  teachers 
from  lists  provided  by  the  36  coun- 
cils. 

Under  Plan  III,  the  School  Dept. 
would  become  another  line  depart- 
ment under  the  mayor,  just  as  the 
police,  fire,  and  other  departments 
are  now.  The  mayor  would  have 
final  budget  control  and  the  City 
Council  would  review  the  entire 
budget. 

The  mayor  would  name  the  su- 
perintendent of  schools,  subject  to 
approval  by  the  parent-student- 
teacher  city-wide  advisory  commit- 
tee. 

Plan  III  supporters  argue  that 
their  proposal  is  the  only  one  of  the 
lour  that  brings  parents  and  teach- 
ers into  the  decision-making  process 
and  decentralizes  School  Dept.  func- 
tions. 

Local  councils,  they  say,  can  re- 
flect the  city's  ethnic  and  racial  di- 
versity as  the  centralized  school 
committee  and  system  do  not. 

By  incorporating  the  School 
Dept.  into  municipal  government, 
the  buck-passing  between  the  mayor 
and  the  school  committee  would  be 
eliminated,  they  say,  and  all  munici- 
pal and  school  facilities  could  be 
used  more  effectively,  saving  tax 
dollars. 

Opponents  of  Clan  III  say  the 
throe-tiered  system  is  too  compli- 
cated to  be  workable  and  they  con- 
tend it  would  be  hard  to  find  work- 
ing parents  and  teachers  with 
enough  time  to  serve  on  the  local 
councils  and  ill  some  cases  on  the 
area  and  city-wide  committees. 

Opponents  also  fear  that  the 
mayor  could  opeiate  the  schools 
with  little  regard  for  wise  educa- 
tional policies  or  that  local  councils 
could  be  dominated  by  isolated  and 
politically-motivated  groups  that 
could  mold  the  school  to  achieve 
narrow  or  political  ends.

Economic  Development  Plan 
Whereas,  The  Economic  Development  and 
Industrial  Corporation  of  Boston  ("BEDIC")  has 
prepared  and  submitted  to  the  City  Council  the 
Alsen-Mapes  Economic  Development  Plan  (the 
"plan");  and 

Whereas,  BEDIC  has  designated  the  area 
bounded  and  described  as  follows  the  Alsen-Mapes 
Economic  Development  Area  (the  "development 
area"): 

A  certain  parcel  of  land  in  the  City  of 
Boston,  Dorchester  District,  Massachusetts, 
being  more  particularly  described  as  follows:

Whereas,  BEDIC  after  such  examination  and 
review  has  found  that  the  development  area  is 
characterized  by  vacant  and  underutilized  land, 
unauthorized  dumping,  an  absence  of  maintenance, 
surplus  land,  a  lack  of  real  estate  tax  revenues,  a 
lack  of  feasible  alternative  land  uses  consistent 
with  local  objectives,  houses  acquired  by  the  city 
for  nonpayment  of  real  estate  taxes,  houses  which 
have  been  demolished  and  not  reconstructed, 
deficient  and  substandard  buildings,  inadequate 
street  patterns  for  industrial  development,  and 
poor  subsoil  conditions;  and 
Development  and  Industrial  Commission  of  the 
city,  the  Zoning  Commission  of  the  city  changed 
certain  property  in  the  development  area  from  1-2 
and  R-8  designations  to  M-l ;  and 

Whereas,  As  required  by  St.  1971,  c.  1097,  s. 
5(j),  the  development  area  is  located  within  the 
city,  the  development  area  is  zoned  for  M-l 
(restricted  manufacturing),  and  there  are  not  more 
than  forty-five  dwellings  units  in  the  development 
area;  and 

Whereas,  On  the  basis  of  the  characteristics  set 
forth  above  BEDIC  has  found  that  the  area  is  a 
predominantly  open  area  which  is  detrimental  to 
the  safety,  health,  morals,  welfare,  or  sound 
growth  of  the  community  because  it  is  unduly 
costly  to  develop  it  soundly  through  the  ordinary 
operations  of  private  enterprise  by  reason  of 
unsuitable  soil  and  other  physical  conditions, 
inadequacy  of  transportation  facilities,  and  an 
abandonment  and  cessation  of  a  previous  use;  that 
the  area  is  a  predominantly  open  area  which,  by 
reason  of  a  combination  of  conditions  not  being 
remedied  by  ordinary  operations  of  private 
enterprise,  is  detrimental  to  the  safety,  health, 
morals,  welfare,  or  sound  growth  of  the  com- 
munity; and  that  the  area  is  detrimental  to  safety, 
health,  morals,  welfare,  or  sound  growth  of  the 
community  because  buildings  are  out  of  repair, 
physically  deteriorated,  unfit  for  human  habitation, 
obsolete  and  in  need  of  major  repair,  and  because 
much  of  the  real  estate  has  been  taken  in  recent 
years  for  the  nonpaymeny  of  taxes  and  because 
buildings  have  been  torn  down  and  not  replaced; 
and 

Whereas,  On  the  basis  of  such  findings  BEDIC 
has  concluded  that  the  development  area  qualifies 
as  a  blighted  open  area  or  decadent  area  as  required 
bye.  1097,  s.  1(e);  and 

Whereas,  BEDIC  has  found  that  the  plan  is 
consistent  with  local  objectives  respecting  ap- 
propriate land  uses  and  is  sufficiently  complete  to 
indicate  the  boundaries  of  the  development  area, 
proposed  land  acquisition,  demolition,  removal, 
development,  redevelopment,  and  general  public 
improvement,  proposed  land  uses,  maximum 
densities,  and  building  requirements;  and 


Whereas,  Certain  land  within  the  development 
area,  bounded  and  described  as  follows  has  been 
found  and  declared  to  be  no  longer  required  for 
playground  purposes  by  the  Parks  and  Recreation 
Department  (hereinafter  referred  to  as  "Parcel  B"): 

A  certain  parcel  of  land  in  the  City  of 
Boston  (Dorchester),  Suffolk  County,  Massa- 
chusetts, now  or  formerly  belonging  to  the  City 
of  Boston,  being  more  particularly  described  as 
follows :

Whereas,  The  plan  prescribes  certain  land  uses 

for  the  development  area,  which  uses  will  require 

the    establishment    of  new   street    patterns,    the 

location  and  relocation  of  water  mains,  and  other 

public  action;  and 

Whereas,  By  loan  order  read  once  and  passed 
August  6,  1973,  read  again  and  passed  August  20, 
1973,  and  approved  by  the  Mayor  September  6, 
1973,  the  City  Council  authorized  the  Collector- 
-Treasurer  to  issue,  from  time  to  time,  on  request 
of  the  Mayor,  bonds,  notes,  or  certificates  of 
indebtedness  of  the  city  up  to  a  total  amount  of 
$7,000,000,  provided  that  no  such  bond  or 
certificate  shall  be  issued  except  after  a  budget  for 
the  particular  economic  development  project  has 
been  adopted  by  a  two-thirds  vote  of  the  City 
Council  and  approved  by  the  Mayor  and  that  no 
such  note,  bond,  or  certificate  shall  be  issued  for 
any  such  project  in  an  amount  greater  than  the 
amount  contained  in  such  budget;  and 

Whereas,  A  public  hearing  relating  to  the  plan 
has  been  held  by  BEDIC  after  due  notice;  and 

Whereas,  The  plan  requires  that  every  person 
occupying  the  whole  or  any  part  of  the 
development  area  during  the  period  of  forty  years 
after  the  approval  of  the  plan  shall  make  every 
reasonable  effort  in  employing  persons  in  his 
business  to  give  the  fullest  practicable  extent 
preference  to  residents;  and 

Whereas,  The  plan  has  been  submitted  to  the 
Boston  Redevelopment  Authority  (the  "BRA"), 
the  planning  agency  of  the  city,  and  the  BRA  has 
prepared  a  report  on  the  plan  and  such  report 
accompanies  the  plan;  and 

Whereas,  The  plan  is  accompanied  by  a 
statement  of  the  proposed  method  for  financing 
the  Alsen-Mapes  Economic  Development  Project 
(the  "project'^ ;  and 

Whereas,  The  plan  is  accompanied  by  a 
comprehensive  relocation  plan;  and 

Whereas,  The  members  of  the  City  Council  have 
carefully  considered  and  reviewed  all  the  foregoing; 
now,  therefore,  be  it 
Ordered: 

1.  It  is  hereby  found  and  determined  that  the 
plan  is  consistent  with  local  objectives  respecting 
appropriate  land  uses  and  is  sufficiently  complete 
to  indicate  the  boundaries  of  the  development 
area,  proposed  land  acquisition,  demolition, 
removal,  development,  redevelopment,  general 
public  improvements,  zoning  and  planning  changes, 
proposed  land  uses,  maximum  densities,  and 
building  requirements. 

2.  It  is  hereby  found  and  determined,  based  on 
the  foregoing,  that  the  development  area  be 
designated  an  economic  development  area  pursuant 
toe.  1097,  s.  6. 


3.  That  the  financial  aid  to  be  provided  by  the 
city  pursuant  to  the  financial  plan  is  necessary  to 
enable  the  project  to  be  undertaken  in  accordance 
with  the  plan. 

4.  That  a  budget  of  $1,043,487  be,  and  the 
same  hereby  is,  adopted  for  use  within  the 
development  area  for  purposes  of  the  plan,  the 
same  adopted  pursuant  to,  and  to  be  raised  under 
the  provisions  of,  the  loan  order  hereinbefore 
described. 

5.  That  carrying  out  the  plan  will  be  in  the 
public  interest. 

6.  That  the  City  Council  hereby  pledges  its 
cooperation  in  helping  to  carry  out  the  plan, 
requests  the  various  officials,  departments,  boards, 
and  agencies  of  the  city  having  responsibilities  in 
the  premises  likewise  to  cooperate  to  such  end  and 
to  exercise  their  respective  functions  and  powers  in 
a  manner  consistent  with  the  plan,  and  stands 
ready  to  consider  and  take  appropriate  action  upon 
proposals  and  measures  designed  to  effectuate  the 
plan. 

7.  That  all  persons  to  whom  these  presents 
shall  come  be,  and  they  are  hereby,  assured,  that 
all  property  and  all  transactions  affecting  or 
respecting  the  installation,  construction,  re- 
construction, maintenance,  rehabilitation,  use, 
development,  sale,  conveyance,  leasing  manage- 
ment, or  occupancy  of  real  property  within  the 
development  area  shall  be  subject  to  the  applicable 
provisions  of  chapter  15 IB  of  the  Massachusetts 
General  Laws  as  now  or  hereafter  enforced,  and  to 
all  other  applicable  federal,  state,  and  local  laws 
prohibiting  discrimination  or  segregation  by  reason 
of  race,  color,  sex,  religion,  or  national  origin  as 
now  or  hereafter  enforced. 

8.  That  the  action  of  the  Zoning  Commission 
in  rezoning  certain  property  in  the  development 
area  from  1-2  and  R-8  designations  to  M-l 
designation  be,  and  hereby  is,  specifically  ap- 
proved. 

9.  That  Parcel  B,  as  hereinbefore  described, 
having  been  determined  by  the  Parks  and 
Recreation  Commission  to  be  no  longer  needed  for 
purposes  of  that  commission,  the  care,  custody, 
and  control  of  the  same  be,  and  hereby  is, 
transferred  to  the  Commissioner  of  Real  Property 
of  the  city. 

10.  That  all  of  the  foregoing  findings  and 
approvals  be,  and  hereby  are,  expressly  con- 
ditioned on  the  execution  of  an  agreement 
between  BEDIC  and  the  city,  acting  by  the  Mayor, 
providing  that  all  of  the  proceeds  from  the  sale  or 
lease  of  any  property  within  the  development  area 
shall  be  paid  over  to  the  city  within  thirty  days  of 
receipt  of  the  same.  In  the  event  that  such 
agreement  is  not  executed  within  six  months  from 
the  date  hereof  all  of  the  foregoing  findings  and 
approvals  are  specifically  revoked,  withdrawn, 
void,  and  of  no  further  force  and  effect. 

11.  That  the  commission  be,  and  hereby  is, 
requested  to  increase  the  number  of  parking  spaces 
within  the  development  area,  and  is  specifically 
requested  to  do  a  new  traffic  study  before  any 
leasing  or  sale  of  Disposition  Parcel  3  of  said  area.

On  March  15,  1963,  the  then  Mayor  of  Boston 
approved  an  order  adopted  by  the  City  Council  on 
the  preceding  day  approving  the  Washington  Park 
Urban  Renewal  Plan.  In  the  cooperation  agreement 
of  June  12,  1964,  between  the  city  and  the  Boston 
Redevelopment  Authority  with  respect  to  the 
project,  the  city  agreed  to  make  local  grants-in-aid 
to  the  Authority  to  cover  necessary  project 
improvements  as  required  for  the  completion  of 
the  project. 

To  meet  this  contractual  obligation  the  Boston 
City  Council  has  approved  in  1964,  and  twice 
increased,  in  1967  and  1970,  an  urban  renewal 
bond  issue,  which  now  totals  $13,380,000. 

The  Boston  Redevelopment  Authority  last 
appeared  before  Council  on  October  6,  1970,  to 
request  an  increase  of  $4,800,000  in  the  bond 
issue,  which  totaled  $11,380,000  at  that  time.  The 
City  Council  approved  only  $2,000,000  of  that 
request,  suggesting  that  the  Authority  could 
proceed  with  some  public  improvements  under  this 
reduced  allocation  and  return  to  the  Council  at  a 
later  date  to  request  the  balance. 

Remaining  work  needed  to  complete  public 
improvements  in  the  project  should  be  scheduled 
and  budgeted  at  this  time,  in  order  to  assure  a 
steady  flow  of  progress  to  completion  during  1974. 
The  Authority  therefore  recommends  that  the  city 
authorize  the  issuance  of  the  balance  of  the 
necessary  additional  bonds  previously  requested  in 
October  1970. 

The  Authority  can  report  to  you  that  due  to 
certain  economies  effected  in  scheduling  of 
construction  and  certain  state  assistance  through 
the  TOPICS  program,  our  request  for  additional 
funds  will  be  for  $2,500,000  rather  than 
$2,800,000  as  previously  estimated.

On  May  26,  1964,  the  then  Mayor  of  Boston 
approved  an  order  adopted  by  the  City  Council  on 
the  preceding  day  approving  the  Government 
Center  Urban  Renewal  Plan.  In  the  cooperation 
agreement  of  June  12,  1964,  between  the  city  and 
the  Boston  Redevelopment  Authority  with  respect 
to  the  project,  the  city  agreed  to  make  local 
grants-in-aid  to  the  Authority  to  cover  necessary 


project   improvements  as   required   for   the  com- 
pletion of  the  project. 

To  meet  this  contractual  obligation  an  urban 
renewal  bond  issue  by  the  city  in  the  amount  of 
$6,000,000  was  approved  by  the  City  Council  on 
August  17,  1964.  An  additional  urban  renewal 
bond  issue  by  the  city  in  the  amount  of 
$2,805,000  was  approved  by  the  City  Council  on 
May  22,  1967,  and  a  third  issue  in  the  amount  of 
$2,000,000  was  approved  by  the  City  Council  on 
May  10,  1971. 

As  the  project  nears  completion  it  has  become 
evident  that  additional  funds  in  the  amount  of 
$2,400,000  will  be  required  to  complete  the 
necessary  improvements  in  the  Government  Center 
Project  Area.  This  increase  in  cost  is  due  primarily 
to  rapidly  rising  construction  costs.

Under  the  federal  Drug  Abuse  Office  and 
Treatment  Act  of  1972  (P.L.  92-255)  the  City  of 
Boston  through  its  Youth  Activities  Commission 
has  been  awarded  a  grant  totaling  $1,180,177  from 
the  Department  of  Health,  Education,  and  Welfare 
through  the  President's  Special  Action  Office  for 
Drug  Abuse  Prevention  and  the  National  Institute 
of  Mental  Health.  The  purpose  of  the  grant  is  to 
plan  and  to  effect  an  adolescent  program  known  as 
"Treatment  Alternatives  to  Street  Crime  - 
Juveniles"  (TASC— J.). 

The  Juvenile  TASC  Program  is  presently 
concluding  its  planning  phase  and  intends  to  begin 
the  implementation  of  the  program  on  April  1, 
1974.  The  purpose  of  TASC-J  is  to  provide  a 
network  of  services  which  include  but  are  not 
limited  to  a  program  of  youth  advocacy, 
assessment  of  juveniles,  educational  and  vocational 
development  and  referral  services  for  juveniles  in 
the  City  of  Boston,  including  those  who  enter  into 
the  juvenile  justice  system. 

The  issues  referred  to  in  my  letters  of  July  1 3 
and  August  27,  1973,  have  been  resolved  to  my 
satisfaction.  Further,  it  is  my  belief  that  the  Youth 
Activities  Commission,  through  the  extraordinary 
cooperation  and  participation  of  nearly  200 
organizations  and  individuals,  has  developed  a 
program  that  is  both  comprehensive  and  creative  in 
its  approach  to  the  needs  of  the  youth  of  the  city. 
I  hereby  recommend  that  the  City  Council 
consider  prompt  adoption  of  the  accompanying 
order.

Gentlemen: 

I  transmit  herewith,  and  recommend  that  you 
adopt,  an  order  for  a  petition  to  the  General  Court 
for  legislation  to  conform  the  special  laws  relating 
to  the  budget  and  fiscal  cycle  of  the  City  of  Boston 
to  the  revised  fiscal  year  prescribed  by  St.  1969,  c. 
849,  as  amended.  This  matter  has  been  before  your 
Honorable  Body  twice  before.  Most  recently,  on 
March  11,  1974,  your  Honorable  Body  passed  an 
order  for  such  legislation  which  did  not,  however, 
accomplish  the  purpose  of  conforming  the  laws 
relating  to  the  city's  fiscal  cycle  to  the  revised 
fiscal  year  without  making  substantive  changes  in 
the  distribution  of  powers  among  the  several 
branches  of  the  city's  government.  I  have  not 
approved  that  order. 

The  enclosed  order  does  not  deal  with  school 
appropriations  because  the  sections  treating  that 
subject  are  still  under  discussion  with  representa- 
tives of  the  Boston  Teachers'  Union.  The  enclosed 
order  does,  however,  incorporate  an  amendment 
passed  by  your  Honorable  Body  on  March  11, 
1974,  relating  to  submission  of  annual  budget 
estimates  by  county  officers,  the  effect  of  which  is 
to  return  to  language  more  nearly  identical  to  that 
found  in  the  present  charter. 

It  is  apparent  that  this  necessary  legislation  will 
not  be  enacted  except  in  a  form  which  makes  no 
substantive  changes  in  the  law.  Accordingly,  I  urge 
your  speedy  and  favorable  action  on  this  order.

Whereas,  The  deferred  operation  of  this  act 
would  tend  to  defeat  its  purpose,  which  is,  in  part, 
to  facilitate  the  formulation  of  the  annual  budget 
in  the  City  of  Boston  for  the  fiscal  year  which  will 
commence  on  July  1,  1974,  therefore  it  is  hereby 
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declared  to  be  an  emergency  law,  necessary  for  the 
immediate  preservation  of  the  public  convenience. 
Section  1.  Chapter  486  of  the  Acts  of  1909  is 
hereby  amended  by  striking  out  section  3,  as 
appearing  in  section  1  of  chapter  604  of  the  Acts 
of  1941,  and  inserting  in  place  thereof  the 
following  section: 

Section  3.  All  appropriations,  other  than 
for  school  purposes,  to  be  met  from  taxes, 
revenue,  or  any  source  other  than  loans  shall 
originate  with  the  mayor,  who,  not  later  than 
the  second  Monday  in  March  of  each  year,  shall 
submit  to  the  city  council  the  annual  budget  of 
the  current  expenses  of  the  city  and  county  for 
the  next  ensuing  fiscal  year,  and  may  submit 
thereafter  such  supplementary  appropriation 
orders  as  he  may  deem  necessary.  The  city 
council  may  reduce  or  reject  any  item,  but, 
except  upon  the  recommendation  of  the 
mayor,  shall  not  increase  any  item  in,  nor  the 
total  of,  a  budget,  nor  add  any  item  thereto, 
nor  shall  it  originate  a  budget.  Not  later  than 
the  second  Monday  in  May  the  city  council 
shall  take  definite  action  on  the  annual  budget 
by  adopting,  reducing,  or  rejecting  it,  and  in  the 
event  of  theii  failure  so  to  do  the  items  and  the 
appropriation  orders  in  the  budget  as  recom- 
mended by  the  mayor  shall  be  in  effect  as  if 
formally  adopted  by  the  city  council  and 
approved  by  the  mayor.  The  city  council  shall 
take  definite  action  on  any  supplementary 
appropriation  order  for  the  public  facilities 
department  by  adopting,  reducing,  or  rejecting 
it  within  sixty  days  after  it  is  filed  with  the  city 
clerk;  and  in  the  event  of  their  failure  so  to  do 
such  supplementary  appropriation  order  as 
submitted  by  the  mayor  shall  be  in  effect  as  if 
formally  adopted  by  the  city  council  and 
approved  by  the  mayor.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of 
the  city  and  county  officials,  when  requested 
by  the  mayor,  to  submit  forthwith  in  such 
detail  as  he  may  require  estimates  for  the  next 
fiscal  year  of  the  department  or  office  under 
their  charge,  which  estimates  shall  be  transmit- 
ted to  the  city  council.

After  an  appropriation  of 
money  has  been  duly  made  by  the  City  of 
Boston  for  any  specific  purpose,  or  for  the 
needs  and  expenditures  of  any  city  department 
or  county  office,  no  transfer  of  any  part  of  the 
money  thus  appropriated  shall  be  made  except

Every  note  issued  by  said  city 
under  authority  of  section  4  of  chapter  44  of 
the  General  Laws  after  June  30,  1974,  whether 
or  not  any  loan  issued  under  authority  of 
section  1  of  this  act  is  outstanding,  shall, 
notwithstanding  the  provisions  of  said  section

Plan  A,  the  candidates  who6C  names  are  so  posted  shall  be  deemed  to  have  been 
nominated  for  said  office,  and  the  preliminary  election  for  the  purpose  of 
nominating  candidates  therefor  shall  be  dispensed  with;  if  there  are  so  posted 
|  the  names  of  not  more  than  eighteen  candidates  for  the  office  of  city  councillor 
under  Plan  A  or  D,  the  candidates  whose  names  are  so  posted  shall  be  deemed  to 
have  been  nominated  for  said  office,  and  the  preliminary  election  for  the  purpose 
of  nominating  candidates  therefor  shall  be  dispensed  with;  and  if  there  are  so 
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posted  the  names  of  not  more  than  sixteen  candidates  for  the  office  of  school 
committeeman  under  Plan  A  or  D,  the  candidates  whose  names  are  so  posted  shall 
be  deemed  nominated  for  said  office,  and  the  preliminary  election  for  the  purpose 
of  nominating  candidates  therefor  shall  be  dispensed  with. 

SECTION  13.   Section  59  of  said  chapter  452  is  hereby  amended  by  striking 
out  the  first  sentence,  as  so  appearing,  and  inserting  in  place  thereof  the 
following  sentence:-  At  every  preliminary  election,  and  every  regular  election, 
under  Plan  A,  each  voter  shall  be  entitled  to  vote  for  not  more  than  one 
candidate  for  the  office  of  mayor,  not  more  than  nine  candidates  for  the  office 
of  city  councillor,  and  not  more  than  eight  candidates  for  the  office  of  school 
committeeman. 

SECTION  \H-.      Said  chapter  452  is  hereby  further  amended  by  striking  out 
section  61 ,  as  so  appearing,  and  inserting  in  place  thereof  the  following 
section: - 

Section  61 .   The  two  persons  receiving  at  a  preliminary  election  under 
Plan  A  the  highest  number  of  votes  for  nomination  for  the  office  of  mayor  shall 
be  deemed  to  have  been  nominated  for  said  office;  and  the  eighteen  persons 
receiving  at  such  an  election  under  Plan  A  or  D  the  highest  number  of  votes 
for  nomination  for  the  office  of  city  councillor  shall  be  deemed  to  have  been 
nominated  for  said  office;  and  the  sixteen  persons  receiving  at  such  an  election 
under  Plan  A  or  D  the  highest  number  of  votes  for  nomination  for  the  office  of 
school  committeeman  shall  be  deemed  to  have  been  nominated  for  said  office.   If 
a  preliminary  election  under  Plan  A  or  D  results  in  a  tie  vote  among  candidates 
for  nomination  receiving  the  lowest  number  of  votes,  which,  but  for  said  tie 
vote,  would  entitle  a  person  receiving  the  same  to  be  deemed  to  have  been 
nominated,  all  persons  participating  in  said  tie  vote  shall  be  deemed  to  have 
been  nominated,  although  in  consequence  there  be  printed  on  the  official 
ballot  to  be  used  at  the  regular  election  names  to  a  number  exceeding  twice 
the  number  to  be  elected. 

SECTION  \5.      Chapter  452  of  the  acts  of  1948  is  hereby  amended  by  striking 
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out  section  11,  as  appearing  in  section  1  of  chapter  376  of  the  acts  of  1951, 
and  inserting  in  place  thereof  the  following  section: - 

Section  11.  There  shall  be  in  the  city  a  mayor  who  shall  be  the  chief 
executive  officer  of  the  city,  a  city  council  of  nine  members  which  shall  be 
the  legislative  body  of  the  city,  a  school  committee  of  eleven  members  which 
shall  have  the  powers  and  duties  conferred  and  imposed  by  law,  and  a  school 
congress  of  twenty-two  members  which  shall  have  the  powers  and  duties  conferred 
and  imposed  by  law. 

SECTION  16.   Said  chapter  452  is  hereby  further  amended  by  striking  out 
section  18,  as  so  appearing,  and  inserting  in  place  thereof  the  following  six 
sections: - 

Section  18.   At  the  regular  municipal  election  held  in  the  year  nineteen 
hundred  and  seventy-five,  and  at  every  regular  municipal  election  thereafter, 
there  shall  be  elected  eleven  school  committeemen,  each  to  hold  office  for  the 
two  municipal  years  following  the  municipal  year  in  which  he  is  elected.   One 
school  committeeman  shall_be  elected  from  each  of  the  eleven  zones  established 
by  section  eighteen  B  or,  if  zones  shall  have  been  created  pursuant  to  section 
eighteen  C,  from  each  of  the  eleven  zones  so  created. 

Section  18A.   At  the  regular  municipal  election  held  in  the  year  nineteen 
hundred  and  seventy-five,  and  at  every  regular  municipal  election  thereafter, 
there  shall  be  elected  twenty-two  school  congressmen,  each  to  hold  office  for 
the  two  municipal  years  following  the  municipal  year  in  which  he  is  elected. 
Two  school  congressmen  shall  be  elected  from  each  of  the  eleven  zones  established 
by  section  eighteen  B  or,  if  zones  shall  have  been  created  pursuant  to  section 
eighteen  C,  from  each  of  the  eleven  zones  so  created. 

Section  18B.   At  the  regular  municipal  election  held  in  the  year  nineteen 
hundred  and  seventy-five,  and  at  every  regular  municipal  election  thereafter 
until  changed  in  accordance  with  section  eighteen  C,  zones  for  the  election  of 
school  committeemen  and  school  congressmen  shall  consist  of  the  following  wards 
and  precincts,  as  such  ward3  and  precincts  shall  from  time  to  time  exist :- 

(a)  Zone  one  shall  consist  of  wards  one  and  two,  and  precincts  one,  two, 
three  and  four  of  ward  three; 

(b)  Zone  two  shall  consist  of  precincts  five,  six,  seven  and  eight  of  ward 
three,  ward  five,  and  precincts  one  and  two  of  ward  twenty-one; 

(c)  Zone  three  shall  consist  of  precincts  three  through  sixteen,  inclusive, 
of  ward  twenty-one,  and  ward  twenty-two; 
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one,  two  and  three  of  ward  eleven; 

(e)  Zone  five  shall  consist  of  wards  six  and  seven,  and  precincts  six, 
seven,  eight  and  nine  of  ward  thirteen; 

(f)  Zone  six  shall  consist  of  precincts  one,  two,  three,  four,  five  and 
ten  of  ward  thirteen,  precincts  one,  two,  four  and  ten  of  ward  fourteen,  precincts 
one,  two,  three,  four  and  six  of  ward  fifteen,  and  precincts  one,  five,  seven, 
eight  and  ten  of  ward  seventeen; 

(g)  Zone  seven  shall  consist  of  precincts  five,  seven,  eight  and  nine  of 
ward  fifteen,  ward  sixteen,  and  precincts  two,  three,  four,  six,  nine,  eleven, 
twelve,  thirteen  and  fourteen  of  ward  seventeen; 

(h)   Zone  eight  shall  consist  of  precinct  five  of  ward  eleven,  ward  twelve, 
precinct  three,  precincts  five  to  nine,  inclusive,  and,  precincts  eleven  to 
fourteen,  inclusive,  of  ward  fourteen,  and  precincts  two  and  three  of  ward 
eighteen; 

(i)  Zone  nine  shall  consist  of  ward  ten,  precinct  four  and  precincts  six 
to  ten,  inclusive,  of  ward  eleven,  and  precincts  one,  three,  four,  seven,  ten, 
eleven,  twelve  and  thirteen  of  ward  nineteen; 

( j )   Zone  ten  shall  consist  of  precincts  two,  five,  six,  eight  and  nine 
of  ward  nineteen,  and  ward  twenty;  and 

(k)   Zone  eleven  shall  consist  of  precinct  one  and  precincts  four  to 
twenty-three,  inclusive,  of  ward  eighteen. 

Section  18C.   In  the  year  nineteen  hundred  and  eighty  and  every  tenth  year 
thereafter,  if  the  zones  established  in  section  eighteen  B  do  not  contain  an 
equal  number  of  inhabitants,  as  nearly  as  may  be  ascertained,  the  city  council 
shall  divide  the  city  into  eleven  zones  of  compact  and  contiguous  territory, 
for  the  purpose  of  electing  school  committeemen  and  school  congressmen,  bounded 
insofar  as  possible  by  the  center  lines  of  known  streets  and  ways  or  by  other 
well-defined  limits.   In  determining  zone  boundaries  no  precinct  shall  be 
divided;  each  zone  shall  contain,  as  nearly  as  may  be,  an  equal  number  of 
inhabitants;  no  zone  shall  contain  inhabitants  to  a  number  less  than  ninety 
per  cent  nor  more  than  one  hundred  and  ten  per  cent  of  the  average  number  of 
inhabitants  in  all  such  zones;  and  recognized  neighborhoods,  so  far  as  is 
possible,  shall  not  be  divided.   The  city  council  shall  cause  such  zones  to  be 
depicted  on  maps. 

Section  18D.   Notwithstanding  any  other  provision  of  law  to  the  contrary 
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all  meetings  of  the  school  committee  shall  be  open  to  members  of  the  school 
congress.   Any  member  of  the  school  congress  shall  have  standing  before  the 
superior  court  to  secure  access  to  a  school  committee  meeting,  to  prevent  a 
closed  meeting  of  the  school  committee,  or  void  all  actions  taken  by  the  school 
committee  at  a  closed  meeting.   All  votes  of  the  school  committee  shall  be  duly 
recorded  and  made  available  to  the  public  upon  demand.   Recorded  votes  shall 
include  the  name  of  any  school  committeeman  who  abstains  on  a  particular  vote. 

Section  18E.   The  two  school  congressmen  representing  each  zone  shall 
conduct  a  public  hearing,  at  a  convenient  place  within  the  bounds  of  their  zone, 
once  each  calendar  quarter.   One  of  these  meetings  shall  be  held  for  the  express 
purpose  of  discussing  and  reviewing  the  entire  school  budget  for  the  forthcoming 
fiscal  year,  although  other  business  may  also  be  conducted.   The  quarterly 
meetings  shall  be  duly  advertised,  with  at  least  seven  days  prior  notice,  in  the 
weekly  and  daily  newspapers  normally  circulated  in  the  zone.   Special  public 
hearings  may  be  held  within  their  zone  by  the  two  school  congressmen  representing 
a  particular  zone.   Notice  of  such  special  hearings  shall  be  duly  advertised, 
at  least  sever  days  in  advance,  whenever  possible. 

SECTION  17-   Said  chapter  452  is  hereby  further  amended  by  striking  out 
section  19,  as  appearing  in  section  2  of  chapter  190  of  the  acts  of  1952,  and 
inserting  in  place  thereof  the  following  two  sections: - 

Section  19.   If  at  any  time  a  vacancy  occurs  in  the  school  committee  from 
any  cause,  the  mayor  and  president  of  the  city  council  and  the  remaining  school 
committeemen  shall  elect  as  school  committeeman  for  the  unexpired  term, 
whichever  of  the  defeated  candidates  for  the  office  of  school  committeeman  from 
the  same  zone  at  the  regular  municipal  election  at  which  school  committeemen 
were  elected  for  the  term  in  which  the  vacancy  occurs,  who  are  eligible  and 
willing  to  serve,  received  the  highest  number  of  votes  at  such  election,  or, 
If  there  is  no  such  defeated  candidate  eligible  and  willing  to  serve,  a 
registered  voter  of  the  zone  in  which  the  vacancy  occurs  di  '  y  qualified  to.  vote 
for  a  candidate  for  the  office  of  school  committeeman  from  such  district.   If 
at  a  regular  municipal  election  there  is  a  failure  to  elect  a  school  committeeman 
or  if  a  person  elected  school  committeeman  at  such  an  election  resigns  or  dies 
before  taking  office,  within  fifteen  days  after  the  remaining  school  committeemen 
take  office  such  school  committeemen  and  the  then  mayor  and  the  then  president 
of  the  city  council  shall  meet  in  joint  convention,  and  choose,  as  school 
committeeman  for  the  unexpired  term,  whichever  of  the  defeated  candidates  for 
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the  office  of  school  committeeman  from  the  same  zone  at  a  regular  municipal 
election  at  which  school  committeemen  were  elected  for  the  term  in  which  the 
vacancy  occurs,  who  are  eligible  and  willing  to  serve,  received  the  highest 
number  of  votes  at  such  election,  or,  if  there  is  no  such  defeated  candidate 
eligible  and  willing  to  serve,  a  registered  voter  of  the  zone  in  which  the 
vacancy  occurs  duly  qualified  to  vote  for  a  candidate  for  the  office  of  school 
committeeman  from  such  zone. 

Section  19A.   If  at  any  time  a  vacancy  occurs  in  the  school  congress  from 
any  cause,  the  mayor  and  president  of  the  city  council  and  the  remaining  school 
congressmen  shall  elect  as  school  congressman  for  the  unexpired  term,  whichever 
of  the  defeated  candidates  for  the  office  of  school  congressman  from  the  same 
zone  at  the  regular  municipal  election  at  which  school  congressmen  were  elected 
for  the  term  in  which  the  vacancy  occurs,  who  are  eligible  and  willing  to  serve, 
received  the  highest  number  of  votes  at  such  election,  or,  if  there  is  no  such 
defeated  candidate  eligible  and  willing  to  serve,  a  regis  .ered  voter  of  the 
zone  in  which  the  vacancy  occurs  duly  qualified  to  vote  for  a  candidate  for  the 
office  of  school  congressman  from  such  district.   If  at  a  regular  municipal 
election  there  is  a  failure  to  elect  a  school  congressman  or  if  a  person  elected 
school  congressman  at  such  an  election  resigns  or  dies  before  taking  office, 
within  fifteen  days  after  the  remaining  school  congressmen  take  office  such 
school  congressman  and  the  then  mayor  and  the  then  president  of  the  city  council 
shall  meet  In  joint  convention,  and  choose,  as  school  congressman  for  the 
unexpired  term,  whichever  of  the  defeated  candidates  for  the  office  of  school 
congressman  from  the  same  zone  at  a  regular  municipal  election  at  which  school 
congressmen  were  elected  for  the  term  in  which  the  vacancy  occurs,  who  are 
eligible  and  willing  to  serve,  received  the  highest  number  of  votes  at  such 
election,  or,  if  there  is  no  such  defeated  candidate  eligible  and  willing  to 
serve,  a  registered  voter  of  the  zone  in  which  the  vacancy  occurs  duly  qualified 
to  vote  for  a  candidate  for  the  office  of  school  congressman  from  such  zone. 

SECTION  18  0  Said  chapter  452  is  hereby  further  amended  by  inserting  after 
section  20,  as  appearing  in  section  1  of  chapter  376  of  the  acts  of  1951,  the 
following  two  sections: - 

Section  20A.  The  members  of  the  school  congress  shall  meet  and  organize  on 
the  first  Monday  of  January  following  their  election.  The  school  congress  shall 
be  the  judge  of  the  election  and  qualifications  of  its  members.   The  members  of 
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the  school  congress  shall  serve  without  compensation. 

SECTION  /9-   The  first  sentence  of  section  53  of  said  chapter  452,  as 
appearing  in  section  2  of  said  chapter  376,  is  hereby  amended  by  striking  out  in, 
line  3,  the  words  "at  large". 

SECTION  Z0-      Said  chapter  452  is  hereby  further  amended  by  striking  out 
section  55A,  as  so  appearing,  and  inserting  in  place  thereof  the  following 
section: - 

Section  55A.  A  nomination  petition  shall  be  issued  by  the  election  commissior 
not  later  than  twelve  o'clock  noon  on  the  second  day  (Saturdays,  Sundays,  and 
legal  holidays  excluded)  after  the  subscription  of  a  statement  of  candidacy, 
except  that  no  such  petition  shall  be  issued  before  the  eleventh  Tuesday 
preceding  the  preliminary  election.  A  nomination  petition  shall  not  relate  to 
more  than  one  candidate  nor  to  more  than  one  office.  A  nomination  petition  may 
state  the  elective  public  offices  which  the  candidate  holds  or  had  held  under 
the  government  of  the  commonwealth,  the  county  of  Suffolk,  or  the  city  of 
Boston  or  in  the  congress  as  a  representative  or  senator  from  the  commonwealth;

the  office  is  that  of  school  committeeman,  by  the  words  "at  large"  or  "for 
zone"  (here  insert  zone  number  in  numerals,  which  shall  be  counted  as  one 
word),  as  the  case  may  be.  For  the  purposes  of  such  statement  the  titles  of 
the  elective  public  offices  which  may  be  stated  shall  be  deemed  to  be  as  follows: 
city  councillor,  school  committeeman,  school  congressman,  mayor,  district  attorney, 
sheriff,  register  of  deeds,  register  of  probate,  county  clerk  of  superior 
(criminal)  court,  county  clerk  of  superior  (civil)  court,  county  clerk  of  supreme 
judicial  court,  state  representative,  state  senator,  governor's  councillor, 
attorney  general,  state  auditor,  state  treasurer,  state  secretary,  lieutenant 
governor,  governor,  congressman,  and  United  States  senator. 
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If  the  candidate  is  a  veteran  as  defined  In  section  twenty-one  of  chapter 
thirty-one  of  the  General  Laws,  his  nomination  petition  may  contain  the  word 
* •Veteran,* *  which,  in  the  case  of  a  candidate  holding  or  having  held  elective 
public  office  as  a  aforesaid,  shall,  for  the  purpose  of  this  section  and 
sections  fifty-five,  fifty-eight,  and  sixty-two,  be  counted  as  a  part  of  the 
statement  concerning  the  elective  public  offices  hold  by  him,  and  in  the  case  of 
a  candidate  who  does  not  hold  and  never  held  elective  public  office  as  aforesaid, 
shall ,  for  the  purposes  of  said  sections ,  be  deemed  to  be  a  statement  concerning 
the  elective  public  offices  held  by  him.

superintendent  in  writing.   The  superintendent  may  authorize  expenditures  to 
defray  traveling  and  other  necessary  expenses  incurred  under  this  section.   An 
itemized  account  of  such  expenses  shall  in  esch  case  be  filed  with  the  city 
auditor. 

The  superintendent  may  provide  free  lunches  for  undernourished  and  needy 
children  attending  the  public  schools. 

On  or  before  the  first  day  in  February  in  each  year  the  superintendent  shall 
prepare  and  transmit  to  the  mayor  a  budget  providing  an  amount  sufficient  to 
support  the  public  schools  in  the  forthcoming  fiscal  year,  in  respect  of  which 
section  thirty-four  of  chapter  seventy-one  of  the  General  Laws  shall  not  be 
operative.   The  superintendent  shall  be  the  officer  empowered  to  make  contracts 
and  to  expend  money  appropriated  for  the  support  of  the  public  schools. 

The  superintendent  shall  maintain  lists  of  vacant  positions  in  the  school 
department  and  lists  of  applicants  found  by  him  to  be  eligible  for  appointment 
or  employment.   Persons  found  by  the  superintendent  to  be  eligible  for  appoint- 
ment or  employment  shall  be  referred  by  him  to  the  several  neighborhood  school 
councils  and  high  school  councils,  and  may  apply  to  one  or  more  of  such 
neighborhood  school  councils  or  high  school  councils  for  appointment  or 
employment  as  more  fully  set  forth  elsewhere  In  this  act. 

The  superintendent  shall,  during  the  summer  vacation  and  at  such  other 
part  of  the  year  as  he  may  deem  advisable,  organize  and  conduct  physical 
training  and  exercises,  athletics,  sports,  games,  and  play,  and  shall  provide 
proper  apparatus,  equipment,  athletic  wearing  apparel  and  facilities  for  the 
same  in  the  buildings,  yards,  and  playgrounds  under  his  control  or  upon  any 
other  land  which  he  may  have  the  right  to  use  for  this  purpose. 

The  superintendent  shall  use  for  the  purposes  aforesaid  such  of  the  play- 
grounds, gymnast  a  or  buildings  under  the  control  of  the  parks  and  recreation 
commission  he  may  deem  suitable  therefore  and  may  equip  the  same  therefore, 
such  use  to  be  subject,  however,  to  such  reasonable  regulations  and  conditions 
as  the  parks  and  recreation  commission  may  prescribe,  provided  also,  that  such 
use  shall  not  extend  to  any  playground,  gymnasium  or  building  under  the  control 
of  the  parks  and  recreation  commission  which  the  commission  shall  by  vote 
approved  by  the  mayor  declare  to  be  unsuitable  for  such  use. 

The  superintendent  may  charge  admission  to  athletic  contests  and  games 
conducted  by  him,  including  such  contests  and  games  conducted  on  land  under  the 
control  of  the  parks  and  recreation  commission;  but  the  city  shall  not  on  account 
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of  such  charge  be  liable  for  any  Injury,  loss  or  damage  suffered  by  any  person 
or  property. 

The  superintendent  may  conduct  such  educational  and  recreative  activities  in 
or  upon  school  property  under  his  control,  and  shall  allow  thf-  use  thereof  by 
Individuals  and  associations,  subject  to  such  regulations  as  lie  may  establish, 
for  such  educational,  recreative,  social,  civic,  philanthropic  and  similar 
purposes,  for  which  ■>  feo  mav  ho  charged,  as  he  may  deem  to  he  for  the  Interest 
of  the  community;  provided  that  such  use.  shall  not  interfere  or  be  inconsistent 
with  the  use  of  the  premise?  foe  school  purposes. 

SECTION  i^.  As  used  In  this  section,  the  term  "city-wide  per  pupil 
formula*'  shall  moan  a  formula  computed  by  the  superintendent  with  the  approval 
of  the  city-wide  advisory  committee  for  the  purpose  of  allocating  the  personnel 
and  resources  of  the  school  department  among  the  several  schools,  school 
districts,  and  school  areas  of  the  city.   In  the  case  of  any  allocation  a  city- 
wido  per  pupil  formula  shall  provi de  for  allocation  to  each  particular  school, 
school  district  or  school  area,  of  a   fraction  of  the  total  to  be  allocated 
which  fraction  Is  equal  to  the  ratio  between  the  number  of  pupils  in  the  school,

formula  for  differential  allocations  in  accordance  with  thn  special  educational 
needs  of  particular  schools,  school  districts,  or  school  areas,  as  the  case  may 
be. 

The  numbers  of  personnel  to  he  employed  in  the  several  schools,  school 
districts  and  school  areas  of  the  city  shall  he  determined  as  set  forth  in  this 
paragraph.   The  superintendent  snail  assign  to  each  school  in  the  city  a  fixed 
numh-  r  of  teacher  positions  according  to  a  city-wide  per  pupil  formula,  to  be 
filled  under  the  direction  o:  the  principal  of  each  sucli  school.   The 
su|  erint endeni  shall  assifc..  lo  each  of  (lie  neighhorhood  school  councils  created 
by  vet  ion  ot  (his  nt    a  fixed  number  of  positions  in  special  education  and 
specf/1  programs  according  to  a  city-wide-  per  pupil  formula.   Each  neighborhood 
schoo 1  council  -hall  determine  those  areas  rf  competence  in  the  fields  of  special 
education  and  special  programs  in  which  persons  shall  be  employed.   The 
superintendent  shall  assign  lo  each  area  superintendent  a  fixed  number  of 
administrative,  supervisory  and  support  positions,  according  to  a  city-wide 
per  pupil  formula.   Each  area  superintendent  shall  determine  those  areas  of 
competence  In  the  fields  of  administration,  supervision  and  support  in  whteh 
persons  shall  be  employed.   The  chief  schoolhouse  custodirfn  shall  assign  to  each

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schoolhouse  custodians ,  according  to  a  city-wide  per  pupil  formula ,  and  the 
area  chief  schoolhouse  custodian  shall  determine  the  assignment  of  custodial 
positions  to  the  several  schools  of  the  area. 

The  superintendent  shall,  in  preparing  the  annual  school  budget,  allocate: 

(1)    to  each  school,  an  amount  of  money  for  textbooks  and  supplies, 
according  to  a  city-wide  per  pupil  formula,  to  be  expended  under  the  direction 
of  the  principal; 

(li)   to  each  neighborhood  school  council  and  each  high  school  council,  an 
amount  of  money  for  operating  expenses,  maintenance  and  repairs,  according  to  a 
city-wide  per  pupil  formula,  to  be  expended  under  the  direction  of  the 
neighborhood  school  council  or  high  school  council;  and  to  each  neighborhood 
school  council  or  high  school  council  a  further  amount  of  money  sufficient  to 
provide  for  the  employment  of  an  administrative  assistant  to  the  neighborhood 
school  council  or  high  school  council,  a  clerical  assistant  for  the  same,  and 
the  costs  of  maintaining  its  office,  conducting  its  meetings,  and  informing  the 
school  district  of  its  work.   The  words  ''operating  expenses,  maintenance  and 
repairs**  shall  be  deemed  to  include  maintenance  and  repairs,  but  not  alterations, 
of  school  buildings,  to  include  curriculum  development  and  curricular  materials 
other  than  textbooks  and  supplies,  and  to  exclude  wages  and  salaries  to  be  paid 
under  the  terms  of  collective  bargaining  agreements. 

(iii)   to  each  area  advisory  committee  to  the  city  high  school  advisory 
committee  and  to  the  city-wide  advisory  committee,  an  amount  of  money  sufficient 
to  provide  for  the  costs  of  conducting  meetings,  office  expenses,  and  informing 
the  people  of  the  area  of  its  work; 

(iv)   to  each  area  superintendent,  an  amount  of  money  for  administration, 
supervision,  and  support,  according  to  a  city-wide  per  pupil  formula,  to  be 
expended  under  the  direction  of  the  area  superintendent;

(vi)   to  a  fund  tn  t.-    called  the  innovation  fund,  an  amount  of  money  equal 
to  one  per  cent  of  the  total  amount  appropriated  by  the  city  for  the  support  of 
the  public  schools.   This  innovation  fund  shall  be  exclusively  expended  in  support 
of  innovative  programs  in  ?he  several  school  districts  and  acrosB  district  lines. 
The  superintendent  and  the  city-wide  advisory  committee  shall  publish  priorities 
and  guidelines  for  the  submission  of  proposals  for  the  use  of  monies  from  the 
innovation  fund  on  the  part  of  neighborhood  school  councils  and  high  school 
councils.   Grants  shall  be  made  from  the  innovation  fund  to  neighborhood  school 
councils  and  high  school  councils  to  carry  out  such  proposals  as  have  been 
selected  by  a  board  of  independent  evaluators  annual] y  appointed  for  the  purpose 
by  the  superintendent  with  the  approval  of  the  city-wide  advisory  committee.

All  recommend t Lions  submitted  by  .«  principal  for  the  granting  of  tenure,  or 
the  termination  of  employment,  of  any  teacher  shall  be  submitted  to  the  appropri- 
ate neighborhood  3Chocl  council  for  review  and  comment  prior  to  being  submitted 
to  the  area  super Intendent .   If  the  neighborhood  school  council  shall  disagree 
with  the  school  principal  tanking  such  recommendation,  the  area  superintendent 
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shall    personally   Inquire    Into   the    matter   before    making   a    final    decision.

There  shall  be  for  the  area  under  the  charge  of  the  area  super- 
intendent fnr  hi  gh  schoo I s  a  city  high  schoo 1  advisory  contmJ ttee  consisting  of 
parents,  one  of  whom  shall  be  elected  bv  each  high  school  council  within  the 
city  of    Boston  to  serve  for  a  term  of  one  year  expir Ing  on  the  f i rst  Monday  In 
April  in  each  year,  teachers,  one  of  whom  shall  be  elected  by  each  high  school. 
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council  in  said  city,  and  students ,  one  of  whom  shall  be  elected  from  each  high 
school  council  in  said  city,  each  to  serve  a  term  as  aforesaid.   Any  vacancy  in 
the  office  of  a  member  of  the  city  high  school  advisory  committee  shall  be  filled 
for  the  unexpired  term  as  aforesaid. 

The  city  high  school  advisory  committee  shall  have,  in  respect  of  the  high 
schools  of  the  city,  all  the  powers  and  perform  all  the  duties  of  an  area  advisory 
committee. 

The  members  of  the  city  high  school  advisory  committee  shall  elect  five 
teachers,  five  parents  and  five  students  from  among  its  members  to  serve  as  an 
executive  committee  for  the  city  high  school  advisory  committee.   That  executive 
committee  shall  exercise,  on  a  day  to  day  basis,  all  the  powers  and  perform  all 
the  duties  of  the  city  high  school  advisory  committee,  subject  to  the  approval  of 
the  city  high  «""hool  advisory  committee  at  a  regular  meeting. 

SECTION  V«  There  shall  be  In  the  city  of  Boston  a  city-wide  advisory  commit 
tee  consisting  of  one  parent  or  resident,  and  one  teacher,  from  each  school  area, 
elected  by  the  area  advisory  committee  of  the  area,  and  one  parent,  one  teacher 
and  three  high  school  students  elected  by  the  executive  committee  of  the  city 
high  school  advisory  committee.   Members  of  the  city-wide  advisory  committee  shall 
serve  for  terms  expiring  on  the  first  Monday  in  July  of  each  year.   Any  vacancy 
in  the  office  of  a  member  shall  be  filled  by  a  resident,  parent,  teacher  or  stu- 
dent, as  appropriate,  elected  by  the  area  advisory  committee  of  the  area  in  re- 
spect of  which  the  vacancy  occurs,  or,  in  the  case  of  a  high  school  member,  by 
the  executive  committee  of  the  city  high  school  advisory  committee.   The  city-wide 
advisory  committee  shall  have  such  powers,  and  perform  such  duties,  as  are  set 
forth  in  this  act,  and  sh?ll  meet  with  the  superintendent  at  least  one  time  during 
each  month  while  schools  are  in  session  to  consult  on  city-wide  school  policy . 

Thi-  city-wide  advisory  committee  shall  organize,  as  soon  as  may  be  after  the 
first  Monday  in  July  of  jach  year,  by  the  election  of  a  chairman,  a  secretary  and 
such  other  officers  as  may  be  convenient.   The  city-wide  advisory  committee  shall 
meet  only  after  notice  seasonably  given  by  the  chairman,  and  a  majority  of  all 
members  shall  be  necessary  to  constitute  a  quorum  for  the  transaction  of  business. 

At  least  thirty  days  before  transmitting  the  annual  school  budget  to  the 
mayor ,  the  superintendent  shall  submit  said  hud get  to  the  ci ty-wide  advi sory  com- 
mittee for  its  review.   The  city-wide  advisory  committee  shall  have  no  power  to 
approve  or  disapprove  the  annual  school  budget,  but,  if  the  city-wide  advisory 
committee  shall  disagree  with  the  superintendent  in  respect  of  any  portion  of  the 
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annual  school  budget  other  than  those  portions  providing  for  the  payment  of  com- 
pensation fixed  by  collective  bargaining  agreements,  it  shall  communicate  such 
disagreement  to  the  mayor  who  shall  meet  with  the  city-wide  advisory  committee 
to  discuss  the  disagreement. 

SECTION  JjO-   The  George  Robert  White  Fund  Schoolboy  Stadium,  together  with 
the  estate  upon  which  it  stands,  shall  be  deemed  to  be  a  school  building  and  yard 
and  may  be  repaired,  altered,  improved  and  furnished  in  the  same  manner  as  a 
school  building  and  yard  out  of  funds  appropriated  for  school  purposes. 

SECTION  |jl.   The  superintendent  is  hereby  made  a  corporation  sole  by  the 
name  of  the  Boston  Public  Schools,  Incorporated,  which  shall  be  deemed  successor 
to  the  corporation  created  by  chapter  fifty-three  of  the  acts  of  eighteen  hundred 
and  seventy-seven,  and  he  and  his  successors  shall  continue  a  body  corporate  for 
the  purposes  hereinafter  set  forth. 

The  corporation  shall  have  authority  to  receive  and  hold  all  sums  of  money 
and  real  and  personal  estate,  which  may  be  given,  granted,  bequeathed  or  devised 
to  it  for  the  teachers  in  the  public  schools  of  the  city  of  Boston  or  their 
families,  requiring  charitable  assistance,  or  for  the  benefit  of  any  persons  or 
the  families  of  any  persons  who  have  formerly  been  such  teachers,  requiring 
charitable  assistance,  or  for  the  purpose  of  purchasing  books,  pictures,  or  other 
educational  material  for  the  various  classes  in  such  schools  and  clothing  for  any 
needy  pupil  or  pupils  attending  any  class  in  any  school  district  or  districts. 
It  shall  have  the  power  to  manage  and  dispose  of  the  same  according  to  its  best 
discretion  and  to  execute  any  and  all  trusts  according  to  the  tenor  thereof  which 
may  be  created  for  the  purposes  aforesaid. 

The  corporation  shall  manage  the  Charlestown  School  Trust  Fund  and  disburse 
the  income  thereof  within  the  limits  of  the  former  city  of  Charlestown  according 
to  the  tenor  of  the  instruments  creating  said  trust. 

The  corporation  shall  take  and  hold  all  property  hereafter  given  to  it  for 
lectures  and  other  educational  purposes,  including  the  property  left  by  Robert  C. 
Waterston,  late  of  Boston,  to  be  known  as  the  Teachers'  Waterston  Fund;  and, 
conforming  to  the  directions  of  the  givers  thereof,  shall  manage  and  dispose  of 
all  said  property  or  the  income  thereof  according  to  its  best  discretion  for  the 
purposes  aforesaid. 

SECTION  Jjg.   All  persons  having  rights  of  tenure  or  holding  offices  for 
terms  of  years  in  the  school  department  of  the  city  of  Boston  upon  the  taking 
effect  of  this  act  shall  continue  to  enjoy  all  the  rights  and  privileges  of  such 
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positions.   No  such  person  shall  be  reduced  in  rank  or  compensation,  nor  suffer 
impairment  of  his  civil  service,  retirement,  vacation,  holiday  or  sick-leave 
rights  on  account  of  anything  in  this  act.   The  incumbents  in  the  office  of  secre- 
tary of  the  school  committee,  business  manager  of  the  public  schools,  and  chief 
schoolhouse  custodian  shall,  upon  the  taking  effect  of  this  act,  without  nomina- 
tion or  appointment  become  respectively  the  secretary  of  schools,  business 
manager  and  chief  schoolhouse  custodian  provided  for  by  this  act. 

SECTION  ^|$   Chapter  two  hundred  and  forty-one  of  the  acts  of  eighteen  hun- 
dred and  seventy-five  is  hereby  repealed. 

SECTION  /M.  Chapter  fifty-three  of  the  acts  of  eighteen  hundred  and  seventy- 
seven  is  hereby  repealed . 

SECTION  A^T      Chapter  two  hundred  and  fifty-three  of  the  acts  of  eighteen 
hundred  and  ninety-three  is  hereby  repealed.

ORDINANCE  EXTENDING  FOR  AN  AD- 
DITIONAL YEAR  THE  EXISTENCE  OF 
THE  MODEL  NEIGHBORHOOD  BOARD 

The  following  was  received: 
City  of  Boston, 
Office  of  the  Mayor. 
To  the  City  Council. 
Gentlemen: 

Chapter  16  of  the  Ordinances  of  1969,  as 
amended,  established  both  the  Model  City  Agency, 
under  the  charge  of  the  Model  City  Administrator, 
and  the  Model  Neighborhood  Board,  and  defined 
their  respective  powers  and  duties.  By  the  terms  of 
said  chapter  16  the  powers  and  duties  of  the  Model 
City  Administrator  and  the  Model  Neighborhood 
Board  expire  on  July  1,  1974. 

To  provide  for  the  continued  administration 
and  eventual  phase-out  of  essential  Model  City 
Program  activities  after  July  1,  1974,  I  have 
previously  announced  to  you  my  intention  to 
establish  within  my  office  an  Office  of  Community 
Services  under  the  charge  of  a  Director  of 
Community  Services.  In  view  of  the  limited  life 
remaining  to  the  Model  City  Programs,  it  is  no 
longer  necessary  to  provide  by  way  of  an  ordinance 
for  its  administration  under  a  separate  department. 

It  will  be  necessary,  however,  to  enact  a  new 
ordinance  to  provide  for  a  continuation  of  the 
Model  Neighborhood  Board  and  of  the  powers  and 
duties  provided  for  in  said  chapter  16  of  the 
Ordinances  of  1969,  as  amended.  Although  the 
Model  Neighborhood  Board  is  incorporated  as  a 
private  nonprofit  corporation  under  chapter  180  of 
the  Massachusetts  General  Laws,  it  cannot  legally 
exercise  powers  of  review  and  approval  with 
respect  to  the  Model  City  Program  in  the  absence 
of  an  official  city  enactment  assigning  such 
authority  to  it.  Accordingly,  I  am  transmitting  to 
you  herewith  an  ordinance  which,  if  adopted, 
would  provide  for  the  continuation  of  the  Model 
Neighborhood  Board  until  July  1,  1975.  The 
ordinance  further  provides  for  an  election  of  model 
neighborhood  residents  to  be  held  in  May,  1974,  as 
the  terms  of  the  current  Model  Neighborhood 
Board  members  expire  on  July  1,  1974.

An  Ordinance  Extending  for  an  Additional  Year 

the  Existence  of  the  Model  Neighborhood 

Board. 
Be  it  ordained  Dy  the  City  Council  of  Boston  as 

follows : 
Section  1.  There  shall  be  in  the  city  until  July 
1,  1975,  a  board,  known  as  the  Model  Neighbor- 
hood Board,  which  shall  be  the  successor  to  the 
Model  Neighborhood  Board  created  by  chapter  16 
of  the  ordinances  of  1969,  as  amended,  and  which 
shall  be  the  official  community  representative  of 
the  model  neighborhood  area  which  is  the  same 
area  as  was  defined  for  the  purposes  of  the 
comprehensive  city  demonstration  program  carried 
out  under  the  Federal  Demonstration  Cities  and 
Metropolitan  Development  Act  of  1966,  as 
amended.  The  Model  Neighborhood  Board  shall 
consist  of  eighteen  residents  of  the  model 
neighborhood  area  elected  as  follows: 

In  the  case  of  three  members,  who  shall  be 
known  as  Subarea  I  representatives,  by .  the 
residents  of  the  model  neighborhood  within 
precincts  4,  5,  6,  and  7  in  Ward  1 1 ;  in  the  case  of 
three  other  members,  who  shall  be  known  as 
Subarea  II  representatives,  by  the  residents  of  the 
model  neighborhood  within  precincts  4  and  5  in 
Ward  9  and  precincts  1  and  2  in  Ward  1 1 ;  in  the 
case  of  three  other  members,  who  shall  be  known 
as  Subarea  III  representatives,  by  the  residents  of 
the  model  neighborhood  within  precincts  3,  4,  and 
7  in  Ward  8  and  precincts  1  and  4  in  Ward  12;  in 
the  case  of  three  other  members,  who  shall  be 
known  as  Subarea  IV  representatives,  by  the 
residents  of  the  model  neighborhood  within 
precincts  5  and  6  in  Ward  8  and  precincts  1,  2,  and 
4  in  Ward  13;  in  the  case  of  three  other  members, 
who  shall  be  known  as  Subarea  V  representatives, 
by  the  residents  of  the  model  neighborhood  within 
precincts  2  and  6  in  Ward  12,  precinct  1  in  Ward 
13,  and  precincts  1  and  3  in  Ward  14;  and  in  the 
case  of  the  three  remaining  members,  who  shall  be 
known  as  Subarea  VI  representatives,  by  the 
residents  of  the  model  neighborhood  within 
precincts  2,  4,  6,  7,  and  9  in  Ward  14;  provided, 
however,  that  the  initial  members  of  said  Board 
shall  be  the  persons  holding  office  in  the  Model 
Neighborhood  Board  created  under  chapter  16  of 
the  ordinances  of  1969,  as  amended,  who  shall 
hold  office  until  their  successors  shall  have  been 
elected  and  qualified.  On  the  third  Tuesday  in 
May,  1974,  an  election  shall  be  conducted  at  all  of 
the  regular  polling  places  within  those  precincts  by 
the  Board  of  Election  Commissioners  at  which 
residents  of  the  model  neighborhood  area  within 


said  precincts  as  determined  by  the  then  latest 
listing  of  the  listing  board  shall  elect  persons  to 
serve  as  members  of  the  Model  Neighborhood 
Board  from  July  1,  1974,  until  July  1,  1975.  Each 
member  elected  hereby  shall  be  a  resident  of  the 
subarea  specified  above  when  elected  and  must 
continue  to  be  a  resident  of  said  subarea  during  the 
term  for  which  he  or  she  has  been  elected,  and  if 
he  or  she  fails  to  maintain  that  residence,  the 
Model  Neighborhood  Board  shall  declare  that  a 
vacancy  exists.  If  at  any  time  a  vacancy  occurs  in 
the  office  of  a  member,  the  remaining  members 
shall  within  sixty  (60)  days  of  the  occurrence  of 
such  vacancy  choose  as  member  for  unexpired 
term  whichever  of  the  defeated  candidates  for  the 
office  of  such  member  at  the  last  regular  election 
at  which  members  were  elected  for  the  term  in 
which  the  vacancy  occurs  is  eligible  and  willing  to 
serve,  and  received  the  highest  number  of  votes  at 
such  election.  If  there  is  no  such  defeated 
candidate  eligible  and  willing  to  serve,  then  there 
shall  be  a  special  election  in  those  precincts  in 
which  the  vacancy  occurs  to  be  held  by  the  Board 
of  Election  Commissioners  at  all  the  regular  polling 
places  within  those  precincts  within  sixty  (60)  days 
of  the  occurrence  of  such  vacancy.  The  members 
of  the  Model  Neighborhood  Board  shall  be 
reimbursed  from  Model  City  Program  Funds  for 
loss  of  compensation  and  expenses  necessarily 
incident  to  the  performance  of  their  duties.  The 
members  of  said  Board  are  hereby  classified  as 
special  municipal  employees  for  the  purposes  of 
chapter  268A  of  the  General  Laws. 

The  Model  Neighborhood  Board  shall  review 
and  approve,  disapprove,  or  approve  in  part  all 
plans,  programs,  proposals,  budgets,  and  contracts 
which  were  part  of,  continue  parts  of,  or  are  being 
considered  for  incorporation  into  the  compre- 
hensive city  demonstration  program  carried  out 
under  the  Federal  Demonstration  Cities  and 
Metropolitan  Development  Act  of  1966,  as 
amended,  or  any  successor  comprehensive  program 
thereto  affecting  the  model  neighborhood  area, 
and  shall  also  keep  all  such  activities  under 
continuous  review  and  receive  for  each  program  a 
year-end  financial  report.  As  part  of  the  above 
described  review  and  approval  process,  said  Board 
shall  review  all  contracts  relative  to  the  said  plans 
and  programs  to  insure  their  compliance  with  the 
said  plans  and  programs.  Prior  to  the  final 
execution  of  each  contract,  said  Board  may 
approve,  disapprove,  or  approve  in  part  and 
recommend  changes  to  the  following  provisions  of 
the  contract:  (1)  scope  of  services,  (2)  contractor 
selection,  (3)  budget,  (4)  time  table,  and  (5)  role  of 
the  Model  Neighborhood  Board  in  monitoring  and 
evaluating  the  plans  and  programs  and  the 
contract.  Such  provisions  shall  include  all  exhibits, 
appendices,  and  documents  incorporated  therein 
by  reference  and  pertaining  thereto.  If  such  action 
is  not  taken  by  said  Board  within  twenty-one  days 
after  the  receipt  of  each  contract  by  said  Board, 
the  contract  shall  be  deemed  approved.  Said  Board 
may  make  recommendations  to  the  Mayor  through 
the  Director  of  his  Office  of  Community  Services 
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(hereinafter  called  the  Director)  with  regard  to 
plans,  programs,  policies,  proposals,  budgets,  and 
contracts;  and  after  considering  the  Director's  own 
recommendations  and  views  of  the  community, 
said  Board  may  make  confirmed  recommendations. 
Whenever  a  majority  of  said  Board  makes  any  such 
confirmed  recommendation  with  regard  to  plans, 
programs,  policies,  proposals,  budgets,  and  con- 
tracts, the  Director  shall  follow  such  recom- 
mendation or  he  shall  submit  the  issue  to  binding 
arbitration  before  three  arbitrators,  one  to  be 
chosen  by  said  Board,  one  to  be  chosen  by  the 
Director,  and  one  to  be  chosen  by  agreement 
between  said  Board  and  the  Director. 

The  Model  Neighborhood  Board  shall,  in 
addition,  maintain  continuous  contact  with  the 
residents  of  the  model  neighborhood,  and  compile 
their  ideas,  suggestions,  criticisms,  and  complaints 
respecting  the  comprehensive  program  aforesaid 
and  other  programs  in  the  model  neighborhood 
area  and  shall  report  its  findings  to  the  appropriate 
departments  of  the  City  of  Boston,  the  Common- 
wealth of  Massachusetts,  and  the  United  States 
Government. 

Section  2.  Notwithstanding  the  provisions  of 
section  3  of  chapter  1  of  the  Revised  Ordinances 
of  1961,  this  ordinance  shall  be  published  by  the 
action  of  the  City  Council  in  passing  the  same.

APPROVING  PETITION  FOR  SPECIAL  LAW 
ALLOWING  RECENTLY  POSTPONED 
SCHOOL  COMMITTEE  REFERENDUM 
TO  TAKE  PLACE  APRIL  23, 1974 

The  following  was  received:

To  the  City  Council. 
Gentlemen: 

I  transmit  herewith,  and  recommend  that  you 
adopt,  an  order  for  a  home  rule  petition  amending 
chapter  1177  of  the  Acts  of  1973  so  as  to  allow 
the  recently  postponed  School  Committee  referen- 
dum to  take  place  on  April  23,  1974. 

I  am  submitting  this  date  because  I  believe  the 
voters  of  the  city  deserve  an  opportunity  to 
express  their  will  on  this  question  at  the  earliest 
possible  moment.  Last  September  eight  members 
of  your  Honorable  Body  voted  to  schedule  this 
election  in  April.  Hundreds  of  citizens  have 
expended  substantial  time  and  effort  these  past 
few  months  on  behalf  of  one  or  another  of  the 
school  plans.  They  worked  in  good  faith  on  the 
assumption  that  this  election  would  be  held  on 
April  2.  I  believe  it  is  our  responsibility  to 
reschedule  the  election  at  the  earliest  possible  date 
so  as  not  to  further  inconvenience  the  hundreds 
who  have  worked  and  the  tens  of  thousands  who 
were  prepared  to  vote  last  week. 

In  addition  to  the  inconvenience  to  those 
involved,  a  postponement  to  June  4  could  entangle 
the  school  referendum  in  further  legal  complica- 
tions which  might  result  in  a  second  cancellation. 
The  home  rule  petition  calling  for  a  referendum  on 
busing  on  June  4  has  already  been  subject  to 
serious  legal  question  by  the  Senate  Counsel,  and  it 
is  my  understanding  that  the  Governor  is  going  to 
ask  for  an  advisory  opinion  as  to  its  constitu- 
tionality from  the  Supreme  Judicial  Court.  Should 
the  bill  be  passed  by  the  Legislature  and  signed  by 
the  Governor,  it  is  almost  certain  that  an  attempt 
will  be  made  to  enjoin  the  election.  Thus,  to 
schedule   the   School   Committee   referendum   on 
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June  4  is  to  guarantee  that  a  cloud  of  uncertainty 
will  continue  to  hang  over  the  election. 

Finally,  substantial  savings  can  accrue  to  the 
City  if  the  Election  Department  can  proceed  with 
the  ballots  as  printed  and  hold  the  election  in  the 
immediate  future. 

I  respectfully  request  that  you  give  this  petition 
your  most  serious  consideration.

Ordered,  That  a  petition  to  the  General  Court, 
accompanied  by  a  bill  for  a  special  law  relating  to 
the  City  of  Boston,  be,  and  hereby  is,  approved 
under  clause  (1)  of  section  8  of  Article  2,  as 
amended,  of  the  Amendments  to  the  Constitution 
of  the  Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts,  to  the  end 
that  emergency  legislation  be  enacted  providing 
substantially  as  follows: 

Whereas,  The  deferred  operation  of  this  act 
would  tend  to  defeat  its  purpose,  which  is  in  part 
to  fix  an  early  date  for  that  election  in  the  City  of 
Boston  which  pursuant  to  chapter  1177  of  the 
Acts  of  1973  was  to  have  taken  place  on  April  2, 
1974,  but  did  not  so  take  place  on  account  of  an 
order  of  the  Supreme  Judicial  Court,  therefore  it  is 
hereby  declared  to  be  an  emergency  law,  necessary 
for  the  immediate  preservation  of  the  public 
convenience. 

Section  1.  Chapter  1177  of  the  Acts  of  1973  is 
hereby  amended  so  as  to  strike  out  those  portions 
of  Plans  1,  2,  and  4  under  said  act  which  eliminate 
the  limited  fiscal  autonomy  of  any  school 
committee  established  under  said  plans  1,  2,  and  4. 
Specifically,  chapter  1177  of  the  Acts  of  1973  is 
hereby  amended  by  striking  out  section  8,  section 
9,  the  last  paragraph  of  section  11,  section  17, 
section  18,  the  last  paragraph  of  section  22,  section 
90,  section  91,  and  the  last  paragraph  of  section 
94.  Said  chapter  1177  is  hereby  further  amended 
by  striking  out  in  line  3  of  section  1 1  the  word 
"four"  and  by  striking  out  in  line  3  of  section  22 
the  words  "two  sections"  and  inserting  in  place 
thereof  the  word  "section." 

Section  2.  Said  chapter  1177  is  hereby  further 
amended  by  striking  out  in  the  first  sentence  of 
section  1  the  words  "first  Tuesday  in  April"  and 
inserting  in  place  thereof  the  words  "third  Tuesday 
in  April." 

Section  3.  Said  chapter  1177  is  hereby  further 
amended  by  striking  out  the  last  sentence  of 
section  2  and  inserting  in  place  thereof  the 
following  sentence:  "Before  the  special  election  to 
be  held  as  aforesaid  in  the  year  1974,  and  again 
before  the  general  election  to  be  held  in  said  year, 
the  city  clerk  of  the  city  of  Boston  shall  mail  to 
each  registered  voter  a  sample  ballot." 

Section  4.  Said  chapter  1177  is  hereby  further 
amended  by  striking  out  in  the  first  sentence  of 
section  3  the  words  "first  Tuesday  in  April"  and 
inserting  in  place  thereof  the  words  "third  Tuesday 
in  April." 

Section  5.  In  conducting  the  election  to  be 
held  pursuant  to  chapter  1177  of  the  Acts  of  1 973, 
as   amended   by   this   act,   the  board  of  election 


commissioners  of  the  city  of  Boston  may  use  any 
forms,  documents,  and  ballots  prepared  or 
delivered  in  anticipation  of  that  election  originally 
scheduled  to  take  place  on  the  first  Tuesday  in 
April  in  the  year  1974.

1 1 77,  as  amended  by  this  act.

APPROVING  PETITION  FOR  SPECIAL  LAW  RE 
TOWING  OF  TRESPASSING  MOTOR 
VEHICLES  FROM  PRIVATE  PROPERTY 

The  following  was  received: 
City  of  Boston, 
Office  of  the  Mayor. 
To  the  City  Council. 
Gentlemen: 

I  transmit  herewith,  and  recommend  that  you 
adopt,  an  order  for  a  petition  to  the  General  Court 
for  legislation  amending  the  statute  concerned  with 
towing  of  trespassing  motor  vehicles  from  private 
property.  As  you  know,  this  is  a  matter  of  current 
controversy.  On  March  4,  1974,  your  Honorable 
Body  passed  an  order  for  a  home  rule  petition  for 
legislation  which,  in  substance,  would  have  placed 
all  towing  under  the  direct  control  of  the  Police 
Department.  This  approach  was  taken,  it  would 
appear,  in  the  hope  that  abuses  believed  to  have 
occurred  in  connection  with  so-called  "trespass 
towing"  could  be  eliminated  if  the  entire  process 
were  brought  under  direct  supervision  of  the  Police 
Department. 

I  think,  however,  that  the  order  passed  by  your 
Honorable  Body  interjects  the  Police  Department 
unduly  into  what  is  essentially  a  private  civil 
dispute  between  the  person  who  owns  or  controls 
land  and  the  person  who  trespasses  thereon  by 
parking  a  motor  vehicle  contrary  to  notice  posted 
or  given.  The  Police  Department  also  lacks 
manpower  to  do  this  work  and  should,  I  think, 
concentrate  its  limited  resources  on  towing  illegally 
parked  vehicles  from  public  ways  or  from  locations 
where  they  present  a  public  safety  hazard. 

Accordingly,  the  petition  which  I  am  sub- 
mitting to  your  Honorable  Body  limits  the  role  of 
the  Police  Department  to  maintaining  a  central 
register  of  trespassing  motor  vehicles.  Any 
landowner  who  wishes  to  remove  such  a  vehicle 
will  be  required  first  to  notify  the  Police 
Department,  giving  information  about  the  vehicle, 
the  address  from  which  it  is  to  be  removed,  and  the 
address  to  which  it  will  be  towed.  This  will  enable 
the  Police  Department  to  assist  the  owners  of  such 
vehicles  in  recovering  them.  The  trespassing 
motorist  will  be  liable  for  the  towing  and,  where 
appropriate,  storage  charges.  No  charges  may  be 
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imposed,  however,  if  the  landowner  has  not  first 
notified  the  Police  Department  in  accordance  with 
the  procedures  set  out  in  this  proposed  legislation. 
The  approach  taken  in  the  enclosed  legislation 
to  the  problem  of  trespass  towing  has  been 
developed  in  conjunction  with  the  Police  Depart- 
ment. As  the  trespass  towing  problem  is  an  acute 
one,  I  urge  your  speedy  and  favorable  approval  on 
the  enclosed  petition.

Whereas,  The  deferred  operation  of  this  act 
would  tend  to  defeat  its  purpose  which  is  in  part  to 
provide  immediately  a  procedure  in  the  City  of 
Boston  for  the  removal  of  vehicles  trespassing  upon 
private  ways  and  certain  private  property  in  said 
city,  therefore  it  is  hereby  declared  to  be 
emergency  law,  necessary  for-  the  immediate 
preservation  of  the  public  convenience. 

Section  1.  No  person  shall  remove  a  motor 
vehicle  which  is  parked  or  standing  on  a  private 
way  or  upon  improved  or  enclosed  property  in  the 
City  of  Boston  unless  the  operator  of  such  vehicle 
has  been  forbidden  so  to  park  or  stand,  either 
directly  or  by  posted  notice,  by  the  person  who 
has  lawful  control  of  such  way  or  property.  No 
vehicle  shall  be  removed  from  such  way  or 
property  without  the  consent  of  the  owner  of  such 
vehicle  unless  the  person  who  has  lawful  control  of 
such  way  or  property  shall  have  notified  the  Police 
Commissioner  of  the  City  of  Boston  or  a  person 
from  time  to  time  designated  by  the  Police 
Commissioner  that  such  vehicle  is  to  be  removed. 
Such  notification  shall  be  made  before  any  such 
vehicle  shall  be  removed.  Notification  to  the  Police 
Commissioner  or  his  designee  shall  be  in  writing  or 
otherwise  as  specified  by  him  and  shall  include  the 
address  from  which  the  vehicle  is  to  be  removed, 
the  registration  number  of  the  vehicle,  the  name  of 
the  person  in  lawful  control  of  the  way  or  property 
from  which  such  vehicle  is  being  removed,  the 
name  of  the  person  or  company  or  other  business 
entity  removing  the  vehicle.  Vehicles  so  removed 
shall  be  stored  in  a  convenient  location  in  the  City 
of  Boston.  Neither  the  city  nor  its  Police 
Commissioner  nor  his  designee  shall  be  liable  for 
any  damages  incurred  during  the  removal  or 
storage  of  any  uch  vehicle  removed  under  this 
section.  Any  person  who,  without  notifying  the 
Police  Commissioner  or  his  designee  or  obtaining 
the  consent  of  its  owner,  removes  a  vehicle  from  a 
private  way  or  from  improved  or  enclosed  property 
in  the  City  of  Boston  as  aforesaid  shall,  in  addition 
to  any  other  penalty  of  law,  be  punished  by  a  fine 
of  not  more  than  $100.  The  employer  of  such 
person,  if  any,  shall  also  be  punished  by  a  fine  of 
not  more  than  $100. 


Any  person  who  purports  to  authorize  the 
removal  of  a  vehicle  from  a  way  or  property  as 
aforesaid  without  having  fully  complied  with  the 
provision  of  this  section  shall  be  punished  by  a  fine 
of  not  more  than  $100. 

Section  2.  In  addition  to  any  other  penalty 
provided  by  law,  the  registered  owner  of  a  vehicle 
illegally  parked  or  standing  on  a  private  way  or 
upon  improved  or  enclosed  property  in  the  City  of 
Boston  shall  be  liable  for  charges  for  the  removal 
and  storage  of  such  vehicle;  provided,  however, 
that  the  liability  so  imposed  shall  not  exceed  the 
amounts  authorized  under  section  2  of  chapter  263 
of  the  Acts  of  1929,  as  amended,  and  provided 
that  the  vehicle  has  been  removed  after  compliance 
with  the  provisions  of  section  1  of  this  act.  A 
person  lawfully  holding  a  vehicle  removed  under 
this  act  may  hold  such  vehicle  until  the  registered 
owner  pays  the  removal  and  storage  charges 
authorized  by  this  section. 

Section  3.  Any  person  who  removes  a  vehicle

Gentlemen: 

I  submit  to  you  herewith  an  order  authorizing 
the  city  to  apply  to  the  Divisions  of  Waterways  of 
the  Department  of  Public  Works  for  inclusion  of 
the  Back  Bay  Fens  in  their  dredging  operations  for 
the  coming  year.  Under  the  authority  of  section  29 
of  chapter  91  of  the  General  Laws  the  division 
selects  a  number  of  river  and  tidal  areas  for 
maintenance  and  improvement.  For  many  years 
sludge  has  been  accumulating  in  the  Fens,  resulting 
in  unpleasant  odors  at  the  Olmsted-designated  Fens 
Park.  The  city  has  already  appropriated  $100,000 
for  the  project,  but  the  estimated  cost  is  well  in 
excess  of  this  amount.  This  program  would  enable 
the  city  to  secure  state  financial  assistance  for  the 
cleaning  of  the  Fens,  which  is  a  prerequisite  to 
recreational  improvements  of  the  area  by  the  Parks 
and  Recreation  Department. 

The  Waterways  Division  has  set  April  19  as  the 
deadline  for  applications.  I  do,  therefore,  urge  your 
prompt  and  favorable  acceptance  of  the  attached 
order.

the  center  line  of  the  public  alley  between 
Newbury  Street  and  Commonwealth  Avenue  to

There  shall  be  in  the  Boston  Redevelopment

commissioners  and  one  alternate  from  five 
candidates  nominated  by  the  Neighborhood 
Association  of  the  Back  Bay,  two  commis- 
sioners and  one  alternate  from  five  candidates 
nominated  by  the  Boston  Society  of  Architects, 
one  commissioner  and  one  alternate  from  three 
candidates  nominated  by  the  Greater  Boston 
Real  Estate  Board,  and  two  commissioners,  at 
least  one  of  whom  shall  have  an  interest  in  a 
retail  business  in  the  Back  Bay  Architectural 
District,  and  one  alternate  selected  at  large  by 
the  Mayor.  The  terms  of  office  of  the 
commissioners  and  alternates  in  office  as  of  the 
effective  date  of  this  act  shall  remain  as  under 
prior  law,  and  the  commissioners  required  by 
the  foregoing  sentence  to  be  appointed  in 
addition  to  those  incumbent  under  prior  law 
shall  be  appointed  by  the  Mayor  from  two 
candidates  nominated  by  the  named  nomi- 
nating organizations,  and  the  terms  of  such 
original  appointments  shall  for  each  such 
commissioner  be  coterminous  with  the  term  of 
the  incumbent  who  was  nominated  by  the  same 
organization.  Until  the  additional  commis- 
sioners are  appointed,  the  quorum  requirement 
for  action  by  the  commission  shall  be  three, 
and  thereafter  it  shall  be  a  majority  of  the 
commissioners.

Gentlemen: 

I  hereby  transmit  to  you  and  urge  you  to 
approve  a  home  rule  petition  to  resolve  an 
ambiguity  as  to  the  number  of  assistant  clerks 
authorized  for  the  Dorchester  Municipal  Court. 


The  number  of  such  clerks  was  amended  three 
times  in  1973.  In  chronological  order  provision  for 
five  was  deleted  and  seven  substituted,  and  finally 
provision  for  five  was  reinserted.  St.  1973,  c.  75, 
s.J,  St.  1973,  c.  796,  ss.  4  and  6,  and  St.  1973  c. 
1001,  s.  5.  The  net  effect  is  that  reference  is  made 
to  appointment  of  both  five  and  seven  assistant 
clerks. 

In  order  to  alleviate  any  misunderstanding,  I  am 
submitting  a  home  rule  petition  which  would 
delete  the  provisions  for  five  assistant  clerks  for  the 
Dorchester  Municipal  Court.  The  General  Laws 
would  then  authorize  seven  assistant  clerks  for  the 
Dorchester  Municipal  Court.  This  petition  also 
corrects  the  inadequacy  of  all  three  1973 
amendments  in  that  they  did  not  originate  with  the 
city.

The  amending  order  would  remove  the 
conditions  placed  on  the  original  order  which  were 
attached  apparently  as  a  method  to  assure 
retention  of  control  by  the  Council  of  the  activities 
of  the  EDIC.  The  enabling  act  for  the  EDIC 
provides  that  no  project  will  proceed  unless  a  plan 
is  approved  by  the  Mayor  and  the  Council,  and  this 
plan  must  include  the  financial  aspects  of  the 
project.  It  appears,  therefore,  that  the  Council  does 
retain  a  full  veto  power  over  the  expenditure  of 
any  funds  on  a  project  by  EDIC,  even  though  the 
bond  authorization  contains  no  restrictions.

APPROVING  PETITION  FOR  SPECIAL  LAW  RE 
CREATION  OF  BOSTON  LICENSE 
BOARD  AND  ORDINANCE  CREATING 
DEPARTMENT  OF  CONSUMER  AFFAIRS 

The  following  was  received: 
City  of  Boston, 
Office  of  the  Mayor,  April  29,  1974. 
To  the  City  Council. 
Gentlemen: 

I  transmit  herewith,  and  recommend  that  you 
adopt,  an  ordinance  .and  a  home  rule  petition 
which  together  consolidate  and  rationalize  the 
city's  licensing  functions  under  a  Boston  License 
Board  and  a  Department  of  Consumer  Affairs 
Commissioner.  The  License  Board  would  replace 
the  Licensing  Board  for  the  City  of  Boston,  whose 
members  are  still  appointed  by  the  Governor  and 
over  which  the  city  government  hac,  unlike  every 
other  city  and  town  in  the  Commonwealth,  no 
control. 

Licensing  and  inspecticnal  activities  now 
carried  on  by  the  City  Clerk,  Mayor's  Office,  Police 
Department,  Weights  and  Measures  Division  of  the 
Housing  Inspection'  Department,  Bureau  of  Milk 
and  Licenses  and  Division  of  Environmental  Health 
Services  in  the  Department  of  Health  and 
Hospitals,  and  the  Licensing  Board  would  be  drawn  ' 
together  in  the  new  department  so  that  the  city 
can  serve  the  people  more  efficiently  and 
economically. 

Alcoholic  beverage,  innholder  and  common 
victualler,  and  club  licenses  would,  under  this 
proposal,  be  issued  by  a  License  Board  composed 
of  three  members  appointed  in  accordance  with 
recommendations  of  the  Home  Rule  Commission. 
The  License  Board  would  also,  likewise  in 
accordance  with  recommendations  of  the  Home 
Rule  Commission,  have  an  appellate  function. 
Persons  aggrieved  by  a  decision  of  the  Com- 
missioner of  Consumer  Affairs  could  appeal  to  the 
License  Board  for  a  full  hearing  and  review. 

The  present  Office  of  Consumer  Affairs  will  be 
strengthened  by  creation  of  a  Consumer  Protection 
Division  in  the  new  department,  headed  by  a 
Consumer  Advocate  and  including  a  legal  and 
investigative  staff.  The  department  will  also  have 
an  Inspectional  Services  Division,  which  will 
initially  absorb  the  inspectional  activities  of  the 
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present  Weights  and  Measures  Division,  Bureau  of 
Milk  and  Licenses,  and  Division  of  Environmental 
Health  Services. 

The  new  department  will  emphasize  consumer 
service  by  decentralizing  common  licensing  activity 
through  the  Little  City  Hall  network.  The 
department  will  be  under  a  mandate  to  implement 
modern  data  processing  and  information  storage 
and  retrieval  systems  which  will  serve  both  the 
city's  government  and  the  public. 

As  is  the  case  with  other  extensive  reorganiza- 
tions of  the  city's  government,  this  proposal 
cannot  be  accomplished  without  certain  enabling 
legislation.  I  am  therefore  submitting  to  you  a 
home  rule  petition  for  the  necessary  statutory 
changes,  and  an  ordinance  to  accomplish  those 
portions  of  the  reorganization  which  need  no 
enabling  legislation.  The  two  documents,  however, 
together  form  a  unified  proposal,  and  it  is  my  hope 
that  they  will  be  considered  together  by  your 
Honorable  Body. 

I  urge  your  careful  consideration  and  favorable 
action  upon  this  proposal.

An  Ordinance  Creating  the  Department  of 
Consumer  Affairs 
Be  it  ordained  by  the  City  Council  of  Boston  as 
follows: 
Section  1.  The  revised  Ordinances  of  1961,  as 
amended,  are  hereby  further  amended  by  inserting 
after    chapter    10.1    the    following   caption    and 
chapters: 

Chapter  10.2 
Department  of  Consumer  Affairs 
Section  1.  Creation  of  Department.  There 
shall  be  in  the  city  a  department  known  as  the 
Department  of  Consumer  Affairs,  hereinafter 
called  the  department,  which  shall  be  under  the 
charge  of  an  officer  known  as  Commissioner  of 
Consumer  Affairs,  hereinafter  called  the  com- 
missioner, who  shall  be  appointed  by  the  mayor 
for  a  term  expiring  on  the  first  Monday  of  the 
January  following  the  next  biennial  election  at 
which  a  mayor  is  elected.  There  shall  be  in  the 
department  a  License  Board  appointed  as 
prescribed  by  law,  an  Applications/License 
Issuance  Division  under  the  charge  of  an  officer 
known  as  the  Deputy  Commissioner  for 
Applications/License  Issuance,  a  Records  Divi- 
sion under  the  charge  of  the  City  Registrar,  an 
Inspectional  Services  Division  under  the  charge 
of  an  officer  known  as  the  Deputy  Com- 
missioner for  Inspectional  Services,  and  a 
Consumer  Protection  Division  under  the  charge 
of  an  officer  known  as  the  Consumer  Advocate. 
The  deputy  commissioner  for  applications/ 
license  issuance,  the  deputy  commissioner  for 
inspectional  services,  and  the  consumer  ad- 
vocate shall  be  appointed  by  the  mayor  for 
terms    expiring    on   the   first   Monday   of  the 


January  following  the  next  biennial  municipal 
election  at  which  a  mayor  is  elected,  and  may 
be  removed  by  the  mayor  in  accordance  with 
section  14  of  chapter  480  of  the  Acts  of  1909. 
Any  vacancy  shall  be  filled  by  the  mayor  for 
the  unexpired  term.  The  city  registrar  shall  be 
appointed,  and  may  be  removed,  by  the  mayor 
subject  to  the  civil  service  law  and  rules. 

Section  2.  Powers  and  Duties  of  Com- 
missioner. The  commissioner  (a)  shall  ex- 
clusively, save  as  provided  in  section  7  of 
chapter  656  of  the  Acts  of  1965,  have  the 
powers  and  perform  the  duties  of  a  department 
head  with  respect  to  the  making  of  contracts 
and  the  appointment,  suspension,  discharge, 
compensation,  and  indemnification  of  subordi- 
nates for  the  department. 

(b)  Shall  exclusively,  subject  to  appeal  as 
provided  in  section  9  of  this  ordinance,  exercise 
in  the  city  all  the  powers  and  perform  all  the 
duties  from  time  to  time  conferred  or  imposed 
upon  local  licensing  authorities  by  the  provi- 
sions of  chapter  136  of  the  General  Laws,  and 
by  chapter  140  of  the  General  Laws,  relative  to 
licenses  the  issuance  of  which  need  not  be 
preceded  by  a  public  hearing,  including  without 
limitation  on  the  generality  of  the  foregoing 
licenses  for  coffee  and  tea  houses,  retail  vendors 
of  soft  drinks,  lodging  houses  other  than  public 
lodging  houses,  billiard,  pool,  and  sippio  tables, 
bowling  alleys,  automatic  amusement  devices, 
fortune-telling,  and  picnic  groves,  and  entertain- 
ment licenses,  but  not  including  licenses  for 
innholders  and  common  victuallers. 

(c)  Shall  have  the  powers  and  perform  the 
duties  of  the  sealer  of  weights  and  measures. 

(d)  Shall  have  the  powers  and  perform  the 
duties  conferred  or  imposed  upon  the  board  of 
health  and  hospitals  by  sections  3(c)  and  3(d) 
of  chapter  656  of  the  Acts  of  1965. 

(e)  Shall  act  upon  every  application  for  a 
license  or  renewal  of  a  license,  if  no  other  time 
is  prescribed  by  law,  within  the  thirty  days  next 
following  the  date  thereof;  and  if  he  shall  fail  to 
act  upon  any  application  within  the  thirty  days 
next  following  the  date  thereof  or  such  other 
time  as  may  be  prescribed  by  law,  shall 
forthwith  upon  demand  of  the  applicant  issue 
or  renew  such  license. 

(0  Shall,  upon  denying,  revoking,  suspend- 
ing, or  refusing  to  renew  any  license,  in  writing 
inform  the  applicant  or  licensee,  as  the  case 
may  be,  of  his  right  to  appeal  to  the  license 
board  under  section  9  of  this  ordinance  and  the 
terms  and  conditions  of  such  appeal. 

Section  3.  Further  Powers  and  Duties  of 
Commissioner.  The  commissioner, by  himself  or 
by  one  or  more  of  his  deputies  (a)  shall  receive 
every  application  for  any  license  issued  by  the 
department  or  by  the  license  board,  and  shall 
note  thereon  the  date  and  time  of  filing  the 
same. 

(b)  May  charge  a  fee  for  the  issuance  of  a 
duplicate  of  any  license  issued  by  the 
department. 
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(c)  May  require  any  applications  for  licenses 
and  papers  which  may  be  filed  with  him  relative 
to  applications  for  licenses  to  be  sworn  to,  and 
for  such  purpose  may  administer  oaths. 

(d)  Shall  deposit  all  fees  for  licenses  issued 
by  the  department,  including  recording  fees, 
miscellaneous  fees,  and  all  other  revenue,  into 
the  treasury  of  the  city. 

(e)  Shall  develop  and  maintain  accounting 
procedures  which  record  on  a  current  basis  the 
number  of  licenses  issued  in  each  category  of 
license  under  the  jurisdiction  of  the  department 
or  the  license  board,  and  the  fee  income  in  each 
category,  and  shall  so  record  them. 

(f)  Shall  develop  information  storage  and 
retrieval  procedures  for  licenses  under  the 
jurisdiction  of  the  department  or  the  license 
boards  and  shall,  if  directed  by  the  mayor, 
develop  such  procedures  for  licenses  under  the 
jurisdiction  of  other  departments. 

(g)  Shall  compUe  and  keep  current  a 
comprehensive  public  directory  or  index  of  all 
licenses,  permits,  and  certificates  required  by 
the  city  or  any  department,  board,  or  officer 
thereof,  and  shall  compose  and  make  available 
to  the  public  explanatory  material  regarding 
license  requirements  and  procedures  and  the 
location  of  application  forms  for  all  such 
licenses,  permits,  and  certificates. 

(h)  Shall  prescribe  the  locations  whereat 
each  of  the  several  categories  of  licenses  and 
permits  shall  be  issued,  and  applications 
therefor  received,  making  maximum  feasible 
use  of  decentralized  facilities  to  serve  the 
several  neighborhoods  of  the  city. 

Section  4.  Powers  and  Duties  of  Deputy 
Commissioner  for  Applications/License  Is- 
suance. The  deputy  commissioner  for  ap- 
plications/license issuance  shall  by  himself  or 
by  appointment  of  one  of  his  subordinates 
serve  as  secretary  to  the  license  board,  and  shall 
provide  such  clerical  and  other  assistance  as 
may  be  required  by  said  board  for  the 
performance  of  its  duties.  He  shall  have  such 
other  powers  and  perform  such  other  duties  as 
may  be  conferred  or  imposed  upon  him  by  the 
commissioner. 

Section  5.  vPowers  and  Duties  of  City 
Registrar.  The  city  registrar  shall  have  the 
powers  and  perform  the  duties  conferred  or 
imposed  upon  him  by  law,  and  shall  have  such 
other  powers  and  perform  such  other  duties  as 
may  be  conferred  or  imposed  upon  him  by  the 
commissioner. 

Section  6.  Division  of  Inspectional  Services 
and  Powers  and  Duties  of  Deputy  Com- 
missioner for  Inspectional  Services.  There  shall 
be  in  the  division  of  inspectional  services  a 
bureau  of  environmental  health  services,  a 
bureau  of  weights  and  measures,  and  such  other 
bureaus  and  agencies  as  the  deputy  com- 
missioner for  inspectional  services  may,  with  the 
approval  of  the  commissioner,  establish.  The 
work  of  the  several  bureaus  and  agencies  in  the 
division  of  inspectional  services  shall  be  under 
the  direction  of  the  deputy  commissioner  for 
inspectional    services,    who    shall,    under    the 


supervision  of  the  commissioner,  have  such  of 
the  powers  and  perform  such  of  the  duties  of  a 
sealer  of  weights  and  measures  as  the 
commissioner  may  in  writing  delegate  to  him, 
and  have  such  of  the  powers  and  perform  such 
of  the  duties  conferred  or  imposed  by  sections 
3(c)  and  3(d)  of  chapter  656  of  the  Acts  of 
1965  as  the  commissioner  may  in  writing 
delegate  to  him,  and  shall  have  such  other 
powers  and  perform  such  other  duties  as  may 
be  conferred  or  imposed  upon  him  by  the 
commissioner.  The  deputy  commissioner  for 
inspectional  services  shall  be  a  person  qualified 
for  his  appointment  by  having  earned  an 
advanced  degree  in  public  health,  sanitary 
engineering,  or  a  related  field,  and  by 
experience  of  at  least  three  years  duration  in  a 
supervisory  capacity  in  public  health,  sanitary 
engineering,  or  a  related  field. 

Section  7.vConsumer  Protection  Division 
and  Powers  and  Duties  of  Consumer  Advocate. 
The  consumer  protection  division  shall  be 
under  the  charge  of  the  consumer  advocate 
who,  subject  to  the  supervision  of  the 
commissioner,  shall  conduct  research  and 
surveys  related  to  consumer  protection,  con- 
duct consumer  education  and  information 
programs,  seek  consumer  law  reform,  advise 
consumers  as  to  their  rights  and  obligations, 
receive  and  investigate  reports  of  unfair 
consumer  practices,  and  investigate  unfair  and 
deceptive  practices  in  the  marketplace.  The 
consumer  advocate  may  recommend  to  the 
commissioner  or  to  the  license  board  the 
revocation,  suspension,  or  refusal  to  renew  any 
license  within  their  respective  jurisdictions.  The 
consumer  advocate  shall  have  such  other 
powers  and  perform  such  other  duties  as  may 
be  conferred  or  imposed  upon  him  by  the 
commissioner. 

Section  8.  Powers  and  Duties  of  License 
Board.  The  license  board  shall  be  a  board 
within  the  department,  but  the  license  board 
shall  not  be  subject  to  the  supervision  or 
control  of  the  commissioner.  No  officer  or 
employee  of  the  department  shall  be  a  member 
of  the  license  board.  The  license  board  shall 
have  the  powers  and  perform  the  duties 
conferred  or  imposed  by  law,  including  the 
power  to  hear  and  determine  appeals  from 
decisions  of  the  commissioner  brought  under 
section  9  of  this  ordinance. 

Section  9.  Appellate  Jurisdiction  of  License 
Board.  Any  person  adversely  affected  by  a 
decision  of  the  commissioner  may,  within 
twenty  days  thereafter,  upon  payment  of  such 
fee,  if  any,  as  the  license  board  shall  require, 
appeal  therefrom  to  the  license  board,  and  the 
license  board  shall  review  the  commissioner's 
decision.  For  the  purpose  of  this  section  a 
person  adversely  affected  shall  be  deemed  to 
include  the  consumer  council  of  the  city  or  any 
agency,  board,  or  officer  that  may  succeed  to 
its  jurisdiction,  and  no  fee  shall  be  required  of 
said  council  or  such  successor.  The  license 
board  shall  receive  and  consider  any  written 
statements   which   may   be   submitted   by  the

appellant  and  by  the  commissioner  and  may 
consider  any  written  statement  from  any  other 
person,  all  of  which  statements,  if  any,  shall  be 
entered  in  the  records  of  the  license  board.  The 
license  board  may  hold  a  hearing  on  any  such 
appeal.  The  license  board  shall  hold  a  hearing 
on  any  such  appeal  where  the  appellant  is  the 
holder    of   a    license    and    the    effect    of   the 
decision  appealed  from  is  to  revoke,  suspend,  or 
refuse  to  renew  such  license.  The  license  board 
shall  also  hold  a  hearing  if  so  requested  by  the 
commissioner   or   the   consumer  council.  Any 
hearing  held  hereunder  shall  be  held  within  the 
thirty  days  next  following  a  request  for  hearing, 
or  the  entry  of  the  appeal  unless  the  appellant 
in   writing  consents  to  a  longer  interval,  and 
shall  be  preceded  by  written  notice  giving  the 
date,  time,  and  place  of  such  hearing,  as  well  as 
the    matter   to   be   considered   thereat,  which 
notice  shall  be  given  not  less  than  seven  nor 
more   than  fourteen  days  before  the  date  of 
such    hearing   to   the   appellant,   to   the   com- 
missioner, to  the  consumer  council  of  the  city, 
and  to  any  person  filing  a  request,  renewable 
annually  in  December,  for  all  such  notices,  and 
shall    be    published    once    in    at    least    one 
newspaper  of  general  circulation  in  +he  city  not 
less  than  seven  nor  more  than  fourteen  days 
before   the   date   of  such  hearing.  Within  the 
thirty    days  next   following  the   entry   of  an 
appeal  in  respect  to  which  a  hearing  is  not  held, 
or   within   the   ten    days  next  following  such 
hearing  if  a  hearing  is  held,  the  license  board 
shall  affirm,  modify,  or  overrule  the  decision  of 
the   commissioner  and  remand  the  matter  to 
him,  whereupon  he  shall  consistently  with  the 
ruling    of   the   board   forthwith   issue,  renew, 
deny,  revoke,  suspend,  or  refuse  to  renew  the 
license  with  respect  to  which  the  appeal  shall 
have  been  taken.  If,  upon  the  expiration  of  the 
thirty   days  next  following   the  entry  of  the 
appeal,  the  license  board  shall  have  taken  no 
action  thereon  or  if,  after  hearing  in  accordance 
with  the  foregoing,  the  license  board  shall  upon 
the  expiration  of  the  ten  days  next  following 
such  hearing  have  taken  no  action  upon  such 
appeal,  then  the  decision  of  the  commissioner 
shall  stand,  and  the  fee,  if  any,  paid  in  respect 
of  such  appeal  shall  be  refunded.  Unless  the 
commissioner    otherwise    directs    his   decision 
shall  be  in  force  pending  any  appeal;  provided, 
however,  that  after  an  appeal  has  been  filed  by 
the   holder   of  a   license  from  a  decision  the 
effect  of  which  is  to  revoke,  suspend,  or  refuse 
to    renew    such   license    any    member   of  the 
license   board   may,  upon   application  by  the 
appellant  and  notice  to  the  commissioner  and 
an   opportunity   for   the   commissioner   to   be 
heard,    suspend    the    operation    of    the    com- 
missioner's decision  until  the  appeal  is  deter- 
mined, but  in  no  event  longer  than  forty  days. 
Section   10.  Certain  Licenses  to  Be  Under 
Jurisdiction     of    Commissioner.     The     com- 


missioner shall  exclusively  in  the  city  be  the 
officer  empowered  to  issue  the  following 
licenses  and  permits: 

(a)  For  auctions  and  auctioneers  under 
sections  2,  6,  14,  and  18  of  chapter  100  of  the 
General  Laws. 

(b)  For  dogs  and  kennels  under  sections  137 
and  137A  of  chapter  140  of  the  General  Laws. 

(c)  For  pawnbrokers  under  section  70  of 
chapter  140  of  the  General  Laws. 

(d)  For  wagons  and  handcarts  pursuant  to 
rules  made  by  the  police  commissioner  under 
section  22  of  chapter  40  of  the  General  Laws. 

(e)  For  lunch  carts  under  section  49  of 
chapter  140  of  the  General  Laws. 

(f)  For  sporting,  hunting,  fishing,  or 
trapping  licenses  under  chapter  131  of  the 
General  Laws. 

(g)  For  raffles  or  bazaars  under  section  7A 
of  chapter  271  of  the  General  Laws. 

Section  2.VChapter  10A  of  the  Revised 
Ordinances  of  1961  is  hereby  amended  by  striking 
out  the  title  and  section  1,  and  inserting  in  place 
thereof  the  following  title  and  section: 
Consumer  Council 
Section  1.  There  shall  be  in  the  city  a  board 
known  as  the  Boston  Consumer  Council, 
consisting  of  the  corporation  counsel  or  his 
designee,  the  consumer  advocate,  the  deputy 
commissioner  of  consumer  affairs  for  in- 
spectional  services,  the  commissioner  of  health 
and  hospitals  or  his  designee,  and  five  other 
persons  appointed  by  the  mayor  to  represent 
the  public  interest.  Each  of  the  persons 
appointed  by  the  mayor  shall  serve  for  a  term 
expiring  on  the  first  Monday  of  the  January 
following  the  next  biennial  municipal  election 
at  which  a  mayor  is  elected.  The  mayor  shall 
from  time  to  time  designate  one  of  the 
members  as  chairman  and  anpther  as  vice 
chairman.  All  members  of  the  consumer  council 
shall  serve  without  compensation,  but  shall  be 
reimbursed  for  expenses  necessarily  incurred  in 
the  performance  of  their  duties.  The  council 
shall  meet  monthly  and  at  other  times  at  the 
call  of  the  chairman.  The  consumer  advocate  in 
the  department  of  consumer  affairs  shall 
provide  such  clerical  and  other  assistance  as 
may  be  necessary  for  the  performance  of  the 
duties  of  the  council. 

Section  3.  Section  5  of  chapter  3  of  the 
Revised  Ordinances  of  1961,  as  most  recently 
amended  by  chapter  13  of  the  ordinances  of  1972, 
is  hereby  further  amended  by  inserting  in  category 
III  after  the  words  "the  collector-treasurer"  the 
words  "the  commissioner  of  consumer  affairs." 
Said  section  5  of  chapter  3  is  hereby  further 
amended  by  inserting  in  category  IV  after  the 
words  "the  assistant  commissioner  of  real 
property"  the  words  "the  deputy  commissioner  of 
consumer  affairs  for  application/license  issuance, 
the  deputy  commissioner  of  consumer  affairs  for 
inspectional  services,  and  the  consumer  advocate." 
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Section  4.  Chapter  10  of  the  Revised  Or- 
dinances of  1961  is  hereby  amended  by  striking 
out  section  6,  including  the  caption  thereof. 
Chapter  16 A  of  the  Revised  Ordinances  of  1961  is 
hereby  amended  by  striking  out  section  3, 
including  the  caption  thereof. 

Section  5.  (a)  Section  1  of  chapter  28  of  the 
Revised  Ordinances  of  1961  is  hereby  amended  by 
striking  out  the  words  "police  commissioner"  and 
inserting  in  place  thereof  the  words  "commissioner 
of  consumer  affairs." 

(b)  Section  14  of  chapter  29  of  the  Revised 
Ordinances  of  1961  is  hereby  amended  by  striking 
out  in  the  first  sentence  the  words  "commissioner 
of  public  works"  and  inserting  in  place  thereof  the 
words  "commissioner  of  consumer  affairs." 

(c)  Section  19  of  chapter  29  of  the  Revised 
Ordinances  of  1961  is  hereby  amended  by  striking 
out  wherever  they  appear  the  words  "board  of 
health  and  hospitals"  and  inserting  in  place  thereof 
the  words  "commissioner  of  consumer  affairs."

Ordinances  of  1961  is  hereby  amended  by  striking 
out  the  words  "police  commissioner"  and  inserting 
in  place  thereof  the  words  "commissioner  of 
consumer  affairs."

Ordinances  of  1961  is  hereby  amended  by  striking 
out  the  words  "board  of  health  and  hospitals"  in 
lines  2  and  3  of  clause  (2),  and  in  line  2  of  clause 
(26),  and  in  line  2  of  clause  (30),  and  in  line  3  of 
clause  (63),  and  in  line  2  of  clause  (76),  and  in 
lines  2  and  3  of  clause  (79),  and  in  line  2  of  clause 
(89),  and  in  line  2  of  clause  (90),  and  in  line  2  of 
clause  (93),  and  in  lines  2  and  3  of  clause  (134), 
and  in  lines  2  and  3  of  clause  (135),  and  in  lines  2

clause  (302),  and  in  line  2  of  clause  (309),  and  in 
line  2  of  clause  (344),  and  also  in  line  10  of  said 
clause  (344),  and  inserting  in  place  thereof,  in  each 
instance  the  words  "commissioner  of  consumer 
affairs." 

Section  6.  The  division  in  the  office  of  the  city 
clerk  known  as  the  registry  division,  the  division  in 
the  housing  inspection  department  known  as  the 
bureau  of  weights  and  measures,  and  the  divisions 
in  the  department  of  health  and  hospitals  known  as 
the  division  of  environmental  health  services  and 
the  bureau  of  milk  and  licenses  are  hereby 
transferred  to  the  department  of  consumer  affairs. 
All  powers,  duties,  and  appropriations  of  said 
divisions  are  hereby  transferred  to  the  department 
of  consumer  affairs  created  by  section  1  of  this 
ordinance;  and  every  person  holding  in  said 
divisions  an  office  or  position  subject  to  the  civil 
service  law  and  rules  shall  be  transferred  without 


civil  service  examination  or  registration  to  a  similar 
office  or  position  in  the  department  of  consumer 
affairs  without  impairment  of  his  civil  service  rights 
or  his  retirement^  seniority,  vacation,  sick  leave,  or 
collective  bargaining  rights;  and  his  services  shall  be 
deemed  to  have  been  continuous  to  the  same 
extent  as  if  such  transfer  had  not  taken  place. 

Section  7.  This  ordinance  shall  not  take  effect 
unless  the  Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts  shall, 
in  the  current  year,  enact  legislation  abolishing  the 
Licensing  Board  of  the  City  of  Boston  created 
under  chapter  291  of  the  Acts  of  1906.  If  such 
legislation  is  enacted  in  the  current  year  this 
ordinance  shall  take  effect  upon  the  effective  date 
thereof,  and  if  such  legislation  is  not  enacted  in  the 
current  year  this  ordinance  shall  be  void  and  of  no 
further  effect. 

Section  8.  Notwithstanding  anything  to  the 
contrary  contained  in  section  3  of  chapter  1  of  the 
Revised  Ordinances  of  1961,  this  ordinance  shall 
be  published  by  the  action  of  the  city  council  in 
passing  the  same. 

Ordered,  That  a  petition  to  the  General  Court, 
accompanied  by  a  bill  for  a  special  law  relating  to 
the  City  of  Boston,  to  be  filed  with  an  attested 
copy  of  this  order,  be,  and  hereby  is,  approved 
under  clause  (1)  of  section  8  of  Article  2,  as 
amended,  under  the  amendments  to  the  Constitu- 
tion of  the  Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts,  to 
the  end  that  legislation  be  enacted  providing 
substantially  as  follows: 

Section  1.  There  shall  be  in  the  City  of  Boston 
a  board  known  as  the  Boston  License  Board, 
hereinafter  called  the  license  board,  which  shall  be 
composed  of  three  persons  who  have  been 
residents  of  the  city  for  at  least  two  years 
immediately  preceding  their  appointment,  who 
shall  not  be  engaged,  directly  or  indirectly,  in  the 
manufacture  or  sale  of  alcoholic  beverages,  and 
who  shall  not  derive  income,  directly  or  indirectly, 
from  any  business  which  requires  a  license  to  be 
issued  by  said  board.  One  member  shall  be 
appointed  from  each  of  the  two  leading  political 
parties  as  defined  in  section  1  of  chapter  50  of  the 
General  Laws,  and  the  third  member  may  also  be 
appointed  from  one  of  said  parties.  Each  member 
shall  be  appointed  by  the  mayor.  Two  members, 
one  appointed  from  each  of  the  two  leading 
political  parties,  shall  be  appointed  for  terms 
expiring  on  the  first  Monday  of  the  January 
following  the  next  biennial  municipal  election  at 
which  a  mayor  is  elected.  The  third  member  shall 
be  appointed  for  a  term  expiring  on  the  first 
Monday  of  the  January  following  the  next  biennial 
municipal  election  at  which  a  mayor  is  not  elected. 
All  members  of  the  license  board  shall  hold  office 
until  their  respective  successors  are  qualified.  The 
mayor  may  remove  any  member  in  accordance 
with  the  provisions  of  section  14  of  chapter  480  of 
the  Acts  of  1909.  Any  vacancy  shall  be  filled  by 
the  mayor  for  the  unexpired  term.  Each  member, 
except  the  chairman,  shall  receive  an  annual  salary 
of  $17,500,  and  the  chairman  shall  receive  an 
annual  salary  of  $18,000  or,  in  either  case,  such 
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other  sum  as  the  city  may  from  time  to  time  fix  by 
ordinance.  The  mayor  shall  from  time  to  time 
designate  one  of  the  members  of  the  license  board 
as  chairman.  The  city  shall  provide  for  the 
appointment  of  a  secretary  who  shall  be  sworn  to 
the  faithful  performance  of  his  duties  as  secretary. 
Two  members  of  the  license  board  shall  be  a 
quorum  for  the  transaction  of  business.  All  licenses 
issued  by  the  license  board  shall  be  signed  by  a 
majority  of  the  members  thereof  and  shall  be 
recorded  in  the  offices  of  the  board.  All  records  of 
the  license  board  shall  at  all  times  be  open  to  the 
inspection  of  the  mayor  and  such  other  persons  as 
the  mayor,  or  the  city  by  ordinance,  may 
designate. 

Section  2.  Powers  and  Duties  of  the  License 
Board.  The  license  board:  (a)  shall  have  the  powers 
and  perform  the  duties  from  time  to  time 
conferred  or  imposed  upon  it  by  statute  or 
ordinance. 

(b)  Shall  exclusively  exercise  in  the  city  all  the 
powers  and  perform  all  the  duties  from  time  to 
time  conferred  or  imposed  upon  local  licensing 
authorities  by  chapter  138  of  the  General  Laws 
relative  to  alcoholic  beverages,  and  upon  local 
licensing  authorities  by  the  provisions  of  chapter 
140  of  the  General  Laws  relative  to  innholders  and 
common  victuallers  and  to  clubs  and  other 
organizations  dispensing  food  or  beverages  to 
members  and  guests. 

(c)  Shall  perform  the  duties  imposed  upon  the 
licensing  board  of  the  City  of  Boston  by  chapter 
90  of  the  Acts  of  1953,  as  amended  by  chapter 
622  of  the  Acts  of  1953. 

(d)  May  require  any  statement  which  may  be 
made  before  it  and  papers  which  may  be  filed  with 
it  relative  to  applications  for  licenses  to  be  sworn 
to,  and  for  such  purposes  any  member  may 
administer  oaths. 

(e)  Shall  deposit  all  fees  for  licenses  issued  by 
it,  including  recording  fees,  miscellaneous  fees,  and 
all  other  revenue,  into  the  treasury  of  the  city. 

(f)  May  charge  a  fee  for  the  issuance  of  a 
duplicate  of  any  license  issued  by  it. 

(g)  Shall  cause  to  be  made  a  detailed  record  of 
all  its  proceedings  which  shall  set  forth  the  reasons 
for  its  decisions,  the  vote  of  each  member 
participating  therein,  the  absence  of  a  member,  and 
any  failure  of  a  member  to  vote. 

(h)  Shall  adopt  and  shall  publish  procedural 
rules  and  regulations. 

Section  3.  Any  person  aggrieved  by  a  final 
decision  of  the  license  board,  including  a  decision 
upon  an  appeal  to  said  board  taken  under 
ordinance  enacted  pursuant  to  section  6(e)  of  this 
act,  may  appeal  therefrom  to  the  superior  court 
within  thirty  days  of  the  date  of  such  final 
decision.  Such  appeal  shall  be  governed  by  section 
14  of  chapter  30A  of  the  General  Laws,  and  shall 
be  advanced  for  speedy  trial.  The  preceding  two 
sentences  shall  not  apply  to  appeals  from  decisions 
of  the  license  board  under  chapter  138  of  the 
General  Laws,  which  appeals  shall  continue  to  be 
with  provisions  of  said  chapter  138. 


Section  4.  The  City  of  Boston  may  by 
ordinance  locate  the  license  board  created 
hereunder  in  any  department  of  the  city,  or  in  a 
department  to  be  created  for  the  purpose; 
provided,  however,  that  the  license  board  shall  not 
be  subject  to  the  supervision  or  control  of  any 
other  board  or  officer.  For  the  better  enforcement 
of  the  laws  the  said  city  may  create  in  any 
department  as  aforesaid  a  division  of  consumer 
protection  to  which  neither  chapter  31  of  the 
General  Laws  nor  any  rule  made  thereunder  shall 
apply;  provided,  however,  that  said  chapter  31  and 
rules  made  thereunder  shall  continue  to  apply  to 
every  person  transferred  to  the  service  of  said 
division  if  at  the  time  of  such  transfer  such  person 
holds  an  office  or  position  under  a  permanent  civil 
service  appointment  and  is  not  still  serving  his 
probationary  period;  and  provided  further  that  said 
chapter  and  rules  shall  govern  promotions  among 
those  to  whom  they  continue  to  apply. 

Section  5.  The  City  of  Boston  may  by 
ordinance  locate  in  any  department  or  in  a 
department  to  be  created  for  the  purpose  the 
division  described  in  section  7  of  chapter  656  of 
the  Acts  of  1965.  Said  city  may  also  by  ordinance 
locate  in  any  department  or  in  a  department  to  be 
created  for  the  purpose  the  division  described  in 
section  8  of  said  chapter  656,  and  may  confer  or 
impose  upon  the  board  or  officer  in  charge  of  such 
department  the  powers  and  duties  of  the  sealer  of 
weights  and  measures  as  defined  in  said  section  8. 
Said  city  may  also  by  ordinance  confer  or  impose 
upon  any  board  or  officer  the  powers  and  duties 
conferred  or  imposed  on  the  board  of  health  and 
hospitals  by  sections  3(c)  and  3(d)  of  said  chapter 
656,  and  the  board  or  officer  upon  whom  such 
powers  and  duties  are  so  conferred  or  imposed 
shall  have  all  authority  provided  by  law  for  the 
enforcement  of  said  sections  and  all  laws  therein 
enumerated. 

Every  person  holding  an  office  or  position 
subject  to  the  civil  service  law  and  rules  shall,  if  the 
office  or  position  is  abolished  by  an  ordinance 
made  under  this  act  and  the  ordinance  so  provides, 
be  reappointed  without  civil  service  examination  or 
registration  to  a  similar  office  or  position  with 
similar  status  in  the  department  or  in  any 
department  or  agency,  or  division  of  either,  not 
thereby  abolished;  and  every  such  person  shall 
upon  such  reappointment  retain  all  rights  to 
retirement  with  pension  that  shall  have  accrued  or 
that  would  thereafter  accrue  to  him;  and  his 
services  shall  be  deemed  to  have  been  continuous 
to  the  same  extent  as  if  such  abolition  had  not 
taken  place.  Nothing  in  this  act  shall  authorize  any 
action  in  conflict  with  the  civil  service  law  and 
rules  except  as  expressly  provided  herein.  Chapter 
31  of  the  General  Laws  and  rules  made  thereunder 
shall  continue  to  apply  to  every  person  transferred 
pursuant  to  this  section  if  at  the  time  of  such 
transfer  such  person  holds  an  office  or  position 
under  a  permanent  civil  service  appointment  and  is 
not  still  serving  his  probationary  period;  and  said 
chapter  and  mles  shall  govern  promotions  among 
those  to  whom  they  continue  to  apply.

No  general  or  special  law 
hereafter  passed  shall,  in  the  absence  of  express 
and  explicit  mention  therein  of  this  act,  be 
construed  to  repeal  this  act  in  whole  or  in  part 
or  to  affect  in  any  way  any  power  or  duty 
theretofore  or  thereafter  conferred  or  imposed 
by  ordinance  under  this  act.  Any  officer  or 
board  upon  which  is  conferred  by  ordinance 
the  power,  or  imposed  the  duty,  to  issue  any 
license  or  permit  under  the  General  Laws  .shall 
be  deemed  to  be  the  local  licensing  authority 
for  all  purposes  in  connection  with  such  license 
or  permit.  Said  city  may  also  by  ordinance 
confer  or  impose  upon  the  license  board  of  the 
City  of  Boston  the  power  or  duty  to  hear  and 


determine  appeals  from  decisions  of  any  board 
or  officer  authorized  by  ordinance  enacted 
under  this  section  to  issue  licenses  or  permits. 

(f)  Chapter  656  of  the  Acts  of  1965  is  hereby 
amended  by  striking  out  the  first  sentence  of 
section  7  and  inserting  in  place  thereof  the 
following  sentence:  "There  shall  be  in  such 
department  as  the  city  may  by  ordinance  provide  a 
division,  known  as  the  records  division,  under  the 
charge  of  a  city  registrar  appointed  by  the  mayor 
subject  to  the  civil  service  law  and  rules." 

(g)  Chapter  656  of  the  Acts  of  1965,  as 
amended,  is  hereby  further  amended  by  striking 
out  the  first  sentence  of  section  8  and  inserting  in 
place  thereof  the  following  sentence:  "There  shall 
be  in  such  department  as  the  city  may  by 
ordinance  provide  a  division  known  as  the  weights 
and  measures  division,  under  the  charge  of  the 
board  or  officer  at  the  head  of  such  department, 
who  shall  have  the  powers  of  a  sealer." 

Section  7.  Repeals.  Upon  the  qualification  of 
the  members  of  the  license  board  initially 
appointed  by  the  mayor  under  the  provisions  of 
this  act  sections  1  through  5,  inclusive,  of  chapter 
291  of  the  acts  of  1906  and  all  amendments 
thereto  shall  be  repealed,  and  the  licensing  board

Gentlemen: 

I  transmit  herewith,  and  recommend  that  you 
adopt,  an  order  for  a  home  rule  petition  which 
would  enable  Boston  to  abolish  the  so-called 
"police  list"  and  the  annual  census  taken  by  police 
officers.  This  "onerous  and  relatively  useless  state 
requirement"  (in  the  words  of  the  Home  Rule 
Commission  report)  costs  the  city  directly  about 
$500,000  each  year  and  ties  up  untold  hours  of  the 
time  of  police  officers  who  have  many  more 
important  concerns.  The  list,  which  was  originally 
intended  to  enhance  the  accuracy  of  voting  rolls,  is 
an  expensive  irrelevance.  Voter  registration  laws 
now  allow  the  Election  Department  to  maintain 
and  certify  its  voting  lists  in  less  costly  fashion. 
The  census,  also,  has  historically  been  sufficiently 
inaccurate  to  make  it  unusable  for  statistical 
purposes. 

I  urge  your  speedy  and  favorable  approval  of 
this  measure  which  was  originally  recommended  by 
the  Home  Rule  Commission.

WHICH  CONTRACTS  MUST  BE 
ADVERTISED 

The  following  was  received: 
City  of  Boston, 
Office  of  the  Mayor,  April  29,  1974. 
To  the  City  Council. 
Gentlemen: 

I  transmit  herewith,  and  recommend  that  you 
adopt,  an  order  for  a  home  rule  petition  which 
would  increase  the  figure  above  which  city  and 
county  contracts  must  be  formally  advertised. 
Formal  advertisement,  including  notice  in  the  City 
Record,  is  now  required  where  a  contract  amount 
exceeds  $2,000.  This  figure  has  not  been  changed 
since  1890  and,  in  terms  of  constant  dollars, 
$2,000  in  1890  would  be  worth  about  $9,000 
today.  The  legislation  which  I  here  propose  would 
increase  the  limit  to  $5,000,  which  is  also  the 
corresponding  limit  for  contracts  made  by  the 
Commonwealth. 

The  formal  advertisement  and  bidding  pro- 
cedure takes  approximately  six  weeks  and  entails 
costs  to  the  city  and  costs  to  the  prospective 
contractor.  The  latter,  of  course,  are  added  by  the 
prospective  contractor  to  his  bid  and  so,  also,  are 
paid  by  the  city. 

In  contrast,  we  have  used  for  some  time  an 
informal  bidding  procedure  in  connection  with 
contracts  below  $2,000.  This  informal  procedure 
insures  that  the  city  is  getting  a  competitive  price, 
but  it  avoids  the  additional  expense  involved  in  the 
formal  procedure.  About  35  percent  of  the  city's 
contracts  fall  in  the  $2,000  to  $5,000  range.  These 
will  continue  to  be  subject  to  informal  solicitation 
of  bids,  and  the  city  can  expect  to  enjoy 
substantial  savings  by  eliminating  the  formal 
procedure. 

This  proposal  was  recommended  by  the  Home 
Rule  Commission,  and  I  urge  your  speedy  and 
favorable  action  thereon.

CREATION  OF  BOSTON  LANDMARKS 
COMMISSION 

The  following  was  received: 
City  of  Boston, 
Office  of  the  Mayor. 
To  the  City  Council. 
Gentlemen: 

I  hereby  transmit  to  you  and  urge  you  to 
approve  a  home  rule  petition  to  the  General  Court 
creating  a  Boston  Landmarks  Commission. 

The  proposed  bill  would  establish  in  Boston  for 
the  first  time  a  statutory  commission  which  would 
provide  a  continuing,  comprehensive  preservation 
program  for  the  City  of  Boston. 

Based  on  municipal  landmarks  commissions  in 
Philadelphia,  Baltimore,  Detroit,  and  other 
American  and  European  cities,  the  proposed 
Boston  Landmarks  Commission  could  designate  for 
architectural  regulation  those  buildings,  sites,  and 
areas  which  are  of  historic,  aesthetic,  architectural, 
or  cultural  value  in  the  City  of  Boston.  The 
commission  would  then  be  empowered  to  review 
and  approve  or  disapprove  physical  changes  to 
those  designated  buildings,  sites,  or  areas  in  a 
manner  similar  to  the  Back  Bay  or  Beacon  Hill 
Commissions.  Before  designating  any  property  for 
protection,  the  commission  would  be  required  to 
notify  all  owners  of  property  to  be  designated,  and 
must  hold  a  public  hearing  on  the  designation.  No 
designations  are  made  as  part  of  the  legislation. 

Placed  administratively  within  the  Boston 
Redevelopment  Authority,  the  commission  would 
consist  of  nine  members,  a  majority  of'  whom 
would  be  experienced  in  architecture,  landscape 
architecture,  architectural  history,  or  city  planning. 
Staff  would  be  provided  by  the  Boston  Redevelop- 
ment Authority  as  planning  agency  for  the  city. 

I  respectfully  request  your  approval  of  this  bill 
which  would  help  to  msuie  protection  for  Boston's 
rich  physical  environment.

The  Advisory  Boston  Landmarks  Commission 
hereby  requests  that  you  resubmit  to  the  City 
Council  a  home  rule  petition  to  the  General  Court 
which  would  create  a  statutory  Boston  Landmarks 
Commission. 

Since  the  appointment  of  the  advisory  Boston 
Landmarks  Commission  in  1969,  this  commission, 
with  the  assistance  of  BRA  staff,  has  been 
developing  a  city-wide  preservation  program  aimed 
at  protecting  not  only  our  landmarks  of  national 
significance  but  areas  of  local  architectural  and 
historical  importance  in  Boston's  neighoorhoods. 

The  Landmarks  Commission  has  looked  at 
historic  preservation  programs  in  Boston  and  found 
that  although  ceitain  notable  preservation  efforts 
have  been  undertaken  through  public  and  private 
initiative,  preservation  activities  to  date  have  been 
diffuse,  sporadic,  and  ultimately  inadequate.  While 
very  strong  preservation  tools  exist  in  the  Beacon 
Hill  and  Back  Bay,  there  is  virtually  no  control 
over  destruction,  through  private  action,  of 
historically  or  architecturally  significant  structures 
in  other  areas  of  the  city.  Nor  is  there  sufficient 
control  over  inappropriate  private  development  in 
older    residential    and    commercial    areas. 

The  existing  commission  has,  therefore,  dratted 
legislation  which  would  empower  a  newly  ap- 
pointed Boston  Landmarks  Commission  to  des- 
ignate significant  sites  and  areas  for  architectural 
regulation  and  review  physical  changes  affecting 
those  sites  ;nd  areas.  Such  a  commission  noV 
exists  in  New  York  as  well  as  many  other  American 
cities.  The  proposed  legislation  ij  innovative, 
however,  in  allowing  for  f'ex'bility  in  the  types  of 
regulations  imposed  and  attempts  to  overcome 
recognized  weaknesses  in  other  municipal  land- 
marks commissions. 

As  you  know,  the  bill  was  heard  by  the  Urban 
Development  Committee  of  the  Citv  Council  last 
fall  and  received  very  favorable  public  response. 
Supportive  testimony  was  offered  by  the  Boston 
Redevelopment  Authority  and  the  Back  Bay  and 
Beac«i.  Hill  Commissions  as  well  as  many  local 
neighborhood  associations  and  historical  societies, 
many  loca'  neighborhood  associations  and  his- 
torical societies. 

We  look  forward  to  your  continued  support  for 
tills    legislation    which   is    so    important    for   the 
protection  of  Boston's  rich  heritage.

Section  1.  Purposes.  The  purposes  of  this  act 
are:  (a)  to  protect  the  beauty  of  the  city  of  Boston 
and  improve  the  quality  of  its  environment 
through  identification,  recognition,  conservation, 
maintenance,  and  enhancement  of  areas,  sites, 
structures,  and  fixtures  which  constitute  or  reflect 
distinctive  features  of  the  political,  economic, 
social,  cultural,  or  architectural  history  of  the  city; 
(b)  to  foster  appropriate  use  and  wider  public 
knowledge  and  appreciation  of  such  features,  areas, 
sites,  structures,  and  fixtures;  (c)  to  resist  and 
restrain  environmental  influences  adverse  to  such 
purposes;  (d)  to  encourage  private  efforts  in 
support  of  such  purposes;  and  (e)  by  furthering 
such  purposes  to  promote  the  public  welfare,  to 
strengthen  the  cultural  and  educational  life  of  the 
city  and  the  commonwealth  and  to  make  the  city  a 
more  attractive  and  desirable  place  in  which  to  live 
and  work.

"Boston  Redevelopment  Authority,"  a  public 
body,  politic  and  corporate,  created  pursuant  to 
chapter  121B  of  the  General  Laws,  which  shall 
include  any  successor  as  planning  agency  of  the 
city,  whether  by  operation  of  law  or  otherwise. 

"Building  Commissioner,"  the  building  com- 
missioner of  the  city. 

"City,"  the  city  of  Boston. 

"City  clerk,"  the  city  clerk  of  the  city. 

"Commission,"  the  commission  provided  for  by 
section  3. 

"Council,"  the  city  council  of  the  city. 

"Demolition,"  the  razing  of  any  exterior 
architectural  feature  or  structure,  including  its  ruin 
by  neglect  of  necessary  maintenance  and  repairs,  or 
either. 

"Exterior  architectural  features,"  the  site 
topography  and  general  architectural  arrangement, 
or  either,  of  such  portion  of  the  exterior  of  any 
structure  as  is  designed  to  be  open  to  view  from 
any  street  or  way  open  to  public  travel,  including 
but  not  limited  to  (a)  the  kind,  color,  and  texture 
of  the  building  material  of  such  portion  so  open  to 
view,  (b)  the  type  and  design  of  all  windows, 
doors,  lights,  signs,  and  other  fixtures  appurtenant 
to  such  portion,  (c)  the  location,  adequacy,  and 
treatment  of  any  vehicular  access  to  such  structure, 
and  (d)  the  location  and  treatment  of  any  motor 
vehicle  parking  space  appurtenant  to  such  structure 
and  so  open  to  view. 


"Historic  Beacon  Hill  District,"  the  district 
created  by  section  1  of  chapter  616  of  the  Acts  of 
1955,  as  amended  by  chapter  315  of  the  Acts  of 
1958  and  by  chapter  622  of  the  Acts  of  1963,  as  it 
now  or  may  hereafter  be  constituted. 

"Improvement,"  any  place,  structure,  building, 
fixture,  object,  or  landscape  or  topographic  feature 
which  in  whole  or  part  constitutes  an  exterior  or 
interior  betterment,  adornment,  or  enhancement 
of  any  real  property. 

"Landmark,"  any  physical  feature  or  im- 
provement designated  by  the  commission  in 
accordance  with  section  4  as  a  physical  feature  or 
improvement  which  in  whole  or  part  has  historical, 
social,  cultural,  architectural,  or  aesthetic 
significance  to  the  city  and  the  commonwealth,  the 
New  England  region,  or  the  nation. 

"Landmark  District,"  any  area  designated  by 
the  commission  in  accordance  with  section  4  as  an 
area  containing  any  physical  features  or  improve- 
ments, or  both,  which  are  of  historical,  social, 
cultural,  architectural,  or  aesthetic  significance  to 
the  city  and  the  commonwealth,  the  New  England 
region,  or  the  nation,  and  cause  such  area  to 
constitute  a  distinctive  section  of  the  city. 

"Mayor,"  the  mayor  of  the  city. 

"Privately  owned,"  all  property  which  is  not 
owned  by  the  city,  the  commonwealth,  or  the 
federal  government,  or  by  any  department,  board, 
agency,  or  authority  thereof. 

"Protection  Area,"  any  area  designated  by  the 
commission  in  accordance  with  section  4  as  an  area 
which  is  contiguous  to  and  constitutes  an  essential 
part  of  the  physical  environment  of  any 
architectural  conservation  district,  landmark,  or 
landmark  district. 

"Site  topography,"  all  or  any  of  the  topog- 
raphy, planting,  paving,  steps,  fencing,  and 
masonry  walls  of  the  site  of  any  structure. 

"Structure,"  a  structure  as  defined  in  the 
Boston  building  code  and  the  site  topography  of 
any  structure. 

Section  3.  Boston  Landmarks  Commission, 
a.  There  shall  be  in  the  Boston  Redevelopment 
Authority  a  commission  known  as  the  Boston 
Landmarks  Commission,  consisting  of  nine  mem- 
bers appointed  by  the  mayor  for  a  term  of  three 
years,  except,  however,  that  of  the  initial 
appointments  three  shall  be  for  a  term  expiring 
June  30,  1975,  three  for  a  term  expiring  June  30, 
1976,  and  three  for  a  term  expiring  June  30, 1977. 
Every  such  appointment  shall  be  made  by  the 
mayor  after  he  shall  have  received  from  the 
commission  and  considered  a  list  of  at  least  two 
recommendations  for  each  position  to  be  filled.  In 
preparing  such  a  list,  the  commission  shall  canvass 
appropriate  professional  societies  and  other  or- 
ganizations for  their  proposals  for  recommenda- 
tion, such  as  the  Boston  Society  of  Architects,  the 
Boston  Society  of  Landscape  Architects,  the 
Massachusetts  Historical  Society,  the  Boston  Bar 
Association,  the  Greater  Boston  Chamber  of 
Commerce,  the  Greater  Boston  Real  Estate  Board, 
the  Society  for  the  Preservation  of  New  England 
Antiquities,  the  Bostonian  Society,  any  local 
historical  society  or  association  devoted  to  the 
preservation  of  one  or  more  historical  places  within 
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the  city,  the  Back  Bay  Architectural  Commission, 
and  the  Beacon  Hill  Architectural  Commission. 
The  commission  shall  also  endeavor  to  publish  an 
advertisement  in  each  local  weekly  newspaper 
published  in  the  city  that  it  is  seeking  candidates  to 
recommend  to  the  mayor  for  appointment  to  the 
commission.  If  such  list  of  recommendations  for 
appointment  shall  not  have  been  submitted  to  the 
mayor  the  thirtieth  day  next  preceding  the  date  on 
which  the  appointment  is  to  be  effective,  the 
mayor  may  make  such  appointments  without 
regard  to  any  such  list.  Any  vacancy  in  the  office 
of  any  member  of  the  commission  shall  be  filled  in 
like  manner  for  the  unexpired  term  of  such  office. 
Such  recommendations  for  all  initial  appointments 
to  the  commission  shall  be  submitted  to  the  mayor 
not  later  than  ninety  days  after  the  effective  date 
of  this  act  by  the  special  advisory  board  on  historic 
preservation  named  in  1969  by  the  mayor  and  the 
director  of  the  Boston  Redevelopment  Authority, 
as  such  board  shall  be  constituted  on  the  effective 
date  of  this  act.  Said  board  shall  follow  the  same 
procedure  set  out  above  for  the  commission  in 
composing  a  list  of  candidates  for  recommendation 
to  the  mayor.  The  mayor  shall  appoint  persons 
who  have  demonstrated  knowledge  and  concern 
for  the  conservation  and  enhancement  of  those 
physical  features  of  the  city  which  are  important 
to  its  distinctive  character,  a  majority  of  whom 
shall  have  professional  experience  in  architecture, 
architectural  history,  landscape  architecture,  or 
planning. 

b.  Every  member  of  the  commission  shall 
continue  in  office  after  expiration  of  his  term  until 
his  successor  shall  have  been  duly  appointed.  The 
mayor  may  remove  any  member  in  accordance 
with  section  14  of  chapter  486  of  the  Acts  of 
1909.  No  member  shall  receive  compensation  for 
his  service  on  the  commission,  but  shall  be 
reimbursed  for  his  actual  expenses  reasonably  and 
necessarily  incurred  in  performance  of  his  official 
duties. 

c.  For  the  purposes  of  chapter  26  8A  of  the 
General  Laws  every  member  of  the  commission, 
and  every  person  who  shall,  on  a  part-time  and 
consultative  basis,  perform  any  professional 
services  for  the  commission  (such  as  the  services  of 
architect,  attorney,  engineer,  planner,  en- 
vironmentalist, or  expert  in  construction,  finance, 
real  estate,  or  traffic)  shall  be  deemed  to  be  a 
special  municipal  employee. 

d.  Without  regard  to  chapter  31  of  the  General 
Laws,  the  Boston  Redevelopment  Authority  shall 
provide  the  commission  with  an  administrative 
staff  acceptable  to  the  commission  and  adequate  to 
carry  on  the  functions  of  the  commission  as 
provided  for  in  this  act.  Such  staff  shall  be 
employees  of  the  Boston  Redevelopment  Au- 
thority. Notwithstanding  the  foregoing  the  com- 
mission may  contract  directly  for  such  professional 
and  expert  technical  assistance  as  such  business 
shall  require. 

e.  The  commission  shall  adopt,  and  may  from 
time  to  time  amend,  bylaws  concerning  its  internal 
management  and,  after  public  hearing,  may  adopt 
and  from  time  to  time  amend  regulations  for  the 


purpose  of  interpreting  this  act  and  implementing 
its  administration  and  enforcement,  which  regula- 
tions shall  be  in  addition  to  those  required  by 
section  4.  A  copy  of  every  such  bylaw  and 
amendment  thereof  and  every  regulation  and 
amendment  thereof  adopted  pursuant  to  this 
section  shall  be  filed  in  the  office  of  the  city  clerk; 
and  no  such  regulation  or  amendment  thereof  shall 
become  effective  until  it  shall  have  been  so  filed. 

f.  Annually  on  the  first  day  of  May,  or  as  soon 
thereafter  as  may  be  convenient,  the  commission 
shall  elect  one  of  its  members  as  chairman  and 
another  as  vice  chairman.  The  commission  shall 
designate  from  time  to  time  one  of  its  staff  to  serve 
as  its  secretary.  Whenever  the  secretary  shall  not 
attend  a  meeting  of  the  commission,  the 
commission  shall  elect  a  secretary  pro  tempore 
who  shall  take  the  minutes  of  the  meeting.  The 
records  of  the  commission  shall  set  forth  every 
determination  made  by  the  commission,  the  vote 
of  every  member  participating  in  such  determina- 
tion, and  the  absence  or  failure  to  vote  of  every 
other  member. 

g.  The  commission  shall  be  deemed  a  depart- 
ment of  the  city  for  the  purposes  of  section  53A  of 
chapter  44  of  the  General  Laws. 

Section  4.  Designations  by  Commission, 
a.  Subject  to  the  conditions  hereafter  specified  in 
this  section,  the  commission  on  its  own  initiative  at 
any  time  and  from  time  to  time  after  a  public 
hearing  (i)  by  majority  vote  of  all  members  of  the 
commission  may  designate  any  landmark,  land- 
mark district,  architectural  conservation  district,  or 
protection  area,  (ii)  by  such  vote,  may  amend  any 
such  designation,  and  (iii)  by  two-thirds  vote  of  all 
such  members,  may  rescind  in  whole  or  part  any 
such  designation.  The  mayor  or  any  ten  registered 
voters  of  the  city  may  petition  the  commission  to 
make  such  designation  or  amendment  or  rescission 
of  designation,  and  the  commission  shall,  within 
the  sixty  days  next  following  the  filing  of  such 
petition,  hold  a  public  hearing  on  such  petition. 

b.  No  such  hearing  shall  be  held  unless  and 
until  the  commission  shall  have  given  prior  notice 
thereof  by  an  appropriate  advertisement  published 
in  a  newspaper  of  general  circulation  in  the  city 
and  in  at  least  one  periodical,  if  any,  circulated  in 
the  vicinity  of  the  proposed  landmark,  district,  or 
area  at  least  three  weeks  prior  to  the  date  of  the 
hearing  and  by  mailing  a  copy  of  such  ad- 
vertisement to  every  owner  as  appearing  /n  the 
then  most  recent  tax  list  of  property  abutting  the 
proposed  landmark  or  within  the  proposed  district 
or  area,  and  to  the  mayor,  the  Boston  Re- 
development Authority,  the  city  clerk,  the  Office 
of  Public  Service,  and  any  other  city  department, 
board,  or  person  that  may  have  filed  a  written 
request  for  such  notice  with  the  commission. 
Whenever  feasible  in  the  judgment  of  the 
commission,  the  hearing  shall  be  held  in  the 
vicinity  of  such  district,  landmark,  or  area. 

c.  The  commission  shall  not  make  any 
designation,  amendment  of  designation,  or 
rescission  of  designation  until  it  has  received  and 
considered  a  report  thereon  from  the  Boston 
Redevelopment    Authority,    provided    that   if  no 
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such  report  has  been  received  within  twenty  days 
of  giving  notice  under  paragraph  b  hereof  the 
commission  may  render  its  decision  wiihout  such 
report. 

d.  The  commission  may  designate  as  a 
landmark  any  property  which  is  privately  owned  or 
owned  by  the  city  or  any  department,  board, 
agency,  or  state-created  local  authority  thereof. 
The  commission  may  include,  in  any  landmark 
district,  architectural  conservation  district,  or 
protection  area,  property  which  is  privately  owned 
or  owned  by  the  city  or  any  department,  board, 
agency,  or  state-created  local  authority  thereof. 

e.  The  commission  may  designate  individual 
sites  and  buildings  as  landmarks  in  the  manner 
provided  above  within  the  Historic  Beacon  Hill 
District  or  Back  Bay  Residential  District.  The 
commission  may  not  designate  as  a  landmark 
district,  architectural  conservation  district,  or 
protection  area  any  portion  of  the  Historic  Beacon 
Hill  District  or  Back  Bay  Residential  District. 

f.  Every  such  designation  or  amendment  of 
designation  of  any  landmark  district,  architectural 
conservation  district,  or  piotection  area  shall  state 
its  location,  describe  its  general  characteristics,  and 
specify  its  boundaries,  and  every  such  designation 
of  any  landmark  shall  state  its  location,  describe  its 
general  characteristics,  and  specify  the  boundaries 
of  its  site. 

g.  As  part  of  every  such  designation  or 
amendment  of  designation,  the  commission  shall 
adopt  regulations  which  shall  specify  general 
standards  and  other  appropriate  criteria  consistent 
with  the  purposes  of  this  act  and  the  provisions  of 
section  5  which  shall  be  applied  by  the  commission 
in  making  any  determination  under  section  7  with 
respect  to  the  designated  landmark  or  within  the 
designated  landmark  district,  architectural  con- 
servation district,  or  protection  area.  Such 
standards  and  criteria  shall  be  developed  by  the 
commission  after  it  has  studied  and  considered  any 
master  plan,  zoning  requirements,  projected  public 
improvements,  and  existing  and  proposed  renewal 
and  development  plans  applicable  to  the  section  of 
the  city  to  be  affected  by  such  designation  or 
amendment  of  designation.  Such  standards  and 
criteria  shall  take  account  of  the  differences  in 
significance  and  purpose  of  designation  between  a 
landmark,  landmark  district,  architectural  con- 
servation district,  and  protection  area;  provided, 
however,  that  the  standards  and  criteria  applicable 
within  any  protection  area  shall  relate  only  to 
demolition,  land  coverage,  height  of  structure, 
landscape,  or  topography. 

h.  A  designation  but  not  an  amendment  or 
rescission  of  designation  shall  be  deemed  to  be 
effective  when  a  petition  therefor  has  been  filed 
with  the  commission,  or  when  notice  of  public 
hearing  is  given  pursuant  to  section  4b,  whichever 
is  earlier,  unless  within  thirty  days  after  public 
hearing  the  commission  fails  to  make  such 
designation,  or  within  fifteen  days  after  presenta- 
tion to  him  of  a  designation  approved  by  the 
commission  the  mayor  shall  disapprove  thereof. 


i.  Every  designation,  amendment,  and 
rescission  of  designation  approved  by  the  com- 
mission shall  be  presented  to  the  mayor  for  his 
approval.  If  he  approves  it,  he  shall  sign  it.  If  he 
disapproves  it,  he  shall  file  it  with  the  city  clerk 
with  his  objections  thereto  in  writing.  Every  such 
designation,  amendment,  or  rescission  which 
within  fifteen  days  after  its  presentation  to  the 
mayor  is  neitner  signed  by  him  nor  filed  with  his 
written  objections  shall  be  deemed  approved  after 
the  sixteenth  day  tollowing  such  presentation. 

j.  Any  designation,  amendment  of  designation, 
and  rescission  of  designation,  which  is  deemed  to 
be  effective  in  accordance  with  section  4h  above 
shall  be  filed  by  the  commission  with  the  Suffolk 
County  registry  of  deeds,  the  city  clerk,  the  public 
improvement  commission,  ard  the  building 
commissioner. 

k.  The  commission  shall  not  reconsider  a 
proposed  designation,  amendment,  or  rescission  of 
designation  within  one  year  of  its  previous  hearing 
thereon,  unless  two-thirds  ef  all  its  members  vote 
to  do  so. 

Section  5.  Regulatory  Functions  of  the  Com- 
mission. Except  as  may  otherwise  be  provided  by 
regulations  of  the  commission  duly  adopted  and 
effect'Ve  in  accordance  with  section  4  or  section  3 
and  section  4 : 

a.  No  permit  shall  be  issued  by  the  building 
commissioner  for  any  reconstruction,  restoration, 
exterior  or  interior  replacement,  or  alteration  or 
demolition  of  any  landmark  or  for  the  construc- 
tion, reconstruction,  exterior  replacement,  or 
alteration  or  demolition  of  any  improvement  not  a 
landmark  in  any  landmark  district,  architectural 
conservation  district,  or  protection  area  unless  the 
application  for  such  permit  shall  be  accompanied 
by  a  certificate  issued  and  effective  in  accordance 
with  sections  7  or  8. 

b.  No  permit  shall  be  issued  by  the  Public 
Improvement  Commission  (or  such  other  agency,  if 
any,  of  the  city  as  shall  have  authority  to  issue 
such  permit)  for  the  erection  or  replacement  of 
any  sign,  marquee,  awning,  or  other  exterior 
architectural  feature  to  be  attached  or  appurtenant 
to  any  landmark  or  to  any  improvement  not  a 
landmark  in  any  landmark  district,  architectural 
conservation  district,  or  protection  area  unless  the 
application  for  such  permit  shall  be  accompanied 
by  such  a  certificate. 

c.  No  reconstruction,  restoration,  exterior 
erection,  exterior  or  interior  replacement,  or 
alteration  or  demolition  not  requiring  such  a 
building  permit  or  sign  permit  shall  be  undertaken 
by  any  person  or  by  any  officer,  department, 
agency,  authority,  or  board  of  the  city  or 
commonwealth  with  respect  to  any  landmark 
unless  such  person,  officer,  department,  agency, 
authority,  or  board  shall  first  have  applied  for  and 
received  such  a  certificate. 

d.  No  construction,  reconstruction,  exterior 
erection,  replacement,  or  alteration  or  demolition 
not  requiring  such  a  building  permit  or  sign  permit 
shall  be  undertaken  by  any  person  or  by  an  officer, 
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department,  agency,  authority,  or  board  of  the  city 
or  commonwealth  with  respect  to  any  improve- 
ment or  exterior  architectural  feature  in  any 
landmark  district  or  architectural  conservation 
district,  or  any  improvement  in  any  protection 
area,  unless  such  person,  officer,  department, 
agency,  authority,  or  board  shall  first  have  applied 
for  and  received  such  a  certificate. 

e.  The  regulatory  functions  of  the  commission 
as  described  in  this  section  shall  extend  to  any 
property  which  is  privately  owned,  owned  by  the 
city  or  state-created  local  authority,  and  designated 
as  a  landmark  or  located  in  or  to  be  constructed  in 
any  landmark  district,  architectural  conservation 
district,  or  protection  area,  and  to  plans,  projects, 
or  work  to  be  executed  or  assisted  by  the  city  or 
commonwealth  or  any  of  their  officers,  depart- 
ments, agencies,  authorities,  or  boards,  and 
affecting  any  landmark,  or  any  landmark  improve- 
ment or  exterior  architectural  feature  located  in  or 
to  be  constructed  in  any  landmark  district, 
architectural  conservation  district,  or  protection 
area. 

Section  6.  Filing  of  Application  for  Certificate 
from  Commission,  a.  Every  application  for  any 
certificate  required  by  section  5  shall  be  filed  with 
the  secretary  of  the  commission  and  shall  include 
as  appendices  a  copy  of  the  application,  if  any,  for 
the  building  permit  or  sign  permit  to  be 
accompanied  by  such  certificate,  and  such  plans, 
specifications,  and  other  information  as  shall  be 
prescribed  by  the  commission  in  its  regulations 
then  in  effect. 

b.  Within  the  eight  days  next  following  the 
date  of  such  filing  (excluding  any  Saturday, 
Sunday,  or  legal  holiday)  the  commission  (or  such 
representative  thereof  as  the  commission  shall  have 
duly  authorized  so  to  act  on  its  behalf)  shall 
determine  whether  the  application  shall  be  acted 
on  as  an  application  for  a  certificate  of  design 
approval  to  be  issued  in  accordance  with  section  7 
or  a  certificate  of  exemption  to  be  issued  in 
accordance  with  section  8;  and  if  eight  days  shall 
expire  without  any  such  determination  the 
commission  (or  such  representative)  shall  there- 
upon issue  a  certificate  of  exemption. 

Section  7.  Certificate  of  Design  Approval,  a. 
Except  as  otherwise  provided  in  paragraph  b  of  this 
section,  the  commission  shall  hold  a  public  hearing 
on  every  application  determined,  in  accordance 
with  section  6,  to  require  a  certificate  of  design 
approval. 

b.  The  commission  shall  give  at  least  ten  days' 
prior  notice  to  every  such  hearing  by  posting 
notice  thereof  in  the  office  of  the  city  clerk  and 
mailing  copy  of  such  notice  to  every  owner  (as 
appearing  on  the  then  most  recent  tax  list)  of 
property  abutting  the  landnurk  or  improvement 
which  is  the  subject  of  the  application,  the  mayor, 
the  Boston  Redevelopment  Authority,  and  any 
other  city  department,  board,  or  person  that  shall 
have  requested  notice  of  all  such  hearings. 

c.  Any  such  hearing  may  be  conducted  by  any 
member  or  members  or  employee  or  employees  of 
the  commission  duly  authorized  by  the  com- 
mission so  to  act  on  its  behalf,  in  which  event  such 


person  or  persons  shall,  promptly  following 
conclusion  of  the  hearing,  file  with  the  commission 
a  written  report  on  the  hearing  with  recommenda- 
tions for  action  by  the  commission. 

d.  As  soon  as  may  be  convenient  following 
such  hearing  (or  such  waiver  thereof),  but  not  later 
than  the  thirtieth  day  next  following  the  date  of 
filing  of  the  application  (or  such  further  time  as 
the  applicant  in  writing  may  allow  the  com- 
mission), the  commission  shall  determine  whether 
or  not  the  construction,  reconstruction,  restora- 
tion, alteration,  erection,  replacement,  or  de- 
molition delineated  in  the  application  and 
appendices  thereto  is  consistent  with  the  purposes 
of  this  act.  Forthwith  upon  making  such 
determination,  the  commission  shall  issue  a 
certificate  of  design  approval  or  shall  state  in 
writing  its  reasons  (including  such  recommenda- 
tions, if  any,  as  the  commission  may  deem 
appropriate)  for  not  issuing  such  certificate  and 
shall  by  certified  mail  give  notice  of  such 
determination  to  the  applicant  and,  whenever  a 
public  hearing  shall  have  been  held,  to  every  person 
who,  and  organization  or  society,  and  officer, 
department,  agency,  authority,  or  board  of  the  city 
or  commonwealth  that,  in  accordance  with 
paragraph  b  above  of  this  section,  shall  have  been 
entitled  to  notice  of  such  hearing.  If  the 
commission  shall  fail  so  to  act  within  the  said 
period  of  time,  such  application  shall  be  considered 
approved  by  operation  of  law,  and  the  commission 
shall,  upon  demand  of  the  applicant  following 
expiration  of  such  period,  forthwith  issue  a 
certificate  of  exemption. 

e.  In  making  such  determination  the  com- 
mission shall  consider:  (i)  the  regulations  adopted 
by  the  commission  under  section  4  as  part  of  the 
designation  to  which  the  application  is  subject;  (ii) 
the  relationship  of  the  construction,  reconstruc- 
tion, restoration,  alteration,  erection,  replacement, 
or  demolition  delineated  in  the  application  and 
appendices  thereto  to  the  entirety  of  the  landmark, 
improvement  or  exterior  architectural  feature 
which  is  the  subject  of  the  application,  to  other 
physical  features  or  improvements  in  the  landmark 
district,  aichitectural  conservation  district,  or 
protection  area,  if  any,  where  such  landmark, 
improvement,  or  exterior  architectural  feature  is 
located,  and  to  rhe  historical,  social,  cultural, 
architectural,  or  aesthetic  significance  to  the  city, 
the  commonwealth,  the  New  England  region,  or 
the  nation  of  such  landmark,  improvement,  or 
exterior  architectural  feature;  and  (iii)  such 
historical,  social,  cultural,  architectural,  or 
aesthetic  consideration  or  considerations,  if  any,  as 
the  commission  shall  deem  significant  and  directly 
related  to  effecting  the  purposes  of  this  act. 

f.  The  commission  may  incorporate  in  any 
certificate  of  design  approval  such  condition  or 
conditions,  if  any,  as  the  commission  may  find 
necessary  or  desirable  to  effect  the  purposes  of  this 
act  and  shall  specify  which  conditions  shall  be 
covenants  running  with  the  land.  Prior  to  any  such 
incorporation,  the  commission  may  advise  the 
applicant  of  the  proposed  condition  or  conditions 
and     invite     his    comments     thereon     and,    in 
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accordance  with  the  procedures  and  criteria  of  this 
section,  may  at  any  time  and  from  time  to  time 
modify  or  remove  any  condition  so  incorporated. 

g.  No  certificate  of  design  approval  issued  by 
the  commission  subject  to  any  condition,  nor  any 
action  by  the  commission  modifying  or  removing 
any  such  condition,  shall  take  effect  until  notice 
thereof  shall  have  been  recorded  in  the  Suffolk 
County  registry  of  deeds.  Such  notice  shall  contain 
the  name  and  address  of  the  owner  as  appearing  on 
the  then  most  recent  tax  list  of  the  property  which 
is  the  subject  of  the  application,  shall  identify  such 
property,  shall  state  the  date  and  docket  number 
of  the  commission's  determination  on  the  applica- 
tion, and  shall  summarize  every  such  condition. 
Such  notice  shall  be  indexed  in  the  grantor  index 
under  the  name  of  such  owner,  and  the  fee  for 
such  recording  shall  be  paid  by  the  applicant. 

Section  8.  Certificate  of  Exemption,  a.  A 
certificate  of  exemption  shall  be  issued  by  the 
commission  in  response  to  every  application 
determined,  in  accordance  with  section  6,  to 
delineate  (i)  only  ordinary  maintenance  and  repair 
involving  no  change  in  design,  material,  color,  and 
outward  appearance,  or  any  of  them;  or  (ii)  any 
construction,  reconstruction,  restoration,  altera- 
tion, erection,  replacement,  or  demolition  which 
the  building  commissioner  shall  have  certified  as 
being  required  to  remove  or  rectify  a  condition 
dangerous  to  the  public  safety;  or  (iii)  any 
construction,  reconstruction,  restoration,  altera- 
tion, erection,  replacement,  or  demolition  au- 
thorized under  any  building  permit  or  sign  permit 
duly  issued  prior  to  the  effective  date  of  this  act. 

b.  Such  a  certificate  may  be  issued  by  the 
commission  in  response  to  any  application 
whenever,  in  accordance  with  section  6,  it  shall  be 
determined  (i)  that  the  construction,  reconstruc- 
tion, restoration,  alteration,  erection,  replacement, 
or  demolition  delineated  in  the  application  and 
appendices  thereto  would  not  materially  impair  the 
historical,  social,  cultural,  architectural,  or 
aesthetic  significance  of  the  landmark  or  improve- 
ment which  is  the  subject  of  the  application  and 
the  landmark  district  or  architectural  conservation 
district,  if  any,  in  which  such  landmark  or 
improvement  is  located;  and  (ii)  that  failure  to 
issue  such  certificate  would  impose  substantial 
hardship  on  the  applicant. 

Section  9.  Appeals,  a.  Any  person -who,  having 
filed  an  application  with  the  commission  in 
accordance  with  section  6,  shall  be  aggrieved  by 
any  determination  made  by  the  commission  with 
respect  to  such  application  may,  within  the  thirty 
days  next  following  date  of  such  determination, 
appeal  the  determination  to  the  superior  court  in 
equity  for  Suffolk  County.  Whether  or  not  such 
determination  shall  have  been  made  after  a  public 
hearing,  such  appeal  may  also  be  taken  by  any 
person  who  shall  be  entitled  to  notice  of  all  public 
hearings  held  by  the  commission  under  section  7. 

b.  Upon  every  such  appeal  the  court  shall  hear 
all  pertinent  evidence  and,  on  the  basis  thereof, 
shall  affirm  the  determination  of  the  commission 
or,  if  it  finds  the  reasons  given  by  the  commission 
to    be   unwarranted   by    the    evidence    or   to  be 


insufficient  in  law  to  warrant  the  determination  of 
the  commission,  shall  annul  the  determination  of 
the  commission  or.  make  such  other  decree  as 
justice  and  equity  may  require.  The  remedy 
provided  by  this  section  shall  be  exclusive,  but  the 
parties  shall  have  all  rights  of  exception  and  appeal 
as  in  other  equity  cases.  Costs  shall  not  be  allowed 
against  the  commission  or  any  appellant  unless  the 
court  shall  find  that  the  commission's  determina- 
tion shall  have  been  made,  or  the  appellant's  appeal 
shall  have  been  taken,  in  bad  faith. 

Section  10.  Enforcement,  a.  Whoever,  without 
the  certificate  required  by  and  effective  in 
accordance  with  this  act,  shall  undertake  any  (i) 
reconstruction,  restoration,  exterior  erection,  ex- 
terior or  interior  replacement,  or  alteration  or 
demolition  of  any  landmark  or  any  (ii)  construc- 
tion, reconstruction,  exterior  erection,  replace- 
ment, or  alteration  or  demolition  with  respect  to 
any  exterior  architectural  feature  in  any  landmark 
district,  architectural  conservation  district,  or 
protection  area  shall  be  punished  by  a  fine  of  not 
less  than  $50  nor  more  than  $500,  and  whoever, 
after  having  received  from  the  commission 
appropriate  notice  to  desist,  shall,  in  violation  of 
this  act,  maintain  any  exterior  architectural  feature 
of  any  landmark  or  in  any  such  district  or  area 
shall  be  punished  by  a  fine  of  not  less  than  $50  nor 
more  than  $500.  A  separate  offense  shall  occur 
every  day  during  any  portion  of  which  any  such 
violation  shall  transpire. 

b.  Upon  petition  of  the  commission,  the 
superior  court  in  equity  for  Suffolk  County  may 
restrain  any  construction,  reconstruction,  restora- 
tion, erection,  replacement,  alteration,  or  de- 
molition in  violation  of  this  act  and  may  order  the 
removal  in  whole  or  part  of  any  exterior 
architectural  feature  maintained  in  violation  of  this 
act,  and  such  reconstruction  or  restoration  as  may 
be  necessary  or  desirable  to  redress  any  alteration 
or  demolition  undertaken  in  violation  of  this  act. 

Section  11.  Other  Functions  of  Commission,  a. 
The  commission  may  conduct  and  direct  con- 
tinuing studies  of  areas,  physical  features,  and 
improvements  in  the  city  which  are  known  to  or 
shall  be  brought  to  the  attention  of  the 
commission  as  possible  landmarks,  landmark 
districts,  architectural  conservation  districts,  or 
protection  areas,  may  from  time  to  time  make 
appropriate  reports  on  such  studies,  may  carry  on 
educational  activities  in  furtherance  of  the 
purposes  of  this  act,  and  shall  advise  such  other 
officials  of  the  city  as  the  mayor  may  from  time  to 
time  specify  and  may  advise  any  official  of  the 
city,  the  commonwealth,  the  New  England  region, 
or  the  nation  who  may  request  such  advice. 

b.  The  commission  shall  be  deemed  for  all 
purposes  to  be  the  historical  commission  of  the 
city  and  shall  have  all  the  powers  of  a  historical 
commission  under  section  8D  of  chapter  40  of  the 
General  Laws,  but  if  in  any  case  the  provisions  of 
said  section  8D  of  chapter  40  shall  conflict  with 
this  act,  the  provisions  of  this  act  shall  govern. 

c.  In  the  name  of  the  city  and  in  order  to 
effect  the  purposes  of  this  act  the  commission 
may,  with  the  consent  of  the  mayor  and  council, 
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apply  for  any  gift  or  grant  of  any  property  and  any 
form  of  subvention  and,  subject  to  the  consent  of 
the  mayor  and  council,  may  receive  any  such  gift, 
grant,  or  subvention  and  acquire  by  gift,  purchase, 
grant,  bequest,  devise,  lease,  or  otherwise  the  fee, 
any  lesser  interest,  development  right,  easement 
(including  any  scenic  easement),  covenant,  or  other 
contractual  right  (including  conveyances  on  condi- 
tions or  with  limitations  or  reversions)  in  any 
property  in  the  city. 

d.  Upon  written  request  by  the  commission  of 
the  mayor,  the  city,  by  a  two-thirds  vote  of  the 
council  and  the  consent  of  the  mayor,  may,  in 
order  to  effect  the  purposes  of  this  act,  take  by 
eminent  domain  under  chapter  79  of  the  General 
Laws  any  real  estate  or  interest  therein  located  in 
the  city  and,  by  such  vote  and  such  consent,  the 
city  may  appropriate  and  expend  money  for  the 
purpose  of  paying,  in  whole  or  part,  any  damages 
for  which  the  city  may  be  liable  by  reason  of  any 
such  taking. 

e.  All  property  so  received,  acquired,  or  taken 
shall  be  managed  and  controlled  by  the  com- 
mission in  the  name  of  the  city. 

f.  In  the  name  of  the  city,  in  order  to  effect 
the  purposes  of  this  act,  and  subject  to  the  consent 
of  the  mayor  and  council,  the  commission  may,  by 
sale,  barter,  or  other  exchange,  convey  with  deed 
restrictions  or  other  protective  encumbrances  or 
otherwise  transfer  any  property  managed  and 
controlled  by  it. 

Section  12.  Severability.  The  provisions  of  this 
act  are  severable;  and  if  any  such  provision  or 
provisions  shall  be  held  invalid  or  unconstitutional 
by    any    decision    of  any    court   of  competent 


jurisdiction    such    decision    shall    not   impair    or 
otherwise  affect  any  other  provisions  of  this  act.

OPINION  OF  CORPORATION  COUNSEL  RE 
SEEKING  CRIMINAL  COMPLAINT 
AGAINST  PAUL  PARKS,  MODEL  CITY 
ADMINISTRATOR 

The  following  was  received: 
City  of  Boston, 
Law  Department,  April  25,  1974. 
To  the  City  Clerk. 
Dear  Sir: 

I  am  in  receipt  of  an  order  passed  by  the  City 
Council  on  April  22,  1974.  purporting  to  direct 
me,  in  their  name  and  behalf,  to  seek  a  criminal 
complaint  against  Mr.  Paul  Parks,  Administrator  of 
the  Model  City  Agency  charging  him  with  violation 
of  G.  L.  c.  56,  s.36,  and  to  notify  you  of  my  action 
in  connection  therewith.  I  respectfully  decline  to 
seek  this  complaint  because  I  know  of  no  facts  to 
which  I  could  swear  showing  probable  cause  to 
believe  that  a  violation  of  G.  L.  c.  56,  s.36,  has 
occurred.  In  these  circumstances  I  cannot 
conscientiously  comply  with  the  City  Council's 
order.  Moreover,  were  I  to  do  so,  I  should  be  liable 
in  an  action  for  malicious  prosecution.  Bacon  v. 
Townc,  Cush.  (58  Mass.)  217,  238-9;  Lincoln  v. 
Shea,  Mass.  Adv.  Sh.  (1972)  125,  128. 
For  the  convenience  of  the  City  Council,  I  set 
out  G.  L.  c.  56,  s.36,  below: 

"No  person  in  the  service  of  the  common- 
wealth or  of  any  county,  city,  or  town  shall  use 
his  official  authority  or  influence  to  coerce  the 
political  action  of  any  person  or  body,  or  to 
interfere  with  any  election. 

"Violation  of  any  provision  of  this  section 
shall  be  punished  by  a  fine  of  not  less  than  one 
hundred  nor  more  than  one  thousand  dollars." 
This  statute  forbids  the  use  of  official  authority 
or  influence  to  (1)  coerce  the  political  action  of 
any  person  or  body  or  (2)  to  interfere  with  any 
election.  I  know  of  no  fact  which  tends  to  show 
"coercion"  of  the  political  action  of  any  person  or 
body.  See  Pare  v.  Donovan,  281  N.Y.S.  2d  884, 
891.  Nor  has  anyone  used  his  official  authority  or 
influence  to  interfere  with  an  election,  because 
there  has  been  no  election. 

May  I  take  this  opportunity  to  point  out  that  a 
criminal  complaint  may  be  made  by  any  person 
who  is  competent  to  make  oath  to  the  facts 
therein.  Commonwealth  v.  Carroll,  145  Mass.  403. 
If  any  member  of  the  City  Council  knows  such 
facts  as  show  probable  cause  to  believe  that  a 
violation  of  G.  L.  c.  58,  s.36,  has  occurred,  he  may, 
and  indeed  should,  make  oath  to  the  same  before 
the  appropriate  officer.

1,  1975,  a  board  known  as  the  Model  Neighbor- 
hood Board,  which  shall  be  the  successor  to  the 
Model  Neighborhood  Board  created  by  chapter  16 
of  the  Ordinances  of  1969,  as  amended,  and  which 
shall  be  the  official  community  representative  of 
the  model  neighborhood  area,  which  is  the  same 
area  as  was  defined  for  the  purposes  of  the 
comprehensive  city  demonstration  program  carried 
out  under  the  Federal  Demonstration  Cities  and 
Metropolitan  Development  Act  of  1966,  as 
amended.  The  Mode!  Neighborhood  Board  shall 
consist  of  eighteen  residents  of  the  model 
neighborhood  area  elected  as  follows: 

In  the  case  of  three  members,  who  shall  be 
known  as  Subarea  I  representatives,  by  the 
residents  of  the  model  neighborhood  within 
precincts  4,  5,  6,  and  7  in  Ward  1 1 ;  in  the  case  of 
three  other  members,  who  shall  be  known  as 
Subarea  II  representatives,  by  the  residents  of  the 
model  neighborhood  within  precincts  4  and  5  in 
Ward  9  and  precincts  1  and  2  in  Ward  11;  in  the 
case  of  three  other  members,  who  shall  be  known 
as  Subarea  III  representatives,  by  the  residents  of 
the  model  neighborhood  within  precincts  3,  4,  and 
7  in  Ward  8  and  precincts  1  and  4  in  Ward  12;  in 
the  case  of  three  other  members,  who  shall  he 
known  as  Subarea  IV  representatives,  by  the 
residents  of  the  model  neighborhood  within 
precincts  5  and  6  in  Ward  8  and  precincts  1 ,  2,  and 
4  in  Ward  13;  in  the  case  of  three  other  members, 
who  shall  be  known  as  Subarea  V  representatives. 
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by  the  residents  of  the  model  neighborhood  within 
precincts  2  and  6  in  Ward  12,  precinct  1  in  Ward 
13,  and  precincts  1  and  3  in  Ward  14;  and  in  the 
case  of  the  three  remaining  members,  who  shall  be 
known  as  Subarea  VI  representatives,  by  the 
residents  of  the  model  neighborhood  within 
precincts  2,  4,  6,  7,  and  9  in  Ward  14;  provided, 
however,  that  the  initial  members  of  said  board 
shall  be  the  persons  holding  office  in  the  Model 
Neighborhood  Board  created  under  chapter  16  of 
the  ordinances  of  1969,  as  amended,  who  shall 
hold  office  until  their  successors  shall  have  been 
elected  and  qualified.  On  the  fourth  Tuesday  in 
June,  i  974,  an  election  shall  be  conducted  at  all  of 
the  regular  polling  places  within  those  precincts  by 
the  Board  of  Election  Commissioners  at  which 
residents  of  the  model  neighborhood  area  within 
said  precincts  as  determined  by  the  then  latest 
listing  of  the  listing  board  shall  elect  persons  to 
serve  as  members  of  the  Model  Neighborhood 
Board  from  July  1,  1974,  until  July  1,  1975.  The 
cost  of  this  election  shall  be  paid  from  Model  City 
funds.  Each  member  elected  hereby  shall  be  a 
resident  of  the  Subarea  specified  above  when 
elected  and  must  continue  to  be  a  resident  of  said 
subarea  "during  the  term  for  which  he  or  she  has 
been  elected,  and  if  he  or  she  fails  to  maintain  that 
residence,  the  Model  Neighborhood  Board  shall 
declare  that  a  vacancy  exists.  !f  at  any  time  a 
vacancy  occurs  in  the  office  of  a  member,  the 
remaining  members  shall  within  sixty  days  of  the 
occurrence  of  such  vacancy  choose,  as  member  for 
unexpired  term,  whichever  of  the  defeated 
candidates  for  the  office  of  such  member  at  the 
last  regular  election  at  which  members  were  elected 
for  the  term  in  which  the  vacancy  occurs  is  eligible 
and  willing  to  serve  and  received  the  highest 
number  of  votes  at  such  election.  If  there  is  no 
such  defeated  candidate  eligible  and  willing  to 
serve  then  there  shall  be  a  special  election  in  those 
precincts  in  which  the  vacancy  occurs  to  be  held 
by  the  Board  of  Election  Commissioners  at  all  the 
regular  polling  places  within  those  precincts  within 
sixty  days  of  the  occurrence  of  such  vacancy.  The 
members  of  the  Model  Neighborhood  Board  shall 
be  reimbursed  from  Model  City  Program  funds  for 
loss  of  compensation  and  expenses  necessarily 
incident  to  the  performance  of  their  duties.  The 
members  of  said  board  are  hereby  classified  as 
special  municipal  employees  for  the  purposes  of 
chapter  268A  of  the  General  Laws. 

The  Model  Neighborhood  Board  shall  review 
and  approve,  disapprove,  or  approve  in  part  all 
plans,  programs,  proposals,  budgets,  and  contracts 
which  were  part  of.  continue  parts  of,  or  are  being 
considered  for  incorporation  into  the  comprehen- 
sive city  demonstration  program  carried  out  under 
the  federal  Demonstration  Cities  and  Metropolitan 
Development  Act  of  1966,  as  amended,  or  any 
successor  comprehensive  program  thereto  affecting 
the  model  neighborhood  area,  and  shall  also  keep 
all  such  activities  under  continuous  review  and 
receive  lor  each  program  a  year-end  financial 
report.  As  part  of  the  above-described  review  and 
approval  process,  said  board  shall  review  all 
contracts  relative  to  the  said  plans  and  programs  to 


insure  their  compliance  with  the  said  plans  and 
programs.  Prior  to  the  final  execution  of  each 
contract,  said  board  may  approve,  disapprove,  or 
approve  in  part  and  recommend  changes  to  the 
following  provisions  of  the  contract:  (1)  scope  of 
services,  (2)  contractor  selection,  (3)  budget,  (4) 
time  table,  and  (5)  role  of  the  Model  Neighbor- 
hood Board  in  monitoring  and  evaluating  the  plans 
and  programs  and  the  contract.  Such  provisions 
shall  include  all  exhibits,  appendices,  and  docu- 
ments incorporated  therein  by  reference  and 
pertaining  thereto.  If  such  action  is  not  taken  by 
said  board  within  twenty-one  days  after  the  receipt 
of  each  contract  by  said  board,  the  contract  shall 
be  deemed  approved.  Said  board  may  make 
recommendations  to  the  mayor  through  the 
director  of  his  Office  of  Community  Services 
(hereinafter  called  the  director)  with  regard  to 
plans,  programs,  policies,  proposals,  budgets,  and 
contracts;  and  after  considering  the  director's  own 
recommendations  and  views  of  the  community, 
said  board  may  make  confirmed  recommendations. 
Whenever  a  majority  of  said  board  makes  any  such

AT  BOSTON  CITY  HOSPITAL 

Coun.  IANNELLA  offered  the  following: 

Whereas.  Abortion  practices  at  the  Boston  City 
Hospital  have  led  to  indictments;  and 

Whereas,  This  situation  indicates  an  inability  of 
that  department  to  properly  supervise  such 
operations;  and 

Whereas,  No  decision  of  the  Supreme  Court 
requires  any  hospital,  or  any  hospital  employee,  to 
perform  abortions;  and 

Whereas,  The  trustees  of  the  Boston  City 
Hospital  have  suspended  non therapeutic  abortions 
in  light  of  the  indictments  issued;  and 

Whereas.  It  has  been  reported  that  the  great 
majority  of  employees  of  the  Boston  City  Hospital 
have,  on  moral  grounds,  refused  to  perform 
non  therapeutic  abortions;  and 

Whereas-,  This  situation  is  such  that  few 
qualified  personnel  are  available  to  perform  such 
operations;  and 

Whereas,  This  situation  compromises  the 
quality  of  care  at  Boston  City  Hospital;  now, 
therefore,  be  it 

Resolved,  That  the  Boston  City  Council,  in 
meeting  assembled,  requests  the  trustees  of  the 
Department  of  Health  and  Hospitals  to  per- 
manently cease  the  performance  of  nontherapeutic 
abortions  at  the  Boston  City  Hospital;  and  be  it 
further 

Resolved,  That  the  City  Clerk  be,  and  hereby  is, 
requested  and  directed  to  send  a  copy  of  this 
resolution  to  his  honor  the  Mayor  and  to  each  of 
the  trustees  of  the  Board  of  Health  and  Hospitals.

Whereas,  College-bound  seniors  have  planned 
their  courses  carefully  to  comply  with  entrance 
requirements  at  their  chosen  schools;  and 

Whereas,  Participation  in  athletics,  school  spirit, 
and  personal  relationships  with  teachers,  head- 
masters, and  guidance  counsellors  are  important 
motivating  factors  to  these  students;  and 

Whereas,  Many  such  students  and  their  parents 
have  petitioned  for  exemption  from  the  state  plan; 
now,  therefore,  be  it 

Resolved,  That  the  Boston  City  Council  in 
meeting  assembled  does  hereby  request  the  Boston 
School  Committee,  the  State  Board  of  Education, 
the  Honorable  Attorney-General,  and  his  Ex- 
cellency the  Governor  to  take  such  action  as  is 
necessary  to  exempt  seniors  from  the  state-ordered 
plan;  and  be  it  further

UNITED  NATIONS  TAKE  ACTION  RE

Whereas,  During  the  past  half  century  in  the  six 
northeastern  counties  British  rule  has  resulted  in 
deliberate  governmental  acts  of  discrimination 
against  the  Catholic  minority,  resulting  finally  in 
1968  in  the  public  demand  for  basic  civil  rights; 
and 

Whereas,  Hostile  and  warlike  actions  have  been 
conducted  by  the  British  Army  of  occupation,  and 
many  citizens  have  been  beaten  in  their  homes  and 
others  have  been  incarcerated  without  charge  or 
trial;  and 
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Whereas,  Documentations  by  impartial  inquiries 
and  by  the  British  House  of  Commons  established 
that  inhuman  treatment  being  meted  out  to  the 
members  of  the  minority  was  in  violation  of  the 
basic  national  and  international  laws  and  rules;  and 

Whereas,  In  particular,  four  Irish  political 
prisoners  are  now  serving  life  sentences  in  English 
jails ;  and 

Whereas,  These  prisoners  have  gone  on  a  hunger 
strike  in  an  effort  to  bring  about  their  transfer  to 
jails  in  the  occupied  six  counties  of  northeast 
Ireland,  where  it  would  be  easier  for  their  families 
to  visit  them;  and 

Whereas,  The  British  Government  has  refused 
to  respond  to  a  demand  from  its  own  citizens, 
including  a  Minister  for  Home  Affairs,  that  people 
convicted  of  criminal  offenses  be  transferred  to 
prisons  near  their  homes;  and 

Whereas,  Members  of  the  academic  world  and 
publicly  elected  representatives  of  the  people  in 
the  Parliaments  of  England  and  Ireland  have  urged 
the  British  Government  to  transfer  the  four 
prisoners,  Marion  and  Dolours  Price,  Hugh  Feeney, 
and  Gerald  Kelly,  to  prisons  in  the  six  counties,  in 
order  to  bring  an  end  to  the  hunger  strike  and 
forced-feeding;  and 

Whereas,  In  England,  Irish  political  prisoners, 
both  men  and  women,  are  subjected  to  trials  in  an 
atmosphere  charged  with  prejudice,  hate,  and 
hysteria,  and  the  sentences  administered  to  them 
amount  to  cruel  and  inhuman  treatment;  and 

Whereas,  Hundreds  of  Irish  citizens  in  Northern 
Ireland  are  incarcerated  for  terms  of  years  without 
charge  or  trial  and  as  to  them  the  right  of  the 
habeas  corpus  writ  and  of  trial  by  jury  has  been 
denied:  and 

Whereas,  The  City  Council  of  the  City  of  New 
York  has  called  upon  the  Human  Rights 
Commission  of  the  United  Nations  to  investigate 
the  aforementioned  and  take  appropriate  action; 
now,  therefore,  be  it 

Resolved.  That  the  City  Clerk  forward  a  copy 
of  this  resolution  to  the  Human  Rights  Com- 
mission of  the  United  Nations,  to  the  end  that  the 
City  of  Boston  become  a  cocomplajnant  in  this 
matter;  and  be  it  further 

Resolved,  That  the  said  commission  be,  and 
hereby  is,  requested  to  take  such  action  as  will 
result  in  guaranteed  constitutional  freedom  to  all

one  from  three  candidates  nominated  by  the 
Greater  Boston  Chamber  of  Commerce,  one  from 
three  candidates  nominated  by  the  Building  and 
Construction  Trades  Council  of  the  Metropolitan 
District,  and  two  from  four  candidates  nominated 
by  the  Legislative  Council  for  Older  Americans, 
who  shall  be  classified  as  special  municipal 
employees  for  the  purpose  of  chapter  268A-of  the 
General  Laws. 
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The  members  snail,  by  majority  vote,  elect  one 
of  its  members  chairman.  The  commission  may 
appoint  a  clerical  assistant. 

Ali  members  of  the  commission  shail  serve 
without  compensation,  but  shall  be  reimbursed  for 
expenses  necessarily  incurred  in  the  performance 
of  their  duties. 

Section  2.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Special 
Commission  on  Housing  for  the  Elderly  to  meet  at

APPROVING  PETITION  FOR  SPECIAL  LAW  TO 
ENABLE  CITY  TO  TERMINATE  LEASE  ON 
HAYWARD  PLACE  GARAGE 

The  following  was  received: 

City  of  Boston, 
Office  of  the  Mayor. 
To  the  City  Council. 
Gentlemen: 

I  transmit  herewith  and  recommend  that  you 
adopt  a  home  rule  petition  which  would  enable  the 
city  to  terminate  the  lease  on  the  Hayward  Place 
Garage.  The  legislation  would  amend  St.  1946,  c. 
474,  s.  1(e),  as  amended  by  St.  1948,  c.  612,  s. 
2(e),  and  St.  1946,  c.  474,  s.  1(f).  These  statutory 
provisions  prohibit  the  Real  Property  Board  and 
the  lessees  of  city-owned  parking  garages  from 
modifying  or  canceling  leases  of  land  on  which 
such  garages  are  constructed  (except  in  the  event 
of  breach)  and  require  the  Board  to  sell  to  the 
highest  bidder  at  public  auction  any  surplus 
property  originally  acquired  for  parking  garage 
purposes. 

The  Board  in  1956  leased  certain  property  to 
Code  Realty,  Inc.,  for  a  term  expiring  on  August 
31,  1996,  and  Code  Realty,  Inc.,  constructed  a 
parking  garage  thereon.  Both  the  Board  and  Code 
Really,     Inc.,    agree     that     the     lease     should     be 
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terminated.  The  garage  is  one  of  several  in  the  city 
operated  by  mechanical  car  lifts,  which  are 
generally  considered  to  be  inefficient.  For  this 
reason  and  because  of  changing  traffic  patterns  in 
the  area,  the  garage  is  usually  filled  to  only  50 
percent  of  capacity  and,  in  fact,  has  been  operating 
at  a  loss.  It  therefore  is  uneconomical  and  generally 
does  not  serve  the  purpose  originally  intended.  The 
Board  has  recently  made  formal  findings  to  this 
effect. 

This  special  legislation  would  affect  only  the 
Hayward  Place  Garage  covered  by  this  lease  and 
would  permit  a  termination  of  the  lease  by 
agreement. 

The  R.  H.  White  Building  on  the  adjoining  parcel 
has  now  been  demolished,  and  the  city  is  pursuing 
a  possible  development  of  which  the  Hayward 
Place  Garage  site  would  be  part.  Since  the  Hayward 
Place  site  will  be  an  essential  feature  of  any 
development,  it  seems  appropriate  to  authorize 
now  the  termination  of  this  obsolete  garage. 

The  proposed  legislation  permits  disposal  to 
such  a  developer,  and  in  any  case  ensures  that  a 
sale  will  bring  a  fair  return  to  the  city. 

I  am  enthusiastic  about  this  prospect  of 
development  of  this  area  and  urge  you  to  approve 
this  legislation  which  will  be  a  necessary 
preliminary  step.

In  addition  to  its  powers  under 
chapter  473  of  the  Acts  of  1946,  as  amended,  and 
notwithstanding  any  provisions  to  the  contrary  in 
said  chapter  473,  as  amended,  the  real  property 
board  of  the  City  of  Boston,  as  successor  to  the 
board  of  real  estate  commissioners  of  said  city, 
shall  have,  and  may,  with  the  approval  of  the 
mayor  of  said  city,  exercise,  the  following  powers 
on  behalf  of  said  city  with  respect  to  that  lease  by 
and  between  the  City  of  Boston  and  Code  Realty, 
Inc.,  dated  the  twenty-ninth  day  of  August,  1956, 
and  recorded  in  the  Suffolk  County  registry  of 
deeds  at  Book  7180,  page  153,  and  with  respect  to 
the  premises  described  in  said  lease  (a)  the  power 
to  cancel  said  lease  with  the  consent  of  the  lessee, 
on  such  terms  as  said  board  deems  satisfactory;  and 
(b)  the  power,  upon  cancellation  of  said  lease,  to 
sell  land  and  the  structure  or  structures  thereon,  if 
any,  at  private  sale  upon  such  tPrms  as  said  board 
deems  satisfactory,  at  a  price  not  lower  than  that 
established  by  an  independent  appraisal  of  said 
premises,  it  being  hereby  determined  that  said 
premises  are  no  longer  required  for  the  purposes  of 
said  chapter  473,  as  amended. 

Section  2.  This  act  shall  take  effect  upon  its 
passage.

ORDINANCE  CREATING  IN  THE  CITY  A 
DEPARTMENT  OF  BUILDING  AND  HOUS- 
ING REGULATION  AND  ABOLISHING 
THE  BUILDING  DEPARTMENT  AND  THE 
DEPARTMENT  OF  HOUSING  INSPECTION 

The  following  was  received: 

City  of  Boston, 
Office  of  the  Mayor,  May  6,  1974. 
To  the  City  Council. 
Gentlemen: 

I  transmit  herewith,  and  recommend  that  you 
adopt,  an  ordinance  merging  the  Building  and 
Housing  Inspection  Departments  and  the  uni- 
formed sanitary  inspectors  of  the  Public  Works 
Department  into  a  Department  of  Building  and 
Housing  Regulation.  This  consolidation  would 
combine  the  enforcement  of  all  codes  relating  to 
the  safety  and  environmental  sanitation  of 
buildings,  dwellings,  vacant  lots,  and  the  public 
way.  The  Home  Rule  Commission  in  1971 
recommended  such  reform  so  as  to  eliminate  the 
chronic  confusion  over  enforcement  jurisdiction  in 
the  existing  departments. 

This  reorganization  is  designed  to  deliver  all 
related  inspection  services  by  one  department  in 
the  neighborhoods  and  at  the  pace  and  degree 
desired  by  the  people.  Inspectional  services  will  be 
delivered  without  duplication,  expediently  and 
consistent  with  services  of  other  city  departments 
and  the  city's  general  plan.  Services,  resources,  and 
incentives  will  be  made  available  to  home  and 
apartment  owners  as  well  as  builders. 

The    enforcement    of   Building,    Sanitary,    and 
Zoning  Codes  may  be  the  most  effective  tool  the 
city  has  to  ensure  standards  of  safety  and  quality 
in  building  construction,  preserve  its  housing  stock 
and  tax  base,  and  maintain  neighborhood  cleanli- 
ness. In  1969  the  National  Commission  on  Urban 
Problems  set  forth  the  following  recommendations 
calling  for  new  approaches  in  codes  administration: 
They     urge    a    major    shift    in    emphasis, 
changing    from    a    police    operation    of   code 
enforcement   to   a   service   operation  to  assist 
housing  improvement. 

To  accomplish  such  a  shift  present  code 
agencies  should  be  transformed  into  "neighbor- 
hood improvement  and  housing  service  agen- 
cies." 

These  new  agencies  should  provide  a  full 
array  of  housing  services  -  information, 
counseling,  technical  advice,  inspections,  and 
enforcement. 

Recipients  of  these  services  should  be  home 
owners,    owners    of   rental    housing,    tenants, 
public  agencies  such  as  welfare,  planning,  and 
urban    renewal,   and   such   private  interests  as 
lending  institutions  and  realtors. 
In  Boston,  the  Building,  Housing  Inspection,  and 
Public  Works  Departments'  inspectors  enforce  the 
codes  designed  to  maintain  minimum  standards  of 
safety    and    cleanliness    in    the    city's    buildings, 
homes,  and  streets.  But  the  city  has  not  given  these 
inspectional  forces  the  resources  necessary  to  meet 
the  task.  There  are  whole  areas  of  the  city  where 
neglect  is  coupled  with  inadequate  code  enforce- 
ment. Major  and  minor  construction  often  occurs 
without   effective   regulation.  Tenants,  landlords, 
neighborhood     associations,     and     the     business 
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community  need  to  see  evidence  that  the  city  cares 
about  their  living  conditions. 

I  urge  your  careful  consideration  and  favorable 
action  upon  this  proposal.

An  Ordinance  Creating  in  the  City  a  Department  of 
Building  and  Housing  Regulation  and  Abolish- 
ing the  Building  Department  and  the  Depart- 
ment of  Housing  Inspection. 

Be  it  ordained  by  the  City  Council  of  Boston  as 
follows: 
Section  1.  The  Revised  Ordinances  of  1961  are 

hereby  further  amended  by  striking  out  chapter  9, 

as  amended,   and  inserting  in   place  thereof  the 

following  chapter: 

Chapter  9 
Department  of  Building  and 
Housing  Regulation 
Section  1.  There  shall  be  in  the  city  a 
department  known  as  the  Department  of 
Building  and  Housing  Regulation,  which  shall 
be  under  the  charge  of  a  board  known  as  the 
Board  of  Building  and  Housing  Regulation, 
consisting  of  an  officer  known  as  the 
Commissioner  of  Building  and  Housing  Regula- 
tion, who  shall  be  chairman  of  the  board,  an 
officer  known  as  the  Deputy  Commissioner  for 
Neighborhood  Inspectional  Services,  an  officer 
known  as  the  Deputy  Commissioner  for 
Building  Regulation,  and  an  officer  known  as 
the  Assistant  Commissioner  for  Administration. 
The  Commissioner  for  Building  and  Housing 
Regulation,  the  Deputy  Commissioner  for 
Neighborhood  Inspectional  Services,  the  Depu- 
ty Commissioner  for  Building  Regulation,  and 
the  Assistant  Commissioner  for  Administrative 
Services  shall  each  be  appointed  by  the  Mayor 
for  a  term  expiring  on  the  first  Monday  of  the 
January  following  the  next  biennial  municipal 
election  at  which  a  mayor  is  elected  and  shall 
devote  their  whole  time  to  the  duties  of  their 
respective  offices.  The  Commissioner  of  Build- 
ing and  Housing  Regulation  shall  exclusively 
have  the  powers,  and  perform  the  duties,  of  a 
department  head  with  respect  to  the  making  of 
contracts,  the  acquisition  and  disposal  of 
property  and  the  appointment,  suspension, 
discharge,  compensation,  and  indemnification 
of  subordinates  for  the  Department  of  Building 
and  Housing  Regulation  and  the  several  officers 
thereof. 

There  shall  be  in  the  Department  of  Building 
and  Housing  Regulation  a  division  of  neighbor- 
hood inspectional  services  under  the  charge  of 
the  Deputy  Commissioner  for  Neighborhood 
Inspectional  Services,  a  division  of  building 
regulation  under  the  charge  of  the  Deputy 
Commissioner  for  Building  Regulation,  an 
administrative  section  under  the  charge  of  the 
Assistant  Commissioner  for  Administration, 
and  such  other  divisions,  if  any,  as  may  from 
time  to  time  be  established  by  the  Commis- 
sioner of  Building  and  Housing  Regulation. 


Section  2.  The  Commissioner  of  Building 
and  Housing  Regulation  (1)  shall  have  the 
powers  and  perform  the  duties  conferred  or 
imposed  by  general  or  special  law,  or  by  the 
Boston  Building  Code,  upon  the  building 
commissioner  of  the  city. 

(2)  Shall  have  the  powers  and  perform  the 
duties  conferred  or  imposed  by  general  or 
special  law  upon  the  commissioner  of  housing 
inspection  of  the  city. 

(3)  Shall  assign  a  street  number  to  each 
building  on  a  street  and  require  such  number  to 
be  affixed  to  or  inscribed  on  the  building  by 
the  owner,  and  may  determine  the  form,  size, 
and  material  of  any  such  number  and  the  place 
and  mode  of  affixing  or  inscribing  it. 

(4)  Shall  have  the  powers  and  perform  the 
duties  conferred  or  imposed  by  general  or 
special  law  on  the  wire  commissioner  and  on 
the  fire  commissioner  as  successor  to  the  wire 
commissioner,  and  shall  carry  out  the  pro- 
visions and  requirements  of  law  relating  to 
wires  and  inspection  of  wires  and  the 
installation  and  use  of  electrical  conductors  and 
appliances  in  buildings  in  the  city. 

(5)  Shall  have  the  powers  and  perform  the 
duties  from  time  to  time  conferred  or  imposed 
on  a  board  of  health  by  section  1 2  of  chapter 
83,  and  section  127  of  chapter  111,  of  the 
General  Laws,  by  sections  122,  123,  124,  and 
125  of  said  chapter  111  insofar,  but  only 
insofar,  as  said  sections  122,  123,  124,  and  125 
apply  to  places  of  human  habitation,  and  by 
sections  127 A  and  127B  of  said  chapter  111 
insofar,  but  only  insofar,  as  said  sections  127 A 
and  1 27B  relate  (a)  to  enforcing  so  much  of  the 
state  sanitary  code  as  concerns  standards  of 
fitness  for  places  of  human  habitation,  housing 
and  sanitation  standards  for  farm  labor  camps, 
and  requirements  for  the  disposal  of  sanitary 
sewage  in  unsewered  areas,  and  (b)  to  adopting 
such  public  health  regulations,  not  inconsistent 
with  the  state  sanitary  code  or  other  provisions 
of  law,  as  in  the  opinion  of  the  commissioner  of 
building  and  housing  regulation  may  be 
necessary  to  make  and  keep  all  places  of  human 
habitation  fit  for  such  habitation. 

(6)  Shall  have  the  powers  and  perform  the 
duties  conferred  or  imposed  upon  the  board  of 
health  of  the  city,  or  the  health  commissioner 
of  the  city,  by  sections,  13,  14,  19,  20,  21,  and 
22  of  chapter  382  of  the  Acts  of  1885,  as 
amended,  by  chapter  185  of  the  Acts  of  1897, 
by  chapter  219  of  the  Acts  of  1897,  as 
amended,  by  section  128  of  chapter  550  of  the 
Acts  of  1907,  as  amended,  and  by  section  116 
or  any  other  provision  of  the  Boston  Building 
Code. 

(7)  Shall  receive  all  complaints  of  violations 
in  or  about  places  of  human  habitation  of  any 
and  all  statutes,  ordinances,  rules,  and  regula- 
tions enacted  for  the  preservation  of  health  or 
safety  in  or  about  places  of  human  habitation. 

(8)  Shall  refer  in  writing  to  the  fire 
commissioner  for  investigation  and  prosecution 
all  complaints  of  violation  of  the  Boston  Fire 
Prevention  Code  and  maintain  written  contact 
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with  said  commissioner  with  respect  thereto. 

(9)  Shall  inspect  places  of  human  habitation 
and  enforce  therein  the  provisions  of  law 
specified  in  the  preceding  clauses  of  this  section 
and  all  other  statutes,  ordinances,  rules,  and 
regulations  enacted  for  the  preservation  of 
health  in  or  about  such  places. 

It  shall  remain  the  duty  and  responsibility  of 
the  fire  commissioner  to  enforce  compliance 
with  the  Boston  Fire  Prevention  Code.  To  aid 
him  in  discharging  such  duty,  but  without  any 
lessening  of  his  responsibility,  the  commissioner 
of  building  regulation  may  offer  him.  and  he 
may  accept,  assistance  designed  to  unify  action 
upon  complaints  received  by  the  commissioner 
of  building  regulations. 

Beacon  Hill  Architectural  Commission 
Section  3.  There  shall  be  in  the  department  of 
building   and   housing  regulation   the  commission 
established  by  chapter  616  of  the  Acts  of  1955. 
Board  of  Appeal 
Section  4.  There  shall  be  in  the  department 
of   building    and   housing   regulation   a    board 
known  as  the   Board  of  Appeal,  consisting  of 
five    members    appointed    by    the    mayor    as 
follows:   one    member    from    two    candidates 
nominated    one    by    the    Boston    Society    of 
Architects  and   one  by  the  Boston  Society  of 
Civil     Engineers,     one     member     from     two 
candidates  nominated  by  the  Building  Trades 
Council  of  Boston  and  Vicinity,  one  member 
from    two   candidates   nominated    one  by   the 
Greater  Boston  Real  Estate  Board  and  one  by 
the  Massachusetts  Real  Estate  Association,  one 
member  from  three  candidates  nominated  one 
by  the  Master  Builders'  Association  of  Boston, 
one      by     the     Building     Trades     Employees' 
Association  of  the  City  of  Boston,  and  one  by 
the  Associated  General  Contractors  of  Massa- 
chusetts. Inc.,  and  one  member  selected  at  large 
by   the  mayor.   All  members  of  the  board  of 
appeal    shall    be    residents   of,   or   engaged   in 
business  in,  Boston.  The  members  of  the  board 
of  appeal  in  office  when  this  ordinance  takes 
effect  shall  serve  according  to  the  terms  of  their 
respective  appointments.   As  the   term   of  any 
member   in   office  when   this  ordinance   takes 
effect,  or  of  any  subsequent  member,  expires, 
his  successor  shall  be  appointed  in  like  manner 
as  such  member  for  a  term  expiring  on  the  first 
day  of  May  in  the  fifth  year  next  following  the 
expiration  of  the  former  term.  Vacancies  in  the 
board   shall  be  filled  in  the  same  manner  for  the 
unexpired  term.  No  member  of  the  board  shall 
act    in    any    case    in   which   he   has  a   personal 
interest;  and  when  a  member  is  so  disqualified 
or  absent,  or  when   there  is  a  vacancy  in  the 
office   of  a  member,   the   remaining  members 
shall  designate  a  substitute. 

The  board  of  appeal  shall  not  be  subject  to 
the  supervision  or  control  of  the  commissioner 
of  building  and  housing  regulation,  but,  unless 
otherwise  ordered  by  the  mayor,  the  board  of 
appeal  shall  not  communicate  with  the  mayor, 
or  make  any  annual  or  other  report,  except 
through  the  commissioner  of  building  and 
housing  regulation. 


The  board  of  appeal  shall  exercise  the  powers 
and  perform  the  duties  set  forth  in  sections 
117,  118,  and  119  of  the  Boston  Building 
Code,  and  sections  8,  9,  and  10  of  chapter  665 
of  the  Acts  of  1956. 

Committee  on  Licenses 
Section  5.  There  shall  be  in  the  department 
of  building  and  housing  regulation  a  committee 
of  the  Public  Safety  Commission,  known  as  the 
Committee  on  Licenses,  consisting  of  the 
commissioner  of  building  and  housing  regula- 
tion, the  fire  commissioner,  and  the  commis- 
sioner of  traffic  and  parking,  ex  officiis.  Said 
committee  shall  have  the  powers  and  perform 
the  duties  conferred  or  imposed  on  the  board 
of  street  commissioners  by  chapter  148  of  the 
General  Laws,  by  chapter  577  of  the  Acts  of 
1913.  and  chapter  349  of  the  Acts  of  1953  and 
all  acts  in  amendment  thereof. 

The  committee  on  licenses  shall  not  be 
subject  to  the  supervision  or  control  of  the 
commissioner  of  building  and  housing  regula- 
tion except  as  he  acts  as  a  member  thereof;  but 
unless  otherwise  ordered  by  the  mayor,  the 
committee  on  licenses  shall  not  communicate 
with  the  mayor,  or  make  any  annual  or  other 
report,  except  through  the  commissioner  of 
building  and  housing  regulation. 
Board  of  Examiners 
Section  6.  There  shall  be  in  the  department 
of  building  and  housing  regulation  a  board 
known  as  the  Board  of  Examiners,  consisting  of 
three  members  appointed  by  the  mayor,  of 
whom  one  shall  be  an  architect  or  engineer  with 
at  least  five  years'  experience  in  the  city,  one  a 
contractor  or  person  well  qualified  in  the 
supervision  of  construction  work  with  at  least 
five  years'  experience  in  the  city,  and  one  a 
lawyer  or  other  person  with  proper  legal 
qualifications.  The  members  of  the  board  of 
examiners  in  office  when  this  ordinance  takes 
effect  shall  serve  according  to  the  provisions  of 
their  respective  appointments.  As  the  term  of 
any  such  member,  or  of  any  subsequent 
member,  expires,  his  successor  shall  be 
appointed  by  the  mayor  for  a  term  expiring  on 
the  first  day  in  May  of  the  third  year  next 
following  the  expiration  of  the  former  term.

The  board  of  examiners  shall  not  be  subject 
to  the  supervision  or  control  of  the  commis- 
sioner of  building  and  housing  regulation;  but, 
unless  otherwise  ordered  by  the  mayor,  the 
board  of  examiners  shall  not  communicate  with 
the  mayor,  or  make  any  annual  or  other  report, 
except  through  the  commissioner  of  building 
and  housing  regulation. 

Said  board  shall  exercise  the  powers,  perform 
the  duties,  and  issue  licenses  as  set  forth  in 
section  1  20  of  the  Boston  Building  Code. 
Zoning  Commission 
Section  7.  There  shall  also  be  in  the 
department  of  building  and  housing  regulation 
the  board  known  as  the  Zoning  Commission, 
provided  for  by  section  I  of  chapter  665  of  the 
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Acts  of  1956,  as  amended.  Said  board  shall 
exercise  the  powers  and  perform  the  duties 
provided  by  statute.  Said  board  shall  not  be 
subject  to  the  supervision  or  control  of  the 
commissioner  of  building  and  housing  regula- 
tion. 

Building  Limits 
Section  8    The  building  limits  referred  to  in 
section  301  of  the  Boston  Building  Code  shall 
continue     until     changed     by     ordinance     as 
established  by  said  section  301  and  reference 
standards  3-1  and  3-2  thereto. 
Section  2.  Chapter  3  of  the  Revised  Ordinances 
of  1961  is  hereby  amended  by  inserting  in  section 
5,  as  inserted  by  chapter  13  of  the  Ordinances  of 
1972,  the  following  words: 

(a)  In  Category  II  after  the  words  "the  police 
commissioner"  the  words  "commissioner  of 
housing  and  building  regulation." 

(b)  In  Category  III  after  the  words  "the 
commissioner  of  real  property"  the  words  "the 
deputy  commissioners  of  housing  and  building 
regulation." 

(c)  In  Category  IV  after  the  words  "the 
commissioner  on  affairs  of  the  elderly"  the  words 
"the  assistant  commissioner  of  housing  and 
building  regulation  for  administration." 

Section  3.  Chapter  29  of  the  Revised  Ordi- 
nances of  1961  is  hereby  amended  by  striking  out 
in  section  92  the  words  "building  commissioner" 
and  inserting  in  place  thereof  the  words  "commis- 
sioner of  building  and  housing  regulation." 

Section  4.  Chapter  29  of  the  Revised  Ordi- 
nances of  1961  is  hereby  amended  by  striking  out 
in  that  section  added  by  section  3  of  chapter  15  of 
the  Ordinances  of  1972  the  words  "Commissioner 
of  Housing  Inspection"  and  inserting  in  place 
thereof  the  words  "Commissioner  of  Building  and 
Housing  Regulation." 

Section  5.  Chapter  30  of  the  Revised  Ordi- 
nances of  1961  is  hereby  amended  by  striking  out 
in  section  1,  each  and  every  time  they  occur,  the 
words  "building  commissioner"  and  inserting  in 
place  thereof,  in  each  case,  the  words  "commis- 
sioner of  building  and  housing  regulation." 

Section  6.  The  Building  Department,  the 
Housing  Inspection  Board,  and  the  Housing 
Inspection  Department  are  hereby  abolished.  All 
powers,  duties,  and  appropriations  of  said  depart- 
ments are  hereby  transferred  to  the  Department  of 
Building  and  Housing  Regulation  created  by 
section  1  of  this  ordinance. 

Section  7.  Every  person  holding  an  office  or 
position  subject  to  the  civil  service  laws  and  rules 
shall,  if  the  office  or  position  is  abolished  by  this 
ordinance,  be  reappointed  without  civil  service 
examination  or  registration  to  a  similar  office  or 
position  with  similar  status  in  a  new  department  or 
agency,  or  division  of  either,  created,  or  a 
department  or  agency,  or  division  of  either,  not 
abolished,  by  this  ordinance;  and  every  such  person 
shall,  upon  each  reappointment,  retain  all  rights  to 
retirement  with  pension  that  shall  have  accrued  or 
would  thereafter  accrue  to  him;  and  his  services 
shall  be  deemed  to  have  been  continuous  to  the 


same  extent  as  if  such  abolition  had  not  taken 
place.  As  used  in  this  section,  the  term  "agency" 
shall  be  construed  as  defined  in  section  5  of 
chapter  486  of  the  Acts  of  1909  as  amended  by 
section  1  of  chapter  473  of  the  Acts  of  1953. 

Section  8.  This  ordinance  shall  be  deemed  to  be 
made  under  section  5  of  chapter  486  of  the  Acts  of 
1909,  as  amended  by  section  1  of  chapter  473  of 
the  Acts  of  1953,  and  shall  be  so  construed  that  no 
person  holding,  whether  under  general  or  special 
law  or  otherwise,  an  office  or  position  subject  to 
the  civil  service  laws  and  rules  shall,  by  reason  of 
the  adoption  of  this  ordinance,  be  reduced  in  rank 
or  compensation  or  be  without  an  office  or 
position  with  identical  status  and  title  without 
impairment  or  interruption  of  civil  service  rights. 
Section  9.  Notwithstanding  anything  to  the 
contrary  in  section  3  of  chapter  1  of  the  Revised 
Ordinances  of  1961,  this  ordinance  shall  be 
published  by  the  action  of  the  City  Council  in 
passing  the  same.

APPROVING  PETITION  FOR  SPECIAL  LAW 
CREATING  THE  BOSTON  LICENSE 
BOARD  AND  ORDINANCE  CREATING 
DEPARTMENT  OF  CONSUMER  AFFAIRS 

The  following  was  received: 

City  of  Boston, 
Office  of  the  Mayor,  May  6,  1974. 
To  the  City  Council. 
Gentlemen: 

I  transmit  herewith  again,  and  recommend  that 
you  adopt,  an  ordinance  and  a  home  rule  petition 
which  together  consolidate  and  rationalize  the 
city's  licensing  functions  under  a  Boston  License 
Board  and  a  Department  of  Consumer  Affairs 
Commissioner.  The  License  Board  would  replace 
the  Licensing  Board  for  the  City  of  Boston,  whose 


members  are  still  appointed  by  the  Governor  and 
over  which  the  city  government  has,  unlike  every 
other  city  and  town  in  the  Commonwealth,  no 
control. 

Licensing  and  inspectional  activities  now 
carried  on  by  the  City  Clerk,  Mayor's  Office,  Police 
Department,  Weight  and  Measures  Division  of  the 
Housing  Inspection  Department,  Bureau  of  Milk 
and  Licenses  and  Division  of  Environmental  Health 
Services  in  the  Department  of  Health  and 
Hospitals,  and  the  Licensing  Board  would  be  drawn 
together  in  the  new  department  so  that  the  city 
can  serve  the  people  more  efficiently  and 
economically. 

Alcoholic  beverage,  innholder  and  common 
victualler,  and  club  licenses  would,  under  this 
proposal,  be  issued  by  a  License  Board  composed 
of  three  members  appointed  in  accordance  with 
recommendations  of  the  Home  Rule  Commission. 
The  License  Board  would  also,  likewise  in 
accordance  with  recommendations  of  the  Home 
Rule  Commission,  have  an  appellate  function. 
Persons  aggrieved  by  a  decision  of  the  Com- 
missioner of  Consumer  Affairs  could  appeal  to  the 
License  Board  for  a  full  hearing  and  review. 

The  present  Office  of  Consumer  Affairs  will  be 
strengthened  by  creation  of  a  Consumer  Protection 
Division  in  the  new  department,  headed  by  a 
Consumer  Advocate  and  including  a  legal  and 
investigative  staff.  The  department  will  also  have 
an  Inspectional  Services  Division,  which  will 
initially  absorb  the  inspectional  activities  of  the 
present  Weights  and  Measures  Division,  Bureau  of 
Milk  and  Licenses,  and  Division  of  Environmental 
Health  Services. 

The  new  department  will  emphasize  consumer 
service  by  decentralizing  common  licensing  activity 
through  the  Little  City  Hall  network.  The 
department  will  be  under  a  mandate  to  implement 
modern  data  processing  and  information  storage 
and  retrieval  systems  which  will  serve  both  the 
city's  government  and  the  public. 

In  response  to  the  Council's  remand  motion  of 
April  29,  1974,  relative  to  this  submission  I  wish  to 
inform  your  Honorable  Body  that  new  positions 
for  the  Department  of  Consumer  Atfairs  will  total 
seven.  Anticipated  revenue  to  be  collected  by  the 
department,  assuming  adoption  of  fees  and  charges 
ordinance  pending  with  the  City  Council,  will  be 
approximately  $2,753,000. 

As  is  the  case  with  other  extensive  reorganiza- 
tions of  the  city's  government,  this  proposal 
cannot  be  accomplished  without  certain  enabling 
legislation.  I  am  therefore  submitting  to  you  a 
home  rule  petition  for  the  necessary  statutory 
changes,  and  an  ordinance  to  accomplish  those 
portions  of  the  reorganization  which  need  no 
enabling  legislation.  The  two  documents,  however, 
together  form  a  unified  proposal,  and  it  is  my  hope 
that  they  will  be  considered  together  by  your 
Honorable  Body. 

I  urge  your  careful  consideration  and  favorable 
action  upon  this  proposal.

An  Ordinance  Creating  the  Department  of 

Consumer  Affairs. 

Be  it  ordained  by  the  City  Council  of  Boston  as 
follows : 
Section  1.  The  revised  Ordinances  of  1961,  as 

amended,  are  hereby  further  amended  by  inserting 

after    chapter    10.1    the    following   caption    and 

chapters: 

Chapter  10.2 
Department  of  Consumer  Affairs 
Section  1.  Creation  of  Department.  There 
shall  be  in  the  city  a  department  known  as  the 
Department  of  Consumer  Affairs,  hereinafter 
called  the  department,  which  shall  be  under  the 
charge  of  an  officer  known  as  Commissioner  of 
Consumer  Affairs,  hereinafter  called  the  com- 
missioner, who  shall  be  appointed  by  the  mayor 
for  a  term  expiring  on  the  first  Monday  of  the 
January  following  the  next  biennial  election  at 
which  a  mayor  is  elected.  There  shall  be  in  the 
department  a  License  Board  appointed  as 
prescribed  by  law,  an  Applications/License 
Issuance  Division  under  the  charge  of  an  officer 
known  as  the  Deputy  Commissioner  for 
Applications/License  Issuance,  a  Records  Divi- 
sion under  the  charge  of  the  City  Registrar,  an 
Inspectional  Services  Division  under  the  charge 
of  an  officer  known  as  the  Deputy  Com- 
missioner for  Inspectional  Services,  and  a 
Consumer  Protection  Division  under  the  charge 
of  an  officer  known  as  the  Consumer  Advocate. 
The  deputy  commissioner  for  applications/ 
license  issuance,  the  deputy  commissioner  for 
inspectional  services,  and  the  consumer  ad- 
vocate shall  be  appointed  by  the  mayor  for 
terms  expiring  on  the  first  Monday  of  the 
January  following  the  next  biennial  municipal 
election  at  which  a  mayor  is  elected,  and  may 
be  removed  by  the  mayor  in  accordance  with 
section  14  of  chapter  480  of  the  Acts  of  1909. 
Any  vacancy  shall  be  filled  by  the  mayor  for 
the  unexpired  term.  The  city  registrar  shall  be 
appointed,  and  may  be  removed,  by  the  mayor 
subject  to  the  civil  service  law  and  rules. 

Section  2.  Powers  and  Duties  of  Com- 
missioner. The  commissioner  (a)  shall  ex- 
clusively, save  as  provided  in  section  7  of 
chapter  656  of  the  Acts  of  1965,  have  the 
powers  and  perform  the  duties  of  a  department 
head  with  respect  to  the  making  of  contracts 
and  the  appointment,  suspension,  discharge, 
compensation,  and  indemnification  of  subordi- 
nates for  the  department. 

(b)  Shall  exclusively,  subject  to  appeal  as 
provided  in  section  9  of  this  ordinance,  exercise 
in  the  city  all  the  powers  and  perform  all  the 
duties  from  time  to  time  conferred  or  imposed 
upon  local  licensing  authorities  by  the  provi- 
sions of  chapter  136  of  the  General  Laws,  and 
by  chapter  140  of  the  General  Laws,  relative  to 
licenses  the  issuance  of  which  need  not  be 
preceded  by  a  public  hearing,  including  without 
limitation  on  the  generality  of  the  foregoing 
licenses  for  coffee  and  tea  houses,  retail  vendors 


of  soft  drinks,  lodging  houses  other  than  public 
lodging  houses,  billiard,  pool,  and  sippio  tables, 
bowling  alleys,  automatic  amusement  devices, 
fortune  telling,  and  picnic  groves,  and  entertain- 
ment licenses,  but  not  including  licenses  for 
innholders  and  common  victuallers. 

(c)  Shall  have  the  powers  and  perform  the 
duties  of  the  sealer  of  weights  and  measures. 

(d)  Shall  have  the  powers  and  perform  the 
duties  conferred  or  imposed  upon  the  board  of 
health  and  hospitals  by  sections  3(c)  and  3(d) 
of  chapter  656  of  the  Acts  of  1965. 

(e)  Shall  act  upon  every  application  for  a 
license  or  renewal  of  a  license,  if  no  other  time 
is  prescribed  by  law,  within  the  thirty  days  next 
following  the  date  thereof;  and  if  he  shall  fail  to 
act  upon  any  application  within  the  thirty  days 
next  following  the  date  thereof  or  such  other 
time  as  may  be  prescribed  by  law,  shall 
forthwith  upon  demand  of  the  applicant  issue 
or  renew  such  license. 

(f)  Shall,  upon  denying,  revoking,  suspend- 
ing, or  refusing  to  renew  any  license,  in  writing 
inform  the  applicant  or  licensee,  as  the  case 
may  be,  of  his  right  to  appeal  to  the  license 
board  under  section  9  of  this  ordinance^nd  the 
terms  and  conditions  of  such  appeal. 

Section  3.  Further  Powers  and  Duties  of 
Commissioner.  The  commissioner  by  himself  or 
by  one  or  more  of  his  deputies  (a)  shall  receive 
every  application  for  any  license  issued  by  the 
department  or  by  the  license  board,  and  shall 
note  thereon  the  date  and  time  of  filing  the 
same. 

(b)  May  charge  a  fee  for  the  issuance  of  a 
duplicate  of  any  license  issued  by  the 
department. 

(c)  May  require  any  applications  for  licenses 
and  papers  which  may  be  filed  with  him  relative 
to  applications  for  licenses  to  be  sworn  to,  and 
for  such  purpose  may  administer  oaths. 

(d)  Shall  deposit  all  fees  for  licenses  issued 
by  the  department,  including  recording  fees, 
miscellaneous  fees,  and  all  other  revenue,  into 
the  treasury  of  the  city. 

(e)  Shall  develop  and  maintain  accounting 
procedures  which  record  on  a  current  basis  the 
number  of  licenses  issued  in  each  category  of 
license  under  the  jurisdiction  of  the  department 
or  the  license  board,  and  the  fee  income  in  each 
category,  and  shall  so  record  them. 

(f)  Shall  develop  information  storage  and 
retrieval  procedures  for  licenses  under  the 
jurisdiction  of  the  department  or  the  license 
board,  and  shall,  if  directed  by  the  mayor, 
develop  such  procedures  for  licenses  under  the 
jurisdiction  of  other  departments. 

(g)  Shall  compile  and  keep  current  a 
comprehensive  public  directory  or  index  of  all 
licenses,  permits,  and  certificates  required  by 
the  city  or  any  department,  board,  or  officer 
thereof,  and  shall  compose  and  make  available 
to  the  public  explanatory  material  regarding 
license  requirements  and  procedures  and  the 
location  of  application  forms  for  all  such 
licenses,  permits,  and  certificates. 
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(h)  Shall  prescribe  the  locations  whereat 
each  of  the  several  categories  of  licenses  and 
permits  shall  be  issued,  and  applications 
therefor  received,  making  maximum  feasible 
use  of  decentralized  facilities  to  serve  the 
several  neighborhoods  of  the  city. 

Section  4.  Powers  and  Duties  of  Deputy 
Commissioner  for  Applications/ License  Is- 
suance. The  deputy  commissioner  for  ap- 
plications/license issuance  shall  by  himself  or 
by  appointment  of  one  of  his  subordinates 
serve  as  secretary  to  the  license  board,  and  shall 
provide  such  clerical  and  other  assistance  as 
may  be  required  by  said  board  for  the 
performance  of  its  duties.  He  shall  have  such 
other  powers  and  perform  such  other  duties  as 
may  be  conferred  or  imposed  upon  him  by  the 
commissioner. 

Section  5.  Powers  and  Duties  of  City 
Registrar.  The  city  registrar  shall  have  the 
powers  and  perform  the  duties  conferred  or 
imposed  upon  him  by  law,  and  shall  have  such 
other  powers  and  perform  such  other  duties  as 
may  be  conferred  or  imposed  upon  him  by  the 
commissioner. 

Section  6.  Division  of  Inspectional  Services 
and  Powers  and  Duties  of  Deputy  Com- 
missioner for  Inspectional  Services.  There  shall 
be  in  the  division  of  inspectional  services  a 
bureau  of  environmental  health  services,  a 
bureau  of  weights  and  measures,  and  such  other 
bureaus  and  agencies  as  the  deputy  com- 
missioner for  inspectional  services  may,  with  the 
approval  of  the  commissioner,  establish.  The 
work  of  the  several  bureaus  and  agencies  in  the 
division  of  inspectional  services  shall  be  under 
the  direction  of  the  deputy  commissioner  for 
inspectional  services,  who  shall,  under  the 
supervision  of  the  commissioner,  have  such  of 
the  powers  and  perform  such  of  the  duties  of  a 
sealer  of  weights  and  measures  as  the 
commissioner  may  in  writing  delegate  to  him. 
and  have  such  of  the  powers  and  perform  such 
of  the  duties  conferred  or  imposed  by  sections 
3(c)  and  3(d)  of  chapter  656  of  the  Acts  of 
1965  as  the  commissioner  may  in  writing 
delegate  to  him,  and  shall  have  such  other 
powers  and  perform  such  other  duties  as  may 

be  conferred  or  imposed  upon  him  by  the 
commissioner.  The  deputy  commissioner  for 
inspectional  services  shall  be  a  person  qualified 
for  his  appointment  by  having  earned  an 
advanced  degree  in  public  health,  sanitary 
enganeering,  or  a  related  field,  and  by- 
experience  of  at  least  three  years  duration  in  a 
supervisory  capacity  in  public  health,  sanitary 
engineering,  or  a  related  field. 

Section  7.  Consumer  Protection  Division 
and  Powers  and  Duties  of  Consumer  Advocate. 
The  consumer  protection  division  shall  be 
under  the  charge  of  the  consumer  advocate 
who,  subject  to  the  supervision  of  the 
commissioner,  shall  conduct  research  and 
surveys  related  to  consumer  protection,  con- 
duct consumer  education  and  information 
programs,   seek   consumer   law   reform,  advise 


consumers  as  to  their  rights  and  obligations, 
receive  and  investigate  reports  of  unfair 
consumer  practices,  and  investigate  unfair  and 
deceptive  practices  in  the  marketplace.  The 
consumer  advocate  may  recommend  to  the 
commissioner  or  to  the  license  board  the 
revocation,  suspension,  or  refusal  to  renew  any 
license  within  their  respective  jurisdictions.  The 
consumer  advocate  shall  have  such  other 
powers  and  perform  such  other  duties  as  may 
be  conferred  or  imposed  upon  him  by  the 
commissioner. 

Section  8.  Powers  and  Duties  of  License 
Board.  The  license  board  shall  be  a  board 
within  the  department,  but  the  license  board 
shall  not  be  subject  to  the  supervision  or 
control  of  the  commissioner.  No  officer  or 
employee  of  the  department  shall  be  a  member 
of  the  license  board.  The  license  board  shall 
have  the  powers  and  perform  the  duties 
conferred  or  imposed  by  law,  including  the 
power  to  hear  and  determine  appeals  from 
decisions  of  the  commissioner  brought  under 
section  9  of  this  ordinance. 

Section  9.  Appellate  Jurisdiction  of  License 
Board.  Any  person  adversely  affected  by  a 
decision  of  the  commissioner  may,  within 
twenty  days  thereafter,  upon  payment  of  such 
fee,  if  any,  as  the  license  board  shall  require, 
appeal  therefrom  to  the  license  board,  and  the 
license  board  shall  review  the  commissioner's 
decision.  For  the  purpose  of  this  section  a 
person  adversely  affected  shall  be  deemed  to 
include  the  consumer  council  of  the  city  or  any 
agency,  board,  or  officer  that  may  succeed  to 
its  jurisdiction,  and  no  fee  shall  be  required  of 
said  council  or  such  successor.  The  license 
board  shall  receive  and  consider  any  written 
statements  which  may  be  submitted  by  the 
appellant  and  by  the  commissioner  and  may 
consider  any  written  statement  from  any  other 
person,  all  of  which  statements,  if  any,  shall  be 
entered  in  the  records  of  the  license  board.  The 
license  board  may  hold  a  hearing  on  any  such 
appeal.  The  license  board  shall  hold  a  hearing 
on  any  such  appeal  where  the  appellant  is  the 
holder  of  a  license  and  the  effect  of  the 
decision  appealed  from  is  to  revoke,  suspend,  or 
refuse  to  renew  such  license.  The  license  board 
shall  also  hold  a  hearing  if  so  requested  by  the 
commissioner  or  the  consumer  council.  Any 
hearing  held  hereunder  shall  be  held  within  the 
thirty  days  next  following  a  request  for  hearing. 
or  the  entry  of  the  appeal  unless  the  appellant 
in  writing  consents  to  a  longer  interval,  and 
shall  be  preceded  by  written  notice  giving  the 
date,  time,  and  place  of  such  hearing,  as  well  as 
the  matter  to  be  considered  thereat,  which 
notice  shall  be  given  not  less  than  seven  nor 
more  than  fourteen  days  before  the  date  o\' 
such  hearing  to  the  appellant,  to  the  com- 
missioner, to  the  consumer  council  of  the  city, 
and  to  any  person  filing  a  request,  renewable 
annually  in  December,  for  all  such  notices,  and 
shall  be  published  once  in  at  least  one 
newspaper  of  general  circulation  in  the  city  not 
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less  than  seven  nor  more  than  fourteen  days 
before  the  date  of  such  hearing.  Within  the 
thirty  days  next  following  the  entry  of  an 
appeal  in  respect  to  which  a  hearing  is  not  held, 
or  within  the  ten  days  next  following  such 
hearing  if  a  hearing  is  held,  the  license  board 
shall  affirm,  modify,  or  overrule  the  decision  of 
the  commissioner  and  remand  the  matter  to 
him,  whereupon  he  shall  consistently  with  the 
ruling  of  the  board  forthwith  issue,  renew, 
deny,  revoke,  suspend,  or  refuse  to  renew  the 
license  with  respect  to  which  the  appeal  shall 
have  been  taken.  If,  upon  the  expiration  of  the 
thirty  days  next  following  the  entry  of  the 
appeal,  the  license  board  shall  have  taken  no 
action  thereon  or  if,  after  hearing  in  accordance 
with  the  foregoing,  the  license  board  shall  upon 
the  expiration  of  the  ten  days  next  following 
such  hearing  have  taken  no  action  upon  such 
appeal,  then  the  decision  of  the  commissioner 
shall  stand,  and  the  fee,  if  any,  paid  in  respect 
of  such  appeal  shall  be  refunded.  Unless  the 
commissioner  otherwise  directs  his  decision 
shall  be  in  force  pending  any  appeal;  provided, 
however,  that  after  an  appeal  has  been  filed  by 
the  holder  of  a  license  from  a  decision  the 
effect  of  which  is  to  revoke,  suspend,  or  refuse 
to  renew  such  license  any  member  of  the 
license  board  may,  upon  application  by  the 
appellant  and  notice  to  the  commissioner  and 
an  opportunity  for  the  commissioner  to  be 
heard,  suspend  the  operation  of  the  com- 
missioner's decision  until  the  appeal  is  deter- 
mined, but  in  no  event  longer  than  forty  days. 
Section  10.  Certain  Licenses  to  Be  Under 
Jurisdiction  of  Commissioner.  The  com- 
missioner shall  exclusively  in  the  city  be  the 
officer  empowered  to  issue  the  following 
licenses  and  permits: 

(a)  For  auctions  and  auctioneers  under 
sections  2,  6,  14,  and  18  of  chapter  100  of  the 
General  Laws. 

(b)  For  dogs  and  kennels  under  sections  137 
and  137A  of  chapter  140  of  the  General  Laws. 

(c)  For  pawnbrokers  under  section  70  of 
chapter  140  of  the  General  Laws. 

(d)  For  wagons  and  handcarts  pursuant  to 
rules  made  by  the  police  commissioner  under 
section  22  of  chapter  40  of  the  General  Laws. 

(e)  For  lunch  carts  under  section  49  of 
chapter  140  of  the  General  Laws. 

(0  For  sporting,  hunting,  fishing,  or 
trapping  licenses  under  chapter  131  of  the 
General  Laws. 

(g)  For  raffles  or  bazaars  under  section  7A 
of  chapter  271  of  the  General  Laws. 
Section     2.  Chapter     10A     of    the     Revised 
Ordinances  of  1961  is  hereby  amended  by  striking 
out  the  title  and  section  1,  and  inserting  in  place 
thereof  the  following  title  and  section: 
Consumer  Council 
Section  1 .  There  shall  be  in  the  city  a  board 
known    as    the    Boston    Consumer    Council, 
consisting  of  the  corporation  counsel  or  his 
designee,  the  consumer  advocate,  the  deputy 
commissioner    of    consumer    affairs     for    in- 


spectional  services,  the  commissioner  of  health 
and  hospitals  or  his  designee,  and  five  other 
persons  appointed  by  the  mayor  to  represent 
the  public  interest.  Each  of  the  persons 
appointed  by  the  mayor  shall  serve  for  a  term 
expiring  on  the  first  Monday  of  the  January 
following  the  next  biennial  municipal  election 
at  which  a  mayor  is  elected.  The  mayor  shall 
from  time  to  time  designate  one  of  the 
members  as  chairman  and  another  as  vice 
chairman.  All  members  of  the  consumer  council 
shall  serve  without  compensation,  but  shall  be 
reimbursed  for  expenses  necessarily  incurred  in 
the  performance  of  their  duties.  The  council 
shall  meet  monthly  and  at  other  times  at  the 
call  of  the  chairman.  The  consumer  advocate  in 
the  department  of  consumer  affairs  shall 
provide  such  clerical  and  other  assistance  as 
may  be  necessary  for  the  performance  of  the 
duties  of  the  council. 

Section  3.  Section  5  of  chapter  3  of  the 
Revised  Ordinances  of  1961,  as  most  recently 
amended  by  chapter  13  of  the  ordinances  of  1972, 
is  hereby  further  amended  by  inserting  in  category 
III  after  the  words  "the  collector-treasurer"  the 
words  "the  commissioner  of  consumer  affairs." 
Said  section  5  of  chapter  3  is  hereby  further 
amended  by  inserting  in  category  IV  after  the 
words  "the  assistant  commissioner  of  real 
property"  the  words  "the  deputy  commissioner  of 
consumer  affairs  for  application/license  issuance, 
the  deputy  commissioner  of  consumer  affairs  for 
inspectional  services,  and  the  consumer  advocate." 
Section  4.  Chapter  10  of  the  Revised  Or- 
dinances of  1961  is  hereby  amended  by  striking 
out  section  6,  including  the  caption  thereof. 
Chapter  16A  of  the  Revised  Ordinances  of  1961  is 
hereby  amended  by  striking  out  section  3, 
including  the  caption  thereof.

in  lines  2  and  3  of  clause  (2?2),  and  in  line  2  of 
clause  (302),  and  in  line  2  of  clause  (309),  and  in 
line  2  of  clause  (344),  and  also  in  line  10  of  said 
clause  (344),  and  inserting  in  place  thereof,  in  each 
instance  the  words  "commissioner  of  consumer 
affairs." 

Section  6.  The  division  in  the  office  of  the  city 
clerk  known  as  the  registry  division,  the  division  in 
the  housing  inspection  department  known  as  the 
bureau  of  weights  and  measures,  and  the  divisions 
in  the  department  of  health  and  hospitals  known  as 
the  division  of  environmental  health  services  and 
the  bureau  of  milk  and  license  are  hereby 
transferred  to  the  department  of  consumer  affairs. 
All  powers,  duties,  and  appropriations  of  said 
divisions  are  hereby  transferred  to  the  department 
of  consumer  affairs  created  by  section  1  of  this 
ordinance;  and  every  person  holding  in  said 
divisions  an  office  or  position  subject  to  the  civil 
service  law  and  rules  shall  be  transferred  without 
civil  service  examination  or  registration  to  a  similar 
office  or  position  in  the  department  of  consumer 
affairs  without  impairment  of  his  civil  service  rights 
or  his  retirement,  seniority,  vacation,  sick  leave,  or 
collective  bargaining  rights;  and  his  services  shall  be 
deemed  to  have  been  continuous  to  the  same 
extent  as  if  such  transfer  had  not  taken  place. 

Section  7.  This  ordinance  shall  not  take  effect 
unless  the  Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts  shall, 
in  the  current  year,  enact  legislation  abolishing  the 
Licensing  Board  of  the  City  of  Boston  created 
under  chapter  291  of  the  Acts  of  1906.  If  such 
legislation  is  enacted  in  the  current  year  this 
ordinance  shall  take  effect  upon  the  effective  date 
thereof,  and  if  such  legislation  is  not  enacted  in  the 
current  year  this  ordinance  shall  be  void  and  of  no 
further  effect. 

Section  8.  Notwithstanding  anything  to  the 
contrary  contained  in  section  3  of  chapter  1  of  the 
Revised  Ordinances  of  1961,  this  ordinance  shall 
be  published  by  the  action  of  the  city  council  in 
passing  the  same. 

Ordered,  That  a  petition  to  the  General  Court, 
accompanied  by  a  bill  for  a  special  law  relating  to 
the  City  of  Boston,  to  be  filed  with  an  attested 
copy  of  this  order,  be,  and  hereby  is,  approved 
under  clause  (1)  of  section  8  of  Article  2,  as 
amended,  under  the  Amendments  to  the  Constitu- 
tion of  the  Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts,  to 
the  end  that  legislation  be  enacted  providing 
substantially  as  follows: 


Section  1.  There  shall  be  in  the  City  of  Boston 
a  board  known  as  the  Boston  License  Board, 
hereinafter  called  the  license  board,  which  shall  be 
composed  of  three  persons  who  have  been 
residents  of  the  city  for  at  least  two  years 
immediately  preceding  their  appointment,  who 
shall  not  be  engaged  directly  or  indirectly,  in  the 
manufacture  or  sale  of  alcoholic  beverages,  and 
who  shall  not  derive  income,  directly  or  indirectly, 
from  any  business  which  requires  a  license  to  be 
issued  by  said  board.  One  member  shall  be 
appointed  from  each  of  the  two  leading  political 
parties  as  defined  in  section  1  of  chapter  50  of  the 
General  Laws,  and  the  third  member  may  also  be 
appointed  from  one  of  said  parties.  Each  member 
shall  be  appointed  by  the  mayor.  Two  members, 
one  appointed  from  each  of  the  two  leading 
political  parties,  shall  be  appointed  for  terms 
expiring  on  the  first  Monday  of  the  January 
following  the  next  biennial  municipal  election  at 
which  a  mayor  is  elected.  The  third  member  shall 
be  appointed  for  a  term  expiring  on  the  first 
Monday  of  the  January  following  the  next  biennial 
municipal  election  at  which  a  mayor  is  not  elected. 
All  members  of  the  license  board  shall  hold  office 
until  their  respective  successors  are  qualified.  The 
mayor  may  remove  any  member  in  accordance 
with  the  provisions  of  section  14  of  chapter  480  of 
the  Acts  of  1909.  Any  vacancy  shall  be  filled  by 
the  mayor  for  the  unexpired  term.  Each  member, 
except  the  chairman,  shall  receive  an  annual  salary 
of  $17,500,  and  the  chairman  shall  receive  an 
annual  salary  of  $18,000  or,  in  either  case,  such 
other  sum  as  the  city  may  from  time  to  time  fix  by 
ordinance.  The  mayor  shall  from  time  to  time 
designate  one  of  the  members  of  the  license  board 
as  chairman.  The  city  shall  provide  for  the 
appointment  of  a  secretary  who  shall  be  sworn  to 
the  faithful  performance  of  his  duties  as  secretary. 
Two  members  of  the  license  board  shall  be  a 
quorum  for  the  transaction  of  business.  All  licenses 
issued  by  the  license  board  shall  be  signed  by  a 
majority  of  the  members  thereof  and  shall  be 
recorded  in  the  offices  of  the  board.  All  records  of 
the  license  board  shall  at  all  times  be  open  to  the 
inspection  of  the  mayor  and  such  other  persons  as 
the  mayor,  or  the  city  by  ordinance,  may 
designate. 

Section  2.  Powers  and  Duties  of  the  License 
Board,  the  license  board  (a)  shall  have  the  powers 
and  perform  the  duties  from  time  to  time 
conferred  or  imposed  upon  it  by  statute  or 
ordinance. 

(b)  Shall  exclusively  exercise  in  the  city  all  the 
powers  and  perform  all  the  duties  from  time  to 
time  conferred  or  imposed  upon  local  licensing 
authorities  by  chapter  138  of  the  General  Laws 
relative  to  alcoholic  beverages,  and  upon  local 
licensing  authorities  by  the  provisions  of  chapter 
140  of  the  General  Laws  relative  to  innholders  and 
common  victuallers  and  to  clubs  and  other 
organizations  dispensing  food  or  beverages  to 
members  and  guests. 
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(c)  Shall  perform  the  duties  imposed  upon  the 
licensing  board  of  the  City  of  Boston  by  chapter 
90  of  the  Acts  of  1953,  as  amended  by  chapter 
622  of  the  Acts  of  1953, 

(d)  May  require  any  statement  which  may  be 
made  before  it  and  papers  which  may  be  filed  with 
it  relative  to  applications  for  licenses  to  be  sworn 
to,  and  for  such  purposes  any  member  may 
administer  oaths. 

(e)  Shall  deposit  all  fees  for  licenses  issued  by 
it,  including  recording  fees,  miscellaneous  fees,  and 
all  other  revenue,  into  the  treasury  of  the  city. 

(f)  May  charge  a  fee  for  the  issuance  of  a 
duplicate  of  any  license  issued  by  it. 

(g)  Shall  cause  to  be  made  a  detailed  record  of 
all  its  proceedings  which  shall  set  forth  the  reasons 
for  its  decisions,  the  vote  of  each  member 
participating  therein,  the  absence  of  a  member,  and 
any  failure  of  a  member  to  vote. 

(h)  Shall  adopt  and  shall  publish  procedural 
rules  and  regulations. 

Section  3.  Any  person  aggrieved  by  a  final 
decision  of  the  license  board,  including  a  decision 
upon  an  appeal  to  said  board  taken  under 
ordinance  enacted  pursuant  to  section  6(e)  of  this 
act,  may  appeal  therefrom  to  the  superior  court 
within  thirty  days  of  the  date  of  such  final 
decision.  Such  appeal  shall  be  governed  by  section 
14  of  chapter  30A  of  the  General  Laws,  and  shall 
be  advanced  for  speedy  trial.  The  preceeding  two 
sentences  shall  not  apply  to  appeals  from  decisions 
of  the  license  board  under  chapter  138  of  the 
General  Laws,  which  appeals  shall  continue  to  be 
with  provisions  of  said  chapter  138. 

Section  4.  The  City  of  Boston  may  by 
ordinance  locate  the  license  board  created 
hereunder  in  any  department  of  the  city,  or  in  a 
department  to  be  created  for  the  purpose; 
provided,  however,  that  the  license  board  shall  not 
be  subject  to  the  supervision  or  control  of  any 
other  board  or  officer.  For  the  better  enforcement 
of  the  laws  the  said  city  may  create  in  any 
department  as  aforesaid  a  division  of  consumer 
protection  to  which  neither  chapter  31  of  the 
General  Laws  nor  any  rule  made  thereunder  shall 
apply;  provided,  however,  that  said  chapter  31  and 
rules  made  thereunder  shall  continue  to  apply  to 
every  person  transferred  to  the  service  of  said 
division  if  at  the  time  of  such  transfer  such  person 
holds  an  office  or  position  under  a  permanent  civil 
service  appointment  and  is  not  still  serving  his 
probationary  period;  and  provided  further  that  said 
chapter  and  rules  shall  govern  promotions  among 
those  to  whom  they  continue  to  apply. 

Section  5.  The  City  of  Boston  may  by 
ordinance  locate  in  any  department  or  in  a 
department  to  be  created  for  the  purpose  the 
division  described  in  section  7  of  chapter  656  of 
the  Acts  of  1965.  Said  city  may  also  by  ordinance 
locate  in  any  department  or  in  a  department  to  be 
created  for  the  purpose  the  division  described  in 
section  8  of  said  chapter  656,  and  may  confer  or 
impose  upon  the  board  or  officer  in  charge  of  such 
department  the  powers  and  duties  of  the  sealer  of 
weights  and  measures  as  defined  in  said  section  8. 


Said  city  may  also  by  ordinance  confer  or  impose 
upon  any  board  or  officer  the  powers  and  duties 
conferred  or  imposed  on  the  board  of  health  and 
hospitals  by  section  3(c)  and  3(d)  of  said  chapter 
656,  and  the  board  or  officer  upon  whom  such 
powers  and  duties  are  so  conferred  or  imposed 
shall  have  all  authority  provided  by  law  for  the 
enforcement  of  said  sections  and  all  laws  therein 
enumerated. 

Every  person  holding  an  office  or  position 
subject  to  the  civil  service  law  and  rules  shall,  if  the 
office  or  position  is  abolished  by  an  ordinance 
made  under  this  act  and  the  ordinance  so  provides, 
be  reappointed  without  civil  service  examination  or 
registration  to  a  similar  office  or  position  with 
similar  status  in  the  department  or  in  any 
department  or  agency,  or  division  of  either,  not 
thereby  abolished,  and  every  such  person  shall 
upon  such  reappointment  retain  all  rights  to 
retirement  with  pension  that  shall  have  accrued  or 
that  would  thereafter  accrue  to  him;  and  his 
services  shall  be  deemed  to  have  been  continuous 
to  the  same  extent  as  if  such  abolition  had  not 
taken  place.  Nothing  in  this  act  shall  authorize  any 
action  in  conflict  with  the  civil  service  law  and 
rules  except  as  expressly  provided  herein.  Chapter 
31  of  the  General  Laws  ^nd  rules  made  thereunder 
shall  continue  to  apply  to  every  person  transferred 
pursuant  to  this  section  if  at  the  time  of  such 
transfer  such  person  holds  an  office  or  position 
under  a  permanent  civil  service  appointment  and  is 
not  still  serving  his  probationary  period;  and  said 
chapter  and  rules  shall  govern  promotions  among 
those  to  whom  they  continue  to  apply.  , 

Section  6.  Amendments,  (a)  Chapter  291  of 
the  Acts  of  1906  is  hereby  amended  by  striking 
out  in  section  6  the  words  "Said  board,"  and 
inserting  in  place  thereof  the  words:  "The  license 
board  or  other  local  licensing  authority  of  the  City 
of  Boston." 

(b)  Said  chapter  291,  as  amended,  is  hereby 
further  amended  by  striking  out  in  section  15,  as 
amended  by  chapter  145  of  the  Special  Acts  of 
1917,  wherever  they  appear,  the  words  "licensing 
board"  and  inserting  in  place  thereof  the  words 
"license  board." 

(c)  Said  chapter  291,  as  amended,  is  hereby 
further  amended  by  striking  out  in  line  3  of  section 
17  the  words  "licensing  board"  and  inserting  in 
place  thereof  the  words  "  license  board  or  other 
local  licensing  authority  of  the  City  of  Boston." 

(d)  Said  chapter  291,  as  amended,  is  hereby 
further  amended  by  striking  out  in  line  4  of  section 
15  the  words  "the  said  board"  and  in  lines  5  and  6 
of  said  section  the  words  "said  licensing  board," 
and  in  line  12  the  words  "said  licensing  board," 
and  in  each  case  inserting  in  place  thereof  the 
words  "the  license  board  or  local  licensing 
authority  as  aforesaid." 

(e)  Chapter  222  of  the  Acts  of  1949  is  hereby 
amended  by  inserting  after  section  3  thereof  the 
following  section: 

Section  3A.  Said  city  may  also,  by 
ordinance,  from  time  to  time  designate  any 
board  or  officer  as  the  issuing  authority  for, 
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and  confer  or  impose  upon  any  board  or  officer 
the  power  or  duty  to  issue,  any  license  or 
permit  granted  under  the  statutes;  provided, 
however,  that  any  license  or  permit  issued 
under  chapter  138  of  the  General  Laws  relative 
to  alcoholic  beverages,  or  under  chapter  140  of 
the  General  Laws  relative  to  innholders  and 
common  victuallers  and  to  clubs  and  other 
organizations  dispensing  food  or  beverages  to 
members  and  guests,  shall  be  issued  only  by  the 
Boston  license  board;  and  provided  further  that 
the  power  or  duty  to  issue  any  license  which  by 
law  may  be  issued  only  after  a  public  hearing 
shall,  if  such  power  or  duty  is  transferred  by 
ordinance  pursuant  to  this  act,  be  transferred 
only  to  the  Boston  license  board,  A  designation 
or  transfer  of  powers  and  duties  by  ordinance 
under  this  act  shall  be  deemed  to  apply 
notwithstanding  any  general  or  special  law 
heretofore  passed  conferring  or  imposing  a 
different  designation.  No  general  or  special  law 
hereafter  passed  shall,  in  the  absence  of  express 
and  explicit  mention  therein  of  this  act,  be 
construed  to  repeal  this  act  in  whole  or  in  part 
or  to  affect  in  any  way  any  power  or  duty 
theretofore  or  thereafter  conferred  or  imposed 
by  ordinance  under  this  act.  Any  officer  or 
board  upon  which  is  conferred  by  ordinance 
the  power,  or  imposed  the  duty,  to  issue  any 
license  or  permit  under  the  General  Laws  shall 
be  deemed  to  be  the  local  licensing  authority 
for  all  purposes  in  connection  with  such  license 
or  permit.  Said  city  may  also  by  ordinance 
confer  or  impose  upon  the  license  board  of  the 
City  of  Boston  the  power  or  duty  to  hear  and 
determine  appeals  from  decisions  of  any  board 
or  officer  authorized  by  ordinance  enacted 
under  this  section  to  issue  licenses  or  permits. 

(f)  Chapter  656  of  the  Acts  of  1965  is  hereby 
amended  by  striking  out  the  first  sentence  of 
section  7  and  inserting  in  place  thereof  the 
following  sentence:  "There  shall  be  in  such 
department  as  the  city  may  by  ordinance  provide  a 
division,  known  as  the  records  division,  under  the 
charge  of  a  city  registrar  appointed  by  the  mayor 
subject  to  the  civil  service  law  and  rules." 

(g)  Chapter  656  of  the  Acts  of  1965,  as 
amended,  is  hereby  further  amended  by  striking 
out  the  first  sentence  of  section  8  and  inserting  in 
place  thereof  the  following  sentence:  "There  shall 
be  in  such  department  as  the  city  may  by 
ordinance  provide  a  division  known  as  the  weights 
and  measures  division,  under  the  charge  of  the 
board  or  officer  at  the  head  of  such  department, 
who  shall  have  the  powers  of  a  sealer." 

Section  7.  Repeals.  Upon  the  qualification  of 
the  members  of  the  license  board  initially 
appointed  by  the  mayor  under  the  provisions  of 
this  act  sections  1  through  5,  inclusive,  of  chapter 
291  of  the  acts  of  1906  and  all  amendments 
thereto  shall  be  repealed,  and  the  licensing  board 
of  the  City  of  Boston  as  a  board  composed  of 
members  appointed  by  the  governor  with  the 
advice  and  consent  of  the  council  as  provided  by 
section  1  of  said  chapter  291  of  the  Acts  of  1906 


shall  be  abolished,  and  the  term  of  any  incumbent 
member  and  of  any  secretary  thereof  shall 
terminate.  Upon  such  qualification  such  incumbent 
member  or  members,  or,  if  there  be  no  incumbent 
member,  the  secretary  or  acting  secretary  of  said 
board,  shall  forthwith  deliver  all  books,  records, 
and  papers  in  his  or  their  custody  to  the  members 
of  the  license  board  so  appointed.  Notwithstanding 
the  repeal  of  sections  1  through  5,  inclusive,  of  said 
chapter  291,  the  incumbent  of  the  office  of 
secretary  to  the  licensing  board  under  said  act  on 
the  day  this  act  takes  effect  shall  become  secretary 
to  the  license  board  created  hereunder,  and  his 
compensation  and  tenure  of  office,  and  all 
emoluments  attaching  thereto,  shall  continue  as  if 
sections  1  through  5,  inclusive,  of  said  chapter  291, 
as  amended,  were  still  in  force. 

In  connection  with  the  foregoing,  Coun. 
TIERNEY  offered  the  following  motion: 

Last  week  this  body  remanded  this  home  rule 
petition  and  ordinance  change  to  the  Mayor  for 
answers  to  how  many  jobs  would  be  created,  how 
many  jobs  would  be  eliminated,  how  much  would 
the  city  make,  or  how  much  would  it  lose.  The 
Mayor  answered  only  two  of  these  four  questions.

In  reply  to  the  request  of  the  City  Council  for 
information  on  the  status  of  the  "140"  Account  in 
accordance  with  order  passed  under  date  of  April 
22,  1974,  the  following  information  is  provided: 

1.  The  March  statement  of  appropriation 
balances  currently  in  the  City  Council's  possession 
contains  full  information  of  all  monies  appro- 
priated for  and  unspent  during  the  1973-74  fiscal 
year. 
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2.  It  is  the  intention  of  the  city  departments 
and  the  administration  to  dispose  of  these  funds  by 
utilizing  them  to  the  extent  necessary  to  conduct 
the  proper  operation  of  the  city  departments 
through  June  30,  1974.  If  any  portions  of  these 
appropriations  remain  unexpended  after  all  obliga- 
tions of  the  current  fiscal  year  are  provided  for, 
these  unexpended  portions,  by  state  law  and  state 
regulations,  must  be  transferred  to  the  Excess  and 
Deficiency  account,  which  must  be  held  as  a 
reserve  against  uncollected  taxes.  The  current 
amount  of  outstanding  uncollected  taxes  greatly 
exceeds  the  balance  in  the  Excess  and  Deficiency 
account. 

3.  There  have  been  no  transfers  made  from  the 
"140"  account  after  the  first  day  of  April,  1974.

Whereas,  This  latest  development  by  the 
National  Historic  Sites  Commission  will  delay  or 
negate  the  construction  of  the  much-needed 
housing  which  the  senior  citizens  in  the  North  End 
deserve  because  of  the  extremely  high  rents  which 
they  are  no  longer  able  to  afford;  and 

Whereas,  These  senior  citizens  have  lived  their 
lifetime  in  this  area  which  provides  them  with  all 
the  neighborhood  benefits,  such  as  churches,

APPROVING  PETITION  FOR  SPECIAL  LAW 
CREATING  THE  BOSTON  LICENSE 
BOARD  AND  ORDINANCE  CREATING 
DEPARTMENT  OF  CONSUMER  AFFAIRS 

The  following  was  received: 

City  of  Boston, 
Office  of  the  Mayor,  May  13,  1974. 
To  the  City  Council. 
Gentlemen: 

I  transmit  herewith  again,  and  recommend  that 
you  adopt,  an  ordinance  and  a  home  rule  petition 
which  together  consolidate  and  rationalize  the 
city's  licensing  functions  under  a  Boston  License 
Board  and  a  Department  of  Consumer  Affairs 
Commissioner.  The  License  Board  would  replace 
the  Licensing  Board  for  the  City  of  Boston,  whose 
members  are  still  appointed  by  the  Governor  and 
over  which  the  city  government  has,  unlike  every 
other  city  and  town  in  the  Commonwealth,  no 
control. 


Licensing  and  inspectional  activities  now  carried 
on  by  the  City  Clerk,  Mayor's  Office,  Police 
Department,  Weights  and  Measures  Division  of  the 
Housing  Inspection  Department,  Bureau  of  Milk 
and  Licenses  and  Division  of  Environmental  Health 
Services  in  the  Department  of  Health  and 
Hospitals,  and  the  Licensing  Board  would  be  drawn 
together  in  the  new  department  so  that  the  city 
can  serve  the  people  more  efficiently  and 
economically. 

Alcoholic  beverage,  innholder  and  common 
victualler,  and  club  licenses  would,  under  this 
proposal,  be  issued  by  a  License  Board  composed 
of  three  members  appointed  in  accordance  with 
recommendations  of  the  Home  Rule  Commission. 
The  License  Board  would  also,  likewise  in 
accordance  with  recommendations  of  the  Home 
Rule  Commission,  have  an  appellate  functioa 
Persons  aggrieved  by  a  decision  of  the  Commis- 
sioner of  Consumer  Affairs  could  appeal  to  the 
License  Board  for  a  full  hearing  and  review. 

The  present  Office  of  Consumer  Affairs  will  be 
strengthened  by  creation  of  a  Consumer  Protection 
Division  in  the  new  department,  headed  by  a 
Consumer  Advocate  and  including  a  legal  and 
investigative  staff.  The  Department  will  also  have 
an  Inspectional  Services  Division  which  will 
initially  absorb  the  inspectional  activities  of  the 
present  Weights  and  Mi  asures  Division,  Bureau  of 
Milk  and  Licenses  and  Division  of  Environmental 
Health  Services. 

The  new  department  will  emphasize  consumer 
service  by  decentralizing  common  licensing  activity 
through  the  Little  City  Hall  network.  The 
department  will  be  under  a  mandate  to  implement 
modern  data  processing  and  information  storage 
and  retrieval  systems  which  will  serve  both  the 
city's  government  and  the  public. 

In  response  to  the  Council's  remand  motion  of 
April  29,  1974,  relative  to  this  submission  I  wish  to 
inform  your  Honorable  Body  that  new  positions 
for  the  Department  of  Consumer  Affairs  will  total 
seven.

Anticipated  revenue  to  be  collected  by  the 
department,  assuming  adoption  of  fees  and  charges 
ordinance  pending  with  the  City  Council,  will  be 
approximately  $2,753,000.  In  response  to  the 
Council's  remand  motion  of  May  6,  1974,  zero 
positions  will  be  lost  to  the  current  employees  of 
the  agencies  affected  by  this  reorganization  and  the 
City   will  sustain   zero  loss  of  dollars. 

As  is  the  case  with  other  extensive  reorganiza- 
tions of  the  city's  government,  this  proposal 
cannot  be  accomplished  without  certain  enabling 
legislation.  I  am  therefore  submitting  to  you  a 
home    rule   petition    for   the   necessary   statutory 
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changes,  and  an  ordinance  to  accomplish  those 
portions  of  the  reorganization  which  need  no 
enabling  legislation.  The  two  documents,  however, 
together  form  a  unified  proposal,  and  it  is  my  hope 
that  they  will  be  considered  together  by  your 
Honorable  Body. 

I  urge  your  careful  consideration  and  favorable 
action  upon  this  proposal.

An  Ordinance  Creating  the  G Department  of 
Consumer  Affairs 

Be  it  ordained  by  the  City  Council  of  Boston  as 
follows: 
Section  1.  The  revised  Ordinances  of  1961,  as 

amended,  are  hereby  further  amended  by  inserting 

after    chapter    10.1    the    following  caption    and 

chapters: 

Chapter  10.2 
Department  of  Consumer  Affairs 
Section  1.  Creation  of  Department.  There 
shall  be  in  the  city  a  department  known  as  the 
Department  of  Consumer  Affairs,  hereinafter 
called  the  department,  which  shall  be  under  the 
charge  of  an  officer  known  as  Commissioner  of 
Consumer  Affairs,  hereinafter  called  the  com- 
missioner, who  shall  be  appointed  by  the  mayor 
for  a  term  expiring  on  the  first  Monday  of  the 
January  following  the  next  biennial  election  at 
which  a  mayor  is  elected.  There  shall  be  in  the 
department  a  License  Board  appointed  as 
prescribed  by  law,  an  Applications/License 
Issuance  Division  under  the  charge  of  an  officer 
known  as  the  Deputy  Commissioner  for 
Applications/License  Issuance,  a  Records  Divi- 
sion under  the  charge  of  the  City  Registrar,  an 
Inspectional  Services  Division  under  the  charge 
of  an  officer  known  as  the  Deputy  Com- 
missioner for  Inspectional  Services,  and  a 
Consumer  Protection  Division  under  the  charge 
of  an  officer  known  as  the  Consumer  Advocate. 
The  deputy  commissioner  for  applica- 
tions/license issuance,  the  deputy  commissioner 
for  inspectional  services,  and  the  consumer 
advocate  shall  be  appointed  by  the  mayor  for 
terms  expiring  on  the  first  Monday  of  the 
January  following  the  next  biennial  municipal 
election  at  which  a  mayor  is  elected,  and  may 
be  removed  by  the  mayor  in  accordance  with 
section  14  of  chapter  480  of  the  Acts  of  1909. 
Any  vacancy  shall  be  filled  by  the  mayor  for 
the  unexpired  term.  The  city  registrar  shall  be 
appointed,  and  may  be  removed,  by  the  mayor 
subject  to  the  civil  service  law  and  rules. 

Section  2.  Powers  and  Duties  of  Com- 
missioner. The  commissioner  (a)  shall  ex- 
clusively, save  as  provided  in  section  7  of 
chapter  656  of  the  Acts  of  1965,  have  the 
powers  and  perform  the  duties  of  a  department 
head  with  respect  to  the  making  of  contracts 
and  the  appointment,  suspension,  discharge, 
compensation,  and  indemnification  of 
subordinates  for  the  department. 


(b)  Shall  exclusively,  subject  to  appeal  as 
provided  in  section  9  of  this  ordinance,  exercise 
in  the  city  all  the  powers  and  perform  all  the 
duties  from  time  to  time  conferred  or  imposed 
upon  local  licensing  authorities  by  the  pro- 
visions of  chapter  136  of  the  General  Laws,  and 
by  chapter  140  of  the  General  Laws,  relative  to 
licenses  the  issuance  of  which  need  not  be 
preceded  by  a  public  hearing,  including  without 
limitation  on  the  generality  of  the  foregoing 
licenses  for  coffee  and  tea  houses,  retail  vendors 
of  soft  drinks,  lodging  houses  other  than  public 
lodging  houses,  billiard,  pool,  and  sippio  tables, 
bowling  alleys,  automatic  amusement  devices, 
fortune-telling,  and  picnic  groves,  and  entertain- 
ment licenses,  but  not  including  licenses  for 
innholders  and  common  victuallers. 

(c)  Shall  have  the  powers  and  perform  the 
duties  of  the  sealer  of  weights  and  measures. 

(d)  Shall  have  the  powers  and  perform  the 
duties  conferred  or  imposed  upon  the  board  of 
health  and  hospitals  by  sections  3(c)  and  3(d) 
of  chapter  656  of  the  Acts  of  1965. 

(e)  Shall  act  upon  every  application  for  a 
license  or  renewal  of  a  license,  if  no  other  time 
is  prescribed  by  law,  within  the  thirty  days  next 
following  the  date  thereof;  and  if  he  shall  fail  to 
act  upon  any  application  within  the  thirty  days 
next  following  the  date  thereof  or  such  other 
time  as  may  be  prescribed  by  law,  shall 
forthwith  upon  demand  of  the  applicant  issue 
or  renew  such  license. 

(0  Shall,  upon  denying,  revoking,  suspend- 
ing, or  refusing  to  renew  any  license,  in  writing 
inform  the  applicant  or  licensee,  as  the  case 
may  be,  of  his  right  to  appeal  to  the  license 
board  under  section  9  of  this  ordinance  and  the 
terms  and  conditions  of  such  appeal. 

Section  3.  Further  Powers  and  Duties  of 
Commissioner.  The  commissioner  by  himself  or 
by  one  or  more  of  his  deputies  (a)  shall  receive 
every  application  for  any  license  issued  by  the 
department  or  by  the  license  board,  and  shall 
note  thereon  the  date  and  time  of  filing  the 
same. 

(b)  May  charge  a  fee  for  the  issuance  of  a 
duplicate  of  any  license  issued  by  the 
department. 

(c)  May  require  any  applications  for  licenses 
and  papers  which  may  be  filed  with  him  relative 
to  applications  for  licenses  to  be  sworn  to,  and 
for  such  purpose  may  administer  oaths. 

(d)  Shall  deposit  all  fees  for  licenses  issued 
by  the  department,  including  recording  fees, 
miscellaneous  fees,  and  all  other  revenue,  into 
the  treasury  of  the  city. 

(e)  Shall  develop  and  maintain  accounting 
procedures  which  record  on  a  current  basis  the 
number  of  licenses  issued  in  each  category  of 
license  under  the  jurisdiction  of  the  department 
or  the  license  board,  and  the  fee  income  in  each 
category,  and  shall  so  record  them. 

(0  Shall  develop  information  storage  and 
retrieval  procedures  for  licenses  under  the 
jurisdiction  of  the  department  or  the  license 
board,   and  shall,   if   directed   by    the  mayor, 
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develop  such  procedures  for  licenses  under  the 
jurisdiction  of  other  departments. 

(g)  Shall  compile  and  keep  current  a 
comprehensive  public  directory  or  index  of  all 
licenses,  permits,  and  certificates  required  by 
the  city  or  any  department,  board,  or  officer 
thereof,  and  shall  compose  and  make  available 
to  the  public  explanatory  material  regarding 
license  requirements  and  procedures  and  the 
location  of  application  forms  for  all  such 
licenses,  permits,  and  certificates. 

(h)  Shall  prescribe  the  locations  whereat 
each  of  the  several  categories  of  licenses  and 
permits  shall  be  issued,  and  applications 
therefor  received,  making  maximum  feasible 
use  of  decentralized  facilities  to  serve  the 
several  neighborhoods  of  the  city. 

Section  4.  Powers  and  Duties  of  Deputy 
Commissioner  for  Applications/License  Is- 
suance. The  deputy  commissioner  for  applica- 
tions/license issuance  shall  by  himself  or  by 
appointment  of  one  of  his  subordinates  serve  as 
secretary  to  the  license  board,  and  shall  provide 
such  clerical  and  other  assistance  as  may  be 
required  by  said  board  for  the  performance  of 
its  duties.  He  shall  have  such  other  powers  and 
perform  such  other  duties  as  may  be  conferred 
or  imposed  upon  him  by  the  commissioner. 

Section  5.  Powers  and  Duties  of  City 
Registrar.  The  city  registrar  shall  have  the 
powers  and  perform  the  duties  conferred  or 
imposed  upon  him  by  law,  and  shall  have  such 
other  powers  and  perform  such  other  duties  as 
may  be  conferred  or  imposed  upon  him  by  the 
commissioner. 

Section  6.  Division  of  Inspectional  Services 
and  Powers  and  Duties  of  Deputy  Com- 
missioner for  Inspectional  Services.  There  shall 
be  in  the  division  of  inspectional  services  a 
bureau  of  environmental  health  services,  a 
bureau  of  weights  and  measures,  and  such  other 
bureaus  and  agencies  as  the  deputy  com- 
missioner for  inspectional  services  may  with  the 
approval  of  the  commissioner,  establish.  The 
work  of  the  several  bureaus  and  agencies  in  the 
division  of  inspectional  services  shall  be  under 
the  direction  of  the  deputy  commissioner  for 
inspectional  services,  who  shall,  under  the 
supervision  of  the  commissioner,  have  such  of 
the  powers  and  perform  such  of  the  duties  of  a 
sealer  of  weights  and  measures  as  the 
commissioner  may  in  writing  delegate  to  him, 
and  have  such  of  the  powers  and  perform  such 
of  the  duties  conferred  or  imposed  by  sections 
3(c)  and  3(d)  of  chapter  656  of  the  Acts  of 
1965  as  the  commissioner  may  in  writing 
delegate  to  him,  and  shall  have  such  other 
powers  and  perform  such  other  duties  as  may 
be  conferred  or  imposed  upon  him  by  the 
commissioner.  The  deputy  commissioner  for 
inspectional  services  shall  be  a  person  qualified 
for  his  appointment  by  having  earned  an 
advanced  degree  in  public  health,  sanitary 
engineering,  or  a  related  field,  and  by 
experience  of  at  least  three  years  duration  in  a 
supervisory  capacity  in  public  health,  sanitary 
engineering,  or  a  related  field. 


Section  7.  Consumer  Protection  Division 
and  Powers  and  Duties  of  Consumer  Advocate. 
The  consumer  protection  division  shall  be 
under  the  charge  of  the  consumer  advocate 
who,  subject  to  the  supervision  of  the 
commissioner,  shall  conduct  research  and 
surveys  related  to  consumer  protection,  con- 
duct consumer  education  and  information 
programs,  seek  consumer  law  reform,  advise 
consumers  as  to  their  rights  and  obligations, 
receive  and  investigate  reports  of  unfair 
consumer  practices,  and  investigate  unfair  and 
deceptive  practices  in  the  marketplace.  The 
consumer  advocate  may  recommend  to  the 
commissioner  or  to  the  license  board  the 
revocation,  suspension,  or  refusal  to  renew  any 
license  within  their  respective  jurisdictions.  The 
consumer  advocate  shall  have  such  other 
powers  and  perform  such  other  duties  as  may 
be  conferred  or  imposed  upon  him  by  the 
commissioner. 

Section  8.  Powers  and  Duties  of  License 
Board.  The  license  board  shall  be  a  board 
within  the  department,  but  the  license  board 
shall  not  be  subject  to  the  supervision  or 
control  of  the  commissioner.  No  officer  or 
employee  of  the  department  shall  be  a  member 
of  the  license  board.  The  license  board  shall 
have  the  powers  and  perform  the  duties 
conferred  or  imposed  by  law,  including  the 
power  to  hear  and  determine  appeals  from 
decisions  of  the  commissioner  brought  under 
section  9  of  this  ordinance. 

Section  9.  Appellate  Jurisdiction  of  License 
Board.  Any  person  adversely  affected  by  a 
decision  of  the  commissioner  may,  within 
twenty  days  thereafter,  upon  payment  of  such 
fee,  if  any,  as  the  license  board  shall  require, 
appeal  therefrom  to  the  license  board,  and  the 
license  board  shall  review  the  commissioner's 
decision.  For  the  purpose  of  this  section  a 
person  adversely  affected  shall  be  deemed  to 
include  the  consumer  council  of  the  city  or  any 
agency,  board,  or  officer  that  may  succeed  to 
its  jurisdiction,  and  no  fee  shall  be  required  of 
said  council  or  such  successor.  The  license 
board  shall  receive  and  consider  any  written 
statements  which  may  be  submitted  by  the 
appellant  and  by  the  commissioner  and  may 
consider  any  written  statement  from  any  other 
person,  all  of  which  statements,  if  any,  shall  be 
entered  in  the  records  of  the  license  board.  The 
license  board  may  hold  a  hearing  on  any  such 
appeal.  The  license  board  shall  hold  a  hearing 
on  any  such  appeal  where  the  appellant  is  the 
holder  of  a  license  and  the  effect  of  the 
decision  appealed  from  is  to  revoke,  suspend,  or 
refuse  to  renew  such  license.  The  license  board 
shall  also  hold  a  hearing  if  so  requested  by  the 
commissioner  or  the  consumer  council.  Any 
hearing  held  hereunder  shall  be  held  within  the 
thirty  days  next  following  a  request  for  hearing, 
or  the  entry  of  the  appeal  unless  the  appellant 
in  writing  consents  to  a  longer  interval,  and 
shall  be  preceded  by  written  notice  giving  the 
date,  time,  and  place  of  such  hearing,  as  well  as 
the  matter  to  be  considered  thereat,  which 
notice  shall  be  given  not  less  than  seven  nor 
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more  than  fourteen  days  before  the  date  of 
such  hearing  to  the  appellant,  to  the  com- 
missioner, to  the  consumer  council  of  the  city, 
and  to  any  person  filing  a  request,  renewable 
annually  in  December,  for  all  such  notices,  and 
shall  be  published  once  in  at  least  one 
newspaper  of  general  circulation  in  the  city  not 
less  than  seven  nor  more  than  fourteen  days 
before  the  date  of  such  hearing.  Within  the 
thirty  days  next  following  the  entry  of  an 
appeal  in  respect  to  which  a  hearing  is  not  held, 
or  within  the  ten  days  next  following  such 
hearing  if  a  hearing  is  held,  the  license  board 
shall  affirm,  modify,  or  overrule  the  decision  of 
the  commissioner  and  remand  the  matter  to 
him,  whereupon  he  shall  consistently  with  the 
ruling  of  the  board  forthwith  issue,  renew, 
deny,  revoke,  suspend,  or  refuse  to  renew  the 
license  with  respect  to  which  the  appeal  shall 
have  been  taken.  If,  upon  the  expiration  of  the 
thirty  days  next  following  the  entry  of  the 
appeal,  the  license  board  shall  have  taken  no 
action  thereon  or  if,  after  hearing  in  accordance 
with  the  foregoing,  the  license  board  shall  upon 
the  expiration  of  the  ten  days  next  following 
such  hearing  have  taken  no  action  upon  such 
appeal,  then  the  decision  of  the  commissioner 
shall  stand,  and  the  fee,  if  any,  paid  in  respect 
of  such  appeal  shall  be  refunded.  Unless  the 
commissioner  otherwise  directs  his  decision 
shall  be  in  force  pending  any  appeal;  provided, 
however,  that  after  an  appeal  has  been  filed  by 
the  holder  of  a  license  from  a  decision  the 
effect  of  which  is  to  revoke,  suspend,  or  refuse 
to  renew  such  license  any  member  of  the 
license  board  may,  upon  application  by  the 
appellant  and  notice  to  the  commissioner  and 
an  opportunity  for  the  commissioner  to  be 
heard,  suspend  the  operation  of  the  com- 
missioner's decision  until  the  appeal  is  deter- 
mined, but  in  no  event  longer  than  fortv  days. 
Section  10.  Certain  Licenses  to  Be  Under 
Jurisdiction  of  Commissioner.  The  com- 
missioner shall  exclusively  in  the  city  be  the 
officer  empowered  to  issue  the  following 
licenses  and  permits: 

(a)  For  auctions  and  auctioneers  under 
sections  2,  6,  14,  and  18  of  chapter  100  of  the 
General  Laws. 

(b)  For  dogs  and  kennels  under  sections  137 
and  137A  of  chapter  140  of  the  General  Laws. 

(c)  For  pawnbrokers  under  section  70  of 
chapter  140  of  the  General  Laws. 

(d)  For  wagons  and  handcarts  pursuant  to 
rules  made  by  the  police  commissioner  under 
section  22  of  chapter  40  of  the  General  Laws. 

(e)  For  lunch  carts  under  section  49  of 
chapter  140  of  the  General  Laws. 

(f)  For  sporting,  hunting,  fishing,  or 
trapping  licenses  under  chapter  131  of  the 
General  Laws. 

(g)  For  raffles  or  bazaars  under  section  7A 
of  chapter  271  of  the  General  Laws. 

Section  2.  Chapter  10A  of  the  Revised 
Ordinances  of  1961  is  hereby  amended  by  striking 
out  the  title  and  section  1,  and  inserting  in  place 
thereof  the  following  title  and  section: 


Consumer  Council 
Section  1.  There  shall  be  in  the  city  a  board 
known  as  the  Boston  Consumer  Council, 
consisting  of  the  corporation  counsel  or  his 
designee,  the  consumer  advocate,  the  deputy 
commissioner  of  consumer  affairs  for  in- 
spectional  services,  the  commissioner  of  health 
and  hospitals  or  his  designee,  and  five  other 
persons  appointed  by  the  mayor  to  represent 
the  public  interest.  Each  of  the  persons 
appointed  by  the  mayor  shall  serve  for  a  term 
expiring  on  the  first  Monday  of  the  January 
following  the  next  biennial  municipal  election 
at  which  a  mayor  is  elected.  The  mayor  shall 
from  time  to  time  designate  one  of  the 
members  as  chairman  and  another  as  vice 
chairman.  All  members  of  the  consumer  council 
shall  serve  without  compensation,  but  shall  be 
reimbursed  for  expenses  necessarily  incurred  in 
the  performance  of  their  duties.  The  council 
shall  meet  monthly  and  at  other  times  at  the 
call  of  the  chairman.  The  consumer  advocate  in 
the  department  of  consumer  affairs  shall 
provide  such  clerical  and  other  assistance  as 
may  be  necessary  for  the  performance  of  the 
duties  of  the  council. 

Section  3.  Section  5  of  chapter  3  of  the 
Revised  Ordinances  of  1961,  as  most  recently 
amended  by  chapter  1 3  of  the  ordinances  of  1 972, 
is  hereby  further  amended  by  inserting  in  category 
III  after  the  words  "the  collector-treasurer"  the 
words  "the  commissioner  of  consumer  affairs." 
Said  section  5  of  chapter  3  is  hereby  further 
amended  by  inserting  in  category  IV  after  the 
words  "the  assistant  commissioner  of  real 
property"  the  words  "the  deputy  commissioner  of 
consumer  affairs  for  application/license  issuance, 
the  deputy  commissioner  of  consumer  affairs  for 
inspection^  services,  and  the  consumer  advocate." 
Section  4.  Chapter  10  of  the  Revised  Or- 
dinances of  1961  is  hereby  amended  by  striking 
out  section  6,  including  the  caption  thereof.

clause  (344),  and  inserting  in  place  thereof,  in  each 
instance  the  words  "commissioner  of  consumer 
affairs." 

Section  6.  The  division  in  the  office  of  the  city 
clerk  known  as  the  registry  division,  the  division  in 
the  housing  inspection  department  known  as  the 
bureau  of  weights  and  measures,  and  the  divisions 
in  the  department  of  health  and  hospitals  known  as 
the  division  of  environmental  health  services  and 
the  bureau  of  milk  and  licenses  are  hereby 
transferred  to  the  department  of  consumer  affairs. 
All  powers,  duties,  and  appropriations  of  said 
divisions  are  hereby  transferred  to  the  department 
of  consumer  affairs  created  by  section  1  of  this 
ordinance;  and  every  person  holding  in  said 
divisions  an  office  or  position  subject  to  the  civil 
service  law  and  rules  shall  be  transferred  without 
civil  service  examination  or  registration  to  a  similar 
office  or  position  in  the  department  of  consumer 
affairs  without  impairment  of  his  civil  service  rights 
or  his  retirement  seniority,  vacation,  sick  leave,  or 
collective  bargaining  rights;  and  his  services  shall  be 
deemed  to  have  been  continuous  to  the  same 
extent  as  if  such  transfer  had  not  taken  place. 

Section  7.  This  ordinance  shall  not  take  effect 
unless  the  Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts  shall, 
in  the  current  year,  enact  legislation  abolishing  the 
Licensing  Board  of  the  City  of  Boston  created 
under  chapter  291  of  the  Acts  of  1906.  If  such 
legislation  is  enacted  in  the  current  year  this 
ordinance  shall  take  effect  upon  the  effective  date 
thereof,  and  if  such  legislation  is  not  enacted  in  the 
current  year  this  ordinance  shall  be  void  and  of  no 
further  effect. 

Section  8.  Notwithstanding  anything  to  the 
contrary  contained  in  section  3  of  chapter  1  of  the 
Revised  Ordinances  of  1961,  this  ordinance  shall 
be  published  by  the  action  of  the  city  council  in 
passing  the  same. 

Ordered,  That  a  petition  to  the  General  Court, 
accompanied  by  a  bill  for  a  special  law  relating  to 
the  City  of  Boston,  to  be  filed  with  an  attested 
copy  of  this  order  be,  and  hereby  is,  approved 
under  clause   (1)   of  section   8   of  Article   2,  as 


amended,  under  the  Amendments  to  the  Constitu- 
tion of  the  Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts,  to 
the  end  that  legislation  be  enacted  providing 
substantially  as  follows: 

Section  1.  There  shall  be  in  the  City  of  Boston 
a  board  known  as  the  Boston  License  Board, 
hereinafter  called  the  license  board,  which  shall  be 
composed  of  three  persons  who  have  been 
residents  of  the  city  for  at  least  two  years 
immediately  preceding  their  appointment,  who 
shall  not  be  engaged  directly  or  indirectly,  in  the 
manufacture  or  sale  of  alcoholic  beverages,  and 
who  shall  not  derive  income,  directly  or  indirectly, 
from  any  business  which  requires  a  license  to  be 
issued  by  said  board.  One  member  shall  be 
appointed  from  each  of  the  two  leading  political 
parties  as  defined  in  section  1  of  chapter  50  of  the 
General  Laws,  and  the  third  member  may  also  be 
appointed  from  one  of  said  parties.  Each  member 
shall  be  appointed  by  the  mayor.  Two  members, 
one  appointed  from  each  of  the  two  leading 
political  parties,  shall  be  appointed  for  terms 
expiring  on  the  first  Monday  of  the  January 
following  the  next  biennial  municipal  election  at 
which  a  mayor  is  elected.  The  third  member  shall 
be  appointed  for  a  term  expiring  on  the  first 
Monday  of  the  January  following  the  next  biennial 
municipal  election  at  which  a  mayor  is  not  elected. 
All  members  of  the  license  board  shall  hold  office 
until  their  respective  successors  are  qualified.  The 
mayor  may  remove  any  member  in  accordance 
with  the  provisions  of  section  14  of  chapter  486  of 
the  Acts  of  1909.  Any  vacancy  shall  be  filled  by 
the  mayor  for  the  unexpired  term.  Each  member, 
except  the  chairman,  shall  receive  an  annual  salary 
of  $17,500,  and  the  chairman  shall  receive  an 
annual  salary  of  $18,000  or,  in  either  case,  such 
other  sum  as  the  city  may  from  time  to  time  fix  by 
ordinance.  The  mayor  shall  from  time  to  time 
designate  one  of  the  members  of  the  license  board 
as  chairman.  The  city  shall  provide  for  the 
appointment  of  a  secretary  who  shall  be  sworn  to 
the  faithful  performance  of  his  duties  as  secretary. 
Two  members  of  the  license  board  shall  be  a 
quorum  for  the  transaction  of  business.  All  licenses 
issued  by  the  license  board  shall  be  signed  by  a 
majority  of  the  members  thereof  and  shall  be 
recorded  in  the  offices  of  the  board.  All  records  of 
the  license  board  shall  at  all  times  be  open  to  the 
inspection  of  the  mayor  and  such  other  persons  as 
the  mayor,  or  the  city  by  ordinance,  may 
designate. 

Section  2.  Powers  and  Duties  of  the  License 
Board.  The  license  board:  (a)  shall  have  the  powers 
and  perform  the  duties  from  time  to  time 
conferred  or  imposed  upon  it  by  statute  or 
ordinance. 

(b)  Shall  exclusively  exercise  in  the  city  all  the 
powers  and  perform  all  the  duties  from  time  to 
time  conferred  or  imposed  upon  local  licensing 
authorities  by  chapter  138  of  the  General  Laws 
relative  to  alcoholic  beverages,  and  upon  local 
licensing  authorities  by  the  provisions  of  chapter 
140  of  the  General  Laws  relative  to  innholders  and 
common    victuallers    and    to    clubs    and    other 
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organizations    dispensing    food    or    beverages    to 
members  and  guests. 

(c)  Shall  perform  the  duties  imposed  upon  the 
licensing  board  of  the  City  of  Boston  by  chapter 
90  of  the  Acts  of  1953,  as  amended  by  chapter 
622  of  the  Acts  of  1953. 

(d)  May  require  any  statement  which  may  be 
made  before  it  and  papers  which  may  be  filed  with 
it  relative  to  applications  for  licenses  to  be  sworn 
to,  and  for  such  purposes  any  member  may 
administer  oaths. 

(e)  Shall  deposit  all  fees  for  licenses  issued  by 
it,  including  recording  fees,  miscellaneous  fees,  and 
all  other  revenue,  into  the  treasury  of  the  city. 

(f)  May  charge  a  fee  for  the  issuance  of  a 
duplicate  of  any  license  issued  by  it. 

(g)  Shall  cause  to  be  made  a  detailed  record  of 
all  its  proceedings  which  shall  set  forth  the  reasons 
for  its  decisions,  the  vote  of  each  member 
participating  therein,  the  absence  of  a  member,  and 
any  failure  of  a  member  to  vote. 

(h)  Shall  adopt  and  shall  publish  procedural 
rules  and  regulations. 

Section  3.  Any  person  aggrieved  by  a  final 
decision  of  the  license  board,  including  a  decision 
upon  an  appeal  to  said  board  taken  under 
ordinance  enacted  pursuant  to  section  6(e)  of  this 
act,  may  appeal  therefrom  to  the  superior  court 
within  thirty  days  of  the  date  of  such  final 
decision.  Such  appeal  shall  be  governed  by  section 
14  of  chapter  30A  of  the  General  Laws,  and  shall 
be  advanced  for  speedy  trial.  The  preceeding  two 
sentences  shall  not  apply  to  appeals  from  decisions 
of  the  license  board  under  chapter  138  of  the 
General  Laws,  which  appeals  shall  continue  to  be 
with  provisions  of  said  chapter  138. 

Section  4.  The  City  of  Boston  may  by 
ordinance  locate  the  license  board  created 
hereunder  in  any  department  of  the  city,  or  in  a 
department  to  be  created  for  the  purpose; 
provided,  however,  that  the  license  board  shall  not 
be  subject  to  the  supervision  or  control  of  any 
other  board  or  officer.  For  the  better  enforcement 
of  the  laws  the  said  city  may  create  in  any 
department  as  aforesaid  a  division  of  consumer 
protection  to  which  neither  chapter  31  of  the 
General  Laws  nor  any  rule  made  thereunder  shall 
apply;  provided,  however,  that  said  chapter  31  and 
rules  made  thereunder  shall  continue  to  apply  to 
every  person  transferred  to  the  service  of  said 
division  if  at  the  time  of  such  transfer  such  person 
holds  an  office  or  position  under  a  permanent  civil 
service  appointment  and  is  not  still  serving  his 
probationary  period;  and  provided  further  that  said 
chapter  and  rules  shall  govern  promotions  among 
those  to  whom  they  continue  to  apply. 

Section  5.  The  City  of  Boston  may  by 
ordinance  locate  in  any  department  or  in  a 
department  to  be  created  for  the  purpose  the 
division  described  in  section  7  of  chapter  656  of 
the  Acts  of  1965.  Said  city  may  also  by  ordinance 
locate  in  any  department  or  in  a  department  to  be 
created  for  the  purpose  the  division  described  in 
section  8  of  said  chapter  656,  and  may  confer  or 
impose  upon  the  board  or  officer  in  charge  of  such 
department  the  powers  and  duties  of  the  sealer  of 


weights  and  measures  as  defined  in  said  section  8. 
Said  city  may  also  by  ordinance  confer  or  impose 
upon  any  board  or  officer  the  powers  and  duties 
conferred  or  imposed  on  the  board  of  health  and 
hospitals  by  section  3(c)  and  3(d)  of  said  chapter 
656,  and  the  board  or  officer  upon  whom  such 
powers  and  duties  are  so  conferred  or  imposed 
shall  have  all  authority  provided  by  law  for  the 
enforcement  of  said  sections  and  all  laws  therein 
enumerated. 

Every  person  holding  an  office  or  position 
subject  to  the  civil  service  law  and  rules  shall,  if  the 
office  or  position  is  abolished  by  an  ordinance 
made  under  this  act  and  the  ordinance  so  provides, 
be  reappointed  without  civil  service  examination  or 
registration  to  a  similar  office  or  position  with 
similar  status  in  the  department  or  in  any 
department  or  agency,  or  division  of  either,  not 
thereby  abolished;  and  every  such  person  shall 
upon  such  reappointment  retain  all  rights  to 
retirement  with  pension  that  shall  have  accrued  or 
that  would  thereafter  accrue  to  him;  and  his 
services  shall  be  deemed  to  have  been  continuous 
to  the  same  extent  as  if  such  abolition  had  not 
taken  place.  Nothing  in  this  act  shall  authorize  any 
action  in  conflict  with  the  civil  service  law  and 
rules  except  as  expressly  provided  herein.  Chapter 
31  of  the  General  Laws  and  rules  made  thereunder 
shall  continue  to  apply  to  every  person  transferred 
pursuant  to  this  section  if  at  the  time  of  such 
transfer  such  person  holds  an  office  or  position 
under  a  permanent  civil  service  appointment  and  is 
not  still  serving  his  probationary  period;  and  said 
chapter  and  rules  shall  govern  promotions  among 
those  to  whom  they  continue  to  apply. 

Section  6.  Amendments,  (a)  Chapter  291  of 
the  Acts  of  1906  is  hereby  amended  by  striking 
out  in  section  6  the  words  "Said  board,"  and 
inserting  in  place  thereof  the  words:  "The  license 
board  or  other  local  licensing  authority  of  the  City 
of  Boston." 

(b)  Said  chapter  291,  as  amended,  is  hereby 
further  amended  by  striking  out  in  section  15,  as 
amended  by  chapter  145  of  the  Special  Acts  of 
1917,  wherever  they  appear,  the  words  "licensing 
board"  and  inserting  in  place  thereof  the  words 
license  board." 

(c)  Said  chapter  291,  as  amended,  is  hereby 
further  amended  by  striking  out  in  line  3  of  section 
17  the  words  "licensing  board"  and  inserting  in 
place  thereof  the  words  "  license  board  or  other 
local  licensing  authority  of  the  City  of  Boston." 

(d)  Said  chapter  291,  as  amended,  is  hereby 
further  amended  by  striking  out  in  line  4  of  section 
15  the  words  "the  said  board"  and  in  lines  5  and  6 
of  said  section  the  words  "said  licensing  board," 
and  in  line  12  the  words  "said  licensing  board," 
and  in  each  case  inserting  in  place  thereof  the 
words  "the  license  board  or  local  licensing 
authority  as  aforesaid." 

(e)  Chapter  222  of  the  Acts  of  1949  is  hereby 
amended  by  inserting  after  section  3  thereof  the 
following  section : 

Section  3A.  Said  city  may  also,  by 
ordinance,  from  time  to  time  designate  any 
board  or  officer  as  the  issuing  authority  for, 
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and  confer  or  impose  upon  any  board  or  officer 
the  power  or  duty  to  issue,  any  license  or 
permit  granted  under  the  statutes;  provided, 
however,  that  any  license  or  permit  issued 
under  chapter  1 38  of  the  General  Laws  relative 
to  alcoholic  beverages,  or  under  chapter  140  of 
the  General  Laws  relative  to  innholders  and 
common  victuallers  and  to  clubs  and  other 
organizations  dispensing  food  or  beverages  to 
members  and  guests,  shall  be  issued  only  by  the 
Boston  license  board;  and  provided  further  that 
the  power  or  duty  to  issue  any  license  which  by 
law  may  be  issued  only  after  a  public  hearing 
shall,  if  such  power  or  duty  is  transferred  by 
ordinance  pursuant  to  this  act,  be  transferred 
only  to  the  Boston  license  board.  A  designation 
or  transfer  of  powers  and  duties  by  ordinance 
under  this  act  shall  be  deemed  to  apply 
notwithstanding  any  general  or  special  law 
heretofore  passed  conferring  or  imposing  a 
different  designation.  No  general  or  special  law 
hereafter  passed  shall,  in  the  absence  of  express 
and  explicit  mention  therein  of  this  act,  be 
construed  to  repeal  this  act  in  whole  or  in  part 
or  to  affect  in  any  way  any  power  or  duty 
theretofore  or  thereafter  conferred  or  imposed 
by  ordinance  under  this  act.  Any  officer  or 
board  upon  which  is  conferred  by  ordinance 
the  power,  or  imposed  the  duty,  to  issue  any 
license  or  permit  under  the  General  Laws  shall 
be  deemed  to  be  the  local  licensing  authority 
for  all  purposes  in  connection  with  such  license 
or  permit.  Said  city  may  also  by  ordinance 
confer  or  impose  upon  the  license  board  of  the 
City  of  Boston  the  power  or  duty  to  hear  and 
determine  appeals  from  decisions  of  any  board 
or  officer  authorized  by  ordinance  enacted 
under  this  section  to  issue  licenses  or  permits. 

(f)  Chapter  656  of  the  Acts  of  1965  is  hereby 
amended  by  striking  out  the  first  sentence  of 
section  7  and  inserting  in  place  thereof  the 
following  sentence:  "There  shall  be  in  such 
department  as  the  city  may  by  ordinance  provide  a 
division,  known  as  the  records  division,  under  the 
charge  of  a  city  registrar  appointed  by  the  mayor 
subject  to  the  civil  service  law  and  rules." 

(g)  Chapter  656  of  the  Acts  of  1965,  as 
amended,  is  hereby  further  amended  by  striking 
out  the  first  sentence  of  section  8  and  inserting  in 
place  thereof  the  following  sentence:  "There  shall 
be  in  such  department  as  the  city  may  by 
ordinance  provide  a  division  known  as  the  weights 
and  measures  division,  under  the  charge  of  the 
board  or  officer  at  the  head  of  such  department, 
who  shall  have  the  powers  of  a  sealer." 

Section  7.  Repeals.  Upon  the  qualification  of 
the  members  of  the  license  board  initially 
appointed  by  the  mayor  under  the  provisions  of 
this  act  sections  1  through  5,  inclusive,  of  chapter 
291  of  the  acts  of  1906  and  all  amendments 
thereto  shall  be  repealed,  and  the  licensing  board 
of  the  City  of  Boston  as  a  board  composed  of 
members  appointed  by  the  governor  with  the 
advice  and  consent  of  the  council  as  provided  by 
section  1  of  said  chapter  291  of  the  Acts  of  1906 
shall  be  abolished,  and  the  term  of  any  incumbent 


member  and  of  the  secretary  thereof  shall 
terminate.  Upon  such  qualification  such  incumbent 
member  or  members,  or,  if  there  be  no  incumbent 
member,  the  secretary  or  acting  secretary  of  said 
board,  shall  forthwith  deliver  all  books,  records, 
and  papers  in  his  or  their  custody  to  the  members 
of  the  license  board  so  appointed.  Notwithstanding 
the  repeal  of  sections  1  through  5,  inclusive,  of  said 
chapter  291,  the  incumbent  of  the  office  of 
secretary  to  the  licensing  board  under  said  act  on 
the  day  this  act  takes  effect  shall  become  secretary 
to  the  license  board  created  hereunder,  and  his 
compensation  and  tenure  of  office,  and  all 
emoluments  attaching  thereto,  shall  continue  as  if 
sections  1  through  5,  inclusive,  of  said  chapter  291, 
as  amended,  were  still  in  force. 

On  motion  of  Councillor  Connolly  the  order  and 
ordinance  were  referred  to  the  Committee  on 
Legislation  and  Home  Rule. 


ORDINANCE  CREATING  IN  THE  CITY  A 
DEPARTMENT  OF  BUILDING  AND  HOUS- 
ING REGULATION  AND  ABOLISHING 
THE  BUILDING  DEPARTMENT  AND  THE 
DEPARTMENT  OF  HOUSING  INSPECTION 

The  following  was  received : 

City 'of  Boston, 
Office  of  the  Mayor,  May  13, 1974. 
To  the  City  Council. 
Gentlemen: 

I  transmit  herewith  again,  and  recommend  that 
you  adopt,  an  ordinance  merging  the  Building  and 
Housing  Inspection  Departments  and  the  uni- 
formed sanitary  inspectors  of  the  Public  Work's 
Department  into  a  Department  of  Building  and 
Housing  Regulation.  This  consolidation  would 
combine  the  enforcement  of  all  codes  relating  to 
the  safety  and  environmental  sanitation  of 
buildings,  dwellings,  vacant  lots,  and  the  public 
way.  The  Home  Rule  Commission  in  1971 
recommended  such  reform  so  as  to  eliminate  the 
chronic  confusion  over  enforcement  jurisdiction  in 
the  existing  departments. 

This  reorganization  is  designed  to  deliver  all 
related  inspection  services  by  one  department  in 
the  neighborhoods  and  at  the  pace  and  degree 
desired  by  the  people.  Inspectional  services  will  be 
delivered  without  duplication,  expediently  and 
consistent  with  services  of  other  city  departments 
and  the  city's  general  plan.  Services,  resources,  and 
incentives  will  be  made  available  to  home  and 
apartment  owners  as  well  as  builders. 

The    enforcement    of    Building,    Sanitary,   and 
Zoning  Codes  may  be  the  most  effective  tool  the 
city  has  to  ensure  standards  of  safety  and  quality 
in  building  construction,  preserve  its  housing  stock 
and  tax  base,  and  maintain  neighborhood  cleanli- 
ness. In  1969  the  National  Commission  on  Urban 
Problems  set  forth  the  following  recommendations 
calling  for  new  approaches  in  codes  administration: 
They    urge    a    major    shift     in    emphasis, 
changing    from    a   police    operation    of   code 
enforcement   to   a   service   operation  to  assist 
housing  improvement. 
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To  accomplish  such  a  shift  present  code 
agencies  should  be  transformed  into  "neighbor- 
hood improvement  and  housing  service 
agencies." 

These  new  agencies  should  provide  a  full 
array  of  housing  services  —  information, 
counseling,  technical  advice,  inspections,  and 
enforcement. 

Recipients  of  these  services  should  be  home 
owners,    owners    of   rental    housing,    tenants, 
public  agencies  such  as  welfare,  planning,  and 
urban   renewal,   and   such   private  interests  as 
lending  institutions  and  realtors. 
In  Boston,  the  Building,  Housing  Inspection,  and 
Public  Works  Departments'  inspectors  enforce  the 
codes  designed  to  maintain  minimum  standards  of 
safety    and    cleanliness    in    the    city's    buildings, 
homes,  and  streets.  But  the  city  has  not  given  these 
inspectional  forces  the  resources  necessary  to  meet 
the  task.  There  are  whole  areas  of  the  city  where 
neglect  is  coupled  with  inadequate  code  enforce- 
ment. Major  and  minor  construction  often  occurs 
without   effective   regulation.  Tenants,  landlords, 
neighborhood     associations,     and     the     business 
community  need  to  see  evidence  that  the  city  cares 
about  their  living  conditions. 

In  response  to  the  Council's  remand  motion  of 
May  6,  1974,  relative  to  this  submission,  I  wish  to 
inform  your  Honorable  Body  that  new  positions 
for  the  Department  of  Building  and  Housing 
Regulations  will  total  approximately  twenty. 
Sixteen  will  be  for  the  new  position  of  district 
director,  who  will  head  each  of  the  new  district 
offices  of  the  department.  Anticipated  revenue  to 
be  collected  by  the  department  will  more  than  pay 
for  the  costs  of  operating  the  department  and  will 
be  commensurate  with  the  permit  fees  presently 
collected  by  the  Building  Department. 

As  Section  8  of  the  proposed  ordinances 
provides,  all  present  positions  affected  by  this 
reorganization  will  be  protected;  therefore  there 
will  be  no  positions  eliminated  save  those  of 
commissioner  of  housing  inspection  and  com- 
missioner of  building.  The  city  will  suffer  zero  loss 
of  revenue  upon  the  adoption  of  this  ordinance. 

I  urge  your  careful  consideration  and  favorable 
action  upon  this  proposal.

Be  it  ordained  by  the  City  Council  of  Boston  as 
follows: 
Section  1.  The  Revised  Ordinances  of  1961  are 
hereby  further  amended  by  striking  out  chapter  9, 
as   amended,   and   inserting   in   place  thereof  the 
following  chapter: 


Chapter  9 

Department  of  Building  and 

Housing  Regulation 

Section  1 .  There  shall  be  in  the  city  a 
department  known  as  the  Department  of 
Building  and  Housing  Regulation,  which  shall 
be  under  the  charge  of  a  board  known  as  the 
Board  of  Building  and  Housing  Regulation, 
consisting  of  an  officer  known  as  the 
Commissioner  of  Building  and  Housing  Regula- 
tion, who  shall  be  chairman  of  the  board,  an 
officer  known  as  the  Deputy  Commissioner  for 
Neighborhood  Inspectional  Services,  an  officer 
known  as  the  Deputy  Commissioner  for 
Building  Regulation,  and  an  officer  known  as 
the  Assistant  Commissioner  for  Administration. 
The  Commissioner  for  Building  and  Housing 
Regulation,  the  Deputy  Commissioner  for 
Neighborhood  Inspectional  Services,  the 
Deputy  Commissioner  for  Building  Regulation, 
and  the  Assistant  Commissioner  for  Administra- 
tive Services  shall  each  be  appointed  by  the 
Mayor  for  a  term  expiring  on  the  first  Monday 
of  the  January  following  the  next  biennial 
municipal  election  at  which  a  mayor  is  elected 
and  shall  devote  their  whole  time  to  the  duties 
of  their  respective  offices.  The  Commissioner  of 
Building  and  Housing  Regulation  shall  ex- 
clusively have  the  powers,  and  perform  the 
duties,  of  a  department  head  with  respect  to 
the  making  of  contracts,  the  acquisition  and 
disposal  of  property  and  the  appointment, 
suspension,  discharge,  compensation,  and  in- 
demnification of  subordinates  for  the  Depart- 
ment of  Building  and  Housing  Regulation  and 
the  several  officers  thereof. 

There  shall  be  in  the  Department  of  Building 
and  Housing  Regulation  a  division  of  neighbor- 
hood inspectional  services  under  the  charge  of 
the  Deputy  Commissioner  for  Neighborhood 
Inspectional  Services,  a  division  of  building 
regulation  under  the  charge  of  the  Deputy 
Commissioner  for  Building  Regulation,  an 
administrative  section  under  the  charge  of  the 
Assistant  Commissioner  for  Administration, 
and  such  other  divisions,  if  any,  as  may  from 
time  to  time  be  established  by  the  commissioner 
of   Building  and  Housing  Regulation. 

Section  2 .  The  Commissioner  of  Building 
and  Housing  Regulation  (1)  shall  have  the 
powers  and  perform  the  duties  conferred  or 
imposed  by  general  or  special  law,  or  by  the 
Boston  Building  Code,  upon  the  building 
commissioner  of  the  city. 

(2)  Shall  have  the  powers  and  perform  the 
duties  conferred  or  imposed  by  general  or 
special  law  upon  the  commissioner  of  housing 
inspection  of  the  city. 

(3)  Shall  assign  a  street  number  to  each 
building  on  a  street  and  require  such  number  to 
be  affixed  to  or  inscribed  on  the  building  by 
the  owner,  and  may  determine  the  form,  size, 
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and  material  of  any  such  number  and  the  place 
and  mode  of  affixing  or  inscribing  it. 

(4)  Shall  have  the  powers  and  perform  the 
duties  conferred  or  imposed  by  general  or 
special  law  on  the  wire  commissioner  and  on 
the  fire  commissioner  as  successor  to  the  wire 
commissioner,  and  shall  carry  out  the  pro- 
visions and  requirements  of  law  relating  to 
wires  and  inspection  of  wires  and  the 
installation  and  use  of  electrical  conductors  and 
appliances  in  buildings  in  the  city. 

(5)  Shall  have  the  powers  and  perform  the 
duties  from  time  to  time  conferred  or  imposed 
on  a  board  of  health  by  section  12  of  chapter 
83,  and  section  127  of  chapter  111,  of  the 
General  Laws,  by  sections  122,  123,  124,  and 
125  of  said  chapter  111  insofar  but  only 
insofar,  as  said  sections  122, 123,  124,  and  125 
apply  to  places  of  human  habitation,  and  by 
sections  127A  and  127B  of  said  chapter  111 
insofar,  but  only  insofar,  as  said  sections  127A 
and  127B  relate  (a)  to  enforcing  so  much  of  the 
state  sanitary  code  as  concerns  standards  of 
fitness  for  places  of  human  habitation,  housing 
and  sanitation  standards  for  farm  labor  camps, 
and  requirements  for  the  disposal  of  sanitary 
sewage  in  unsewered  areas,  and  (b)  to  adopting 
such  public  health  regulations,  not  inconsistent 
with  the  state  sanitary  code  or  other  provisions 
of  law,  as  in  the  opinion  of  the  commissioner  of 
building  and  housing  regulation  may  be 
necessary  to  make  and  keep  all  places  of  human 
habitation  fit  for  such  habitation. 

(6)  Shall  have  the  powers  and  perform  the 
duties  conferred  or  imposed  upon  the  board  of 
health  of  the  city,  or  the  health  commissioner 
of  the  city,  by  sections,  13,  14, 19,  20,  21,  and 
22  of  chapter  382  of  the  Acts  of  1885,  as 
amended,  by  chapter  185  of  the  Acts  of  1897, 
by  chapter  219  of  the  Acts  of  1897,  as 
amended,  by  section  128  of  chapter  550  of  the 
Acts  of  1907,  as  amended,  and  by  section  116 
or  any  other  provision  of  the  Boston  Building 
Code. 

(7)  Shall  receive  all  complaints  of  violations 
in  or  about  places  of  human  habitation  of  any 
and  all  statutes,  ordinances,  rules,  and  regula- 
tions enacted  for  the  preservation  of  health  or 
safety  in  or  about  places  of  human  habitation. 

(8)  Shall  refer  in  writing  to  the  fire 
commissioner  for  investigation  and  prosecution 
all  complaints  of  violation  of  the  Boston  Fire 
Prevention  Code  and  maintain  written  contact 
with  said  commissioner  with  resDect  thereto. 

(9)  Shall  inspect  places  of  human  habitation 
and  enforce  therein  the  provisions  of  law 
specified  in  the  preceding  clauses  of  this  section 
and   all  other  statutes,  ordinances,  rules,  and 

regulations  enacted  for  the  preservation  of  health 

in  or  about  such  places. 

It  shall  remain  the  duty  and  responsibility  of 
the  fire  commissioner  to  enforce  compliance 
with  the  Boston  Fire  Prevention  Code.  To  aid 
him  in  discharging  such  duty,  but  without  any 
lessening  of  his  responsibility,  the  commissioner 


of  building  regulation  may  offer  him,  and  he 
may  accept,  assistance  designed  to  unify  action 
upon  complaints  received  by  the  commissioner 
of  building  regulations. 

Beacon  Hill  Architectural  Commission 

Section  3.  There  shall  be  in  the  department 
of  building  and  housing  regulation  the  com- 
mission established  by  chapter  616  of  the  Acts 
of  1955. 

Board  of  Appeal 

Section  4.  There  shall  be  in  the  department 
of  building  and  housing  regulation  a  board 
known  as  the  Board  of  Appeal,  consisting  of 
five  members  appointed  by  the  mayor  as 
follows:  one  member  from  two  candidates 
nominated,  one  by  the  Boston  Society  of 
Architects  and  one  by  the  Boston  Society  of 
Civil  Engineers,  one  member  from  two 
candidates  nominated  by  the  Building  Trades 
Council  of  Boston  and  Vicinity,  one  member 
from  tv/o  candidates  nominated  one  by  the 
Greater  Boston  Real  Estate  Board  and  one  by 
the  Massachusetts  Real  Estate  Association,  one 
member  from  three  candidates  nominated  one 
by  the  Master  Builders'  Assocaition  of  Boston, 
one  by  the  Building  Trades  Employees' 
Association  of  the  City  of  Boston,  and  one  by 
the  Associated  General  Contractors  of  Massa- 
chusetts, Inc.,  and  one  member  selected  at  large 
by  the  mayor.  All  members  of  the  board  of 
appeal  shall  be  residents  of,  or  engaged  in 
business  in,  Boston.  The  members  of  the  board 
of  appeal  in  office  when  this  ordinance  takes 
effect  shall  serve  according  to  the  terms  of  their 
respective  appointments.  As  the  term  of  any 
member  in  office  when  this  ordinance  takes 
effect,  or  of  any  subsequent  member,  expires, 
his  successor  shall  be  appointed  in  like  manner 
as  such  member  for  a  term  expiring  on  the  first 
day  of  May  in  the  fifth  year  next  following  the 
expiration  of  the  former  term.  Vacancies  in  the 
board  shall  be  billed  in  the  same  manner  for  the 
unexpired  term.  No  member  of  the  board  shall 
act  in  any  case  in  which  he  has  a  personal 
interest;  and  when  a  member  is  so  disqualified 
or  absent,  or  when  there  is  a  vacancy  in  the 
office  of  a  member,  the  remaining  members 
shall  designate  a  substitute. 

The  board  of  appeal  shall  not  be  subject  to 
the  supervision  or  control  of  the  commissioner 
of  building  and  housing  regulation,  but,  unless 
otherwise  ordered  by  the  mayor,  the  board  of 
appeal  shall  not  communicate  with  the  mayor, 
or  make  any  annual  or  other  report,  except 
through  the  commissioner  of  building  and 
housing  regulation. 

The  board  of  appeal  shall  exercise  the  powers 
and  perform  the  duties  set  forth  in  sections 
117,  118,  and  119  of  the  Boston  Building 
Code,  and  sections  8,  9,  and  10  of  chapter  665 
of  the  Acts  of  1956. 

Committee  on  Licenses 

Section  5.  There  shall  be  in  the  department 
of  building  and  housing  regulation  a  committee 
of  the  Public  Safety  Commission,  known  as  the 
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Committee  on  Licenses,  consisting  of  the 
commissioner  of  building  and  housing  regula- 
tion, the  fire  commissioner,  and  the  commis- 
sioner of  traffic  and  parking,  ex  officiis.  Said 
committee  shall  have  the  powers  and  perform 
the  duties  conferred  or  imposed  on  the  board 
of  street  commissioners  by  chapter  148  of  the 
General  Laws,  by  chapter  577  of  the  Acts  of 
1913,  and  chapter  349  of  the  Acts  of  1953  and 
all  acts  in  amendment  thereof. 

The  committee  on  licenses  shall  not  be

Board  of  Examiners 

Section  6.  There  shall  be  in  the  department 
of  building  and  housing  regulation  a  board 
known  as  the  Board  of  Examiners,  consisting  of 
three  members  appointed  by  the  mayor,  of 
whom  one  shall  be  an  architect  or  engineer  with 
at  least  five  years'  experience  in  the  city,  one  a 
contractor  or  person  well  qualified  in  the 
supervision  of  construction  work  with  at  least 
five  years'  experience  in  the  city,  and  one  a 
lawyer  or  other  person  with  proper  legal 
qualifications.  The  members  of  the  board  of 
examiners  in  office  when  this  ordinance  takes 
effect  shall  serve  according  to  the  provisions  of 
their  respective  appointments.  As  the  term  of 
any  such  member,  or  of  any  subsequent 
member,  expires,  his  successor  shall  be 
appointed  by  the  mayor  for  a  term  expiring  on 
the  first  day  in  May  of  the  third  year  next 
following  the  expiration  of  the  former  term.

The  board  of  examiners  shall  not  be  subject 
to  the  supervision  or  control  of  the  commis- 
sioner of  building  and  housing  regulation;  but, 
unless  otherwise  ordered  by  the  mayor,  the 
board  of  examiners  shall  not  communicate  with 
the  mayor,  or  make  any  annual  or  other  report, 
except  through  the  commissioner  of  building 
and  housing  regulation. 

Said  board  shall  exercise  the  powers,  perform 
the   duties,  and  issue  licenses  as  set  forth  in 
section  1 20  of  the  Boston  Building  Code. 
Zoning  Commission 

Section  7.  There  shall  also  be  in  the 
department  of  building  and  housing  regulation 
the  board  known  as  the  Zoning  Commission, 
provided  for  by  section  1  of  chapter  665  of  the 
Acts  of  1956,  as  amended.  Said  board  shall 
exercise  the  powers  and  perform  the  duties 
provided  by  statute.  Said  board  shall  not  be 
subject  to  the  supervision  or  control  of  the 
commissioner  of  building  and  housing  regula- 
tion. 


Building  Limits 
Section  8.  The  building  limits  referred  to  in 
section  301  of  the,  Boston  Building  Code  shall 
continue     until     changed     by     ordinance     as 
established  by  said  section  301  and  reference 
standards  3-1  and  3-2  thereto. 
Section  2.  Chapter  3  of  the  Revised  Ordinances 
of  1961  is  hereby  amended  by  inserting  in  section 
5,  as  inserted  by  chapter  13  of  the  Ordinances  of 
1972,  the  following  words: 

(a)  In  Category  II  after  the  words  "the  police 
commissioner"  the  words  "commissioner  of 
housing  and  building  regulation."

Chapter  29  of  the  Revised  Ordi- 
nances of  1961  is  hereby  amended  by  striking  out 
in  that  section  added  by  section  3  of  chapter  15  of 
the  Ordinances  of  1972  the  words  "Commissioner 
of  Housing  Inspection"  and  inserting  in  place 
thereof  the  words  "Commissioner  of  Building  and 
Housing  Regulation." 

Section  5.  Chapter  30  of  the  Revised  Ordi- 
nances of  1961  is  hereby  amended  by  striking  out 
in  section  1,  each  and  every  time  they  occur,  the 
words  "building  commissioner"  and  inserting  in 
place  thereof,  in  each  case,  the  words  "commis- 
sioner of  building  and  housing  regulation." 

Section  6.  The  Building  Department,  the 
Housing  Inspection  Board,  and  the  Housing 
Inspection  Department  are  hereby  abolished.  All 
powers,  duties,  and  appropriations  of  said  depart- 
ments are  hereby  transferred  to  the  Department  of 
Building  and  Housing  Regulation  created  by 
section  1  of  this  ordinance.

1.    What  policy  decisions  have  been  formulated  as 

to  the  future  of  Boston  City  Hospital  School  of 

Nursing  with  regard  to  Boston  Residents? 

With  approval  of  the  Board  of  Trustees  Boston 
City  Hospital  School  of  Nursing  has  for  the  past 
two  years  been  planning  and  developing  a 
baccalaureate  degree  program  in  cooperation  with 
Boston  State  College.  Boston  City  Hospital  School 
of  Nursing  will  continue  to  carry  out  the 
educational  program  for  the  junior  and  senior  class 
of  the  diploma  school. 

The  class  beginning  September,  1974,  and  the 
one  which  began  September,  1973,  are  officially  in 
a    baccalaureate    degree    program.    Degree    to   be 


granted  by  Boston  State  College.  It  has  been 
expressed  by  officials  of  Boston  State  College  that 
the  policy  of  giving  admission  priority  to  Boston 
residents  will  be  continued. 

2.    What  are  the  requirements  for  admission  to  the 
Boston  City  Hospital  School  of  Nursing? 
Regular  Admissions 

Candidates  for  admission  to  the  Boston  City 
Hospital  School  of  Nursing,  male  or  female,  single 
or  married,  are  expected  to  meet  the  following 
requirements: 

Age:   Minimum  age  for  applicants  is  seventeen. 

Education:  Applicants  must  present  evidence  of 
having  satisfactorily  completed  at  least  sixteen 
units  in  a  registered  four-year  high  school  or  its 
equivalency,  including  a  minimum  of  ten  units  of 
academic  subjects. 

English,  four  years 4  units 

Mathematics,  two  years   2  units 

Social  studies,  two  years  .  : 2  units 

Science,  two  years 2  units 

(biology  and/or  chemistry) 
Laboratory    experience    is   recommened    for    the 
biology  and  chemistry. 

SAT:  Candidates  for  admission  are  required  to 
take  the  Scholastic  Aptitude  Test  of  the  College 
Entrance  Examination  Board.  A  minimum  score  of 
700  is  encouraged. 

Health:  Applicants  are  expected  to  be  in  good 
mental  and  physical  health.  All  candidates  living 
within  a  reasonable  distance  of  Boston  are  required 
to  have  a  physical  examination,  including  X-ray  of 
the  chest  at  Boston  City  Hospital  prior  to  entrance. 
Immunization  against  diptheria,  smallpox,  typhoid, 
and  poliomyelitis  is  also  required. 
Special  Admissions 

Because  of  the  effects  of  affirmative  action  upon 
the  education  of  minorities,  along  with  dis- 
criminatory practices  against  males  in  nursing  and 
adults  seeking  second  careers,  special  admission 
criteria  have  been  developed  for  persons  who  fall 
within  these  groups. 

Admission  into  the  school  for  these  categories  of 
applicants  depends  largely  upon  personal 
interviews;  participation  in  special  academic  and 
counseling  programs;  references  and 
recommendations  from  these  programs; 
recommendations  from  teachers,  counselors,  and 
job  supervisors;  and  certain  types  of  work 
experience  and  training  (i.e.,  LPN  training,  nurses 
aides  or  orderly  experience). 

Special  admissions  candidates  are  given  ac- 
ceptance priority. 

Flexible  Admissions  Program:  An  agreement 
has  been  made  with  the  Boston  State  College 
Flexible  Admission  Program  to  their  applicants. 
Some  of  these  applicants  will  fall  within  the  regular 
admissions  category  while  others  will  be  considered 
as  minority  and  disadvantaged  applicants.  A 
maximum  number  of  thirty  applicants  will  fall  in 
this  category. 

Transfer  Applicants:  Applicants  with  twelve  or 
less  semester  credits  will  be  processed  by  Boston 
State  College. 

Degree  Applicants:  Applicants  already  pos- 
sessing college  degrees  will  not  be  considered  for 
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admission.  Instead,  they  will  be  directed  to  already 
established  programs  at  other  schools  in  the  area. 

Part-Time  Applicants:  Part-time  applicants  will 
be  referred  to  the  Department  of  Continuing 
Education  of  Boston  State  College.  They  will  be 
advised  that  once  they  decide  to  pursue  a  full-time 
course  of  study  formal  application  must  be  made 
to  the  School  of  Nursing.  However,  admission  will 
not  be  guaranteed. 

Waiting  List:  All  aplicants  who  meet  admissions 
requirements  but  for  some  reason  are  not  accepted 
for  September,  1974,  will  be  placed  on  a  waiting 
list.  All  other  applicants  who  do  not  meet  basic 
requirements  for  admission  will  be  written  a 
personal  letter  fully  explaining  the  reasons  for 
rejection. 

3.  Will  the  size  of  the  student  body  be  maintained 
at  its  present  level? 

The  size  of  the  freshman  class  entering 
September,  1974,  will  increase  by  two  students  as 
required  by  the  guidelines  of  the  Capitation  Grant 
awarded  by  HEW  to  Boston  City  Hospital  School 
of  Nursing  to  facilitate  the  program  transition.  The 
class  size  for  the  freshman  class,  September,  1974, 
will  be  114. 

4.  What  is  the  policy  on  admission  of  Boston 
residents? 

Boston  residents  who  meet  the  requirements  for 
admission  are  given  priority  over  other  applicants. 
Applicants  who  accumulate  seventeen  to  twenty 
points  for  all  categories  evaluated  or  85  percent  of 
the  total  number  of  possible  points  of  the  first 
three  categories  of  the  evaluation  form  (see 
Attachment  I)  are  admitted  without  regard  to 
residence. 

a.  For  the  new  class  starting  in  September, 
1974,  what  percentage  of  those  accepted  are 
Boston  residents? 

Following  are  statistics  which  will  demon- 
strate the  degree  of  involvement  of  Boston 
residents  within  the  School  of  Nursing  for  the 
current  application  period. 

Number  of  Boston  resident  applications, 
301;  number  non-Boston  but  Massachusetts 
resident  applicants,  310;  number  out-of-state 
applicants,  10;  total  621. 

There  are,  in  addition,  approximately  300 
applicants  now  enrolled  who  have  applied  for 
admission  to  the  nursing  program  as  undeclared 


majors  at  Boston  State  College.  This  makes  a 
total  of  921  applicants  to  the  program  for 
1974.

In  reply  to  the  request  of  the  City  Council  for 
information  concerning  revenues  received  from 
various  sources  in  accordance  with  the  order  passed 
under  date  of  April  29,  1974,  the  following 
information  is  provided. 

1.  There  is  no  category  of  revenue  to  the  city 
government  entitled  "sales  tax."  The  Local  Aid 
Fund  into  which  sales  tax  revenue  was  originally 
placed  when  the  sales  tax  was  first  levied  in  1966 
was  eliminated  by  the  state  government  in  1968 
when  they  took  over  the  Welfare  Department 
operation,  and  since  that  time  all  sales  tax  revenues 
has  been  placed  in  the  state's  General  Fund.  This 
was  one  of  the  ways  in  which  the  state  government 
financed  their  assumption  of  the  Welfare  Depart- 
ments. During  the  current  eighteen-month  budget 
cycle  the  city  will  receive  from  the  lottery  a  total 
of  $5,606,067,  from  beano  receipts  a  total  of 
$124,916,  and  from  the  Federal  General  Revenue 
Sharing  Act  a  total  of  $34,742,979.  The  city  has 
no  such  revenue  category  as  the  MBTA  "windfall." 
In  fact,  the  city  in  1973  paid  to  the  state  an 
assessment  of  the  MBTA  of  almost  $35,000,000, 
which  was  an  increase  of  $5,000,000  over  the 
city's  MBTA  assessment  in  1972. 

2.  I  have  no  information  on  which  to  base  an 
estimate  of  the  cost  of  public  welfare  to  the 
citizens  of  Boston  in  this  current  eighteen-month 
fiscal  period  if  the  state  had  not  assumed  this 
burden.  However,  I  would  like  to  point  out  that 
the  state  government  financed  its  assumption  of 
the  welfare  burden  by  greatly  reducing  state  aid  to 
local  governments  in  the  state.  Consequently,  while 
the  City  of  Boston  was  relieved  of  the  Welfare 
Department  responsibility,  the  city's  revenue  from 
the  state  government  was  decreased  pro- 
portionately. 

3.  During  the  current  fiscal  period  the  third- 
party  payment  at  Boston  City  Hospital  will  total 
approximately  $43,182,000  from  the  state  govern- 
ment and  $13,354,000  from  the  federal  govern- 
ment. 


4.  The  value  of  the  revenues  listed  above  is 
equivalent  to  about  $37  on  the  tax  rate,  but  the 
tax  rate  would  not  have  increased  by  that  amount 
if  these  revenues  were  not  received,  because 
obviously  we  would  have  severely  reduced  the 
budgets  to  offset  the  reduced  revenue.

Ordered,  That  a  petition  to  the  General  Court, 
accompanied  by  a  bill  for  a  special  law  relating  to 
the  City  of  Boston,  to  be  filed  with  an  attested 
copy  of  this  order,  be,  and  hereby  is,  approved 
under  clause  (1)  of  section  8  of  Article  2,  as 
amended,  under  the  Amendments  to  the  Constitu- 
tion of  the  Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts,  to 
the  end  that  legislation  be  enacted  providing 
substantially  as  follows: 

An  Act  Creating  the  Blue  Hill  Avenue/Egleston 
Square  Residential  and  Commercial  District  in 
the  City  of  Boston  and  Establishing  and 
Defining  the  Duties  of  the  Blue  Hill 
Avenue/Egleston  Square  District  Commission. 

Section  1.  Purposes.  The  purpose  of  this  act  are 
as  follows:  (a)  to  promote  the  economic,  cultural, 
educational,  and  general  welfare  of  the  public  by 
fostering  high  standards  of  maintenance  and 
development  in  the  best  interests  of  the  residents 
of  the  Blue  Hill  Avenue/Egleston  Square  area  in 
the  city  of  Boston;  (b)  to  safeguard  the  heritage  of 
the  city  of  Boston  by  preventing  the  further 
despoliation  of  a  district  in  that  city  which  reflects 
important  elements  of  its  cultural,  social,  economic, 
and  political  history;  (c)  to  stabilize  and  strengthen 
residential  property  values  in  such  area;  (d)  to 
foster  civic  beauty  and  eliminate  blight;  (e)  to 
strengthen  the  economy  of  the  Commonwealth  by 
fostering  sound  commercial  development  within 
the  district;  (0  to  preserve  the  architectural 
integrity  and  residential  character  of  the  various 
neighborhoods  within  the  district. 

Section  2.  Establishment  of  the  District.  There 
is  hereby  created  in  the  city  of  Boston  a  district  to 
be  known  as  the  Blue  Hill  Avenue/Egleston  Square 
residential  and  commercial  district  bounded  as 
follows: 

Beginning  at  the  southeasterly  corner  of  the 
tract  herein  described  as  at  a  point  of  the 
northeasterly  sideline  of  Babson  Street,  which  is 
the  northeasterly  sideline  of  the  New  York/New 
Haven  Railway  right-of-way. 

Thence  running  in  a  northerly  direction  along 
the  western  sideline  of  the  right-of-way  to  a  point 
which  is  the  intersection  of  the  easterly  sideline  of 
Clifton  Street. 

Thence  running  northeasterly  along  the  northern 
sideline  of  Clifton  Street  across  Magazine  Street  to 
a  point  which  is  the  intersection  of  the  northerly 
side  of  George  Street. 

Thence  running  northwesterly  along  the 
northern  sideline  of  George  Street  to  a  point  which 
is  the  intersection  of  the  easterly  sideline  of 
Hampden  Street. 
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Thence  running  southeasterly  along  the  easterly 
sideline  of  Hampden  Street  to  a  point  which  is  the 
intersection  of  the  southerly  sideline  of  Eustis 
Street. 

Thence  running  northwesterly  along  the 
northerly  sideline  of  Eustis  Street  to  a  point  of 
intersection  with  the  southwesterly  sideline  of 
Washington  Street. 

Thence  running  southwesterly  along  the  west- 
erly sideline  of  Washington  Street  to  a  point  of 
intersection  with  the  southern  sideline  of  School 
Street. 

Thence  running  southeasterly  along  the 
southerly  sideline  of  School  Street  to  a  point  of 
intersection  with  the  westerly  sideline  of  Walnut 
Avenue. 

Thence  running  southwesterly  along  the 
westerly  sideline  of  Walnut  Avenue  across  Peter 
Parley  Road  to  a  point  of  intersection  with  the 
westerly  sideline  of  Sigourney  Street. 

Thence  running  southerly  across  Glen  Lane  to  a 
point  of  intersection  with  the  southwesterly 
sideline  of  Glade  Avenue. 

Thence  running  southwesterly  along  the 
westerly  sideline  of  Glade  Avenue  to  the  northerly 
property  line  of  property  known  as  the  Ross 
Estate. 

Thence  running  easterly  along  the  northerly 
property  line  of  the  Ross  Estate. 

Thence  running  southerly  along  the  easterly 
property  line  of  the  Ross  Estate  to  a  point  of 
intersection  with  the  easterly  sideline  of  Forest 
Hills  Street. 

Thence  running  southerly  along  the  easterly 
sideline  of  Forest  Hills  Street  across  the  rotary  to 
the  northerly  sideline  of  Morton  Street. 

Thence  running  southeasterly  along  the 
northerly  sideline  of  Morton  Street  to  a  point  of 
intersection  with  the  southwesterly  sideline  of 
American  Legion  Highway. 

Thence  running  southwesterly  along  the 
westerly  sideline  of  American  Legion  Highway  to  a 
point  of  intersection  with  the  northerly  sideline  of 
Walk  Hill  Street. 

Thence  running  southeasterly  along  the 
northerly  sideline  of  Walk  Hill  Street  to  a  point  of 
intersection  with  the  northerly  sideline  of  Babson 
Street,  which  is  the  point  and  place  of  beginning. 

Section  3.  Definitions.  As  used  in  this  act,  the 
following  words  shall  have  the  following  meanings: 

1.  "Board."  the  Boston  Redevelopment  Au- 
thority or  any  successor  to  it  in  its  capacityas  the 
planning  board  of  the  city  of  Boston. 

2.  "Building  Commissioner,"  the  building  com- 
missioner of  the  city  of  Boston. 

3.  "City,"  city  of  Boston. 

4.  "Commission,"  the  commission  provided  by 
section  4. 

5.  Community  groups,"  citizen  organizations 
and  community  service  agencies  within  the  district 
concerned  with  furthering  the  purposes  of  the 
statute. 

6.  "District,"  the  Blue  Hill  Avenue/Egleston 
Square  residential  and  commercial  district  as 
defined  in  section  2. 


7.  "Elected  Officials,"  members  of  the  General 
Court  whose  elective  district  is  included  in  whole 
or  in  part  in  the  district  as  defined  in  section  3. 

8.  "Structure,"  a  structure  as  defined  in  the 
Boston  Building  Code,  together  with  related 
paving,  fencing,  masonaiy,  or  stone  walls. 

9.  "Secretary,"  the  chief  administrative  officer 
of  the  commission. 

Section  4.  Blue  Hill  Avenue/Egleston  Square 
Residential  and  Commercial  District.  There  shall  be 
in  the  city  of  Boston  a  commission  known  as  the 
Blue  Hill  Avenue/Egleston  Square  Residential  and 
Commercial  District  Commission,  consisting  of 
nine  commissioners  and  nine  alternates.  This 
commission  shall  be  an  autonomous  agency  of  the 
BRA.  The  mayor  shall  appoint  the  following: 

One  commissioner  chosen  from  two  candidates 
and  one  alternate  chosen  from  two  other 
candidates  who  shall  have  a  background  in  building 
and  labor  and  who  shall  have  his  or  her  name 
submitted  by  the  elected  officials  from  the  district 
after  consultation  with  community  groups  having 
expertise  in  that  area  for  a  term  of  three  years;  one 
commissioner  chosen  from  two  candidates  and  one 
alternate  chosen  from  two  other  candidates  who 
shall  have  a  background  in  architecture  and/or 
urban  planning  and  who  shall  have  his  or  her  name 
submitted  by  the  elected  officials  from  the  district 
after  consultation  with-  community  groups  having 
expertise  in  that  area  for  a  term  of  three  years;  one 
commissioner  chosen  from  two  candidates  and  one 
alternate  chosen  from  two  other  candidates  who 
shall  have  a  background  in  business  and  who  shall 
have  his  or  her  name  submitted  by  the  elected 
officials  from  the  district  after  consultation  with 
the  community  groups  having  expertise  in  that  area 
for  a  term  of  three  years;  one  commissioner  chosen 
from  two  candidates  and  one  alternate  chosen 
from  two  other  candidates  who  shall  a  background 
in  education  or  the  arts  and  who  shall  have  his  or 
her  name  submitted  by  the  elected  officials  from 
the  district  after  consultation  with  community 
groups  having  expertise  in  that  area  for  a  term  of 
two  years;  and  one  commissioner  chosen  from  two 
candidates  and  one  alternate  chosen  from  two 
other  candidates  provided  by  the  Boston  Re- 
development Authority  for  a  term  of  one  year;  one 
commissioner  and  one  alternate  who,  after 
designation  by  the  elected  officials,  shall  be  State 
Representatives  or  State  Senators  whose  elective 
districts  lie  wholly  or  partially  within  the  district, 
for  a  term  of  two  years  or  until  the  expiration  of 
his  or  her  term  as  State  Representative  or  State 
Senator,  whichever  comes  first;  three  com- 
missioners and  three  alternates  selected  from  a  list 
of  citizens  who  shall  be  residents  of  the  district  and 
who  shall  have  been  nominated  by  a  community 
group  or  by  a  petition  bearing  the  signatures  of 
twenty-five  voting-age  residents  of  the  district  for  a 
term  of  one  year  from  the  date  this  statute  goes 
into  effect.  At  least  a  majority  of  the  members  of 
the  Commission  must  reside  within  the  boundaries 
of  the  district.  As  the  term  of  any  commissioner 
expires  his  successor  shall  be  appointed  in  like 
manner  as  such  commissioner.  Any  vacancy  in  the 
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office  of  an  alternate  shall  be  filled  in  like  manner. 
Every  person  appointed  an  alternate  shall  be 
appointed  so  that  his  term  will  expire  at  the  same 
time  as  the  term  of  the  incumbent  commissioner 
appointed  in  the  same  manner  as  such  alternate. 
Every  commissioner  and  every  alternate  shall 
continue  in  office  after  the  expiration  of  his  term 
until  his  successor  is  fully  appointed  and  qualified. 
Any  commissioner  or  alternate  may  be  removed  by 
the  mayor  only  for  cause  and  after  a  hearing  before 
the  City  Council  at  which  the  council  shall  confirm 
the  removal.  Whenever  a  commissioner  is  absent  or 
unable  for  any  cause  to  perform  his  duties  the 
alternate  appointed  in  the  same  manner  as  such 
commissioner  shall  exercise  the  powers  and 
perform  the  duties  of  such  commissioner;  but  an 
alternate  shall  not  otherwise  be  deemed  to  be,  or 
act  as,  a  member  of  the  commission. 

The  commission  may  adopt,  amend,  and  repeal 
rules  for  the  regulation  of  its  affairs  and  the 
conduct  of  its  business,  and  shall  be  deemed  a 
department  of  the  city  for  the  purposes  of  section 
53A  of  chapter  44  of  the  General  Laws.  The 
commission  shall  annually  on  the  first  day  of  May, 
or  as  soon  thereafter  as  conveniently  may  be,  elect 
one  of  its  members  as  chairman  and  another  as 
vice-chairman.  The  commission  shall  be  provided 
with  a  secretary  outside  of  its  membership  who 
shall  be  an  employee  of  the  commission.  Whenever 
the  secretary  shall  not  be  in  attendance  at  a 
meeting  of  the  commission  the  commission  shall 
elect  a  secretary  pro  tern  for  such  meeting.  The 
members  of  the  commission  shall  serve  without 
compensation,  but  shall  be  reimbursed  for 
expenses  necessarily  incurred  in  the  performance 
of  their  duties.  The  records  of  the  commission  shall 
set  forth  every  determination  made  by  the 
commission  and  the  vote  of  every  member 
participating  therein  and  the  absence  or  failure  to 
vote  of  every  other  member. 

The  commission  and  its  secretary  shall  be 
responsible  for  carrying  out  the  provisions  of  this 
act,  shall  hire  such  personnel  as  are  needed,  shall 
propose  to  the  city  of  Boston  such  ordinances  and 
by-laws  as  may  be  necessary  to  carry  out  the 
purposes  of  this  act,  and  shall  participate  in  any 
plans  formulated  by  the  board  which  effect  the 
district. 

The  commission  may  make  such  studies  and 
investigations,  conduct  such  hearings,  and  obtain 
such  information  as  is  deemed  necessary  in 
promulgating  any  regulation,  rule,  or  order  under 
this  act,  or  in  administering  and  enforcing  this  act 
and  regulations  and  orders  promulgated  hereunder. 

Section  5.  Limitation  of  Issuance  of  Building 
Permit.  No  permit  shall  be  issued  by  the  building 
commissioner  for  the  construction  of  any  structure 
in  the  Blue  Hill  Avenue/Egleston  Square  residential 
and  commercial  district  or  the  reconstruction, 
alteration,  or  demolition  of  any  structure  now  or 
hereafter  in  said  area  unless  the  application  for 
such  permit  bears  a  certificate  of  nonapplicability 
of  the  statute  as  described  in  section  6,  or  is 
accompanied  by  a  certificate  of  approval  as 
described  in  section  7. 


Section  6.  Certificate  of  Nonapplicability  of 
Statute.  Except  in  cases  excluded  by  section  8, 
every  person  about  to  apply  to  the  building 
commissioner  for  a  permit  to  construct  any 
structure  in  the  Blue  Hill  Avenue/Egleston  Square 
residential  and  commercial  district  or  to  re- 
construct, alter,  or  demolish  any  structure  now  or 
hereafter  in  said  area  shall  deposit  with  the 
secretary  of  the  commission  his  application  for 
such  permit  together  with  such  plans,  specifica- 
tions, and  other  material  as  the  commission  may 
from  time  to  time  prescribe.  Within  eight  days 
thereafter,  Saturdays,  Sundays,  and  legal  holidays 
excluded,  the  commission  or  such  a  member  or 
employee  as  the  commission  may  from  time  to 
time  designate  so  to  do  shall  consider  such 
application,  plans,  specifications,  and  other 
material  and  determine  whether  the  application 
involves  items  over  which  the  commission  has 
jurisdiction.  If  it  is  so  determined  that  the 
commission  does  not  have  jurisdiction,  the 
secretary  of  the  commission  shall  endorse  on  the 
application  forthwith  a  certificate  of  such  de- 
termination and  return  the  application,  plans, 
specifications,  and  other  material  to  the  applicant. 

Section  7.  Certificate  of  Approval.  No  person 
shall  construct  any  structure  or  reconstruct,  alter, 
change,  or  demolish  any  such  structure  now  or 
hereafter  in  said  district,  until  such  person  shall 
have  filed  in  duplicate  with  the  secretary  of  the 
commission  an  application  for  a  certificate  of 
approval  in  such  form  and  with  such  plans, 
specifications,  and  other  material  as  the 
commission  may  from  time  to  time  prescribe  and  a 
certificate  of  approval  shall  have  been  issued  as 
hereinafter  provided  in  this  section. 

Within  eight  days  after  the  finding  of 
jurisdiction  or  lack  thereof  to  issue  a  certificate  of 
approval,  Saturdays,  Sundays  and  legal  holidays 
excluded,  the  commission  or  such  member  or 
employee  as  the  commission  may  from  time  to 
time  designate  so  to  do  shall  determine  the 
properties  deemed  by  it  to  be  materially  affected 
by  such  application  and,  unless  a  public  hearing  on 
such  application  is  waived  in  writing  by  all  persons 
entitled  to  notice  thereof,  shall  forthwith  cause  its 
secretary  to  give  by  mail,  postage  prepaid,  to  the 
applicant,  to  the  owners  of  all  such  estates  as  they 
appear  on  the  then  most  recent  real  estate  tax  list, 
and  to  any  person  filing  written  request  for  notice 
of  hearings,  such  request  to  be  renewed  yearly  in 
December,  reasonable  notice  of  public  hearing  on 
such  application  to  be  held  not  sooner  than  twenty 
days  after  the  date  on  which  the  copy  of  the 
application  was  transmitted  to  the  commission. 
The  public  hearing  may  be  conducted  by  the 
commission  itself  or  by  such  member  or  members 
or  employee  or  employees  as  the  commission  may 
from  time  to  time  designate;  provided,  however, 
that  if  such  public  hearing  is  not  conducted  by  the 
commission  itself,  the  person  or  persons  so 
conducting  it  shall  transmit  a  written  report  and 
recommendation  thereon  forthwith  to  the  com- 
mission. There  shall  be  available  at  such  public 
hearing  a  report  and  recommendation  from  a  field 
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investigator  by  members  of  the  commission  staff 
together  with  material,  plans,  or  drawings  to  aid 
the  commission  in  reaching  its  decision.  The 
commission  shall  not  render  any  decision  until 
such  report  and  recommendation  has  been  received 
and  considered,  provided  that  if  no  such  report  and 
recommendation  has  been  received  by  the  time  of 
the  public  hearing,  the  commission  may  render  its 
decision  without  such  report  and  recommendation. 

As  soon  as  conveniently  may  be  after  such 
public  hearing  or  waiver  thereof,  but  in  all  events 
within  forty  calendar  days  after  the  filing  of  the 
application  for  the  certificate  of  design  approval, 
or  within  such  further  time  as  the  applicant  may  in 
writing  allow,  the  commission  shall  approve  or 
reject  such  application  after  determining  whether 
the  proposed  construction,  reconstruction, 
alteration,  change,  or  demolition  of  the  structure 
involved  is  based  upon  the  design  appropriate  for 
the  purposes  of  this  act.  In  passing  upon  the  plan 
of  the  applicant  the  commission  shall  consider  (a) 
the  architectural  value  and  significance  of  the 
structure  and  its  relationship  to  the  surrounding 
area;  {b)  the  economic  consequences  for  the  Blue 
Hill  Avenue/Egleston  Square  residential  and 
commercial  district;  (c)  the  environmental  impact 
of  the  plan  on  the  district;  (d)  the  influence  of  the 
proposed  plan  on  residential  property  surrounding 
the  property  in  question;  (e)  the  general 
compatibility  with  the  surrounding  area  of  the 
exterior  design,  arrangement,  texture,  and 
materials  proposed  to  be  used;  (f)  any  aesthetic  or 
other  factor  which  it  deems  pertinent. 

In  approving  an  application  the  commission  may 
impose  conditions  which,  if  the  certificate  of 
approval  is  acted  upon,  shall  be  binding  upon  the 
applicant,  the  owner  of  the  property,  and  his  or 
her  successors  in  title. 

Any  such  conditions  may  be  subsequently 
modified  or  removed  by  the  commission.  Prior  to 
approving  an  application  subject  to  conditions  the 
commission  may  notify  the  applicant  of  its 
proposed  action  and  permit  the  applicant  to 
express  his  opinion  thereof.  If  the  commission 
determines  that  a  certificate  of  approval  should  not 
be  issued,  the  commission  shall  forthwith  spread 
upon  its  records  the  reasons  for  such  determination 
and  may  include  recommendations  respecting  the 
proposed  construction,  reconstruction,  alteration, 
change,  or  demolition.  Upon  making  of  any  such 
determination  the  secretary  of  the  commission 
shall  forthwith  by  mail,  postage  prepaid,  give 
notice  of  such  determination  to  the  applicant  and 
to  every  person  filing  written  request  for  such 
notice,  transmitting  therewith  an  attested  copy  of 
the  reasons  and  recommendation,  if  any,  spread 
upon  the  records  of  the  commission. 

Section  8.  Exclusions.  Nothing  in  this  act  shall 
be  construed  to  prevent  any  ordinary  maintenance 
or  repair  of  an  existing  structure  now  or  hereafter 
in  the  Blue  Hill  Avenue/Egleston  Square  residential 
and  commercial  district  which  involves  no  charge 
in  design,  purpose,  or  function,  material,  color,  or 
outward  appearance  thereof;  nor  shall  anything  in 
this  act  be  construed  to  prevent  the  demolition  of 
any       such       structure      which       the      building 


commissioner  shall  certify  is  required  by  the  public 
safety  because  of  a  dangerous  condition;  nor  shall 
anything  in  this  act  be  construed  to  prevent  the 
construction,  reconstruction,  alteration,  or 
demolition  of  any  such  structure  under  a  permit 
issued  by  the  building  commissioner  prior  to  the 
effective  date  of  this  act. 

Section  9.  Appeals.  Any  person  aggrieved  by  a 
determination  of  the  commission  may,  within 
thirty  days  after  the  making  of  such  determination, 
appeal  to  the  superior  court  sitting  in  equity  for 
the  county  of  Suffolk;  provided  that  within  eight 
days,  exclusive  of  Saturdays,  Sundays,  and  legal 
holidays,  after  the  secretary  of  the  commission 
mails  the  notices  provided  for  by  the  second 
paragraph  of  section  7  such  person  files  with  such 
secretary  written  notice  of  his  intention  to  appeal. 

The  court  shall  hear  all  pertinent  evidence  and 
shall  annul  the  determination  of  the  commission  if 
it  finds  the  reasons  given  by  the  board  to  be 
unwarranted  by  the  evidence  or  to  be  insufficient 
in  law  to  warrant  the  determination  of  the 
commission  or  make  such  other  decree  as  justice 
and  equity  may  require.  The  remedies  provided  by 
this  section  shall  be  exclusive;  but  the  parties  shall 
shall  have  rights  of  appeal  and  exception  as  in 
other  equity  cases.  Costs  shall  not  be  allowed 
against  the  commission  unless  it  shall  appear  to  the 
court  that  the  commission  acted  in  bad  faith  or 
with  malice  in  the  matter  from  which  the  appeal 
was  taken.  Costs  shall  not  be  allowed  against  the 
party  appealing  from  such  determination  or 
approval  of  the  commission  unless  it  shall  appear 
to  the  court  that  said  party  acted  in  bad  faith  or 
with  malice  in  making  the  appeal  to  the  court. 

Section  10.  Enforcement.  Whoever  begins  fo 
construct,  reconstruct,  alter,  or  demolish  any 
structure  now  or  hereafter  in  the  Blue  Hill 
Avenue/Egleston  Square  residential  and 
commercial  district  in  violation  of  this  act  shall  be 
punished  by  a  fine  of  not  less  than  $200  nor  more 
than  $2,000. 

In  addition,  whoever,  after  notice  from  the 
secretary  of  the  commission,  continues  with 
construction,  reconstruction,  alteration,  or  de- 
molition of  any  structure  in  violation  of  this  act 
shall  be  punished  by  a  fine  of  not  less  than  $25  and 
no  more  than  $250  for  each  day  that  such 
violation  continues,  each  day  continuing  as  a 
separate  offense. 

The  superior  court  sitting  as  aforesaid  may, 
upon  application  of  the  commission,  restrain  the 
construction,  reconstruction,  alteration,  or  de- 
molition of  any  existing  structure  now  or  hereafter 
in  the  Blue  Hill  Avenue/Egleston  Square  residential 
and  commercial  district  in  violation  of  this  act,  and 
may  order  the  removal  of  any  exterior'  archi- 
tectural features  constructed  or  reconstructed  in 
violation  thereof  and  the  substantial  restoration  of 
any  structural  feature  altered  or  demolished  in 
violation  thereof. 

Section  11.  Construction  of  Act.  This  act  shall 
be  construed  as  legislation  necessary  and  expedient 
to  protect  the  rights  of  the  people  as  guaranteed  by 
the  Constitution  of  the  Commonwealth,  and  the 
commission  established  herein  shall  be  deemed  to 
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be  a  regional  entity  within  the  meaning  of  Article 
LXXXIX  of  the  Articles  of  Amendment  to  the 
Constitution  of  the  Commonwealth. 

Section  12.  Severability  of  Provisions.  The 
provisions  of  this  act  shall  be  deemed  to  be 
severable;  and  if  any  section,  paragraph,  or  part  of 
this  act  shall  be  held  unconstitutional  by  any  court 
of  competent  jurisdiction,  the  decision  of  such 
court  shall  not  affect  or  impair  the  validity  of  any 
other  sections,  paragraphs,  or  parts  of  this  act. 

Section  13.  Effective  Date  of  Act.  This  act  shall 
take  effect  upon  its  acceptance  by  the  city  of 
Boston. 

On  motion  of  Councillor  DiCara  the  order  was 
referred  to  the  Committee  on  Legislation  and 
Home  Rule.

STATEMENT  OF  COUNCILLOR  TIERNEY  RE 
PROPOSED  MAJOR  CHANGES  IN 
GOVERNMENT  CENTER,  DOWNTOWN 
WATERFRONT  URBAN  RENEWAL  PLANS 

Coun.  TIERNEY  offered  the  following  with  the 
request  that  it  be  made  part  of  the  record: 

The  major  plan  changes  for  the  proposed  60 
State  Street  project  are  objectionable  on  several 
grounds. 
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First  of  all,  does  the  currently  revised  plan  meet 
the  needs  of  the  locality?  The  term  "locality"  has 
at  least  two  meanings:  the  city  as  a  whole  or  the 
immediate  vicinity  of  the  proposed  structure.  In 
either  sense  the  proposed  34-story  structure  is  not 
consistent  with  the  needs  of  the  locality. 

The  City  of  Boston  has  many  needs,  not  the 
least  of  which  is  the  tax  revenue  the  structure  will 
supposedly  generate.  But  the  immediate  question  is 
whether  the  structure  will  generate  revenue 
without  adversly  affecting  other  taxable  property 
of  a  like  nature  throughout  the  city.  This  question 
takes  on  additional  seriousness  in  view  of  the  fact 
that  an  overabundance  of  office  space  currently 
exists  in  Boston.  Since  1972  the  real  estate 
industry  has  spoken  of  the  glutted  nature  of  the 
commercial  office  space  market  in  Boston.  No 
marketing  study  has  shown  that  Boston  needs 
more  office  space  in  the  future.  Consequently, 
even  if  the  building  achieves  full  occupancy,  there 
is  nothing  to  indicate  that  such  full  occupancy 
would  not  be  achieved  through  the  vacating  of 
currently  occupied  commercial  office  space  in  the 
city  and  thus  not  represent  any  real  growth. 

Thus,  while  the  proposed  structure  may  generate 
tax  revenue  for  the  city,  there  is  little  to  indicate 
that  the  city  will  not  be  faced  with  a  corresponding 
loss  of  revenue  because  of  unoccupied  commercial 
office  space  and  removal  of  taxable  property 
therefrom. 

Still  considering  the  term  "locality"  in  the  wider 
sense,  there  has  been  no  analysis  of  the  relationship 
between  the  benefits  that  may  accrue  from 
construction  of  the  34-story  building  and  the  costs 
to  the  city  for  the  provision  of  services  during  and 
upon  completion  of  this  structure. 

The  building  will  make  severe  new  demands  on 
the  already  strained  protective  services  of  the  city, 
i.e.,  the  Police  and  Fire  Departments  and  Water 
and  Sewer  Divisions.  It  will  make  new  demands 
upon  the  public  transportation  system,  demands 
that  will  not  be  overcome  merely  by  the 
construction  of  a  new  subway  entrance. 

There  can  also  be  no  doubt  that  a  building  of 
this  size  will  increase  the  number  of  private  cars 
and  service  vehicles  in  the  area.  The  presence  of 
these  additional  vehicles  will  undoubtedly  increase 
congestion  in  an  already  congested  area,  place 
further  demands  on  the  already  limited  supply  of 
parking  spaces  in  the  city,  and  disgorge  more 
pollutants  in  the  form  of  vehicular  emissions  into 
the  already  polluted  Boston  air. 

In  summation,  while  the  proposed  structure  may 
increase  the  amount  of  property  available  for 
taxation,  it  may  also  make  demands  upon  the  city 
not  commensurate  with  the  revenue  it  will  generate 
for  the  city.  Furthermore,  studies  made  in  other 
cities  indicate  buildings  of  this  size  cost  more  to 
service  than  they  return  in  tax  revenue. 

Considering  the  term  "locality"  in  the  narrower 
sense,  it  is  equally  demonstrated  that  the  revised 
plan  for  60  State  Street  does  not  meet  the  needs  of 
the  Government  Center-Waterfront  urban  renewal 
area.  The  immediate  vicinity  is  an  area  of  immense 
importance  historically,  an  area  where  architectural 


harmony,  open  space,  a  minimum  of  shadowing, 
and  a  minimum  wind  velocity  are  necessary  for  the 
overall  cultural  preservation  of  the  area. 

As  stated  in  section  205E.  No.  4,  of  the 
Government  Center-Waterfront  Plan  objectives,  the 
area  should  have  an  "adequate  standard  of  light, 
ail,  and  open  space,  and  create  a  total  pattern  of 
buildings  which  is  both  expressive  of  contemporary 
and  estate  development  and  a  harmonious  part  of 
historic  Boston."  The  proposed  building  will  no 
doubt  reflect  contemporary  real  estate  develop- 
ment, but  to  say  that  the  structure  would  be  a 
harmonious  part  of  historic  Boston  requires  the 
normal  mind  to  indulge  in  flighty  fancy.  Only  by 
accepting  the  incredulous  can  the  proposed 
building  be  deemed  architecturally  or  esthetically 
harmonious  with  the  surrounding  Government 
Center  and  Waterfront  areas. 

The  same  section,  section  205E,  No.  4,  states 
that  "in  the  overall  plan  (Government  Center- 
Waterfront)  as  it  relates  to  tall  buildings,  principal 
considerations  will  be  the  minimizing  shadowing  of 
lower  buildings,  major  open  spaces,  and  transit 
interchanges . . ."  It  befuddles  the  imagination  to 
attempt  argument  that  a  building  of  the  proposed 
dimensions  would  meet  this  criterion.  Instead  of  an 
area  open  to  maximun  sunlight,  the  area  would  be 
subject  to  much  shadowing  for  much  of  every  day. 

Another  objective  of  the  Government  Center- 
Waterfront  urban  renewal  plan  (Principle  No.  6, 
section  203)  is  the  achievement  of  a  proper 
integration  of  buildings  and  spaces  by  a  careful 
relationship  of  scale  and  materials  in  new 
development  to  the  scale  and  materials  of  the 
architecturally  and  historically  significant  buildings 
to  be  retained. 

The  60  State  Street  tower  bears  no  relationship 
in  scale  and  materials  to  the  scale  and  materials  of 
buildings  it  will  loom  over. 

Considering,  therefore,  the  objectives  of  the 
Government  Center/Waterfront  Urban  Renewal 
Plan  as  the  sound  needs  of  the  locality,  it  is 
patently  obvious  that  the  proposed  34-story 
structure  at  60  State  Street  is  not  in  accordance 
with  those  needs,  and  in  fact  detracts  from  the 
entire  area. 

The  final  plan  for  60  State  Street  was  a  major 
plan  change,  as  the  attached  letter  from  M.  D. 
Richardson  of  the  Department  of  Housing  and 
Urban  Development  amply  points  out 

The  Boston  Landmarks  Commission,  in  ad- 
dressing itself  to  a  previous  plan  change,  stated  that 
"construction  of  60  State  Street  will  introduce 
overshadowing  visual  elements  that  are  out  of 
character . . .  incongruous  in  size,  mass,  and 
proximity  .  . .  with  the  two  national  historical 
landmarks  and  their  setting,"  The  Landmarks 
Commission  stated  further  that  "the  negative 
effect  of  the  overpowering  part  of  the  proposed 
structure  still  outweights  any  positive  con- 
tributions." 

The  revised  plan  for  60  State  Street,  therefore, 
generates  a  series  of  questions  which  have  been 
explicit  in  this  statement.  They  are  made  explicit 
below: 
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1.  What  market  analyses  have  been  completed 
showing  the  need  for  additional  commercial  office 
space  in  Boston  at  the  completion  of  construction 
of  60  State  Street  and  in  the  ensuing  years? 

2.  Will  the  economic  benefit  accruing  to  the 
City  of  Boston  by  the  additional  height  of  370  feet 
outweight  the  additional  demands  on  city  services 
generated  by  the  structure? 

3.  Will  the  benefits  of  said  building  outweight 
the  resultant  degradation  of  the  Faneuil  Hall 
Quincy  Market  Area? 

4.  What  criteria  were  utilized  to  determine  the 
sound  needs  of  the  locality,  and  how  was  the  term 
"locality"  defined  in  formulating  the  plan 
conforming  with  the  original  height  restrictions 
and  in  formulating  the  revised  plan? 

5.  What,  if  any  cost/benefit  analysis  has  been 
completed  comparing  the  relative  returns  to  the 
City  of  Boston  of  a  building  conforming  to  the 
original  plan  vis-a-vis  the  building  described  in  the 
revised  plans? 

6.  What,  if  any  cost/benefit  studies  have  been 
completed    detailing    the    relative   return    to    the 


developer  in  these  two  cases? 

7.  Were  the  future  uses  of  the  Faneuil  Hall 
Quincy  Market  area  considered  in  the  plan  change? 

8.  What  role,  if  any,  did  the  Boston  Landmarks 
Commission  have  in  the  revision  of  the  plan  for  60 
State  Street?  , 

9.  Regarding  the  financial  aspects  of  the 
project,  what  statements  were  filed  detailing  the 
financing  of  the  project,  and  what  criteria  were 
utilized  to  establish  the  soundness  of  the  financing 
plan? 

Referred  to  the  Committee  on  Urban 
Development.

The  following  was  received: 

City  of  Boston, 
Office  of  the  Mayor,  May  20,  1  974. 
To  the  City  Council. 
Gentlemen: 

I  am  submitting  herewith  a  letter  received  from 
the  Corporation  Counsel,  along  with  an  appro- 
priation order  in  the  amount  of  $500,000  to  the 
Executions  of  Court,  Damage  Claims,  and  Reim- 
bursements account. 

The  total  amount  appropriated  to  this  account 
for  1973-74  was  $2,550,000,  of  which 
$1,700,000  was  for  the  1973  calendar  year.  Our 
request  for  1974-75  was  $1 ,250,000,  of  which  the 
City  Council  has  passed  $750,000. 

I  believe  the  Corporation  Counsel's  letter 
explains  the  needs  for  this  supplementary  appro- 
priation.

In  the  1974-75  city  budget  which  you 
presented  to  the  City  Council  you  requested 
$1,250,000  for  the  Executions  of  Court  Account. 
The  City  Council  approved  only  $750,000. 1  don't 
believe  that  amount  will  suffice  to  meet  the 
judgments  which  are  likely  to  be  entered  against 
the  city  and  its  employees  during  the  coming  year. 

It  is  true  that  in  1973  substantially  less  than  the 
$1,700,000  appropriated  was  spent.  A  transfer  in 
the  amount  of  $500,000  from  that  account  was 
therefore  possible.  The  controlling  fact,  however,  is 
that  $1,119,496  was  spent.  In  the  coming  year  I 
foresee  that  it  will  be  larger.  The  amount  to  which 
we  can  indemnify  city  employees  involved  in 
motor  vehicle  accidents  under  G.  L.  c.  41,  s.  100A, 
was  increased  from  $15,000  to  $40,000  on  the 
initiative  of  the  City  Council  last  March.  Also,  as 
you  know,  the  expenses  of  operating  the  Chelsea 
District  Court  are  being  charged  to  the  Executions 
of  Court  account  while  the  case  respecting  the 
constitutionality  of  charging  these  expenses  to 
Boston  is  being  litigated.  These  amount  to  some 
$40,000  a  month,  or  nearly  $500,000  a  year.  They 
were  charged  against  this  account  for  only  nine 
months  in  1973. 

I  therefore  respectfully  urge  that  you  request 
the  City  Council  to  restore  the  sum  of  $500,000  to 
the  Executions  of  Court  Account.

I  submit  herewith  for  your  approval  a  petition 
to  the  General  Court,  accompanied  by  a  bill  for  a 
special  law  relating  to  the  City  of  Boston. 

The  purpose  of  the  special  legislation 'is  to 
permit  public  employees  of  the  City  of  Boston, 
County  of  Suffolk,  or  authorities  of  the  City  of 
Boston  to  bid  at  public  auction  for  the  purchase  of 
foreclosed  real  estate,  which  right  is  presently 
denied  them  by  the  provisions  of  G.  L.  c.  268A 
(Conflict  of  Interest  Law).  I  see  no  valid  reason  for 
barring  public  employees  from  bidding  at  public 
auction  and  accepting  a  deed.  This  is  a  single 
transaction  and,  unlike  bidding  on  public  con- 
tracts, would  not  create  a  continuing  contractual 
relationship  between  the  parties. 

This  form  of  order  accomplishes  the  main 
purpose  of  the  order  adopted  by  your  Honorable 
Body  on  March  11,  1974,  but  is  broadened  to 
include    employees    of  the    Boston    Housing   Au- 


thority and  the  Boston  Redevelopment  Authority. 
Unlike  the  Order  of  March  11,  1974,  it  would  not 
permit  municipal  employees  to  lease  foreclosed 
real  estate  for  the  reasons  that  the  leasing  of 
foreclosed  real  estate  is  not  required  to  be  at  public 
auction  and  that  such  a  lease  would  create  the 
ongoing  relationship  of  landlord  and  tenant  which 
would  be  repugnant  to  the  spirit  of  the  Conflict  of 
Interest  Law.

171'  of  the  City  Charter  requesting  answers  to  six 
questions  regarding  the  so-called  60  State  Street 
development. 

/.    What  is  the  present  zoning  designation  for  the 
parcels  of  land  known  as  60  State  Street?. 

60  Slate  Street  is  zoned  B-10-U:  General 
Business  with  a  floor  area  ratio  of  10,  Urban 
Renewal  Area  subdistrict. 
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2.  When  were  these  parcels  given  such  designation? 
The    map    amendment    was    adopted    by    the 

Zoning  Commission  on  April  8,  1971,  sent  to  the 
Mayor  on  April  15,  1971,  and,  not  having  been 
signed  or  vetoed  by  the  Mayor,  became  effective 
on  April  30,  1971. 

3.  Through  what  authority  was  this  designation 
approved? 

The  authority  for  the  "U"  designation  is 
contained  in  section  3-1  of  the  Boston  Zoning 
Code,  as  amended.  See  paragraph  headed  "Urban 
Renewal  Areas." 

4.  What  forms  of  variances  from  the  Zoning  Code 
are  allowed  by  such  designation? 

"U"  districts  are  not  subject  to  Table  B  of 
Sections  13—1  except  for  maximum  floor  area 
ratio,  or  to  Sections  13-2,  13-3,  13-4  or  Articles 
14,  16,  17,  18,  19,  20,  21,  and  22.  These  sections 
and  articles  regulate  dimensional  requirements:  lot 
size,  lot  width,  height,  open  space  per  dwelling 
unit,  front,  side,  and  rear  yards,  and  setback  of 
parapet. 

5.  What  forms  of  variances  from  the  Zoning  Code 
are  not  allowed  by  such  designation? 

The  "U"  designation  does  not  give  automatic 
exemption  from  (1)  use  regulations,  (2)  floor  area 
ratio  limits,  or  (3)  off-street  parking  requirements. 
Exceptions  to  these  regulations  must  be  granted  by 
the  Board  of  Appeal  under  Article  6A. 

6.  What  conditions  must  be  shown  in  order  to 
receive  variances  which  are  not  covered  by  such 
designation? 

Under  a  "U"  designation  one  must  request  an 
exception  and  not  a  variance.  In  the  case  of  an 
exception  in  a  "U"  district  the  Board  of  Appeal 
must  find  that  the  exception  is  in  harmony  with 
the  general  purpose  and  intent  of  the  Code,  and 
that  it  is  in  conformity  with  the  "land  assembly 
and  redevelopment  or  urban  renewal  plan  or  the 
low-rent  housing  project  or  housing  project  for 
elderly  persons  for  the  urban  renewal  area,  and 
that  such  conformity  has  been  certified  to  by  the 
Boston  Redevelopment  Authority."

Ordered,  That  the  Boston  City  Council  request 
his  Honor  the  Mayor  to  submit  a  supplementary 
budget  for  this  purpose  in  the  Parl^  and 
Recreation  Department  budget  to  insure  that  their 
recreation  facilities  be  made  available  to  our  young 
people.

ORDINANCE      EXTLND1NG      hOR      AN      AD- 
DITIONAL   YEAR    THE    EXISTENCE    01 
THE    MODEL    NEIGHBORHOOD    BOARD 
AND  MODEL  CITY  AGENCY 

Coun.  TIERNEY  offered  the  following: 
City  of  Boston. 
In  the  Year  Nineteen  Hundred  and  Seventy-four. 
An  Ordinance   Extending  for  an  Additional  Year 
the    Existence   of   the    Model    Neighborhood 
Board  and  Model  City  Agency 
Be  it  ordained  by  the  City  Council  of  Boston  as 
follows: 
Section    I.  Chapter    16    of   the   Ordinances   of 
1969,  as  amended,  is  hereby  further  amended  by 
striking  out  in  the  first  sentence  of  section  1   the 
words  "nineteen   hundred   and   seventy-four"  and 
inserting   in    place    thereof   the   words:    "nineteen 
hundred  and  seventy-five." 

Section  2.  Said  chapter  16  is  hereby  further 
amended  by  striking  out  section  2,  as  amended, 
and  inserting  in  place  thereof  the  following 
section: 

Section  2.  There  shall  also  be  in  the  city 
until  July  first,  nineteen  hundred  and  seventy- 
five,  a  board,  known  as  the  Model  Neighbor- 
hood Board,  which  shall  be  the  official 
community  representative  of  the  model  neigh- 
borhood area,  which  is  the  same  area  as  was 
defined  for  the  purposes  of  the  comprehensive 
city  demonstration  program  carried  out  under 
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the  Federal  Demonstration  Cities  and  Metro- 
politan Development  Act  of  1966,  as  amended. 
The  Model  Neighborhood  Board  shall  consist  of 
eighteen  residents  of  the  model  neighborhood 
area  elected  as  follows: 

In  the  case  of  three  members,  who  shall  be 
known  as  Subarea  I  representatives,  by  the 
residents  of  the  model  neighborhood  within 
Precincts  4,  5,  6,  and  7  in  Ward  11;  in  the  case 
of  three  other  members,  who  shall  be  known  as 
Subarea  II  representatives,  by  the  residents  of 
the  model  neighborhood  within  Precincts  4  and 
5  in  Ward  9  and  Precincts  1  and  2  in  Ward  11; 
in  the  case  of  three  other  members,  who  shall 
be  known  as  Subarea  III  representatives,  by  the 
residents  of  the  model  neighborhood  within 
Precincts  3,  4,  and  7  in  Ward  8  and  Precincts  1 
and  4  in  Ward  12;  in  the  case  of  three  other 
members,  who  shall  be  known  as  Subarea  IV 
representatives,  by  the  residents  of  the  model 
neighborhood  within  Precincts  5  and  6  in  Ward 
8  and  Precincts  1,  2,  and  4  in  Ward  13;  in  the 
case  of  three  other  members,  who  shall  be 
known  as  Subarea  V  representatives,  by  the 
residents  of  the  model  neighborhood  within 
Precincts  2  and  6  in  Ward  12,  Precinct  1  in 
Ward  13,  and  Precincts  1  and  3  in  Ward  14; and 
in  the  case  of  the  three  remaining  members, 
who  shall  be  known  as  Subarea  VI  repre- 
sentatives, by  the  residents  of  the  model 
neighborhood  within  Precincts  2,  4,  6,  7,  and  9 
in  Ward  14;  provided,  however,  that  the  initial 
members  of  said  board  shall  be  the  persons 
elected  at  the  most  recent  election  held  under 
chapter  16  of  the  Ordinances  of  1969,  as 
amended,  who  shall  hold  office  until  their 
successors  shall  have  been  elected  and  qualified. 
On  the  fourth  Tuesday  in  June,  1974,  an 
election  shall  be  conducted  at  all  of  the  regular 
polling  places  within  those  precincts  by  the 
Board  of  Election  Commissioners,  at  which 
residents  of  the  model  neighborhood  area 
within  said  precincts  as  determined  by  the  then 
lastest  listing  of  the  listing  board  shall  elect 
persons  to  serve  as  members  of  the  Model 
Neighborhood  Board  from  July  1,  1974,  until 
July  1 ,  1975.  The  cost  of  this  election  shall  be 
paid  from  Model  City  Funds.  Each  member 
elected  hereby  shall  be  a  resident  of  the  subarea 
specified  above  when  elected  and  must 
continue  to  be  a  resident  of  said  subarea  during 
the  term  for  which  he  or  she  has  been  elected, 
and  if  he  or  she  fails  to  maintain  that  residence, 
the  Model  Neighborhood  Board  shall  declare 
that  a  vacancy  exists.  If,  at  any  time,  a  vacancy 
occurs  in  the  office  of  a  member,  the  remaining 
members  shall  within  sixty  (60)  days  of  the 
occurrence  of  such  vacancy  choose,  as  member 
for  unexpired  term,  whichever  of  the  defeated 
candidates  for  the  office  or  such  member  at  the 
last  regular  election  at  which  members  were 
elected  for  the  term  in  which  the  vacancy 
occurs  who  is  eligible  and  willing  to  serve 
received  the  highest  number  of  votes  at  such 
election.  If  there  is  no  such  defeated  candidate 
eligible  and  willing  to  serve  then  there  shall  be  a 


special  election  in  those  precincts  in  which  the 
vacancy  occurs  to  be  held  by  the  Board  of 
Election  Commissioners  at  all  the  regular 
polling  places  within  those  precincts  within 
sixty  (60)  days  of  the  occurrence  of  such 
vacancy.  The  members  of  the  Model  Neighbor- 
hood Board  shall  be  reimbursed  only  from 
Model  City  Program  Funds  furnished  by  the 
United  States  Government  and  accepted  by  the 
Mayor  and  City  Council  for  loss  of  compensa- 
tion and  expenses  necessarily  incident  to  the 
performance  of  their  duties.  The  members  of 
said  Board  are  hereby  classified  as  special 
municipal  employees  for  the  purposes  of 
chapter  268A  of  the  General  Laws. 

Before  appointing  a  Model  City  Administra- 
tor the  mayor  shall  submit  the  name  of  his 
proposed  appointee  to  the  Model  Neighbor- 
hood Board.  Said  Board  may  within  ten  days 
after  the  submission  of  such  name  make  such 
recommendation  with  respect  to  such  appoint- 
ment as  said  Board  may  see  fit;  and  the  mayor 
shall  consider  such  recommendation  before 
making  such  appointment. 

The  Model  Neighborhood  Board  may  at  any 
time  initiate  a  review  of  the  Administrator's 
performance.  Whenever,  after  such  a  review,  a 
majority  of  the  members  of  said  Board 
recommend  the  removal  of  the  Administrator 
in  writing,  specifying  the  grounds  and  the 
supporting  evidence,  the  mayor  shall  accept  or 
reject  such  recommendation  after  providing  the 
Board  and  the  Administrator  notice  and  an 
opportunity  to  be  heard.  If  the  mayor  rejects 
such  recommendation,  he  shall  state  his  reasons 
publicly  and  in  writing. 

The  Model  Neighborhood  Board  shall  review 
and  approve,  disapprove,  or  approve  in  part  all 
plans,  programs,  proposals,  budgets,  contracts, 
and/or  letters  of  agreement,  and/or  memoranda 
of  understanding  which  were  part  of,  continue 
parts  of,  or  are  being  considered  for  incorpora- 
tion into,  the  comprehensive  city  demonstra- 
tion program  carried  out  under  the  Federal 
Demonstration  Cities  and  Metropolitan  Devel- 
opment Act  of  1966,  as  amended,  and  shall  also 
keep  all  such  activities  under  continuous  review 
and  receive  for  each  program  a  year-end 
financial  report.  As  part  of  the  above-described 
review  and  approval  process  said  Board  shall 
review  all  contracts  and/or  letters  of  agreement, 
and/or  memoranda  of  understanding  relative  to 
the  said  plans  and  programs  to  insure  their 
compliance  with  the  said  plans  and  programs. 
Prior  to  the  final  execution  of  each  contract, 
and/or  letters  of  agreement,  and/ormemoranda 
of  understanding  said  Board  shall  approve, 
disapprove,  or  approve  in  part  and  recommend 
changes  to  the  following  provisions  of  the 
contract,  and/or  letters  of  agreement,  and/or 
memoranda  of  understanding:  (1)  scope  of 
services,  (2)  contractor  selection,  (3)  budget, 
(4)  time  table,  and  (5)  role  of  the  Model 
Neighborhood  Board  in  monitoring  and  evalua- 
ting the  plans  and  programs  and  the  contract. 
Such     provisions     shall     include    all    exhibits, 
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appendices,  and  documents  incorporated  there- 
in by  reference  and  pertaining  thereto.  If  such 
action  is  not  taken  by  said  Board  within 
twenty-one  days  after  the  receipt  of  each 
contract  by  said  Board  the  contract  shall  be 
deemed  approved.  Said  Board  shall  make 
recommendations  to  the  mayor  through  the 
Model  Cities  Administrator  with  regard  to 
plans,  programs,  policies,  proposals,  budgets, 
and  contracts,  and/or  letters  of  agreement, 
and/or  memoranda  of  understanding;  and  after 
considering  the  Model  Cities  Administrator's 
own  recommendations  and  views  of  the 
community,  said  Board  shall  make  confirmed 
recommendations.  Whenever  a  majority  of  said 
Board  makes  any  such  confirmed  recom- 
mendation with  regard  to  plans,  programs, 
policies,  proposals,  budgets,  and  contracts, 
and/or  letters  of  agreement,  and/or  memoranda 
of  understanding  the  Model  Cities  Administra- 
tor shall  follow  such  recommendation  or  he 
shall  submit  the  issue  to  binding  arbitration 
before  three  arbitrators,  one  to  be  chosen  by 
said  Board,  one  to  be  chosen  by  the  Model 
Cities  Administrator,  and  one  to  be  chosen  by 
agreement  between  said  Board  and  the  Model 
Cities  Administrator. 

The    Model   Neighborhood   Board   shall,  in 
addition,    maintain   continuous   contract   with 
the  residents  of  the  model  neighborhood,  and 
compile  their  ideas,  suggestiors,  criticisms,  and 
complaints  respecting  the  comprehensive  pro- 
gram aforesaid  and  other  programs  in  the  model 
neighborhood  area  and  shall  report  its  findings 
to  the  appropriate  departments  of  the  City  of 
Boston,  the  Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts, 
and  the  United  States  Government. 
Section    3.  Notwithstanding   the   provisions   of 
section  3  of  chapter  1  of  the  Revised  Ordinances  of 
1961,   this   ordinance   shall  be  published  by  the 
action  of  the  City  Council  in  passing  the  same. 

Coun.  TIERNEY  moved  that  the  order  be 
amended  by  adding  the  following  amendments 
after  line  24  on  page  4: 

"Said  grant  funds  shall  not  be  used  for  general 
administrative  purposes  of  the  City  of  Boston,  but 
only  for  the  planning,  inplementation,  and 
execution  of  programs  whose  purpose  is  the 
improvement  of  the  quality  of  urban  life  within 
the  above-defined  Model  Neighborhood  Area  of 
the  City  of  Boston. 

"Funds  from  said  grant  shall  not  be  used  to 
influence  or  coerce  the  political  action  of  any 
person  or  body,  or  to  interfere  with  any  municipal, 
state,  or  federal  election  and/or  referendum.  Funds 
from  said  grant  may  be  used  for  voter  registration 
drives  within  said  Model  Neighborhood  Area 
and/or  for  the  cost  of  the  election  of  the  Model 
Neighborhood  Board." 

The  Amendments  were  adopted. 
The   ordinance  as  amended  was  passed  under 
suspension  of  the  rules.

Whereas,  Manny  operates  a  fine  restaurant  in  the 
Cleary  Square  section  of  Hyde  Park,  which  is 
well-known  throughout  the  Boston  area;  and 

Whereas,  He  has  been  very  philanthropic  and 
generous,  and  there  is  a  saying  in  Hyde  Park  that  a 
person  never  leaves  Manny  Aronis'  restaurant 
hungry,  whether  he  has  money  or  not;  and 

Whereas,  Manny  has  also  been  very  active  in 
veterans'  circles,  having  served  in  World  War  II  with 
distinction,  and  is  blessed  with  a  very  fine  wife, 
Angie,  who  works  side  by  side  with  him;  now,

Resolved,  That  the  Boston  City  Council  extends 
its  sincerest  congratulations  to  Manny  Aronis  for 
his  elevation  to  the  chairmanship  of  the  Common- 
wealth of  Massachusetts  Boxing  Commission  and 
wishes  him  success  and  longevity.

Whereas,  Governor  Sargent  three  years  ago  on 
July  8  made  a  major  statement  of  airport  policy 
against  further  expansion  and  promised  an  airport 
which  would  be  a  better  and  quieter  neighbor;  and 

Whereas,  Residents  of  the  City  of  Boston  and 
the  City  of  Boston  itself  have  heavily  invested  in 
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areas  of  East  and  South  Boston,  the  North  End, 
and  the  Downtown  Waterfront,  in  part  depending 
on  the  Governor's  commitment;  and 

Whereas,  Governor  Sargent  has  now  appointed 
five  of  the  seven  members  of  the  Authority  and  is 
accountable  for  their  actions;  and 

Whereas.  The  Massport  Authority  acted  in 
violation  of  the  state  environmental  policy  act;  and 

Whereas,  The  environmental  laws  are  intended 
to  protect  the  environment  of  urban  areas  of 
Boston  as  well  as  suburban  and  rural  areas;  and 

Whereas,  The  Governor  is  responsible  for  the 
enforcement  of  the  Massachusetts  environmental 
policy  act;  now,  therefore,  be  it 

Resolved,  That  the  Boston  City  Council,  in 
meeting  assembled,  calls  upon  Governor  Sargent  to 
honor  the  commitments  he  made  to  the  people  of 
Boston  three  years  ago  by  enforcing  the  environ- 
mental laws  and  using  the  full  powers  of  his  office 
to  stop  these  dangerous  and  destructive  projects.

Whereas,  The  General  Court  of  the  Common- 
wealth   of  Massachusetts  is  currently   considering 
amendments    to    chapter    766    of    the    Acts   and 
Resolves  of  1973;and 

Whereas,     Such     amendments    permit     phased 
implementation  of  the  provisions  of  said  act;  and 


Coun.  CONNOLLY,  for  all  the  Councillors, 
offered  the  following: 

Whereas,  The  Massport  Authority  Board  voted 
last  Thursday  to  proceed  with  construction  of 
extensions  to  Runways  4L  and  9  and  a  new  Stol 
Runway  15-33;  and 

Whereas,  These  runways  would  impose  serious 
additional  noise  and  danger  to  sections  of  East  and 
South  Boston  and  the  North  End  and  Downtown 
Waterfront;  and 
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Whereas.  The  Massport  Authority  took  this 
action  without  properly  completing  or  considering 
environmental  impact  studies;  and 

Whereas,  The  Massport  Authority  has  yet  to 
prepare  an  adequate  Airport  Master  Plan  in 
accordance  with  federal  guidelines,  without  which 
the  Federal  Department  of  Transportation  has 
stated  there  will  be  no  federal  funds  for  any  Logan 
expansion  project;  and 

Whereas,  Federal  law  requires  that  the  Secretary 
of  Transportation  not  allow  any  federal  airport 
project  to  proceed  unless  he  finds  that  the  project 
is  reasonably  consistent  with  the  plans  of 
appropriate  local  agencies;  and 

Whereas,  The  City  of  Boston  has  invested 
heavily  in  community  improvements  in  sections  of 
East  and  South  Boston  and  the  North  End  and 
Downtown  Waterfront,  and  encouraged  the  resi- 
dents of  those  areas  to  invest  in  their  property; 
now,  therefore,  be  it 

Resolved,  That  the  Boston  City  Council,  in 
meeting  assembled,  declares  that  the  proposed 
airport  expansion  is  not  consistent  with  the  plans 
and  actions  of  the  City  of  Boston  and  her  citizens 
of  the  areas  of  East  Boston,  South  Boston,  the 
North  End,  and  the  Downtown  Waterfront;  and  be 
it  further 

Resolved,  That  the  Boston  City  Council  strongly 
urges  the  United  States  Secretary  of  Transporta- 
tion, Claude  S.  Brinegar,  to  notify  the  Massport 
Authority  that  the  proposed  expansion  will  not  be 
funded  or  accepted  by  the  appropriate  federal 
agencies,  and  also  urges  the  Secretary  to  take  legal 
action  if  necessary  to  stop  these  projects.

This  is  written  in  response  to  the  order  passed 
by  the  City  Council  April  29,  1974,  requesting  that 
it  be  furnished  with  information  on  the  possibility 
of  extending  the  usual  thirty-day  grace  period  for 
senior  citizens  who  have  filed  for  an  "elderly" 
abatement. 

Massachusetts  General  Laws,  chapter  59,  s  57, 
establishes  the  requirement  for  interest  payments 
as  well  the  interest  rate.  St.  1974,  c.  59,  further 
correcting  the  fiscal  cycle  law,  specifically  provides 
that  where  the  tax  bill  (for  the  first  six  months  of 
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1974)  is  sent  out  after  April  1,  1974,  interest  shall 
be  paid  at  the  rate  of  8  percent  per  annum  on  so 
much  of  the  bill  as  remains  unpaid  after  the 
thirtieth  day  on  which  the  bill  was  sent  out.  The 
law  applies  equally  to  all  taxpayers,  and  ac- 
cordingly, as  Collector-Treasurer,  I  have  no 
authority  to  grant  the  extension  contemplated  by 
the  order.

ORDINANCE  ESTABLISHING  VACANT  LAND 
RECLAMATION  BOARD  AND  PROVIDING 
FOR  USE  BY  RESIDENTS  OF  VACANT 
PUBLIC  LANDS  FOR  AGRICULTURAL, 
BOTANICAL,  OR  RECREATIONAL 
PURPOSES 

Coun.  CONNOLLY  offered  the  following: 
City  of  Boston. 
In  the  Year  Nineteen  Hundred  and  Seventy-four. 
An    Ordinance    Establishing   a    Vacant    Land    Re- 
clamation Board  and  Providing  for  the  Use, 
By    Residents,   of  Vacant    Public   Lands  for 
Agricultural,      Botanical,      or      Recreational 
Purposes. 
Be  it  ordained  by  the  City  Council  of  Boston  as 
follows: 
Section    1.  There    shall    be,    within    the    Real 
Property    Department,    a    board    known    as    the 
Vacant     Land    Reclamation    Board,    which    shall 
consist    of    the    Deputy    Commissioner    of    Real 
Property,  Property  Division,   or  his  designee,  the 
chairman  of  the  Committee  on   Foreclosed   Real 
Estate    or    his    designee,    the    chairman    of    the 
Conservation    Commission    or    his    designee,    one 
low-income  resident  of  the  city  appointed  by  the 
Mayor  for  a  term  of  three  years,  and  one  resident 
of  the   city   appointed   by  the  Mayor  from  two 
nominees     of     the     Massachusetts     Horticultural 
Society   for  a   term  of  three  years.  The  members 
appointed  by   the  Mayor  shall  be   deemed   to  be 
special  municipal  employees  for  the  purposes  of 
chapter  268A  of  the  General  Laws.  All  members 
shall    serve    without    compensation.   The    Deputy 
Commissioner  of  Real  Property,  Property  Division, 
shall    serve    as    chairman    of    the    Board    without 
further  compensation. 
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Section  2.  The  duties  of  said  board  shall 
include: 

1.  Promulgation  of  rules  and  regulations 
concerning  the  use  of  vacant  lands  for 
agricultural,  botanical,  or  recreational  purposes. 

2.  Preparation  of  a  listing  of  vacant  prop- 
erties under  the  care,  custody,  and  control  of 
the  city. 

3.  Establishment  of  criteria  for  the  selection 
of  applicants  and  the  establishment  of  guide- 
lines for  the  operation  and  maintenance  of  the 
vacant  land. 

Section  3.  Upon  the  submission  of  an  applica- 
tion and  approval  of  said  application  by  the  Vacant 
Land  Reclamation  Board,  any  individual  resident 
or  group  of  residents  may  use  for  agricultural, 
botanical,  or  recreational  purposes  any  vacant 
public  land  under  the  care,  custody,  and  control  of 
the  city  for  which  the  city  has  no  immediate  use  or 
plan  to  use  within  a  minimum  of  six  months. 

Section  4.  Applicants  for  permission  to  use 
these  vacant  public  lands  shall  be  required  to 
submit  a  plan  for  the  use  of  the  land.  Applicants 
who  are  accepted  shall  agree  to  maintain  the  land 
in  a  condition  consistent  with  their  land  use  plans 
and  with  the  rules  and  regulations  promulgated  by 
the  Vacant  Land  Reclamation  Board.  Failure  to 
carry  out  the  conditions  of  the  agreement  shall 
result  in  forfeiture  of  the  permit  to  use  the  land. 
All  applicants  must  sign  a  waiver  holding  the  city 
harmless  for  any  injury  or  damages  arising  out  of 
his  use  of  the  land. 

Section  5.  The  Vacant  Land  Reclamation  Board 
shall  issue  permits  to  applicants  for  vacant  public 
lands  for  a  period  of  time  to  be  determined  by  said 
board,  but  said  period  of  time  shall  not  be  less  than 
three  months. 

Permits  shall  be  renewable  provided  there  are  no 
other  applicants  for  a  particular  site.  Priority  in  the 
allotment  of  vacant  public  lands  shall  be  given  to 
abutters,  community  groups,  elderly,  low-income, 
and  youth,  respectively. 

Upon  notification  by  the  Real  Property 
Department  that  the  city  has  need  of  the  land  in 
use,  persons  utilizing  said  land  must  vacate  within 
ninety  days  after  notification,  provided,  however, 
that  no  permit  may  be  terminated  until  the  end  of 
the  harvest  season  if  the  land  is  being  used  for 
agricultural  or  botanical  purposes. 

Section  6.  No  permanent  structures  shall  be 
erected  on  these  lands  and  if  used  for  agricultural 
or  botanical  purposes  the  products  grown  may  not 
be  sold;  however,  this  section  does  not  prohibit 
free  distribution  of  such  products. 

Section  7.  Anything  in  section  3  of  chapter  1  of 
the  Revised  Ordinances  of  1961  to  the  contrary 
notwithstanding,  this  ordinance  shall  be  published 
by  the  action  of  the  City  Council  in  passing  the 
same.

APPROVING  CERTAIN  FINDINGS  CON- 
CERNING MASSACHUSETTS  GENERAL 
HOSPITAL  DEVELOPMENT  PLAN 

The  following  was  received:

Gentlemen: 

Transmitted  herewith  is  a  development  plan 
submitted  by  Massachusetts  General  Hospital  dated 
December  1,  1973.  This  plan  was  prepared  to 
provide  a  basis  under  section  112  of  the  Housing 
Act  of  1949  for  claiming  noncash  grants-in-aid 
credits  toward  the  West  End  Land  Assembly  and 
Redevelopment  Project  for  expenditures  by  the 
hospital  for  land  acquisition  and  demolition  within 
the  plan  area. 

The  approved  West  End  Financing  Plan  relied  on 
local  grants-in-aid  to  provide  the  required  one-third 
share  the  city  has  to  pay  towards  the  new  project 
cost.  If  noncash  grants-in-aid  are  not  available,  the 
city  has  to  provide  its  share  in  cash.  The 
expenditures  made  by  Massachusetts  General 
Hospital  will,  if  accepted  by  HUD,  provide  the 
necessary  noncash  grants-in-aid,  and  any  excess  can 
be  applied  to  a  pool  to  supply  local  share  credits 
for  other  urban  renewal  projects.  To  date  the 
hospital  has  expended  $3,074,649,  which  we  feel  is 
eligible  towards  the  local  share. 

Under  chapter  121 B  of  the  Massachusetts 
General  Laws,  as  amended,  the  BRA  on  May  2, 
1974,  approved  the  Massachusetts  General  Hospital 
Plan  after  due  notice  and  a  public  hearing  held 
February  14,  1974.  Following  such  approval, 
federal  and  state  law  requires  that  the  plan  receive 


the  further  approval  of  the  City  of  Boston,  the 
Massachusetts  Department  of  Community  Affairs, 
and  the  Department  of  Housing  and  Urban 
Development. 

The  Boston  Redevelopment  Authority  has  held 
the  public  hearing  required  by  chapter  121B, 
section  1,  and  the  City  Council  can  approve  this 
development  plan  without  further  public  hearings, 
necessary  steps  to  have  the  Boston  City  Council 
review  and  approve  the  Massachusetts  General 
Hospital  development  plan  so  that  the  city  can 
receive  the  necessary  noncash  credits.

Transmitted  herewith  is  a  development  plan 
submitted  by  Massachusetts  General  Hospital  dated 
December  1,  1973.  This  plan  was  prepared  to 
provide  a  basis  under  section  112  of  the  Housing 
Act  of  1949  for  claiming  noncash  grants-in-aid 
credits  toward  the  West  End  Land  Assembly  and 
Redevelopment  Project  for  expenditures  by  the 
hospital  for  land  acquisition  and  demolition  within 
the  plan  area. 

The  approved  West  End  Financing  Plan  relied  on 
local  grants-in-aid  to  provide  the  required  one-third 
share  the  city  has  to  pay  towards  the  net  project 
costs.  If  noncash  grants-in-aid  are  not  available,  the 
city  has  to  provide  its  share  in  cash.  The 
expenditures  made  by  the  Massachusetts  General 
Hospital  will,  if  accepted  by  HUD,  provide  the 
necessary  noncash  grants-in-aid,  and  any  excess  can 
be  applied  to  a  pool  to  supply  local  share  credits 
for  other  urban  renewal  projects.  To  date  the 
hospital  has  expended  $3,074,649,  which  we  feel  is 
eligible  towards  the  local  share. 

Under  chapter  121B  of  the  Massachusetts 
General  Laws,  as  amended,  the  BRA  on  May  2, 
1974,  approved  the  Massachusetts  General  Hospital 
plan  after  due  notice  and  a  public  hearing  held 
February  14,  1974.  Following  such  approval, 
federal  and  state  law  requires  that  the  plan  receive 
the  further  approval  of  the  City  of  Boston,  the 
Massachusetts  Department  of  Community  Affairs, 
and  the  Department  of  Housing  and  Urban 
Development. 

In  accordance  with  this  procedure  I  urgently 
recommend  that  you  forward  the  attached  plan  to 
the  City  Council  for  their  approval  at  the  earliest 
possible  date.

Resolution  of  the  City  Council  Relative  to  Certain 
Findings  Concerning  the  Massachusetts  Gen- 
eral Hospital  Development  Plan 
Whereas,  The  Boston  Redevelopment  Authority 
(hereinafter  called  the  "Authority"),  is  a'public 
body,  politic  and  corporate,  duly  organized  and 
existing  under  chapter  121  B  of  the  Massachusetts 
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General  Laws  (Ter.  Ed.),  as  amended,  within  the 
City  of  Boston,  Massachusetts;  and 

Whereas,  The  Authority  is  the  local  public 
agency  for  the  purpose  of  undertaking  urban 
renewal  activities  and  the  Authority  is  the  Planning 
Agency  for  the  City  of  Boston;  and 

Whereas,  The  Massachusetts  General  Hospital 
(hereinafter  referred  to  as  the  "hospital"),  a 
nonprofit  medical  organization,  located  in  the  City 
of  Boston,  has  submitted  to  the  Authority  its 
Development  Plan  dated  December  1,  197  3,  as 
amended;  such  plan  consisting  of  a  nineteen-page 
document  (hereinafter  referred  to  as  the  "plan") 
and  related  map  which  is  attached  hereto  and 
certified  by  the  Secretary  of  the  Authority  to  be 
part  of  such  plan;  and 

Whereas,  The  purpose  of  such  plan  submission  is 
to  obtain  noncash  grants-in-aid  credits  for  certain 
of  the  city's  urban  renewal  projects  for  various 
expenditures  made  by  the  hospital,  such  credits 
being  authorized  under  section  112  of  the  Housing 
Act  of  1949,  as  amended;  and 

Whereas,  In  connection  with  such  submission, 
appropriate  state  and  federal  regulations  require 
the  Authority  to  conduct  a  public  hearing 
concerning  such  plan  and  make  certain  findings 
prior  to  approving  such  plan;  and 

Whereas,  The  plan  has  been  reviewed  for 
conformity  with  the  "1965-1975  General  Plan  for 
the  City  of  Boston  and  the  Regional  Core,"  which 
was  duly  approved  by  the  Authority  at  its  meeting 
on  March  11,  1965,  and  for  consistency  with  local 
objectives  respecting  appropriate  land  uses,  im- 
proved traffic,  public  transportation,  public  utili- 
ties, recreational  and  community  facilities,  and 
other  public  improvements;  and 

Whereas,  The  Authority  has  held  a  public 
hearing  on  February  14,  1974,  after  due  and 
proper  notice  and  has  received  and  heard  extensive 
data,  exhibits,  views,  and  opinions  and  has  in  a 
resolution  adopted  and  affirmed  this  date  made 
certain  findings  and  conclusions  concerning  the 
plan  and  the  conditions  of  the  area  noted  in  such 
plan;  and 

Whereas,  The  members  of  the  City  Council  have 
carefully  considered  and  reviewed  the  plan  in  light 
of  (1)  the  supporting  documentation  submitted 
and  (2)  the  general  knowledge  of  the  City 
Councillors  with  respect  to  conditions  prevailing  in 
the  plan  area  and  in  the  City  of  Boston  as  a  whole; 
now,  therefore,  it  is  hereby 
Resolved 

1.  That  the  plan  conforms  to  the  comprehensive 
plan  for  the  locality  as  a  whole  and  to  the 
workable  program  for  community  improvements, 
and  is  consistent  with  the  aforesaid  local  objectives 
of  the  community. 

2.  Properties  within  the  plan  area  which  have 
already  been  demolished  or  rehabilitated  were 
blighted  or  deteriorating. 

3.  The  plan  area  as  a  whole  was,  prior  to  the 
demolition  and  rehabilitation  of  certain  properties 
within  it,  blighted  and  deteriorating,  and  qualifies 
as  an  area  outside  an  urban  renewal  project  from 
which  section  112  credits  may  be  obtained  under 
the  Housing  Act. 


4.  The  plan  area  was,  prior  to  the  demolition 
and  rehabilitation  of  certain  properties  within  it, 
detrimental  to  safety,  health,  morals,  welfare,  and 
sound  growth  of  the  Boston  community. 

5.  The  plan  shows  that  land  or  properties  in  the 
area  for  which  credits  will  be  claimed  have  or  will 
be  redeveloped  or  rehabilitated  for  hospital  use. 

6.  The  actions  called  for  in  the  plan  will 
eliminate  blight  and  deterioration  within  the  plan 
area,  and  will  result  in  conditions  that  will  be 
compatible  with  the  plan  for  the  West  End  Project. 

7.  In  addition  to  the  above  findings,  the  City 
Council  also  has  determined,  in  accordance  with 
section  48,  chapter  121B,  of  the  Massachusetts 
General  Laws  insofar  as  these  determinations  are 
applicable  to  the  subject  development  plan,  and 
hereby  finds  that: 

(a)  The  project  area  would  not  by  private 
enterprise  alone  and  without  either  government 
subsidy  or  the  exercise  of  government  powers 
be  made  available  for  urban  renewal;  (b)  the 
proposed  land  uses  and  building  requirements 
in  the  project  area  will  afford  maximum 
opportunity  to  privately  financed  urban  re- 
newal consistent  with  the  sound  needs  of  the 
locality  as  a  whole;  (c)  the  financial  plan  is 
sound;  (d)  the  project  area  is  a  decadent, 
substandard,  or  blighted  open  area;  (e)  that  the 
urban  renewal  plan  is  sufficiently  complete,  as 
required  by  section  1;  and  (f)  the  relocation 
plan  has  been  approved  under  chapter  79A. 

8.  That  the  plan  be  and  hereby  is  approved. 
(Annexed  hereto  is  plan  referred  to.)

Ordered,  That  a  petition  to  the  General  Court 
accompanied  by  a  bill  for  a  special  law  relating  to 
the  City  of  Boston,  to  be  filed  with  an  attested 
copy  of  this  order,  be,  and  hereby  is,  approved 
under  clause  (1)  of  section  8  of  Article  2,  as 
amended,  under  the  Amendments  to  the  Constitu- 
tion of  the  Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts,  to 
the  end  that  legislation  be  enacted  providing 
substantially  as  follows: 

An  Act  Creating  the  Boston 
Landmarks  Commission 

Section  1.  Purposes.  The  purposes  of  this  act 
are:  (1)  to  protect  the  beauty  of  the  city  of  Boston 
and  improve  the  quality  of  its  environment 
through  identification,  recognition,  conservation, 
maintenance,  and  enhancement  of  areas,  sites, 
structures,  and  fixtures  which  constitute  or  reflect 
distinctive  features  of  the  political,  economic, 
social,  cultural,  or  architectural  history  of  the  city; 
(b)  to  foster  appropriate  use  and  wider  public 
knowledge  and  appreciation  of  such  features,  areas, 
sites,  structures,  and  fixtures;  (c)  to  resist  and, 
restrain  environmental  influences  adverse  to  such 
purposes;  (d)  to  encourage  private  efforts  in 
support  of  such  purposes;  and  (e)  by  furthering 
such  purposes  to  promote  the  public  welfare,  to 
strengthen  the  cultural  and  educational  life  of  the 
city  and  the  commonwealth,  and  to  make  the  city 
a  more  attractive  and  desirable  place  in  which  to 
live  and  work. 

Section  2.  Definitions.  As  used  in  this  act,  the 
following  words  shall  have  the  following  meanings: 

"Architectural  Conservation  District,"  any  area 
designated  by  the  commission  in  accordance  with 
section  4  as  an  area  containing  any  physical 
features  or  improvements  or  both  which  are  of 
historical,  social,  cultural,  architectural,  or 
aesthetic  significance  to  the  city  and  cause  such 
area  to  constitute  a  distinctive  section  of  the  city. 

"Back  Bay  Residential  District,"  the  district 
created  by  section  2  of  chapter  625  of  the  Acts  of 
1966,  as  it  now  or  hereafter  may  be  constituted. 

"Boston  Redevelopment  Authority,"  a  public- 
body,  politic  and  corporate,  created  pursuant  to 
chapter  121B  of  the  General  Laws  which  shall 
include  any  successor  as  planning  agency  of  the 
city,  whether  by  operation  of  law  or  otherwise. 

"Building  Commissioner,"  the  building  commis- 
sioner of  the  city. 

"City,"  the  city  of  Boston. 

"City  clerk,"  the  city  clerk  of  the  city. 

"Commission,"  the  commission  provided  for  by 
section  3. 

"Council,"  the  city  council  of  the  city. 

"Demolition,"  the  razing  of  any  exterior 
architectural  feature  or  structure,  including  its  ruin 
by  neglect  of  necessary  maintenance  and  repairs,  or 
either. 

"Exterior  architectural  features,"  the  site 
topography  and  general  architectural  arrangement. 
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or  either,  of  such  portion  of  the  exterior  of  any 
structure  as  is  designed  to  be  open  to  view  from 
any  street  or  way  open  to  public  travel,  including 
but  not  limited  to  (a)  the  kind,  color,  and  texture 
of  the  building  material  of  such  portion  so  open  to 
view,  (b)  the  type  and  design  of  all  windows, 
doors,  lights,  signs,  and  other  fixtures  appurtenant 
to  such  portion,  (c)  the  location,  adequacy,  and 
treatment  of  any  vehicular  access  to  such  structure, 
and  (d)  the  location  and  treatment  of  any  motor 
vehicle  parking  space  appurtenant  to  such  structure 
and  so  open  to  view. 

"Historic    Beacon    Hill    District,"    the    district 
reated  by  section  1  of  chapter  616  of  the  Acts  of 

55,  as  amended  by  chapter  315  of  the  Acts  of 
^5  8  and  by  chapter  622  of  the  Acts  of  1963,  as  it 
now  or  may  hereafter  be  constituted. 

"Improvement,"  any  place,  structure,  building, 
fixture,  object,  or  landscape  or  topographic  feature 
which  in  whole  or  part  constitutes  an  exterior  or 
interior  betterment,  adornment,  or  enhancement 
of  any  real  property. 

"Landmark,"  any  physical  feature  or  improve- 
ment designated  by  the  commission  in  accordance 
with  section  4  as  a  physical  feature  or  improve- 
ment which  in  whole  or  part  has  historical,  social, 
cultural,  architectural,  or  aesthetic  significance  to 
the  city  and  the  commonwealth,  the  New  England 
region,  or  the  nation. 

"Landmark  District,"  any  area  designated  by  the 
commission  in  accordance  with  section  4  as  an  area 
containing  any  physical  features  or  improvements 
or  both  which  are  of  historical,  social,  cultural, 
architectural,  or  aesthetic  significance  to  the  city 
and  the  commonwealth,  the  New  England  region 
or  the  nation  and  cause  such  area  to  constitute  a 
distinctive  section  of  the  city. 

"Mayor,"  the  mayor  of  the  city. 

"Privately  owned,"  all  property  which  is  not 
owned  by  the  city,  the  commonwealth,  or  the 
federal  government,  or  by  any  department,  board, 
agency,  or  authority  thereof. 

"Protection  Area,"  any  area  designated  by  the 
commission  in  accordance  with  section  4  as  an  area 
which  is  contiguous  to  and  constitutes  an  essential 
part  of  the  physical  environment  of  any  archi- 
tectural conservation  district,  landmark,  or  land- 
mark district. 

"Site  topography,"  all  or  any  of  the  topography, 
planting,  paving,  steps,  fencing,  and  masonry  walls 
of  the  site  of  any  structure. 

"Structure,"  a  structure  as  defined  in  the  Boston, 
building    code    and    the    site   topography    of  any 
structure. 

Section  3.  Boston  Landmarks  Commission, 
a.  There  shall  be  in  the  Boston  Redevelopment 
Authority  a  commission,  known  as  the  Boston 
Landmarks  Commission.  The  commission  shall 
consist  of  nine  (9)  members  and  nine  (9)  alternates 
residing  in  the  city  and  appointed  by  the  mayor  for 
a  term  of  three  years,  except,  however,  that  of  the 
initial  appointments  three  members  and  alternates 
shall  be  for  a  term  expiring  June  30,  1975.  three 
members  and  alternates  for  a  term  expiring  June 
30,  1976,  and  three  members  and  alternates  for  a 
term    expiring    June    30,    197  7,   as   follows:   two 


commissioners  from  four  candidates,  and  two 
alternates  from  four  other  candidates,  who  shall  be 
registered  architects  in  the  commonwealth,  nomi- 
nated by  the  Boston  Society  of  Architects:  one 
commissioner  from  two  candidates,  and  one 
alternate  from  two  other  candidates,  who  shall  be 
architectural  historians,  nominated  by  the  Society 
for  the  Preservation  of  New  England  Antiquities; 
one  commissioner  from  two  candidates,  and  one 
alternate  from  two  other  candidates,  who  shall  be 
experienced  as  city  planners,  nominated  by  the 
Regional  Chapter  of  the  American  Institute  of 
Planners;  one  commissioner  from  two  candidates, 
and  one  alternate  from  two  other  candidates,  who 
shall  be  landscape  architects  registered  in  the 
commonwealth,  nominated  by  the  Boston  Society 
of  Landscape  Architects;  one  commissioner  from 
two  candidates,  and  one  alternate  from  two  other 
candidates,  nominated  by  the  Greater  Boston  Real 
Estate  Board;  one  commissioner  from  two 
candidates,  and  one  alternate  from  two  other 
candidates,  nominated  by  the  Greater  Boston 
Chamber  of  Commerce;  and  two  commissioners, 
and  two  alternates,  selected  at  large  by  the  mayor 
and  who  by  reasons  of  experience  or  education 
have  demonstrated  knowledge  and  concern  for 
conservation  and  enhancement  of  those  physical 
features  of  the  city  which  are  important  to  its 
distinctive  character.  Any  vacancy  in  the  office  of 
any  member  of  the  commission  shall  be  filled  in 
like  manner  for  the  unexpired  term  of  such  office. 
As  the  term  of  any  member  of  the  commission 
expires,  his  successor  shall  be  appointed  in  like 
manner  as  such  member.  Whenever  a  commissioner 
is  absent  or  unable  for  any  cause  to  perform  his 
duties,  the  alternate  appointed  in  the  same  manner 
as  such  commissioner  shall  exercise  the  powers  and 
perform  the  duties  of  such  commissioner,  or  if 
neither  a  commissioner  nor  his  alternate  shall  be 
present,  any  other  alternate  present  shall  perform 
his  duties;  but  an  alternate  shall  not  be  otherwise 
deemed  to  be,  or  act  as,  a  member  of  the 
commission.  Nominations  for  all  initial  appoint- 
ments to  the  commission  shall  be  submitted  to  the 
mayor  not  later  than  ninety  (90)  days  after  the 
date  of  approval  hereof  by  the  governor  of  the 
commonwealth.  All  references  to  members  of  this 
section  shall  be  deemed  to  include  alternates  unless 
the  context  indicates  otherwise.  Upon  designation 
of  any  landmark  district,  architectural  conservation 
district,  or  protection  area  the  mayor  shall  appoint 
two  representatives  from  that  district  to  sit  with 
any  three  (3)  members  of  the  commission  in  the 
exercise  of  the  regulatory  functions  as  described  in 
section  5  of  this  act  as  they  pertain  exclusively  to 
said  district.  All  appointments  to  the  commission 
shall  be  confirmed  by  the  city  council. 

b.  Every  member  of  the  commission  shall 
continue  in  office  after  expiration  of  his  term  until 
his  successor  shall  have  been  duly  appointed.  The 
mayor  may  remove  any  member  in  accordance 
with  section  14  of  chapter  486  of  the  Acts  of 
1909.  No  member  shall  receive  compensation  for 
his  service  on  the  commission  but  shall  be 
reimbursed  for  his  actual  expenses  reasonably  and 
necessarily  incurred  in  performance  of  his  official 
duties. 
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c.  For  the  purposes  of  chapter  268A  of  the 
General  Laws,  every  member  of  the  commission, 
and  every  person  who  shall,  on  a  part-time  and 
consultative  basis,  perform  any  professional  serv- 
ices for  the  commission  (such  as  the  service  of 
architect,  attorney,  engineer,  planner,  environ- 
mentalist, or  expert  in  construction,  finance,  real 
estate,  or  traffic)  shall  be  deemed  to  be  a  special 
municipal  employee. 

d.  Without  regard  to  chapter  31  of  the  General 
Laws,  the  Boston  Redevelopment  Authority  shall 
provide  the  commission  with  an  administrative 
staff  acceptable  to  the  commission  and  adequate  to 
carry  on  the  functions  of  the  commission  as 
provided  for  in  this  act.  Such  staff  shall  be 
employees  of  the  Boston  Redevelopment 
Authority.  Notwithstanding  the  foregoing,  the 
commission  may  contract  directly  for  such 
professional  and  expert  technical  assistance  as  such 
business  shall  require. 

e.  The  commission  shall  adopt,  and  may  from 
time  to  time  amend,  by-laws  concerning  its  internal 
management  and,  after  public  hearing,  may  adopt 
and  from  time  to  time  amend  regulations  for  the 
purpose  of  interpreting  this  act  and  implementing 
its  administration  and  enforcement,  which  regu- 
lations shall  be  in  addition  to  those  required  by 
section  4.  A  copy  of  every  such  by-law  and 
amendment  thereof  and  every  regulation  and 
amendment  thereof  adopted  pursuant  to  this 
section  shall  be  filed  in  the  office  of  the  city  clerk, 
and  no  such  regulation  or  amendment  thereof  shall 
become  effective  until  it  shall  have  been  so  filed. 

f.  Annually  on  the  first  day  of  May,  or  as  soon 
thereafter  as  may  be  convenient,  the  commission 
shall  elect  one  of  its  members  as  chairman  and 
another  as  vice  chairman.  The  commission  shall 
designate  from  time  to  time  one  of  its  staff  to  serve 
as  its  secretary.  Whenever  the  secretary  shall  not 
attend  a  meeting  of  the  commission,  the 
commission  shall  elect  a  secretary  pro  tempore 
who  shall  take  the  minutes  of  the  meeting.  The 
records  of  the  commission  shall  set  forth  every 
determination  made  by  the  commission,  the 
vote  of  every  member  participating  in  such 
determination,  and  the  absence  or  failure  to  vote 
of  every  other  member. 

g.  The  commission  shall  be  deemed  a  depart- 
ment of  the  city  for  the  purposes  of  section  53A  of 
chapter  44  of  the  General  Laws. 

Section  4.  Designations  by  Commission,  a.  Sub- 
ject to  the  conditions  hereafter  specified  in  this 
section,  the  commission  (i)  by  a  two-thirds  (2/3) 
vote  of  all  members  of  the  commission  may 
designate  any  landmark,  landmark  district,  archi- 
tectural conservation  district,  or  protection  area,  or 
(ii)  by  such  vote  may  amend  or  rescind  in  whole  or 
part  any  such  designation. 

b.  (1)  The  commission  may  designate  any 
improvement  or  physical  feature  as  a  landmark, 
landmark  district,  or  architectural  conservation 
district  or  amend  any  such  designation  as  herein 
provided  upon  a  finding  by  the  commission  that 
the  designation  or  amendment  meets  any  of  the 
following  criteria:  (a)  inclusion  in  the  National 
Register    of   Historic    Places   as   provided    in   the 


National  Historic  Preservation  Act  of  1966;  (b) 
structures,  sites,  objects,  man  made  or  natural,  at 
which  events  occurred  that  have  made  an 
outstanding  contribution  to,  and  are  identified 
prominently  with,  or  which  best  represent  some 
important  aspect  of  the  cultural,  political, 
economic,  military,  or  social  history  of  the  city, 
the  commonwealth,  the  New  England  region,  or 
the  nation;  (c)  structures,  sites,  objects,  man  made 
or  natural,  associated  significantly  with  the  lives  of 
outstanding  historic  personages;  (d)  structures, 
sites,  objects,  man  made  or  natural,  representative 
of  elements  of  architectural  or  landscape  design  or 
craftsmanship  which  embody  distinctive  character- 
istics of  a  type  inherently  valuable  for  study  of  a 
period,  style,  or  method  of  construction  or 
development,  or  a  notable  work  of  an  architect, 
landscape  architect,  designer,  or  builder  whose 
work  influenced  the  development  of  the  city,  the 
commonwealth,  the  New  England  region,  or  the 
nation. 

(2)  The  commission  may  designate  any  pro- 
tection area  as  herein  provided  upon  a  finding  by 
the  commission  that  the  area  to  be  designated  is 
visually  related  to  the  landmark,  landmark  district, 
or  architectural  conservation  district  but  is  not 
necessarily  of  sufficient  historical,  social,  cultural, 
architectural,  or  aesthetic  significance  to  warrant 
landmark  or  district  designation.  The  commission 
shall  determine  the  boundaries  of  the  protection 
area  in  consideration  of  the  following  criteria:  (a) 
major  views  and  vistas  of  and  from  the  landmark, 
landmark  district,  or  architectural  conservation 
district  as  determined  by  the  topographical 
characteristics  and  the  siting  of  existing  buildings 
in  the  area  contiguous  to  the  landmark,  landmark 
district,  or  architectural  conservation  district;  (b) 
pattern  of  roads,  paths,  and  alleys  which  determine 
the  size  and  shape  of  land  parcels  and  which 
control  vehicular  and  nonvehicular  movement  to 
and  from  the  landmark,  landmark  district,  or 
architectural  conservation  district;  (c)  contrasts 
between  the  scale  and  density  of  the  landmark, 
landmark  district,  or  architectural  conservation 
district  and  the  improvements  under  consideration 
for  designation  as  a  protection  area;  (d)  contrasts 
between  the  arrangement  of  structure(s)  and 
landscape  and  open-space  features  of  the  landmark 
in  the  landmark  district  or  architectural  con- 
servation district  and  the  improvements  under 
consideration  for  designation  as  a  protection  area. 
In  no  case  shall  the  protection  area  extend  more 
than  eight  hundred  (800)  feet  from  the  boundary 
of  the  landmark,  landmark  district,  or  architectural 
conservation  district. 

c.  Prior  to  the  designation  or  amendment  of 
designation  of  any  landmark,  landmark  district, 
architectural  conservation  district,  or  protection 
area,  an  investigation  and  report  on  the  historical 
and  architectural  significance  of  the  structures, 
sites,  or  objects  to  be  designated  shall  be  made. 
Such  report  will  also  attempt  to  provide  an 
indication  of  the  economic  status  of  the  property 
to  properties  under  consideration  for  designation 
by  providing  such  information  as  assessed  value, 
recent  real  estate  transactions,  or  other  appropriate 
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data.  The  report  shall  also  recommend  the 
boundaries  of  any  proposed  landmark,  landmark 
district,  architectural  conservation  district,  or 
protection  area  and  recommend  standards  to  be 
adopted  by  the  commission  in  carrying  out  its 
regulatory  functions  as  provided  under  section  5  of 
this  act.  All  recommendations  shall  be  made  in 
consideration  of  any  master  plan,  zoning  require- 
ments, projected  public  improvements,  and 
existing  and  proposed  renewal  and  development 
plans  applicable  to  the  section  of  the  city  to  be 
affected  by  a  designation  or  amendment  of 
designation. 

d.  In  the  case  of  a  landmark  which  is  under 
consideration  for  designation,  the  report  provided 
for  in  section  4c  above  shall  be  prepared  by  the 
commission  with  the  assistance  of  its  staff  or 
consultants,  or,  in  the  case  of  a  landmark  district, 
architectural  conservation  district,  or  protective 
area,  the  report  shall  be  prepared  by  a  study 
committee  consisting  of  five  (5)  members  of  the 
commission  and  six  (6)  members  persons  who  have 
demonstrated  interest  in  the  district  or  area  under 
consideration  and  who  shall  be  appointed  by  the 
mayor  and  confirmed  by  the  city  council,  with  the 
assistance  of  the  commission  staff  or  consultants. 

e.  The  mayor  or  any  ten  registered  voters  of  the 
city  may  petition  the  commission  to  designate  a 
landmark  or  to  amend  or  rescind  a  landmark 
designation,  and  the  commission  shall  within  sixty 
(60)  days  next  following  the  filing  of  such  petition 
hold  a  public  hearing  on  such  petition.  Also,  within 
twenty-one  (21)  days  after  the  completion  of  a 
report  by  the  commission  pertaining  to  the 
proposed  designation  of  a  landmark  or  within  sixty 
(60)  days  after  the  transmittal  of  a  report  of  a 
study  committee  to  the  commission  pertaining  to  a 
proposed  designation  of  a  landmark  district, 
architectural  conservation  district,  or  protection 
area,  the  commission  shall  hold  a  public  hearing. 
No  hearing  provided  hereunder  shall  be  held  unless 
and  until  the  commission  shall  have  given  prior 
notice  thereof  by  an  appropriate  advertisement 
published  in  a  newspaper  of  general  circulation  in 
the  city  and  in  at  least  one  periodical,  if  any, 
circulated  in  the  vicinity  of  the  proposed 
landmark,  landmark  district,  architectural  con- 
servation district,  or  protection  area  at  least  three 
weeks  prior  to  the  date  of  the  hearing  and  by 
mailing  a  copy  of  such  advertisement  to  every 
owner  as  appearing  on  the  then  most  recent  tax  list 
of  property  abutting  the  proposed  landmark  or 
within  the  proposed  landmark  district,  archi- 
tectural conservation  district,  or  protection  area, 
and  to  the  mayor,  the  Boston  Redevelopment 
Authority,  the  city  clerk,  the  Office  of  Public- 
Services,  and  any  other  city  department,  board,  or 
person  that  may  have  filed  a  written  request  for 
such  notice  with  the  commission.  Notice  of  such 
hearing  will  announce  the  availability  of  a  report 
on  the  proposed  designation.  Whenever  feasible  in 
the  judgment  of  the  commission,  the  hearing  shall 
be  held  in  the  vicinity  of  such  landmark,  landmark 
district,  architectural  conservation  district,  or 
protection  area. 


f.  Prior  to  the  public  hearing  the  commission 
shall  transmit  copies  of  the  report  to  the  Boston 
Redevelopment  Authority  and  to  the  Massa- 
chusetts Historical  Commission  for  their  respective 
consideration  and  recommendations. 

g.  Every  designation  or  amendment  of  designa- 
tion of  any  landmark  district,  architectural 
conservation  district,  or  protection  area  shall  state 
its  location,  describe  its  general  characteristics,  and 
specify  its  boundaries,  and  every  designation  of 
any  landmark  shall  state  its  location,  describe  its 
general  characteristics,  and  specify  the  boundaries 
of  its  site.  Designation  of  interior  portions  of 
improvements  shall  further  specify  which  rooms, 
spaces,  and  surfaces  are  included  in  such 
designation. 

h.  As  part  of  every  such  designation  or 
amendment  of  designation,  the  commission  shall 
adopt  regulations  which  shall  specify  general 
standards  and  other  appropriate  criteria  consistent 
with  the  purposes  of  this  act  and  the  provisions  of 
section  5  which  shall  be  applied  by  the  commission 
in  making  any  determination  under  section  6  with 
respect  to  the  designated  landmark  or  within  the 
designated  landmark  district,  architectural  con- 
servation district,  or  protection  area.  Such 
standards  and  criteria  shall  be  adopted  by  the 
commission  after  it  has  considered  the  study  report 
as  provided  for  in  section  4d  above.  Such  standards 
and  criteria  shall  take  account  of  the  differences  in 
significance  and  purpose  of  designation  among  a 
landmark,  landmark  district,  architectural  con- 
servation district,  or  protection  area,  provided, 
however,  that  the  standards  and  criteria  applicable 
within  any  protection  area  shall  relate  only  t<5 
demolition,  land  coverage,  height  of  structure, 
landscape,  or  topography. 

i.  The  commission  may  designate  as  a  landmark 
any  property  which  is  privately  owned  or  owned 
by  the  city  or  any  department,  board,  agency,  or 
state-created  local  authority  thereof.  The  com- 
mission may  include,  in  any  landmark  district, 
architectural  conservation  district,  or  protection 
area,  property  which  is  privately  owned  or  owned 
by  the  city  or  any  department,  board,  agency  or 
state-created  local  authority  thereof,  provided  that 
the  commission  shall  not  designate  any  landmark 
district,  architectural  conservation  district,  or 
protection  area  in  that  portion  of  the  city  bounded 
and  described  as  follows:  beginning  at  a  point  at 
the  intersection  of  the  center  line  of  Massachusetts 
Avenue  with  the  Massachusettts  Turnpike  Exten- 
sion, continuing  northwesterly  along  the  center 
line  of  said  Massachusetts  Avenue  to  the  city 
boundary  with  the  city  of  Cambridge  in  the 
Charles  River,  thence  turning  northeasterly  and 
continuing  along  the  said  city  boundary  to  the 
pierhead  line,  thence  turning  southeasterly  and 
continuing  along  the  said  pierhead  line  toward  Fort 
Point  Channel,  continuing  southwesterly  along  the 
middle  of  said  Fort  Point  Channel  to  Dorchester 
Avenue,  continuing  along  the  center  line  of  said 
Dorchester  Avenue  to  the  Broadway  Bridge,  thence 
turning  northwesterly  along  the  center  line  of  the 
Broadway    Bridge,    crossing   the   John   Fitzgerald 
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Expressway,  continuing  along  a  straight  line  to  the 
Massachusetts  Turnpike  Extension,  along  the 
center  of  said  Turnpike  Extension  to  the  point  of 
origin,  except  that  the  foregoing  shall  not  prevent 
the  adoption  of  historic  districts  pursuant  to  the 
provisions  of  chapter  40C  of  the  General  Laws 
within  the  area  described  herein. 

j.  Notwithstanding  anything  to  the  contrary 
herein,  no  designation  of  the  interior  portion  of 
any  improvement  shall  be  made  unless  the  notice 
pursuant  to  section  4e  and  the  designation 
specifically  indicates  that  said  interior  shall  be 
designated. 

k.  Within  the  Historic  Beacon  Hill  District  or 
Back  Bay  Residential  District  the  commission  may 
designate  interior  portions  of  structures  and 
landscape  features  individually  as  landmarks  in  the 
manner  provided  herein.  The  commission  may  not 
designate  as  a  landmark  district,  architectural 
conservation  district,  or  protection  area  any 
portion  of  the  Historic  Beacon  Hill  District  or  Back 
Bay  Residential  District. 

1.  Designation  of  a  landmark  but  not  an 
amendment  or  rescission  of  designation  shall  be 
deemed  effective  when  a  petition  therefore  has 
been  filed  with  the  commission  or  when  notice  of 
public  hearing  is  given  pursuant  to  section  4e, 
whichever  is  earlier,  unless  within  forty-five  (45) 
days  after  the  public  hearing  the  commission  fails 
to  make  such  designation  or  the  designation  is 
disapproved  by  the  mayor  or  the  council  pursuant 
to  sections  4m  and  4n.  A  landmark  district, 
architectural  conservation  district,  or  protection 
area  shall  be  deemed  effective  upon  determination 
of  a  designation  by  the  commission. 

m.  Every  designation,  amendment,  and  re- 
scission of  designation  approved  by  the  commis- 
sion shall  be  presented  to  the  mayor  for  his 
approval.  If  he  approves  it,  he  shall  sign  it.  If  he 
disapproves  it,  he  shall  file  it  with  the  city  clerk 
with  his  objections  thereto  in  writing.  Every  such 
designation,  amendment,  or  rescission  of  designa- 
tion which  within  fifteen  days  after  its  presenta- 
tion to  the  mayor  is  neither  signed  by  him  nor  filed 
with  his  written  objections  shall  be  deemed 
approved  by  the  mayor  after  the  sixteenth  day 
following  such  presentation. 

n.  Within  thirty  (30)  days  of  designation, 
amendment,  or  rescission  of  designation  of  a 
landmark,  landmark  district,  architectural  conser- 
vation district,  or  protection  area  pursuant  to 
section  4m,  the  city  council  may  override  such 
designation,  amendment,  or  rescission  of  designa- 
tion of  such  landmark,  landmark  district,  archi- 
tectural conservation  district,  or  protection  area  by 
a  two-thirds  (2/3)  vote  of  the  council.  Any  such 
designation,  amendment,  or  recession  of  designa- 
tion of  any  such  landmark,  landmark  district, 
architectural  conservation  district,  or  protection 
area  shall  be  deemed  approved  by  the  council  after 
the  thirty-first  day  following  such  action  by  the 
mayor  pursuant  to  section  4m. 

o.  Any  designation,  amendment  of  designation, 
and  rescission  of  designation  which  is  deemed  to  be 
effective  in  accordance  with  section  41  above  shall 
be    filed    by    the    commission    with    the    Suffolk 


County  registry  of  deeds,  the  city  clerk,  the  Public 
Improvement  Commission,  and  the  building 
commissioner. 

p.  The  commission  shall  not  reconsider  a 
proposed  designation,  amendment,  or  rescission  of 
designation  within  one  year  of  its  previous  hearing 
thereon,  unless  two-thirds  (2/3)  of  all  its  members 
vote  to  do  so. 

Section  5.  Regulatory  Functions  of  the  Com- 
mission. Except  as  may  otherwise  be  provided  by 
regulations  of  the  commission  duly  adopted  and 
effective  in  accordance  with  section  4  or  section  3 
and  section  4: 

a.  No  permit  shall  be  issued  by  the  building 
commissioner  for  any  reconstruction,  restoration, 
exterior  or  interior  replacement,  or  alteration  or 
demolition  of  any  landmark,  or  for  the  con- 
struction, reconstruction,  exterior  replacement,  or 
alteration  or  demolition  of  any  improvement  not  a 
landmark  in  any  landmark  district,  architectural 
conservation  district,  or  protection  area  unless  the 
application  for  such  permit  shall  be  accompanied 
by  a  certificate  issued  and  effective  in  accordance 
with  sections  6,  7,  and  8. 

b.  No  permit  shall  be  issued  by  the  Public 
Improvement  Commission  (or  such  other  agency,  if 
any,  of  the  city  as  shall  have  authority  to  issue 
such  permit)  for  the  erection  or  replacement  of 
any  sign,  marquee,  awning,  or  other  exterior 
architectural  feature  to  be  attached  or  appurtenant 
to  any  landmark  or  to  any  improvement  not  a 
landmark  in  any  landmark  district,  architectural 
conservation  district,  or  protection  area  unless  the 
application  for  such  permit  shall  be  accompanied 
by  such  a  certificate. 

c.  No  reconstruction,  restoration,  exterior  erec- 
tion, exterior  or  interior  replacement,  or  altera- 
tion or  demolition  not  requiring  such  a  building 
permit  or  sign  permit  shall  be  undertaken  by  any 
person  or  by  any  officer,  department,  agency, 
authority,  or  board  of  the  city  or  commonwealth 
with  respect  to  any  landmark  unless  such  person, 
officer,  department,  agency,  authority,  or  board 
shall  first  have  applied  for  and  received  such  a 
certificate. 

d.  No  construction,  reconstruction,  exterior 
erection,  replacement,  or  alteration  or  demolition 
not  requiring  such  a  building  permit  or  sign  permit 
shall  be  undertaken  by  any  person  or  by  an  officer, 
department,  agency,  authority,  or  board  of  the  city 
or  commonwealth  with  respect  to  any  improve- 
ment or  exterior  architectural  feature  in  any 
landmark  district  or  architectural  conservation 
district  or  any  improvement  in  any  protection  area 
unless  such  person,  officer,  department,  agency, 
authority,  or  board  shall  first  have  applied  for  and 
received  such  a  certificate. 

e.  The  regulatory  functions  of  the  commission 
as  described  in  this  section  shall  extend  to  any 
property  which  is  privately  owned,  owned  by  the 
city  or  state-created  local  authority,  and  designated 
as  a  landmark,  or  located  in  or  to  be  constructed  in 
any  landmark  district,  architectural  conservation 
district,  or  protection  area,  and  to  plans,  projects, 
or  work  to  be  executed  or  assisted  by  the  city  or 
commonwealth    or   any   of  their  officers,   depart- 
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merits,  agencies,  authorities,  or  boards  and 
affecting  any  landmark,  or  any  landmark  improve- 
ment or  exterior  architectural  feature  located  in  or 
to  be  constructed  in  any  landmark  district, 
architectural  conservation  district,  or  protection 
area. 

Section  6.  Application  for  Certificates  from 
Commission,  a.  Every  application  for  any  certifi- 
cate required  by  section  5  shall  be  filed  with  the 
secretary  of  the  commission  and  shall  include  as 
appendices  a  copy  of  the  application,  if  any,  for 
the  building  permit  or  sign  permit  to  be 
accompanied  by  such  certificate  and  such  plans, 
specifications,  and  other  information  as  shall  be 
prescribed  by  the  commission  in  its  regulations 
then  in  effect. 

b.  Within  the  eight  days  next  following  the  date 
of  such  filing  (excluding  any  Saturday,  Sunday,  or 
legal  holiday),  the  commission  (or  such  respresen- 
tative  thereof  as  the  commission  shall  have  duly 
authorized  so  to  act  on  its  behalf)  shall  determine 
whether  the  application  shall  be  acted  on  as  an 
application  for  a  certificate  of  design  approval  to 
be  issued  in  accordance  with  section  7  or  a 
certificate  of  exemption  to  be  issued  in  accordance 
with  section  8a;  and  if  eight  (8)  days  shall  expire 
without  any  such  determination,  the  commission 
(or  such  representative)  shall  thereupon  issue  a 
certificate  of  exemption,  provided  that  no 
certificate  of  exemption  pursuant  to  section  8b 
may  be  issued  until  a  public  hearing  has  been  held 
as  provided  hereunder. 

c.  Except  as  otherwise  provided  in  paragraph  b 
of  this  section,  the  commission  shall  hold  a  public- 
hearing  on  every  application  determined,  in 
accordance  with  sections  6  and  8b  to  require  a 
certificate  of  design  approval  or  a  certificate  of 
exemption. 

d.  The  commission  shall  give  at  least  ten  days' 
prior  notice  to  every  hearing  provided  for  in 
section  6  (c)  by  posting  notice  thereof  in  the  office 
of  the  city  clerk  and  mailing  copy  of  such  notice  to 
every  owner  (as  appearing  on  the  then  most  recent 
tax  list)  of  property  abutting  the  landmark  or 
improvement  which  is  the  subject  of  the 
application,  the  mayor,  the  Boston  Redevelopment 
Authority,  and  any  other  city  department,  board, 
or  person  that  shall  have  requested  notice  f  all 
such  hearings. 

e.  Any  such  hearing  may  be  conducted  by  any 
member  or  members  or  employee  or  employees  of 
the  commission  duly  authorized  by  the  com- 
mission so  to  act  on  its  behalf,  in  which  event  such 
person  or  persons  shall,  promptly  following 
conclusion  of  the  hearing,  file  with  the  commission 
a  written  report  on  the  hearing  with  recom- 
mendations for  action  by  the  commission. 

f.  As  soon  as  may  be  convenient  following  such 
hearing  (or  such  waiver  thereof),  but  not  later  than 
the  thirtieth  day  next  following  the  date  of  filing 
of  the  application  (or  such  further  time  as  the 
applicant  in  writing  may  allow  the  commission), 
the  commission  shall  determine  whether  or  not  the 
construction,  reconstruction,  restoration,  altera- 
tion, erection,  replacement,  or  demolition  deline- 
ated in   the  application  anil   appendices  thereto  is 


consistent  with  the  purposes  of  this  act.  Forthwith 
upon  making  such  determination,  the  commission 
shall  issue  a  certificate  of  design  approval  or  a 
certificate  of  exemption,  or  shall  state  in  writing  its 
reasons  (including  such  recommendations,  if  any, 
as  the  commission  may  deem  appropriate)  for  not 
issuing  such  certificate,  and  shall  by  certified  mail 
give  notice  of  such  determination  to  the  applicant 
and,  whenever  a  public  hearing  shall  have  been 
held,  to  every  person,  who,  and  organization  or 
society,  and  officer,  department,  agency,  author- 
ity, or  board  of  the  city  or  commonwealth  that,  in 
accordance  with  paragraph  d  above  of  this  section, 
shall  have  been  entitled  to  notice  of  such  hearing. 
If  the  commission  shall  fail  so  to  act  within  the 
said  period  of  time,  such  application  shall  be 
considered  approved  by  operation  of  law,  and  the 
commission  shall,  upon  demand  of  the  applicant 
following  expiration  of  such  period,  forthwith 
issue  a  certificate  of  exemption. 

g.  In  making  such  determination  the  commis- 
sion shall  consider  (i)  the  regulations  adopted  by 
the  commission  under  section  4  as  part  of  the 
designation  to  which  the  application  is  subject;  (ii) 
the  relationship  of  the  construction,  recon- 
struction, restoration,  alteration,  erection,  replace- 
ment, or  demolition  delineated  in  the  application 
and  appendices  thereto  to  the  entirety  of  the 
landmark,  improvement,  or  exterior  architectural 
feature  which  is  the  subject  of  the  application,  to 
other  physical  features  or  improvements  in  the 
landmark  district,  architectural  conservation  dis- 
trict, or  protection  area,  if  any,  where  such 
landmark,  improvement,  or  exterior  architectural 
feature  is  located,  and  to  the  historical,  social, 
cultural,  architectural,  or  aesthetic  significance  to 
the  city,  the  commonwealth,  the  New  England 
region,  or  the  nation  of  such  landmark,  improve- 
ment, or  exterior  architectural  feature;  and  (iii) 
such  historical,  social,  cultural,  architectural,  or 
aesthetic  consideration  or  considerations,  if  any,  as 
the  commission  shall  deem  significant  and  directly 
related  to  effecting  the  purposes  of  this  act. 

Section  7.  Certificate  of  Design  Approval, 
a.  The  commission  may  incorporate  in  any 
certificate  of  design  approval  such  condition  or 
conditions,  if  any,  as  the  commission  may  find 
necessary  or  desirable  to  effect  the  purposes  of  this 
act  and  shall  specify  which  conditions  shall  be 
covenants  running  with  the  land.  Prior  to  any  such 
incorporation  the  commission  may  advise  the 
applicant  of  the  proposed  condition  or  conditions 
and  invite  his  comments  thereon  and,  in 
accordance  with  the  procedures  and  criteria  of  this 
section,  may  at  any  time  and  from  time  to  time 
modify  or  remove  any  condition  so  incorporated. 

b.  No  certificate  of  design  approval  issued  by 
the  commission  subject  to  any  condition,  nor  any 
action  by  the  commission  modifying  or  removing 
any  such  condition,  shall  take  effect  until  notice 
thereof  shall  have  been  recorded  in  the  Suffolk 
County  registry  of  deeds.  Such  notice  shall  contain 
the  name  and  address  of  the  owner  as  appearing  on 
the  then  most  recent  tax  list  of  the  property  which 
is  the  subject  of  the  application,  shall  identify  such 
property,  shall  state  the  date  and  docket  number 
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of  the  commission's  determination  on  the  applica- 
tion, and  shall  summarize  every  such  condition. 
Such  notice  shall  be  indexed  in  the  grantor  index 
under  the  name  of  such  owner,  and  the  fee  for 
such  recording  shall  be  paid  by  the  applicant. 

Section  8.  Certificate  of  Exemption,  a.  A  cer- 
tificate of  exemption  shall  be  issued  by  the 
commission  in  response  to  every  application 
determined,  in  accordance  with  section  6,  to 
delineate  (i)  only  ordinary  maintenance  and  repair 
involving  no  change  in  design,  material,  color,  and 
outward  appearance,  or  any  of  them;  or  (ii)  any 
construction,  reconstruction,  restoration,  altera- 
tion, erection,  replacement,  or  demolition  which 
the  building  commissioner  shall  have  certified  as 
being  required  to  remove  or  rectify  a  condition 
dangerous  to  the  public  safety;  or  (iii)  any 
construction,  reconstruction,  restoration,  altera- 
tion, erection,  replacement,  or  demolition  author- 
ized under  any  building  permit  or  sign  permit  duly 
issued  prior  to  the  effective  date  of  this  act. 

b.  Such  a  certificate  may  be  issued  by  the 
commission  in  response  to  any  application 
whenever,  in  accordance  with  section  6,  it  shall  be 
determined  (i)  that  the  construction,  recon- 
struction, restoration,  alteration,  erection,  replace- 
ment, or  demolition  delineated  in  the  application 
and  appendices  thereto  would  not  materially 
impair  the  historical,  social,  cultural,  architectural, 
or  aesthetic  significance  of  the  landmark  or 
improvement  which  is  the  subject  of  the 
application  and  the  landmark  district  or  architec- 
tural conservation  district,  if  any,  in  which  such 
landmark  or  improvement  is  located;  and  (ii)  that 
failure  to  issue  such  certificate  would  impose 
substantial  hardship  on  the  applicant.  The 
applicant  shall  be  required  to  produce  evidence  of 
substantial  hardship,  which  may  include  evidence 
that  the  property  which  is  the  subject  of  the 
application  is  not  capable  of  earning  a  reasonable 
return.  The  commission  shall  review  such  evidence 
and  make  a  finding  as  to  whether  substantial 
hardship  would  result  from  failure  to  issue  a 
certificate  of  exemption.  Notwithstanding  any 
other  provisions  hereunder,  the  commission  may 
postpone  a  final  determination  on  the  application 
for  up  to  ninety  (90)  days  from  the  date  of  the 
hearing  held  pursuant  to  section  6,  during  which 
time  it  shall  endeavor  to  devise,  in  consultation 
with  the  applicant,  a  plan  whereby,  through  such 
actions  as  are  necessary  or  ,  f  ropriate,  the 
landmark  or  improvement  m  ly  '     preserved. 

Section  9.  Appeals,  a.  Any  ,  .run  aggrieved  by 
a  design:  tion  of  the  commission  or  any  applicant 
for  a  certificate  aggrieved  by  a  determination 
pertaining  to  that  certificate  of  the  commission 
may,  within  thirty  days  next  following  date  of 
such  designation  or  determination,  appeal  the 
designation  or  determination  to  the  superior  court 
for  Suffolk  County. 

b.  Upon  every  such  appeal  the  court  shall  hear 
all  pertinent  evidence  and,  on  the  basis  thereof, 
shall  affirm  the  designation  or  determination  of  the 
commission  or,  if  it  finds  the  decision  of  the 
commission  to  be  unwarranted  by  the  evidence  or 
to  exceed  the  authority  of  the  commission,  or  to 


unreasonably  damage  the  owner  of  the  property  in 
comparison  to  the  benefit  conferred  on  the  public, 
shall  annul  the  designation  or  determination  of  the 
commission  or  remand  the  case  for  further  action 
by  the  commission  or  make  such  other  decree  as 
justice  and  equity  may  require.  The  remedy 
provided  by  this  section  shall  be  exclusive,  but  the 
parties  shall  have  all  rights  of  exception  and  appeal 
as  in  order  cases.  Costs  shall  not  be  allowed  against 
the  commission  or  any  appellant  unless  the  court 
shall  find  that  the  commission's  designation 
determination  shall  have  been  made,  or  the 
appellant's  appeal  shall  have  been  taken,  in  bad 
faith. 

Section  10.  Enforcement,  a.  Whoever,  without 
the  certificate  required  by  and  effective  in 
accordance  with  this  act,  shall  undertake  any  (i) 
reconstruction,  restoration,  exterior  erection,  ex- 
terior or  interior  replacement,  or  alteration  or 
demolition  of  any  landmark  or  any  (ii)  con- 
struction, reconstruction,  exterior  erection,  re- 
placement, or  alteration  or  demolition  with  respect 
to  any  exterior  architectural  feature  in  any 
landmark  district,  architectural  conservation  dis- 
trict, or  protection  area  shall  be  punished  by  a  fine 
of  not  less  than  $50  nor  more  than  $500;  and 
whoever,  after  having  received  from  the  commis- 
sion appropriate  notice  to  desist,  shall,  in  violation 
of  this  act,  maintain  any  exterior  architectural 
feature  of  any  landmark  or  in  any  such  district  or 
area  shall  be  punished  by  a  fine  of  not  less  than 
$50  nor  more  than  $500.  A  separate  offense  shall 
occur  every  day  during  any  portion  of  which  any 
such  violation  shall  transpire. 

b.  Upon  petition  of  the  commission  the 
superior  court  in  equity  for  Suffolk  County  may 
restrain  any  construction,  reconstruction,  restora- 
tion, erection,  replacement,  alteration,  or  demo- 
lition in  violation  of  this  act  and  may  order  the 
removal  in  whole  or  part  of  any  exterior 
architectural  feature  maintained  in  violation  of  this 
ct  ;  id  su  reconstruction  or  restoration  as  may 
be  lecessarj  or  desirable  to  redress  any  alteration 
>r  <  ■  molition  undertaken  in  violation  of  this  act. 

Section  11.  Other  Functions  of  Commis- 
sion, a.  The  commission  may  conduct  and  direct 
continuing  studies  of  areas,  physical  features,  and 
improvements  in  the  city  which  are  known  to  or 
shall  be  brought  to  the  attention  of  the 
commission  as  possible  landmarks,  landmark 
districts,  architectural  conservation  districts,  or 
protection  areas,  may  from  time  to  time  make 
appropriate  reports  on  such  studies,  may  carry  on 
education  activities  in  futherance  of  the  purposes 
of  this  act,  and  shall  advise  such  other  officials  of 
the  city  as  the  mayor  may  from  time  to  time 
specify  and  may  advise  any  official  of  the  city,  the 
commonwealth,  the  New  England  region,  or  the 
nation  who  may  request  such  advice. 

b.  The  commission  or  its  members  shall  be 
deemed  for  all  purposes  to  be  a  historic  district 
study  committee  as  provided  under  chapter  40C  of 
the  General  Laws,  but  if  in  case  the  provision  of 
said  chapter  40C  shall  conflict  with  this  act,  the 
provisions  of  this  act  shall  govern.

c.  The  commission  shall  be  deemed  for  all 
purposes  to  be  the  historical  commission  of  the 
city  and  shall  have  all  the  powers  of  a  historical 
commission  under  section  8D  of  chapter  40  and 
under  chapter  40C  of  the  General  Laws;  but  if  in 
any  case  the  provisions  of  said  section  8D  of 
chapter  40  or  chapter  40C  shall  conflict  with  this 
act,  the  provisions  of  this  act  shall  govern. 

d.  In  the  name  of  the  city  and  in  order  to  effect 
the  purposes  of  this  act,  the  commission  may,  with 
the  consent  of  the  mayor  and  council,  apply  for 
any  gift  or  grant  of  any  property  and  any  form  of 
subvention,  and  subject  to  the  consent  of  the 
mayor  and  council  may  receive  any  such  gift, 
grant,  or  subvention,  and  acquire  by  gift,  purchase, 
grant,  bequest,  devise,  lease,  or  otherwise  the  fee, 
any  lesser  interest,  development  right,  easement 
(including  any  scenic  easement),  covenant,  or  other 
contractual  right  (including  conveyances  on  con- 
ditions or  with  limitations  or  reversions)  in  any 
property  in  the  city. 

e.  Upon  written  request  by  the  commission  or 
the  mayor,  the  city,  by  a  two-thirds  (2/3)  vote  of 
the  council  and  the  consent  of  the  mayor,  may,  in 
order  to  effect  the  purposes  of  this  act,  take  by 
eminent  domain  under  chapter  79  of  the  General 
Laws  any  real  estate  or  interest  therein  located  in 
the  city;  and,  by  such  vote  and  such  consent,  the 
city  may  appropriate  and  expend  money  for  the 
purpose  of  paying,  in  whole  or  part,  any  damages 
for  which  the  city  may  be  liable  by  reason  of  any 
such  taking. 

f.  All  property  so  received,  acquired,  or  taken 
shall  be  managed  and  controlled  by  the  commis- 
sion in  the  name  of  the  city. 

g.  In  the  name  of  the  city,  in  order  to  effect  the 
purpose  of  this  act,  and  subject  to  the  consent  of 
the  mayor  and  council,  the  commission  may,  by 
sale,  barter,  or  other  exchange,  convey  with  deed 
restrictions  or  other  protective  encumbrances  or 
otherwise  transfer  any  property  managed  and 
controlled  by  it. 

Section  12.  Severability.  The  provisions  of  this 
act  are  severable;  and  if  any  such  provision  or 
provisions  shall  be  held  invalid  or  unconstitutional 
by  any  decision  of  any  court  of  competent 
jurisdiction,  such  decision  shall  not  impair  or 
otherwise  affect  any  other  provisions  of  this  act. 

Section  13.  Effective  Date.  In  view  of  the 
public  necessity  to  implement  the  Boston  Land- 
marks Commission  as  quickly  as  possible  this  act 
shall  be  deemed  an  emergency  provision  and  shall 
be  effective  immediately  upon  approval  by  the 
governor  of  the  commonwealth.

AMENDING  ORDER  APPROVING  PETITION 
FOR  SPECIAL  LAW  CREATING  BOSTON 
LANDMARKS  COMMISSION

Gentlemen: 

I  am  unable  to  approve  the  order  for  a  home 
rule  petition  creating  the  Boston  Landmarks 
Commission,  passed  by  your  Honorable  Body  on 
June  10,  1974,  in  the  absence  of  certain 
amendments  which  I  transmit  herewith  and 
recommend  that  you  adopt. 

My  primary  objection  to  the  bill  in  the  form 
now  before  me  lies  in  the  provision  empowering 
the  City  Council  to  override  a  Mayor's  veto  of  a 
designation  by  the  commission.  This  would 
represent  new  power  for  a  commission  of  the  City 
of  Boston,  and,  in  my  judgment,  to  permit  the 
establishment  of  such  an  extraordinary  power  in 
this  commission  would  create  a  precedent  not  in 
the  best  interests  of  the  city. 

It  is  my  understanding  that  the  order  as  reported 
from  committee  was  considered  acceptable  to  all 
parties  expressing  interest  in  the  creation  of  this 
commission  and  that  the  above  objectionable 
provision  is  not  a  prerequisite  for  approval  and 
support  of  the  legislation. 


The  other  amendment  submitted  herein  is 
technical  in  nature.  I  recommend  the  elimination 
of  the  language  classifying  this  legislation  as 
"emergency"  because  this  would  arguably  require  a 
two-thirds  vote  of  the  Legislature.  I  recommend 
instead  an  amendment  simply  providing  that  the 
legislation  will  take  effect  upon  its  passage. 

I  urge  your  careful  consideration  and  favorable 
action  upon  these  amendments.

LICENSING  OF  CAROUSELS

An  Ordinance  Further  Regulating  the 
Licensing  of  Carousels. 
Be  it  ordained  by  the  City  Council  of  Boston  as 
follows: 
Section    1.  Section    1    of  chapter    30    of  the 
Revised  Ordinances  of  1961  is  hereby  amended  by 
striking   out    clause   (56)   and   inserting  in    place 
thereof  the  following  clause: 
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(56)  Carousel  License.  The  fee  for  a  license 
granted  by  the  mayor  under  section  186  of 
chapter  140  of  the  General  Laws  to  establish, 
keep  open,  and  maintain  a  carousel  at  a  carnival 
shall  be  $10  for  each  day  on  which  such  license 
may  be  exercised,  except  that  in  the  case  of  a 
carousel  exclusively  for  children  under  age 
thirteen  such  fee  shall  be  $3  for  each  day.  The 
fee  for  a  license  so  granted  to  establish,  keep 
open,  and  maintain  a  carousel  other  than  at  a 
carnival  shall  be  S15  for  each  monthly  period  in 
which  such  license  may  be  exercised,  except 
that  in  the  case  of  a  carousel  exclusively  for 
children  under  age  thirteen  such  fee  shall  be  $5 
for  each  such  monthly  period.  As  used  in  this 
clause  the  word  "carousel"  shall  mean  any 
mechnical  device  of  whatever  description  in 
which  passengers  are  transported  for  amuse- 
ment on  a  fixed  track  or  around  a  stationary 
hub.  No  such  license  shall  be  issued  until  the 
applicant  therefor  has  filed  with  the  mayor  a 
certificate  of  inspection  by  a  registered  engineer 
selected  by  the  mayor,  the  fee  for  which 
inspection  shall  be  paid  by  the  applicant  for 
such  license.  No  such  license  shall  be  issued 
until  the  applicant  therefor  shall  also  have  filed 
with  the  mayor  evidence  of  public  liability 
insurance  in  an  amount  satisfactory  to  the 
mayor,  or  a  security  bond  for  the  benefit  of 
persons  transported  in  such  carousel  in  an 
amount  satisfactory  to  the  mayor. 
Section  2.  Notwithstanding  anything  contained 
in  section  3  of  chapter  1  of  the  Revised  Ordinances 
of  1961,  this  ordinance  shall  be  published  by  the 
action  of  the  city  council  in  passing  the  same.

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The  Committee  on  Penal  Matters  made  an 
inspection  of  the  Suffolk  County  Jail  on  Charles 
Street,  Boston,  and  the  Suffolk  County  House  of 
Correction  at  Deer  Island  and  hereby  submits  the 
following  report: 

The  Suffolk  County  Jail,  although  a  very  old 
building,  was  found  to  be  kept  in  order.  The 
capacity  for  prisoners  is  from  280  to  300,  but  the 
population  incarcerated  was  185.  Sheriff 
Eisenstadt  informed  the  committee  that  this  was 
due  to  the  bail  appeal  project.  The  stay  of  the 
prisoners  ranged  from  one  or  two  days  to  1 1  or  12 
months  because  of  need  for  more  public  defenders, 
and  the  congestion  of  the  court  docket.  The  cost 
for  feeding  each  prisoner  per  day  is  approximately 
$2.04.  The  Suffolk  County  Jail  no  longer  houses 
women  prisoners,  but  Matrons  are  employed  to 
search  visiting  females,  and  to  send  and  remove 
prisoners  from  Framingham  Reformatory  to  Court 
or  Hospital. 

The  visit  to  the  Suffolk  County  House  of 
Correction  at  Deer  Island  revealed  serious 
problems.  The  guards  and  acting  commissioner 
were  working  under  conditions  most  unsatisfactory 
and  are  faced  with  almost  insurmountable 
problems  creating  low  morale  and  dissatisfaction. 
The  members  of  the  committee  noted  that  the 
"Hill  Prison,"  the  Administration  Building,  and 
outer  buildings  were  unfit  for  human  habitation 
and  should  be  torn  down.  The  windows  were 
broken,  boarded  up,  or  missing,  and  many  were 
without  bars.  Except  for  the  presence  of  the 
guards,  the  security  is  negligible.  The  inmates 
placed  their  own  locks  on  their  cells  to  protect 
their  belongings  for  many  cells  were  without  locks. 
The  dim  lighting  added  to  the  gloomy  atmosphere. 
The  drainage  system  was  blocked,  and  overflow 
was  seen  throughout  the  building,  which  attracted 
flies  seen  everywhere.  The  grounds  were  filled  with 
all  types  of  debris.  They  were  unkept  and  filthy. 
Evidently  there  are  no  rules  regarding  clothing  for 
inmates  or  scheduling  of  time.  Added  to  all  this 
deplorable  situation  is  the  aroma  from  the  MDC 
pumping  station.  In  order  to  fully  understand  the 
situation  at  Deer  Island  one  must  view  it. 

A  report  of  this  condition  was  made  to  Mr.  Vey, 
Director  of  Public  Facilities,  who  states  that 
$185,000  in  contracts  to  repair  the  broken 
windows,  replace  screens  and  locks,  fix  drains  and 
general  repairs  had  been  granted.  A  general 
cleaning  inside  and  outside  the  buildings  is  to  be 
put  into  operation  immediately.  Equipment  for 
recreation  is  to  be  provided.  The  Boston  City 
Council  recently  approved  a  grant  for  a  bakers' 
program  to  be  instituted.  Because  of  the  conditions 
of  the  kitchen  this  program  cannot  be  put  into 
operation  until  it  is  renovated.  The  deplorable 
condition  extended  even  into  the  kitchen  area, 
where  paint  is  peeling  from  the  ceiling  and  walls 
are  unpainted.  The  wash  and  toilet  rooms  are 
filthy,  some  not  even  in  operation.  The  area  for 
dining  has  been  recently  painted,  but  the  ceiling 
paint  is  peeling.  Some  screens  are  missing  from  the 
windows,  and  there  is  no  type  of  ventilation  except 
the  windows,  some  of  which  could  not  be  opened. 


The  entrance  to  the  "Hill  Prison"  showed  broken 
or  boarded  windows  which  allegedly  happened  last 
July  during  the  riot.  The  facility  housing  the  work 
release  program  inmates  was  better  than  the  "Hill 
Prison,"  but  by  any  standards  unacceptable  for 
living  quarters.  Many  of  the  beds  had  no  sheets  or 
sheets  whose  color  was  indistinguishable. 

Realizing  that  this  facility  is  not  scheduled  for 
demolition  for  approximately  two  years  the 
Committee  on  Penal  Matters  recommends 
demolition  as  quickly  as  possible  and  in  the  interim 
that  a  visit  be  made  to  the  facility  by  the  Director 
of  Public  Facilities  and  the  Deputy  Mayor  in 
charge  of  Administrative  Services  in  order  to  bring 
about  the  necessary  repair  work  inside  and  outside 
of  the  buildings,  to  put  this  facility  in  a  livable, 
secured  condition  and  insure  its  continuance.

The  Suffolk  County  House  of  Correction  at 
Deer  Island  is  one  of  the  most  innovative 
institutions  in  the  country  in  its  attempt  to  bring  a 
wide  range  of  service  to  the  inmate  population. 
Programs  fall  into  three  funding  categories:  (1) 
those  receiving  support  from  the  city  budget,  such 
as  the  work  release  program;  (2)  those  receiving 
federal  grants  through  the  Penal  Department  of  the 
City  of  Boston;  and  (3)  the  Community  Programs 
which  have  their  own  resources  and  volunteer  their 
time  at  Deer  Island. 

The  work  release  Program  is  an  example  of  how 
inmates  may  use  their  time  wisely  and  pay  their 
debt  to  society,  literally  as  well  as  spiritually.  The 
program,  instituted  December  15,  1969,  allows 
selected  men  to  go  out  every  day  to  work,  while 
continuing  confinement  in  the  institution  in  the 
evening. 

Total  participants  since  1969,  327;  total 
participants  in  1974,  27;  currently  enrolled,  18. 

Because  the  participants  pay  room  and  board  to 
the  city's  general  fund  at  $3  a  day,  as  well  as  the 
normal  taxes  to  state  and  federal  governments, 
union  dues,  and  often  support  their  families,  their 
earnings  represent  the  rare  instance  in  corrections 
when  inmates  can  be  at  least  partly  self-supporting. 
Through  the  first  quarter  of  1974,  inmates  room 
and  board  payments  had  amounted  to  a  total  of 
$44,195  paid  to  the  county. 

Statistics  for  1972:  man  hours  worked,  27,056; 
net  income,  $53,508.80  (after  taxes,  union  dues, 
room  and  board,  etc.);  average  hourly  wages, 
$1.97;  positions  obtained,  100. 

Statistics  for  1973:  man  hours  worked,  33,624; 
net  income,  $72,067.66;  average  wage,  $2.14; 
positions  obtained,  124. 

Federally  funded  rehabilitation  programs  at 
Deer  Island  are  four  in  number:  Boston  Offenders' 
Service  Project,  Community  Corrections  Project  of 
Roxbury  Multiservice  Center,  the  Case 
Management  Project,  and  the  Education  Project, 
known  as  the  Academy. 

Boston  Offenders'  Service  Project  (BOSP)  is  a 
short-term  high-impact  program  designed  to  help  a 
man  in  the  critical  first  month  after  release  through 
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financial  aid  and  counseling.  The  program  is 
strictly  administered  and  in  no  way  represents  a 
giveaway.  The  man  is  supported  with  money  for 
food,  temporary  housing,  special  clothing,  and 
other  needs,  If  he  violates  the  program,  for 
instance,  by  failing  to  keep  an  appointment  for  a 
job  interview,  he  can  be  terminated. 

BOSP  began  in  August,  1972,  designed  to  serve 
parolees  and  wrap-ups.  In  its  first  thirteen  months 
it  exceeded  its  quota  by  serving  240  parolees  and 
wrap-ups,  as  well  as  furnishing  assistance  to  one 
hundred  men  on  furlough,  sixteen  men  on 
education  release,  and  sixty  men  on  work  release. 

BOSP  is  cost  effective.  Welfare  payments  to  an 
individual  average  $5.20  a  day.  BOSP  costs  $6.1 1  a 
day,  but  the  average  BOSP  client  is  served  for  only 
I6V2  days;  needless  to  say,  the  average  person  on 
welfare  usually  receives  public  assistance  longer 
than  that.  Out  of  BOSP's  first  110  clients,  82 
percent  has  received  public  assistance  before  going 
to  Deer  Island.  After  participation  in  BOSP  only 
20  percent  of  those  clients  needed  public 
assistance.  Also,  out  of  those  first  110  men,  only 
three  returned  to  Deer  Island  within  the  year. 

The  Community  Corrections  Program  (CCP)  of 
Roxbury  Multiservice  Center  also  began  operating 
in  August.  1972,  as  a  postrelease  program  oriented 
towards  long-term  service  for  clients  returning  to 
the  Roxbury-North  Dorchester  area.  The  project 
begins  counseling  men  three  months  before  parole 
or  wrap-up  and  continues  services  for  up  to  nine 
months  after  release.  The  Multiservice  Center 
served  190  clients  in  its  first  year;  of  these  only 
fourteen  returned  to  any  institution  in  the  state  of 
Massachusetts.  As  of  today,  a  total  of  209  clients 
have  been  served. 

Case  Management  is  an  island-based  program 
providing  counseling  and  referral  services  directly 
to  the  entire  inmate  population.  It  is  the  "feeder" 
system  through  which  an  inmate  gets  to  the  other 
programs.  Case  managers  act  as  the  liaison  between 
the  institution  and  the  state  parole  board,  and 
process  furloughs  among  many  other  duties.

Largely  because  of  the  ability  of  Case 
Management  to  develop  good  case  histories  on  the 
men,  leading  to  better  decisions  on  applications  for 
release  program,  we  are  able  to  maintain  20 
percent  of  our  men  on  a  release  status,  a  higher 
rate  than  any  other  institution  in  the  state  (with 
natural  exception  of  Prerelease  centers). 

Another  island-based  program  is  the  Academy, 
jointly  sponsored  by  the  Technical  Development 
Corporation  and  Bunker  Hill  Community  College. 
Through  its  component  courses  the  Academy  can 
deal  with  an  inmate's  educational  needs  from  the 
third-grade  level  through  college  courses  —  the 
latter  through  education  release  to  Bunker  Hill 
Community  College.  Courses  include  adult  basic 
education,  English  as  a  second  language,  general 
equivalency  diploma  (GED  -  the  equivalent  of  a 
high  school  diploma),  and  prerelease  courses 
designed  to  prepare  a  man  for  the  collegiate 
environment.  Since  the  course  was  begun  in  1972, 
a  total  of  forty  high  school  diplomas  have  been 
awarded.  In  1974  we  have  averaged  at  least  one 
inmate  per  month  receiving  his  diploma.  There  are 
thirty-seven  students  currently  enrolled. 

The  Academy,  an  ideal  learning  environment,  is 
also  the  location  for  a  number  of  community 
agencies  who  volunteer  their  services  at  Deer 
Island.  Several  of  the  groups  aim  at  the  treatment 
of  addiction  to  drugs  or  alcohol,  including  Care 
About  Now  (CAN)  from  Winthrop,  National 
Center  for  Attitude  Change  (CAC)  from  North 
Dorchester,  East  Boston  Drug  Action  Council 
(EBDAC),  Community  Action  Program  Inner  City 
(CAPIC),  and  Alcoholics  Anonymous.  Others 
supplement  the  educational  opportunities  of  the 
Academy.  The  Proposition  runs  an  actor's 
workshop,  and  Phillips  Brooks  House,  the 
volunteer  arm  of  Harvard  College,  provides  student 
teachers  in  math,  Black  history,  business,  and  other 
courses. 

Nor  are  we  standing  fast  on  our  previous 
accomplishments.  We  are  currently  undertaking  a 
vocational  training  program.  The  first  component, 
a  course  in  diesel  mechanics,  has  been  operating 
since  December  3,  1973,  in  cooperation  with  the 
Boston  Skill  Center.  Other  components,  including 
baking,  cooking,  and  vocational  assessment,  all  to 
be  based  at  the  institution,  will  be  operational  in 
the  next  few  months. 

The  report  was  accepted.

Whereas,  This  is  conduit  work  being  done  by 
various  contractors  who,  when  the  excavation  is 
completed,  place  the  hot  top  down  unevenly,  and 
as  a  result  our  main  streets  are  left  in  complete 
disarray;  now,  therefore,  be  it 

Ordered,That  the  Commissioner  of  Public  Works 
of  the  City  of  Boston,  Joseph  F.  Casazza,  be 
ordered  to  throughly  inspect  this  condition  and  see 
that  a  full  skim  coat  of  hot  top  is  installed  by  these 
utility  companies  to  even  off  the  roadways.

Dear  Sir: 

I  am  concerned  about  the  destruction  that  the 
public  utility  companies  are  causing  to  the  main 
arteries  in  the  Roslindale-West  Roxbury-Jamaica 
Plain  Community. 

Just  last  summer  a  public  utility  company  tore 
up  the  entire  length  of  the  lower  West  Roxbury 
Parkway  where  I  live;  then  continued  down 
Rsolindale  Avenue  to  Leniston  Street,  across 
Walworth  Street  to  Cornell  Street,  to  Poplar  Street, 
and  on  and  on,  including  Beech  Street  and 
Kittredge  Street,  merely  placing  a  hot-top  patch  on 
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the  roadway.  They  should  have  placed  this  road 
back  in  the  condition  in  which  they  found  it 
before  they  did  the  work,  and  the  only  satisfactory 
way  is  to  place  a  new  skim  coat  of  asphalt  over  the 
entire  roads. 

On  Cummins  Highway  the  conduits  were  placed 
under  the  sidewalk,  which  saved  the  roadway,  but 
these  should  have  been  placed  back  with  concrete 
as  they  found  it. 

Right  now  they  are  tearing  up  the  beautiful 
highway  on  Washington  Street  between  Roslindale 
Square  and  Forest  Hills  Square,  and  also  between 
Green  Street  and  the  Forest  Hills  Overpass.  On  La 
Grange  Street  in  West  Roxbury  this  situation  exists 
up  to  and  surprisingly  stops  at  the  Brookline  line. 
Hyde  Park  Avenue  is  another  instance  and  I  could 
go  on  and  on. 

I  communicated  with  the  Metropolitan  District 
Commission  who  has  the  responsibility  for  the 
West  Roxbury  Parkway,  fully  expecting  that  the 
utility  company  that  did  the  excavating  work 
would  be  required  to  resurface  the  entire  roadway. 
However,  the  MDC  informed  me  that  it  was  their 
obligation,  but  they  had  no  money  in  their  budget 
to  take  care  of  this. 

There  is  something  definitely  wrong  here,  if 
those  in  charge  of  issuing  permits  for  this  type  of 
work,  do  not  insist  that  the  highway  be  returned  to 
its  original  condition.  Certainly  the  taxpayers  of 
the  Commonwealth  and  the  taxpayers  of  the  City 
of  Boston  should  not  be  subjected  to  such  an 
expense,  which  could  run  into  hundreds  of 
thousands  of  dollars.  Nor  should  the  residents  of 
those  areas  or  the  motorists  driving  on  those  roads 
be  subjected  to  bumpy  conditions  which  could 
result  in  damage  to  their  cars. 

I  have  no  quarrel  with  the  contractors.  In  all 
instances  they  appear  to  be  doing  their  work 
speedily  and  with  a  minimum  of  inconvenience  to 
motorists  and  residents.  But  I  do  contend  that  the 
public  utility  companies  contracting  for  this  work 
should  be  required  to  include  in  their  contract  a 
skim  coat  of  asphalt  over  the  entire  road,  which 
would  place  it  back  in  the  condition  that  it  was  in 
before  they  started  the  work.  Certainly  the 
taxpayers  shouldn't  be  saddled  with  this  additional 
expense. 

I  am  sure  that  the  public  utility  companies 
would  not  be  allowed  to  leave  the  roads  in  such 
condition  in  adjacent  communities. 

Isn't  there  somebody  in  government  today  who 
will  protect  the  public  interest  and  insist  that  these 
roads  be  placed  in  the  condition  they  were  in  prior 
to  the  work  being  done  —  but  not  at  the  expense 
of  the  taxpayers.

Whereas.  The  Committee  on  Penal  Matters

Whereas,  The  Committee  on  Penal  Matters

election  at  which  a  mayor  is  elected,  and  shall 
devote  their  whole  time  to  the  duties  of  their 
respective  offices.  The  commissioner  of  build- 
ing and  housing  regulation  shall  exclusively 
have  the  powers,  and  perform  the  duties,  of  a 
department  head  with  respect  to  the  making  of 
contracts,  the  acquisition  and  disposal  of 
property,  and  the  appointment,  suspension, 
discharge,  compensation,  and  indemnification 
of  subordinates  for  the  department  of  building 
and  housing  regulation  and  the  several  officers 
thereof. 

There  shall  be  in  the  department  of  building 
and  housing  regulation  a  division  of  neighbor- 
hood inspectional  services  under  the  charge  of 
the  deputy  commissioner  for  neighborhood 
inspectional  services,  a  division  of  building 
regulation  under  the  charge  of  the  deputy 
commissioner  for  building  regulation,  an  ad- 
ministrative section  under  the  charge  of  the 
assistant  commissioner  for  administration,  and 
such  other  divisions,  if  any,  as  may  from  time 
to  time  be  established  by  the  commissioner  of 
building  and  housing  regulation. 

Section  2.  The  commissioner  of  building  and 
housing  regulation: 

(1)  Shall  have  the  powers  and  perform 
the  duties  conferred  or  imposed  by  general 
or  special  law,  or  by  the  Boston  Building 
Code,  upon  the  building  commissioner  of 
the  city. 

(2)  Shall  have  the  powers  and  perform 
the  duties  conferred  or  imposed  by  general 
or  special  law  upon  the  commissioner  of 
housing  inspection  of  the  city. 

(3)  Shall  assign  a  street  number  to  each 
building  on  a  street  and  require  such 
number  to  be  affixed  to  or  inscribed  on  the 
building  by  the  owner,  and  may  determine 
the  form,  size,  and  material  of  any  such 
number  and  the  place  and  mode  of  affixing 
or  inscribing  it. 


(4)  Shall  have  the  powers  and  perform 
the  duties  conferred  or  imposed  by  general 
or  special  law  on  the  wire-commissioner  and 
on  the  fire  commissioner  as  successor  to  the 
wire  commissioner,  and  shall  carry  out  the 
provisions  and  requirements  of  law  relating 
to  wires  and  inspection  of  wires  and'  the 
installation  and  use  of  electrical  conductors 
and  appliances  in  buildings  in  the  city. 

(5)  Shall  have  the  powers  and  perform 
the  duties  from  time  to  time  conferred  or 
imposed  on  a  board  of  health  by  section  12 
of  chapter  83  and  section  127  of  chapter 
111  of  the  General  Laws,  by  sections  122, 
123,  124,  and  125  of  said  chapter  111 
insofar,  but  only  insofar,  as  said  sections 
122,  123,  124,  and  125  apply  to  places  of 
human  habitation,  and  by  sections  127A 
and  127B  of  said  chapter  111  insofar,  but 
only  insofar,  as  said  sections  127 A  and 
127B  relate  (a)  to  enforcing  so  much  of  the 
state  sanitary  code  as  concerns  standards  of 
fitness  for  places  of  human  habitation, 
housing  and  sanitation  standards  for  farm 
labor  camps,  and  requirements  for  the 
disposal  of  sanitary  sewage  in  unsewered 
areas,  and  (b)  to  adopting  such  public  health 
regulations,  not  inconsistent  with  the  state 
sanitary  code  or  other  provisions  of  law,  as 
in  the  opinion  of  the  commissioner  of 
building  and  housing  regulation  may  be 
necessary  to  make  and  keep  all  places  of 
human  habitation  fit  for  such  habitation. 

(6)  Shall  have  the  powers  and  perform 
the  duties  conferred  or  imposed  upon  the 
board  of  health  of  the  city,  or  the  health 
commissioner  of  the  city,  by  sections  1 3, 
14,  19,20,  21,  and  22  of  chapter  382  of  the 
Acts  of  1885,  as  amended,  by  chapter  185 
of  the  Acts  of  1897,  by  chapter  219  of  the 
Acts  of  1897,  as  amended,  by  section  128 
of  chapter  550  of  the  Acts  of  1907,  as 
amended,  and  by  section  116  or  any  other 
provision  of  the  Boston  building  code. 

(7)  Shall  receive  all  complaints  of 
violations  in  or  about  places  of  human 
habitation,  of  any  and  all  statutes, 
ordinances,  rules,  and  regulations  enacted 
for  the  preservation  of  health  or  safety  in  or 
about  places  of  human  habitation. 

(8)  Shall  refer  in  writing  to  the  fire 
commissioner  for  investigation  and 
prosecution  all  complaints  of  violations  of 
the  Boston  fire  prevention  code  and 
maintain  written  contact  with  said 
commissioner  with  respect  thereto. 

(9)  Shall  inspect  places  of  human 
habitation  and  enforce  therein  the 
provisions  of  law  specified  in  the  preceding 
clauses  of  this  section  and  all  other  statutes, 
ordinances,  rules,  and  regulations  enacted 
for  the  preservation  of  health  in  or  about 
such  places. 

It  shall  remain  the  duty  and  responsibility  of 
the   fire  commissioner  to  enforce  compliance 
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with  the  Boston  fire  prevention  code.  To  aid 
him  in  discharging  such  duty  but  without  any 
lessening  of  his  responsibility,  the  commissioner 
of  building  regulation  may  offer  him,  and  he 
may  accept,  assistance  designed  to  unify  action 
upon  complaints  received  by  the  commissioner 
of  building  regulations. 

Beacon  Hill  Architectural  Commission 

Section  3.  There  shall  be  in  the  department 
of  building  and  housing  regulation  the 
commission  established  by  chapter  616  of  the 
Acts  of  1955. 

Board  of  Appeal 

Section  4.  There  shall  be  in  the  department 
of  building  and  housing  regulation  a  board 
known  as  the  Board  of  Appeal,  consisting  of 
five  members  appointed  by  the  mayor  as 
follows:  one  member  from  two  candidates 
nominated  one  by  the  Boston  Society  of 
Architects  and  one  by  the  Boston  Society  of 
Civil  Engineers,  one  member  from  two 
candidates  nominated  by  the  Building  Trades 
Council  of  Boston  and  Vicinity,  one  member 
from  two  candidates  nominated  one  by  the 
Greater  Boston  Real  Estate  Board  and  one  by 
the  Massachusetts  Real  Estate  Association,  one 
member  from  three  candidates  nominated  one 
by  the  Master  Builders'  Association  of  Boston, 
one  by  the  Building  Trades  Employers' 
Association  of  the  City  of  Boston,  and  one  by 
the  Associated  General  Contractors  of 
Massachusetts,  Inc.,  and  one  member  selected 
at  large  by  the  mayor.  All  members  of  the 
board  of  appeal  shall  be  residents  of,  or  engaged 
in  business  in,  Boston.  The  members  of  the 
board  of  appeal  in  office  when  this  ordinance 
takes  effect  shall  serve  according  to  the  terms 
of  their  respective  appointments.  As  the  term 
of  any  member  in  office  when  this  ordinance 
takes  effect,  or  of  any  subsequent  member, 
expires,  his  successor  shall  be  appointed  in  like 
manner  as  such  member  for  a  term  expiring  on 
the  first  day  of  May  in  the  fifth  year  next 
following  the  expiration  of  the  former  term. 
Vacancies  in  the  board  shall  be  filled  in  the 
same  manner  for  the  unexpired  term.  No 
member  of  the  board  shall  act  in  any  case  in 
which  he  has  a  personal  interest,  and  when  a 
member  is  so  disqualified  or  absent  or  when 
there  is  a  vacancy  in  the  office  of  a  member, 
the  remaining  members  shall  designate  a 
substitute. 

The  board  of  appeal  shall  not  be  subject  to 
the  supervision  or  control  of  the  commissioner 
of  building  and  housing  regulation  but,  unless 
otherwise  ordered  by  the  mayor,  the  board  of 
appeal  shall  not  communicate  with  the  mayor, 
or  make  any  annual  or  other  report,  except 
through  the  commissioner  of  building  and 
housing  regulation. 

The  board  of  appeal  shall  exercise  the  powers 
and  perform  the  duties  set  forth  in  sections 
117,  118,  and  119  of  the  Boston  Building 
Code,  and  sections  8,  9,  and  10  of  chapter  665 
of  the  Acts  of  1956. 


Committee  on  Licenses 

Section  5.  There  shall  be  in  the  department 
of  building  and  housing  regulation  a  committee 
of  the  public  safety  commission  known  as  the 
Committee  on  Licenses,  consisting  of  the 
commissioner  of  building  and  housing 
regulation,  the  fire  commissioner,  and  the 
commissioner  of  traffic  and  parking,  ex  officiis. 
Said  committee  shall  have  the  powers  and 
perform  the  duties  conferred  or  imposed  on  the 
board  of  street  commissioners  by  chapter  148 
of  the  General  Laws,  by  chapter  57  7  of  the 
Acts  of  1913,  and  by  chapter  349  of  the  Acts 
of  1953,  and  all  acts  in  amendment  thereof. 

The  committee  on  licenses  shall  not  be 
subject  to  the  supervision  or  control  of  the 
commissioner  of  building  and  housing 
regulation  except  as  he  acts  as  a  member 
thereof  but,  unless  otherwise  ordered  by  the 
mayor,  the  committee  on  licenses  shall  not 
communicate  with  the  mayor,  or  make  any 
annual  or  other  report,  except  through  the 
commissioner  of  building  and  housing 
regulation. 

Board  of  Examiners 

Section  6.  There  shall  be  in  the  department 
of  building  and  housing  regulation  a  board 
known  as  the  Board  of  Examiners,  consisting  of 
three  members  appointed  by  the  mayor,  of 
whom  one  shall  be  an  architect  or  engineer  with 
at  least  five  years'  experience  in  the  city,  one  a 
contractor  or  person  well  qualified  in  the 
supervision  of  construction  work  with  at  least 
five  years'  experience  in  the  city,  and  one  a 
lawyer  or  other  person  with  proper  legal 
qualifications.  The  members  of  the  board  of 
examiners  in  office  when  this  ordinance  takes 
effect  shall  serve  according  to  the  provisions  of 
their  respective  appointments.  As  the  term  of 
any  such  member,  or  of  any  subsequent 
member,  expires,  his  successor  shall  be 
appointed  by  the  mayor  for  a  term  expiring  on 
the  first  day  in  May  of  the  third  year  next 
following  the  expiration  of  the  former  term. 
Any  vacancy  in  the  board  shall  be  filled  by  the 
mayor  for  the  unexpired  term. 

The  board  of  examiners  shall  not  be  subject 
to  the  supervision  or  control  of  the 
commissioner  of  building  and  housing 
regulation  but,  unless  otherwise  ordered  by  the 
mayor,  the  board  of  examiners  shall  not 
communicate  with  the  mayor,  or  make  any 
annual  or  other  report,  except  through  the 
commissioner  of  building  and  housing 
regulation. 

Said  board  shall  exercise  the  powers,  perform 
the   duties,  and  issue  licenses  as  set  forth  in 
section  1 20  of  the  Boston  building  code. 
Zoning  Commission. 

Section  7.  There  shall  also  be  in  the 
department  of  building  and  housing  regulation 
the  board  known  as  the  Zoning  Commission, 
provided  for  by  section  1  of  chapter  665  of  the 
Acts  of  1956,  as  amended.  Said  board  shall 
exercise   the   powers   and   perform   the  duties 
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provided  by  statute.  Said  board  shall  not  be 
subject  to  the  supervision  or  control  of  the 
commissioner  of  building  and  housing 
regulation. 

Building  Limits. 
Section  8.  The  building  limits  referred  to  in 
section  301  of  the  Boston  building  code  shall 
continue     until     changed     by     ordinance     as 
established  by   said  section  301  and  reference 
standards  3-1  and  3-2  thereto. 
Section  2.  Chapter  3  of  the  Revised  Ordinances 
of  1961  is  hereby  amended  by  inserting  in  section 
5,  as  inserted  by  chapter  13  of  the  Ordinances  of 
1972,  the  following  words: 

(a)  In  Category  II,  after  the  words  "the 
police  commissioner,"  the  words  "commis- 
sioner of  housing  and  building  regulation." 

(b)  In  Category  III,  after  the  words  "the 
commissioner  of  real  property,"  the  words  "the 
deputy  commissioners  of  housing  and  building 
regulation." 

(c)  In  Category  IV,  after  the  words  "the 
commissioner  on  affairs  of  the  elderly,"  the 
words  "the  assistant  commissioner  of  housing 
and  building  regulation  for  administration." 

Section  3.  Chapter  29  of  the  Revised  Ordi- 
nances of  1961  is  hereby  amended  by  striking  out 
in  section  92  the  words  "building  commissioner" 
and  inserting  in  place  thereof  the  words  "commis- 
sioner of  building  and  housing  regulation." 

Section  4.  Chapter  29  of  the  Revised 
Ordinances  of  1961  is  hereby  amended  by  striking 
out  in  that  section  added  by  section  3  of  chapter 
15  of  the  Ordinances  of  1972  the  words 
"commissioner  of  housing  inspection"  and  in- 
serting in  place  thereof  the  words  "commissioner 
of  building  and  housing  regulation." 

Section  5.  Chapter  30  of  the  Revised  Ordi- 
nances of  1961  is  hereby  amended  by  striking  out 
in  section  1,  each  and  every  time  they  occur,  the 
words  "building  commissioner"  and  inserting  in 
place  thereof  in  each  case  the  words  "commis- 
sioner of  building  and  housing  regulation." 

Section  6.  The  Building  Department,  the 
Housing  Inspection  Board,  and  the  Housing 
Inspection  Department  are  hereby  abolished.  All 
powers,  duties,  and  appropriations  of  said  depart- 
ments are  hereby  transferred  to  the  Department  of 
Building  and  Housing  Regulation  created  by 
section  1  of  this  ordinance. 

Section  7.  Every  person  holding  an  office  or 
position  subject  to  the  civil  service  laws  and  rules 
shall,  if  the  office  or  position  is  abolished  by  this 
ordinance,  be  reappointed  without  civil  service 
examination  or  registration  to  a  similar  office  or 
position  with  similar  status  in  a  new  department  or 
agency,  or  division  of  either  created,  or  a 
department  or  agency,  or  division  of  either  not 
abolished,  by  this  ordinance;  and  every  such  person 
shall,  upon  each  reappointment,  retain  all  rights  to 
retirement  with  pension  that  shall  have  accrued  or 
would  thereafter  accrue  to  him;  and  his  services 
shall  be  deemed  to  have  been  continuous  to  the 
same  extent  as  if  such  abolition  had  not  taken 
place.  As  used  in  this  section,  the  term  "agency" 
shall    be    construed    as    defined    in   section   5    of 


chapter  486  of  the  Acts  of  1909  as  amended  by 
section  1  of  chapter  473  of  the  Acts  of  1953. 

Section  8.  This  ordinance  shall  be  deemed  to  be 
made  under  section  5  of  chapter  486  of  the  Acts  of 
1909.  as  amended  by  section  1  of  chapter  473  of 
the  Acts  of  1953,  and  shall  be  so  construed  that  no 
person  holding,  whether  under  general  or  special 
law  or  otherwise,  an  office  or  position  subject  to 
the  civil  service  laws  and  rules  shall,  by  reason  of 
the  adoption  of  this  ordinance,  be  reduced  in  rank 
or  compensation  or  be  without  an  office  or 
position  with  identical  status  and  title  without 
impairment  or  interruption  of  civil  service  rights. 

Section  9.  Notwithstanding  anything  to  the 
contrary  in  section  3  of  chapter  1  of  the  Revised 
Ordinances  of  1961,  this  ordinance  shall  be 
published  by  the  action  of  the  City  Council  in 
passing  the  same.

APPROPRIATION  OF  $17,741,754  FOR 
GENERAL  SCHOOL  PURPOSES 

The  following  was  received:

The  School  Committee  has  requested  an 
additional  appropriation  from  myself  and  your 
Honorable  Body  totaling  $18,814,123.  I  am 
recommending  to  your  Honorable  Body  herewith 
an  appropriation  for  the  School  Committee  of 
$17,741,754. 


This  recommendation  is  arrived  at  on  a 
somewhat  different  basis  than  the  School  Com- 
mittee's request.  My  recommendation  is  intended 
to  provide  an  additional  $600,000  for  a  bilingual 
education  program,  $200,000  for  increased  per 
capita  allowance  for  instructional  supplies, 
$1,500,000  for  increased  fuel  costs,  $1,000,000 
for  an  increased  school  lunch  deficit,  $5,000,000 
for  estimated  salary  increases,  and  $4,962,000  for 
transportation.  The  latter  figure  has  been  de- 
termined to  be  the  amount  required  to  support  the 
cost  of  all  busing  related  to  racial  balance  as  well  as 
bus  monitors,  including  the  amount  of  $700,000 
that  your  Honorable  Body  previously  eliminated 
from  the  city  budget. 

There  is  no  provision  in  this  recommendation 
for  implementation  of  chapter  766  relating  to 
special  education  because  we  are  informed  that  the 
state  has  appropriated  a  sum  of  money  for  this 
implementation  in  a  form  of  appropriation  which 
will  require  that  Boston's  share  amounting  to  $3.4 
million  be  made  available  to  the  School  Committee 
by  means  of  a  separate  and  different  process  from 
the  appropriation  I  am  now  recommending  to  you. 

Concerning  the  appropriation  recommended 
herein  for  transportation,  it  should  be  noted  that 
we  have  determined  that  the  costs  of  the  racial 
balance  plan  for  purposes  other  than  transporta- 
tion will  be  made  ..available  to  the  School 
Committee  from  other  sources.

Attached  is  a  copy  of  a  second  budget  request 
from  the  Department  of  Health  and  Hospitals  for 
the  support  of  neighborhood  health  centers.  It  is 
presented  to  you  by  the  Board  of  Trustees  for  your 
consideration. 


This  is  not  a  supplemental  request.  When  the 
Board  approved  and  forwarded  its  initial  budget,  it 
purposely  excluded  all  increases  in  the  Outreach 
and  Matching  Grant  Programs  until  a  thorough 
analysis  of  the  increase  could  be  undertaken.  This 
analysis  was  conducted  and  is  available  to  you  if 
you  wish  to  see  it.  This  request  is  based  on  that 
analysis  and  completes  our  budget  submission. 

The  total  request  is  $911,260.  Of  this  amount 
$475,242  is  to  go  to  support  the  six  centers 
affiliated  with  the  Department  of  Health  and 
Hospitals.  The  bulk  of  this  money  is  needed  to 
support  increased  costs,  particularly  personnel, 
because  of  the  reduction  of  federal  support  for 
maternal  and  infant  care  and  children  and  youth 
programs.  Less  than  $200,000  is  requested  for 
expansion. 

The  next  largest  expenditure,  $231,485,  is  for 
the  matching  grant  program.  Under  this  program 
the  city  matches  funds  contributed  by  private 
hospitals  to  neighborhood  health  centers.  There- 
fore the  increase  we  seek  reflects  a  similar  increase 
from  the  participating  private  hospitals. 

The  third  item  is  support  for  the  Drew  Family 
Life  Center,  a  Model  Cities-sponsored  center  in 
Dorchester.  The  department  is  being  asked  to 
include  Drew  within  its  network  and  believes  it  is 
worthwhile  to  do  so.  Because  of  severe  reduction 
in  Model  Cities  funding,  the  department  is  asking 
$130,031  for  support  of  the  center. 

This  request,  although  substantial,  is  not,  we 
believe,  unrealistic.  Through  intense  and  detailed 
analysis  we  have  been  able  to  cut  back  the  total 
request  from  $1.3  million  to  $911,260.  Dick  Wall 
indicates  this  amount  is  available.  It  is  our 
contention  that  our  request  is  reasonable,  and  the 
import  of  this  expenditure  substantial.

LOAN  OF  $1,300,000  FOR  PARKS  AND 
RECREATION  DEPARTMENT 

The  following  was  received: 

City  of  Boston, 
Office  of  the  Mayor. 
To  the  Honorable  City  Council. 

I  am  resubmitting  herewith  for  your  further 
deliberation  and  reconsideration  a  supplemental 
appropriation  and  loan  order  in  the  amount  of 
$1,300,000  to  support  the  necessary  and  proposed 
work  in  Franklin  Park  and  on  Commonwealth 
Avenue  and  the  city-wide  tree-planting  program  for 
the  neighborhoods  as  previously  presented  by  the 
Parks  and  Recreation  Department.  As  the  Council 
is  very  much  aware,  for  a  very  long  time  this  city, 
prior  to  this  administration,  for  various  reasons 
allowed  our  magnificent  heritage  of  public 
parkland  to  deteriorate.  Some  of  this  was  for  lack 
of  proper  maintenance,  some  for  lack  of  available 
financial  support.  While  we  have  recently  been  able 
to  reverse  this  situation  with  great  support 
heretofore  from  the  Council,  there  is  still  a 
substantial  way  to  go.  Last  year  the  Council 
approved  the  necessary  home  rule  petition  and  the 
Legislature  passed  it,  permitting  further  loans 
outside  our  debt  limit  and  clarifying  our  ability  to 
borrow  for  long  sought  park  and  playground 
construction  and  reconstruction,  so  we  might  more 
easily  find  it  possible  to  do  this.  Last  year's  loan 
appropriation  for  the  parks  and  playground 
program,  prior  to  this  new  legislation,  was  perforce 
quite  restricted  and  not  in  the  measure  of  need,  so 
that  this  year  we  did  recommend  an  increased 
amount  to  make  up  for  this. 

The  projects  intended  are  long  overdue  in  fact 
and,  I  believe,  thoroughly  justified  and  necessary.  I 
would  make  a  special  point  of  support  for  the 
tree-planting  program  which  had  been  quite  sparse 
for  many  years,  so  that,  in  fact,  we  were  not  even 
able  to  replace  trees  which  had  died  or  were 
removed  by  road  engineers,  let  alone  add  new  ones 
in  new  areas.  The  presence  of  shade  trees 
throughout  our  neighborhoods  adds  immensely  to 
their  attractiveness,  and  their  present  lack  and 
previous  removal  is  strongly  felt  by  a  great  many 
interested  residents. 

This  is  being  proven  by  the  large  response  from 
the  citizens  and  others  to  our  "Plantree"  program, 
which  is  bringing  in  substantial  help  in  this  area, 
but  must  have  adequate  city  funding  to  match  and 
make  use  of  these  gifts. 


I  believe  that  upon  your  Honorable  Body's 
consideration  of  these  programs  and  the  benefits 
they  give  the  city  you  may  agree,  and  therefore  I 
respectfully  recommend  this  order  for  your 
approval.

The  court  decisions  relative  to  desegregation  will 
require  expenditures  for  conversion  of  existing 
school  facilities  to  accommodate  different  age  and 
grade  groups;  the  $600,000  alterations  and  repairs 
loan  is  to  meet  expenditures  required  by  the  court 
orders. 

Vandalism  is  an  increasing  problem  in  the  public 
schools,  and  the  city  and  the  School  Department 
are  working  on  developing  methods  for  prevention 
and  control.  We  are  requesting  $500,000  in 
equipment  funds  for  the  purpose  of  purchasing  and 
installing  vandal  alarm  systems  in  twenty-five 
schools,  to  be  designated  by  the  School  Depart- 
ment. These  will  be  tied  into  a  centralized 
computer  system  now  operating  at  English  High 
School.  Purchase  of  cars  to  respond  to  the  alarm 
system  is  also  included. 

Improvement  to  be  done  by  the  School 
Department  in  community  school  facilities  consti- 
tutes the  last  $500,000  loan  request.

AMENDING  ORDINANCES  OF  1973  RE  RE- 
QUIREMENT THAT  PRINCIPAL 
OFFICERS  OF  CITY  RESIDE  AND  VOTE 
THEREIN

To  the  City  Council. 
Gentlemen: 

I  am  transmitting  herewith  a  proposed  amend- 
ment to  chapter  7  of  the  Ordinances  of  1973 
which  requires  the  principal  officers  of  the  city  to 
be  residents  and  registered  voters  thereof.  As  I 
indicated  to  you  in  my  letter  of  August  17,  1973,  I 
believe  as  a  general  matter  that  people  who  work 
for  the  city  should  live  in  it.  The  fact  is,  however, 
that  many  people  who  now  give  excellent  service 
live  outside.  Indeed,  about  half  of  all  our 
employees  are  nonresidents.  To  impose  a  particular 
limitation  on  department  heads  and  unpaid  boards 
and  commissions  is  not  only  unfair  but  unwise.  It 
simply  means  that  the  city,  which  is  only  the  core 
of  a  much  larger  human  settlement,  is  forbidden  to 
hire  a  number  of  people  who  could  do  it  great 
service.  People  living  outside  the  city  have 
important  roots  and  investments  which  -  parti- 
cularly with  the  current  inflation  and  shortage  of 
credit  -  they  cannot  afford  to  abandon. 

I  therefore  propose  for  your  consideration  an 
amendment  to  the  ordinance  which  your 
Honorable  Body  passed  last  year  which  would 
allow  persons  to  continue  to  maintain  their 
residence  outside  the  city  if  they  are  nonresidents 
when  they  are  appointed.  If,  however,  they  move 
from  '  their  present  abode,  they  must  '  become 
residents  of  the  city.  In  this  way  I  think  we  will 
achieve  the  goal  of  encouraging  employees  to  live 
in  the  city  without  depriving  the  city  of  the  talents 
it  must  draw  upon  to  survive.  The  amendment 
which  I  propose  would  apply  to  all  persons,  not  as 
the  existing  ordinance,  only  to  those  appointed 
after  its  effective  date.

Section  1A.  Each  officer  appointed  by  the 
mayor  or  elected  by  the  city  council  and  every 
person  who  for  a  period  of  more  than  ninety 
days  acts  in  place  of  such  an  officer,  except 
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those  officers  appointed  by  the  mayor  under 
the  provisions  of  section  2  of  this  chapter,  if  he 
resides  outside  of  the  city  at  the  time  of  his 
appointment  and  subsequently  changes  his 
residence,  shall  become  both  a  resident  and  a 
registered  voter  of  the  city,  and  each  such 
officer  shall  continue  to  be  both  a  resident  and 
a  registered  voter  of  the  city  during  the  time  he 
holds  such  office.  Each  such  officer  shall  within 
two  months  after  changing  his  residence  in 
writing  and  under  the  penalties  of  perjury 
certify  to  the  city  clerk  that  he  is  both  a 
resident  and  a  registered  voter  of  the  city.  If, 
within  such  two-month  period,  any  officer  shall 
not  have  so  certified  to  the  city  clerk  that  he  is 
both  a  resident  and  a  registered  voter  of  the 
city,  or  if  any  officer  changes  his  residence 
without  moving  to  the  city,  he  shall  be  deemed 
disqualified  for  holding  his  office,  and  the  city 
clerk  shall  forthwith  so  notify  the  mayor,  the 
city  council,  and  the  collector-treasurer.  Upon 
receipt  of  such  notification  the  collector- 
treasurer  shall  strike  from  the  payroll  the  name 
of  any  such  officer  and  shall  cause  no  further 
payments  of  salary  or  other  compensation  to  be 
made  thereto.  No  person  deemed  disqualified 
hereunder  shall  be  appointed  or  elected  to  any 
office  subject  to  the  provisions  of  this  section 
for  a  period  of  one  year  next  after  the  date  he 
becomes  disqualified,  unless  he  shall,  before  the 
date  of  such  election  or  appointment,  have 
become  both  a  resident  and  a  registered  voter 
of  the  city.

I  want  to  take  this  opportunity  to  thank  you  for 
providing  me  with  a  copy  of  the  resolution 
adopted  by  the  Boston  City  Council  calling  for  the 
restoration  of  human  rights  to  all  of  the  peoples  of 
Ireland.  I  appreciate  the  Council's  concern  in  this 
matter. 

You  will  be  interested  to  know  that  I  have 
joined  with  my  colleague,  Representative  Lester 
Wolff,  in  cosponsoring  a  resolution  which  would 
provide: 

"That  it  is  the  sense  of  the  House  of 
Representatives  that  the  President  direct  the 
representative  of  the  United  States  to  the 
United  Nations  to  call  upon  that  body  to 
request  the  Government  of  the  United 
Kingdom 

1.  To  restore  to  the  Irish  minority  in 
Northern  Ireland  the  basic  rights  and  civil 
liberties  guaranteed  by  the  Magna  Carta. 


2.  In  keeping  with  the  Magna  Carta,  to 

(a)  Restore  to  the  minority  in  Northern 
Ireland  the  right  of  habeas  corpus. 

(b)  Restore  to  the  minority  in  Northern 
Ireland  the  right  to  be  confronted  openly  by 
accusers. 

(c)  Restore  to  Irish  political  prisoners  the 
right  of  trial  by  jury. 

(d)  End  the  practice  of  confining  Irish 
political  prisoners  in  institutions  far  re- 
moved from  their  homes. 

3.  To  inquire  into  the  conditions  in  prisons, 
particularly  prisons  for  women,  in  England  and 
Northern  Ireland."

ANNUAL  REPORT  OF  THE  COORDINATING 
COUNCIL  ON  DRUG  ABUSE 

The  following  was  received: 

Report  for  1972 
Coordinating  Council  on  Drug  Abuse 
I.  Background 

The  Coordinating  Council  on  Drug  Abuse  was 
created  by  ordinance  passed  in  the  Boston  City 
Council  on  December  29,  1969,  and  signed  by 
Mayor  Kevin  H.  White  on  January  19,  1970.  The 
ordinance  established  a  21-member  board  which  is 
charged  with  the  responsibility  to  "coordinate  to 
the  fullest  possible  extent  the  work  of  all  public 
and  private  agencies  dealing  with  drug  abuse;  to 
effect  an  on-going  dialogue  and  exchange  of  views 
between  such  agencies;  to  conduct,  either 
independently  or  in  conjunction  with  the  School 
Committee  of  the  city,  such  drug  education 
programs  as  said  Council  deems  advisable;  to 
conduct  studies,  investigations,  and  research  into 
the  sources  and  use  of  harmful  and  narcotic 
drugs .  .  .  ;  to  pursue  a  course  of  action  to  insure 
that  all  laws  governing  the  sale,  possession,  and  use 
of  both  harmful  and  narcotic  drugs  are  fully 
enforced;  and,  by  the  use  of  such  media  of 
communication  as  said  Council  shall  from  time  to 
time  deem  appropriate,  keep  the  inhabitants  of  the 
city  informed  respecting  the  use  of  both  harmful 
and  narcotic  drugs." 
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Of  the  twenty- j.. e  Council  members,  the  Police 
Commissioner,  Penal  Institutions  Commissioner, 
Corporation  Counsel,  Commissioner  of  Health  and 
Hospitals,  and  Chairman  of  Youth  Activities 
Commission  or  their  respective  designees  are 
ex-officio  members.  The  ordinance  stipulates  that 
at  least  two  of  the  remaining  members  shall  be 
doctors  or  psychologists.

III.  Activities 

The  Coordinating  Council  on  Drug  Abuse, 
initiated  in  1970,  was  reorganized  during  1972  in 
order  that  it  could  lend  advice  to  the  Mayor  on 
critical  issues.  The  Council  did  not  feel  that  it 
should  operate  systems  per  se  but  rather  comment, 
make  recommendations,  and  aid  in  initiating  future 
programs  as  necessary.  The  Council  continued  to 
focus  its  attention  upon  the  need  to  inform  and 
educate  the  general  public  regarding  the  dangers  of 
drugs  and  the  extent  of  Boston's  problem. 

The  Council's  "Here's  Help"  and  National 
Institute  of  Mental  Health  drug  brochures  were 
widely  distributed  in  keeping  with  its  role  of  public 
information  activities.  Each  neighborhood  Little 
City  Hall  was  utilized  as  a  distribution  point,  and 
over  75,000  pieces  of  information  were  received  by 
the  general  public. 

The  issue  of  confidentiality  of  patients'  records 
came  before  the  Council  in  1972.  The 
Coordinating  Council  in  October  of  1972  passed 
the  following  resolutions:  "We  believe  that  the 
assistance  given  public  health  and  law  enforcement 
agencies  by  the  identification  of  individual  patients 
is  counterbalanced  by  a  clear  harm  to  patients.  We 
therefore  feel  that  it  is  inappropriate  for  clinics  and 
private  physicians  to  identify  individual  patients  to 
public  authorities  or  to  any  agency  that  might 
make  the  information  available  for  law 
enforcement  purposes. '  We  do  feel  that  it  is 
legitimate  to  keep  public  health  and  law 
enforcement  officials  aware  of  patient  load,  the 
characteristics  of  drugs  abused,  and  other  general 
information  exclusive  of  the  identification  of 
individual  patients.  Our  society's  persistent  efforts 
to  label  this  a  criminal  problem  should  in  no  way 
affect  our  responsibility  to  our  patients,  nor  alter 
our  approach  to  handling  people  who  are  suffering 
and  require  treatment.  We  would  strongly  urge  that 
treatment  facilities  and  all  physicians  take  a 
uniform  stand  on  this  issue  and  support  the 
traditional  confidentiality  of  medical  records  and 
the  doctor-patient  relationship. 

In  1972  the  Coordinating  Council  continued  its 
strong  interest  in  community-based  self-help  drug 
programs.  The  March  to  Prevent  Drug  Abuse  was 
continued,  and  during  1972  an  estimated  4,000 
people  participated  in  the  march,  which  again 
covered  an  eighteen-mile  circular  route.  Over 
$65,000  was  raised  by  the  participants.  Funds  that 
were  given  to  the  Coordinating  Council  were 
diverted  to  a  number  of  programs  in  the  city. 
These  programs  included  Interseminarian,  Inc.,  and 
Catholic  Charities. 

Addictions,  the  Coordinating  Council  on  Drug 
Abuse  received  from  the  Department  of  Health, 
Education,  and  Welfare  a  training  grant  which  will 
hopefully  meet  the  training  needs  of  drug 
treatment  programs  in  the  city.  The  grant  allows 
for  lateral  training  movements,  half-day  meetings, 
and  training  sessions  among  all  treatment  modality 
staffs.    The   council    approved    the    printing   and 
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distribution  of  a  series  of  brochures  which  describe 
various  drug  education  films  and  drug  programs, 
and  they  were  made  available  to  the  residents  of 
the  City  of  Boston  and  other  agencies. 

At  each  monthly  meeting  of  the  council  the 
head  of  a  different  city  department  was  invited  to 
discuss  what  was  happening  in  that  department 
relating  to  drugs;  for  example,  policy,  practice,  and 
relationship.  The  purpose  of  these  meetings  was 
not  to  be  an  investigation  but  rather  information 
sharing.  These  meetings  served  to  educate  the 
Coordinating  Council  as  to  what  was  happening, 
enabling  the  council  to  better  coordinate  individual 
efforts,  and  thus  the  council  became  a  resource  for 
such  programs.  During  1972  department  heads 
from  the  Model  Cities  Agency  and  Deer  Island 
were  invited  to  speak  before  the  council.  These 
discussions  continued  into  1973. 

The  Treatment  Committee  of  the  council  during 
1972  continued  to  be  an  open  forum  for  all 
treatment  modalities.  Research  and  studies  were 
conducted  into  the  areas  of  poly-drug  use  and  use 
of  barbiturates.  The  committee  continued  its 
monthly  meetings  designed  to  inform  the 
membership  of  relevant  issues  and  strengthen  the 
cooperation  among  agencies  working  to 
rehabilitate  drug-dependent  persons. 

As  1972  drew  to  a  close  the  Coordinating 
Council  felt  that  while  the  overall  drug  abuse 
situation  was  abating  somewhat,  much  still  needed 
to  be  done  in  the  areas  of  drug  prevention, 
diversion  from  the  criminal  justice  system,  and 
treatment  for  adolescent  drug  use.  It  looked 
forward  to  1973  to  deal  with  these  issues.

In  response  to  the  Council  order  of  July  8, 
1974,  attached,  please  be  informed  that  this 
department  began  in  a  formal  way  to  respond  to 
this  most  serious  problem  in  November,  1971. 

This  department  has  been  the  leader  and 
continues  to  be  the  major  provider  of  these  special 
services. 

As  the  attached  data  reveals,  the  Department  of 
Health  and  Hospitals  does  provide  hard  money 
support  to  the  program,  while  continuing  to 
aggressively  seek  other  support. 

While  we  continue  our  efforts  to  prod  the 
Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts  to  assume  their 


legal  and  fiscal  responsibility  we  have  simulta- 
neously sought  federal  and  private  funding 
support. 

One  private  funding  proposal  now  pending 
approval  looks  very  encouraging  and  may  be 
available  in  the  early  fall. 

Our  program  has  continued  to  draw  the  praise  of 
courts  in  providing  these  vital  services. 

As  the  efforts  of  this  department  continue,  I 
respectfully  recommend  that  entire  resources  of 
the  City  of  Boston  should  be  brought  to  bear  on 
the  Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts  to  meet  their 
legal  and  fiscal  responsibilities  in  this  area.

Open  Space  Needs  in  the  City  of  Boston 
with  Particular  Reference  to  Hyde  Park 

(A  report  prepared  in  response  to  a  request  by 
the  Boston  City  Council  concerning  acquisition 
and/or  maintenance  of  the  remaining  land  in  open 
space  use  throughout  the  city  and,  in  particular, 
surrounding  the  George  Wright  Golf  Course  in 
Hyde  Park.) 

Boston  Redevelopment  Authority,  July,  1974. 
Introduction 

This  report  has  been  prepared  by  the  Boston 
Redevelopment  Authority  with  the  assistance  of 
the  Boston  Conservation  Commission,  to  respond 
to  City  Council's  April  1,  1974,  resolution 
concerning  acquisition  and/or  maintenance  of  the 
remaining  land  in  open  space  use  throughout  the 
city  and,  in  particular,  surrounding  the  George 
Wright  Golf  Course  in  Hyde  Park. 
City-wide  Open  Space  Needs 

The  Boston  Redevelopment  Authority  is  cur- 
rently reviewing  city-wide  park  improvement  and 
acquisition  program  priorities  with  the  Parks  and 
Recreation  Department  in  planning  for  projected 
capital  improvements.  Because  available  funds  are 
limited  it  is  important  that  a  balanced  park  and 
recreation  program  be  established  which  includes 
both  parkland  acquisition  in  those  neighborhoods 
poorly  served  with  facilities,  and  renovation  and 
improvement  of  existing  parks  and  playgrounds 
where  needed. 

Accordingly,  recommended  priority  areas  for 
expanding  and  improving  the  city's  park  and  open 
space  system  are  as  follows: 

Waterfront  locations  where  public  access  to 
water  and  beach  areas  can  be  facilitated.  The 
priority  locations  are  East  Boston,  Charlestown, 
South  Boston,  Dorchester  Bay,  and  Downtown 
Waterfront. 

Densely  populated  areas  having  park  and  open 
space  facilities  which  inadequately  serve  the  needs 
of  diverse  and  minority  population  groups.  The 
priority  locations  are  East  Boston,  South  Cove, 
Charlestown,  North  End,  Allston,  Dorchester, 
and  the  South  End. 

Gaps  in  the  existing  open  space  system  where 
larger  tracts  of  land  should  be  considered  for  open 
space  retention  as  part  of  the  city's  continuous 
open  space  system.  The  priority  locations  are 
within  the  "Charles  to  Charles"  open  space 
corridor  in  Jamaica  Plain  and  West  Roxbury. 

Other  special  sites  or  areas  requiring  protection 
which  are  under  development  pressure  and  whre 
immediate  action  by  the  city  is  required. 
Enlarging  the  City's  Open  Space  System 

The  city  should  enlarge  its  open  space  system 
through  use  of  the  following  approaches: 

Direct  acquisition  utilizing  federal  and  state 
assistance,  if  available. 

Establishment  of  special  land  use  controls, 
including, 
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1.  Restrictions  and  easements  (for  scenic  and 
conservation  purposes)  negotiated  through  the 
Conservation  Commission  with  private  owners. 
This  method  has  been  successfully  used  to 
retain  open  space  in  two  recent  development 
projects  -  the  Cabot  Estate  in  Jamaica  Plain 
and  the  Recuperative  Center  in  West  Roxbury. 

2.  Planned  Development  Area  (PDA)  zoning 
designations  for  land  tracts  over  one  acre  in 
size.  When  utilized  for  residential  developments 
the  PDA  maximizes  retention  of  open  space 
through  flexible  controls  which  allow  for  the 
grouping  of  dwelling  units  and  parking  areas  in 
clustered  arrangements.  The  PDA  designation 
may  also  be  combined  with  scenic  or 
conservation  restriction  for  land  portions 
within  the  PDA.  In  the  Cabot  Estate  PDA  (in 
Jamaica  Plain)  the  land  fronting  on  Jamaica 
Pond  will  remain  undeveloped  because  of 
conservation  restrictions  place  on  this  land. 

Transference  of  city-  or  other  public-owned  land 
having   open   space   value  to  the  City  Parks  and 
Recreation  Department,  Conservation  Commission, 
MDC,  State  DNR,  or  other  appropriate  agencies. 
Open  Space  Need  for  Hyde  Park 

The  amount  of  public  open  space  land  available 
in  Hyde  Park  compares  favorably  with  the  amount 
available  in  other  districts  of  the  city.  In  1970 
Hyde  Park  provided  twenty-one  acres  of  park  and 
recreation  land  for  every  1 ,000  persons  in  the 
district,  contrasted  with  a  low  of  two  to  eight  acres 
of  park  land  available  in  most  other  districts. 

A  regional  park  facility,  MDC's  Stony  Brook 
Reservation,  accounts  for  535  of  the  743  acres  of 
park  land  in  Hyde  Park,  with  the  remaining  208 
acres  in  local  playground,  playfield,  and  neighbor- 
hood park  use. 

There  are  current  plans  for  improving  Hyde 
Park's  recreational  and  open  space  facilities.  The 
MDC  has  proposed  (with  federal  and  state  open 
space  funds)  the  large-scale  renovation  and 
improvement  of  Stony  Brook  Reservation.  The 
MDC  is  also  planning  to  construct  a  neighborhood 
park  facility  in  the  Dale/Sherrin  Streets  area  during 
1974.  The  city  has  proposed  the  construction  of  a 
cameo  park  at  Amatucci  Playground,  with  the 
assistance  of  federal  funds. 
Conclusions  and  Recommendations 

City-wide  open  space  needs.  Priority  locations 
for  expansion  and  improvement  of  the  city's  open 
space  system  include  the  waterfront,  .densely 
populated  areas,  gaps  in  the  existing  open  space 
system,  and  special  sites  or  areas  requiring 
protection.  It  is  recommended  that  the  city  acquire 
land  for  open  space  purposes  exclusively  in  priority 
locations  (with  the  assistance  of  federal  and  state 
funds). 

Open  space  needs  for  Hyde  Park.  Because  Hyde 
Park  favorably  compares  to  other  city  districts  in 
terms  of  available  open  space,  it  is  not  among  the 
high     priority    locations    for    new    open    space 


acquisitions  and  development  programs.  There  are, 
however,  specific  actions  that  the  city  should  take 
to  protect  the  district's  existing  open  space  areas, 
as  follows: 

1.  Transference  of  city-owned  land  having 
open  space  significance  to  an  appropriate 
agency,  as  previously  discussed. 

2.  Incorporation  of  conservation  or  scenic 
easement  restrictions  in  new  developments, 
where  open  space  retention  may  serve  a  public 
purpose. 

3.  Encouragement  of  planned  residential 
development  area  submissions  where  appro- 
priate, to  allow  for  improved  land  utilization 
and  retention  of  open  space  areas. 

Appendix.  Evaluation  of  the  Vacant  Land 
Surrounding  the  George  Wright  Golf 
Course  in  Hyde  Park 
In  response  to  the  City  Council's  April  1,  1974, 
resolution    concerning    acquisition    and/or    main- 
tenance of  the  remaining  land  in  open  space  use 
surrounding   the   George   Wright   Golf  Course   in 
Hyde  Park,  the  following  analysis  is  provided: 

The  land,  situated  between  the  George 
Wright  Golf  Course  and  the  Metropolitan 
District  Commission's  Stony  Brook  Reserva- 
tion, is  vacant,  approximately  forty-five  acres  in 
size,  and  privately  owned,  except  for  two  small 
parcels  owned  by  the  city  (see  attached  map). 
Much  of  this  land  is  heavily  wooded, 
topographically  rugged,  with  steep  slopes,  ledge 
and  rock  outcroppings,  and  is  not  easily 
accessible.  Portions  of  this  land  also  have 
conservation  or  scenic  value  as  natural  wood- 
land and  wetland,  affording  watershed  drainage 
protection  for  the  Stony  Brook  Reservation 
and  Golf  Course. 

Acquisition  cost  for  purchase  of  this  land  has 
been  estimated  as  exceeding  $500,000. 

There  are  no  current  plans  by  the  city  to 
expand  the  George  Wright  Golf  Course  through 
use  of  this  vacant  land,  and,  similarly,  the 
Metropolitan  District  Commission  has  not 
indicated  any  current  plans  to  add  to  the  Stony 
Brook  Reservation. 

Hyde  Park  is  not  considered  a  high  priorty 
location  for  new  open  space  acquisition  and 
development  programs. 

Based  on  the  above  analysis,  we  recommend  that 
the  city  not  acquire  this  vacant  land  surrounding 
the  George  Wright  Golf  Course  through  direct 
acquisition  programs,  but  instead  initiate  actions  to 
protect  the  conservation  and  scenic  values  of  this 
land  as  follows: 

Develop  and  establish  a  plan  for  this  area 
with  appropriate  Hyde  Park  community  groups 
in  order  to  define  (1)  locations  where  specific 
types  of  residential  developments  may  be 
appropriate  and  (2)  locations  where  open  space 
retention  tools,  such  as  conservation  re- 
strictions, should  be  applied. 
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On  motion  of  Councillor  Tierney  the  message 
was  referred  to  the  Committee  on  Urban 
Development.

In  response  to  Edward  T.  Sullivan's  letter  of 
July  11,  1974,  regarding  a  City  Council  resolution 
adopted  and  dated  July  8.  1974,  requesting 
consideration  of  installing  gas  lighting  on  Dart- 
mouth Place  and  Lawrence,  Gray,  and  Appleton 
Streets  in  the  South  End,  consideration  of  the  type 
of  lighting  to  be  used  in  the  South  End  has  been 
the  subject  of  considerable  meetings  over  a  number 
of  years  between  community  groups,  the  Public 
Works  Department,  and  this  Authority.  In  fact,  the 
discussions  cover  some  ten  years.

To  the  best  of  our  knowledge  no  action  has  been 
taken  to  rescind  that  outlined. 

We  have  been  informed  by  the  Gas  Company 
that     their     current     policy     is    to    discontinue 
installation  of  new  gas  lighting  fixtures  within  their 
service  area,  thus  making  this  a  moot  issue.

Reference  is  made  to  a  letter  addressed  to  me 
from  Mr.  Edward  T.  Sullivan,  Director  of 
Administrative  Services  Department,  dated  July 
11,   1974,  regarding  the  submission  to  you  of  a 


report  regarding  a  resolution  adopted  by  the  City 
Council  under  date  of  July  8,  1 974. 

The  resolution  adopted  by  the  City  Council 
requests  that  consideration  be  given  to  the  gas 
lighting  of  Dartmouth  Place  and  Lawrence,  Gray, 
and  Appleton  Streets  in  the  South  End  section, 
and  gas  lighting  of  other  streets  upon  request  of 
residents. 

The  matter  of  adopting  a  street  lighting  fixture 
for  the  South  End  of  the  city  has  been  a  matter  of 
discussion  for  a  number  of  years,  with  numerous 
meetings  between  members  of  the  community,  the 
Boston  Redevelopment  Authority,  and  the  Public 
Works  Department.  During  these  long-drawn-out 
discussions  and  meetings  practically  every  type  of 
lighting  units,  including  gas  lamps,  which  would  be 
suitable  for  lighting  residential  streets  in  the  South 
End  were  considered. 

The  general  agreements  reached  during  these 
negotiations  by  myself  and  by  my  predecessors 
were  that  the  negotiations,  in  general,  with  the 
community  would  be  handled  by  the  Redevelop- 
ment Authority  inasmuch  as  the  South  End  section 
is  an  urban  renewal  project. 

The  culmination  of  all  these  long-drawn-out 
discussions  which  extended  over  a  number  of  years 
was  evidently  a  meeting  of  the  South  End  Project 
Area  Committee  on  July  8,  1970,  with  twenty-one 
members  of  the  committee  and  representatives  of 
the  Boston  Redevelopment  Authority  attending. 
The  committee  voted  in  favor  of  a  ball  globe 
lighting  unit  for  lighting  the  residential  streets  in 
the  South  End  section;  and  I  was  advised  in  a  letter 
dated  July  10,  1970,  from  Arthur  F.  Howe,  service 
manager  of  SEPAC. 

On  the  basis  of  the  vote  of  the  committee  and  in 
accordance  with  previous  agreement  and  commit- 
ments, the  Public  Works  Department  immediately 
proceeded  to  install  ball  globe  lighting  units  on  the 
bases  which  had  been  previously  installed. 

This  department  has  received  no  written 
communication  or  request  from  the  Redevelop- 
ment Authority  in  the  past  two  years  with  regard 
to  installing  gas  lamps  in  the  South  End  section. 

In  view  of  the  foregoing  it  is  my  feeling  that 
consideration  cannot  be  given  to  the  installation  of 
gas  lamps  on  streets  in  the  South  End,  and  that  the 
existing  program  for  ball  globe  lighting  facilities  on 
residential  streets  in  the  South  End  should  proceed 
as  planned.

ORDINANCE  ESTABLISHING  BUREAU  OF 
RAPE  PREVENTION 

Coun.  TIERNEY  offered  the  following: 
City  of  Boston. 
In  the  Year  Nineteen  Hundred  and  Seventy-four. 
An  Ordinance  Establishing  a  Bureau 
of  Rape  Prevention 
Be  it  ordained  by  the  City  Council  of  Boston  as 
follows: 
Section  1.  There  shall  be  established  within  the 
City  of  Boston  a  Bureau  of  Rape  Prevention  which 
will     act    as    a    coordinating    unit    among    the 
Department   of  Health  and  Hospitals,  the  Police 
Department,     and     the    office    of    the    District 
Attorney  of  Suffolk  County  for  greater  effective- 
ness in  the  investigation  and  prosecution  of  the 
crime  of  rape,  and  for  improving  the  immediate 
and   long-term   care   and   counseling   of  the  rape 
victim. 

Section  2.  The  Bureau  shall  be  comprised  of  the 
Commissioner  of  Health  and  Hospitals,  the 
Commissioner  of  Police,  and  the  District  Attorney 
of  Suffolk  County,  or  their  designatees,  subject  to 
the  approval  of  the  Mayor  and  the  City  Council. 


Section  3.  The  Bureau  shall  direct  the 
specialized  training  of  police  officers  to  properly 
investigate  the  crime  of  rape.  Such  training  shall 
include  psychological  training  appropriate  to 
establishing  a  rapport  with,  and  gaining  the 
confidence  of,  the  rape  victim.  The  bureau  shall 
make  every  effort  to  include  a  substantial  number 
of  female  police  officers  to  receive  such  training. 

Section  4.  The  Bureau  shall  direct  the 
specialized  training  of  medical  personnel,  and  shall 
develop  evidence-gathering  techniques  appropriate 
for  the  speedy  investigation  and  prosecution  of  the 
crime. 

Section  5.  The  Bureau  shall  direct  the 
specialized  training  of  counseling  personnel  who 
shall  be  available  for  the  immediate  and  long-term 
counseling  ot  the  rape  victim,  iaia  counseling 
personnel  will  be  available  on  a  twenty-four 
hour-a-day  basis,  to  assist  the  rape  victim  in  the 
immediate  reporting  of  the  crime,  in  the 
investigation  of  the  crime,  and  in  the  prosecution 
of  the  alleged  rapist  by  the  District  Attorney.  Such 
counseling  shall  extend  beyond  the  trial  stage  of 
the  proceedings,  should  the  victim  and/or  the 
counselor  deem  it  necessary. 

Section  6.  The  Bureau  shall  establish  a  special 
telephone  exchange  for  the  reporting  of  rape, 
which  shall  be  manned  twenty-four  hours  a  day  by 
trained  investigators.  The  Bureau  shall  widely 
publicize  the  number  of  this  exchange  and  the 
purpose  thereof.  The  Bureau  shall  also  utilize  this 
exchange  to  receive  reports  of  rape  from  those 
victims  who  do  not  wish  to  identify  themselves. 
The  Bureau  shall  forward  such  anonymous  reports 
to  the  Police  Department  to  assist  them  in  the 
investigation  of  multiple  rapists,  and  other 
problems  relating  to  the  reduction  and  prevention 
of  the  crime  of  rape. 

Section  7.  The  Bureau  shall  formulate  and 
inaugurate  programs  of  rape  prevention  and 
education.  Such  programs  shall  be  widely 
publicized  and  shall  include,  but  not  be  limited  to, 
instruction  in  defensive  measures,  information 
regarding  the  special  telephone  exchange  for  the 
reporting  of  rape,  information  regarding  the 
preservation  of  evidence  by  the  rape  victim,  a 
detailing  of  police  investigative  procedures  and 
court  procedures  dealing  with  the  crime  of  rape, 
and  all  other  information  necessary  to  proper  rape 
prevention  and  education  deemed  appropriate  by 
the  Bureau.

DISAPPROVING  ORDER  ACCEPTING  PART  OF 
SECTION  7A  OF  CHAPTER  32B  OF 
GENERAL  LAWS

To  the  City  Council. 
Gentlemen: 

I  return  herewith  without  my  signature  and 
disapproved  an  order  passed  by  your  Honorable 
Body  on  August  12,  1974,  accepting  the  provisions 
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of  chapter  32B,  section  7  A.  Since  that  section  was 
already  accepted  by  your  Honorable  Body  on  July 
13  and  approved  by  me  on  July  29,  1970,  I 
understand  that  your  most  recent  action  was 
intended  merely  to  accept  the  new  last  sentence  of 
section  7A,  added  by  St.  1973,  chapter  789, 
section  1.  That  sentence  provides: 

"No  governmental  unit,  however,  shall  provide 
different  subsidiary  or  additional  rates  to  any 
group  or  class  within  that  unit." 

My  reasons  for  disapproval  are  that  I  believe  the 
percent  of  the  insurance  premium  paid  by  the  city 
is  a  fringe  benefit  appropriately  decided  upon 
through  the  collective  bargaining  process  rather 
than  bestowed  by  law.  Simply  because  one  group 
of  employees  happens  to  bargain  at  an  earlier  time 
than  others  should  not  compel  the  City  to  pay 
equivalent  benefits  to  all  employees  regardless  of 
when  union  contracts  covering  them  may  come  up 
for  negotiation. 

Accordingly.  I  feel  constrained  to  disapprove  so 
much  of  said  section  7  A  as  was  added  by  the  1973 
enactment.

EXTENSION  OF  RUNWAYS  AT 
LOGAN  AIRPORT

Dear  Mr.  Dunlea: 

Thank  you  for  informing  me  of  the  continued 
concern  of  the  Boston  City  Council  about  the 
extension  of  Runways  4  and  9  and  the  STOL 
landing  strip  at  Logan  Airport. 

It  was  the  strong  feelings  and  opinions  of  people 
from  the  Boston  communities  that  helped  me 
formulate  my  Logan  Airport  policy  statement  in 
1971,  and  your  continued  assistance  has  enabled 
me  to  oppose  each  and  every  attempt  at  expansion 
which  would  have  inflicted  harm  upon  the 
communities. 

Early  in  June  I  met  with  thirty  community 
representatives  from  around  the  state  to  discuss 
airport  issues.  Other  meetings  between  members 
of  my  cabinet  and  community  representatives  were 
held  to  discuss  the  STOL  Runway  and  the 
expansion  of  Runways  4  and  9.  Secretary  Foster 
ruled  that  construction  of  the  runways  must  be 
halted  until  Massport  files  an  Environmental 
Impact  statement.  When  Massport  refused  to 
comply,  he  asked  the  Attorney  General  to  enjoin 
them  from  continuing.  At  this  time  the  matter  is 
pending  before  the  Federal  Court  of  Appeals  for 
the  First  Circuit,  and  I  am  confident  that  we  will 
prevail  not  only  there  but  also  in  the  state  courts 
where  the  Massachusetts  Environmental  Policy  Act 
will  be  construed.  No  construction  should  resume 
without  absolute  guarantees  to  the  communities 
involved  that  there  can  be  no  negative  effects. 

We  have  shared  some  disappointments,  but  we 
have  had  notable  successes.  You  can  be  assured 
that  I  will  continue  to  protect  the  interests  of  the 
communities  against  Logan  expansion.

I  have  asked  Mr.  Ellis  if  there  is  even  a  scintilla 
of  additional  evidence  which  he  might  have  in  his 
possession  which  would  allow  a  different  ruling  by 
the  Veterans  Administration.  In  the  meantime  I 
know  he  is  as  grateful  as  I  for  the  compassionate 
concern  of  the  Council.

Dear  Senator  Brooke: 

As  promised,  here  is  a  final  report  on  the  review 
conducted  by  our  Central  Office  of  the  claim  filed 
by  Mr.  Ellis  for  service-connected  benefits. 

The  Director  of  the  Compensation  and  Pension 
Service,  VA  Central  Office,  requested  the  Dean  of 
Harvard  University  Medical  School  to  engage  an 
independent  medical  expert  to  review  all  the 
evidence  and  to  report  if  the  lymphosarcoma  with 
which  Mr.  Ellis  is  afflicted  was  indeed  incurred  in 
service,  and  whether  it  is  reasonable  to  assume  that 
a  swollen  gland  condition,  manifest  on  one 
occasion  in  the  service  in  1966,  was  a  symptom  of 
that  condition. 

The  independent  medical  expert's  report  un- 
equivocally supports  our  decision  that  the 
lymphosarcoma  was  not  incurred  in  service,  and 
that  the  swollen  glands  were  not  a  symptom  of 
that  condition,  but  were,  in  all  probability,  a  result 
of  an  ear  infection  that  Mr.  Ellis  suffered  at  the 
same  time. 

The  medical  facts  just  do  not  support  Mr.  Ellis's 
claim  for  service  connection  for  the 
lymphosarcoma,  and  that  claim  remains  in  a 
disallowed  status. 

It  is  the  defined  and  consistently  applied  policy 
of  the  Veterans  Administration  to  administer  the 
law    under    a    broad    interpretation,    consistent, 


however,  with  the  facts  shown  in  every  case.  When, 
after  careful  consideration  of  all  evidence,  a 
reasonable  doubt  arises  regarding  service  con- 
nection of  a  disability,  or  any  other  point,  such 
doubt  is  always  resolved  in  the  favor  of  the 
veteran.  By  reasonable  doubt  is  meant  one  which 
exists  by  the  reason  of  the  fact  that  the  evidence 
does  not  satisfactorily  prove  or  disprove  the  claim; 
yet,  it  must  be  a  substantial  doubt,  and  one  within 
the  range  of  probability  as  distinguished  from  pure 
possibility.  No  reasonable  doubt  exists  in  Mr. 
Ellis's  case.  The  medical  evidence  is  overwhelming 
that  he  did  not  have  lymphosarcoma  while  he  was 
in  the  service.  Thus,  the  benefit  of  the  principle  of 
reasonable  doubt  is  not  for  application. 

Although  a  recent  report  of  Mr.  Ellis's  hospitali- 
zation at  the  Boston  VA  Hospital  indicates  that  his 
condition  is  now  in  a  state  of  remission,  the 
decision  that  he  is  permanently  and  totally 
disabled  because  of  a  nonservice-connected  con- 
dition, and  in  need  of  the  aid  and  attendance  of 
another  person,  has  not  been  disturbed.  Hence,  the 
payments  presently  authorized  to  him  will 
continue.  It  should  be  noted  that  in  the  event  of 
Mr.  Ellis's  demise  nonservice-connected  death 
benefits  will  probably  be  payable  to  Mr.  Ellis's  wife 
and  her  children  if  her  annual  income  falls  below 
the  statutory  limitation  of  $3,800. 

I  regret  that  a  more  favorable  report  is  not 
possible.  Similar  information  has  been  furnished  to 
Senator  Edward  M.  Kennedy  and  to  Michael  J. 
Harrington,  John  J.  Moakley,  James  A.  Burke, 
Margaret  M.  Heckler,  and  Thomas  P.  O'Neill.

Your  Honor: 

Historically,  as  a  depository  of  city-owned 
properties,  the  Real  Property  Department's  Item 
29  (Miscellaneous  Contractual  Services  Account) 
budget  requests  and  appropriations  have  been 
sufficient  to  provide  for  only  the  most  dangerous 
or  offensive  conditions.  Traditionally,  the  alloca- 
tion of  the  amounts  available  became  a  question  of 
the  degree  of  the  difficulty  rather  than  of  basic 
need.  Consequently,  numerous  situations  of  need 
went  unattended  because  of  the  greater  need 
(degree)  elsewhere.  This  is  a  necessary  accommoda- 
tion when  the  funds  available,  in  spite  of  the 
recognition  that  some  arbitrary  limit  must  be  set, 
are  not  sufficient  to  meet  the  complete  need.  In 
the  past,  the  failure  to  correct  some  situations 
could  be  logically  explained  upon  the  above  basis, 
to  wit,  since  we  can't  appropriate  sufficient  money 
to  properly  maintain  all  of  the  City-owned 
properties,  we  correct  only  those  that  present  the 
greater  problems. 

However,  the  inception  of  the  Housing  Court 
has  greatly  changed  our  position;  we  must  now  not 
only  correct  those  defects  which  present  great 
danger  or  offense,  but  also  those  which  are  now 
coming  out  of  the  Housing  Court  in  ever  increasing 
numbers.  Additionally,  the  method  of  boarding  up 
abandoned  buildings  has  been  changed,  upon  the 
insistence  of  the  Building  Department  and  the 
court,  in  such  a  way  as  to  almost  double  the  cost. 
Where  we  formerly  merely  nailed  plywood  in 
place,  our  contractors  are  now  required  to  bolt 
them  in  place  with  an  iron  bar  bolted  across  the 
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rear  and  then  to  paint  the  outer  side.  Also,  we  are 
now  subject  to  judicial  order,  upon  pain  of 
contempt  and  fine,  to  raze  buildings  that  have 
substantial  structural  defects.  Realistically- within 
the  next  three  weeks  we  will  be  ordered/required 
to  demolish  a  minimum  of  three,  and  more 
probably  five,  buildings. 

As  bleak  as  the  abpve  situation  appears  to  be,  we 
have  yet  to  deal  with  the  "Lead  Paint  Poisoning 
Cases."  We  are  now  conducting  an  inspection  of  all 
leased  housing  and  compiling  a  report  as  to  the 
number  of  cases  to  be  corrected.  I'm  sure  you  can 
appreciate  the  ultimate  expenses  that  can  be 
envisioned  in  relation  to  that  activity.  Fortunately, 
we  have  had  no  serious  instances  of  poisoning 
among  children,  although  we  have  had  some  minor 
illnesses  therefrom. 

Recently,  our  policy  has  changed  on  holding 
properties  at  the  request  of  other  agencies  and 
departments.  We  have  been  generally  complying 
with  the  requests  to  land-bank  from  -BRA,  within 
urban  renewal  and  special  project  areas;  from  PFD, 
proposed  and  possible  school  and  public  facilities 
sites;  from  Model  Cities,  for  development  of  master 
plan  and  many  other  developments;  from  East 
Boston  LCH,  to  prevent  purchase  by  Port 
Authority  for  future  development;  from  Dorches- 
ter LCH,  to  prevent  rehabs  by  speculators  for  use 
as  student  dormitories  for  UMass;  from  "Home- 
steading'"  proponents,  to  save  housing  supply  for 
that  program,  and  many  others.  We  will  now 
land-bank  in  much  more  limited  categories,  and  we 
have  already  substantially  increased  our  auctions. 

Consequently,  in  view  of  the  above  cursory 
summary,  I  respectfully  request  that  a  supple- 
mentary budget  in  the  sum  of  $300,000  be 
submitted  to  the  City  Council.

Submitted  herewith  is  an  order  amending  an 
order  passed  in  your  Honorable  Body  on 
November  13,  1972,  and  approved  by  the  Mayor 
on  November  15,  1972,  concerning  the  disposition 
of  the  Franklin  Square  House  in  the  South  End 
district  of  the  City  of  Boston. 

Pursuant  to  paragraph  2  of  said  order  the  site 
was  advertised  for  redevelopment  exclusively  as 
housing  for  the  elderly  and  a  developer  chosen  on 
that  basis. 

When  the  developer  attempted  to  procure 
Massachusetts  Housing  Finance  Agency  financing 
for  the  undertaking,  after  initial  favorable  response 
an  MHFA  study  indicated  that  the  market  in  the 
South  End  would  not  warrant  280  units  of  elderly 
housing.  In  order  words  MHFA  determined  that 
the  project  was  not  feasible  as  an  exclusive  elderly 
use. 

Subsequently,  MHFA  has  indicated  a  favorable 
reception  to  a  situation  where  first  preference 
would  be  given  to  eldefiy  applicants  and  thereafter 
other  applications  would  be  accepted. 

This  situation  has  been  fully  explained  to  the 
local  community  groups  who  have  actively 
participated  in  all  aspects  of  the  redevelopment 
process  and  they  have  agreed  to  this  request  for 
amendment  of  paragraph  2  of  the  original  order  as 
follows:

If, 
within  such  two-month  period,  any  officer  sh^ll 
not  have  so  certified  to  the  city  clerk  that  he  is

HEARING  RE  GUN  CONTROL  PROGRAM 
AND  FUNDING  FROM  LEAA  GRANTS 

Coun.  O'LEARY,  for  all  the  Councillors,  offered 
the  following: 

Whereas,  One  out  of  every  hundred  deaths  in  the 
United  States  is  caused  by  a  gun;  and 

Whereas,  Forty-eight  persons  have  been  kilied  by 
guns  in  the  City  of  Boston  since  the  beginning  of 
1974; and 

Whereas,  These  forty-eight  aeatns  by  firearms 
account  for  55  percent  of  all  the  homicides  in 
Boston  to  date  this  year;  and 

Whereas,  45  percent  of  the  murders  occurring  in 
American  homes  involve  guns,  many  being  the 
result  of  weapons  licensed  for  the  protection  of 
peaceable  citizens  being  tragically  turned  against 
their  owners  by  intruders;  and 

Whereas,  Numerous  cheap  handguns  in  the 
possession  of  youths  have  resulted  in  many 
senseless  shootings  in  our  community,  the  most 
recent  of  which  occurred  on  Friday,  September  6, 
at  Gallivan  Boulevard  near  Oakridge  Street  and 
resulted  in  the  shooting  of  a  twelve-year-old 
Dorchester  girl  by  a  boy  of  the  same  age,  also  from 
Dorchester;  and 

Whereas,  Innovative  steps  are  necessary  to  bring 
a  sharp  reduction  in  the  number  of  handguns, 
while  Boston  tightly  controls  new  firearms 
regulations;  now,  therefore,  be  it 

Ordered,  By  the  City  Council  that  his  Honor  the 
Mayor  be  formally  requested  to  plan,  with,  the 
Police  Commissioner  and  appropriate  protection 
agencies,  an  effective  gun  control  program;  and  be 
it  further 

Ordered,  That  the  Law  Department  oe  asked  to 
explore  the  legality  of  using  a  portion  of  the  $3 
million  annual  federal  Law  Enforcement  Assistance 


Administration  (LEAA)  grants  to  compensate 
Boston  residents  for  the  fair  value  of  handguns 
turned  in  to  police  for  safe  disposal;  and  be  it  also 
Ordered,  That  the  Public  Service  or  Executive 
Committee  of  the  City  Council  schedule  a  public 
hearing  to  invite  the  public  and  spokesmen  for  the 
Mayor's  Safe  Streets  agency,  the  Police  Depart- 
ment, and  the  Law  Department  to  receive 
suggestions  for  gun  control  measures  funded  from 
LEAA  grants.

Effective  September  1,  1974,  the  salaries  of 
Group  I,  Group  II,  provisional  teachers,  and  all 
daily,  hourly,  extracurricular,  special  assignment, 
per  session,  and  per  season  salaries  and  rates  and  all 
teacher  aides  represented  by  the  union  shall  be 
increased  5V2  percent. 

The  committee  and  union  will  submit  all 
outstanding  items  (including  salary  items)  to 
prompt  final  and  binding  arbitration  as  to  the 
terms  of  the  successor  collective  bargaining 
agreements  for  teachers  and  nurses,  and  for  aides, 
and  the  terms  of  any  1973-74  agreements  shall  be 
modified  effective  September  1,  1974,  by  the 
terms  of  such  award.

With  courage  and 
with  confidence,  with  patience  and  with  perse- 
verance, let  us  take  up  the  work  before  us  for  the 
glory  of  our  God  and  the  progress  of  our  city.

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AMENDING  PETITION  FOR  SPECIAL  LAW 
CREATING  BOSTON  LANDMARKS  COM- 
MISSION PASSED  BY  CITY  COUNCIL, 
JUNE  10,  1974 

The  following  was  received:

Office  of  the  Mayor,  September  20,  1974. 
To  the  City  Council. 
Gentlemen: 

The  order  for  a  home  rule  petition  creating  the 
Boston  Landmarks  Commission  was  remanded  by 
your  Honorable  Body  to  me  on  June  24,  1974,  by 
a  motion  which  reads  as  follows:  "Moved,  That  the 
message  be  remanded  to  the  Mayor  with  a  request 
that  the  order  be  signed  in  its  original  form  as 
passed  by  the  Council  on  June  10,  1974."  I 
respectfully  decline  to  approve  this  order  in  the 
absence  of  those  amendments  which  I  first 
transmitted  to  you  on  June  19,  1 974,  and  which  I 
now  again  transmit  and  recommend  that  you 
adopt. 

My  primary  objection  to  the  bill  as  passed  by 
the  Council  on  June  10,  1974,  lies  in  the  provision 
empowering  the  City  Council  to  override  a  Mayor's 
veto  of  a  designation  by  the  commission.  This 
would  represent  new  power  for  a  commission  of 
the  City  of  Boston,  and,  in  my  judgment,  to  permit 
the  establishment  of  such  an  extraordinary  power 
in  this  commission  would  create  a  precedent  not  in 
the  best  interests  of  the  city. 

It  is  my  understanding  that  the  order  as  reported 
from  committee  was  considered  acceptable  to  all 
parties  expressing  interest  in  the  creation  of  this 
commission,  and  that  the  above  objectionable 
provision  is  not  a  prerequisite  for  approval  and 
support  of  the  legislation. 

The  other  amendment  submitted  herein  is 
technical  in  nature.  I  recommend  the  elimination 
of  the  language  classifying  this  legislation  as 
"emergency"  because  this  would  arguably  require  a 
two-thirds  vote  of  the  Legislature.  I  recommend 
instead  an  amendment  simply  providing  that  the 
legislation  will  take  effect  upon  its  passage. 

I  urge  your  careful  consideration  and  favorable 
action  upon  these  amendments.

OF  CIVIL  RIGHTS  ACT  OF  1964  CON- 
CERNING BUSING

Dear  Mr.  Mayor: 

I  have  received  a  copy  of  the  order  passed  by  the 
City  Council  on  September  16  pursuant  to  section 
17F  of  the  City  Charter  (St.  1948,  c.  452),  wherein 
the  Council  asks  me  to  give  my  opinion  concerning 
Public  Law  88-352,  the  Civil  Rights  Act  of  1964. 
Section  407(a)  of  the  enactment,  codified  as  42 
U.S.C.  2000c-6,  empowers  the  Attorney  General  of 
the  United  States  to  institute  civil  actions  in 
district  courts  to  achieve  desegregation  of  public 
schools.  The  section  goes  on  to  provide  that  it  does 
not 

".  .  .  empower  any   official  or  court   of  the 

United   States   to    issue   any  order  seeking  to 

achieve    a    racial    balance    in    any    school    by 

requiring     the     transportation     of    pupils     or 

students  from   one   school   to  another  or  one 

school  district   to  another  in  order  to  achieve 

such    racial   balance,  or  otherwise  enlarge   the 

existing     power     of     the     court      to     insure 

compliance  with  constitutional  standards." 

I  infer  that,  by  asking  for  my  opinion  on  that 

section,  the  Council  wants  to  know  if  the  section 

limits   the    power   of  a    federal    court    to   issue  a 

desegregation    order   of  the   sort   promulgated   by 

Judge  W.  Arthur  Canity  on  June  21,  1974.  In  my 

opinion  the  statute  in  question  has  no  bearing  on 

Judge  Garrity's  order.  The  judge  explicitly  declared 

that    he    drew    his    power    from    the    Fourteenth 

Amendment   to  the  federal  Constitution,  after  he 

found  that  the  Boston  School  Committee 

".  .  .  knowingly  carried  out  a  systematic 
program  of  segregation  affecting  all  the  city's 
students,    teachers,    and    school    facilities   and 
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have    intentionally   brought   about    and   main- 
tained a  dual  school  system." 
Since   the  judge  did  not  draw  his  power  from 
section   407(a),   its  limitation  does  not  apply   to 
diminish  it.

Boston  City  Council,  ex  officiis,  or  their  respective 
designees;  two  people  who  shall  be  residents  of  the 
city,  appointed  by  the  Mayor  as  follows  -  one 
from  three  candidates  nominated  by  the  Greater 
Boston  Chamber  of  Commerce,  one  from  three 
candidates  nominated  by  the  Building  and 
Construction  Trades  Council  of  the  Metropolitan 
District,  who  shall  be  classified  as  special  municipal 
employees  for  the  purpose  of  chapter  268A  of  the 
General  Laws,  and  eight  persons,  who  shall  be 
members  of  an  organized  senior  citizens  group  and 
residents  of  the  city,  appointed  by  the  Mayor  as 
follows  -  two  from  four  candidates  nominated  by 
the  Legislative  Council  of  Older  Americans,  one 
from  three  candidates  nominated  by  the  National 
Council  of  Senior  Citizens,  one  from  three 
candidates  nominated   by   the  Council   of  Elders, 


one  from  three  candidates  nominated  by  the 
Boston  Center  for  Older  Americans,  and  three 
from  nominations  submitted  from  senior  citizens 
groups  throughout  the  city. 

The  members  shall,  by  majority  vote,  elect  one 
of  its  members  chairman.  The  commission  may 
appoint  a  clerical  assistant. 

All  members  of  the  commission  shall  serve 
without  compensation,  but  shall  be  reimbursed  for 
expenses  necessarily  incurred  in  the  performance 
of  their  duties. 

Section  2.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Special 
Commission  on  Housing  for  the  Elderly  to  meet  at 
least  once  each  month;  to  coordinate  to  the  fullest 
extent  possible  the  work  of  all  public  and  private 
agencies  dealing  with  housing  for  the  elderly;  to 
conduct  studies,  investigations,  and  research 
relevant  to  its  work;  and  to  bring  about  an 
effective  program  for  the  construction  of  housing 
for  the  elderly. 

The  commission  shall  have  the  power  to  require 
the  production  of  records  and  documents  relevant 
to  its  work  and  to  compel  the  attendance  and 
testimony  of  witnesses  before  it. 

The  commission  shall  issue  a  final  report  to  the 
Mayor  and  City  Council  relative  to  its  findings  and 
recommendations  and  shall  at  all  times  be  free  to 
suggest  new  programs  for  the  city  and  request 
proper  financing  for  such  programs  as  the 
commission  feels  feasible. 

Section  3.  This  ordinance  shall  expire  on  the 
thirtieth  day  of  June,  1975.

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Whereas,  A  serious  public  emergency  continues 
to  exist  with  respect  to  subsidized  housing  for  the 
elderly  and  for  subsidized  low  and  moderate- 
income  housing  under  the  202,  221(d)  (3)  and  236 
Programs;  and 

Whereas,  There  presently  exist  significant 
vacancies  in  nonsubsidized  federally  assisted 
housing  constructed  under  the  207  and  220 
Programs,  and  substantial  numbers  of  new  luxury 
units  financed  under  said  programs  are  at  present 
under  construction;  and 

Whereas,  Because  of  the  aforesaid  vacancies  in 
such  luxury  units  and  because  the  maximum  rent  in 
units  financed  under  the  207  and  220  Programs  is 
regulated    by    the    United   States   Department   of 
Housing  and  Urban  Development;  and 

Whereas,  A  serious  public  emergency  with 
respect  to  nonsubsidized  federally  assisted  housing 
under  the  207  and  220  Programs  does  not  exist; 
Now,  therefore,  pursuant  to  the  authority  vested 
in  it  by  law,  be  it  ordained  by  the  City  Council  of 
the  City  of  Boston  as  follows; 

Section  1.  Section  1  of  chapter  19  of  the 
Ordinances  of  1972  is  hereby  amended  by 
striking  out  the  first  paragraph  of  subsection  (e) 
and  inserting  in  place  thereof  the  following  new 
paragraph:

Subsection  (c)  of  section  13  of 
chapter  19  of  the  Ordinances  of  1972  is  hereby 
amended  by  striking  out  in  line  6  the  numbers 
"207"  and  "220." 

Section  4.  Section  14  of  chapter  19  of  the 
Ordinances  of  1972  is  hereby  amended  by 
striking  out  in  line  6  the  words  "April  1 ,  1 975" 
and  inserting  in  place  thereof  the  words 
"December  31,  1975." 

Section  5.  Notwithstanding  the  provisions  of 
chapter  1  of  the  ordinances,  this  ordinance  shall 
be  published  by  the  action  of  the  City  Council 
in  adopting  the  same.

FUNDS  FOR  OPENING  OF  RECREATIONAL 
FACILITIES  ON  WEEKENDS 

Coun.  LANGONE  offered  the  following: 

Whereas,  The  City  of  Boston  Parks  and 
Recreation  budget  for  the  current  year  was  not 
funded  to  provide  for  the  opening  of  the 
playgrounds  and  recreational  facilities  for  Satur- 
days and  Sundays  at  a  time  when  most  children  are 
out  of  school  and  are  in  need  of  some  youth 
activity;  and 

Whereas,  The  City  of  Boston  Parks  and 
Recreation  Department  has  not  funded  same 
despite  community  demand  and  need  for  the 
accessibility  and  opening  of  these  recreational 
facilities  on  weekends;  and 

Whereas,  There  are  a  large  number  of  organized 
leagues  sponsored  by  local  community  groups  and 
volunteers  who  conduct  the  sports  programs  at  no 
cost  to  the  city  and  are  providing  uniforms  and 
equipment  and  are  devoting  gratuitously  their  own 
time  to  conduct  these  sports  leagues;  and 

Whereas,  The  City  of  Boston  fiscal  policy  of 
saving  a  very  small  amount  of  money  is 
contributing  to  the  delinquency  of  these  young 
people  who  would  otherwise  be  engaged  in  a  sport 
rather  than  some  neighborhood  prank  and 
mischief;  and 

Whereas,  The  present  administration  prior  to  the 
budget  hearings  was  cognizant  that  there  were 
inadequate  funds  for  opening  the  playgrounds  on 
weekends  throughout  the  City  of  Boston;  now, 
therefore,  be  it 

Resolved,  That  the  Boston  City  Council  requests 
his  Honor  the  Mayor  to  provide  a  supplementary 
appropriation  to  guarantee  the  use  on  weekends  of 
these  neighborhood  recreational  facilities  and 
provide  more  cooperation  with  the  local  neighbor- 
hood sports  groups  who  volunteer  their  time  and 
their  money,  thereby  saving  the  City  of  Boston  and 
the  taxpayers  large  amounts  of  money;  and, 
further,  that  the  Mayor  order  the  Parks  and 
Recreation  Commissioner  to  notify  this  week  all 
the  organized  sports  groups  throughout  the  city 
that  the  City  of  Boston  recreation  facilities  will  be 
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available  over  the  weekends  for  any  organized 
sports  program  that  has  already  been  planned  in 
coordination  with  the  City  of  Boston  Parks  and 
Recreation  Department.

people;  now,  therefore,  be  it

On  July  8,  1974,  the  City  Council  passed  an 
order  under  the  provisions  of  St.  1948,  c.  452,  s. 
17F,  regarding  the  use  of  revenue-sharing  funds 
and  holding  of  such  funds  unspent,  a  copy  whereof 
is  annexed  hereto.  You  may  wish  to  use  the 
following  information  and  opinion  in  furnishing  a 
reply. 

The  order  contains  five  questions  which  I  will 
treat  in  order.  At  the  outset,  however,  it  may  help 
to  clarify  this  issue  if  I  make  the  point  that 
revenue-sharing  funds  received  under  the  State  and 
Local  Fiscal  Assistance  Act  of  1972  (P.L.  92-512) 
constitute  revenue  of  the  city.  They  are  cash  in  the 
treasury.  They  are  indistinguishable,  as  cash,  from 
tax  receipts,  water  and  sewer  bill  receipts,  license 
fees,  and  the  like,  all  of  which  are  paid  over  to  the 
Collector-Treasurer  and  then  constitute  cash 
available  for  meeting  of  lawful  expenditures. 

A  good  deal  of  confusion  may  be  avoided  if  it  is 
kept  in  mind  that  the  various  processes  governing 
appropriations  are  processes  concerned  with 
revenue.  The  laws  relating  to  revenue  (i.e., 
municipal  income)  are  separate  and  distinct  from 
the  laws  relating  to  appropriations  (i.e.,  municipal 
expenditures).  The  laws  regarding  appropriations 
are  detailed  and  minute.  By  contrast,  there  is  very 
little  statute  law  in  Massachusetts  dealing  with 
revenue  except  for  the  laws  dealing  with  the 
collection  of  taxes.  There  is  no  Massachusetts 
statute  law  at  all  on  the  subject  of  local  handling  of 
revenue-sharing  funds.  There  are,  of  course, 
requirements  in  the  State  and  Local  Fiscal 
Assistance  Act  of  1972  itself,  and  in  regulations 
issued  thereunder  by  the  United  States  Treasury. 
The  Commonwealth  through  its  Department  of 
Corporations  and  Taxations  has  also  issued 
instructions  to  local  treasurers  and  auditors.  But 
state  law  governing  municipal  finance  has  not  been 
updated  to  take  into  account  this  new  form  of 
revenue. 

Turning  now  to  the  five  specific  questions  posed 
by  the  City  Council,  the  first  is  as  follows: 


By  what  authority  may  the  Mayor  hold  in 
reserve  amounts  of  money  in  excess  of 
$14,000,000  received  by  the  city  under  the  "State 
and  Local  Fiscal  Assistance  Act  of  1972,  "  U.  S.  P. 
L.  92-512? 

As  I  have  tried  to  point  out  above,  such  revenue- 
sharing  funds  as  are  currently  earmarked  by  an 
appropriation  are  simply  cash  in  the  treasury.  No 
special  authority  is  required  to  hold  cash  in  the 
treasury,  whether  it  be  cash  from  revenue-sharing 
entitlements,  from  tax  collections,  or  from  any 
other  source. 

Next  the  City  Council  asks: 

Does  the  money  received  under  P.L.  92-512  and 
held  in  reserve  constitute  a  reserve  fund;  and,  as 
such,  is  it  within  the  purview  of  chapter  40,  section 
5A,  of  the  Massachusetts  General  Laws? 

The  short  answer  to  the  City  Council's  second 
question  is  that  the  reserve  fund  under  G.  L.  c.  40, 
s.  5A,  is  an  appropriation  account,  not  a  cash 
reserve.  Unspent  revenue-sharing  funds  are  a  cash 
reserve.  This  question  illustrates  the  necessity  of 
distinguishing  between  the  appropriations  process 
and  the  revenue  process.  The  purpose  of  the 
reserve  fund  authorized  under  G.  L.  c.  40,  s.  5A,  is 
to  enable  cities  and  towns  to  raise  by  taxation 
funds  to  cover  possible  future  expenses  which 
cannot  be  predicted  at  the  time  appropriations  are 
made.  It  is  necessary  to  make  an  appropriation  to 
the  reserve  fund  so  that  the  amount  may  be 
included  in  the  tax  rate.  Revenue-sharing  funds,  of 
course,  are  not  raised  by  local  taxation  and  do  not 
appear  in  the  tax  rate. 

Putting  the  answer  another  way,  the  existence  of 
cash  on  hand  in  treasury  is  not  the  same  as  a 
reserve  fund.  To  turn  for  a  moment  away  from 
revenue  sharing,  it  might  occur  in  some  year  that 
property-tax  collections  were  better  than  anti- 
cipated, or  that  short-term  borrowing  costs  were 
lower;  the  result  of  these  circumstances  might  be  a 
cash  surplus  in  the  treasury.  The  existence  of  such 
a  cash  surplus,  however,  would  not  create  a 
"reserve  fund."  On  the  other  hand  in  another  year 
collections  might  run  behind  expectations;  this 
would  mean  that  there  was  a  cash  shortfall  in  the 
treasury.  But  in  the  same  year  the  City  Council 
could  nevertheless  appropriate  money  to  a  reserve 
fund  under  G.  L.  c.  40,  s.  5A.  Similarly,  the  fact 
that  there  are  revenue-sharing  funds  on  deposit  in 
the  treasury  does  not  mean  that  there  is  a  "reserve 
fund"  in  the  form  contemplated  by  G.  L.  c.  40,  s. 
5A. 

Thirdly  the  City  Council  asks: 

Does  the  decision  of  the  Mayor  to  hold  such 
money  in  the  revenue -sharing  trust  fund  represent 
in  fact  an  appropriation  of  revenue  to  a  trust  fund 
and  hence  subject  to  City  Council  approval? 

As  will  be  inferred  from  the  foregoing  discussion 
my  answer  to  this  question  is  likewise  "no." 
Holding  cash  in  the  treasury  does  not  represent  an 
appropriation  of  anything  to  anything. 

The  revenue-sharing  trust  fund  is  a  special 
account  for  revenue-sharing  funds  required  by 
section  123(a)  (I)  of  the  Act  and  by  United  States 
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Treasury  regulations  (31  C.F.R.  51.40).  The  law 
requires  that  all  revenue-sharing  funds  and  any 
interest  earned  thereon  be  deposited  into  this 
account.  Any  unappropriated  revenue-sharing 
funds  on  hand  will  be  found  in  this  account,  the 
purpose  of  sharing  funds  on  hand  will  be  found  in 
this  account,  the  purpose  of  which  is  to  ensure  that 
an  accurate  accounting  trial  can  be  maintained.  If 
these  funds  are  at  some  future  time  to  be  spent  for 
a  purpose  for  which  an  appropriation  is  required, 
then  the  funds  will,  of  course,  have  to  be  lawfully 
appropriated.  Treasury  regulations  require  that  the 
city  "[p]rovide  for  the  expenditure  of  entitlement 
funds  in  accordance  with  the  laws  and  procedures 
applicable  to  the  expenditure  of  its  own  revenues." 
31  C.F.R.  51.40(c).  Until  such  time  as  the  funds 
are  appropriated,  or  lawfully  expended  without  an 
appropriation,  they  are  not  held  or  devoted  to  any 
specific  purpose  and  cannot  be  said  to  have  been 
appropriated  to  a  trust  fund  or  to  anything  else. 

Fourthly  the  City  Council  asks: 

What  statutes  or  ordinances  (federal,  state,  or 
local)  govern  the  acceptance  and  disposition  of 
funds  received  by  the  city  under  any  federal  or 
state  programs  of  assistance  to  localities? 

This  question  cannot  be  answered  in  the 
compass  of  a  paragraph  or  even  a  few  pages.  It  will 
be  recalled  that  one  of  the  arguments  made  for 
revenue  sharing  in  the  Congress  was  the  be- 
wildering proliferation  of  laws,  rules,  and  prohibi- 
tions governing  literally  hundreds  of  different 
federal  programs  of  assistance  to  localities.  Most  of 
these  so-called  categorical  assistance  programs  are 
still  in  existence,  and  each  has  its  requirements  for 
local  acceptance  and  disposition.  In  addition  there 
are  numerous  state  distribution  and  reimbursement 
programs  covering  a  wide  variety  of  activities  such 
as  street  and  highway  construction,  education, 
veterans'  benefits,  housing,  and  a  multitude  of 
other  subjects,  each  of  which  may  have  its  own 
peculiar  requirement  for  acceptance  and  disposi- 
tion. Also,  the  Commonwealth  has  recently 
become  a  conduit  for  funds  under  certain  federal 
programs  such  as  law  enforcement  assistance  and 
assistance  to  the  elderly.  These  funds  are  granted 
by  the  Commonwealth  but  are  neither  "distribu- 
tions" nor  "reimbursements."  Neither  are  they 
covered  by  G.L.  c.  44,  s.  53A,  which  may  be  the 
statute  most  pertinent  to  this  question.  That 
statute  authorizes  officers  and  departments  of 
cities  and  towns  to  accept  "gifts  and  grants"  from 
the  federal  government,  charitable  foundations, 
private  corporations,  or  individuals.  Such  funds  as 
are  so  accepted  and  received  may,  with  the 
approval  of  the  Mayor  and  the  City  Council,  be 
expended  without  an  appropriation. 


The  Commissioner  of  Corporations  and  Taxa- 
tions ruled  shortly  after  Congress  passed  P.L. 
92-512  that  revenue-sharing  funds  were  to  be 
treated  as  "available  funds"  for  budgeting  and 
appropriation  purposes.  The  Director  of  Accounts 
in  the  Department  of  Corporations  and  Taxation 
further  instructed  cities  and  towns  that  revenue- 
sharing  funds  would  be  "subject  to  appropriating 
action  by  the  city  council,  town  meeting,  or  other 
appropriating  bodies.  .  .  ."  Revenue-sharing  funds, 
therefore,  are  not  analogous  to  "gifts"  or  "grants" 
which  are  expended  without  appropriation.  They 
are  cash  entitlements  equivalent  to  property-tax 
revenue  and  may,  like  property-tax  revenue,  be 
expended  only  following  an  appropriation,  if  the 
expenditure  is  for  a  purpose  which  requires  an 
appropriation. 

Finally  the  City  Council  asks: 

What  are  the  duties  of  the  Boston  City  Council 
regarding  the  receipt  and  disposition  of  funds 
received  from  the  federal  government  or  the  state 
government  for  either  specific  or  general  purposes? 

This  question,  like  the  foregoing  one,  is  not 
susceptible  to  a  brief  answer.  In  general,  as  pointed 
out  above,  gifts  and  grants  from  the  federal 
government  and  from  corporations,  foundations, 
and  individuals  may  be  spent  only  after  approval, 
of  the  City  Council  and  Mayor.  This  does  not 
apply,  however,  to  schools  grants  which  require 
approval  of  the  School  Committee  (G.  L.  c.  44,  s. 
53A),  nor  to  funds  received  by  certain  other  city 
departments.  State  reimbursements  and  distribu- 
tions (the  so-called  "cherry  sheet  items")  are 
received  and  disposed  of  without  action  by  the 
City  Council.  Certain  state  payments  are  neither 
reimbursements  nor  distributions  and  so  are 
required  to  be  appropriated  by  the  City  Council. 
Examples  of  the  last  are  Eastern  Regional  Public 
Library  funds  and  state-granted  Law  Enforcement 
Assistance  funds.  In  the  case  of  revenue-sharing 
funds  the  City  Council's  duties  and  responsibilities 
are  indistinguishable  from  its  duties  and  responsi- 
bilities with  respect  to  other  municipal  revenue; 
that  is,  to  scrutinize  any  appropriation  initiated  by 
the  Mayor  and  to  approve,  reduce,  or  reject  the 
same.  St.   1909,  c.  486,  c.   3.

ORDINANCE  AFFECTING  THE  SALARIES  OF 
THE  PRESIDENT  AND  MEMBERS  OF  THE 
CITY  COUNCIL 

The  following  was  received: 

City  of  Boston, 
Office  of  the  Mayor,  September  30,  1974. 
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To  the  City  Council. 
Gentlemen: 

I  am  in  the  process  of  surveying  the  salaries  of  a 
number  of  positions  in  city  government  which  are 
not  affected  by  annual  increases  resulting  from 
collective  bargaining  and  have  consequently  fallen 
far  behind.  These  salaries  should  be  adjusted  in 
order  to  restore  them  to  their  proper  place  in  the 
total  salary  structure." 

In  the  accompanying  order  I  am  addressing 
myself  to  the  matter  of  the  salaries  of  the  president 
and  members  of  the  City  Council. 

These  salaries  were  lasted  raised  in  December  of 
1968,  to  take  effect  in  January,  1969.  The 
accompanying  order,  if  enacted,  will  take  effect  in 
January,  1975.  Thus  there  will  be  an  interval  of  six 
years  during  which  the  salaries  of  other  positions  in 
the  service  of  the  city  will  have  gone  up 
approximately  50  percent. 

In  preparation  for  the  submission  of  this  order  I 
have  looked  into  the  subject  of  city  council 
compensation  in  other  major  cities  in  the  United 
States  and  I  have  made  a  judgment  as  to  what  is 
appropriate  for  Boston  in  keeping  with  all  relevant 
facts. 

The  Boston  City  Council  is  made  up  of  nine 
councillors  elected  at  large  every  two  years.  This  is 
a  comparatively  small  body,  and  its  city-wide 
responsibilities  place  a  much  heavier  burden  on 
each  individual  than  is  the  case  in  a  larger  council 
or  one  elected  from  districts. 

The  size,  method  of  election,  and  compensation 
of  city  councils  vary  greatly.  New  York,  for 
example,  has  a  thirty-seven-man  council,  ten 
elected  at  large  and  twenty-seven  from  districts, 
and  it  pays  its  president  $50,000  and  its 
councillors  $25,000  plus  $5,000  for  expenses. 
Philadelphia  has  a  seventeen-man  council,  seven 
elected  at  large  and  ten  from  districts,  and  it  pays 
its  council  president  $45,000  and  its  councillors 
$25,000.  The  salary  in  Detroit  is  $26,600  for  the 
president  and  $24,600  for  the  councillors,  which 
has  the  same  organizational  structure  as  Boston,  a 
nine-man  council  elected  at  large. 

In  view  of  the  foregoing  facts,  I  believe  that  the 
accompanying  order  provides  a  compensation  level 
for  the  members  and  the  president  of  the  Boston 
City  Council  which  is  appropriate  and  equitable, 
and  I  urge  the  Council  to  act  favorably  on  it.

President  of  the  City  Council  shall  be  paid  an

Councillor  an  annual  salary  of  $20,000. 

Section  2.  Until  January  1,  1975,  the  President 

of  the  City  Council  shall  continue  to  be  paid  an 

annual   salary   of  $13,000   and  every  other  City 

Councillor  an  annual  salary  of  $12,500. 

Section  3.  Anything  contained  in  section  3  of 
chapter  1  of  the  Revised  Ordinances  of  1961  to  the 
contrary  notwithstanding,  this  ordinance  shall  be 
published  by  the  action  of  the  City  Council  in 
passing  the  same.

APPROVING  PETITION  FOR  SPECIAL  LAW  RE 
RETIREMENT  OF  POLICE  OFFICER 
GEORGE  J.  KEEFE

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accompanied  by  a  bill  for  a  special  law  relating  to

For  the  purpose  of  promoting  the 
public  good  an  accidental  disability  retirement 
allowance  shall  be  payable  under  section  7  of 
chapter  32  of  the  General  Laws  to  George  J.  Keefe, 
who  is  totally  and  permantly  incapacitated  as  a 
result  of  injuries  sustained  by  him  when  he  was 
severely  injured  while  in  the  performance  of  his 
duties  in  a  police  vehicle  on  March  11,  1971.  Said 
allowance  shall  include  such  yearly  amount  of 
additional  pension  as  will  make  such  retirement 
allowance  from  and  after  the  effective  date  of  this 
act  at  all  times  equal  to  the  annual  rate  of  regular 
compensation  which  would  have  been  payable  to 
him  by  said  city  had  he  continued  in  service  in  the 
grade  held  by  him  at  the  time  of  his  retirement, 
anything  in  paragraph  (c)  of  subdivision  (2)  of  said 
section  7  to  the  contrary  notwithstanding.  The 
provisions  of  section  100B  of  chapter  41  of  the 
General  Laws  shall  apply  to  said  George  J.  Keefe  as 
if  a  person  retired  under  a  special  law  applicable  to 
one  person  were  not  excepted  therefrom. 

Section  2.  The  provisions  of  section  100  of 
chapter  41  of  the  General  Laws  shall  continue  to 
apply    to    said    George    J.    Keefe   relative   to   his 


indemnification  by  said  city  for  any  hospital, 
medical,  and  related  expenses  which  may  be 
incurred  by  him  after  the  date  of  his  retirement  as 
a  result  of  the  aforementioned  incapacity. 

Section  3.  In  the  event  the  said  George  J.  Keefe 
should  die,  leaving  Madeline  Keefe  his  widow,  the 
city  shall  pay  to  her,  each  month  that  she  remains 
unmarried,  an  amount  equal  to  two-thirds  of  the 
amount  that  would  have  been  paid  to  George  J. 
Keefe  in  that  month  had  he  lived  and,  in  addition, 
whether  or  not  the  said  Madeline  Keefe  shall 
remarry,  the  city  shall  pay  to  her  each  month 
beginning  on  the  first  month  after  the  death  of  said 
Georeg  J.  Keefe,  $100  for  each  child  of  the  said 
George  and  Madeline  Keefe  who  shall  not  have 
attained  the  age  of  nineteen  years,  provided  that 
the  total  of  monies  paid  to  Madeline  Keefe  under 
this  section  shall  not  in  any  month  exceed  the 
amount  that  would  have  been  paid  to  George  J. 
Keefe  in  that  month  had  he  survived.

and  to  have  the  Attorney  General  of  the  United 
States,  William  Saxbe,  prosecute  any  and  all

REGISTRATION  UNDER  SELECTIVE 
SERVICE  ACT

Dear  Mr.  Dunlea: 

Inasmuch  as  this  department  has  the  responsi- 
bility for  prosecuting  violations  of  the  Military 
Selective  Service  Act,  the  President  has  brought  to 
our  attention  the  resolution  adopted  by  the  Boston 
City  Council  as  a  result  of  an  article  in  the  Wall 
Street  Journal  concerning  men  who  fail  to  register 
pursuant  to  the  provisions  of  the  act.  The 
resolution  requests  fair  treatment  for  youths  who 
might  inadvertently  fail  to  register  timely. 

Although  the  authority  to  order  men  for 
induction  into  the  armed  forces  expired  on  July  1, 
1973,  the  draft  law  was  not  thereby  repealed,  and 
all  male  persons  residing  in  the  United  States  were 
still  required  to  register  with  their  local  draft  board 
within  a  period  of  sixty  days  commencing  thirty 
days  before  the  date  of  their  eighteenth  birthday. 
While  there  has  been  some  misunderstanding  about 
this  continued  requirement  of  registration,  it  has 
not  been  widespread  since  the  great  majority  of 
young  men  register  timely. 

It  has  been  our  policy  to  prosecute  for  failure  to 
register,  or  for  failure  to  register  timely,  only  in 
those  instances  where  the  facts  disclose  that  the 
failure  was  willful.  In  that  connection  we  have 
discussed  with  the  General  Counsel  of  the  Selective 
Service  System  procedures  for  preliminary  screen- 
ing of  the  files  of  delinquent  registrants  to  assure 
that  no  registrant  will  be  reported  for  considera- 
tion of  prosecution  unless  there  is  evidence  of 
willful,  knowing,  or  deliberate  conduct,  or,  in  its 
absence,  an  unexplained  period  of  failure  to 
register  for  an  unconscionable  duration.  This,  we 
expect,  will  preclude  the  prosecution  of  a 
registrant  for  nothing  more  than  a  technical 
violation  of  the  law. 

Meanwhile  men  who  have  been  indicted  tor 
failure  to  register  could,  if  they  wish,  contact  the 
appropriate  United  States  Attorney  prior  to 
January  31,  1975,  regarding  being  relieved  of 
prosecution  and  punishment  for  offenses  occurring 
within  the  period  prescribed  in  the  President's 
proclamation  of  clemency  that  was  announced  on 
September  16,  1974.

SUPPORTING  ABOLITION  OF  CERTAIN  LAWS 
PROHIBITING  ADVERTISING  OF  PRE- 
SCRIPTION DRUGS 

Coun.  DiCARA  offered  the  following: 

Whereas,  The  Massachusetts  Board  of  Registra- 
tion in  Pharmacy  has  regulated  in  Rule  49,  Item 
16,  "The  registered  pharmacist  or  a  pharmacy  shall 
not  advertise  or  promote  in  any  way,  or  through 
any  media,  either  by  trade  name  or  by  generic 
name,  articles  or  medical  preparations  for 
sale  .  .  .";and 

Whereas,  Under  Rule  49,  Item  20,  the 
Massachusetts  Board  of  Pharmacy  has  ruled  that 
"The  registered  pharmacist  or  pharmacy  shall  not 
advertise  by  any  means,  in  any  form  or  through  or 
by  any  media  .  .  .medicines,  or  prescription  items, 
normally  compounded,  sold,  or  dispensed  by  a 
registered  pharmacist  in  his  professional  capacity, 
by  the  use  of  terms  'cut  rate'  or  'discount'  or  any 
similar  phrase  or  word  .  .  ."  and 

Whereas,  The  City  of  Boston  was  the  first  in  the 
state  to  require  that  pharmacies  post  the  prices  of 
the  100  most  frequently  used  drugs,  and  as  a  result 
of  this  requirement  the  price  of  those  drugs  has 
tended  to  decrease;  and 

Whereas,  There  is  no  state-wide  posting  regula- 
tion in  this  Commonwealth,  as  there  are  in  such 
states  as  Vermont,  Texas,  New  Hampshire,  and 
New  York,  requiring  that  a  pharmacist  post  prices 
of  the  most  frequently  sold  drugs;  and 

Whereas,  The  failure  to  advertise  the  prices  of 
prescription  drugs  results  in  unfair  costs  to  the 
consumers,  as  is  evidenced  by  such  surveys  as  a 
1962  price  survey  which  discovered  the  price 
difference  of  $2  to  $10  for  the  same  drug,  and  a 
November,  1973,  Massachusetts  study  conducted 
by  the  Public  Interest  Research  Group,  in  which 
the  cost  of  the  drug  Penicillian  G  varied  from 
$1.20  to  $8;  and 

Whereas,  Such  rules  prohibiting  the  posting  and 
advertising  of  the  price  of  prescription  drugs  are 
unconstitutional  because  they  violate  the  First 
Amendment,  which  not  only  requires  the  speaker 
to  speak  but  also  gives  the  right  of  the  hearer  to  be 
able  to  hear;  and  such  rules  conflict  with  the 
Fourteenth  Amendment  and  the  due  process  of 
law  because  the  Board  of  Pharmacy,  which  may 
enact  regulations  to  protect  the  health  and  welfare 
of  the  citizens  of  this  Commonwealth,  which  we 
recognize  the  need  for,  but  which  may  not  go 
beyond  this  to  enact  regulations  which  are  harmful 
to  the  citizens  of  this  Commonwealth,  such  as  the 
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rule  regulating  the  advertising  of  prescription 
drugs,  plus  the  fact  that  many  states,  such  as 
Virginia,  Maryland,  Pennsylvania,  and  Florida,  have 
rules  that  such  laws  banning  the  advertising  of 
prescription  drugs  are  indeed  unconstitutional;  and 
Whereas,  There  are  a  great  many  citizens  in  this 
Commonwealth,  such  as  senior  citizens,  disabled 
citizens,  and  those  requiring  the  use  of  prescription 
drugs,  plus  the  fact  that  many  states,  such  as 
prescription  drugs  at  the  lowest  price  under  our 
market  system  of  competition;  and 

Whereas,  There  are  groups  and  organizations  in 
this  Commonwealth  that  are  attempting  to  change 
the  existing  law  prohibiting  the  advertising  of 
prescription  drugs  by  registered  pharmacists  in  this 
state;  now,  therefore,  be  it 

Resolved,  That  the  Boston  City  Council,  in 
meeting  assembled,  does  herein  support  the 
abolition  of  the  said  laws  of  the  Massachusetts 
Board  of  Pharmacy  which  prohibit  advertising  of 
prescription  drugs  because  such  rules  are  a  denial 
of  the  citizens'  right  to  know,  and  are  unfair  to  the 
consumers  of  an  open  and  free  market. 

The  resolution  was  adopted  under  suspension  of 
the  rules.

DISAPPROVAL  OF  ORDINANCE 
ESTABLISHING  A  VACANT  LAND 
RECLAMATION  BOARD  AND  PROVIDING 
FOR  THE  USE  BY  RESIDENTS  OF 
VACANT  PUBLIC  LANDS  FOR 
AGRICULTURAL,  BOTANICAL,  OR 
RECREATIONAL  PURPOSES 

The  following  was  received: 

City  of  Boston, 
Office  of  the  Mayor,  October  8,  1974. 
To  the  City  Council: 
Gentlemen: 

I  return  herewith  without  my  signature  and 
disapproved  an  ordinance  passed  by  your 
Honorable  Body  on  September  23  and  presented 
to  me  on  September  26,  1974,  establishing  a 
Vacant  Land  Reclamation  Board.  I  regret  having  to 
do  this  because  I  believe,  as  you  do,  that  residents 
of  the  city  should  have  access  to  vacant  public 
lands. 

I  feel  that  the  voluntary  committee  established 
by  the  ordinance  would  be  overwhelmed  with  the 
work  inherent  in  the  disposition  of  thousands  of 
vacant  parcels.  We  are  working  on  the  problem  of 
vacant  lots  as  part  of  our  planning  effort  for 
community  development  revenue  sharing.  A 
workable  feasible  program  for  vacant  lots  requires 
the  interaction  of  many  city  departments, 
including  Parks  and  Recreation,  which  was 
excluded  from  your  ordinance.  In  addition,  as  you 
might  be  aware,  there  will  soon  be  filed  legislation 
dealing    with    the    reorganization    of    the    Real 
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Property  Department. 

For  these  reasons  I  respectfully  disapproved  the 
Vacant  Land  Reclamation  Board  ordinance.

An     Ordinance     Establishing     a     Vacant     Land 

Reclamation  Board  and  Providing  for  the  Use 

by    Residents    of   Vacant   Public   Lands  for 

Agricultural,      Botanical,      or      Recreational 

Purposes 

Be  it  ordained  by  the  City  Council  of  Boston  as 

follows: 

Section    1.  There    shall   be,    within    the    Real 

Property    Department,    a    board    known    as   the 

Vacant    Land    Reclamation    Board,    which    shall 

consist    of    the    deputy    commissioner    of    Real 

Property,  Property  Division,  or  his  designee;  the 

chairman  of  the  Committee  on  Foreclosed  Real 

Estate    or    his    designee;    the    chairman    of   the 

Conservation    Commission    or   his    designee;    one 

low-income  resident  of  the  city  appointed  by  the 

Mayor  for  a  term  of  three  years;  and  one  resident 

of  the   city   appointed  by  the  Mayor  from  two 

nominees     of    the     Massachusetts     Horticultural 

Society  for  a  term  of  three  years.  The  members 

appointed  by  the  Mayor  shall  be  deemed  to  be 

special  municipal  employees  for  the  purposes  of 

chapter  268A  of  the  General  Laws.  All  members 

shall    serve    without    compensation.   The   Deputy 

Commissioner  of  Real  Property,  Property  Division, 

shall    serve    as    chairman    of   the    board   without 

further  compensation. 

Section  2.  The  duties  of  said  board  shall 
include:  (1)  promulgation  of  rules  and  regulations 
concerning  the  use  of  vacant  lands  for  agricultural 
botanical,  or'  recreational  purposes;  (2)  prepara- 
tion of  a  listing  of  vacant  properties  under  the  care, 
custody,  and  control  of  the  city;  (3)  establishment 
of  criteria  for  the  selection  of  applicants  and  the 
establishment  of  guidelines  for  the  operations  and 
maintenance  of  the  vacant  land. 

Section  3.  Upon  the  submission  of  an 
application,  and  approval  of  said  application  by  the 
Vacant  Land  Reclamation  Board,  any  individual 
resident  or  group  of  residents  may  use  for 
agricultural,  botanical,  or  recreational  purposes  any 
vacant  public  land  under  the  care,  custody,  and 
control  of  the  city  for  which  the  city  has  no 
immediate  use  or  plan  to  use  within  a  minimum  of 
six  months. 

Section  4.  Applicants  for  permission  to  use 
these  vacant  public  lands  shall  be  required  to 
submit  a  plan  for  the  use  of  the  land.  Applicants 
who  are  accepted  shall  agree  to  maintain  the  land 
in  a  condition  consistent  with  their  land  use  plans 
and  with  the  rules  and  regulations  promulgated  by 
the  Vacant  Land  Reclamation  Board.  Failure  to 
carry  out  the  conditions  of  the  agreement  shall 
result  in  forfeiture  of  the  permit  to  use  the  land. 
All  applicants  must  sign  a  waiver  holding  the  city 
harmless  for  any  injury  or  damages  arising  out  of 
his  use  of  the  land. 


Section  5.  The  Vacant  Land  Reclamation  Board 
shall  issue  permits  to  applicants  for  vacant  public 
lands  for  a  period  of  time  to  be  determined  by  said 
board,  but  said  period  of  time  shall  not  be  less  than 
three  months. 

Permits  shall  be  renewable  provided  there  are  no 
other  applicants  for  a  particular  site.  Priority  in  the 
allotment  of  vacant  public  lands  shall  be  given  to 
abutters,  community  groups,  elderly,  low-income, 
and  youth  respectively. 

Upon  notification  by  the  Real  Property 
Department  that  the  city  has  need  of  the  land  in 
use,  persons  utilizing  said  land  must  vacate  within 
ninety  days  after  notification,  provided,  however, 
that  no  permit  may  be  terminated  until  the  end  of 
the  harvest  season  if  the  land  is  being  used  for 
agricultural  or  botanical  purposes. 

Section  6.  No  permanent  structures  shall  be 
erected  on  these  lands,  and  if  used  for  agricultural 
or  botanical  purposes  the  products  grown  may  not 
be  sold;  however,  this  section  does  not  prohibit 
free  distribution  of  such  products. 

Section  7.  Anything  in  section  3  of  chapter  1  of 
the  Revised  Ordinances  of  1961  to  the  contrary 
notwithstanding,  this  ordinance  shall  be  published 
by  the  action  of  the  City  Council  in  passing  the 
same.

ORDER  FOR  LOAN  OF  $4,000,000  FOR 
ESTABLISHMENT  OF  OFF-STREET 
PARKING  FACILITIES 

The  following  was  received: 

City  of  Boston, 
Office  of  the  Mayor. 
To  the  Honorable  City  Council. 
Gentlemen: 

I  am  submitting  herewith  for  your  consideration 
a  supplemental  loan  order  as  permitted  under 
section  6  of  chapter  642  of  the  Acts  of  1966.  This 
order  is  recommended  for  authorization  under 
chapter  474  of  the  Acts  of  1946  as  amended  for 
the  purpose  of  being  used,  together  with  remaining 
available  earlier  appropriations,  for  the  design  and 
construction  of  a  public  parking  garage  by  the  city 
on  the  parcel  of  land  between  Clinton  and  North 
Streets,  behind  City  Hall  and  adjacent  to  the 
"Quincy  Markets"  development,  which  has  long 
been  designated  for  such  purpose  under  the 
Downtown  Waterfront-Faneuil  Hall  Renewal  Proj- 
ect as  previously  approved  by  the  Council. 

At  this  point  in  time  it  has  been  reported  to  me 
by  the  Boston  Redevelopment  Authority  that  it  is 
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unlikely  they  will  be  able  to  market  this  parcel  for 
this  purpose  to  any  private  developer  who  would 
pay  equitable  city  taxes  and  derive  adequate  return 
from  any  competitive  schedule  of  fees.  In  just  such 
cases  and  where  it  has  been  determined  that  there 
is  a  public  need  for  the  provision  of  off-street 
facilities  to  insure  the  public  interest  in  free 
circulation  of  traffic  in  the  city,  chapter  474 
empowers  the  city  to  provide  such  itself,  and  to 
then  lease  such  after  public  advertising  for  private 
operation.  The  income  from  these  leases  effectively 
applies  against  the  debt  service  for  any  loans  issued 
so  that  they  have  little  if  any  impact  upon  the 
property  tax  rate. 

Under  these  circumstances  I  respectfully  recom- 
mend adoption  of  this  order  by  your  Honorable 
Body.

Edward  Ingersoll  Browne,  late  of  Boston,  by  will 
dated  March  3,  1892,  created  a  trust  for  the 
benefit  of  certain  life  beneficiaries  and  further 
provided  that  twenty  years  after  the  death  of  the 
last  life  beneficiary  one  third  of  the  fund  be  paid 
to  the  City  of  Boston  to  be  held  in  trust,  the 
income  to  be  applied  to  the  adornment  and  benefit 
of  said  city  by  the  erection  of  statues,  monuments, 
fountains  for  men  and  beasts,  for  the  ornament  of 
its  streets,  ways,  squares,  and  parks  in  such  manner 
as  will  promote  the  pleasure,  comfort,  education, 
patriotism,  and  good  taste  of  its  citizens  and  for 
the  maintenance  and  repair  of  any  statues  or  other 
structures  erected  by  money  supplied  by  the 
bequest. 

The  period  of  accumulation  set  by  said  will  has 
expired,  and  the  trustees  have  tendered  to  the  city 
cash  and  securities  estimated  to  be  in  excess  of  $5 
million  in  payment  of  said  bequest. 

Transmitted  herewith  for  your  early  adoption  is 
an  order  accepting  this  most  generous  gift  and 
providing  for  the  expenditure  of  the  income 
without  further  appropriation  under  the  direction 
of  a  commission  consisting  of  the  Commissioner  of 
Public  Works,  the  Director  of  Public  Facilities,  the 
Commissioner  of  Parks  and  Recreation,  a  repre- 
sentative of  the  Art  Commission,  and  a  representa- 
tive of  the  Conservation  Commission.

This  letter  is  to  inform  you  that  over  the  last 
five  months  the  Boston  Housing  Authority,  in 
conjunction  with  the  Boston  police,  has  been 
conducting  a  program  directed  at  controlling  the 
drug  problem  in  the  Cathedral  Development. 

This  program  involves  the  Security  Department 
of  the  Boston  Housing  Authority;  the  police 
personnel  of  the  Police  Public  Housing  Unit;  the 
police  personnel  of  District  4,  including  Deputy 
Superintendent  Joseph  Jordan,  Area  Commander; 
the  residents  (Task  Force  members  included);  and 
LEAA  GRANT  Programs  located  in  the  area.  These 
various  agencies  have  held  meetings  and  discussions 
and  have  brought  to  light  many  of /the  conditions 
reported  in  the  news  media.  This  information  is 
given  to  the  narcotics  personnel  of  District  4  and 
the  Narcotic  Squad  at  Police  Headquarters  for  their 
active  participation. 

We  plan  to  continue  with  this  action  at  the 
Cathedral  Development  until  a  solution  to  the  drug 
problem  is  found.

Sir: 

In  reference  to  a  resolution  from  the  Boston 
City  Council  relative  to  a  documentary  aired  by 
Television  Channel  5,  which  depicted  conditions  in 
a  building  located  at  140  East  Brookline  Street, 
Boston,  I  respectfully  report  that  the  location  of 
the  building  as  given  is  in  error.  The  building 
referred  to  is  actually  located  at  14  East  Brookline 
Street,  and  the  allegation  contained  in  the  order  by 
the  City  Council  has  been  under  investigation  by 
members  of  the  Police  Department  for  some  time. 

It  should  be  noted  that  at  divers  times  during 
the  past  year  officers  of  District  4,  together  with 
members  of  the  Drug  Control  Unit,  Tactical  Patrol 
Force,  and,  most  recently,  the  Anti-Crime  Unit, 
have  conducted  special  operations  at  the  Cathedral

Housing  Project  in  a  concerted  effort  to  alleviate 
conditions  in  the  area.  Numerous  arrests  have  been 
made  in  the  project,  some  after  lengthy  investi- 
gation, for  various  violations  of  the  law,  including 
violations  of  the  Controlled  Substance  Act. 
However,  the  struggle  against  the  drug  problem  in 
the  project,  as  in  other  areas  of  the  country,  has 
met  with  limited  success  for  a  number  of  reasons, 
one  of  which  is  the  recent  liberalising  of  the  drug 
laws. 

The  following  persons  have  been  arrested  this 
year  by  officers  of  District  4  in  and  around  the 
building  at  14  East  Brookline  Street  for  possession 
of  heroin: 

Inis  Curet,  729  Parker  Street,  Roxbury,  Enrique 
Soto,  786  Washington  Street,  Dorchester,  Amato 
Quintana,  786  Washington  Street,  Dorchester, 
Norma  Fennell,  14  East  Brookline  Street,  Timothy 
Howard,  4  East  Brookline  Street,  Bruce  Johnson,  6 
East  Brookline  Street,  Timothy  Howard,  4  East 
Brookline  Street,  Violet  Quintana,  1761 
Washington  Street,  Amando  Quintana,  1761 
Washington  Street,  Rosila  Sims,  10  East  Brookline 
Street,  Jacquiline  Richardson,  10  East  Brookline 
Street. 

In-  March  William  Ware,  16  East  Brookline 
Street,  was  arrested  for  handbag  snatching. 

In  March  and  April  Wayne  Allen,  18B  Castle 
Court,  Michael  Brown,  1A  Emerald  Court,  Boston, 
Richard  L.  Watson,  67  Beechland  Street,  Roslin- 
dale,  Allen  Yancey,  49  Slayton  Way,  Roxbury,  and 
Paul  Wallace,  4D  Castle  Court,  Boston,  were 
arrested  by  officers  of  District  4  for  car  thefts, 
numerous  house  breaks,  and  larcenies  in  both  the 
Castle  Square  Project  and  the  Cathedral  Project, 
and  are  presently  in  Charles  Street  Jail  on  high 
bails. 

On  June  2, 1974,  Angel  Jiminez  was  arrested  for 
keeping  and  exposing  alcoholic  beverages  for  sale 
at  45  East  Brookline  Street,  and  was  fined  $250  in 
Boston  Municipal  Court. 

On  March  29,  1974,  a  murder  was  committed  at 
14  East  Brookline  Street,  allegedly  over  the  sale  of 
drugs,  with  the  victim,  Stephen  Smith,  residing  in 
the  project  at  617  Harrison  Avenue,  and  on  May 
25,  1974,  Joseph  M.  Thomas  was  arrested  on  a 
warrant  obtained  by  detectives  of  District  4  for 
murder. 

The  above-listed  arrests  have  been  made  prior  to 
and  following  the  presentation  of  the  television 
documentary. 

Timothy  Howard  and  Wayne  Allen  are  two  of 
the  leaders  of  the  gangs  that  have  been  causing 
most  of  the  crimes  in  the  project  area.  In  addition 
to  the  foregoing  arrests,  Howard  is  presently  on 
bail,  charged  with  two  home  invasion  robberies, 
and  his  trial  is  pending  in  Superior  Court.  Both 
crimes  were  committed  on  elderly  persons  residing 
in  the  project. 

Many  of  the  above  cases  are  presently  pending 
before  the  courts  with  the  defendants  being 
released  on  minimal  bail,  and  back  in  the 
community  to  pursue  their  illegal  activities.  This 
condition  is  not  understood  by  many  residents  of 
the   project,  and   as  a   result    they  have  become 


unwilling  to  report  crime  and,  on  such  occasions 
when  they  do,  they  become  reluctant  witnesses. 

The  foregoing  is  a  partial  list  of  arrests  made  in 
the  Cathedral  Housing  Project,  many  of  which 
took  place  before  the  airing  of  the  television 
documentary.  To  compile  a  complete  list  of  all 
investigations  and  arrests  in  this  area  would 
consume  countless  and  costly  man-hours. 

Capt.  Francis  E.  Devin,  commanding  the  Boston 
Police  Housing  Unit,  has  been  apprised  of 
conditions  at  the  project  and  he  reports  that  one 
uniformed  man  is  assigned  to  the  area  during  the 
day  tour  and  two  men  during  the  first  half-tour. 

Sergt.  Walter  Hooley  of  District  4  went  to  the 
Boston  Housing  Authority  office  for  the  Cathedral 
Project,  located  at  617  Harrison  Avenue,  and 
conversed  with  Gladys  Lindsey,  manager  of  the 
project,  who  said  that  she  was  aware  of  conditions 
in  the  vicinity  of  14  East  Brookline  Street,  and  in 
this  regard  the  Authority  employs  the  Royal 
Detective  Agency  of  390  Commonwealth  Avenue, 
Boston,  which  has  two  men  assigned  to  the  8  a.m. 
to  4  p.m.  shift  and  four  men  to  the  4  p.m.  to  12 
midnight  shift  to  patrol  in  the  vicinity  of  14—16 
East  Brookline  Street,  23  —  25  Monsignor 
Reynolds  Way,  and  617  Harrison  Avenue.  Further, 
a  neighborhood  group,  South  End  Neighborhood 
Action  Program  (SNAP),  paid  under  the  Mayor's 
Safe  Street  Act  Program,  is  active  in  this  area, 
concentrating  on  days  checks  are  received  by 
recipients  of  public  assistance,  and  rendering 
services  to  elderly  persons  in  cashing  checks  at  the 
bank. 

Capt.  Albert  L.  Flattery,  commanding  officer  of 
District  4,  is  aware  of  the  problem,  and  will 
continue  assignment  of  patrols  in  the  area  and  make 
every  effort  to  alleviate  the  drug  problem  and 
related  crimes.  However,  it  should  be  noted  that  in 
an  area  as  large  and  densely  populated  as  the 
Cathedral  Project  it  would  be  presumptuous  for  a 
law  enforcement  officer  to  guarantee  that  such  an 
area  will  be  crime  free,  and  a  heavy  concentration 
of  police  in  the  project  would  do  nothing  more 
than  displace  the  crime  to  another  area. 

I  believe  that  the  best  method  of  reducing  crime 
is  by  a  steady,  consistent  campaign,  much  of  which 
is  tedious  and  time-consuming  work,  but  with  the 
results  apt  to  be  most  gratifying.  This  is  the  type  of 
approach  that  has  been  and  is  continuing  to  be 
employed  by  the  officers  of  District  4.

The  proposed  constitutional  amendment,  if 
approved,  would  provide  f6r  a  census  in  the  year 
1975  and  every  tenth  year  thereafter  of  the 
inhabitants  of  each  city  and  town  as  a  basis  for 
determining  the  representative,  senatorial,  and 
councillor  districts  for  the  ten-year  period 
beginning  with  the  first  Wednesday  in  the  fourth 
January  following  the  taking  of  the  census, 
provided  that  the  districts  as  established  based  on 
the  1971  census  shall  terminate  on  the  first 
Wednesday  in  January,  1979.  The  census  shall 
specify  the  number  of  inhabitants  residing  in  each 
precinct  of  a  town  and  each  precinct  and  ward  of  a 
city. 

Under  the  proposed  amendment,  the  House  of 
Representatives  would  consist  of  160  members,  in 
contrast  to  the  present  membership  of  240,  and 
the  Senate  of  40  members.

allowing  grants  in  aid  to  private  higher  educational 
institutions  or  to  students,  or  parents  or  guardians 
of  students,  attending  such  institutions.

The  proposed  constitutional  amendment  would 
revise  Article  78  of  the  Articles  of  Amendment  to 
the  Constitution  to  permit  the  expenditure  of 
money  from  the  highway  fund  for  mass  transporta- 
tion lines  and  other  mass  transportation  pusposes 
in  such  manner  as  the  Legislature  may  direct.  The 
highway  fund  includes  receipts  from  fees,  duties, 
excises,  and  license  taxes  relating  to  registration, 
operation,  or  use  of  motor  vehicles  and  taxes  from 
the  sale  of  motor  vehicle  fuels.

Summary 

Provisions  of  the  act  establish  an  independent 
Corrupt  Practices  Commission,  with  five  members 
to  be   appointed   by   the   Governor   to  staggered 


five-year  terms.  The  Commission  has  subpoena 
powers  and  is  to  investigate,  by  means  of  secret 
hearings,  candidates'  compliance  with  all  state  and 
federal  laws  relating  to  political  campaign  contribu- 
tions and  expenditures  and  corrupt  practices.  If 
probable  cause  is  shown,  the  Commission  is 
required  to  direct  the  Attorney  General  to  take 
further  action  in  the  proper  form  and  is  required  to 
make  public  a  report  of  such  action.  In  cases 
involving  the  campaign  practices  of  the  Attorney 
General  himself,  a  special  attorney  is  to  be 
appointed.  If  no  probable  cause  is  shown,  the 
Commission  is  to  state  so  publicly. 

Further,  the  proposed  act  extends  the  applica- 
tion of  the  current  statute  regarding  the  disclosure 
of  campaign  expenditures  and  contributions  to  all 
candidates  for  office  above  the  town  and  city  level, 
with  the  exception  of  President  and  Vice  President 
of  the  United  States.  The  act  requires  all  such 
candidates  to  receive  and  disburse  all  amounts 
greater  than  $25  by  check,  and  makes  it  a  crime  to 
knowingly  receive  cash  payment  from  a  candidate 
or  his  committee  for  a  service  costing  more  than 
$25.  The  act  also  requires  candidates  to  designate  a 
single  bank  as  depository  of  funds  and  as  record 
keeper,  with  records  of  receipts  and  expenditures 
to  be  open  to  public  scrutiny. 

Provisions  of  the  act  extend  present  campaign 
spending  limits  to  cover  all  media  expenses  and 
require  all  media  firfns  (including:  television,  radio, 
newspaper;  billboard,  magazine,  advertising,  public 
relations,  printing,  opinion  polling,  computer, 
telephone,  telegraph)  to  report  the  purchase  of 
media  services  by  candidates.  Media  expenses  of 
candidates  for  the  offices  of  district  attorney,  clerk 
of  court,  register  of  probate  and  insolvency, 
register  of  deeds,  county  commissioner,  county 
treasurer,  and  sheriff  are  limited  to  $.07  for  each 
resident  of  the  respective  electoral  district.  Other 
provisions  of  the  act  require  candidates,  upon 
official  announcement  or  filing  of  nomination 
papers,  to  report  all  political  receipts  and 
expenditures  since  the  date  of  the  last  general 
election  for  the  office  sought,  and  count  such 
expenditures  toward  spending  limits.  The  act  also 
limits  candidates  to  one  political  committee. 

The  act  establishes  a  maximum  penalty  of  one 
year  imprisonment  and/or  $10,000  fine  for 
individuals  engaged  in  corrupt  practices,  and  a 
$50,000  fine  for  corporations  so  involved.  In 
addition,  the  Attorney  General  is  permitted  to 
bring  an  action  for  the  removal  of  a  candidate 
whose  election  was  materially  aided  by  corrupt 
practices  on  the  part  of  the  candidate  or  one  acting 
in  his  behalf,  where  such  removal  is  otherwise 
authorized  by  law.

The  purpose  of  this  letter  is  to  request  the  use  of 
additional  space  for  the  Uphams  Corner  Health 
Center  on  city-owned  property  at  500  Columbia 
Road. 

As  you  are  aware,  the  Uphams  Corner  Health 
Center  provides  primary  health  care  (adult 
medicine,  pediatrics,  OB-GYN,  mental  health,  and 
dentistry)  to  the  residents  of  the  greater  Uphams 
Corner  community.  The  health  needs  of  the 
residents  are  particularly  great  in  Uphams  Corner 
given  the  population  mix  of  elderly  citizens  and 
young  children.  The  health  center  strives  daily  to 
meet,  the  needs  of  every  segment  of  the 
community.  Our  staff  is  multilingual,  with  the 
capacity  to  speak  English,  Spanish,  Portuguese, 
Creole,  French,  Polish,  Chinese  (Cantonese 
dialect),  and  Italian.  The  health  center  provides 
high  quality,  personalized,  and  sensitive  service  to 
the  patients  of  the  Uphams  Corner  Health  Center. 

We  now  find  ourselves  in  need  of  additional 
space  to  provide  the  health  services  needed  by  the 
community.  Due  to  the  extreme  and  rapid  growth 
of  the  center  and  the  continuing  influx  of  new 
registrants,  our  dental  services,  adult  medicine,  and 
mental  health  programs  are  cramped  for  space.  We 
have  discussed  our  space  problem  with  Mr.  Edward 
Kennedy,  Assistant  Commissioner  of  the  Real 
Property  Department,  and  have  come  up  with  the 
following  proposal: 

1.  To  the  rear  of  the  Municipal  Building  at  500 
Columbia  Road  and  on  part  of  the  city's 
property  there  is  a  3,431-square  feet  rear  and 
side  yard  that  is  available  for  new 
construction. 

2.  The  space  that  we  are  presently  using  can  be 
modified  somewhat  to  provide  better 
programming  of  services. 

The  funding  for  renovation  and  new 
construction  has  been  applied  for  through  the 
Hill-Burton  Program  of  the  federal  government  and 
would  pay  for  90  percent  of  the  total  cost  of 
construction  and  remodeling. 

Our  request  from  the  city  is  to  grant  the 
Uphams  Corner  Health  Committee,  a  fifty-year 
lease  (  a  requirement  for  the  Hill-Burton  Grant)  on 
the  property,  namely,  present  space  occupied  by 
the  health  center  plus  the  3,431  square  feet  of  land 
to  the  rear  and  side  of  the  building,  rent  free. 

We  would  construct  a  three-story  addition  on 
the  3,431  square  feet  of  land,  which  would  give  us 
10,500  square  feet  of  additional  program  space 
that  would  contain  a  six-chair  dental  facility  on  the 
first  floor,  adult  medicine  and  support  services  on 


the  second,  and  mental  health  and  administration 
on  the  third.  This  new  addition  would  be 
connected  with  and  made  part  of  the  Municipal 
Building  at  500  Columbia  Road. 

The  detailed  plans  for  the  addition-renovation 
have  been  submitted  and  tentatively  approved  by 
Assistant  Commissioner  Kennedy's  office.  In 
discussing  the  fifty-year  lease  on  the  property  with 
Mr.  Kennedy,  he  informed  us  that  such  a  leasing 
arrangement  must  first  be  approved  by  yourself 
and  then  forwarded  to  the  City  Council  for 
confirmation.  Mr.  Kennedy  and  his  department 
have  been  most  helpful  and  supportive  to  us  in 
developing  our  plan. 

In  addition  to  the  fifty-year  lease,  we  have 
requested  from  Mr.  Kennedy  the  grant  of  heat  in 
the  new  facility  through  the  present  boiler  system 
at  no  charge  to  the  health  center  and  the  provision 
of  water  and  other  incidentals  at  no  charge.  The 
health  center  would  be  responsible  for  electricity, 
telephone,  and  the  custodial  maintenance  of  the 
new  addition,  plus  the  section  of  the  old  building 
that  we  currently  occupy. 

Also,  at  Mr.  Kennedy's  request,  we  have 
discussed  leasing  arrangements  with  Mr.  William 
McDermott  of  the  city's  Law  Department  in  an 
effort  to  frame  a  lease  that  would  be  acceptable  to 
the  city. 

We  have  reviewed  the  building  plans  with  Mr. 
John  Weiss  of  the  Boston  Redevelopment 
Authority,  and  they  meet  the  approval  of  that 
department. 

The  proposed  building  plans  have  been  discussed 
with  community  groups  and  other  organizations 
within  the  greater  Uphams  Corner  area,  and  we 
have  been  greeted  with  enthusiastic  support  and 
cooperation.  Enclosed  you  will  find  letters  of 
support  from  Jones  Hill-Civic  Association,  Uphams 
Corner  Little  City  Hall,  St.  Kevin's  Church,  Pilgrim 
Congregational  Church,  St.  Mary's  Episcopal 
Church,  Massachusetts  League  of  Neighborhood 
Health  Centers,  and  Mr.  Frank  Guiney, 
Department  of  Health  and  Hospitals. 

The  total  cost  of  additions  and  renovations 
would  be  $600,000.  The  Hill-Burton  grant  from 
the  federal  government  will  cover  90  percent  of  the 
building  and  equipment  costs.  The  remaining  10 
percent,  $60,000,  would  come  in  the  form  of  a 
three-year  mortgage  from  the  First  National  Bank 
of  Boston. 

Our  need  is  immediate  with  regard  to  securing  a 
lease  from  the  city  for  this  project.  Hill-Burton  has 
given  us  approximately  thirty  days  to  provide  them 
with  a  binding  lease.  If  this  project  meets  with 
your  approval,  we  urgently  request  that  you  do  all 
within  your  power  to  move  the  lease  request 
through  the  city  approval  process  to  insure  timely 
action. 

We  wish  to  thank  you  for  your  past  and 
continuing  support  of  the  Uphams  Corner  Health 
Center.

Resolved,  That  the  Boston  City  Council  be  on 
record  supporting  a  stabilization  of  sugar  prices

Whereas,  Residents  of  Boston  continue  to  face 
an  inflationary  spiral  in  the  energy  sector;  and 

Whereas,  Such  increases,  especially  with  regard 
to  electric  rates,  have  considerably  lowered  the 
standard  of  living  in  Boston;  and 

Whereas,  Excessive  power  rates  dampen  econo- 
mic expansion  in  Boston  and  Massachusetts, 
thereby  reducing  employment  opportunities;  and 

Whereas,  Private  utilities  in  New  England  have 
indicated  that  without  massive  rate  increases  they 
will  not  be  able  to  construct  the  new  power  plants 
needed  to  keep  our  economy  going;  and 

Whereas,  Already  projects  for  the  construction 
of  more  than  a  dozen  major  power  plants  across 
the  country  have  been  halted;  and 

Whereas,  It  has  been  estimated  that  the 
initiation  of  public  financing  and  operation  of  new 
power  plants  could  save  Massachusetts  consumers  a 
minimum  of  $200  million  a  year  due  to  the 
economic  advantages  peculiar  to  public  ownership, 
such  as  more  favorable  interest  rates  for  financing, 


no  federal  taxes,  and  no  yearly  dividend  payments 
to  stockholders;  and

additional  9,340  signatures  between  June  4,  1975,

Resolved,  That  the  Boston  City  Council,  in 
meeting  assembled,  does  herein  express  its  support 
for  this  initiative  petition  for  the  institution  of  a 
Massachusetts  Power  Authority  and  public  owner-

APPROVING  PETITION  FOR  SPECIAL  LAW  RE 
RETIREMENT  OF  PATROLMAN  JOHN  J. 
RIZZOTTO 

Coun.  O'NEIL  offered  the  following: 

Ordered,  That  a  petition  to  the  General  Court, 
accompanied  by  a  bill  for  a  special  law  relating  to 
the  City  of  Boston,  to  be  filed  with  an  attested 
copy  of  this  order,  be,  and  hereby  is,  approved 
under  clause  (1)  of  section  8  of  Article  2,  as 
amended,  under  the  Amendments  to  the  Constitu- 
tion of  the  Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts,  to 
the  end  that  legislation  be  enacted  providing 
substantially  as  follows: 

Section  1.  For  the  purpose  of  promoting  the 
public  good  the  Police  Commissioner  of  the  City  of 
Boston,  with  the  approval  of  the  mayor  of  said 
city,  shall  forthwith  retire,  on  an  annual  pension  to 
be  paid  by  said  city  in  monthly  installments,  John 
J.  Rizzotto,  a  patrolman  in  the  Police  Department 
of  said  city,  who  is  totally  incapacitated  as  a  result 
of  injuries  sustained  by  him  when  shot  in  the 
performance  of  his  duty  on  May  11,  1968.  Such 
pension  shall  be  equal  to  the  annual  rate  of  regular 
compensation  which  would  have  been  paid  to  him 
had  he  continued  in  service  in  the  grade  held  by 
him  at  the  time  of  his  retirement. 

Upon  his  death,  leaving  a  widow  surviving  him, 
said  city  shall  pay  to  her,  so  long  as  she  remains 
unmarried,  an  annuity  of  $3,000,  increased  by 
$312  for  each  child  of  said  widow  by  said  John  J. 
Rizzotto  during  such  time  as  such  child  is  under 
eighteen  years  of  age  or  over  said  age  and 
physically  or  mentally  incapacitated  from  earning. 
If  said  widow  remarries,  said  city  shall  pay,  in  lieu 
of  the  aforesaid  annuity  to  her,  an  annuity  of  $520 
to  or  for  the  benefit  of  each  such  child  during  the 
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time  aforesaid.  Upon  his  death  said  city  shall  also 
pay  an  annuity  of  $520  to  the  legal  guardian  of 
each  other  child  of  John  J.  Rizzotto  for  each  such 
other  child  under  eighteen  years  of  age  or  over  said 
age  and  physically  or  mentally  incapacitated  from 
earning. 

Section  2.  Upon  the  retirement  of  said  John  J. 
Rizzotto  under  this  act  the  Boston  Retirement 
Board  shall  forthwith  pay  to  him  all  amounts 
standing  to  his  credit  in  the  annuity  savings  fund  of 
the  State-Boston  Retirement  System. 

Section  3.  The  provisions  of  section  100  of 
chapter  41  of  the  General  Laws  shall  continue  to 
apply  to  said  John  J.  Rizzotto  relative  to  his 
indemnification  by  said  city  for  any  hospital, 
medical,  and  related  expenses  which  may  be 
incurred  by  him  after  the  date  of  his  retirement  as 
a  result  of  the  aforementioned  incapacity.

BICENTENNIAL  COMMISSION  SUBMITS 
PLANS  FOR  RESTORATION  OF  ST. 
AUGUSTINE'"S  CHAPEL  AND  CEMETERY 

Couns.  O'LEARY,  HICKS,  and  O'NEIL,  for  aU 
the  Councillors,  offered  the  following: 


Whereas,  St.  Augustine's  Chapel  and  Cemetery 
in  South  Boston  form  the  oldest  Catholic  cemetery 
in  New  England,  having  been  purchased  by  Bishop 
Cheverus  on  December  9,  1818  (until  this  time 
Catholics  were  buried  in  local  cemeteries  such  as 
Granary,  Copp's  Hill,  or  the  Central  Burying 
Ground  on  Boston  Common);  and 

Whereas,  On  July  4,  1819,  St.  Augustine's 
Chapel,  believed  to  be  the  oldest  Gothic-style 
building  in  New  England,  designed  by  the  famous 
architect  Bulfinch,  was  blessed  by  Bishop  Chev- 
erus; and 

Whereas,  The  first  interment  in  the  chapel  was 
that  of  Father  Matignon,  whose  burial  was  a 
notable  event  of  that  day;  the  remains  of  this 
sainted  priest  were  tenderly  borne  to  their  final 
resting  place,  accompanied  by  a  great  procession  of 
people  and  by  robed  acolytes  with  lighted  candles, 
and  interred  in  the  side  of  St.  Augustine's  Chapel 
altar,  marked  by  a  marble  memorial  slab  fixed  in 
the  wall;  and 

Whereas,  In  the  floor  of  the  chapel,  outside  the 
sanctuary  rail  in  separate  brick  vaults,  suitably 
marked,  lie  the  bodies  of  some  twenty  priests  who, 
during  the  nineteenth  century,  were  very  in- 
fluential in  promoting  the  growth  of  Catholicity  in 
Boston;  and 

Whereas,  During  the  early  1820s,  the  first 
interments  of  note  in  St.  Augustine's  Cemetery 
were  the  original  members  of  the  first  Catholic 
school  in  New  England  (Rev.  John  Thayer  had  sent 
the  Ryan  sisters-Catherine,  Margaret,  and  Mary  - 
together  with  their  widowed  cousin,  Mrs.  Catherine 
Mollineaux,  to  begin  a  Catholic  school  in  Boston, 
and  all  four  became  members  of  the  Ursuline 
Order);  and 

Whereas,  In  1834  the  famous  "convent  burning" 
in  Charlestown  took  place,  tombs  at  the  convent 
chapel  of  the  Ursuline  Sisters  were  torn  open  by 
the  mob,  and  the  bodies  were  exposed  (a  certain 
Sister  St.  Henry  who  survived  the  night  of  the 
convent  fire,  lingered  a  few  weeks  at  the  temporary 
home  of  the  sisters  in  Roxbury,  and  her  death 
occasioned  one  of  the  largest  funerals  ever  seen  in 
Boston;  she  lies  buried  beneath  the  floor  of  St. 
Augustine's  Chapel);  and 

Whereas,  During  the  waves  of  anti-Catholic 
feeling  in  Boston  Bishop  Fitzpatrick  was  accused 
of  maintaining  a  public  nuisance  in  St.  Augustine's 
Cemetery  and  in  1849  he  received  a  summons  from

Whereas,  Restoration  and  renovation  must  be 
achieved  to  include  this  historic  and  religious 
shrine,  a  vital  part  of  Boston's  history,  in  our 
nation's  bicentennial  celebration;  now,  therefore, 
be  it 
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Resolved,  That  the  Boston  Bicentennial  Com- 
mission be  requested  to  appear  before  the  Boston 
City  Council  within  three  weeks  to  detail  their 
plans  for  appropriate  recognition  and  restoration 
for  St.  Augustine's  Chapel  and  Cemetery  in  South 
Boston.

Whereas,  The  citizens  throughout  this  city  know 
full  well  just  what  is  needed  in  their  respective 
areas,  and  are  so  stating  at  these  area  meetings  that 
all  their  needs  are  being  overlooked;  now, 
therefore,  be  it 

Resolved,  That  the  Boston  Redevelopment 
Authority,  ABCD,  Model  Cities,  OIC,  and  all  other 
agencies  throughout  this  city  that  have  benefited 
from  many  federal  grants  from  the  federal 
government  be  entirely  excluded  from  getting  any 
further  monies  from  the  revenue-sharing  funds  that 
will  be  sent  to  this  City  of  Boston.  The  grand  total 
of  the  federal  revenue  sharing  to  this  city,  will 
amount  to  $90,000,000,  and  it  shall  be  distributed 
equally  to  every  section  of  this  city  from  Readville 
to  East  Boston,  the  breakdown  of  the  first 
$30,000,000  to  be  distributed  to  each  and  every 
ward  in  the  city  will  come  to  exactly 
$1,363,635.36.  This  is  the  fair  way  of  equally 
distributing  this  money.

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COMMUNICATION  RE  INTERVENTION  BY 
CORPORATION  COUNSEL  IN  SUIT  RE 
100%  ASSESSMENT 

The  following  was  received : 

City  of  Boston,

To  the  City  Council. 
Dear  Councillors: 

I  have  received  a  copy  of  the  order  passed  by 
your  Honorable  Body  on  November  11,  1974,  in 
which  you  directed  me  to  intervene  on  behalf  of 
the  City  of  Boston  in  the  case  of  Town  of  Sudbury 
v.  Commissioner  of  Corporations  and  Taxation, 
now  awaiting  decision  by  the  Supreme  Judicial 
Court,  having  been  argued  on  November  7,  1974. 1 
have  not  sought  to  intervene  in  the  case  since  its 
commencement  a  year  ago,  because  I  have  never 
thought  it  was  in  the  best  interest  of  the  City  of 
Boston  to  contest  the  relief  sought  for  the 
following  reasons: 

1.  In  that  case  the  Town  of  Sudbury,  its 
selectmen,  and  twelve  of  its  taxable  inhabitants 
seek  to  have  the  State  Tax  Commission  ordered  to 
require  all  assessors  in  the  Commonwealth  to 
comply  more  exactly  with  the  requirements 
contained  in  G.L.  c.  59,  s.  38,  that  they  "make  a 
fair  cash  valuation  of  all  the  estate"  in  their 
respective  cities  and  towns. 

Variations  in  assessing  practice  from  one  city  or 
town  to  another  are  known  to  exist.  Some 
municipalities  have  recently  reassessed  themselves 
and  valued  the  estates  therein  at  nearly  100 
percent  of  sale  price;  others,  such  as  Boston,  have 
never  made  a  comprehensive  revaluation.  As  a 
result,  so  the  theory  of  the  suit  runs,  a  city  such  as 
Boston  has  a  lower  relative  value  than  a  town  such 
as  Sudbury.  Further,  it  is  alleged  that  the  revalued 
municipality  is  penalized,  because  valuation  is  one 
of  the  factors  inversely  considered  in  the  formula 
for  the  distribution  of  state  education  aid.  That  is 
to  say,  a  municipality  with  a  lowar  valuation 
received  relatively  more  state  aid  than  a  munici- 
pality with  a  higher  valuation.  If,  therefore,  the 
relief  sought  by  the  town  of  Sudbury  is  granted 
and  the  equalized  valuation  of  the  City  of  Boston 
is  increased  by  the  State  Tax  Commission  acting 
under  G.L.  c.  58,  s,  9,  the  amount  of  state  aid 
distributea  to  the  City  of  Boston  will  decline  under 
present  legislation. 

You  may  be  sure  that  remedial  legislation  will  be 
sought  as  soon  as  it  becomes  clear  that  such 
legislation  is  necessary  and  what  form  it  should 
take. 

2.  The  issue  of  disproportionate  assessments 
within  a  municipality  has  been  a  subject  of 
widespread  legislation  in  recent  years.  In  each 
successive  case  the  Supreme  Judicial  Court  has 
placed  more  stringent  requirements  on  individual 
municipalities  to  comply  with  law  and  assess 
property  at  its  full  fair  cash  value.  Bettigole  v. 
Assessors  of  Springfield,  343  Mass.  223.  Shoppers 
World,  Inc.,  v.  Board  of  Assessors  of  Framingham, 
348   Mass.    366.   Leto   v.  Board  of  Assessors  of 


Wilmington,  348  Mass.  144.  Coan  v.  Board  of 
Assessors  of  Beverly,  349  Mass.  575.  Sear, 
Roebuck  &  Co.  v.  City  of  Somerville,  1973  Adv. 
Sh.  943. 

During  the  past  year  cases  have  been  sought 
against  the  City  of  Boston  by  individual  taxpayers, 
alleging  that  properties  within  the  city  are 
disproportionately  assessed  and  seeking  to  restrain 
the  city  from  collecting  taxes  therefrom.  Indeed, 
one  such  case  was  heard  in  the  Suffolk  Superior 
Court  this  morning.  Fortunately,  no  one  has  been 
successful  in  obtaining  relief  as  yet.  But  the  very 
pendency  of  such  a  suit  lowers  the  city's  bond 
rating  and,  therefore,  raises  the  cost  of  borrowing 
money,  perhaps  by  as  much  as  $4  million  a  year. 
Furthermore,  relief  may  one  day  be  granted  in 
such  a  suit,  and  the  city  will  then  be  required  by  a 
court  to  revalue  itself  separately,  as  have  many 
other  municipalities.  Worcester,  for  example,  has 
recently  been  required  by  the  Superior  Court  to 
revalue  itself,  and  the  consequences  have  been 
disastrous  to  the  taxpayers  of  that  city. 

In  my  settled  opinion,  therefore,  it  would  be 
contrary  to  the  best  interest  of  this  city  to  argue 
against  state-wide  relief  in  the  Sudbury  case,  even 
if  the  court  permitted  the  city  to  do  so.  On  the 
other  hand,  when  the  time  comes  to  frame  a 
remedy,  it  may  well  be  in  the  interest  of  the  city  to 
be  heard.

Funds  from  said  grant  may  be  used 
for  the  cost  of  conducting  the  election  of  the 
Model  Neighborhood  Board. 
The  report  was  accepted. 

Coun.  IANNELLA  member  of  the  Executive 
Committee,  submitted  the  following  minority 
report: 

1.  Once  again  the  Model  City  Administration 
has  frustrated  the  statutory  powers  and 
prerogatives  of  the  Boston  City  Council  by  failing 
to  submii  an  appropriation  order  for  S888,000 
until  some  time  after  the  beginning  of  the  fiscal 
period  in  which  these  funds  were  spent,  and  after 
contracts  were  made  with  a  number  of 
community-based  organizations  to  actually  expend 
these  funds. 

This  member  has  learned  that  many  of  these 
social  agencies  which  provide  services  to  the 
residents  of  the  Model  City  area  have  been  working 
since  July  1,  1974,  without  compensation.  One 
such  organization  has  reported  that  it  is  in  danger 
of  having  its  telephones  and  electricity  shut  off 
because  of  the  Model  City  Administration's 
inability  to  pay  the  contracted  amount.  The  Model 
City  Administration  entered  into  these  contracts 
prior  to  July  1,  knowing  full  well  that  the 
acceptance  of  these  federal  funds  had  not  been 
submitted  to  the  Mayor  and  City  Council.  The 
neighborhood  organizations  have  been  providing 
services  in  good  faith,  and  the  City  Council  is  in  a 
position  where  it  is  literally  forced  to  approve 
these  contracts  post  hoc  by  approving  the  within 
order. 

2.  This  member  is  of  the  opinion  that  many  of 
the  contracts  signed  with  social  agencies  will 
indeed  provide  services  to  the  citizens  of  the  Model 
City  area.  There  are  certain  other  contracts  which 
this  member  feels  are  more  dubious  and  may  not 
result  in  worth-while  services  because  of  agency 
duplication  and  the  fact  that  services  provided  are 
not  those  which  are  among  the  higher  priority 
items  for  MCA  residents. 


3.  This  member  is  of  the  opinion  that  if  the 
City  Council  should  pass  Docket  2179,  the 
5888,000  provided  by  this  order  will  purchase 
some  $200,000  to  $300,000  worth  of  services  to 
the  community,  and  much  of  the  rest  of  the 
money  will  be  spent  as  federal  funds  have  been  in 
the  past. 

4.  Further,  should  the  within  order  be 
approved,  the  Model  City  Administration  will 
continue  to  squander  its  funds  on  such  things  as 
out-of-state  travel,  car  rentals,  magazine 
subscriptions  for  the  Model  City  Administrator, 
and  tuition  for  esoteric  courses  taken  in  area 
universities  and  colleges.  In  addition,  this  member 
can  predict  that  should  these  funds  be  approved, 
they  will  continue  to  support  patronage  employees 
of  the  Mayor  who  travel  about  the  country  in 
search  of  his  political  advancement,  instead  of 
satisfying  the  broad  aims  of  the  original  Model 
Cities  legislation.  Much  of  the  money  that  the 
Council  approves  today  will,  if  the  present  pattern 
continues,  be  spent  by  the  man  described  as  Mayor 
White's  "national  political  coordinator"  on  hotel 
bills,  taxis,  food,  and  practically  anything  that  fails 
to  support  our  urban  poor. 

While  problems  of  high  unemployment,  urban 
crime,  housing  abandonment,  and  dirty  streets 
plague  the  Model  City  residents,  the  Administrator 
wiT,  if  he  continues  his  present  course,  renew  again 
his  subscriptions  to  U.  S.  News  &  World  Reports, 
Newsweek,  Time,  Fortune,  New  Republic, 
Daedalus,  New  York  Review  of  Books,  Ebony,  and 
Commentary.  His  employees  will  take,  and  charge 
off  to  the  money  provided  for  the  poor,  courses  in 
American  history,  in  education,  and  in 
architecture. 

The  Mayor's  staff  will  no  doubt  continue  their 
frequent  out-of-state  trips,  staying  at  the  better 
hotels,  taxiing  from  place  to  place,  and  visiting  the 
sights,  spending  in  excess  of  $25,000. 

The  Mayor's  lobbyist  will  no  doubt  continue  his 
practice  of  purchasing  books  at  the  Harvard  Coop 
and  charging  the  same  to  the  Model  City's  funds. 
This  member  reports  that  while  Boston's  poor  are 
living  in  abject  poverty,  over  $1,000  of  these 
federal  funds  was  committed  to  weekend  trips  to 
ski  resorts  in  Jeffersonville,  Vermont,  and 
Kingfield.  Maine. 

While  this  member  does  not  wish  to  leave  the 
impression  that  the  Model  City  Administration  is 
the  only  agency  that  is  misspending  federal  funds, 
he  wishes  to  note  that  the  Model  City 
Administration  has  led  the  rest,  with  junkets  not 
only  to  Washington  and  New  York,  but  to  Dallas, 
Hawaii,  Puerto  Rico,  Indianapolis.  Baltimore, 
Tallahassee,  and  Atlanta,  It  is  also  to  be  noted  that 
the  Model  City  Administrator  has  used  these 
federal  funds  for  political  activity  both  within  and 
outside  of  Model  City  area,  in  apparent 
contravention  of  the  Hatch  Act.  This  member 
notes  that  the  Model  City  Administration  entered 
into  contracts  with  city  employees  in  apparent 
violation  of  the  conflict-of-interest  laws.  This 
member  notes  that  the  Model  City  Administration 
has  continually  employed  outside  legal  assistance 
to    conduct    title    searches,   an   activity   regularly 
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conducted  by  other  departments  of  the  city  at 
much  less  cost  to  the  taxpayers.  The  Model  City 
Administration  hired  an  individual  to  pose  as  an 
interested  citizen  in  attempting  to  lobby  the  City 
Council  in  approving  legislation  vital  to  the  Mayor. 

5.  This  member  notes  with  some  sadness  that 
the  great  aims  of  the  Model  City  legislation  will 
never  be  realized  largely  because  of  the 
bureaucratic  inefficiency  and  waste  practiced  by 
the  Model  City  Administrator. 

The  nearly  540,000,000  that  has  been  spent  in 
Boston  over  the  past  six  years  has  resulted  in  little 
of  permanent  value.  The  Model  City 
Administration's  adult  education  program,  which 
provides  training  towards  a  high-school-equivalency 
diploma  is  an  absolute  duplication  of  the  Boston 
School  Committee's  programs,  but  operates  at  a 
cost  per  pupil  higher  than  the  tuitions  at  most  of 
the  Boston  area  private  universities. 

Similarly,  the  health  clinics,  while  bringing  some 
important  services  to  Model  City  residents,  are 
operating  at  a  cost  level  more  reminiscent  of 
European  health  spas  than  of  neighborhood  health 
centers. 

6.  This  member  is  of  the  opinion  that  had  the 
Model  City  Administrator  given  his  full  attention 
to  the  conduct  of  his  program,  and  had  he  resisted 
the  political  interference  of  the  present 
administration,  the  underprivileged  of  the  Model 
City  area  would  have  received  more  of  the  benefits 
of  these  federal  funds. 

Had  he  done  so,  and  had  the  money  been  spent 
as  Congress  envisioned  when  this  program  was 
established,  this  member  would  not  only  vote  to 
accept  these  funds,  but  would  champion  this  order. 
Since  this  has  not  taken  place,  this  member  can 
only  conclude  that  the  funds  committed  to  this 
program  have  been  wasted,  and  that  the  Model 
Cities  Program  has  been  a  dismal  failure.

Section  2.  For  the  purpose  of  this  ordinance  the 
department  shall  staff  and  equip  a  center  which 
shall  provide,  free  of  cost,  examinations  to  women 
employees  by  qualified  persons  for  the  early 
detection  of  cancer. 

Section  3.  Anything  in  section  3  of  chapter  1  of 
the  Revised  Ordinances  of  1961  to  the  contrary 
notwithstanding,  this  ordinance  shall  be  published 
by  the  action  of  the  City  Council  in  passing  the 
same.

CONSUMER  AFFAIRS  COUNCIL  TO  HOLD 
HEARINGS  RE  FUEL  SURCHARGE  AND 
RATE  SYSTEMS  OF  ELECTRIC  POWER 
COMPANIES 

Couns.  HICKS,  O'LEARY,  and  O'NEIL  offered 
the  following: 

Whereas,  Millions  of  dollars  have  been  spent  by 
electric  companies  in  promotional  advertising 
heralding  electric  heat  as  comparable  to  or  better 
than  other  heating  systems;  and 

Whereas,  Homes  heated  by  electricity  were 
claimed  to  be  quieter,  more  efficient,  and  superior 
to  those  heated  by  oil,  gas,  and  coal;  and 

Whereas,  Consumers  by  the  thousands  were 
influenced  by  these  highly  effective  electric 
company  advertisements  and  subsequently  in- 
troduced costly  new  systems  into  their  homes;  and 

Whereas,  The  rates  for  electric  power  have 
continuously  risen  over  the  past  twelve  months  at 
the  staggering  rate  of  300  percent,  and  these  rates 
have  been  represented  on  bills  to  consumers  as  fuel 
adjustment  costs;  and 

Whereas,  Little  effort  has  been  made  l?y  electric 
power  companies  to  provide  a  breakdown  of  thess 
charges;  and 

Whereas,  In  this  era  of  high  consumer  costs  it 
has  been  necessary  for  consumers  to  devote 
increasingly  larger  percentages  of  their  budgets  for 
the  payment  of  this  necessary  mainstay;  now, 
therefore,  be  it 

Resolved,  That  the  Boston  City  Council  urges 
his  Honor  the  Mayor,  through  the  Consumer 
Affairs  Council,  to  schedule  hearings  at.  once  to 
provide  consumers  with  a  reasonable  and  detailed 
explanation  of  the  so-called  fuel  surcharge  and  the 
rate  systems  of  electric  power  companies  so  that 


the  citizens  of  Boston  will  be  able  to  justify  their 
greater  expenditure  for  electric  services.

Whereas,  Judge  W.  Arthur  Garrity  has  ordered 
the  Boston  public  schools  in  September,  1975,  to 
be  embroiled  in  a  forced  busing  program  which  will 
force  24,000  Boston  public  school  students  to  be 
forcibly  bused  from  their  neighborhoods;  and 

Whereas,  There  is  fear  that  Boston  will 
experience  the  plight  of  other  great  cities  when  a 
forcible  busing  program  starts  a  mass  exodus  from 
the  city;  and 

Whereas,  President  Ford  has  consistently  op- 
posed forced  busing  to  achieve  racial  balance  as  a 
solution  to  quality  education;  and 

Whereas,  The  Boston  Teachers  Union  has 
requested  that  President  Ford  make  a  national 
commitment  to  revitalize  America's  cities,  using 
Boston  as  a  pilot  program;  now.  therefore,  be  it 

Resolved,  That  the  Boston  City  Council  urges 
President  Ford  as  a  first  step  toward  revitalization 
of  the  City  of  Boston  to  initiate  and  support  a 
constitutional  amendment  which  would  prohibit 
forced  busing  to  achieve  racial  balance. 

On  motion  of  Councillor  Hicks  the  rules  were 
suspended;  the  resolution  was  adopted. 

SUPPORTING  ADDITIONAL  FUNDING  FOR 
INCREASING  CUSTODIAL  STAFF  IN 
BOSTON  PUBLIC  SCHOOLS 

Couns.  HICKS,  O'LEARY,  and  O'NEIL  offered 
the  following: 

Whereas,  A  study  analyzing  school  maintenance 
work  has  been  completed  and  found  that  560 
custodians  handle  the  custodial  workload  in  200 
school  buildings;  and 

Whereas,  The  custodial  staff  in  the  Boston 
public  schools  has  been  reduced  in  recent  years 
even  though  the  number  of  Boston  public  schools 
has  risen,  and  more  schools  are  scheduled  to  be 
opened  next  September  with  no  new  custodians 
designated  to  be  hired;  and 

Whereas,  Each  custodian  is  responsible  for 
24,000  square  feet  of  school  buildings  in  Boston  in 
comparison  with  other  systems  which  average 
15,000  square  feet  per  custodian;  and 

Whereas,  Boston  spends  about  50  cents  in 
custodial  salaries  for  every  square  foot  of  school 
building  space,  and  schools  in  other  communities 
spend  up  to  15  cents  more  for  custodial  services; 
and 

Whereas,  Boston  public  school  custodians  along 
with  their  routine  work  must  meet  dozens  of  little 
emergencies  that  demand  immediate  attention;  and 
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Whereas,  English  High  School  and  other  new 
schools  also  have  an  added  problem  with  carpeting 
on  much  of  the  school's  floors  requiring 
shampooing;  and 

Whereas,  An  expansion  in  the  custodial  force  has 
been  refused  funding  since  1972,  leaving  the 
Boston  put  he  schools  with  a  skeletonized  custodial 
crew;  now,  therefore,  be  it 

Resolved,  That  the  Boston  City  Council, 
recognizing  the  understaffing  of  the  present 
custodial  staff  in  the  Boston  public  schools, 
supports  additional  funding  for  the  increase  in 
staffing;  and  be  it  further 

Resolved,  That  the  Boston  City  Council  does 
not  support  the  contracting  of  professional 
custodial  firms  to  cover  school  maintenance  work. 

On  motion  of  Councillor  Hicks  the  rules  were 
suspended;  the  resolution  was  adopted.

For  the  purpose  of  promoting  the 
public  good  the  Police  Commissioner  of  the  City  of 
Boston,  with  the  approval  of  the  Mayor  of  said 
city,  shall  forthwith  retire,  on  an  annual  pension  to 
be  paid  by  said  city  in  monthly  installments, 
Edmund  J.  Rautenberg,  a  patrolman  in  the -Police 
Department  of  said  city,  who  is  totally  in- 
capacitated as  a  result  of  injuries  sustained  by  him 
when  shot  in  the  performance  of  his  duty  on 
January  22,  1974.  Such  pension  shall  be  equal  to 
the  annual  rate  of  regular  compensation  which 
would  have  been  paid  to  him  had  he  continued  in 
service  in  the  grade  held  by  him  at  the  time  of  his 
retirement. 

Upon  his  death,  leaving  a  widow  surviving  him, 
said  city  shall  pay  her,  so  long  as  she  remains 
unmarried,  an  annuity  of  $3,000,  increased  by 
$312  for  each  child  of  said  widow  by  said  Edmund 
J.  Rautenberg  during  such  time  as  such  child  is 
under  eighteen  years  of  age,  or  over  said  age  and 
physically  or  mentally  incapacitated  from  earning. 
If  said  widow  remarries,  said  city  shall  pay,  in  lieu 
of  the  aforesaid  annuity  to  her,  an  annuity  of  $520 
to  or  for  the  benefit  of  each  such  child  during  the 
time  aforesaid.  Upon  his  death  said  city  shall  also 
pay  an  annuity  of  $520  to  the  legal  guardian  of 
each  other  child  of  Edmund  J.  Rautenberg  for  each 
such  other  child  under  eighteen  years  of  age,  or 
over  said  age  and  physically  or  mentally  in- 
capacitated for  earning. 

Section  2.  Upon  the  retirement  of  said  Edmund 
J.  Rautenberg  under  this  act  the  Boston  Retire- 


ment Board  shall  forthwith  pay  to  him  all  amounts 
standing  to  his  credit  in  the  annuity  savings  fund  of 
the  State-Boston  Retirement  System. 

Section  3.  The  provisions  of  section  100  of 
chapter  41  of  the  General  Laws  shall  continue  to 
apply  to  said  Edmund  J.  Rautenberg  relative  to  his 
indemnification  by  said  city  for  any  hospital, 
medical,  and  related  expenses  which  may  be 
incurred  by  him  after  the  date  of  his  retirement  as 
a  result  of  the  aforementioned  incapacity.

Regulation  6.2.1 ;  and 

Whereas,  Several  epidemiologic  studies  con- 
ducted during  the  development  of  the  national 
standards  ascertained  there  were  significant  health 
effects  from  extended  exposure  to  particulate 
matter  in  excess  of  the  primary  standards;  now, 
therefore,  be  it 

Resolved,  That  the  Boston  City  Council,  in

One  order  designates  such  counsel  as  special 
municipal  employees  for  purposes  of  the  conflict 
of  interest  law  (G.  L.  c.  268A),  since  any  firm 
competent  to  handle  this  complex  matter  is  likely 
to  have  other  unrelated  business  involving  the  city. 

The  second  would  allow  the  city  to  make  what

This  is 
necessary  because  of  the  need  for  that  firm  in  turn 
to  expend  funds  prior  to  work  being  done.

AUTHORIZING  COLLECTOR-TREASURER  TO 
ACCEPT  FEDERAL  AND  STATE  GRANTS 
OF  $2,809,623  TO  BE  EXPENDED  BY 
VARIOUS  CITY  AND  COUNTY  DEPART- 
MENTS FOR  IMPROVING  LOCAL  CRIM- 
INAL JUSTICE  SYSTEM 

The  following  was  received:

Councillors: 

Under  the  provisions  of  sections  203(c),  301, 
303,  and  304  of  the  federal  Omnibus  Crime 
Control  and  Safe  Streets  Acts  of  1968  (P.L. 
90—351),  as  amended  by  the  Crime  Control  Acts 
of  1970  (P.L.  91-644)  and  1973  (P.L.  93-83), 
the  City  of  Boston  has  been  awarded  grants 
aggregating  $2,653,757  by  the  federal  Law 
Enforcement  Assistance  Administration.  In  ad- 
dition, the  City  of  Boston  has  been  awarded 
$155,866  by  the  Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts 
Committee  on  Criminal  Justice  from  state 
revenues,  resulting  in  a  combined  total  of 
$2,809,623  in  support  for  a  variety  of  efforts 
aimed  at  reducing  crime  and  improving  the 
effectiveness  of  the  local  criminal  justice  system.  A 
brief  description  of  these  grants  follows: 

a.   $452,345  to    implement    a     series    of 

innovative  programs  focusing  on  crime  prevention 
techniques  involving  the  community;  to  improve 
the    data    processing   and    communications   capa- 
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bilities  within  the  Police  Department  for  the 
purpose  of  providing  the  police  officer  on  the 
street  the  necessary  resources  for  obtaining 
information  on  potential  suspects  and  better 
contact  with  the  central  police  communications 
system;  to  continue  a  series  of  modular  recruit  and 
in-service  training  programs  and  to  continue  the 
ongoing  effort  of  providing  line  personnel  with 
necessary  technical  and  planning  assistance. 

b.  $599,902  —  to  continue  to  provide  institu- 
tional and  noninstitutional  services  to  detainees  at 
Charles  Street  Jail  and  convicted  offenders  at  the 
House  of  Correction. 

c.  $632,915  -  to  continue  to  implement  a 
comprehensive  juvenile  advocacy  program  con- 
sisting of  outreach  and  diversion,  schools  and  crisis 
intervention,  and  technical  assistance  components. 

d.  $401,313  -  to  continue  to  implement 
programs  in  neighborhoods  with  demonstrably  high 
crime  rates,  in  order  to  help  combine  community 
efforts  with  law  enforcement  techniques. 

e.  $26,700  -  to  continue  the  development  of  a 
probation  project  aimed  at  more  effective  delivery 
of  services  by  existing  district  court  probation 
personnel. 

f.  $75,055  -  to  continue  to  conduct  a 
Drug-Screening  Board  in  the  Roxbury  District 
Court  to  divert  drug  offenders  into  treatment 
programs. 

g.  $22,693  -  to  further  the  development  of  a 
core  staff  of  legal  and  management  assistants  to  the 
Chief  Justice  of  the  Boston  Municipal  Court  so  as 
to  enable  him  to  improve  the  operation  of  the 
court. 

h.  $224,900  -  to  continue  support  of  the 
efforts  of  the  District  Attorney  of  Suffolk  County 
in  developing  and  maintaining  an  effective 
prosecutorial  capability  at  the  district  court  level. 

i.  $50,800  -  to  assist  the  District  Attorney  of 
Suffolk  County  in  his  efforts  to  improve 
case-screening  procedures  and  to  improve  the 
treatment  of  victims  and  witnesses  during  the 
course  of  prosecution. 

j.  $323,000  ■-  to  continue  the  coordinated 
response  to  criminal  justice  system  problems 
through  the  function  of  the  local  criminal  justice 
planning  agency. 

The  funds  submitted  herewith  represent  the 
bulk  of  the  1975  federal  and  state  grants  to  the 
City  of  Boston  for  improvement  of  our  public 
safety  and  criminal  justice  program.

I  also  intend  to  respond  to  the  issues  raised 
by  the  Executive  Committee  minority  report  of 
Councillor  Christopher  lannella  on  which  that 
order  stands. 

I  have  not  been  asked  to  respond  publicly  to  the 
allegations  when  the  Council  votes  December  2  on 
the  order  to  approve  or  disapprove  a  $888,000 
federal  grant  for  the  Model  City  program.  Equity 
demands,  however,  that  the  Council  and  the  public 
have  the  full  facts  before  them.  I  respectfully  ask 
that  this  letter  be  read  aloud  and  made  part  of  the 
public  record  at  the  Council's  December  2  meeting. 

As  regards  full  financial  information,  the  Model 
City  Administration  has  since  1969  provided  the 
City  Council  with  current  and  complete  financial 
and  programmatic  information.  The  documents 
provided  on  annual,  semiannual,  and  quarterly 
bases  are: 

A.  An  outside  fiscal  audit  for  each  year  of 
operation. 

B.  An  annual  report  for  each  year  of 
operation,  including  full  expenditure  informa- 
tion for  Model  City  activity. 

C.  A  quarterly  report  for  each  three-month 
period  of  operation,  including  programmatic 
detail  and  full  expenditure  information. 

D.  Annual  and  semiannual  budgets  for  each 
Model  City  activity  for  City  Council  review  and 
approval. 

E.  Specific  responses  to  requests  for  infor- 
mation under  section  17F  of  chapter  452  of  the 
Acts  of  1948,  as  amended. 

Beside  these  documents,  I  am  now  submitting 
additional  fiscal  information  on  Model  City  travel 
costs  and  contracts.  The  contract  listing  designates 
the  basis  on  which  each  contract  was  selected  - 
under  the  competitive  bidding  procedure;  by 
neighborhood  residents  through  the  Model  Neigh- 
borhood Board;  or  as  the  sole  city  agency 
designated  to  carry  out  such  activities. 

In  addition  to  providing  the  documents  listed 
above,  the  Model  City  Administration  has  honored 
each  informal  request  for  information  by  indi- 
vidual Councillors.  I  have  come  before  the  City 
Council  on  each  occasion  requested,  and  have 
made  available  key  staff  to  answer  questions  that 
could  not  be  anticipated.  Each  Model  City  budget 
has  been  approved  in  every  detail  by  the  Council 
before  the  budget  is  ever  submitted  for  federal 
review.  The  City  Council  has  been  provided  the 
results  of  the  outside  audits  of  the  Model  City 
program  done  each  year.  The  results  show  a  near 
perfect  record. 

The  Model  City  Administration  has  provided 
more  and  better  information  about  its  fiscal  and 
programmatic  operations  than  any  other  city 
agency.   It  has  undergone   more  intense  scrutiny 
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than  any  other  agency  would  be  subjected  to  or 
allow. 

As  reeards  the  issues  contained  in  the  minority 
report  of  Councillor  lannella,  I  intend  to  reply  in  an 

•orderly  and  complete  fashion.  I  will  take  up  each 
allegation  in  turn.  I  shall  not  take  the  public's  time 
in  responding  to  the  report's  intimations  and 
innuendoes,  for  they  do  net  touch  upon  fact.  The 
facts  speak  for  themselves,  and  it  is  my  intention 
to  lay  these  facts  before  the  public  -  dispas- 
sionately and  without  reference  to  personal 
feelings. 
City  Council  Approval  of  $888,000  Federal  Grant 

The  answer  to  the  allegation  of  bypassing  the 
City  Council  is  simple.  It  has  not  been  done.  No 
contracts  have  been  signed  against  the  $888,000 
federal  grant  now  before  the  City  Council.  The 
City  Council  has  been  hearing  from  community 
agencies  because  the  agencies  are  depending  on 
these  funds.  Community  agencies  have  had  Model 
City  funds  available  to  them  for  six  years  and  they 
are  living  in  anticipation  of  Council  approval  of  the 
$888,000  so  they  can  continue  their  programs.  The 
community  agencies  realize  the  $888,000  is 
reserved;  they  assume  it  should  become  available  in 
ordej  to  continue  their  programs.  If  they  made  any 
other  assumption  they  might  as  well  close  their 
doors.  And  if  the  $888,000  is  not  approved  these 
community  agencies  will  have  to  close  their  doors 
because  their  programs  will  stop  and  the  service 
that  now  helps  over  50,000  persons  each  year  will 
die  away. 
Service  Priorities 

Every  dollar  spent  for  services  by  the  Model  City 
Administration  is  the  result  of  decisions  made  by 
residents  of  the  Model  Neighborhood  Area  and 
articulated  to  the  city  by  the  Model  Neighborhood 
Board.  Priorities,  services,  programs,  contracts  -  all 
are  approved  by  residents  in  biweekly  community 
meetings  and  forwarded  to  the  Model  Neighbor- 
hood Board  for  formal  submission  to  the  Model 
City  Administration. 
Developing  Human  and  Agency  Capacity 

The  minority  report  alleges  misspending  of 
funds  to  train  and  develop  Model  City  staff.  The 
general  answer  is  that  no  fault  was  found  in  the  use 
of  funds  for  such  purposes  in  any  of  the  annual 
audits  done  of  the  Model  City  program.  In  fact,  the 
Department  of  Housing  and  Urban  Development 
has  imposed  on  each  Model  City  program,  under 
CDA  Letter  No.  11,  the  absolute  requirement  to 
hire  resident  staff  and  provide  the  needed  training, 
education,  and  assistance  for  professional  advance- 
ment. The  Model  City  Administration  is  fully 
committed  to  train  and  educate  its  staff.  Review  of 
the  appropriate  federal  policy  guidelines  will  show 
that  achievement  of  that  goal  is  a  central  purpose 
of  the  national  Model  City  program.  Attached  to 
this  letter  is  a  brief  review  of  CDA  Letter  No.  1 1 
and  the  plans  approved  by  City  Council  to 
implement  it. 

A  major  part  of  this  effort  is  represented  by  the 
Model  City  educational  policy.  Since  1969  the 
Model  City  Administration  has  been  hiring 
community    members    and   providing  support    to 


assist  them  in  gaining  high  school  and  college 
degrees.  Their  courses  are  determined  by  the 
degree  programs  dictated  by  the  colleges  they 
attend.  The  policy  has  been  fully  detailed  in  each 
annual  plan  submitted  to  the  City  Council  and  to 
DHUD.  The  Boston  School  Committee  fully 
approved  our  adult  education  project,  incorpor- 
ating it  as  a  component  of  the  School  Depart- 
ment's adult  education  program.  Finally,  perhaps 
one  single  fact  illuminates  the  Model  City 
education  policy  best.  The  fact  is  that  we  have 
provided  assistance  for  college  scholarships  to  over 
12,000  youngsters  in  the  Model  Neighborhood. 

Title  Searches 

The  major  class  of  title  search  carried  out  by 
independent  counsel  are  in  support  of  the  Federal 
312  Loan  Program.  Reliance  on  independent 
counsel  is  standard  and  encouraged  within  program 
guidelines,  as  evidenced  by  the  practices  of  the 
Boston  Redevelopment  Authority  and  the  Housing 
Inspection  Department.  The  other  class  of 
independent  title  search  involving  the  Model  City 
program  is  related  to  Family  Life  Center 
construction.  The  title  searches  are  contracted 
directly  by  the  Public  Facilities  Department,  as  per 
the  department's  standard  practice. 
Community  Services 

The  minority  report  speaks  disparagingly  of  the 
service  to  the  community  offered  by  the  Model 
City  program.  The  statements  toss  aside  the  real 
aid  offered  to  real  people,  particularly  in  the  health 
area.  Standards  of  confidentiality  do  not  allow  me 
to  list,  without  specific  permission  of  the  persons 
involved,  the  details  of  how  such  aid  has  been  given 
and  to  what  end;  how  families  who  previously 
could  not  afford  health  care  have  been  given  access 
to  it;  the  way  in  which  health  care  has  made  the 
difference  in  job  and  school  performance;  how 
lives  and  minds  nave  been  saved  from  damage 
through  lead  paint  screening.  If  the  Council  wishes 
I  can  present  such  histories  after  obtaining  the 
necessary  releases,  but  at  present  I  can  only  speak 
in  general  terms  about  the  Model  City  health 
program. 

It  was  conceived  as  a  solution  to  the  lack  of 
private  physicians  and  medical  facilities  within  the 
Model  Neighborhood  area.  Three  community-based 
health  care  centers  were  created  -  Charles  Drew 
Family  Life  Center  in  Dorchester,  Brookside  Park 
Family  Life  Center  in  Jamaica  Plain,  and  Mary 
Eliza  Mahoney  Family  Life  Center  (now  merged 
with  the  Dimock  Community  Health  Center)  in 
Roxbury.  Each  Family  Life  Center  provides  dental 
care,  mental  health  services,  speech,  hearing,  and 
language  services,  X-ray,  eye  care,  alcoholism,  and 
social  services.  Services  are  provided  to  more  than 
60,000  persons. 

The  uniqueness  and  effectiveness  of  the  health 
program  are  the  result  of  several  carefully  planned 
and  executed  factors. 

1.  The  services  are  comprehensive.  Adult 
medicine,  pediatrics,  obstetrics,  gynecology, 
family  planning,  eye  care,  speech  and  hearing 
therapy,  dental  care,  laboratory  and  X-ray 
services,  mental  health,  and  social  services  are 
there  as  clients  need  them. 
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2.  The  services  are  coordinated.  All  of  the 
components  are  provided  at  the  Family  Life 
Centers  and  are  coordinated  under  one 
administrative  structure.  Information  is  con- 
stantly exchanged  between  the  components.  A 
family  seeking  one  service  will  be  exposed  to 
the  availability  of  other  services.  Many  persons 
require  the  services  of  more  than  one 
component  to  solve  their  problems. 

3.  The  service  is  provided  within  the 
community.  The  residents  of  the  community 
can  take  pride  in  their  center.  They  can  receive 
the  offered  services  within  their  neighborhood; 
there  is  no  need  to  travel  great  lengths  to  a 
hospital  and  wait  two  or  three  hours  in  an 
emergency  room.  Elected  residents  of  the 
community  as  members  of  the  board  of 
directors  participate  in  the  selection  of  staff, 
designation  of  service  priorities,  and  determina- 
tion of  policy  issues. 

Any  person  seeking  services  at  a  center  first 
meets  with  an  employee  of  the  social  service 
component,  who  explains  all  of  the  center's 
services  and  enrolls  the  applicant  at  the  center. 
If  the  problem  is  of  a  medical  nature  the 
applicant  is  referred  directly  to  the  medical 
units.  If  the  problem  concerns  housing, 
education,  employment,  law,  or  finances  the 
employee  either  assumes  responsibility  for  the 
case  or  refers  the  applicant  to  an  appropriate 
city  agency,  maintaining,  however,  an  advocacy 
position  on  behalf  of  the  applicant. 

Most  persons  using  the  center  utilize  more 
than  one  service  offered.  A  patient  seeking 
medical  services  will  probably  utilize  the  dental 
services  and  eye  care  component.  The  patient 
may  also  seek  counseling  for  family  problems 
such  as  parent-child  conflict,  marital  conflict, 
housing  and/or  financial  problems. 

The  Family  Life  Center  attempts  to  serve  the 

family  as  well  as  the  individual.  All  members  of 

a  family  are  urged  to  enroll  at  the.  Center.  The 

full  range  of  services  can  then  be  provided  to 

the  family,  i.e.,  adult  medicine  for  the  adults, 

pediatrics  for  the  children,  obs/gyn  for  female 

members,  dental  care  for  parents  and  children. 

An  area  about  which  I  can  speak  in  detail  is  the 

service     offered     to     residents    with    emergency 

housing  problems.  What  is  done  in  this  area  is  a 

matter  of  public  record. 

A.  A  widower  and  his  eleven  children.  The 
homeowner  had  a  plumbing  problem  so  severe 
that  it  was  almost  impossible  to  use  the 
bathroom  facilities.  The  wiring  in  this  home 
was  outdated,  so  much  so  that  there  were 
electrical  extension  cords  running  throughout 
the  house  to  aid  in  lighting  various  rooms, 
thereby  creating  fire  hazards. 

With  the  assistance  of  a  S4,300  emergency 
housing  rehabilitation  grant  the  family  now  has 
bathroom  facilities  that  are  in  good  working 
order  and  is  able  to  light  its  home  without  the 
use  of  extension  cords.  Thus  this  family  is  able 
to  remain  together  in  its  own  home. 


B.  A  senior  citizen  who  is  a  Social  Security 
recipient,  a  life-long  resident  of  the  area,  born 
in  this  house,  living  alone  on  the  third  floor. 
Her  plumbing  problem  was  so  severe  that  she 
did  not  have  running  water  in  her  kitchen  or 
bathroom.  She  had  to  go  to  the  cellar  and  draw 
water  from  the  water  main  shutoff  and  carry 
buckets  of  water  up  to  the  third  floor  so  as  to 
have  fresh  water  for  her  needs. 

Although  this  situation  was  about  as  much  as 
anyone  could  stand,  she  also  had  problems  with 
the  wiring  in  her  home,  and  a  leaky  roof.  She 
used  her  gas  stove  to  heat  the  kitchen  and 
illegal  space  heaters  to  heat  the  other  rooms. 

With  the  assistance  of  a  S7,500  emergency 
housing  rehabilitation  grant,  she  no  longer  has 
to  carry  buckets  of  water  to  the  third  floor  and 
use  the  stove  and  space  heaters  to  heat  her 
apartment.  The  roof  is  leak-free  and  the 
electrical  system  is  safe.  Because  of  her 
economic  status,  there  was  no  possibility  for 
help  available  to  this  homeowner  except  the 
Model  City  program. 
Travel 

Agency  travel  fulfills  a  programmatic  function  — 
the  interchange  cf  ideas  and  facts  necessary  to  run 
and  improve  the  Model  City  program.  The  City 
Council  has  approved  each  Model  City  travel 
budget.  The  City  Auditor  approves  each  trip  based 
on  an  approved  budget  and  documentation  of  the 
trip's  relevance  to  program  activities.  No  travel 
expenses  have  been  disallowed  in  annual  outside 
audits  of  the  Model  City  program. 

I  have  attached  to  this  letter  a  listing  of  travel 
expenditures  for  City  Council  review.  I  will  be 
happy  to  document  the  validity  and  relevance  of 
every  trip  approved  by  me  and  taken  by  Model 
City  staff.  As  examples  I  will  review  the 
circumstances  and  purposes  of  three  trips  I  have 
made  -  two  to  Puerto  Rico  and  one  to  Hawaii. 
March  11  —  14,  1970,  a  meeting  of  all  eastern  Model 
City  administrators  was  held  in  Puerto  Rico; 
attendance  was  obligatory  and  specifically  auth- 
orized by  DHUD  Undersecretary  Floyd  Hyde.  The 
purpose  of  the  meeting  was  for  instruction  by 
DHUD  on  Model  City  plans  and  policies.  December 
2-6, 1973,  a  National  League  of  Cities  meeting  was 
held  in  Puerto  Rico  at  which  DHUD  made 
presentations  on  the  future  of  the  Model  City 
program  under  Community  Development  Revenue 
Sharing;  each  Mayor  was  asked  to  bring  his  Model 
City  and/or  Human  Services  director.  November  26 
-  December  1,  1971,  a  National  League  of  Cities 
meeting  was  held  in  Hawaii,  with  over  1,800 
government  units  represented.  I  attended  to 
present  a  paper  to  the  League's  Urban  Affairs 
Committee.  Attendance  at  all  three  meetings  was 
required  and  essential  for  adequate  performance  of 
my  responsibilities  as  Model  City  Administrator. 

The  Model  City  Administration  has  had  a  letter 
of  agreement  with  the  Mayor's  planning  and  policy 
analysis  staff.  As  in  all  Model  City  letter 
agreements  and  contracts,  funds  are  allocated  to 
line  items,  the  City  Auditor  approves  expenditures 
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against  the  line  items,  and  complete  financial 
transactions  are  audited  annually.  The  Mayor's 
staff  letter  agreement  has  contained  allocations  for 
magazine  subscriptions  and  travel.  It  seems 
appropriate  to  me  for  a  policy  and  planning  staff 
to  attempt  to  stay  abreast  of  national  policy 
development  and  events.  Until  November,  1973, 
travel  requests  under  the  letter  agreement  were 
approved  at  City  Hall.  When  Mr.  Walter  Merrill 
became  the  City  Auditor  last  year,  he  requested 
that  I  personally  approve  each  travel  request.  I 
have  done  so.  At  no  time  have  I  approved  any  trip 
to  Jeffersonville,  Vermont,  or  Kingfield,  Maine,  or 
to  a  ski  resort.  None  of  my  staff  has  been  approved 
to  go  to  such  a  place.  I  have  also  checked  with  Mr. 
James  Young,  City  Treasurer,  who  stated  that  no 
requests,  charges,  or  reimbursements  for  travel  to 
either  location  or  for  books  at  the  Harvard  Coop 
have  been  made  by  the  Mayor's  staff. 

I  can  state  with  an  absolute  assurance  that  I 
command  the  facts  that  Model  City  services  reach 
and  help  the  people  they  are  intended  for.  I  have 
this  assurance  because  I  know  what  these  services 
have  done.  1  also  see  the  worth  of  our  services 
reflected  back  from  the  community.  I  see  it 
reflected  in  the  citizen  support  we  have  received 
before  the  City  Council  over  the  last  six  years  and  I 
have  heard  recently  in  the  voicing  of  the  resident 
opinion  at  local  community  development  meetings 
that  the  Model  City  program  is  effective  and 
needed.

Model  City  Out-of-State  Travel  Policy 
1.  Agency  Employees 

Every  city  employee  is  required  to  submit  a 
letter  to  the  Mayor  (one  original  and  six  copies) 
requesting    authorization    to    leave    the    city    in 


advance  of  the  anticipated  date  of  travel.  The  letter 
contains  the  following  information  and  requires 
the  Administrator's  signature. 

a.  Purpose  of  travel. 

b.  Destination 

c.  Duration  of  trip 

d.  Estimated  cost  of  said  trip 

e.  Request  for  authorization  of  reimbursement. 
Travel  accommodations  are  always  at  the  tourist 

class  rate. 

Hotel  and  food  costs  may  be  reimbursed  at  the 
per  diem  rate  established  by  the  City  of  Boston  or 
at  actual  cost,  whichever  is  less. 

The  request  for  reimbursement  is  then  sent  to 
the  City  of  Boston  Auditing  Department  for  a 
preaudit  and  on  to  the  City  Auditor  for  his 
approval  before  the  Treasurer's  Office  is  authorized 
to  release  check. 
2.  City  Departments  Funded  by  Model  City 

By  agreement  dated  October  31,  1973,  between 
Paul  Parks,  Model  City  Administrator,  and  Walter 
W.  Merrill,  City  Auditor,  all  city  departments 
receiving  Model  City  funds  are  required  to  forward 
every  standard  invoice  to  Model  City's.  They  are 
recorded  by  the  Model  City's  Accounting  Depart- 
ment and  sent  to  Mr.  Parks  for  his  review  and 
signature  and  then  to  the  City  Auditing  Depart- 
ment for  processing. 

The  steps  outlined  under  Model  City  out-of-state 
travel  policy,  requiring  the  preaudit  and  City 
Auditor's  approval  and  signature,  etc.,  must  be 
adhered  to. 

Efforts  by  Mr.  Parks  to  establish  this  type  of 
control  prior  to  October,  1973,  were  rejected  by 
the  former  City  Auditor. 

The  present  procedures  enable  the  Administra- 
tor to  review  and  approve  invoices,  and  reject  those 
that  are  disallowed  under  HUD  guidelines. 
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Review  of  CDA  Letter  No.  1 1 
Requirements  and  Activities 

The  Department  of  Housing  and  Urban  Develop- 
ment's CDA  Letter  No.  11,  issued  in  January  of 
1971,  promulgated  a  series  of  regulations  dealing 
with  the  employment  and  training  of  Model 
Neighborhood  residents  by  Model  City  programs. 
Each  CDA  was  required  to  submit  a  "Resident 
Employment  Plan"  demonstrating  its  compliance 
with  those  new  regulations.  With  respect,  specifi- 
cally, to  CDA  support  for  employees'  higher 
education,  CDA  Letter  No.  11  stated:  "In-service 
and  /or  academic  training  should  be  offered  to  all 
paraprofessionals  employed  as  a  result  of  Model 
Cities  funding."  (page  9).  Further,  "It  should  be 
remembered  that  orientation  and  in-service  training 
cannot,  by  themselves,  adequately  make  a  clerical 
or  paraprofessional  upwardly  mobile.  The  eco- 
nomic and  personal  benefits,  along  with  building 
continuing  competence,  should  be  supported  by 
relevant  accredited  training  hopefully  within  the 
MNA"  (page  27). 

The  Resident  Employment  Plan  drawn  up  by 
the  Boston  CDA  in  response  to  CDA  Letter  No.  1 1 
was  incorporated  into  its  Third  Action  Plan  and 
was  reviewed  and  approved  by  the  City  Council 
April  26,  1971.  The  plan  was  subsequently 
approved  by  HUD  and  was  praised  for  its 
thoroughness.  The  plan  states,  with  specific 
reference  to  tuition  reimbursement  policies: 
"Finally,  the  current  reimbursement  program 
funding  formal  courses  at  colleges,  universities,  and 
specialties  schools  will  be  continued.  These  courses 
will  be  generally  determined  on  an  individual  basis. 
Priority  for  the  use  of  funds  will  be  given  to 
meeting  expenditures  for  job-related  courses  for 
residents.  Preference  will  continue  to  be  given  to 
those  below  $10,000  a  year  without  a  college 
degree"  (page  133).  The  agency's  continued 
pursuit  of  the  policies  and  goals  outlined  in  its 
original  Resident  Employment  Plan  is  noted  in 
both  the  Fourth  Year  Action  Plan  (page  21; 
approved  by  the  City  Council  June  12,  1972)  and 
the  Fifth  Year  Action  Plan  (pages  15-16; 
approved  by  the  City  Council  June  25,  1973). 


On  motion  of  Councillor  O'Leary  the  message 
was  referred  to  the  Executive  Committee. 

In  connection  with  the  foregoing,  Coun. 
O'LEARY  called  up  No.  1  on  the  calendar,  order 
and  amendment  authorizing  Collector-Treasurer  to 
accept  grant  of  $888,000  from  HUD  to  be 
expended  by  Model  City  Administration. 

On  further  motion  of  Councillor  O'Leary  the 
order  and  amendment  were  referred  to  the 
Executive  Committee.

DISAPPROVING  ORDINANCE  ABOLISHING 
COORDINATING  COUNCIL  ON  DRUG  ABUSE

City  Hospital  is  not  relocated  on  or  before  January 
1,  1975. 

My  reasons  for  disapproving  the  ordinance  are, 
first,  that  the  Council  on  Drug  Abuse  is  too 
valuable  an  agency  to  be  forfeited  because  there  is 
serious  opposition  to  a  particular  program  in 
another  department  of  the  city;  and,  second,  that 
the  Board  of  Health  and  Hospitals  has  committed 
itself  to  relocating  the  clinic  on  or  about  February 
15.  While  it  will  be  clear  what  action  is  being  taken 
prior  to  your  deadline  of  January  1 ,  the  fact  that 
the  relocation  itself  has  not  been  accomplished  by 
that  date  should  not  bring  about  the  abolition  of 
the  Council  on  Drug  Abuse. 

Although  there  is  doubt  that  the  Council  has  the 
power  without  my  approval  to  abolish  an  agency 
of  the  city  (St.  1909,  c.  486,  s.  5),  I  am  expressing 
my  disapproval  of  your  action  so  as  to  leave  no 
doubt  of  its  ineffectiveness.

I  transmit  herewith,  and  recommend  that  you 
adopt,  an  ordinance  fixing  the  fee  to  be  charged 
for  copies  of  public  records  in  the  amount  of  25 
cents  per  letter-size  or  legal-size  page,  if  no  other 
fee  is  fixed  by  law. 

The  new  Massachusetts  Freedom  of  Information 
Act,  St.  1973,  c.  1050,  requires  custodians  of 
public  records  to  furnish  one  copy  thereof  to  any 
person  upon  payment  of  a  reasonable  fee.  For 
many  years  the  city  has  by  ordinance  provided  that 
the  fee  in  such  instances  should  be  $1  per  page. 
Revised  Ordinances  of  1961,  c.  30,  s.  1,  cl.  (267). 
Now  that  modern  low-cost  copying  equipment  is 
widely  available  that  fee,  in  my  opinion,  is  no 
longer  a  "reasonable"  one  and  has  in  fact  been 
widely  disregarded.  I  therefore  recommend  that 
your  Honorable  Body  fix  the  fee  at  25  cents  per 
page  except  where  another  fee  is  fixed  by  law.

of  Boston. 

The  purpose  of  the  modification  is  to  enable  the 
corporation  to  develop  solid  waste  disposal 
facilities  and  pollution  control  facilities  in  addition 
to  its  customary  development  activities.  The 
statutory  modification  was  recommended  by  the 
city's  bond  counsel  as  necessary  to  insure  the 
marketability  of  any  bonds  issued  in  connection 
with  such  facilities. 

There  is  an  urgent  need  to  develop  new  solid 
waste  disposal  facilities  in  Boston.  To  that  end  I 
urge  your  early  adoption  of  this  order.

Section  1  of  chapter  1,097  of  the 
Acts  of  1971  is  amended  by  inserting  the  words 
"or  the  lessee  or  sublessee"  immediately  after  the 
word  "corporation"  where  it  appears  twice  in  the 
last  sentence  of  clause  (f)  thereof  so  that  said 
sentence    shall    read    as    follows:    "An   economic 


development  project  may  also  include  the  con- 
struction by  the  corporation  or  the  lessee  or 
sublessee  of  any  of  the  buildings,  structures,  or 
other  facilities  for  industrial  or  manufacturing  uses 
contemplated  by  the  economic  development  plan 
and  the  repair,  removal,  or  rehabilitation  by  the 
corporation  or  the  lessee  or  sublessee  of  any  of  the 
buildings,  structures,  or  other  facilities  located  in 
the  area  covered  by  the  economic  development 
plan  and  which,  under  such  plan,  are  to  be 
repaired  moved,  or  rehabilitated.'" 

Section  2.  Section  1  of  said  chapter  1,097  is 
further  amended  by  inserting  the  following  clauses 
after  clause  (f)  thereof: 

"(g)  'Pollution  control  facilities  project,'  a 
project  for  the  establishment  or  improvement 
of  facilities  for  the  prevention,  avoidance, 
reduction,  control,  abatement,  or  elimination 
of  pollution  by  any  means  of  air  or  of  waters.

Section   3.  Section  3  of  said  chapter  1,097  is 

amended  by  inserting  the  following  sentence  at  the 

end     of     the     first     paragraph     thereof:     "The 

corporation   shall   in   no   way   be   subject   to  the 

provisions  of  chapter  155,  156,  156B,  or  180  of 

the  General  Laws." 

Section  4.  Section  3  of  said  chapter  1,097  is 
further  amended  by  striking  the  last  sentence  of 
the  second  paragraph  thereof  and  substituting  the 
following  two  sentences:  "No  vacancy  in  the  office 
of  a  member  shall  impair  the  right  of  a  quorum  to 
exercise  all  the  rights  and  perform  all  the  duties  of 
the  corporation.  Any  member  of  the  corporation 
shall  hold  office  after  expiration  of  his  term  until 
his  successor  is  appointed  and  qualified;  and  the 
appointment  of  a  successor  to  any  person  whose 
term  has  expired  shall  be  for  the  remainder  of  the 
term  which  would  have  begun  at  such  expiration  if 
the  successor  had  then  been  appointed." 

Section  5.  Section  5  of  said  chapter  1,097  is 
amended  by  striking  the  words  "an  economic 
development"  in  clause  (d)  of  the  first  paragraph 
thereof  and  substituting  thereof  the  word  "a"  so 
that  said  clause  shall  read  as  follows:  "(d)  To 
receive  and  accept  from  any  federal  agency  or  the 
commonwealth  or  the  city  grants,  loans,  or 
advances  for  or  in  aid  of  a  project  or  projects  and 
to  receive  and  accept  contributions  from  any 
source  of  either  money,  property,  labor,  or  other 
things  of  value,  to  be  held,  used,  and  applied  for 
the  purposes  for  which  such  grants,  loans, 
advances,  and  contributions  may  be  made." 

Section  6.  Section  5  of  said  chapter  1,097  is 
further  amended  by  inserting  the  phrase  "or  any  of 
its  agencies  or  instrumentalities"  immediately  after 
the  word  "States"  where  it  appears  twice  in  clause 
(g)  of  the  first  paragraph  thereof  so  that  said  clause 
shall  read  as  follows:  "(g)  To  invest  any  funds  not

certificates  of  deposit  or  in  obligations  of  the

Section  5  of  said  chapter  1,097  is 
further  amended  by  striking  the  last  sentence  of 
clause  (k)  of  the  first  paragraph  thereof  and 
substituting  the  following  sentence:  "Prior  to  the 
approval  of  an  economic  development  plan  or  a 
pollution  control  facilities  project  or  a  solid  waste 
disposal  facilities  project  by  the  City  Council  and 
the  Mayor,  the  corporation  shall  neither  acquire 
any  property  nor  institute  any  proceedings  under 
chapter  80A,  except  for  purposes  of  relocation; 
provided,  however,  that  if  an  economic  develop- 
ment plan  or  a  pollution  control  facilities  project 
or  a  solid  waste  disposal  facilities  project 
contemplates  the  taking  by  eminent  domain  of 
lands  particularly  described  therein,  and  if  said 
plan  or  project  is  approved  by  the  City  Council  and 
the  Mayor,  the  date  as  of  which  the  value  of  such 
land  shall  be  determined  for  eminent  domain 
purposes  shall  be  the  date  on  which  said  plan  or 
project  was  first  submitted  to  the  City  Council 
unless  the  value  of  such  lands  has  increased  to  the 
date  of  taking  in  which  case  the  increased  value 
shall  be  the  value  of  the  land  for  eminent  domain 
purposes." 

Section  9.  Section  6  of  said  chap'ter  1,097  is 
further  amended  by  inserting  the  following 
sentence  at  the  end  of  the  third  paragraph  thereof: 
"The  validity  of  an  economic  development  plan  or 
economic  development  project  shall  not,  however, 
be  affected  by  the  provisions  of  this  paragraph." 

Section  10.  Said  chapter  1,097  is  further 
amended  by  inserting  the  following  four  sections 
after  section  6  thereof: 

"Section  6A.  Solid  Waste  Disposal  Facilities 
Projects.  No  solid  waste  disposal  facility  project 
shall  be  undertaken  until  the  project  has  been 
approved  by  the  City  Council  and  the  Mayor, 
except  tha't  if  within  ninety  days  after  the 
submission  of  such  project  to  the  City  Council 
for  approval,  the  City  Council  has  not  voted  to 
disapprove  it,  such  project  shall  be  deemed  to 
have  been  approved  by  the  City  Council.  If  the 
project  is  not  commenced  within  seven  years 
after  the  approval  of  such  project,  the  approval 
of  such  project  shall  lapse. 


All  proposals  for  solid  waste  disposal  facility 
projects  submitted  to  the  City  Council  for 
approval  under  this  act  shall  be  accompanied  by 
a  report  on  such  project  by  the  planning  agency 
of  the  city  to  whom  the  proposal  for  the 
project  shall  have  been  submitted  before  its 
submission  to  the  City  Council,  by  a  statement 
of  the  proposed  method  for  financing  for  the 
project,  and  by  such  other  information  as  the 
corporation  deems  advisable. 

All  cities,  towns,  and  other  public  agencies 
and  private  parties  are  authorized  from  time  to 
time  to  contract  with  operators  of  solid  waste 
disposal  facilities  established  or  to  be 
established  under  the  provisions  of  this  act  for 
the  disposal  of  refuse,  garbage,  and  waste  or  for 
the  purchase  or  use  of  by-products  or  residue 
resulting  from  the  operation  of  such  facilities. 
Such  contracts  may  be  for  such  periods  as 
agreed  upon  by  the  parties  and,  without 
limiting  the  generality  of  the  foregoing,  may 
include  provisions  for  the  delivery  of  minimum 
amounts  of  refuse,  garbage,  and  waste  and 
payments  for  the  use  of  the  facilities  to  be 
based  thereon,  unit  prices,  which  may  be 
graduated,  and  adjustments  thereof.  Such 
contracts  may  include  provisions  for  arbitra- 
tion. In  the  case  of  a  city  or  town,  such 
contracts  may  be  entered  into  by  officers  acting 
under  the  authority  of  the  City  Council  of  a 
city  or  the  town  meeting  in  the  case  of  a  town, 
which  authorization  may  be  general.  The 
obligations  represented  by  the  payments  to  be 
made  in  such  a  contract  shall  not  be  included  in 
any  determination  of  the  borrowing  capacity  of 
such  city  or  town  under  any  limitation  on  its 
indebtedness.  Such  a  contract  shall  not  be 
subject  to  section  4  of  chapter  40  and  shall  not 
be  precluded  by  the  acceptance  of  section  9A 
of  chapter  92.  To  the  extent  of  uncommitted 
capacity,  any  municipality  shall  be  entitled  to 
contract  with  an  operator  of  solid  waste 
disposal  facilities  established  or  to  be 
established  hereunder. 

The  establishment  and  operation  of  solid 
waste  disposal  facilities  hereunder  shall  be 
subject  to  applicable  laws  except  as  otherwise 
provided  herein.  Reasonable  requirements  may 
be  imposed  thereon  by  proceedings  or  regula- 
tions pursuant  to  section  150A  of  chapter  111, 
but  the  assignment  of  a  site  may  not  be 
rescinded,  other  than  on  appeal  from  the 
original  assignment,  pursuant  to  said  section  or 
otherwise.  In  the  event  that  solid  waste  disposal 
facilities  financed  in  whoie  in  or  in  part 
hereunder  include  or  are  to  include  facilities  for 
the  production  of  steam  as  a  by-product,  either 
the  corporation  or  a  lessee  or  sublessee 
corporation,  whether  domestic  or  foreign,  shall 
have  the  powers  granted  by  section  1 2  of 
chapter  158,  but  the  production  and  sale  of 
such  steam  and  the  foregoing  grant  of  powers 
shall    not   cause   such    party   to   be   otherwise 
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subject  to  chapter  158  or  to  be  excluded  from 
chapter  156  or  156B  or  to  be  deemed  a  heat  or 
power  company  for  the  purposes  of  the 
corporation  laws  of  the  Commonwealth. 

A  lease  of  solid  waste  disposal  facilities  or  a 
separate  contract  or  contracts  with  the  lessee  or 
sublessee  (if  any)  shall  contain  such  provisions 
as  to  the  use  thereof  and  the  prices  therefor 
during  the  term  of  the  lease  or  of  such  contract 
or  contracts  as  the  corporation  deems  necessary 
or  prudent  to  accomplish  the  public  purposes 
of  the  lease  or  such  contracts  at  reasonable  cost 
and  to  permit  to  the  lessee  or  sublessee  a  fair 
but  not  excessive  profit.  In  this  regard  the 
corporation  may  take  into  account,  among 
other  relevant  factors,  the  merits  of  the  process 
to  be  used  and  any  proprietary  rights  therein, 
the  availability  and  cost  of  alternative  disposal 
services,  the  technological  and  financial  risks 
undertaken  by  the  lessee  or  sublessee,  and 
incentives  for  economic  operation. 

If  a  solid  waste  disposal  facilities  project  is 
approved  by  the  City  Council  and  the  Mayor, 
the  corporation  shall  have  the  powers  and 
duties  imposed  by  this  act  to  undertake  and 
carry  out  such  project.  The  corporation  shall 
not  be  required  to  submit  such  project  so 
approved  to  the  Department  of  Community 
Affairs  of  the  Commonwealth  for  further 
approval. 

Section  6B.  Pollution  Control  Facilities 
Projects.  No  pollution  control  facilities  project 
shall  be  undertaken  until  the  project  has  been 
approved  by  the  City  Council  and  the  Mayor, 
except  that  if  within  ninety  days  after  the 
submission  of  such  project  to  the  City  Council 
for  approval  the  City  Council  has  not  voted  to 
disapprove  it,  such  project  shall  be  deemed  to 
have  been  approved  by  the  City  Council.  If  the 
project  is  not  commenced  within  seven  years 
after  the  approval  of  such  project,  the  approval 
of  such  project  shall  lapse. 

All  proposals  for  pollution  control  facilities 
submitted  to  the  City  Council  for  approval 
under  this  act  shall  be  accompanied  by  a  report 
on  such  project  by  the  planning  agency  of  he 
city  to  which  the  proposal  for  the  project  shall 
have  been  submitted  before  its  submission  to 
the  City  Council,  by  a  statement  of  the 
proposed  method  for  financing  the  project,  and 
by  such  other  information  as  the  corporation 
deems  advisable. 

The  establishment  and  operation  of  pollution 
control  facilities  hereunder  shall  be  subject  to 
applicable  laws  except  as  otherwise  provided 
herein. 

If  a  pollution  control  facilities  project  is 
approved  by  the  City  Council  and  the  Mayor, 
the  corporation  shall  have  the  powers  and 
duties  imposed  by  this  act  to  undertake  and 
carry  out  such  project.  The  corporation  shall 
not  be  required  to  submit  such  project  so 
approved  to  the  department  of  Community 
Affairs  of  the  Commonwealth  for  further 
approval. 


Section  6C.  Lease  of  Facilities.  Any  lease  of 
any  building,  structure,  or  other  facility 
financed  hereunder  by  the  use  of  revenue  bonds 
may  provide  that  contracts  for  construction, 
acquisition  of  materials,  or  other  work  shall  be 
made  by  the  corporation,  the  lessee,  or  a 
sublessee,  and  that  obligations  of  the  lessee  or 
sublessee  (if  any)  are  unconditional  in  whole  or 
in  part.  Any  such  lease  shall  (i)  be  for  a  term 
not  in  excess  of  ninety-nine  years,  and  (ii) 
provide  for  a  rental  sufficient  to  amortize  the 
principal  and  interest  of  all  bonds  and  other 
obligations  of  the  corporation  issued  or 
incurred  to  pay  the  cost  of  the  leased  property 
and  current  expenses  of  the  corporation 
incurred  in  connection  therewith.  Any  such 
lease  may  provide  that  the  lessee  shall  pay  to 
the  corporation  or  otherwise  assume  and  pay  all 
other  costs  of  maintaining  and  operating  the 
leased  property,  including  taxes  and  assess- 
ments on  the  lessee's  interest  therein  or  excises. 
Any  such  lease  may  contain  any  other 
provisions  deemed  necessary  or  desirable  by  the 
corporation,  including,  without  limitation, 
provisions  for  the  subletting  of  the  leased 
property  and  renewal  or  purchase  options,  but 
any  purchase  option  shall  provide  at  a 
minimum  for  payment  sufficient  to  reimburse 
the  corporation  for  all  its  current  expenses 
incurred  in  connection  with  the  leased  property 
and  to  pay  in  full  all  bonds  and  other 
obligations  of  the  corporation  together  with 
interest  thereon  issued  or  incurred  in  con- 
nection with  the  leased  property  and  unpaid  at 
the  time  such  option  is  exercised  together  with 
premiums,  if  any,  payable  in  the  event  such 
bonds  are  called  for  redemption  at  the  earliest 
practicable  date.  Any  such  purchase  option 
may  provide  for  payment  of  no  additional 
consideration  if  all  such  expenses,  bonds,  or 
other  obligations  and  interests  have  been  paid 
in  full  or  moneys  provided  therefor  when  such 
option  is  exercised.  If  a  project  includes  several 
leases,  the  costs,  expenses,  and  indebtedness  of 
the  corporation  relating  to  the  project  may  be 
allocated  to  the  leased  properties  in  such 
manner  as  the  corporation  may  determine. 

Section  6D.  Competitive  Bidding.  In  ap- 
proving any  economic  development  plan,  solid 
waste  disposal  facilities  project,  or  pollution 
control  facilities  project  hereunder  the  City 
Council  and  Mayor  may  require  that  contracts 
for  the  construction  of  any  building,  structure, 
or  other  facility  financed  hereunder,  for  the 
acquisition  of  materials  therefor,  or  for  other 
work  related  thereto  let  by  the  corporation  be 
awarded  as  a  result  of  competitive  bidding.  The 
City  Council  and  Mayor  may  not,  however,  in 
any  way  require  that  any  contract  let  by  a 
lessee  or  sublessee  of  any  such  building, 
structure,  or  other  facility  be  made  the  subject 
of  competitive  bidding.' 

Section  11.  Section  9  of  said  chapter  1,097  is 
amended  by  striking  the  third  paragraph  thereof 
and  substituting  the  following  two  paragraphs: 
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"Nothing  in  this  act  shall  be  construed  to 
prevent  the  taxation  to  the  same  extent  and  in  the 
same  mariner  as  other  real  estate  is  taxed  of  real 
estate  acquired  and  developed  by  the  corporation 
for  a  project  and  sold  by  it,  or  the  taxation  to  the 
same  sxtent  and  in  the  same  manner  as  real  estate 
of  the  Commonwealth  is  taxed,  of  real  estate  so 
acquired  and  developed  by  the  corporation  and 
leased  by  it;  provided,  however,  that  real  estate  so 
acquired  and  developed  by  the  corporation  and 
sold  or  leased  to  an  urban  redevelopment 
corporation  or  other  entity  operating  under 
chapter  121 A  of  the  General  Laws,  or  to  an 
insurance  company  or  savings  bank  or  group 
savings  bank  operating  under  said  chapter,  shall  be 
taxed  as  provided  in  said  chapter  and  not 
otherwise. 

"Nothing  in  this  act  shall  be  construed  to 
prevent  the  taxation  to  the  same  extent  and  in  the 
same  manner  as  other  tangible  personal  property  is 
taxed  of  tangible  personal  property  acquired  by 
the  corporation  for  a  project  and  leased  by  it  to 
the  lessee  thereof  in  the  same  manner  and  to  the 
same  extent  as  such  propery  would  be  taxed  to 
such  lessee  if  such  lessee  were  the  owner  thereof; 
provided,  however,  that  tangible  personal  property 
so  acquired  by  the  corporation  and  sold  or  leased 
to  an  urban  redevelopment  corporation  or  other 
entity  operating  under  chapter  121A  of  the 
General  Laws,  or  to  an  insurance  company  or 
savings  bank  or  group  of  savings  banks  operating 
under  said  chapter,  shall  be  taxed  as  provided  in 
said  chapter  and  not  otherwise." 

Section  12.  Section  10  of  said  chapter  1,097  is 
amended  by  inserting  the  words  "or  other  funds 
provided  therefor"  immediately  after  the  word 
"corporation"  where  it  appears  for  the  fourth  time 
in  the  last  sentence  of  the  first  paragraph  thereof, 
so  that  said  sentence  shall  read  as  follows:  "Such 
debentures  shall  not  be  deemed  to  constitute  a 
debt  of  the  Commonwealth  or  of  the  city  or  a 
pledge  of  the  faith  and  credit  of  the  Common- 
wealth or  of  the  city  and  shall  be  subordinated  to 
all  other  obligations  of  the  corporation  and  shall  be 
payable  at  such  time  or  times  and  in  such 
installments,  if  any,  as  the  corporation  shall 
determine,  but  solely  out  of  the  net  assets  of  the 
corporation;  and  the  holders  thereof  shall  be 
entitled  to  interest  thereon  but  only  out  of  the  net 
earnings  of  the  corporation  or  other  funds 
provided  therefor  and  in  no  event  at  a  rale  higher 
than  the  rate  specified  therein." 

Section  13.  Section  11  of  said  chapter  1,097  is 
amended  by  striking  the  second  sentence  thereof 
and  substituting  the  following  sentence: 
"Indebtedness  of  the  city  authorized  under  this 
section  shall  be  outside  any  limit  of  indebtedness 
prescribed  in  chapter  44  of  the  General  Laws  and 
shall  be  payable  within  twenty  years  and  otherwise 
subject  to  sections  16  to  27,  inclusive,  of  said 
chapter  44;  provided,  however,  that  the  total 
amount  of  indebtedness  of  the  city  outstanding  at 
any  one  time  under  this  section  and  clauses  (1), 
(2),  and  (4)  of  section  20  of  chapter  121 B  of  the 
General    Laws    shall    not    exceed   the   debt   limit 


prescribed  in  section  21  of  said  chapter  121B  of 
the  General  Laws  for  said  clauses  (1),  (2),  and  (4) 
as    now    or    hereinafter    amended." 

Section  14.  Section  12  of  said  chapter  1,097  is 
amended  by  striking  the  last  paragraph  and 
substituting  the  following  two  paragraphs: 

"In  anticipation  of  the  the  sale  of  such  revenue 
and  revenue  refunding  bonds,  the  corporation  may 
issue  bond  anticipation  notes  and  may  refund  the 
same  from  time  to  time,  but  the  maximum 
maturity  of  any  such  note  shall  not  exceed  five 
years  from  its  date  of  issue,  or  in  the  case  of  a 
refunding  issuing  five  years  from  the  date  of  issue 
of  the  original  note.  Such  notes  shall  be  paid  from 
any  revenues  of  the  corporation  available  therefor 
and  not  otherwise  pledged  or  from  the  proceeds  of 
sale  of  the  revenue  bonds  of  the  corporation  in 
anticipation  of  which  they  were  issued.  The  notes 
shall  be  issued  in  the  manner  provided  herein  as  to 
revenue  bonds  and  may  be  secured  by  a  resolution 
or  trust  agreement  as  in  the  case  of  bonds. 

"All  revenue  and  revenue  refunding  bonds,  bond 
anticipation  notes,  and  debentures  issued  under  the 
provisions  of  this  act  shall  be  deemed  to  be 
investment  securities  for  the  purposes  of  the 
Uniform  Commercial  Code." 

Section  15.  Section  13  of  said  chapter  1,097  is 
amended  by  striking,  the  last  sentence  of  the  first 
paragraph  thereof  and  substituting  the  following 
sentences  "Such  trust  agreement  or  the  resolution 
providing  for  the  issue  of  bonds  may  pledge  or 
assign,  in  whole  or  in  part,  the  revenues  and  other 
moneys  to  be  received  by  the  corporation  and  may 
convey  or  mortgage  any  project  or  part  thereof  or 
authorize  the  same." 

Section  16.  Section  14  of  said  chapter  1,097  is 
amended  to  read  as  follows: 

"Section  14.  Bonds  Eligible  for  Investment. 
Revenue  bonds  and  revenue  refunding  bonds 
issued  under  the  provisions  of  this  act  are 
hereby  made  securities  in  which  all  public 
officers  and  public  bodies  of  the  Common- 
wealth and  its  political  subdivisions,  all 
insurance  companies,  trust  companies,  saving 
banks,  cooperative  banks,  banking  associations, 
investment  companies,  executors,  ad- 
ministrators, trustees  and  other  fiduciaries,  and 
all  other  persons  whatsoever  who  are  now  or 
may  hereafter  be  authorized  to  invest  in  bonds 
or  other  obligations  of  a  similar  nature  may 
properly  and  legally  invest  funds,  including 
capital  in  their  control  or  belonging  to  them. 
Such  bonds  are  hereby  made  securities  which 
may  properly  and  legally  be  deposited  with  and 
received  by  any  Commonwealth  or  municipal 
officer  or  any  agency  or  political  subdivision  of 
the  Commonwealth  for  any  purpose  for  which 
the  deposit  of  bonds  or  other  obligations  of  the 
Commonwealth  is  now  or  may  hereafter  be 
authorized  by  law." 

Section  17.  Section  15  of  said  chapter  1,097  is 
amended  to  read  as  follows: 

"Section  15.  Remedies.  Any  holder  of 
bonds  or  notes  or  debentures  issued  under  the 
provisions    of    this    act    or    of   any    coupons 
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appertaining  thereto,  and  the  trustee  under  the 
trust  agreement  or  resolution  securing  the  same, 
except  to  the  extent  the  rights  herein  given  may 
be  restricted  by  the  trust  agreement  or 
resolution,  may,  either  at  law  or  in  equity,  by 
suit,  action,  mandamus,  or  other  proceedings, 
protect  and  enforce  any  and  all  rights  under  the 
laws  of  the  Commonwealth  or  granted  here- 
under or  under  the  trust  agreement  or 
resolution,  and  may  enforce  and  compel  the 
performance  of  all  duties  required  by  this  act  or 
by  the  trust  agreement  or  resolution  to  be 
performed  by  the  corporation  or  by  any  officer 
thereof." 
Section  18.  Said  chapter  1,097,  as  amended  by 

this  act,  is  hereby  confirmed  in  all  respects. 

Section  19.  This  act  shall  take  effect  upon  its 

passage.

Question  4.  This  administration  is  dedicated  to 
the  restoration  and  preservation  of  this  city  and 
looks  upon  demolition  as  the  last  resort  measure.

community. 

Question  5.  Each  vacant  building  will  be 
reexamined  by  the  building  inspector  for  each 
ward  so  that  we  can  determine  if  the  vacant 
building  is  unsafe  and  dangerous.  We  realize  that  in 
many  sections  of  the  city  vacancy  is  the  first  step 
which  leads  to  deterioration  and  ultimate  decay  of 
buildings,  which  makes  them  unsafe  and 
dangerous.  This  program  could  be  successful  by  the 
use  of  federal  revenue  sharing  funds.

AND  NORTH  END  POWER  PLANTS 

Couns.  LANGONE  and  HICKS  offered  the 
following: 

Whereas,  The  Massachusetts  Bay  Transportation 
Authority  has  made  application  to  the  federal 
government  to  enlarge  the  MBTA  power  plant  on 
East  First  Street  in  South  Boston;  and 

Whereas,  The  MBTA  power  plant  located  on 
East  First  Street  and  the  Power  plant  located  on 
Atlantic  Avenue  in  the  waterfront  area  of  the 
North  End  are  one  of  the  greatest  causes  of 
pollution  and  constitute  a  health  hazard  to  these 
areas;  and 

Whereas,  Both  these  power  plants  are  incapable 
of  providing  the  type  of  power  necessary  to 
operate  adequately  with  the  new  type  of 
transportation  equipment  that  is  being  purchased 
by  the  MBTA;  and 

Whereas,  The  consolidation  of  these  two  power 
plants  and  relocation  in  a  nonresidential  area 
would  be  more  beneficial  to  the  people  of  Boston 
and,  furthermore,  would  be  more  economical  to 
the  MBTA  because  no  matter  how  large  a  power 
plant  they  operate  the  cost  would  be  ap- 
proximately the  same,  and  this  would  result  in  a 
savings  of  a  substantial  amount  of  money  to  the 
MBTA;  and 

Whereas,  The  taxpayers  of  the  City  of  Boston 
pick  up  a  substantial  part  of  the  MBTA  deficit  and 
they  do  not  receive  the  type  of  service  that  the 
MBTA  is  now  furnishing  to  the  suburbs,  which, 
until  recently,  were  not  willing  to  come  into  our 
transportation  system;  and 
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Whereas,  The  MBTA  is  an  outgrowth  of  the  old 
Boston  Elevated,  which  transportation  system  was 
primarily  built  with  taxpayer's  money  under  the 
old  Boston  Transit  Commission,  which  was  then 
taken  over  through  the  Legislature's  creating  the 
original  Metropolitan  Transit  Authority,  paying  the 
Boston  Elevated  stockholders  more  than  their 
stock  was  worth  on  the  market;  and 

Whereas,  The  City  of  Boston  has  38  percent  of 
the  vote  on  the  MBTA  Advisory  Board;  now, 
therefore,  be  it 

Resolved,  That  the  Boston  City  Council  requests 
his  Honor  the  Mayor  to  urge  the  Advisory  Board  to 
plan  a  larger,  relocated,  consolidated  power  plant 
in  a  nonresidential  area  to  replace  the  two  power 
plants  which  are  now  causing  a  nuisance  to  the 
people  of  the  South  Boston  and  downtown  North 
End  areas  of  the  city;  and  be  it  further 

Resolved,  That  the  Boston  City  Council  requests 
his  Honor  the  Mayor  to  urge  the  MBTA  through 
the  Advisory  Board  to  take  steps  to  reduce  the 
pollution  and  noise  now  caused  by  the  two  power 
plants  in  South  Boston  and  the  downtown  North 
End;  and  be  it  further 

Resolved,  That  the  Boston  City  Council  requests 
his  Honor  the  Mayor  to  record  the  Boston  City 
Council's  opposition  at  the  next  MBTA  Advisory 
Board  meeting  as  being  opposed  to  the  expansion 
of  the  present  power  plant  facilities  on  East  First 
Street,  South  Boston;  and  be  it  further 

Resolved,  That  the  MBTA  commence  an 
immediate  study  of  the  possibility  of  the 
construction  of  a  larger  power  plant  in  a 
nonresidential  area  and  replacing  these  two  power 
plants  with  a  more  economical,  efficiently 
operating  power  plant;  and  be  it  further 

Resolved,  That  a  copy  of  this  resolution  be  sent 
to  our  Congressional  delegation  in  Washington.

This  responds  to  your  letter  of  November  5, 
1974,  requesting  an  opinion  regarding  the  handling 
of  federal  funds  made  available  to  a  recipient  under 
the  Housing  and  Community  Development  Act  of 
1974,  P.L.  93-383. 


As  provided  in  paragraph  570.500  of  regulations 
issued  by  this  department  implementing  the  cited 
act,  an  eligible  applicant  must  be  either  a  state  or 
unit  of  general  local  government.  Except  under 
special  circumstances  noted  therein  the  grant 
agreement  must  be  entered  into  between  HUD  and 
the  state  or  general  unit  of  local  government. 
Moreover,  the  eligible  applicant,  as  described,  has 
the  full  responsibility  for  administration  of  the 
federally  assisted  community  development  block 
grant  program. 

Although  the  Housing  and  Community  Develop- 
ment Act  of  1974  does  not  contain  specific 
provisions  for  the  handling  of  federal  funds  similar 
to  those  set  forth  in  the  State  and  Local  Fiscal 
Assistance  Act  of  1972  (federal-state  revenue 
sharing),  this  department  expects  recipients  under 
the  1974  act  to  handle  and  account  for  federal 
funds  in  conformity  with  lawfully  established 
procedures  of  the  recipient  state  or  unit  of  general 
local  government. 

A  duplicated  copy  of  our  rules  and  regulations 
implementing  the  Housing  and  Community  De- 
velopment Act  of  1974  and  printed  in  the  Federal 
Register  on  November  13,  1974,  is  enclosed  for 
your  information.  In  this  connection,  you  will  find 
that  paragraphs  subsequent  to  570.500  include 
certain  provisions  relating  to  fiscal  and  financial 
matters  applicable  to  the  new  program.

Your  Committee  on  Urban  Development,  to 
which  was  referred  Docket  No.  2114,  approving 
the  Massachusetts  General  Hospital  Plan,  having 
considered  the  same,  respectfully  submits  the 
following  report: 

1.  Passage  of  an  order  approving  the  Massa- 
chusetts   General   Hospital   Plan   would   result   in

this  matter,  and  all  attending  were  of  the  opinion 
that  the  plan  ought  to  be  approved,  although  many 
have  objections  to  the  broad  sweep  of  the 
proposed  resolution  giving  this  approval,  in  that 
the  plan  makes  reference  to  a  proposed  Ambula- 
tory Care  Center  and  the  reuse  of  Parcel  4B.  The 
Ambulatory  Care  Center  is  tentatively  located  on 
Parcel  4B  in  the  plan  before  the  Council,  although 
a  document  subsequently  released  by  Massa- 
chusetts General  Hospital  locates  this  facility  near 
the  ends  of  Fruit  Street  and  old  Parkman  Street.  It 
is  presently  the  subject  of  a  study  of  need  by  the 
Commonwealth,  and  many  citizens  have  requested 
an  environmental  impact  statement  prior  to 
approval,  to  determine  the  impact  of  this 
3,000,000  square  foot  facility  on  Cambridge  Street 
and  Beacon  Hill.  The  relocation  of  this  center  has 
thrown  the  future  use  of  Parcel  4B  into  doubt. 
Therefore  your  committee  is  of  the  opinion  that 
the  Council  ought  to  make  any  findings,  either 
favorable  or  unfavorable,  on  these  matters. 

3.  All  of  the  work  necessary  for  the  granting  of 
noncash  credits  under  section  112  of  the  Housing 
Act  of  1948,  as  amended,  has  been  done.  As  a 
result,  there  is  no  need  for  the  Council  to  corrlmit 
itself  to  any  future  development  in  the  area 
covered  by  the  plan.  Accordingly,  your  committee 
recommends  that  Docket  No.  2114  ought  to  pass 
in  the  accompanying  new  draft. 

Whereas,  The  Boston  Redevelopment  Authority 
(hereinafter  called  the  "Authority")  is  a  public 
body,  politic  and  corporate,  duly  organized  and 
existing  under  chapter  121B  of  the  Massachusetts 
General  Laws,  as  amended,  with  the  City  of 
Boston,  Mass.;  and 

Whereas,  The  Authority  is  the  local  public 
agency  for  the  purpose  of  undertaking  urban 
renewal  activities  and  the  Authority  is  the  Planning 
Agency  for  the  City  of  Boston;  and 

Whereas,  The  Massachusetts  General  Hospital 
(hereinafter  referred  to  as  the  "Hospital")  a 
nonprofit  medical  organization,  located  in  the  City 
of  Boston,  has  submitted  to  the  Authority  its 
Development  Plan  dated  December  1,  1973,  as 
amended;  such  plan  consisting  of  a  19-page 
document  (hereinafter  referred  to  as  the  "Plan") 
and  related  map  which  is  attached  hereto  and 
certified  by  the  secretary  of  the  Authority  to  be 
part  of  such  plan;  and 

Whereas,  The  purpose  of  such  plan  submission  is 
to  obtain  noncash  grants  in  aid  credits  for  certain 
of  the  city's  urban  renewal  projects  for  various 
expenditures  made  by  the  hospital,  such  credits 
being  authorized  under  section  1 12  of  the  Housing 
Act  of  1949,  as  amended;  and 

Whereas,  The  City  Council  does  not  now  wish  to 
imply  or  suggest  any  approval  or  disapproval  of  an 
Ambulatory  Care  Center  or  future  development  on 
Parcel  4B,  so  called; and 


Whereas,  In  connection  with  such  submission,  a 
appropriate  state  and  federal  regulations  require 
the  Authority  to  conduct  a  public  hearing 
concerning  such  plan  and  make  certain  findings 
prior  to  approving  such  plan;  and 

Whereas,  The  plan  has  been  reviewed  for 
conformity  with  the  "1965—75  General  Plan  for 
the  City  of  Boston  and  the  Regional  Core,"  which 
was  duly  approved  by  the  Authority  at  its  meeting 
on  March  11,  1965,  and  for  consistency  with  local 
objectives  respecting  appropriate  land  uses,  im- 
proved traffic,  public  transportation,  public  utili- 
ties, recreational  and  community  facilities,  and 
other  improvements;  and 

Whereas,  The  Authority  has  held  a  public 
hearing  on  February  14,  1974,  after  due  and 
proper  notice  and  has  received  and  heard  extensive 
data,  exhibits,  views,  and  opinions  and  has  in  a 
resolution  adopted  and  affirmed  this  date,  made 
certain  findings  and  conclusions  concerning  the 
plan  and  the  conditions  of  the  area  noted  in  such 
plan;  and 

Whereas,  The  members  of  the  City  Council  have 
carefully  considered  and  reviewed  the  plan  in  light 
of  (1)  the  supporting  documentation  submitted 
and  (2)  the  general  knowledge  of  the  City 
Councillors  with  respect  to  conditions  prevailing  in 
the  plan  area  and  in  the  City  of  Boston  as  a  whole; 
now,  therefore,  it  is  hereby 

Resolved: 

1.  That  the  plan  conforms  to  the  compre- 
hensive plan  for  the  locality  as  a  whole  and  to 
the  workable  program  for  community  improve- 
ments, and  is  consistent  with  the  aforesaid  local 
objectives  of  the  community. 

2.  Properties  within  the  plan  area  which 
have  already  been  demolished  or  rehabilitated 
were  blighted  or  deteriorating. 

3.  The  plan  area  as  a  whole  was,  prior  to  the 
demolition  and  rehabilitation  of  certain  proper- 
ties within  it,  blighted  and  deteriorating,  and 
qualifies  as  an  area  outside  an  urban  renewal 
project  from  which  section  112  credits  may  be 
obtained  under  the  Housing  Act. 

4.  The  plan  area  was,  prior  to  the  demolition 
and  rehabilitation  of  certain  properties  within 
it,  detrimental  to  safety,  health,  morals, 
welfare,  and  sound  growth  of  the  Boston 
community. 

5.  The  plan  shows  that  land  or  properties  in 
the  area  for  which  credits  will  be  claimed  have 
been  redeveloped  or  rehabilitated  for  hospital 
use. 

6.  The  actions  called  for  in  the  plan  have 
eliminated  blight  and  deterioration  within  the 
plan  area,  and  have  resulted  in  conditions  that 
are  compatible  with  the  plan  for  the  West  End 
Project. 

7.  In  addition  to  the  above  findings,  the  City 
Council  also  has  determined  in  accordance  with 
section  4B,  chapter  121B,  of  the  Massachusetts 
General  Laws  insofar  as  these  determinations 
are  applicable  to  the  subject  development  plan 
and  hereby  finds  that  (a)   the  proposed  land 
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uses  and  building  requirements  in  the  project 
area  will  afford  maximum  opportunity  to 
privately  financed  urban  renewal  consistent 
with  the  sound  needs  of  the  locality  as  a  whole; 
(b)  the  financial  plan  is  sound;  (c)  the  project 
area  is  a  decadent,  substandard,  or  blighted 
open  area. 

8.  That  the  plan  be  and  hereby  is  approved, 
provided,  however,  that  all  of  the  approvals  and 
findings  of  fact  contained  herein  shall  be 
ineffective  unless  and  until  the  Authority  shall 
amend  the  plan  to  delete  all  reference  to  the 
proposed  Ambulatory  Care  Center  and  any 
reference  to  any  use  or  reuse  of  Parcel  4B  not 
completed  by  the  date  of  passage  hereof. 
Coun.  LANGONE  moved  that  the  report  be  laid 
on  the  table.

An    Ordinance    Creating    the    Edward    Ingersoll 

Browne  Commission  and  Defining  Its  Powers 

and  Duties. 
Be  it  ordained  by  the  City  Council  of  Boston  as 

follows: 
Section  1.  There  shall  be  in  the  city  a 
commission,  to  be  known  as  the  Edward  Ingersoll 
Browne  Commission,  which  shall  consist  of  the 
Director  of  Public  Facilities,  the  Commissioner  of 
Parks  and  Recreation,  and  the  President  of  the 
Boston  City  Council,  ex  officio,  a  commissioner  to 
be  elected  by  the  Boston  Art  Commission  from 
among  their  own  membership,  a  commissioner 
elected  by  the  Boston  Conservation  Commission 
from  among  their  own  membership,  a  commis- 
sioner appointed  by  the  Mayor  from  two  nominees 
of  the  Boston  Society  of  Architects  for  a  term  of 
five  years,  and  a  commissioner  appointed  by  the 
Mayor  from  two  nominees  of  the  Boston  Society 
of  Landscape  Architects  for  a  term  of  five  years. 
Those  members  appointed  by  the  Mayor,  or 
elected  by  the  Art  Commission  or  the  Conservation 
Commission,  shall  be  deemed  to  be  special 
municipal  employees  for  the  purposes  of  chapter 
268A  of  the  General  Laws.  All  members  shall  serve 
without  compensation.  Members  elected  by  the 
Art  Commission  and  the  Conservation  Commission 
shall  serve  at  the  pleasure  of  the  electing  bodies. 
Any  vacancy  shall  be  filled  in  like  manner  as  the 
member  vacating  the  appointment,  for  a  term 
similar  to  that  of  the  original  appointee.  The 
commission  shall  organize  annually  and  elect  a 
chairman  from  among  its  own  membership.  The 
commission  shall  annually  elect  from  either  within 
or  without  its  membership  a  secretary,  and  may 
appoint  a  temporary  secretary  whenever  the 
secretary  is  not  in  attendance  at  a  meeting  of  the 
commission. 

Section  2.  The  said  commission  shall  have  the 
care,  management,  supervision,  and  control  of  the 
funds  bequeathed  to  the  City  of  Boston  by  Edward 
Ingersoll  Browne  by  will  dated  March  3, 1892,  and 
such  other  funds  as  the  Mayor  and  City  Council 
shall  by  order  direct.  The  commission  shall 
prudently  invest  and  reinvest  such  funds  in  a 
manner  consistent  with  any  restrictions  imposed 
by  the  said  will  and  shall,  subject  to  appropriation 
by  the  Mayor  and  City  Council,  expend  the  same 
in  accordance  with  the  terms  of  said  will.  The 
commission  shall  annually,  in  January,  submit  to 
the  Mayor  a  report  of  its  doings  in  the  then 
previous  year  together  with  an  audited  statement 
of  the  funds  then  in  its  control  and  its  estimate  of 
the  amount  of  money  that  will  be  available  for 
expenditure  in  accordance  with  said  will  in  the 
then  current  year. 
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Section  3.  Said  commission  may  from  time  to 
time  seek  professional  advice  on  the  investment  of 
the  funds  under  its  control,  and  the  commission 
shall  invest  and  keep  invested  all  such  funds  in 
conformity  with  section  54  of  chapter  44  of  the 
General  Laws,  notwithstanding  the  last  sentence 
thereof.  If  in  the  opinion  of  the  commission  the 
continued  ownership  of  any  securities  tendered  to 
it  would  be  of  benefit  to  the  fund,  it  may  hold 
such  securities  notwithstanding  the  foregoing. 

Section  4.  Notwithstanding  the  requirement  of 
appropriation,  for  the  purposes  of  matching 
federal,  state,  or  private  grants,  grants-in-aid,  gifts, 
or  bequests,  the  said  commission  may,  with  the 
approval  of  the  Mayor  and  City  Council,  obligate 
the  expenditure  of  funds  under  its  control,  for 
purposes  agreeable  to  the  aforesaid  Browne  will, 
whether  or  not  the  same  is  to  be  expended  within 
the  then  current  municipal  year. 

Section  5.  Notwithstanding  the  provisions  of 
section  3  of  chapter  1  of  the  ordinances,  this 
ordinance  shall  be  published  by  action  of  the  City 
Council  in  passing  the  same. 

Whereas,  Edward  Ingersoll  Browne  by  will  dated 
March  3,  1892,  bequeathed  to  the  City  of  Boston  a 
fund  to  be  held  in  trust,  the  income  to  be  applied 
to  the  adornment  and  benefit  of  the  city  by 
erection  of  statues,  monuments,  fountains  for  men 
and  beasts  and  for  the  adornment  of  its  streets, 
ways,  squares,  and  parks  in  such  a  manner  as  will 
promote  the  pleasure,  comfort,  education,  patri- 
otism, and  good  taste  of  its  citizens,  and  likewise 
for  the  maintenance  and  repair  of  any  statues  or 
other  structures  erected  by  money  supplied  by  this 
bequest;  and 

Whereas,  The  trustees  under  the  will  of  Edward 
Ingersoll  Browne  have  tendered  to  the  City  of 
Boston  cash  and  securities  in  payment  of  said 
bequest;  be  it  now,  therefore, 

Ordered,  That  the  bequest  of  Edward  Ingersoll 
Browne  be  accepted  with  gratitude;  and  be  it 
further 

Ordered,  That  the  Collector-Treasurer  be  em- 
powered to  accept  and  receipt  for  the  same; and  be 
it  further 

Ordered,  That  no  funds  received  hereunder  shall 
be  expended  except  by  the  Edward  Ingersoll 
Browne  Commission  when  created  by  ordinance; 
and  be  it  further 

Ordered,  That  the  sum  of  $610,014.83, 
tendered  to  the  City  of  Boston  by  New  England 
Merchants  National  Bank,  trustee  under  the  will  of 
Edward  Ingersoll  Browne,  pursuant  <o  a  decree  of 
the  Probate  Court  of  the  County  of  Suffolk,  as 
interest  on  a  bequest  of  said  Edward  Ingersoll 
Browne,  be  accepted  with  gratitude  upon  the 
conditions  set  forth  in  said  will,  provided  however, 
that  none  of  these  funds  be  expended  except  by 
the  Edward  Ingersoll  Browne  Commission  when 
created  by  ordinance. 

Ordered,  That,  in  the  City  of  Boston,  having 
received  a  generous  bequest  from  Edward  Ingersoll 
Browne,  late  of  Boston,  his  Honor  the  Mayor  be, 
and  hereby  is,  requested  and  directed  to  erect  a 
plaque   or  suitable  memorial  on  or  abutting  the

Your  Executive  Committee,  to  which  was 
referred  (November  18)  an  ordinance  revising  the 
market  limits  and  the  Faneuil  Hall  Market  limits, 
having  considered  the  same,  respectfully  submits 
the  following  report: 

1.  Despite  the  technical  imperfection  in  the 
enactment  of  chapter  188  of  the  Acts  of  1970,  the 
same  is  presumptively  valid.  The  Mayor,  City 
Council,  and  the  Legislature  all  acted  in  good  faith, 
and  the  subsequent  three  City  Councils  did  nothing 
to  dispute  the  effectiveness  of  the  enactment  and 
in  fact,  took  action  in  reliance  on  that  statute.  It 
seems  unlikely  that  the  courts  would  upset  the 
statute  '"or  technical  imperfection,  especially  since 
no  party  in  interest  has  objection  to  it. 
Nonetheless,  your  committee,  in  an  effort  to  assure 
the  rights  of  the  market  vendors,  has  reached 
behind  chapter  188  of  the  Acts  of  1970  to 
predecessor  statutes. 

2.  Your  committee,  being  of  the  opinion  that 
the  North,  South,  and  Quincy  Market  project  is 
important  to  the  redevelopment  of  our  city, 
respectfully  recommends  that  the  ordinance  ought 
to  pass  in  the  accompanying  new  draft:

Tne  City  Council  Christmas  party  for  emotion- 
ally disturbed  and  retarded  children  will  be  held  on 
two  consecutive  days,  Wednesday,  December  18, 
and  Thursday,  December  19,  in  the  Main  Gallery, 
fifth  floor,  City  Hall,  from  10:30  a.m.  to  2:00  p.m. 
eacn  day. 


There  will  be  approximately  800  children 
attending  each  day,  accompanied  by  parents, 
teachers,  and  volunteers  who  have  offered  to  assist 
in  supervising  the  children's  activities. 

The  response  to  the  chairman's  request  for 
donations  and  assistance  has  been  most  en- 
couraging. The  members  of  the  Boston  Police 
Patrolman's  Association  have  generously  provided 
the  children  with  portable  radios  and  stuffed  toys 
as  gifts  and  will  have  a  detail  on  hand  both  days  to 
assist  in  supervision  and  traffic  control  when  the 
children  arrive  at  and  depart  from  City  Hall. 

Mr.  Anthony  Athenas  of  Pier  4  has  generously 
donated  the  necessary  800  box  lunches  as  well  as 
party  favors  for  the  children. 

We  have  also  received  donations  tnrough  the 
Coca  Cola  Company  and  Stop  and  Shop  Company. 

Children's  television  personalities,  "Major 
Mudd"  and  "Willie  Whistle,"  have  kindly  con- 
sented to  appear  to  entertain  the  children. 

In  extending  the  invitations,  an  extra  effort  was 
made  by  Rod  Mosher  of  the  Data  Processing 
Department,  who  is  assisting  in  coordinating  the 
party,  to  reach  as  many  children  as  facilities  would 
allow.  The  children  will  be  coming  from  schools 
and  neighborhoods  representing  as  many  parts  of 
the  city  as  possible.  Mr.  Mosher  has  been  working 
closely  with  the  members  of  the  School  Depart- 
ment to  coordinate  transportation,  parental  per- 
mission slips,  and  many  other  details  as  well,  to 
insure  the  success  of  the  party.

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Ordered,  That  his  Honor  the  Mayor,  under  the 
provisions  of  section  1 7F  of  the  City  Charter, 
answer  the  following: 

1.  Has  the  Mayor  at  the  time  of  this  order 
any  knowledge  of  evidence  of  wrongdoing? 

2.  Has  his  Honor  the  Mayor  at  the  time  of 
this  order  furnished  the  District  Attorney  with 
any  evidence  of  wrongdoing? 

3.  Has  the  Mayor,  at  the  time  of  this  order, 
requested  any  action  on  the  part  of  the  Boston 
Finance  Commission  concerning  any  informa- 
tion he  may  have  knowledge  of  concerning 
wrongdoing  or  alleged  wrongdoing  in  the 
conduct  of  the  affairs  of  the  city.

ALTERNATIVES  TO  RELOCATION 
OF  PINE  STREET  INN 

Coun.  LANGONE  offered  the  following: 
Whereas,  The  Boston  Redevelopment  Authority 
is  now  considering  the  relocation  of  the  Pine  Street 
Inn,  Inc.,  which  is  unpopularly  known  as  the  Pine 
Street  Manor  and  is  used  to  help  those  poor 
unfortunates  who  are  sometimes  considered 
alcoholics;  and 

Whereas,  There  are  many  of  these  people 
afflicted  with  this  habit  in  the  city  and  a  segment 
of  this  group  who  are  homeless  and  have  no  place 
to  sleep  or  eat;  and 

Whereas,  There  are  accommodations  now  at  Pine 
Street  for  about  240  of  these  unfortunate  people 
who,  were  it  not  for  this  place,  would  be  perhaps 
sleeping  in  parks  and  public  places  and  even 
doorways;  and 

Whereas,  The  new  laws  prohibit  any  of  these 
people  from  being  sent  involuntarily  to  an 
institution,  where  many  of  them  would  have  been 
housed  in  the  past;  and 

Whereas,  The  City  of  Boston  has  an  alcoholic 
program  at  the  Mattapan  Chronic  Hospital  and 
some  facilities  at  the  Long  Island  Hospital  where 
alcoholics  are  housed,  and  these  programs  because 
of  the  new  law  are  grossly  inadequate  because  of 
the  large  number  of  these  unfortunate  people  who 
congregate  mainly  in  the  South  End  district  of 
Boston,  coming  from  all  over  the  Boston  area,  and 
many  of  these  people,  who  come  from  good 
families,  have  lived  useful  lives  but  for  this  dreadful 
curse,  and  now  many  of  them  are  homeless  because 
of  these  circumstances;  and 

Whereas,  The  Boston  Redevelopment  Authority 
is  considering  the  relocation  of  the  Pine  Street  Inn 
several  blocks  from  the  present  site  to  the  old  Fire 
Headquarters  on  Bristol  Street,  with  the  idea  of 
drastically  increasing  the  facilities;  and 

Whereas,  The  South  End  section  of  the  city  is 
now  undergoing  a  renewal  and  rehabilitation 
process  whereby  many  of  the  old  brownstone 
buildings  are  being  remodeled  and  renovated 
because  of  the  upgrading  of  the  neighborhood 
through  the  urban  renewal  process;  and 

Whereas,  Many  of  these  South  End  residents  are 
rightfully  concerned  about  the  relocation  of  such  a 
large  facility  in  their  community,  with  the  fear  that 
it  would  attract  more  of  these  poor  unfortunates 
to  this  area;  and 
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Whereas,  This  entire  problem  of  alcoholism  in 
the  City  of  Boston  is  not  receiving  enough 
attention  and  support  from  our  responsible  city 
agencies  because  the  problem  is  so  great,  and  the 
•present  medical  facilities  at  the  Mattapan  Chronic 
and  the  Long  Island  Hospitals  are  not  sufficiently 
funded  and  staffed  to  provide  for  the  care  and 
treatment  of  these  poor  unfortunates  who  are 
afflicted  with  this  habit,  so  that  much  of  this 
burden  is  being  carried  through  the  use  of  this  Pine 
Street  Inn;  and 

Whereas,  These  unfortunate  people  using  the 
Pine  Street  Inn  express  a  desire  that  this  facility  be 
located  in  the  South  End  because  of  its  proximity 
to  the  downtown  Boston  area;  and 

Whereas,  There  should  be  more  coordination  in 
and  support  of  these  programs  by  the  city  to  help 
these  unfortunates;  and 

Whereas,  On  the  other  hand  we  have  a  good 
community  which  is  trying  to  uplift  and  upgrade 
the  residential  aspects  of  that  neighborhood;  now, 
therefore,  be  it 

Resolved,  That  the  Boston  City  Council  request 
his  Honor  the  Mayor,  through  those  agencies 
involved  in  alcoholic  abuse,  to  coordinate  and 
promulgate  a  general  policy  for  the  benefit  of  these 
people  afflicted  with  this  habit  through  a  central 
action  committee  so  that  city  agencies,  such  as 
Health  and  Hospitals  may  make  greater  use  of 
Long  Island  Hospital,  which  for  years  has  had  an 
excellent  facility,  created  during  the  administration 
of  one  of  our  greatest  mayors,  James  M.  Curley, 
where  the  general  atmosphere  and  surroundings  are 
more  suitable  for  the  rehabilitation  of  these 
alcoholics,  which  would  tend  to  alleviate  the 
problem  in  the  South  End  area  where  there  seems 
to  be  a  general  association  and  congregation  of 
these  people;  and  be  it  further 

Resolved,  That  the  Boston  Redevelopment 
Authority  will  hold  a  meeting  with  all  the  South 
End  organizations  and  federated  groups  prior  to 
any  such  decision  being  made  on  the  relocation  of 
the  Pine  Street  Inn  as  they  are  now  contemplating; 
and  be  it  further 

Resolved,  That  the  Boston  City  Council  will 
hold  a  public  hearing  on  the  care  and  treatment  of 
alcoholics  so  as  to  determine  whether  or  not  the 
best  use  of  our  existing  health  programs  and 
facilities  is  being  made  as  well  as  to  coordinate  the 
efforts  of  the  various  social  agencies  in  the  South 
End  area  so  that  there  is  a  unified  program  for  the 
health  and  care  of  these  poor  unfortunate  citizens; 
and  be  it  further 

Resolved,  That  the  Boston  City  Council  requests 
a  report  within  two  weeks  from  the  Health  and 
Hospitals  Department  on  the  types  of  programs 
and  the  current  use  of  our  health  facilities  for  these 
unfortunate  people;  and  be  it  further 

Resolved,  That  the  Boston  City  Council  requests 
his  Honor  the  Mayor,  to  have  the  Boston 
Redevelopment  Authority  defer  any  action  on  the 
relocation  of  the  Pine  Street  Inn  until  such  time  as 
the  proper  use  and  care  of  all  our  city  health 
programs  can  be  determined,  so  that  a  proper 
decision  can  be  made  on  the  total  picture  of  what 


the  true  conditions  are  in  the  city,  which  would 
justify  such  a  move  by  the  Pine  Street  Inn  to  the 
old  Fire  Headquarters  on  Bristol  Street.

No  wires  for  the  transmission  of 
electricity  at  more  than  15,000  volts  alter- 
nating, or  10.000  direct,  shall  after  the  effective 
date  of  this  act  be  placed,  maintained,  or 
operated  in  the  City  of  Boston  except 
underground." 

Section  2.  Said  chapter  of  the  Acts  of  1911  is 
hereby  further  amended  by  striking  out  section  2 
and  inserting  in  place  thereof  the  following 
section: 

"Section  2.  The  provisions  of  this  act  may 
be  enforced  as  provided  in  section  33  of 
chapter  1 66  of  the  General  Laws,  and  it  shall  be 
the  duty  of  the  Building  Commissioner  of  the 
City  of  Boston  to  see  to  such  enforcement." 
Section  3.  All  acts  and  parts  of  acts  inconsistent 
herewith  aje  hereby  repealed. 

Section  4.  This  act  shall  take  effect  upon  its 
passage.

4.  Alternative  sources  of  funding  for  the 
project. 

5.  Alternatives,  if  appropriate,  to  the  depres- 
sion of  Storrow  Drive,  such  as  the  phasing  out 
of  portions  thereof  as  a  transportation  artery. 

Second  3.  The  Secretary  shall  have  the  coopera- 
tion of  the  Department  of  Public  Works,  the 
Metropolitan  District  Commission,  the  Boston 
Redevelopment  Authority,  and  other  state  and  city 
agencies. 

Section  4.  Said  study  shall  be  completed  within 
six  months  of  enactment  of  this  legislation.

the  interest  of  public  safety  and  security  of  the 
election  that  this  order  is  submitted.  One  hundred 
and  sixty  polling  locations  are  in  Boston  public 
schools. 

Should  any  unfortunate  situations  occur  they 
should  not  interfere  with  the  safe  conduct  of  the 
election  of  Mayor,  City  Council,  and  School 
Committee.  This  date  would  also  provide  for 
security  of  the  election  machines  from  vandalism, 
since  the  shipping  and  work  could  be  done  during 
the  summer. 

In  1972  the  City  Council  passed  a  similar  order 
to  the  attached  to  avoid  a  conflict  with  the  Jewish 
holidays.  The  Legislature,  through  chapter  277  of 
the  Acts  of  1966  and  by  chapter  338  of  the  Acts 
of  1964,  also  named  the  state  primary  day  to  avoid 
conflict  with  Jewish  holidays. 

I  certainly  hope  that  none  of  the  above  events 
occur,  but  I  am  convinced  that  these  steps  will 
insure  a  safe  and  secure  City  Election.

Consistent  with  the  maintenance  of  the  high 
quality  service  delivery  that  is  the  tradition  of  this 
department,  I  respectfully  request  your  considera- 
tion of  a  supplementary  budget  for  the  continua- 
tion and  improvement  of  the  professional  services 
listed  below,  under  Account  No.  40813.  The 
request  covers  the  delivery  of  professional 
contractual  services  that  I  believe  essential  in 
providing  a  humane  rehabilitative  environment  to 
the  inmates  of  the  Suffolk  County  House  of 
Correction. 

The  request  involving  legal  services  to  inmates  is 
in  response  to  the  growing  body  of  case  law 
indicating  the  need  for  greater  vigilance  on  behalf 
of  correctional  administrators  towards  the  protec- 
tion of  civil  rights  and  due  process  for  institutional 
inmates. 

It  is  my  conviction  that  the  economic  and 
administrative  efficiency  of  the  Suffolk  County 
House  of  Correction  can  and  will  improve 
measurably  with  the  approval  and  execution  of  the 
proposed  management  study.  Current  procedures 
are  too  often  a  function  of  the  outmoded  tenets  of 
our  predecessors  in  penal  management. 

The  therapeutic  recreation  appropriation  will 
insure  the  availability  of  recreational  activity  for 
inmates  regardless  of  their  individual  ability  or 
interest,  and  directly  addresses  one  of  the  difficult 
problems  facing  any  correctional  institution  -  the 
frustration,  boredom,  and  inevitable  unrest  that 
grows  out  of  monotony. 

An  additional  dental  care  appropriation  will 
allow  for  the  delivery  of  dental  services  on  a 
preventative  basis  and  insure  the  high  standard  of 
care  not  previously  available  to  inmates. 
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The  Offender  Manpower  Services  Program  will 
provide  stipends  to  inmates  based-  on  maintenance 
work  performed  at  the  institution.  There  is  a  clear 
economy  involved  in  assigning  inmates  to 
institutional  maintenance,  but  the  therapeutic 
values  to  be  realized  by  making  these  men 
responsible  for  their  assignments,  providing  an 
opportunity  to  become  tangibly  productive,  and 
providing  training  in  skills  and  work  habits  can  be 
critical  in  creative  rehabilitative  efforts. 

Under  the  category  of  institutional  maintenance 
your  approval  of  a  supplementary  appropriation 
can  be  of  tremendous  value  in  addressing  the  most 
pressing  need  facing  the  institution,  the  provisions 
of  a  sanitary,  decent  environment.  This  appro- 
priation will  contribute  towards  modern  trash 
collection,  sorely  needed  upgrading  and  main- 
tenance of  residential  facilities  and  sanitation 
equipment,  and  the  efficient  operation  of  heating, 
electrical,  and  automotive  equipment. 

I  want  to  take  this  opportunity  to  emphasize  my 
concern  over  these  issues  and  to  assure  you  that  I 
have  examined  the  proposed  supplement  in  minute 
detail  and  that  these  expenditures  are  ultimately  in 
the  interest  of  the  most  economic  operation  of  an 
effective  correctional  effort  by  this  department.

I  would  stress  finally  that  nothing  in  this 
amendment  in  any  way  diminishes  the  control  of 
the  Mayor  and  City  Council  over  these  projects.  No 
project  may  be  undertaken  without  express 
approval  of  the  Mayor  and  City  Council.  This 
amendment  simply  empowers  EDIC  to  perform 
functions  which  the  City  Council  and  the  Mayor 
may  find  appropriate.

An  Act  Amending  Chapter  1097  of  the  Acts  of 
1971  Relating  to  the  Economic  Development 
and  Industrial  Corporation  of  Boston 
Be    it    enacted    by    the    Senate    and    House    of 
Representatives  in  General  Court  assembled, 
and  by  the  authority  of  the  same,  as  follows: 
Section    1.  Section  1   of  chapter   1097   of  the 
Acts  of  1971  is  amended  by  inserting  the  words 
"or  the  lessee  or  sublessee"  immediately  after  the 
word  "corporation"  where  it  appears  twice  in  the 
last    sentence  of   clause   (f)    thereof  so  that  said 
sentence    shall    read   as    follows:    "An   economic 
development   project   may  also   include  the  con- 
struction   by    the   corporation    or    the   lessee  or 
sublessee  of  any  of  the  buildings,  structures,  or 
other  facilities  for  industrial  or  manfacturing  uses 
contemplated  by  the  economic  development  plan 
and  the  repair,  removal,  or  rehabilitation  by  the 
corporation  or  the  lessee  or  sublessee  of  any  of  the 
buildings,  structures,  or  other  facilities  located  in 
the  area   covered  by  the  economic  development 
plan    and    which,   under    such    plan,    are    to    be 
repaired,  moved,  or  rehabilitated." 

Section  2.  Section  1  of  said  chapter  1097  is 
further  amended  by  inserting  the  following  clauses 
after  clause  (f)  thereof: 

"(g)  'Pollution  control  facilities  project,'  a 
project  for  the  establishment  or  improvement  of 
facilities  for  the  prevention,  avoidance,  reduction, 
control,  abatement,  or  elimination  of  pollution  by 
any  means  of  air  or  of  waters. 

"(h)  'Project,'  an  economic  development  proj- 
ect, a  pollution  control  facilities  project  or  a  solid 
waste  disposal  facilities  project. 

"(i)  'Solid  waste  disposal  facilities  project,'  a 
project  for  the  establishment  or  improvement  of 
facilities  for  the  disposal  of  refuse,  garbage,  and 
other  solid  waste  or  any  of  the  foregoing,  by 
incineration  or  other  means." 


Section  3.  Section  3  of  said  chapter  1097  i$ 
amended  by  inserting  the  following  sentence  at  the 
end  of  the  first  paragraph  thereof:  "The 
corporation  shall  in  no  way  be  subject  to  the 
provisions  of  chapter  155,  156,  156B,  or  180  of 
the  General  Laws." 

Section  4.  Section  3  of  said  chapter  1097  is 
further  amended  by  striking  the  last  sentence  of 
the  second  paragraph  thereof  and  substituting  the 
following  two  sentences:  "No  vacancy  in  the  office 
of  a  member  shall  impair  the  right  of  a  quorum  to 
exercise  all  the  rights  and  perform  all  the  duties  of 
the  corporation.

shall  read  as  follows:  "(g)  To  invest  any  funds  not 
required  for  immediate  use  or  disbursement  in 
certificates  of  deposit  or  in  obligations  of  the 
government  of  the  United  States  or  any  of  its 
agencies  or  instrumentalities  or  in  obligations  the 
payment  of  the  principal  of,  and  interest  on,  which- 
is  guaranteed  by  the  government  of  the  United 
States  or  any  of  its  agencies  or  instrumentalities." 
Section  7.  Section  5  of  said  chapter  1097  is 
further  amended  by  striking  the  words  "economic 
development"  in  clause  (i)  of  the  first  paragraph 
thereof  so  that  said  clause  shall  read  as  follows: 
"(i)  To  prepare  or  cause  to  be  prepared  plans, 
designs,  drawings,  specifications,  and  estimates  of 
the  cost  for  the  construction,  reconstruction, 
development,  rehabilitation,  remodeling,  altera- 
tion, or  repair  of  projects  and  from  time  to  time 
modify  such  plans,  drawings,  specifications,  and 
estimates." 

Section  8.  Section  5  of  said  chapter  1097  is 
further  amended  by  striking  the  last  sentence  of 
clause  (k)  of  the  first  paragraph  thereof  and 
substituting  the  following  sentence:  "Prior  to  the 
approval  of  an  economic  development  plan  or  a 
pollution  control  facilities  project  or  a  solid  waste 
disposal  facilities  project  by  the  City  Council  and 
the  Mayor,  the  corporation  shall  neither  acquire 
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any  property  nor  institute  any  proceedings  under 
chapter  80A,  except  for  purposes  of  relocation; 
provided,  however,  that  if  an  economic  develop- 
ment plan  or  a  pollution  control  facilities  project 
or  a  solid  waste  disposal  facilities  project 
contemplates  the  taking  by  eminent  domain  of 
lands  particularly  described  therein,  and  if  said 
plan  or  project  is  approved  by  the  City  Council  and 
the  Mayor,  the  dates  as  of  which  the  value  of  such 
land  shall  be  determined  for  eminent  domain 
purposes  shall  be  the  date  on  which  said  plan  or 
project  was  first  submitted  to  the  City  Council 
unless  the  value  of  such  land  has  increased  to  the 
date  of  taking,  in  which  case  the  increased  value 
shall  be  the  value  of  the  land  for  eminent  domain 
purposes." 

Section  9.  Section  6  of  said  chapter  1097  is 
further  amended  by  inserting  the  following 
sentence  at  the  end  of  the  third  paragraph  thereof: 
"The  validity  of  an  economic  development  plan  or 
economic  development  project  shall  not,  however, 
be  affected  by  the  provisions  of  this  paragraph." 

Section  10.  Said  chapter  1097  is  further 
amended  by  inserting  the  following  four  sections 
after  section  6  thereof: 

"Section  6A.  Solid  Waste  Disposal  Facilities 
Projects.  No  solid  waste  disposal  facility  project 
shall  be  undertaken  until  the  project  has  been 
approved  by  the  City  Council  and  the  Mayor, 
except  that  if  within  ninety  days  after  the 
submission  of  such  project  to  the  City  Council 
for  approval  the  City  Council  has  not  voted  to 
disapprove  it,  such  project  shall  be  deemed  to 
have  been  approved  by  the  City  Council.  If  the 
project  is  not  commenced  within  seven  years 
after  the  approval  of  such  project,  the  approval 
of  such  project  shall  lapse. 

"All  proposals  for  solid  waste  disposal 
facility  projects  submitted  to  the  City  Council 
for  approval  under  this  act  shall  be  ac- 
companied by  a  report  on  such  project  by  the 
planning  agency  of  the  city  to  whom  the 
proposal  for  the  project  shall "  have  been 
submitted  before  its  submission  to  the  City 
Council,  by  a  statement  of  the  proposed 
method  for  financing  for  the  project,  and  by 
such  other  information  as  the  corporation 
deems  advisable. 

"All  cities,  towns,  and  other  public  agencies 
and  private  parties  are  authorized  from  time  to 
time  to  contract  with  operators  of  solid  waste 
disposal  facilities  established  or  to  be 
established  under  the  provisions  of  this  act  for 
the  disposal  of  refuse,  garbage,  and  waste  or  for 
the  purchase  or  use  of  by-products  or  residue 
resulting  from  the  operation  of  such  facilities. 
Such  contracts  may  be  for  such  periods  as 
agreed  upon  by  the  parties  and,  without 
limiting  the  generality  of  the  foregoing,  may 
include  provisions  for  the  delivery  of  minimum 
amounts  of  refuse,  garbage,  and  waste  and 
payments  for  the  use  of  the  facilities  to  be 
based  thereon,  unit  prices,  which  may  be 
graduated,  and  adjustments  thereof.  Such 
contracts  may  include  provisions  for  arbitra- 
tion.   In    the    case    of  a   city   or   town,   such 


contracts  may  be  entered  into  by  officers  acting 
under  the  authority  of  the  city  council  of  a  city 
or  the  town  meeting  in  the  case  of  a  town, 
which  authorization  may  be  general.  The 
obligations  represented  by  the  payments  to  be 
made  in  such  a  contract  shall  not  be  included  in 
any  determination  of  the  borrowing  capacity  of 
such  city  or  town  under  any  limitation  on  its 
indebtedness.  Such  a  contract  shall  not  be 
subject  to  section  4  of  chapter  40  and  shall  not 
be  precluded  by  the  acceptance  of  section  9A 
of  chapter  92.  To  the  extent  of  uncommitted 
capacity,  any  municipality  shall  be  entitled  to 
contract  with  an  operator  of  solid  waste 
disposal  facilities  established  or  to  be  estab- 
lished hereunder. 

"The  establishment  and  operation  of  solid 
waste  disposal  facilities  hereunder  shall  be 
subject  to  applicable  laws  except  as  otherwise 
provided  herein.  Reasonable  requirements  may 
be  imposed  thereon  by  proceedings  or  regula- 
tions pursuant  to  section  150 A  of  chapter  111, 
but  the  assignment  of  a  site  may  not  be 
rescinded,-1  other  than  on  appeal  from  the 
original  assignment,  pursuant  to  said  section  or 
otherwise.  In  the  event  that  solid  waste  disposal 
facilities  financed  in  whole  or  in  part  hereunder 
include  or  are  to  include  facilities  for  the 
production  of  steam  as  a  by-product,  either  the 
corporation  or  a  lessee  or  sublessee  corporation, 
whether  domestic  or  foreign,  shall  have  the 
powers  granted  by  section  12  of  chapter  158, 
but  the  production  and  sale  of  such  steam  and 
the  foregoing  grant  of  powers  shall  not  cause 
such  party  to  be  otherwise  subject  to  chapter 
158  or  to  be  excluded  from  chapter  156  or 
156B,  or  to  be  deemed  a  heat  or  power 
company  for  the  purposes  of  the  corporation 
laws  of  the  commonwealth. 

"A  lease  of  solid  waste  disposal  facilities,  or  a 
separate  contract  or  contracts  with  the  lessee  or 
sublessee  (if  any),  shall  contain  such  provisions 
as  to  the  use  thereof  and  the  prices  therefor, 
during  the  term  of  the  lease  or  of  such  contract 
or  contracts,  as  the  corporation  deems 
necessary  or  prudent  to  accomplish  the  public 
purposes  of  the  lease  or  such  contracts  at 
reasonable  cost  and  to  permit  to  the  lessee  or 
sublessee  a  fair  but  not  excessive  profit.  In  this 
regard  the  corporation  may  take  into  account, 
among  other  relevant  factors,  the  merits  of  the 
process  to  be  used  and  any  proprietary  rights 
therein,  the  availability  and  cost  of  alternative 
disposal  services,  the  technological  and  financial 
risks  undertaken  by  the  lessee  or  sublessee,  and 
incentives  for  economic  operation. 

"If  a  solid  waste  disposal  facilities  project  is 
approved  by  the  City  Council  and  the  Mayor, 
the  corporation  shall  have  the  powers  and 
duties  imposed  by.  this  act  to  undertake  and 
carry  out  such  project.  The  corporation  stiall 
not  be  required  to  submit  such  project  so 
approved  to  the  Department  of  Community 
Affairs  of  the  commonwealth  for  further 
approval. 
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Section  6B.  Pollution  Control  and  Facilities 
Projects.  No  pollution  control  facilities  project 
shall  be  undertaken  until  the  project  has  been 
approved  by  the  City  Council  and  the  Mayor, 
except  that  if  within  ninety  days  after  the 
submission  of  such  project  to  the  City  Council 
for  approval  the  City  Council  has  not  voted  to 
disapprove  it,  such  project  shall  be  deemed  to 
have  been  approved  by  the  City  Council.  If  the 
project  is  not  commenced  within  seven  years 
after  the  approval  of  such  project,  the  approval 
of  such  project  shall  lapse. 

"All  proposals  for  pollution  control  facilities 
submitted  to  the  City  Council  for  approval 
under  this  act  shall  be  accompanied  by  a  report 
on  such  project  by  the  planning  agency  of  the 
city  to  whom  the  proposal  for  the  project  shall 
have  been  submitted  before  its  submission  to 
the  City  Council,  by  a  statement  of  the 
proposed  method  for  financing  the  project,  and 
by  such  other  information  as  the  corporation 
deems  advisable. 

"The  establishment  and  operation  of  pollu- 
tion control  facilities  hereunder  shall  be  subject 
to  applicable  laws  except  as  otherwise  provided 
herein. 

"If  a  pollution  control  facilities  project  is 
approved  by  the  City  Council  and  the  Mayor, 
the  corporation  shall  have  the  powers  and 
duties  imposed  by  this  act  to  undertake  and 
carry  out  such  project.  The  corporation  shall 
not  be  required  to  submit  such  project  so 
approved  to  the  Department  of  Community 
Affairs  of  the  commonwealth  for  further 
approval. 

"Section  6C.  Lease  of  Facilities.  Any  lease 
of  any  building,  structure,  or  other  facility 
financed  hereunder  by  the  use  of  revenue  bonds 
may  provide  that  contracts  for  construction, 
acquisition  of  materials,  or  other  work  shall  be 
made  by  the  corporation,  the  lessee,  or  a 
sublessee,  and  that  obligations  of  the  lessee  or  a 
sublessee,  (if  any)  are  unconditional  in  whole  or 
in  part.  Any  such  lease  shall  (i)  be  for  a  term 
not  in  excess  of  ninety-nine  years  and  (ii) 
provide  for  a  rental  sufficient  to  amortize  the 
principal  and  interest  of  all  bonds  and  other 
obligations  of  the  corporation  issued  or 
incurred  to  pay  the  cost  of  the  leased  property 
and  current  expenses  of  the  corporation 
incurred  in  connection  therewith.  Any  such 
lease  may  provide  that  the  lessee  shall  pay  to 
the  corporation  or  otherwise  assume  and  pay  all 
other  costs  of  maintaining  and  operating  the 
leased  property,  including  taxes  and  assess- 
ments on  the  lessee's  interest  therein  or  excises. 
Any  such  lease  may  contain  any  other 
provisions  deemed  necessary  or  desirable  by  the 
corporation,  including,  without  limitation, 
provisions  for  the  subletting  of  the  leased 
property  and  renewal  or  purchase  options,  but 
any  purchase  option  shall  provide  at  a 
minimum^for  payment  sufficient  to  reimburse 
the  corporation  for  all  its  current  expenses 
incurred  in  connection  with  the  leased  property 
and    to    pay    in    full    all    bonds    and    other 


obligations  of  the  corporation  together  with 
interest  thereon  issued  or  incurred  in  con- 
nection with  the  leased  property  and  unpaid  at 
the  time  such  option  is  exercised  together  with 
premiums,  if  any,  payable  in  the  event  such 
bonds  are  called  for  redemption  at  the  earliest 
practicable  date.  Any  such  purchase  option 
may  provide  for  payment  of  no  additional 
consideration  if  all  such  expenses,  bonds,  or 
other  obligations  and  interests  have  been  paid 
in  full  or  moneys  provided  therefor  when  such 
option  is  exercised.  If  a  project  includes  several 
leases,  the  costs,  expenses,  and  indebtedness  of 
the  corporation  relating  to  the  project  may  be 
allocated  to  the  leased  properties  in  such 
manner  as  the  corporation  may  determine. 

"Section  6D.  Competitive  Bidding.  In  ap- 
proving any  economic  development  plan,  solid 
waste  disposal  facilities  project,  or  pollution 
control  facilities  project  hereunder  the  City 
Council  and  Mayor  may  require  that  contracts 
for  the  construction  of  any  building,  structure, 
or  other  facility  financed  hereunder,  for  the 
acquisition  of  materials  therefor,  or  for  other 
work  related  thereto,  let  by  the  corporation  be 
awarded  as  a  result  of  competitive  bidding.  The 
City  Council  and  Mayor  may  not,  however,  in 
any  way  require  that  any  contract  let  by  a 
lessee  or  sublessee  of  any  such  building, 
structure  or  other  facility  be  made  the  subject 
of  competitive  bidding." 

Section  11.  Section  9  of  said  chapter  1097  is 
amended  by  striking  the  third  paragraph  thereof 
and  substituting  the  following  two  paragraphs: 

"Nothing  in  this  act  shall  be  construed  to 
prevent  the  taxation  to  the  same  extent  and  in  the 
same  manner  as  other  real  estate  is  taxed  of  real 
estate  acquired  and  developed  by  the  corporation 
for  a  project  and  sold  by  it,  or  the  taxation  to  the 
same  extent  and  in  the  same  manner  as  real  estate 
of  the  commonwealth  is  taxed,  of  real  estate  so 
acquired  and  developed  by  the  corporation  and 
leased  by  it;  provided,  however,  that  real  estate  so 
acquired  and  developed  by  the  corporation  and 
sold  or  leased  to  an  urban  redevelopment 
corporation  or  other  entity  '  operating  under 
chapter  121 A  of  the  General  Laws,  or  to  an 
insurance  company  or  savings  bank  or  group 
savings  bank  operating  under  said  chapter,  shall  be 
taxed  as  provided  in  said  chapter  and  not 
otherwise. 

"Nothing  in  this  act  shall  be  construed  to 
prevent  the  taxation  to  the  same  extent  and  in  the 
same  manner  as  other  tangible  personal  property  is 
taxed  of  tangible  personal  property  acquired  by 
the  corporation  for  a  project  and  sold  by  it,  or  the 
taxation  of  tangible  personal  property  acquired  by 
the  corporation  for  a  project  and  leased  by  it  to 
the  lessee  thereof  in  the  same  manner  and  to  the 
same  extent  as  such  property  would  be  taxed  to 
such  lessee  if  such  lessee  were  the  owner  thereof; 
provided,  however,  that  tangible  personal  property 
so  acquired  by  the  corporation  and  sold  or  leased 
to  an  urban  redevelopment  corporation  or  other 
entity  operating  under  chapter  12 1A  of  the 
General   Laws,   or  to   an   insurance   company   or 
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savings  bank  or  group  of  savings  banks  operating 
under  said  chapter,  shall  be  taxed  as  provided  in 
said  chapter  and  not  otherwise." 

Section  12.  Section  10  of  said  chapter  1097  is 
amended  by  inserting  the  words  "or  other  funds 
provided  therefor"  immediately  after  the  word 
"corporation"  where  it  appears  for  the  fourth  time 
in  the  last  sentence  of  the  first  paragraph  thereof, 
so  that  said  sentence  shall  read  as  follows:  "Such 
debentures  shall  not  be  deemed  to  constitute  a 
debt  of  the  commonwealth  or  of  the  city  or  a 
pledge  of  the  faith  and  credit  of  the  common- 
wealth or  of  the  city  and  shall  be  subordinated  to 
all  other  obligations  of  the  corporation  and  shall  be 
payable  at  such  time  or  times  and  in  such 
installments,  if  any,  as  the  corporation  shall 
determine,  but  solely  out  of  the  net  assets  of  the 
corporation;  and  the  holders  thereof  shall  be 
entitled  to  interest  thereon,  but  only  out  of  the  net 
earnings  of  the  corporation  or  other  funds 
provided  therefor  and  in  no  event  at  a  rate  higher 
than  the  rate  specified  therein." 

Section  13.  Section  11  of  said  chapter  1097. is  i 
amended  by  striking  the  second  sentence  thereof 
and  substituting  the  following  sentence:  "In- 
debtedness of  the  city  authorized  under  this 
section  shall  be  outside  any  limit  of  indebtedness 
prescribed  in  chapter  44  of  the  General  Laws  and 
shall  be  payable  within  twenty  years  and  otherwise 
subject  to  sections  16  to  27,  inclusive,  of  said 
chapter  44;  provided,  however,  that  the  total 
amount  of  indebtedness  of  the  city  outstanding  at 
any  one  time  under  this  section  and  clauses  (1), 
(2),  and  (4)  of  section  20  of  chapter  121B  of  the  - 
'General  Laws  shall  not  exceed  the  debt  limit 
prescribed  in  section  21  of  said  chapter  121B  of 
the  General  Laws  for  said  clauses  (1),  (2),  and  (4) 
as  now  or  hereinafter  amended." 

Section  14.  Section  12  of  said  chapter  1097  is    • 
amended    by    striking    the    last    paragraph    and 
substituting  the  following  two  paragraphs: 

"In  anticipation  of  the  sale  of  such  revenue  and 
revenue-funding  bonds,  the  corpoiation  may  issue 
bond  anticipation  notes  and  may  refund  the  same 
from  time  to  time,  but  the  maximum  maturity  of 
any  such  note  shall  not  exceed  five  years  from  its 
date  of  issue,  or  in  the  case  of  a  refunding  issuing 
five  years  from  the  date  of  issue  of  the  original 
note.  Such  notes  shall  be  paid  from  any  revenues 
of  the  corporation  available  therefor  and  not 
otherwise  pledged  or  from  the  proceeds  of  sale  of 
the  revenue  bonds  of  the  corporation  in  anticipa- 
tion of  which  they  were  issued.  The  notes  shall  be 
issued  in  the  manner  provided  herein  as  to  revenue' 
bonds  and  may  be  secured  by  a  resolution  ortrust 
agreement  as  in  the  case  of  bonds. 

"All  revenue  and  revenue-refunding  bonds,  bond 
anticipation  notes,  and  debentures  issued  under  the 
provisions  of  this  act  shall  be  deemed  to  be 
investment  securities  for  the  purposes  of  the 
Uniform  Commercial  Code." 

Section  15.  Section  13  of  said  chapter  1097  is 
amended  by  striking  the  last  sentence  of  the  first 
paragraph  thereof  and  substituting  the  following 
sentence:  "Such  trust  agreement  or  the  resolution 
providing  for  the  issue  of  bonds  may   pledge  or 


assign,  in  whole  or  in  part,  the  revenues  and  other 

moneys  to  be  received  by  the  corporation  and  may 

convey  or  mortgage  any  project  or  part  thereof  or 

authorize  the  same." 

Section  16.  Section  14  of  said  chapter  1097  is 

amended  to  read  as  follows: 

"Section  14.  Bonds  Eligible  for  Investment. 
Revenue  bonds  and  revenue-refunding  bonds 
issued  under  the  provisions  of  this  act  are 
hereby  made  securities  in  which  all  public 
officers  and  public  bodies  of  the  common- 
wealth and  its  political  subdivisions,  all 
insurance  companies,  trust  companies,  savings 
banks,  cooperative  banks,  banking  associations, 
investment  companies,  executors,  administra- 
tors, trustees,  and  other  fiduciaries,  and  all 
other  persons  whatsoever  who  are  now  or  may 
hereafter  be  authorized  to  invest  in  bonds  or 
other  obligations  of  a  similar  nature  may 
properly  and  legally  invest  funds,  including 
capital  in  their  control  or  belonging  to  them. 
Such  bonds  are  hereby  made  securities  which 
may  properly  and  legally  be  deposited  with  and 
received  by  any  commonwealth  or  municipal 
officer  or  any  agency  or  political  subdivision  of 
the  commonwealth  for  any  purpose  for  which 
the  deposit  of  bonds  or  other  obligations  of  the 
commonwealth  is  now,  or  may  hereafter  be 
authorized  by  law." 
Section  17.  Section  15  of  said  chapter  1097  is 

amended  to  read  as  follows: 

"Section  15. "Remedies.  Any  holder  of 
bonds  or  notes  or  debentures  issued  under  the 
provisions  of  this  act,  or  of  any  coupons 
appertaining  thereto,  and  the  trustee  under  the 
trust  agreement  or  resolution  securing  the  same, 
except  to  the  extent  the  rights  herein  given  may 
be  restricted  by  the  trust  agreement  or 
resolution,  may,  either  at  law  or  in  equity,  by 
suit,  action,  mandamus,  or  other  proceeding, 
protect  and  enforce  any  and  all  rights  under  the 
laws  of  the  commonwealth  or  granted  here- 
under or  under  the  trust  agreement  or 
resolution,  and  may  enforce  and  compel  the 
performance  of  all  duties  required  by  this  act  or 
by  the  trust  agreement  or  resolution  to  be 
performed  by  the  corporation  or  by  any  officer 
thereof." 
Section  18.  Said  chapter  1097,  as  amended  by 

this  act,  is  hereby  confirmed  in  all  respects. 

Section  19.  This  act  shall  take  effect  upon  its 

passage.

In  response  to  a  resolve  introduced  by 
Councillor  DiCara  and  adopted  by  the  City  Council 
November  25,  1974,  pertaining  to  compliance  with 
air  pollution  control  regulations  and  the  schedule 
for  compliance  at  the  municipal  incinerator, 
answers  to  the  questions  submitted  in  the  resolve 
are  as  follows: 

1.  Joseph  F.  Casazza,  Commissioner  of 
Public  Works,  is  the  official  directly  responsible 
to  the  city  for  the  city  municipal  incinerator's 
compliance  with  state  and  federal  air  pollution 
abatement  requirements. 


2.  The  final  plans  and  specifications  for  an 
abatement  system  to  the  present  municipal 
incinerator  comprises  the  construction  of  a  new 
municipal  incinerator  incorporating  facilities 
that  will  comply  with  the  air  pollution  control 
regulations  of  the  State  Department  of  Public 
Health  and  of  the  United  States  Environmental 
Protection  Agency. 

3.  The  ordering  of  equipment  for  an 
abatement  system  will  be  the  responsibility  of 
the  contractor  awarded  the  contract  for 
construction  of  the  incinerator. 

4.  The  earliest  date  possible  for  the  placing 
in  operation  of  a  new  incinerator  is  July,  1977. 

5.  The  city's  past  and  present  efforts  to 
meet  the  requirements  of  the  regulations  for 
the  control  of  air  pollution  are  as  follows: 

In  1969  the  city  engaged  Metcalf  &  Eddy, 
engineers,  to  study,  and  they  submitted  a 
report  in  August,  1970,  on,  improved  fly  ash 
control  facilities,  South  Bay  incinerator.  The 
report  stated  that  by  rehabilitation  of  the 
existing  dust  collection  equipment  at  a 
construction  cost  of  $465,000  and  an  operating 
cost  of  $1,400  per  day  the  expected  efficiency 
(particulate  removal)  would  be  80  percent.  The 
most  efficient  alternate  that  could  possibly 
meet  the  regulations  was  the  installation  of 
high-energy  scrubbers  at  an  estimated  construc- 
tion cost  of  $2,374,000,  with  an  operating  cost 
per  day  of  $1 ,760  and  an  expected  efficiency  of 
99  percent.  The  engineers  recommended  a  test 
trial  on  two  of  the  furnaces  at  a  cost  of 
$65,000  and,  if  proved  satisfactory,  complete 
renovation  of  all  six  furnaces  at  a  cost  of 
$465,000.  It  should  be  noted  that  construction 
costs  have  increased  from  1971  by  approxi- 
mately 48  percent  which  would  result  in  an 
increase  of  the  aforesaid  construction  costs  to 
$690,000  and  $3,500,000,  respectively.  The 
estimated  cost  of  operating  high-energy  scrub- 
bers has  increased  from  $1,760  to  $5,000  per 
day. 

In  October  of  1970  and  again  in  July,  1971, 
the  requests  of  the  city  for  the  State 
Department  of  Public  Health  to  approve  the 
plan  for  rehabilitation  of  the  incinerator 
abatement  system  and  the  trial  run  were 
rejected.  The  city  then  decided,  rather  than 
expending  $2,500,000  in  a  plant  that  originally 
cost  $5,750,000  and  was  twelve  years  old,  that 
would  not  result  in  increasing  the  plant's 
burning  capacity  and  without  any  assurance 
that  after  such  a  large  expenditure  the  plant 
could  be  made  to  comply  with  more  stringent 
regulations  in  the  future,  that  we  would 
proceed  to  construct  a  new  municipal  inciner- 
ator of  sufficient  capacity  to  handle  all  of  the 
city's  solid  wastes. 

In  1969  the  Public  Works  Department  made 
a  joint  investigation  with  the  Boston  Edison 
Company  as  to  the  feasibility  of  the  concept  of 
a  municipal  incinerator  that  would  provide 
steam  generated  from  waste  heat  of  incinera- 
tion for  use  in  the  utility's  underground 
steam-heating  and  air-conditioning  system. 

In  the  fall  of  1970  the  city  and  the  Edison 
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Company  jointly  paid  for  Metcalf  &  Eddy, 
engineers,  to  prepare  a  joint  proposal  for 
submission  to  the  Environmental  Protection 
Agency  for  a  demonstration  grant  to  cover  the 
cost  of  an  engineering  study  on  this  concept. 
This  application  was  rejected  by  EPA  in  April, 
1971. 

Several  large  companies,  most  of  them  with  a 
long  background  in  incineration  or  steam 
generation,  expressed  an  interest  in  entering  the 
solid  waste  disposal  field  and  entering  into 
contracts  with  the  municipalities  for  con- 
struction of  refuse  disposal  facilities.  At  this 
time  it  was  decided  that  it  would  be 
advantageous  for  the  city  to  proceed  along  that 
line.  Accordingly,  the  city  engaged  the  services 
of  Stone  &  Webster,  Management  Consultants, 
Inc.,  (Boston  Edison  Company  paying  half  the 
cost),  for  the  preparation  of  a  bid  document 
that  would  require  the  contractor  to  design, 
construct,  and  operate  a  refuse  disposal  facility. 
The  successful  bidder  would  contract  with  the 
Edison  Company  for  the  sale  of  steam  and 
would  be  allowed  to  receive  refuse  other  than 
that  required  to  be  disposed  of  by  the  city, 
provided  the  income  would  assist  in  reducing 
the  cost  to  be  paid  by  the  city  to  the  contractor 
on  a  tonnage  basis. 

A  background  data  document  was  prepared 
by  Stone  &  Webster,  and  meetings  were  held 
with  prospective  bidders  to  discuss  the 
implementation  of  the  project.  It  was  decided 
that  the  city  would  provide  a  site  in  the  vicinity 
of  the  present  incinerator  and  the  financing 
would  be  done  through  the  issuance  of 
tax-exempt  pollution  control  revenue  bonds. 
Consultation  with  various  city  agencies  deter- 
mined that  the  Economic  Development  and 
Industrial  Corporation  of  Boston  should  be  the 
contracting  entity,  the  Public  Works  Depart- 
ment acting  as  consultants.  In  July,  1973,  EDIC 
engaged  Adams,  Harkness  and  Hill  as  a  financial 
consultant  and  later  engaged  Palmer  &  Dodge  as 
bond  counsel. 

Stone  &  Webster  has  completed  a  final  draft 
of  an  invitation  to  submit  a  proposal.  The  fiscal 
agent  and  bond  counsel  have  determined,  in 
order  to  insure  the  marketing  of  the  bonds,  that 
some  additional  legislation  is  necessary  before 
EDIC  can  proceed  to  invite  bids.  A  proposed 
order  was  submitted  to  the  City  Council  under 


the  Home  Rule  Amendment  requesting  ap- 
proval of  a  petition  to  the  General  Court  to 
amend  existing  legislation.  The  City  Council  at 
its  meeting  on  December  9,  1974,  remanded 
the  request  to  the  Mayor  for  more  information. 
Hopefully,  the  needed  legislation  will  be 
enacted  by  February,  and  we  can  invite  bids  on 
this  project  in  the  spring.  As  it  will  take  at  least 
two  years  to  complete  this  project  the  new 
plant  may  be  ready  for  operation  by  July  of 
1977.

REPORT  OF  EXECUTIVE  COMMITTEE 

Coun.    IANNELLA,    for    the    Executive    Com- 
mittee, offered  the  following: 
To  the  City  Council. 
Gentlemen: 

Your  Executive  Committee,  to  which  was 
referred  Docket  2179,  order,  authorizing  accept- 
ance by  the  Collector-Treasurer  of  a  grant  of 
$888,000  for  the  Model  City  Program,  having 
considered  the  same,  after  several  hearings  reports 
as  follows: 


1.  It  is  unfortunate  that,  after  approval  by  the 
City  Council,  previous  funds  designated  for  the 
benefit  of  the  deserving  residents' of  the  Model  City 
Area  were  diverted  for  often  frivolous  purposes, 
including  some  one  half  million  dollars  that  was 
not  spent  for  the  benefit  of  the  poor,  but  rather  to 
support  the  office  of  the  Mayor. 

2.  In  order  to  prevent  a  recurrence  of  such  fund 
diversion  your  committee  is  of  the  opinion  that 
certain  safeguards  must  be  incorporated  into  the 
Council's  approval  of  these  funds. 

3.  It  is  the  desire  of  your  committee  that  these 
funds  be  used  exclusively  for  the  poor,  the  needy, 
the  sick,  and  deserving  residents  of  the  Model  City 
Area.  Therefore  your  committee  respectfully 
recommends  that  Docket  2179  ought  to  pass  in  the 
accompanying  draft. 

Ordered,  That  the  Collector-Treasurer  be,  and 
hereby  is,  authorized  and  empowered  under 
section  53A  of  chapter  44  of  the  General  Laws  to

Administrator  shall  file  with  the  City  Clerk  a 
certificate,  certifying  the  following: 

1.  That  none  of  these  funds  shall  be  used  for 
travel  outside  the  Commonwealth,  unless  specif- 
ically required  in  writing  by  the  Department  of 
Housing  and  Urban  Development. 

2.  That  every  voucher  for  payment  of  these 
funds  shall  be  signed  personally  by  the  Model  City 
Administrator,  the  standard  practice  for  all 
departments  of  the  city  and  county. 

3.  That  none  of  these  funds  shall  be  used  to 
influence  or  affect  any  election,  polling,  referen- 
dum, or  any  other  partisan  activity,  nor  to  fund 
any  activity  a  part  of,  related  to,  or  preparatory  to, 
any  campaign  for  public  office,  municipal,  state,  or 
national;  however,  such  funds  may  be  used  for  the 
cost  of  conducting  the  election  of  the  Model 
Neighborhood  Board; 

4.  That  none  of  these  funds  shall  be  used  for 
the  general  administrative  purposes  of  the  City  of 
Boston,  but  only  for  the  planning,  implementation, 
and  execution  of  programs  for  the  improvement  of 
the  quality  of  urban  life  within  the  city's  Model 
City  Area. 

5.  That,  to  the  extent  allowed  by  federal 
regulation,  all  of  these,  funds  shall  be  used  in  such 
manner  as  to  be  of  the  greatest  benefit  to  the  poor 
and  deserving  residents  of  the  Model  City  Area, 
and  that  no  unnecessary  administrative  charges 
shall  be  allowed  to  dissipate  these  funds. 

6.  That  none  of  these  funds  shall  enure,  by  any 
color  or  guise,  to  the  office  of  the  Mayor. 
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Coun.  CONNOLLY  in  the  chair.

Whereas,  The  40  percent  who  are  taxed  bear  the 
entire  burden,  equal  to  70  percent  of  the  total  city 
budget;  and 

Whereas,  Relief  for  the  taxpayer  in  Boston  is 
desperately  needed  in  face  of  the  maximum 
assessment  edict;  and 

Whereas.  Article  IV,  section  1,  chapter  1,  part 
the  Second,  of  the  State  Constitution  in  the 
original  language  of  that  document  empowers  the 
General  Court  "to  impose  and  levy  proportional 
and  reasonable  assessments,  rates,  and  taxes  upon 
all  the  inhabitants  of,  and  persons  resident,  and 
estates  lying  within,  the  Commonwealth";  now 
therefore  be  it

Whereas,  This  final  appeal  to  the  United  States 
Supreme  Court  to  reverse  Judge  W.  Arthur 
Garrity's  order  must  be  prepared  by  the  most 
competent  and  experienced  firm  of  constitutional

Whereas,  The  Boston  School  Committee,  the 
Boston  Home  and  School  Association,  and  other 
interested  parties  are  deeply  concerned  with  the 
proper  selection  of  legal  assistance;  and 

Whereas,  The  most  judicious  expenditure  of 
Boston  taxpayers'  money  would  be  the  selection  of 
one,  mutually-agreed  upon  firm  of  constitutional

Whereas,  Persons  on  fixed  incomes  -  especially 
the  elderly  -  are  unable  to  proportion  additional 
amounts  of  money  for  essential  services;  and 

Whereas,  Rent  increases  in  both  public  and 
private  housing  continue  to  escalate;  and 

Whereas.  The  City  of  Boston  has  a  moral 
obligation  to  our  senior  citizens  who  are  caught  in 
the  recessionary  pinch;  and 

Whereas,  These  elderly  citizens  do  not  possess 
the  additional  funds  demanded  for  increased  rent 
payments;  and 

Whereas,  Although  other  major  metropolitan 
areas  have  taken  action  on  legislation  that  provides 
for  rent  stabilization,  the  City  of  Boston  has  no 
specific  provisions  for  rent  leniencies  for  elderly 
persons;  now,  therefore  be  it 

Resolved.  That  the  Boston  City  Council  urges 
his  Honor  the  Mayor  to  request  the  Administrator 
of  Rent  Control  to  submit  proposals  within  three 
weeks  of  the  resolution  which  would  exclude  the 
elderly  with  low  incomes  from  additional  burden- 
some rent  increases;  and  be  it  further 

Resolved,  That  the  Boston  City  Council  requests 
Mr.  Herbert  Gleason,  Corporation  Counsel,  to 
advise  the  Councillors  assembled  on  the  feasibility 
of  a  home  rule  amendment  to  the  existing 
Commonwealth  Rent  Control  Statute  which  would 
grant  an  extension  of  the  law  to  the  City  of  Boston 
based  on  the  fact  that  the  city  has  such  a  large 
proportion  of  elderly  citizens.

POLICE  COMMISSIONER  TO  TESTIFY  RE 
ALLEGED  CONSPIRATORIAL  ACTIVI- 
TIES 

Coun.  HICKS  offered  the  following: 

Whereas,  Innumerable  unsubstantiated  state- 
ments have  been  made  by  the  Commissioner  of 
Police  Robert  di  Grazia,  as  reported  in  Boston 
newspapers,  radio  and  television,  which  allege  that 
there  exists  an  extortion  plot  against  Boston 
businessmen  by  unnamed  persons  who  oppose 
forced  busing;  and 

Whereas,  A  spokesman  for  the  Police  Commis- 
sioner stated  that  the  extortionist  activities  may 
involve  the  same  persons  who  allegedly  have 
conspired  to  blow  up  bridges  in  South  Boston;  and 


Whereas,  Certain  members  of  an  antibusing 
group  in  the  city  are  under  constant  surveillance 
because  of  their  alleged  involvement  in  both 
alleged  conspiracies;  and 

Whereas,  It  has  been  alleged  that  a  number  of 
merchants  throughout  the  city  have  been  ap- 
proached by  extortionists  and  have  been  threat- 
ened with  both  physical  violence  and  financial 
destruction;  and 

Whereas,  The  seriousness  of  such  allegations  is 
witnessed  by  the  stationing  of  security  guards  at 
various  bridges,  a  five-week  investigation  of  various 
alleged  conspiratorial  activities,  and  investigations 
by  the  FBI;  and 

Whereas,  These  unsubstantiated  statements  have 
produced  a  cloud  of  doubt,  mistrust,  and 
community  suspicion  upon  those  who  oppose  the 
forcible  busing  of  schoolchildren;  now,  therefore, 
be  it 

Ordered,  That  his  Honor  the  Mayor  instruct 
Boston  Police  Commissioner  Robert  J.  di  Grazia  to 
appear  forthwith  before  the  Boston  City  Council 
to  give  the  full  particulars  on  the  alleged 
conspiratorial  activities  and  to  produce  names  of 
the  extortionists  and  the  victims  of  the  alleged  plot 
so  that  further  rumors  and  the  malicious 
malignment  of  innocent  persons  will  cease. 

Referred  to  the  Executive  Committee. 

HOUSING  ADMINISTRATOR  TO  TESTIFY 
RE  D  STREET  HOUSING  PROJECT 

Coun.  HICKS  offered  the  following: 
Whereas,  Vandalism  at  South  Boston's  D  Street 
Housing    Project   is   costing  the   Boston   Housing 
Authority  at  least  $75,000  annually;  and 

Whereas,  It  is  reported  by  the  BHA  that 
vandalism  at  D  Street  is  worse  than  at  any  other 
public  housing  development  in  the  city;  and 

Whereas,  Forty  percent  of  the  amount  spent  on 
maintenance  at  the  80-family  D  Street  Project  was 
directly  related  to  vandalism;  and 

Whereas,  A  disproportionate  percentage  of  the 
Housing  Authority  budget  is  now  being  spent  at  D 
Street  for  security;  and 

Whereas,  It  is  reputed  that  vandalism  in  the 
project  is  principally  the  work  of  youths  from  the 
age  of  twelve  to  twenty;  and 

Whereas,  Wanton  and  vicious  destruction  of 
property  is  now  widespread  with  violent  acts  that 
can  only  be  classified, as  very  serious  crimes;  and 

Whereas,  It  is  estimated  that  the  cost  of  repair  to 
a  unit  ranges  from  $9,000  to  $14,000,  or  more; 
and 

Whereas,  Tenants  of  this  project  fear  for  their 
personal  safety  and  personal  property  and  because 
of  fear  are  hesitant  to  identify  vandals  due  to 
retaliatory  measures;  and 

Whereas,  Concerned  tenants  maintain  that  many 
of  the  problems  stem  from  nuisance  tenants  who 
chronically  offend  the  dignity  of  privacy  and 
common  standards  of  decency;  now,  therefore,  be 
it 

Resolved,  That  the  Boston  City  Council  strongly 
urges  Boston   Housing  Administrator  Mr.  Samuel 
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Thompson  to  develop  stricter  tenant  selection 
procedures;  and  be  it  further 

Resolved,  That  the  Boston  City  Council  requests 
Mr.  Thompson  to  appear  before  said  Council  and 
outline  regulations  on  procedures  for  evicting 
tenants  in  the  nuisance  area,  as  the  BHA  has  been 
enjoined  by  the  Court;  and  be  it  further 

Resolved,  That  a  public  hearing  be  scheduled  for 
the  benefit  of  the  residents  of  the  D  Street  Project 
with  representatives  of  the  BHA,  D  Street  security 
force,  District  6  police,  and  concerned  project 
residents  at  a  mutually  convenient  date. 

Referred  to  the  Committee  on  Housing. 


REQUESTING  ADDITIONAL  POLICE  PRO- 
TECTION AND  IMPROVING  OF  THEATER 
DISTRICT 

Coun.  HICKS  offered  the  following: 

Whereas,  The  city's  theater  district  is  now  in  a 
state  of  blight  and  decay  with  prostitution 
blatantly  evident  throughout  the  district;  and 

Whereas,  The  citizens  of  Boston  have  a  right  to 
attend  cultural  productions  without  fear  of 
harassment  and  unsafety;  and 

Whereas,  Such  theaters  as  the  Colonial,  Wilbur, 
and  Shubert  have  contributed  through  the  history 
of  Boston  to  the  glories  of  the  American  stage,  and 
these  theaters  rank  unique  as  a  cluster  of  first  rate 
playhouses;  and 

Whereas,  This  area  desperately  needs  improved 
lighting  and  widening  of  sidewalks;  and 

Whereas,  As  a  result  of  these  conditions  these 
theaters  are  now  faced  with  possible  auction  or 
could  be  forced  to  close  permanently;  now, 
therefore,  be  it 

Resolved,  That  the  Boston  City  Council  urges 
his  Honor  the  Mayor  through  the  office  of  the 
Police  Commissioner  to  increase  the  number  of 
police  in  the  theater  district;  and  be  it  further 

Resolved,  That  the  Boston  City  Council  urges 
Mr.  Robert  Kenney,  the  Director  of  the  Boston 
Development  Authority,  to  take  all  possible  action 
for  the  improvement  of  the  neighborhood  under 
the  provisions  of  the  federally  funded  "Liberty 
Tree"  zoning  project.

Whereas,  It  is  now  established  that  Boston  has 
the  nation's  fifth  highest  rate  of  luberculosis;  and 

Whereas,  242  new  active  tuberculosis  cases  have 
developed  in  the  City  of  Boston  this  past  year;  and 

Whereas,  Regardless  of  new  drugs  and  public 
health  programs,  TB  is  still  a  real  health  threat  due 
to  poor  living  conditions;  and 

Whereas,  Adolescents  and  young  adults  are 
particularly  susceptible  to  this  dread  disease;  and 


Whereas,  Many  residents  of  the  City  of  Boston 
are  under  the  assumption  that  tuberculosis  is  a 
disease  of  the  past;  and 

Whereas,  Free  testing  and  treatments  of  TB  is 
provided  (free  of  charge)  in  various  city  clinics  as 
outlined  in  chapter  111,  sections  77-80,  General 
Laws  of  the  Commonwealth;  now,  therefore,  be  it 

Resolved,  That  the  Boston  City  Council 
recognizes  and  commends  such  private  organiza- 
tions as  the  American  Lung  Association  for  its 
public  and  professional  education  programs  on  TB; 
and  be  it  further 

Resolved,  That  the  Boston  City  Council 
supports  the  efforts  of  the  Great  and  General 
Court  of  the  Commonwealth  in  funding  the 
tuberculin  program  administered  by  the  Depart- 
ment of  Public  Health;  and  be  it  further 

Resolved,  That  the  Boston  City  Council  urges 
his  Honor  the  Mayor,  through  the  city's  Depart- 
ment of  Health  and  Hospitals,  to  continue  and 
expand  the  dissemination  of  educational  material 
in  reference  to  the  identification  and  treatment  of 
tuberculosis  for  the  residents  of  the  City  of 
Boston. 

The  resolution  was  adopted  under  suspension  of 
the  rules. 

REQUESTING  COORDINATION  OF  ALL  EF- 
FORTS RE  SOLUTION  OF  PROBLEM  OF 
ALCOHOLISM 

Coun.  LANGONE  offered  the  following: 

Whereas,  There  are  in  the  City  of  Boston,  and 
more  particularly  in  the  downtown  and  South  End 
areas,  some  5,000  homeless  persons,  mostly  males; 
and 

Whereas,  The  City  of  Boston  Health  and 
Hospitals  Department  for  many  years  has  had  a 
program  for  alcoholics  at  Long  Island  Hospital, 
started  by  the  late  Mayor  James  M.  Curley;  and 

Whereas,  This  program  had  a  capacity  and 
facilities  for  495  men  at  Long  Island  Hospital, 
where  they  received  not  only  food  and  lodging  but 
also  medical,  psychiatric,  and  counseling  care  and 
in  fact,  it  was  expanded  to  allow  these  unfortunate 
people  to  live  at  Long  Island  and  commute  daily  if 
they  were  able  to  gain  full  employment  in  the  city 
in  the  downtown  area  (the  regular  bus  service  was 
available  and  the  program  enjoyed  a  certain  degree 
of  success);  and 

Whereas,  The  Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts 
Legislature  last  year  eliminated  the  crime  of 
drunkenness,  where  formerly  these  men  were 
picked  up  and  arrested,  and  many  of  them  were 
confined  at  the  Bridgewater  State  Farm,  Deer 
Island  House  of  Correction,  Charles  Street  Jail, 
etc.;  and 

Whereas,  These  unfortunate  people  are  home- 
less, and  Long  Island  has  drastically  cut  back  on 
this  alcoholic  program  at  an  especially  inopportune 
time  because  in  the  past  they  were  confined  to 
places  of  incarceration  where  they  would'  receive 
food  and  lodging  and  some  medical  care;  and 

Whereas,  At  the  present  time,  particularly  during 
the  cold  winter  months,  many  of  these  men  are 
subject   to  the   severe  New  England  weather,  and 
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many  of  them  suffer  from  malnutrition  and  many 
of  them  have  a  high  incidence  oftuberculosis;  and 

Whereas,  The  City  of  Boston  Health  and 
Hospitals  Department  should  be  devoting  more 
effort  rather  than  less  to  the  problem  of 
alcoholism,  the  Long  Island  Hospital  at  the  present 
time  has  less  than  100  of  these  unfortunate 
alcoholics  there  and  these  facilities  should  be 
expanded  at  least  to  the  level  of  the  original 
capacity  of  approximately  500;  and 

Whereas,  There  are  federal  funds  available 
through  the  Boston  Housing  Authority  for  housing 
of  these  handicapped  people,  and  the  city  Health 
and  Hospitals  Department  should  take  steps  to 
supplement  these  regular  funds;  and 

Whereas,  Finally,  these  unfortunate  people  are  a 
problem  to  the  residents  of  the  South  Bay  and 
South  End,  and  some  of  them  have  even  caused 
serious  fires  in  the  waterfront  area  of  the  North 
End,  and  the  City  of  Boston  should  make  a  greater 
effort  to  get  involved  to  solve  the  problem  of  these 
5,000  homeless  people;  now,  therefore,  be  it 

Resolved,  That  the  Boston  City  Council 
respectfully  requests  his  Honor  the  Mayor  to  order 
the  Board  of  Trustees  of  the  Health  and  Hospitals 
Department  to  make  requests  for  federal  funds 
through  the  necessary  agencies  to  properly  house 
and  treat  these  unfortunate  people  who  are 
afflicted  with  alcholism;  and  be  it  further 

Resolved,  That  the  City  of  Boston  will 
coordinate  an  overall  city-wide  program  to  combat 
the  problem  of  alcoholism  among  our  population 
here  in  the  city  with  regard  to  providing  job 
counseling  and  medical  care  through  the  Out- 
patient Department  and  conduct  an  educational 
program  on  the  dangers  of  drug  abuse  and 
immediately  institute  a  voluntary  chest  X-ray 
program  at  the  Boston  City  Hospital  to  determine 
the  extent  of  the  incidence  of  tuberculosis  in  these 
so-called  5,000  homeless  men;  and  be  it  further 

Resolved,  To  not  only  coordinate  all  the  efforts 
of  the  public  agencies  but  to  work  with  the  private 
agencies  involved  in  the  solution  of  the  problem  of 
alcoholism  among  the  population  of  the  City  of 
Boston.

CERTAIN  INFORMATION  RE  AMBULANCES 
OPERATED  BY  DEPARTMENT  OF
